Because  of  many  inquiries  and  mistakes  regarding  the  proper  certification  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Synod,  the  Secretary  herewith  sets  forth  the  excellent 
custom  in  use  since  the  Allegheny  meeting  in  the  matter  of  making  up  the  roll. 
At  that  meeting  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  was  authorized  and 
directed  to  prepare  a  form  of  credentials  for  Synodical  delegations  to  the  General 
Synod,  which  he  was  to  duly  supply  to  all  Secretaries  of  the  District  Synods. 
It  was  also  ordered  that  the  .Secretaries  of  the  District  Synods,  in  furnishing 
credentials  to  Synodical  delegations  to  the  General  Synod,  be  required  to  pre¬ 
pare  the  same  in  duplicate,  furnishing  a  copy  to  the  chairman  of  the  delega¬ 
tion,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod. 

Accordingly,  in  the  spring,  before  the  General  Synod  meets,  there  are  sent 
to  the  Secretaries  of  District  Synods  two  blank  forms  of  credentials,  both  to  be 
filled,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Synod.  One 
of  these  documents  is  to  be  sent  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod, 
Rev.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.  D.,  Selinsgrove,  Pa.  No  delegate  needs  any 
further  credentials  than  this.  But  to  provide  against  loss  in  any  way  of  the 
credentials,  the  second  blank  copy,  duly  filled,  is  to  be  sent  by  the  officers  of 
Synod  to  the  chairman  of  their  delegation,  and  this  copy  he  is  to  keep  and 
bring  along  to  the  meeting  (and  not  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod).  Unless  accidents  occur,  this  second  copy  need  not  be  produced,  as 
the  duplicate  thereof  is  supposed  to  be  already  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of 
the  General  Synod.  The  roll  is  made  up  in  advance,  and  at  the  opening  of 
the  Convention  not  a  moment  is  lost  in  settling  who  are  entitled  to  seats,  but 
the  delegates  can  proceed  at  once  to  business. 

The  Secretary  of  each  District  Synod  is  requested,  near  the  time  of  the 
Convention,  to  correspond  with  the  Synodical  delegations,  and  to  let  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  know  promptly  of  all  cases  where  alternates 
take  the  places  of  primarii.  Many  papers  are  anxious  to  have  a  correct  and 
complete  list  of  the  delegates  who  are  to  constitute  the  Convention.

The  Forty-fourth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
was  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  the  Rev. 
Conrad  Huber,  D.  D.,  pastor,  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  Ind., 
beginning  June  2d,  1909. 


FIRST  SERVICE. 

Richmond,  Ind.,  June  2,  1909. 

Wednesday,  8  p.  m. 

The  opening  meeting  of  the  convention  was  held  in  the 
Coliseum,  of  Richmond,  on  Wednesday  evening,  June  2d,  at 
8  o’clock  p.  m.,  Mr.  Edgar  M.  Haas,  Chairman  of  the  General 
Committee  of  Arrangements,  of  Richmond,  Ind. ,  presiding. 

The  Scripture  lesson  was  read  and  prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  H.  K.  Fenner,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  biennial  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  S.  W.  Owen, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  the  General  Synod  ;  the  text  was 
1  Cor.  ii.  2  ;  the  theme  of  the  discourse  was  “  The  Comprehen¬ 
siveness  of  the  Doctrine  of  Christ  Crucified.” 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Albert,  D.  D., 
Literary  Editor  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society. 
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Addresses  of  welcome  were  then  made  to  the  convention  as 
follows  :  by  the  Hon.  Richard  Schillinger,  Mayor  of  the  city  of 
Richmond,  on  behalf  of  the  city ;  by  the  Hon.  John  L.  Rupe, 
on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Richmond ;  by  the  Rev.  Harry  R. 
Keates,  on  behalf  of  the  Ministerial  Association  of  Richmond  ; 
and  by  the  Rev.  Conrad  Huber,  D.  D.,  on  behalf  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  churches  of  Richmond.  To  these  addresses  the  President 
of  the  General  Synod  responded. 

Special  music  was  rendered  at  this  service  by  a  chorus  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  voices,  accompanied  by  an  orchestra  of  forty 
pieces,  and  directed  by  Mr.  Lee  B.  Nusbaum  ;  all  those  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  music  being  members  of  the  three  Lutheran 
churches  of  the  General  Synod  in  Richmond. 

The  service  was  closed  by  the  benediction,  which  was  pro¬ 
nounced  by  the  President  of  the  General  Synod.

FIRST  SESSION. 

Richmond,  Ind.,  June  3,  1909.  J 
Thursday,  9  a.  m.  j 

The  Forty-fourth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  was  called  to  order  at  this  time  by 
the  President,  the  Rev.  S.  W.  Owen,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who  con¬ 
ducted  the  devotional  services. 

The  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Rev.  H.  K.  Fenner, 
D.  D.,  then  presented  the  official  roll  of  the  delegates  to  the 
Forty-fourth  Convention,  which  roll  was  adopted. 

The  following  report  was  then  presented  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
S.  Albert,  D.  D.,  and  was  adopted,  and  the  names  of  the  dele¬ 
gation  from  the  Synod  of  New  York  were  placed  upon  the  roll  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Reception  of  Synod  of  New  York. 

The  undersigned  committee  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  General 
Synod  to  examine  the  constitution  of  the  newly-organized  Synod  of  New 
York  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  the  General  Synod. 
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The  Synod  of  New  York  was  formed  by  merging  into  one  the  three  Synods 
of  Hartwick,  New  York  and  New  Jersey  and  Franckean.  This  was  done  by 
harmonious  action  by  the  dissolution  of  the  three  bodies,  followed  imme¬ 
diately  by  the  organization  into  one  body.  The  purpose  of  this  action  was  to 
secure  more  effective  organization  for  our  Lutheran  work  in  this  great  State. 

We  have  examined  the  articles  of  incorporation,  together  with  the  constitution 
of  the  new  Synod,  and  find  them  in  strict  harmony,  both  as  to  doctrinal  basis 
and  in  form  of  organization,  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the 
General  Synod.  They  authorized  their  officers  to  appeal  at  once  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  General  Synod  for  admission  into  that  body. 

We  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  the  admission  of  this  Synod.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  new  Synod  is  formed  out  of  three  Synods  which  were, 
until  the  hour  of  their  dissplution,  integral  parts  of  this  General  Synod,  and 
since  it  does  not  involve  a  violation  of  any  special  provision  of  our  order,  we 
recommend  that,  waiving  any  apparent  informality,  the  Synod  be  enrolled  at 
once,  and  thus  be  given  equal  privileges  with  other  Synods  in  the  seating  of 
their  delegation  and  the  right  to  participate  in  the  organization.

The  Rev.  L.  B.  Wolf,  D.  D. ,  presented  to  the  General  Synod 
a  gavel  of  olive  wood,  which  he  had  brought  from  Jerusalem. 
On  motion,  the  gavel  was  received  by  the  President,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  convention  given  to  Dr.  Wolf  for  his  gift. 

The  delegations  were  seated  by  lot. 


Election  of  Officers. 

The  election  of  officers  was  then  entered  into.  The  Revs. 
Charles  Reinewald,  D.  D.,and  G.  G.  Clark  and  Messrs.  M.  P. 
Moller  and  B.  C.  Bowman  were  appointed  tellers. 
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On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the 
convention  for  the  re-election  of  Mr.  George  H.  Knollenberg 
for  Treasurer,  which  was  done. 

The  hours  for  the  sessions  of  the  convention  were  fixed  at 
from  9  to  n.30  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  from  1.30  to  4.30  o’clock 
p.  m.,  the  morning  session  to  be  preceded  by  a  half  hour’s 
devotional  service. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  H.  K.  Fenner,  D.  D.,  had 
received  a  majority  of  votes  for  President,  and  he  was  thereupon 
declared  by  the  President  to  be  elected.  The  newly-elected 
President  was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  the  Revs.  M.  W.  Hamma, 
D.  D.,  LL.D.,  and  Charles  Reinewald,  D.  D.,  and  brief  addresses 
were  made  by  the  retiring  and  incoming  Presidents. 

The  Rev.  Robert  D.  Clare  was  then  elected  temporary 
Secretary. 

The  Rev.  C.  E.  Hay,  D.  D.,  then  presented  to  the  General 
Synod  a  gavel,  made  of  oak,  which  had  grown  near  the  Wart- 
burg  Castle,  in  Germany.  On  motion,  the  gavel  was  received 
by  the  President,  and  the  thanks  of  the  convention  were  given 
to  Dr.  Hay  for  his  gift. 

Pending  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  the  convention  adjourned. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  Luther  Kuhlman,  D.  D. 


SECOND  SESSION. 

Thursday,  June  3,  1.30  p.  m. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  the  Rev.  William  S.  Sigmund. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  tellers  reported  that  on  the  fourth  ballot  the  Rev.  Prof. 
Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.  D.,  had  received  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  and  he  was  declared  by  the  President  to  be  elected. 

The  standing  Committee  on  the  Readjustment  of  the  Order 
of  Business  then  presented  their  report.  On  motion,  the  report 
was  recommitted,  with  instructions  to  have  the  report  printed 
for  distribution  to  the  convention  when  again  presented. 
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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  omitted. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  special  order  of  the  day  was  then  taken  up,  which  was 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  (See  Proceedings 
Relating  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.) 

Increase  in  Apportionments. 

It  was  decided  that  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  and  all  similar  requests  for  increases  in  apportionment 
should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Apportionment,  to  con¬ 
sider  and  report  at  this  coifvention  of  the  Synod. 

The  fraternal  delegates  to  the  General  Council  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  of  the  United  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  South — the  Revs. 
Prof.  H.  E.  Jacobs,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  S.  T.  D.,  and  W.  H. 
Greever,  D.  D., — were  introduced  to  the  General  Synod  and 
invited  to  seats  in  the  convention. 

On  motion,  the  rule  fixing  Tuesday  afternoon  as  the  time  for 
the  reception  of  official  visitors  from  other  denominations  was 
suspended. 

The  Rev.  Prof.  H.  E.  Jacobs,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  S.  T.  D.,  as  the 
fraternal  delegate  from  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  America,  addressed  the  General  Synod. 
To  this  address  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  responded. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Greever,  D.  D.,  as  the  fraternal  delegate 
from  the  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  South,  addressed  the  General  Synod.  To  this  address  the 
President  of  the  General  Synod  responded. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  F.  D.  Altman,  D.  D.f 
and  the  convention  adjourned.

THIRD  SESSION. 

Friday,  June  4,  9  a.  m. 

After  a  half  hour’s  devotional  service,  conducted  by  Mr. 
Edward  Helb,  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  the  convention 
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was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the 
Rev.  Prof.  D.  B.  Floyd,  D.  I). 

At  the  request  of  the  Secretary,  the  President  appointed  the 
Rev.  William  S.  Sigmund  to  serve  as  assistant  to  the  Secretary. 

The  minutes  of  the  second  session  and  of  the  anniversary 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  President  then  announced  the  personnel  of  the  first 
eleven  special  committees.  (See  List  of  Committees.) 

The  special  order  of  the  day,  which  was  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Flome  Missions,  was  then  taken  up.  (See  Proceedings 
Relating  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. ) 

Greetings  from  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  the  day  was  suspended,  and  the 
greetings  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
were  presented  to  the  convention  by  Mrs.  Willard  Larkin,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  that  society.  To  these  greetings  the  President  of  the 
General  Synod  responded. 

Adjourned,  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Snyder. 


FOURTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  June  4,  1.30  p.  m. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Sparks. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  was  resumed,  and  the  pending  motion  to  adopt  the  report 
as  a  whole  was  lost. 

The  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  the 
eighth  resolution,  asking  that  the  apportionment  for  the  coming 
biennium  be  fixed  at  35  cents,  wras  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Apportionment. 

That  part  of  the  report  which  dealt  with  the  work  in  South 
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America  was  then  considered,  and,  after  several  resolutions  had 
been  offered,  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  back  to  the  Board  with 
instructions  to  confer  with  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  as  to  the  advisability  of  continuing  the  work. 

The  following  report  was  then  presented  by  the  Rev.  E,  K. 
Bell,  D.  D.,  and  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Transportation. 

The  Committee  on  Transportation  would  respectfully  report  that  owing  to 
legislation  in  States  covered  by  the  Central  Traffic  Association,  it  was  impos¬ 
sible  to  secure  special  rates  or  any  concessions  from  the  railroads  for  this  meet¬ 
ing.  Instructions,  however,  were  given  to  delegates,  both  by  circular  letters 
and  private  correspondence,  so  as  to  reduce  the  cost  of  transportation  to  a 
minimum  first-class  rate.  If  our  Synod  would  have  met  two  weeks  later,  we 
would  have  been  able  to  secure  the  usual  one  and  one-third  rate,  inasmuch  as 
the  Supreme  Court  the  week  preceding  our  meeting  decided  that  the  railroads 
may  grant  rates  on  the  certificate  plan  as  was  done  before  the  special  legisla¬ 
tion  referred  to  was  enacted.  Our  information  is  that  religious  conventions 
meeting  after  the  middle  of  June  of  this  year  have  been  able  to  secure  special 
rates. 

Your  committee  has  expended  for  printing,  postage,  clerical  work  and  rail¬ 
road  fare,  the  sum  of  $31.10,  for  which  an  order  upon  the  Treasurer  has  been 
drawn.

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  Promote  the  Or¬ 
ganizing  of  Men’s  Societies  was  made  a  special  order  for  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon,  after  the  disposal  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  S.  E.  Green - 
await,  D.  D.,  and  was  adopted: 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Oesterlen  Orphans’  Home. 

The  constitution  of  the  Oesterlen  Orphans’  Home,  located  at  Springfield, 
Ohio,  makes  it  incumbent  upon  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
institution  to  present  a  report  to  this  honorable  body. 

The  Church  at  large,  whose  work  in  this  especial  department  in  its  own  field 
is  being  done  by  this  institution  of  mercy,  has  the  right  to  know  of  the  prog¬ 
ress  and  needs  of  all  its  institutions  in  order  that  it  may  plan  with  greater 
wisdom  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  work. 
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Two  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Home  have  been  held  since 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  The  former  officers  were  retained, 
viz.,  President,  Rev.  S.  E.  Greenawalt,  D.  D.  ;  Vice-President,  Rev.  J.  H. 
Zinn  ;  Secretary,  Rev.  H.  S.  Lawrence  ;  and  Treasurer,  Hon.  John  L.  Zim¬ 
merman.  The  Superintendent  and  Matron  are  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Habey, 
who  have  served  the  Church  in  this  capacity  with  great  acceptance  and  faith¬ 
fulness. 

Public  anniversary  services  are  held  each  year  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Board.  The  address  last  year  was  made  by  the  Rev.  S.  P.  Long,  D.  D., 
of  Mansfield,  and  the  one  the  preceding  year  by  the  Rev.  L.  S.  Keyser,  D.  D. 
These  were  helpful  in  setting  forth  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  Church  in 
relation  to  its  orphan  children. 

The  location  and  site  of  this  Home  are  both  fortunate.  It  would  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find  a  farm  better  adapted  to  such  an  institution  in  quality  of  soil, 
beauty  of  view  and  healthfulness  of  location,  w'ith  easy  access  to  the  city  and 
to  the  city  school  privileges.  The  farm  has  been  improved  not  only  by  good 
farming,  but  also  by  added  drainage  and  fencing,  the  buildings  have  been  im¬ 
proved  and  added  equipment  has  been  secured.  The  farm  is  better  stocked 
and  cropped  at  this  time  than  ever  before. 

The  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Matron, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Habey,  are  worthy  of  note  and  appreciation  by  the 
Church,  and  their  true  parental  love  and  care  have  been  frequently  remarked 
upon  by  those  who  have  come  in  contact  with  the  work. 

The  Home  family  of  children  now  numbers  30,  which  taxes  the  capacity  of 
the  present  building.  The  health  has  been  good.  Three  cases  of  diphtheria, 
however,  appeared,  and  the  little  patients  were  at  once  taken  to  the  city  hos¬ 
pital  and  soon  made  complete  recovery,  for  which  we  were  all  very  thankful. 
All  the  children  of  proper  age  are  in  school,  three  being  in  the  Wittenberg 
Academy  during  the  last  year,  and  one  finished  the  course  on  May  28th.  Good 
progress  is  being  made  by  the  children  in  their  studies.  The  children  are 
also  given  their  tasks  in  the  Home  and  on  the  farm  that  they  may  gain  both 
knowledge  and  habits  of  work. 

They  are  regular  attendants  upon  the  Sunday  school  and  public  services  of 
the  Fifth  Lutheran  Church  of  this  city.  They  have  catechetical  instruction, 
and  most  of  them  have  been  confirmed.  Their  moral,  intellectual  and  physical 
welfare  is  carefully  looked  after.  They  respond  to  effort  and  teaching,  and 
are  well  behaved  and  trustworthy  as  a  class. 

The  support,  besides  that  from  a  limited  endowment  and  the  products  of  the 
farm,  must,  of  course,  come  from  the  Church  at  large.  Many  have  taken  an  offer¬ 
ing  on  Children’ s  Day  in  accord  with  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Synod  ; 
some  have  made  especial  gifts  at  Christmas  time,  some  at  Thanksgiving  and 
other  times  during  the  year,  and  individuals  have  remembered  the  Home  with 
small  amounts.  Boxes  of  clothing  and  canned  fruit  have  been  received  with 
thanks.  All  these  ways  might  be  followed  by  an  increased  number  of  the 
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churches  and  individuals  on  this  territory,  and  would  be  a  great  blessing  to  the 
church  giving  as  well  as  to  the  Home  receiving. 

A  very  urgent  need  at  this  time,  in  order  that  more  needy,  homeless  children 
may  be  housed  and  trained,  is  a  new  building  additional  to  the  one  now  used, 
and  additional  support  that  a  larger  work  can  be  sustained. 

An  appeal  sent  out  last  Christmas  met  with  a  limited  response,  and  a  build¬ 
ing  fund  was  started,  the  first  gift  being  from  a  widow,  who  sent  her  check  for 
$100.00.  Other  small  contributions  have  been  added,  but  we  urge  a  quick 
and  generous  response  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  churches  that  the  appli¬ 
cations  constantly  being  made  may  not  need  to  be  answered  in  the  negative  for 
lack  of  room.  Since  April  1st  of  this  year  18  applications  have,  for  this 
reason,  been  declined. 

We  render  devout  thanks  to  our  heavenly  Father  for  His  evident  blessing 
upon  the  Home  thus  far,  for  the  care  of  the  homeless  and  fatherless  of  the 
Church,  It  is  a  work  that  accords  with  the  best  historic  practices  of  the 
Reformation  Church.  Her  homes  of  mercy,  no  less  than  her  institutions  of 
learning,  are  but  proper  fruitage  of  fervent  faith.  A  fruitless  faith  is,  indeed, 
dead.  This  is  a  duty  that  the  Church  dare  not  ignore  nor  neglect  without 
great  loss.  It  is  a  work  of  wonderful  possibilities  for  the  future. 

The  hearty  co-operation,  prayer  and  offering  of  the  whole  Church  and  from 
individuals  who  may  bestow  special  gifts  is  asked  for  the  honor  of  our  Lord 
and  the  good  of  His  needy  little  ones.

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  A.  H. 
Spangler,  D.  D.,  and  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home. 

Another  year  has  passed,  marking  the  forty-third  in  the  history  of  the 
Home.  These  passing  years  of  labor,  expenditure  of  money  and  growth  in 
equipment  have  wrought  more  in  lending  a  helping  hand,  in  building  charac¬ 
ter,  in  giving  an  uplook  and  an  outlook  to  the  boys  and  girls  under  our  care 
than  human  knowledge  can  reveal.  In  a  general  way  the  Home  is  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  condition.  It  is  better  equipped  and  better  manned  than  it  has  ever 
been.  The  general  health,  with  the  exception  of  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria, 
has  been  good. 

Early  in  November,  1908,  a  child  was  returned  from  Philadelphia  to  the 
nursery,  and  developed  diphtheria  the  day  after.  And  before  the  doctor  diag¬ 
nosed  it  as  diphtheria,  eight  of  the  little  tots  had  become  infected.  After  the 
abatement  of  this  outbreak  it  broke  out  a  second  time  in  the  girls’  building. 
A  specialist  was  called  in  from  Philadelphia,  also  four  nurses  from  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Hospital,  of  the  same  city,  who  remained  for  five  or  six  weeks.  When 
we  thought  that  all  traces  of  the  disease  had  disappeared,  it  broke  out  for  the 
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third  time,  this  time  in  the  boys’  building.  But  it  is  now  apparently  under  com¬ 
plete  control,  only  one  child  being  sick,  and  that  not  seriously.  It  is  a  remark¬ 
able  fact  that  although  we  have  had  ninety- eight  cases  of  diphtheria  there  has 
been  but  one  death,  and  if  the  doctor  had  properly  diagnosed  the  case  we  believe 
that  one  could  have  been  saved.  This  siege  of  illness  has  entailed  on  the  Home 
a  special  expense  of  more  than  $1,500.00.  The  State  of  Pennsylvania  fur¬ 
nished  all  the  antitoxin  free,  which  saved  the  Home  more  than  $2,000.00. 
This  sickness  has  made  apparent  the  need  of  a  separate  and  thoroughly 
equipped  hospital  building.  Plans  have  been  drawn  and  steps  taken  for  the 
erection  of  such  a  building  in  the  immediate  future- 

During  the  year  we  purchased  real  estate  to  the  amount  of  $3,600.00. 
This  includes  ten  acres  of  farm  land,  house  and  lot  as  a  dwelling  for  the 
pastor  of  the  Home  and  superintendent  of  the  printing  department,  and  water 
power  for  an  electric  light  plant.  The  Home  has  been  greatly  in  need  of 
such  a  plant. 

The  Home  received  during  the  biennium  $6,500.00  by  bequests,  out  of 
which  was  paid  the  amount  of  the  aforementioned  properties. 

Received  during  the  past  year  for  maintenance  the  sum  of  $28,500.00.  Of 
this  amount,  $16,000.00  was  paid  by  Synodical  Treasurers,  the  balance  was 
provided  by  special  gifts  from  individuals,  congregations  and  the  net  earnings 
of  the  printing  department.  The  printing  department  netted  us  last  year 
about  $2,700.00. 

Our  last  report  to  the  General  Synod  gave  a  specific  description  of  our 
buildings  and  the  magnitude  of  our  institution.  A  cordial  invitation  is 
extended  to  all  ministers  and  laymen  in  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  to 
visit  the  Home.  All  who  may  accept  this  invitation  will  be  most  cordially 
welcomed,  and  will  find  themselves  well  paid  for  time  and  expense  which 
such  a  visit  will  entail.

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  L.  P.  Ludden, 
D.  D.,  and  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphanage. 

The  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphanage  has  just  completed  the  fifth  year  of  its 
existence.  Its  founding  certainly  was  not  a  mistake,  for  it  has  amply  demon¬ 
strated  its  need,  and  again  and  again  been  the  means  of  bringing  blessings  to 
the  little  ones.  The  orphanage  is  located  on  a  small  farm  at  the  edge  of  the 
village  of  Nachusa  in  a  fertile  valley,  with  an  abundance  of  fresh  air  and  sun¬ 
light.  Naturally  it  is  an  ideal  place  for  a  Home,  and  its  promises  for  the 
future  to  become  one  of  the  important  orphanages  of  our  Church  are  bright 
indeed. 

At  present  we  have  a  family  of  twenty-two,  thirteen  boys  and  nine  girls, 
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ranging  in  age  from  six  to  fifteen  years.  The  past  year  all  attended  the  public 
school.  One  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade  with  the  honors  of  the  district 
and  the  highest  markings  of  any  pupil  of  his  grade  in  the  county.  Provision 
by  all  means  should  be  made  for  school  facilities  of  our  own  at  the  orphanage. 
Our  children  are  carefully  trained  religiously,  and  young  as  they  are,  they 
already  show  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible  that  would  cause  many  adults  to  blush 
if  they  were  to  compete  with  them  in  an  examination.  The  religious  exercises 
are  not  a  task  assigned  to  them,  but  a  part  of  their  daily  life,  into  which  they 
enter  with  the  greatest  of  zest  and  interest,  and  the  most  excellent  results 
have  followed.  From  those  who  have  been  privileged  to  visit  the  orphanage 
the  greatest  of  praise  and  admiration  has  been  bestowed  upon  this  part  of  the 
work. 

The  cry  in  some  quarters  is  that  orphanages  are  “institutions,”  and  that 
the  wards  in  them  are  not  happy — real  boys  and  girls — but  more  the  creatures 
of  the  institution.  Our  orphanage  is  nothing  of  the  kind.  It  is  a  Christian 
home  for  the  homeless,  and  the  effort  is  constantly  put  forth  to  make  it  such 
for  the  parentless  little  ones  in  the  best  sense  of  the  term.  This  most  gratify¬ 
ing  result  is  attained  by  the  conscientious  and  loving,  devoted  work  of  both  the 
Superintendent,  Rev.  C.  E.  Wirick,  and  his  most  estimable  wife,  who  is  the 
matron  or  real  mother  to  all  of  the  children.  In  being  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  these  excellent  people  we  think  we  have  been  most  fortunate,  and 
to  them  is  due  the  marked  success  that  has  come  to  the  orphanage  in  no  little 
degree. 

The  children  are  taught  to  be  industrious  by  each  having  some  definite  duties 
assigned  him  to  do,  and  seeing  that  it  is  done  in  a  proper  manner.  The  farm 
work  is  done  mostly  by  the  boys,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 
The  having  dispensed  with  the  farm  hand  has  been  a  saving  in  more  ways  than 
from  the  financial  standpoint.  The  responsibility  thrown  upon  the  boys 
teaches  them  thoughtfulness  and  independence.  Much  of  the  provisions 
needed  for  the  table  is  raised  on  the  farm,  and  each  year  several  hundred 
dollars’  worth  of  the  farm  products  have  been  sold.  For  the  present  year  par¬ 
ticular  attention  is  being  given  to  poultry  raising.  Our  nearness  to  the  Chicago 
market  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  in  this  direction. 

In  the  past  years  we  have  depended  mainly  for  the  support  of  the  orphan¬ 
age  upon  the  voluntary  contributions  from  individuals  and  congregations,  and 
the  offerings  of  the  children  on  Children’s  Day  in  the  Bible  schools.  We  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  present  state  of  the  orphanage  there  should  be  the  larger  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  congregations,  and  that  the  enlargement  of  the  orphanage  may 
become  a  fact  in  the  near  future  we  hope  and  plan  for  larger  things.  We  have 
knowledge  that  some  are  remembering  the  Home  in  their  wills.  It  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  thing,  and  wre  commend  it  to  more  of  our  people  as  a  means  of  doing 
lasting  good  to  the  ones  most  deserving  of  our  care  and  least  able  to  care  for 
themselves.  Recently  we  have  received  a  bequest  of  $500.00  from  the  estate 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lempke,  godly  German  people  of  Russell  County,  Kan.  We 
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earnestly  pray  that  others  may  be  moved  by  their  example  to  a  like  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  orphans. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  live  within  the  means 
of  our  income,  and  so  are  able  to  report  that  we  have  no  debts.  We  hope 
never  to  become  thus  burdened.  But  our  pressing  need  is  more  room  both  for 
the  caring  for  the  needy  ones  and  for  the  more  economical  administration  of 
the  means  in  hand  for  such  purpose.  Our  present  building,  and  the  only  one, 
is  a  farm  house  of  nine  rooms,  and  some  of  them  small.  In  this  we  are  housing 
and  trying  to  care  for  twenty-five  human  beings.  It  is  without  the  modern 
conveniences,  and  the  necessity  for  more  room  is  apparent  to  all.  The  main 
reason  why  we  have  only  twenty-three  children  on  this  large  territory  is  because 
we  have  not  the  room  to  care  for  more.  Applications  for  admissions  have  to 
be  refused  constantly  because  of  this  fact.  We  hope  those  who  have  the  power 
to  overcome  this  part  of  the  difficulty  may  come  to  the  rescue  and  enable  us 
speedily  to  care  for  more  who  need  our  assistance. 

An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  secure  funds  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an 
addition  to  the  present  building.  If  such  is  successful  it  will  answer  our  pur¬ 
pose  for  the  present.  The  Superintendent  has  been  canvassing  the  congrega¬ 
tion?  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  soliciting  funds  for  the  accomplishing  of  this 
purpose.  So  far  he  has  met  with  encouraging  success,  but  he  cannot  do  all 
the  work,  and  do  it  in  time  to  have  such  a  building  completed  this  summer. 
We  confidently  hope  that  pastors  and  friends  will  give  all  possible  encourage¬ 
ment  to  this  part  of  the  work  now.  Our  expenses  for  the  last  year  have 
amounted  to  about  $i, 800.00,  or  less  than  $90.00  a  child  cared  for.  By  increas¬ 
ing  our  capacity  we  will  reduce  materially  the  cost  of  maintaining  each  child. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history  the  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  we  have 
the  entire  time  and  services  of  the  Superintendent.  This  arrangement  began 
with  the  first  of  the  year,  and  has  proven  to  be  the  light  move  in  going  forward. 
On  the  whole,  we,  as  a  Board,  are  optimistic  as  to  the  future  of  the  Nachusa 
Orphanage,  and  hope  two  years  hence  to  report  that  our  greatest  need,  a  new 
building,  has  been  met.

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  If.  Weber,  D.  D. ,  of  Sunbury,  Pa., 
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who  had  been  appointed  to  bear  the  greetings  of  the  General  Synod  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  your  alternate  was  notified  to 
perform  that  service. 

Your  representative  would  report  that  he  performed  that  duty  while  the 
General  Assembly  was  in  session  a  year  ago  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.  He 
was  courteously  received  and  given  a  respectful  hearing  by  that  body.  He 
was  most  deeply  impressed  by  the  earnest  spirit  and  intense  activity  of  that 
body  of  dignified  Christian  men.  They  are  interested  in  and  active  in  all 
lines  of  Christian  work,  and  are  doing  much  at  home  and  abroad  for  the 
evangelization  of  the  world.  They  expressed  the  most  fraternal  feeling  for 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  assured  us  that 
a  representative  of  their  body  would  be  appointed  to  bring  the  greetings  of 
that  body  to  us  at  this  session  of  our  General  Synod.

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  V.  G.  A. 
Tressler,  D.  D.,  Ph.  D.,  and  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  has  endeavored  throughout  the 
biennium  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  general  movements  and  attitudes  of  our 
Church  in  the  Fatherland,  in  order  thereby  to  secure  such  viewpoints  as  might 
be  of  aid  to  us  in  our  ecclesiastical  and  practical  development  as  a  Lutheran 
Church  on  New  World  soil,  separated  from  the  Mother  Church  by  seas  but 
not  by  faith. 

To  this  end  various  members  of  your  committee  have  been  constant  and 
careful  readers  of  the  selected  lists  of  German  periodicals  and  Zeitungeri ,  as 
well  as  sporadic  \  plugs  chrif ten ,  which  have  always  so  marked  the  progress  of  the 
Fatherland  Church.  In  addition,  by  person  or  letter,  we  have  been  in  com¬ 
munication,  among  others,  with  Professors  Seeberg  and  Nicholas  Miller,  of 
Berlin  ;  Hauck,  Kirn  and  Gregory,  of  Leipzig  ;  Grutzmacher,  of  Rostock, 
Hildebrandt  of  Breklum,  Kirchenrath  Dalton,  of  Charlottenberg,  and  General 
Superintendent  Kaftan,  of  Kiel. 

Questions  or  suggestions  have  been  put  relative  to  the  general  status  of  the 
German  Church,  the  progress  and  development  of  Lutheranism  per  se ,  the 
relation  of  the  Allgemeine  Konferenz  to  the  German  Church  and  to  the  terri¬ 
torial  Lutheran  churches,  the  State  Church  and  the  so-called  sect  missionary 
propaganda,  the  adequate  expression  of  essential  Lutheranism  in  the  univer¬ 
sity  instruction,  the  matter  of  primary  education  and  Sunday  schools,  together 
with  the  development  of  inner  missions  in  both  civic  and  church  spheres.  In  all 
this,  whatever  the  specific  answers  to  our  questions  have  been — and  they  have 
been,  indeed,  varied — one  thing  for  us  stands  conspicuous  ;  that  is,  a  new 
appreciation  of  the  General  Synod  upon  the  part  of  the  leaders  of  the  German 
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Church  of  the  Reformation,  or  has  in  anywise  kept  alive  to  its  men  and  move¬ 
ments,  but  will  be  made  aware  that  the  attitude  to  us  as  a  body,  as  represented 
by  its  leading  men,  has  been  revolutionized  within  the  past  decade,  one  might 
almost  say  within  a  quadrennium.  It  cannot  but  be  a  matter  of  moment  to 
us  that  prejudicial  misconceptions  which  have  been  hoarded  up  against  us  for, 
lo,  these  many  years  are  dissipating,  dissolving  as  they  ought  into  thin  air,  and 
this  has  been  brought  about  by  their  learning  to  know  us  first  hand  and  as 
we  are. 

Until  quite  recently  there  has  been  in  Germany  no  direct  or  accurate  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  General  Synod,  its  confessional  character  or  its' actual  work.  There 
was  an  assumed  knowledge,  which,  filtering  through  devious  and  non-sym- 
pathetic  channels  was  but  a  parody  on  our  life  and  Lutheranism,  and  presented 
our  work  only  in  caricature.  This  condition,  while  by  no  means  past,  is 
happily  passing,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Church  in  Germany  is  beginning  to 
get  its  information  of  us  direct. 

This  has  come  about  through  the  growing  number  of  General  Synod  theo¬ 
logical  students  recently  pursuing  work  abroad,  through  increasing  Fatherland 
travels  on  the  part  of  our  professors  and  pastors,  and  through  interchange  of 
correspondence  by  means  of  committees  just  such  as  this.  These  things  and 
such  as  these,  mingling  our  consciousness  of  what  our  fathers  were  and  what 
we  by  right,  therefore,  ought  to  be,  have  awakened  a  desire  of  knowing  one  an¬ 
other.  This  consciousness  has  wrought  interest,  interest  investigation,  inves¬ 
tigation  knowledge,  and  knowledge  respect.  This  newness  of  relationship 
begotten  by  newness  of  acquaintance  is,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee, 
quite  apart  from  all  incidental  information  which  has  come  to  us,  the  thing  of 
high  importance.  We  are  sure  this  general  body  will  feel  with  us  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  accelerating  this  unifying  attitude. 

More  specifically  we  have  to  report  that  this  committee’s  protest  of  last 
biennium  against  perverted  accounts  of  the  life  and  work  of  our  body  was  put 
into  German  and  published,  at  least  in  part,  in  some  of  the  prominent  periodicals 
of  the  Fatherland,  and  there  has  been  a  marked  cessation  of  the  insertions 
complained  of  since  that  time.  This  in  itself  has  evidential  value  as  a  witness 
to  a  happier  relationship. 

Kirchenrath  Dalton,  of  Charlottenberg,  Berlin,  states  that  the  “  struggle  of 
the  Church  for  its  existence  grows  ever  sharper  and  more  threatening.”  This, 
in  his  judgment,  is  brought  about  by  extreme  liberals,  who,  fastening  upon  the 
Church,  drinking  the  blood  of  the  Church,  have  lost  all  sympathy  with  its  faith, 
and,  therefore,  all  real  communion  of  interest.  He  sees  in  this  a  crisis  in  the 
body  of  the  Church  itself,  which  concerns  the  entire  Church  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  alike  in  the  Fatherland  and  the  United  States.  He  concludes,  however, 
that  this  very  radical  Richtung ,  by  virtue  of  necessity,  is  causing  a  rally¬ 
ing  of  all  the  positive  forces  of  the  Church  under  the  banner  of  an  adequate 
gospel. 

Professor  Hauck  says,  on  the  same  line,  that  religion  is  pressed  to  the  wall 
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cn  many  grounds,  be  it  philosophy  or  natural  science,  or  economic  or  on  social 
matters,  yet  is  the  Church  not  played  out.  Indeed,  this  very  pressure  has 
caused  it  to  learn  how  to  defend  itself  in  its  need.  He  adduces  facts  to  show 
that  Germany,  in  spite  of  all,  is  not  ready  to  throw  its  religion  overboard. 
There  is  no  longer  legal  obligation  in  Germany  necessitating  baptism  or  church 
marriage,  or  prohibiting  leaving  the  State  Church,  and  yet  in  Prussia  ninety-six 
per  cent.,  of  the  children  are  voluntarily  baptized,  in  Wurtemberg  ninety-eight 
per  cent,  and  in  Bavaria  ninety-eight  per  cent.  Though  no  law  requires  it, 
yet  ninety-seven  per  cent,  of  the  marriages  in  Prussia  are  solemnized  by  the 
Church,  ninety-seven  per  cent,  in  Bavaria  and  ninety-eight  per  cent,  in  Saxony. 
Thus  we  can  agree  with  Hauck  that  religion  is  not  a  zero,  and  that  “the  time 
that  demands  work  in. the  Church  is  not  the  worst  time.” 

Our  own  Professor  Hildebrandt  asserts  that  the  signs  of  better  times  are  not 
wanting.  One  of  these  signs  is  the  founding  on  a  Christian  basis  of  the  Kep- 
lerbund,  a  society  of  men  of  the  sciences,  men  with  a  good  name  in  the  world 
of  knowledge  who  also  want  to  keep  a  good  name  in  the  world  of  faith.  Sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  it  was  the  custom  to  state  as  a  fact  that  the  leaders  in  the  world 
of  science  were  agnostics,  most  of  them  even  atheists.  This  can  no  more  be 
said.  The  founding  of  this  “Bund”  contradicts  such  statements,  and  the 
names  of  its  members  show  to  anyone  that  “  scientist ”  and  “unbeliever  ”  are 
no  congruent  terms.  Here  we  see  men  of  high  standing  in  learning  who  are 
not  ashamed  to  confess  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God.  Certainly 
this  organization  must  be  helpful. 

The  work  of  Professor  Eucken,  of  Jena,  is  also  known  by  this  committee  to 
have  many  philosophic  elements  of  value  to  a  regaining  of  Christian  thought 
and  thinkers  in  the  Fatherland.  Along  inner  mission  lines  there  is  continued 
activity,  though  we  lament  the  death  of  their  mighty  man  of  God,  Court 
Preacher  Stoecker. 

The  work  of  suppressing  impure  literature  by  supplanting  it  with  popular, 
wholesome  food  for  thought  is  making  progress.  The  drink  evil  is  being  rec¬ 
ognized  on  a  national  scale  and  thus  combated.  We  are  told  also  that  in  addition 
to  the  usual  child’s  religious  training  in  the  schools,  there  is  a  great  gain  in 
Sunday  schools  and  Sunday  school  teaching.  A  growing  liberality  is  also 
noted.  The  Gustavus  Adolphus  Verein  and  the  German  Evangelical  Kirchen- 
Auschusz  expended  last  year  $57,000.00  for  work  among  scattered  Lutherans 
who  had  wandered  from  the  homeland. 

The  so-called  G emeinschaftsbe'wegzing,  which  is  a  grouping  of  active  Chris¬ 
tians  in  the  midst  of  the  churches,  is  still  a  subject  of  deep  interest.  The 
movement  is  developing  into  two  tendencies — one  pietistic  and  friendly  to  the 
State  Church,  the  other  sectarian  and  hostile  to  the  established  Church.  In 
Schleswig  it  was  begun  by  a  pious  shoemaker  named  Sommer.  The  purpose 
was  to  nourish  Christians  and  hold  them  in  the  Church  in  times  when  much 
proselyting  was  going  on  through  the  efforts  of  certain  American-sent  mission¬ 
aries.  It  must  be  stated  that  the  Gemeinschaftsbewegung  has  been  the 
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means  to  check  this  progress  of  the  sects.  It  has  also  served  to  deepen  the 
spiritual  life,  and  has  opened  the  eyes  of  many  pastors  as  to  the  needs  of  their 
people.  They  recognize  that  their  people  want  bread.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
everything  unhealthy  that  is  connected  with  this  movement  will  be  eliminated, 
and  that  those  who  are  alienated  from  the  Church  may  return  to  its  services. 
Then  this  movement  will  be  a  genuine  leaven.  In  the  hymn-book  which  is  gen¬ 
erally  used  in  these  circles  there  is  contained  much  mere  sentiment,  mostly  trans¬ 
lated  from  the  English,  and  it  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  Gemeinschaftsleute 
throughout  prefer  these  sentimental  hymns,  and  neglect  the  grand  old  German 
hymns. 

An  important  recent  feature  of  church  development  is  found  in  the  Allge- 
meine  Konferenz.  The  General  Evangelical  Lutheran  Conference  is  a  body 
of  Christians  that  want  to  stand  firmly  on  the  basis  of  sound  Lutheranism.  In 
this  Konferenz  there  were  formerly  two  officially  recognized  groups,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  which  were  entitled  to  vote  in  the  meetings.  One  group  consisted  of 
members  of  the  Free  Churches,  the  second  of  members  of  a  State  Church.  Other 
members  of  the  Konferenz  who  belonged  to  a  State  Church,  that  is,  a  Union  State 
Church,  where  the  two  confessions,  the  Reformed  and  the  Lutheran,  existing 
separately  side  by  side,  had  only  advisory  membership.  This  condition  was  felt 
by  many  to  be  an  injustice,  these  Lutherans  being  just  as  good  Lutherans  as  the 
others.  In  the  meeting  of  October  1 7th,  1 907,  therefore,  a  resolution  was  passed 
adding  those  Union  Lutherans,  Vereinslutheraner ,  as  a  third  group,  and  giving 
them  the  right  to  vote.  The  Lutherans  of  the  Missouri  type  thereupon  con¬ 
cluded  they  could  not  remain  members  of  an  organization  which  suffered  and  en¬ 
dorsed  such  laxity.  They  withdrew,  and  on  October  16th,  190S,  they  organized 
a  new  Lutheran  Alliance,  Lntherischer  Bund.  Thus  the  endeavors  to  unite  all 
true  Lutherans  are  once  more  frustrated,  and  a  work  crippled  which  promised 
good  results.  The  seceding  party  maintains  that  this  was  brought  about  by  the 
laxity  of  the  majority  ;  the  other  party  insists  that  it  is  through  the  stubbornness 
of  the  minority.  If  the  latest  reports,  however,  are  true,  the  schism  may  still 
be  healed  and  the  unity  restored.  If  this  should  not  be  the  case  the  Luther - 
ische  Bund  will  probably  seek  connection  with  the  newly-formed  Lutherische 
Verein ,  of  Schleswig-Holstein.  In  any  event,  at  the  last  sessions  of  the  Kon¬ 
ferenz  t  at  Hanover,  members  of  the  Bund  participated  in  the  program,  and 
the  outlook  is  again  better  for  the  cause  of  a  positive  union. 

Another  matter  is  at  present  of  grave  concern  to  the  German  brethren,  that 
is,  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  the  school.  Efforts  are  making  by  many 
liberals  to  free  the  schools  from  definite  Christian  teaching  in  accord  with 
church  doctrines.  But  Ihmels  insists  that  neither  conferences  nor  addresses 
will  yet  detach  Christian  school  from  Christian  Church  in  the  Fatherland. 

This  noted  dogmatician  of  Leipzig  sends  to  this  session  of  the  General 
Synod  special  greetings  of  the  kindliest  character,  rejoices  in  the  development 
of  Lutheranism  on  American  soil,  insists  that  it  is  of  greatest  importance  that 
our  Church  should  win  its  way  in  the  English  language,  urges  every  effort  at  a 
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union  of  the  various  Lutheran  bodies  in  America  on  the  firm  ground  of  our 
confession,  and  affirms  that  we  must  prove  forthwith  the  international  char¬ 
acter  of  Lutheranism  in  that  it  is  bound  by  no  one  language,  whatever  that 
one  may  be.  What  a  pungent  series  of  pregnant  truths  the  great  theologian 
here  gives  us.  Can  we  better  close  this  report  than  with  his  further  words  : 
“  Let  us  be  cheered  by  the  conviction  that  there  (America)  as  here  (Germany) 
the  Lord  is  with  His  Church,  and  that  He  will  and  must  unify  Ilis  own  cor¬ 
porate  life  in  this  His  body”  ? 

We  recommend  that  this  general  line  of  correspondence  be  maintained,  be¬ 
lieving  it  to  be  conducive  to  the  furtherance  of  church  comity  and  Lutheran 
intelligence,  and  we  express  our  gratitude  at  the  possibilities  inherent  in  this 
held  of  thought.

During  the  biennium  two  members  of  the  committee  were  lost  by  death. 
Rev.  Luther  E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  who  had  been  the  Treasurer  of  the  society  for 
over  thirty-four  years,  died  on  March  6th,  1908.  Rev.  J.  Eugene  Dietterich 
was  elected  for  the  unexpired  term,  both  as  a  member  of  the  committee  and 
the  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  William  J.  Miller,  died  July  22d,  1908.  Mr.  J.  B. 
Downing  was  elected  for  the  unexpired  term,  both  as  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  as  Secretary. 

During  the  biennium  we  have  lost  by  death  9  beneficiaries  and  taken  upon 
the  Fund  19,  of  whom  12  are  widows.  We  aided  in  all  45  pastors  and  66 
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pastors’  widows,  a  total  of  ill.  We  have  at  present  upon  the  Fund,  as  regu¬ 
lar  beneficiaries,  89  persons,  of  whom  56  are  widows. 

We  most  earnestly  ask  that  the  apportionment  for  this  object  be  at  least  as 
much  as  it  is  at  present — 7  cents  per  member — and  that  we  have  the  loyal 
and  liberal  support  of  the  whole  Church.

SIXTH  SESSION. 

Monday,  June  7,  9  a.  m. 

After  a  half  hour’s  devotional  service,  conducted  bv  the  Rev. 
S.  W.  Herman,  the  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  prayer  being  offered  by  the  Rev.  Harvey  M.  Leech. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session,  of  the  anniversary 
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services  of  the  Deaconess  Board  on  Saturday  evening,  and  of  the 
Sunday  services,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  the  Rev.  Prof. 
J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.  D.,  and  adopted  : 

Resolutions. 

Whereas,  The  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  Church  Ex¬ 
tension,  Education  and  Publication  are  now  located  in  the  cities  of  Baltimore, 
York  and  Philadelphia  ;  and 

Whereas,  All  of  these  Boards,  except  the  last,  occupy  offices  ;  and 

Whereas,  .Some  of  these  have  recently  considered  the  advisability  of 
purchasing  office  buildings  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Publication  will  probably  be  compelled  by  the 
opening  of  a  great  boulevard,  to  abandon  its  present  site  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  right  of  some  of  the  Boards  to  invest  funds  in  permanent 
buildings,  without  the  express  authorization  of  the  General  Synod  has  been 
doubted  ;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  our  sister  denominations  have  found  it  desirable  and 
practicable  to  concentrate  the  work  of  the  various  Boards  in  one  great  building, 
adapted  to  their  several  purposes  and  conveniently  located  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  instructed  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  ten,  each  Board  having  a  representative,  which  shall 
take  into  consideration,  first,  the  propriety  of  concentrating  the  work  of  the 
Boards  into  one  place  and  in  one  building  ;  and,  secondly,  any  other  matters, 
cited  or  implied  in  the  above  preamble,  and  offer  at  least  a  partial  report  of  its 
findings  at  the  present  convention. 

The  President  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  Memorial  from 
the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  (See  List  of  Special  Commit¬ 
tees.) 

The  order  of  the  day,  which  was  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension,  was  then  taken  up.  (See  Proceedings  Re¬ 
lating  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.) 

The  President  appointed  the  Committee  to  Nominate  a 
Board  of  Church  Extension.  (See  List  of  Special  Commit¬ 
tees.) 

The  Ministerial  Association  of  Richmond,  Ind.,  were  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  convention  by  the  Rev.  C.  Huber,  D.  D. 

The  report  of  the  Deaconess  Board  was  presented  by  the 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Hay,  D.  D.  (See  Proceedings 
Relating  to  the  Deaconess  Board.) 
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The  President  appointed  the  Committee  to  Nominate  a  Deacon¬ 
ess  Board.  (See  List  of  Special  Committees.) 

The  Statistical  Secretary,  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Burgess,  presented 
his  report,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  office  of  Statistical  Secretary  of  the 
General  Synod  is  that,  when  all  reports  are  in  and  carefully  tabulated,  the  light 
of  God’s  favor  beams  from  every  column.  We  belong  to  a  great  and  growing 
people,  whose  work  and  influence  are  ever  broadening  and  deepening  with  the 
passing  of  the  years.  To  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  we  render  all  the 
praise. 

Much  has  been  said  of  the  scarcity  of  ministers  and  the  inability  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  enter  new  and  promising  fields;  yet  these  columns  show  that  we 
have  14  more  ministers,  7  more  students  for  the  ministry,  and  33  more 
churches  than  two  years  ago. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  report  23,850  infant  baptisms  and  46,967  adult 
accessions  at  Sunbury  ;  it  gives  greater  pleasure  to  report  24,841  infant  bap¬ 
tisms  and  48,609  adult  accessions  for  the  biennium  here  to-day.  This  ratio  of 
increase  is  exceptional,  and  gives  the  General  Synod  high  rank  among  the 
evangelizing  forces  of  America. 

The  total  benevolences  of  the  Church  show  an  increase  of  $49,556.86  ;  the 
total  contributions  for  all  purposes  a  still  greater  increase  of  $532,776.33. 

Our  Lutheran  people,  true  to  their  churchly  instinct,  are  building  many 
beautiful  and  costly  churches,  and  the  net  increase  in  the  value  of  our  church 
property  is  now  nearly  a  million  dollars  a  year. 

Comparative  statistics  on  the  work  of  the  several  Boards  of  the  Church  are 
not  presented,  for  the  reason  that  these  can  be  given  more  fully  and  accurately 
in  the  reports  of  the  Boards  themselves. 

We  now  have  232,247  communicant  members,  286,562  confirmed  members, 
and  357,936  baptized  members.  The  net  gain  in  the  number  of  confirmed 
and  baptized  is  respectively  20,985  and  32,239 ;  the  gain  in  communi¬ 
cants  wTas  only  3723,  a  figure  with  a  very  suspicious  apportionment  flavor. 

These  three  membership  columns  have  been  the  cause  of  much  anxious  in¬ 
quiry  from  all  parts  of  the  Church,  yet  the  notes  of  the  parochial  blank  are 
clear.  The  communicants  should  include  all  to  whom  a  certificate  in  good 
standing  would  be  granted  on  demand  ;  the  confirmed  include  all  whose 
names  are  on  the  church  roll,  regardless  of  their  standing;  the  baptized  in¬ 
clude  all  the  confirmed  in  addition  to  their  baptized  but  unconfirmed  children. 
It  is  necessary  to  keep  an  accurate  church  record  in  order  to  render  an  ac¬ 
curate  parochial  report,  but  this  every  pastor  owes  to  his  church  and  his 
Synod. 

The  key  to  success  in  securing  accurate  statistics  is  the  Statistical  Secretary 
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of  the  district  Synod.  This  man  should  have  a  natural  interest  in  church 
figures.  He  should  be  kept  in  his  office  as  long  as  possible  and  given  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered.  He  should  be  upheld  by  his 
Synod  in  his  efforts  to  secure  full  and  accurate  reports  from  careless  pastors. 
Not  until  these  principles  obtain  can  we  expect  the  accuracy  so  much 
desired. 

The  question  has  been  raised  by  several  pastors  as  to  whether  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  incorporate  the  results  of  our  woman’s  work  more  fully  in  the  paro¬ 
chial  report.  The  difficulty  in  the  way  is  a  mechanical  one.  The  report  is 
already  too  large  for  neat  printing.  When  the  district  Synods  adopt  the  even 
dollar  system  of  apportionment  and  the  General  Synod  orders  the  cents 
column  stricken  from  the  parochial  blank,  there  will  be  plenty  of  room. 

Complete  summaries  of  the  work  of  the  district  Synods  for  1907  and  1908 
accompany  this  report.  (See  Tabular  Report.)

Original  German  Tunes  for  the  Book  of  Worship, 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Fr.  Brezin- 
ski,  and  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five  to  report  at 
the  next  convention  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  instruct  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  to 
add  the  original  tunes  to  all  hymns  that  are  translated  from  the  German  in  all 
new  editions  of  the  book. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Receiving  Di¬ 
vorced  Persons  into  the  Church  was  made  a  special  order  for 
3  o’clock  in  the  next  session. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Methods  of  Prac- 
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tical  Co-operation  and  Fraternal  Conference  with  Other  Luth¬ 
eran  Bodies  was  made  a  special  order  for  4  o’clock  in  the  next 
session. 

The  following  report  was  presented  : 

Report  of  Committee  to  Promote  the  Organizing  of  Men's  Societies. 

Your  committee,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  encourage  in  our 
local  congregations  the  formation  of  men’s  organizations,  and  proceed  as  rap¬ 
idly  as  possible  to  the  formation  of  a  general  men’s  league  of  the  General 
Synod,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

In  the  beginning  of  its  work  your  committee,  though  appointed  for  a  definite 
purpose  and  with  definite  instructions,  was  impressed  with  the  fact  that  a  work 
of  such  magnitude  and  importance  as  that  committed  to  it,  ought  proceed  with 
great  care  and  caution,  jealously  guarding  all  the  many  interests  of  the  Church 
affected  by  it.  This  fact  has  made  the  work  of  your  committee  thus  far  only 
preliminary  and  educational,  rather  than  aggressive.  We  ask  the  indulgence 
of  the  General  Synod  in  pursuing  this  policy,  rather  than  one  which  might 
have  shown  more  immediate  visible  results.  We  desire  at  this  time  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  the  General  Synod,  for  information  before  finally  ordering  a  forward 
movement  involving  a  new  organization,  the  results  of  our  careful  study  of  the 
entire  situation.  A  new  organization  should  not  be  added  to  the  Church 
unless  there  is  a  manifest  and  providential  demand  for  it.  It  must  be  born  of 
a  distinct  necessity  if  its  life  is  to  be  a  blessing.  Organization  simply  for 
organization’s  sake  is  a  useless  expenditure  of  time,  strength  and  money, 
against  which  the  Church  should  carefully  guard  itself.  In  the  prosecution 
of  its  work  your  committee  has  aimed  to  deal,  not  simply  with  the  tendency 
in  the  Church  to  organize,  which  is  very  manifest,  but  especially  to  discover 
the  motive  prompting  this  men’s  movement,  its  history  and  its  tendency  ;  then, 
if  possible,  to  learn  how  most  wisely  to  direct  it.  We  have  aimed  to 
study  it,  not  alone  in  our  own  Church,  but  in  other  denominations,  and  to 
learn  from  the  general  field  what  has  been  its  history  and  its  results  in 
Churches  where  it  has  progressed  much  farther  than  in  our  own.  We  have 
aimed  thus  to  put  our  own  movement  in  a  position  to  profit  by  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  others,  as  we  shall,  doubtless,  in  the  future  lend  assistance  to  them. 

The  first  organization  of  a  general  character  was  the  Brotherhood  of  St. 
Andrew  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  in  1886.  Since  then  there  have  followed 
in  rapid  succession  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip,  the  United  Pres¬ 
byterian  Men’s  Movement,  the  Methodist  Brotherhood,  the  Presbyterian 
Brotherhood  of  America,  the  Men’s  Movement  of  the  United  Brethren  Church, 
the  Baptist  Brotherhood,  the  Men’s  Movement  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  the 
Brotherhood  of  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Congregational 
Brotherhood,  and  others.  These  combined  movements  represent  to-day  an 
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aggregate  membership  of  perhaps  one  million  men,  organized  for  Christian 
service  in  their  several  Churches.  In  our  correspondence  with  these  organi¬ 
zations  we  have  aimed  not  only  to  learn  their  history  and  workings,  but  to 
get  a  consensus  of  opinion  as  to  the  practical  results  in  the  Church  of  which 
they  are  factors.  With  absolute  unanimity  we  learn  not  only  of  the  steady 
growth  of  the  movement  numerically,  but  of  its  abounding  and  ever-increas¬ 
ing  power  for  good.  The  results  everywhere,  when  fairly  tested,  seem  to  be 
the  most  salutary  and  inspiring.  The  verdict  of  every  denomination  in  which 
the  movement  has  been  tried,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  discover,  is,  “a 
blessing  is  in  it.”  The  most  marked  feature  of  the  church  life  of  the 
present  generation  is  the  great  awakening  among  men.  They  have  heard  the 
call  to  a  more  active  service  in  every  department  of  the  church  life  at  home, 
and  have  thrown  the  strength  of  their  manhood  into  it.  The  mighty  work  of 
Foreign  Missions  has  been  laid  on  their  hearts  as  never  before  in  human 
history,  and  they  have  recognized  it  as  a  challenge  to  opportunity  and  to 
duty.  How  much  the  organized  men’s  movement  has  had  to  do  in  bringing 
about  this  great  awakening  we  shall  never  know.  Certainly  it  has  served 
this  double  purpose,  viz.,  it  has  helped  to  stir  the  hearts  of  men  with  a  vision 
of  their  opportunity  and  their  obligation  in  Christ’s  kingdom.  It  has  crystal¬ 
lized  and  systematized  their  newly-awakened  enthusiasm  into  practical  plans 
for  definite  work.  Through  it,  as  a  channel,  men  are  to-day  responding  to 
the  call  for  heroic  service  in  a  holy  cause  as  they  have  heretofore  responded 
to  the  call  of  pleasure  or  profit.  It  has  been  used  of  God  as  a  means  of  show¬ 
ing  men  that  their  noblest  mission  on  earth  is  to  win  men  to  Christ  and  to 
give  time  and  money  to  His  kingdom.  In  congregations  where  its  power  has 
been  exerted,  a  new  spiritual  life  has  been  infused.  Pastors  have  found  in 
their  men’s  societies  valiant  and  loyal  helpers.  The  Sunday  school  has 
discovered  in  them  a  mighty  source  of  strength.  By  them  the  financial  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Church  has  been  made  a  far  easier  problem.  The  missionary 
and  benevolent  Boards  of  the  Church  have  found  in  the  men’s  organizations 
a  powerful  ally  for  spreading  intelligence,  inspiring  interest  and  raising 
money  for  the  great  cause  they  represent.  Fellowship  has  stimulated  activity. 
Activity  has  promoted  Church  loyalty.  Church  loyalty  is  leading  men  to 
know  more  about  their  Church,  its  history,  its  teachings  and  its  mission. 
Along  with  this  denominational  loyalty,  so  essential  to  effective  Christian 
work,  there  has  come  to  be  among  men,  stimulated,  we  believe,  by  this  great 
movement,  a  more  intelligent  and  inspiring  vision  of  the  world-wide  field  into 
which  Christ  has  called  His  Church  to  conflict  and  to  conquest.  One  of  the 
great  benefits  accruing  to  the  Churches  in  which  this  men’s  movement  has 
been  active,  judging  from  our  correspondence,  is  the  splendid  literature 
developed  by  it.  This  literature  is  in  no  sense  a  rival  to  that  already  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Church,  but  supplemental  to  it  and  of  a  most  stimulating  charac¬ 
ter  along  the  lines  of  motives  and  methods  in  Church  work.  These  are 
among  the  many  good  influences  attending  the  organized  men’s  movement  in 
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the  Church,  as  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  your  committee  in  its  review  of 
the  general  field  outside  our  own  communion. 

In  coming  to  the  study  of  the  situation  in  our  own  Church,  we  find  a  field 
ripe  unto  the  harvest.  While  others  have  preceded  us  in  the  organization  and 
have  already  reaped  large  harvests,  the  men  of  the  Lutheran  Church  have 
done  marvels,  practically  without  organization.  This  we  interpret  to  be  but 
an  earnest  of  the  mightier  work  that  will  follow  thorough  organization  and 
mutual  fellowship. 

On  February  2d,  1909,  we  sent  to  one  thousand  pastors  of  the  General  Synod 
a  return  postal-card  asking  answers  to  the  following  cpiestions  :  1.  Have  you 

a  men’s  organization  of  any  kind  in  your  church  ?  2.  If  not  now  organized, 

do  you  wish  or  contemplate  such  organization  in  the  near  future  ?  3.  What 

is  the  name  of  your  organization  ?  4.  What  is  its  object?  5.  What  is  the 

number  of  its  membership  ?  We  did  this  as  an  experiment,  hoping  thereby 
to  gain,  at  least,  some  idea  of  the  situation  and  sentiment  of  the  Church  touch¬ 
ing  the  men’s  organization  problem.  Contrary  to  the  usual  experience  in 
such  correspondence,  the  response  was  very  prompt  and  more  general  than  we 
had  anticipated.  This  we  interpret  as  indicating  a  very  general  interest  on 
the  subject.  The  nature  of  the  responses  leaves  no  doubt  on  that  question. 
Returns  and  answers  were  received  from  570  pastors.  The  answers  to  the 
questions  are  an  unmistaken  evidence  that  a  deep  and  widespread  interest 
pervades  the  Church  on  the  question.  A  few  raised  the  serious  and  honest 
question  of  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  multiplying  organization  and  increasing 
the  machinery  of  the  Church.  Many,  while  approving  the  movement,  ex¬ 
pressed  regret  that  local  conditions  have  prevented,  and  will,  perhaps,  continue 
to  prevent  organization. 

Of  those  replying,  205  reported  men’s  organizations  in  their  churches.  A 
number  of  these  are  organized  Bible  classes,  but  doing  the  work  usually 
carried  on  by  a  men’s  society.  These  organizations,  according  to  the  figures  re¬ 
ported  to  us,  aggregate  a  membership  of  8500  men.  A  large  number  expressed 
the  desire  and  expectation  of  organizing  in  the  future.  Numbers  of  these 
asked  help  of  the  committee  in  the  way  of  a  constitution,  literature,  etc.  We 
regret  not  being  able  to  supply  this  urgent  need.  As  to  the  name  and  object 
of  these  various  organizations  there  is  great  diversity.  In  this  diversity, 
however,  there  is  a  remarkable  unity  along  essential  lines.  The  names,  in 
almost  all  cases,  are  suggested  by  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  or  the 
needs  of  the  local  congregations  in  which  they  exist.  This  indicates  that  the 
trend  of  the  organization  spirit  among  our  men  is  to  church  loyalty  and  to 
Church  work,  and  not  to  secular  and  outside  matters.  Their  objects,  while  as 
varied  as  are  the  interests  of  the  congregation,  center  in  almost  every  case  in 
the  great  spiritual  work  of  the  Church.  Bible  study  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
list.  Winning  men  to  Christ  and  helping  them  in  Christian  living  is  the  dis¬ 
tinct  object  of  many.  W'orking  with  the  pastor  for  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Church  stands  as  a  prominent  object.  Supporting  the  church  financially  and 
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helping  to  make  its  work  effective  and  its  worship  attractive  ;  the  building  up 
of  its  Sunday  school  ;  seeking  out  and  welcoming  strangers — these  and  kindred 
things  seem  to  be  the  general  object  of  the  organized  societies  as  we  gather 
from  the  replies  to  our  question.  It  is  the  evident  tendency  of  the  men’s 
movement  in  the  Lutheran  Church  to  proceed  along  the  most  practical  lines. 
The  organization  ought  to  be  as  simple  as  possible  consistent  with  effective¬ 
ness.  The  purpose  is  not  to  add  burdens  to  the  Church  in  the  way  of  com¬ 
plicated  and  expensive  machinery,  but  to  reinforce  it  with  a  great  army  of  men 
trained  and  inspired  for  service.  It  is  intended  not  to  add  perplexities  to  pastors, 
but  to  relieve  them  of  many  secular  burdens,  that  they  may  devote  them¬ 
selves  more  exclusively  to  the  great  spiritual  work  of  the  Church.  Its  mission 
is  not  to  dictate  to  councils  the  policy  of  churches,  but  loyally  and  enthusiast¬ 
ically  to  carry  out  the  plans  adopted  by  them.  The  purpose  and  the  spirit  of 
the  men’s  movement  in  the  Lutheran  Church,  as  we  are  able  to  interpret  it 
by  our  correspondence  and  as  your  committee  understands  it,  is  to  call  into 
activity  all  the  latent  force  of  the  men  of  the  congregation — to  train,  organize 
and  concentrate  it  in  active  and  effective  service.  It  is  essentially  in  the 
Church  and  for  the  Church. 

Our  correspondence  with  the  churches,  while  revealing  many  hindrances, 
indicates,  as  we  believe,  a  readiness  and  an  earnest  and  almost  universal 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  men  of  the  Lutheran  Church  to  go  forward  in  what 
is  destined  to  be  one  of  the  mightiest  movements  in  the  life  of  the  Church. 

The  history  of  the  women’s  movement  is  prophetic  of  what  will  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  organization  of  the  men  of  the  Church.  Thirty  years  ago  a  few 
scattered  and  imperfectly  organized  missionary  societies  existed  throughout 
the  Church,  doing  practically  nothing  for  its  great  missionary  objects.  The 
Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  chaos  of  these  scattered,  ill -organized  bands, 
and  they  came  together  in  a  federation  of  forces.  The  results  are  known  and 
are  the  rejoicing  of  the  entire  Church,  growing  in  blessing  with  each  succeed¬ 
ing  year.  Under  the  inspiration  and  power  of  organization,  to-day  they  report 
1052  auxiliaries,  with  a  total  membership  of  35,215.  Every  one  of  these 
societies  has  been  a  benediction  to  a  local  congregation,  and  an  evangel  of 
usefulness  to  the  women  who  compose  it.  In  these  three  decades  these 
women’s  societies  have  raised  for  missionary  benevolence  over  $700,000.00. 
The  time  is  ripe  for  a  great  organized  movement  of  the  men  of  the  Church 
which  promises,  if  possible,  even  greater  results  than  that  of  the  women’s 
movement.  To  delay  action  is  to  postpone  a  rich  harvest  of  results  which  the 
Church  ought  to  reap  in  this  and  the  coming  generation.  It  is  a  crucial  time 
and  opportunity  which  the  Church  cannot  afford  to  leave  unimproved.  Men 
are  ready,  as  never  before,  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church  that  ought  to  be 
done.  They  only  need  to  be  put  in  position  to  do  it  most  effectively.  They 
are  ready  to  respond  to  the  call  for  heroic  service.  They  only  need  the  in¬ 
spiration  that  comes  from  co-operative  fellowship  and  wise  leadership.  The 
men  of  the  Lutheran  Church  desire  and  expect  of  their  own  Church  that  it 
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organize  such  a  fellowship  and  provide  such  a  leadership.  God  works 
through  human  means,  and  organization  is  one  of  the  mightiest  instrumentali¬ 
ties  through  which  He  works.  His  Spirit  has  stirred  the  hearts  of  the  men 
of  this  generation  with  a  new  zeal  for  work  in  His  kingdom.  The  Church 
must  put  itself  in  position  to  direct  this  power  and  utilize  this  interest.  Your 
committee  believes  this  can  be  done  most  effectively  by  the  organization  of  our 
men  into  congregational  societies  and  their  federation  into  a  general  body  for 
the  whole  Church. 

Under  this  profound  conviction  we  recommend  to  the  General  Synod  the 
following  action  : 

We  rejoice  in  the  great  spiritual  awakening  among  the  men  of  our  Church 
as  evidenced  by  their  increasing  activity  in  the  work  of  their  congregations  and 
Sunday  schools  ;  by  the  intelligent  interest  they  are  taking  in  the  study  of  the 
history  and  the  polity  of  our  Church  ;  by  the  consecration  of  their  time  and 
money  to  the  cause  of  Christ  ;  the  winning  of  men  for  His  kingdom  and  the 
spread  of  His  gospel  throughout  the  world  by  the  missionary  agencies  of  the 
Church. 

We  rejoice  in  the  evident  desire  of  the  men  of  our  Church  to  organize  for 
mutual  helpfulness,  intelligent  co-operation  and  effective  service.  It  is 
especially  gratifying  that  this  tendency  to  organization  is  along  lines  so  thor¬ 
oughly  Scriptural  and  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  our  Lutheran  Church. 
The  General  Synod  gave  this  movement  its  hearty  approval,  its  official  sanc¬ 
tion  and  the  assurance  of  its  earnest  co-operation.  We  recommend  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  local  societies  in  congregations  wherever  practical,  the  forming  of 
Synodical  societies  and  the  federation  of  all  these  into  an  organization  for  the 
entire  Lutheran  Church. 

A  committee  of  ten  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General  Synod,  which  shall 
be  to  give  general  direction  to  this  movement  and  report  its  work  to  the  next 
biennial  meeting.  It  shall  have  power  to  take  all  needed  steps  for  the  thor¬ 
ough  organization  of  the  movement,  encourage  its  introduction  into  congrega¬ 
tions,  assist  when  desired  in  the  formation  of  Synodical  societies,  and  so  soon 
as  practical  effect  a  federation  of  all  our  men’s  societies  into  a  general  organi¬ 
zation  for  the  entire  Church.  It  shall  at  once  prepare  a  form  of  constitution 
and  such  other  literature  as  may  be  needed  for  an  intelligent  understanding  of 
the  movement  and  its  successful  introduction  into  the  churches. 

We  call  upon  the  entire  Church  to  give  the  movement  its  hearty  sympathy, 
its  cordial  co-operation  and  its  earnest  prayer.

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Miller,  D.  D. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  appointed  the  Committees  on  the  Common 
Building  and  on  the  Restoration  of  the  German  Tunes  to  the 
Hymnal.  (See  Lists  of  Special  and  Standing  Committees.) 

The  pending  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
Promote  the  Organizing  of  Men’s  Societies  was  then  considered. 
As  part  of  the  discussion  of  this  question,  a  verbal  report  was 
made  to  the  convention  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement.  The 
recommendations  of  the  report  were  considered  one  by  one  ; 
all  the  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  the  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Young, 
D.  D. ,  and  was  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Receiving  Divorced  Persons  Into  the  Church. 

The  Church’s  attitude  toward  persons  divorced  for  other  reasons  than  those 
mentioned  in  the  adopted  report,  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  General  Synod, 
1907,  page  63,  and  who  have  subsequently  remarried,  suggested  the  resolution 
handed  to  your  committee  for  solution.  It  reads  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  persons  who  have  been  divorced,  for  other  reasons  than 
those  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Marriage  and  Divorce, 
and  were  subsequently  remarried,  be  not  admitted  to  membership  in  our 
churches.” 

Having  carefully  considered  the  difficult  subject  of  church  discipline,  under 
which  this  resolution  may  be  classified,  we  find  that  our  Lutheran  theologians 
restored  the  Apostolic  principle  of  discipline,  which  aims  not  only  at  the 
purity  of  the  Church,  but  also  at  the  conversion,  restoration  and  salvation  of 
the  open  and  obstinate  sinner,  as  set  forth  in  i  Cor.  v.  5  ;  2  Cor.  ii.  7,  and 
Gal.  vi.  1. 

According  to  this  principle,  the  salvation  of  the  sinner’s  soul  must,  under  all 
circumstances  and  at  all  times,  be  considered  of  the  highest  concern  ;  and  the 
administration  of  discipline  must  ever  remember  that  the  Church,  with  her 
means  of  grace,  was  instituted  by  the  Lord  for  that  very  purpose,  and  that 
Christ  came  to  seek  and  to  save  the  chief  of  sinners.  Hence  the  Church 
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must  also  be  concerned  about  the  salvation  of  those  who  have  been  legally 
divorced  for  other  reasons  than  those  mentioned  in  the  Report  of  Marriage 
and  Divorce,  as  found  in  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod,  1907,  page  63,  and 
were  subsequently  remarried. 

The  resolution  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  for  solution  overlooks 
the  remedial  end  of  exclusion  from  the  Church,  and  is  thus  out  of  harmony 
with  the  Apostolic  principle  of  dicipline  restored  by  our  fathers,  who  taught 
that  open  and  obstinate  sinners  are  not  to  be  admitted  to  the  sacraments,  nor 
other  fellowship  in  the  Church,  until  they  amend  their  sinful  lives  and  avoid 
the  sins  of  which  they  have  been  guilty.  (Art.  IX.,  Schmalcald  Articles, 
page  323,  Muller’s  S.  B.) 

This  certainly  implies  that,  when  said  sinners  repent,  they  may  again  be 
restored  to  fellowship  and  privileges  of  the  Church,  a  feature  which  the  reso¬ 
lution  has  entirely  ignored. 

According  to  our  Formula  of  Government,  discipline  is  administered  by  the 
Council  (Chapter  IV.,  Section  8),  consisting  of  pastor  or  pastors  and  all  the 
elders  and  deacons  (Chapter  IV.,  Section  1),  whose  duty  shall  be  to  “restore 
(2  Cor.  ii.  7  ;  Gal.  vi.  1)  those  subjects  of  suspension  or  excommunication  to 
all  the  privileges  of  the  Church  who  shall  manifest  sincere  repentance.” 
Therefore, 

Resolved,  That,  after  the  pastor  and  the  other  members  of  the  church  council 
have  carefully  examined  the  person  or  persons  applying  for  church  member¬ 
ship,  as  to  their  present  fitness  to  be  received  into  the  congregation,  have 
pray  fully  considered  said  application  in  its  relation  to  their  own  church  and 
the  Church  in  general,  and  have  unanimously  agreed  that,  under  present  cir¬ 
cumstances,  they  are  justified  before  God  to  grant  said  privilege,  then  “  per¬ 
sons  who  have  been  divorced  for  other  reasons  than  those  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Marriage  and  Divorce,  and  were  subsequently 
remarried,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  our  churches,  but  not  before.

The  following-  report  was  presented  and  was  adopted  : 

.Report  of  Committee  00  Methods  of  Practical  Co-operation  and 
Fraternal  Conference  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  report  that,  inasmuch  as  the  General 
Council,  at  its  last  convention,  failed  to  appoint  its  usual  representatives,  to  act 
in  conjunction  with  those  of  the  General  Synod  and  those  of  the  United  Synod 
in  the  South,  no  joint  meeting  of  the  three  could  be  convened. 

And  as  (without  any  knowledge  to  the  contrary)  we  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  the  third  party  to  the  compact  of  practi¬ 
cal  co-operation,  has  done  nothing  looking  to  the  discontinuance  of  its  fraternal 
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relations  with  the  other  two  bodies  ;  and  as  the  General  Synod,  at  its  last 
convention,  appointed  its  representatives  as  usual  for  the  three  joint  committees, 
provided  for  by  the  tripartite  agreement,  and  as  it  hopes  that  the  interruption 
of  these  relations  by  the  non-action  of  the  General  Council  may  be  only  tem¬ 
porary,  this  Synod  hereby  declares  its  readiness  to  continue  these  fraternal 
relations  as  in  the  past. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  appointment,  as  usual,  of 
representatives  on  the  joint  committee  of  the  three  Lutheran  bodies  included 
in  the  compact  of  fraternal  co-operation.

The  following  report  was  then  presented  : 

Supplementary  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Co-operation. 

With  regard  to  the  matter  referred  to,  this  committee  from  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  concerning  a  disagreement  between  them  and  the 
English  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Council,  as  to  the  meaning  and 
interpretation  of  the  Agreement  and  Rules  of  Co-operation  adopted  by  the 
Committees  on  Fraternal  Co-operation,  representing  the  three  general  bodies — 
the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  South 
— and  reported  to  and  approved  by  the  General  Synod,  at  its  sessions  in  Hagers¬ 
town,  Md.,  in  1895,  and  in  Mansfield,  Ohio,  in  1897,  your  committee  would 
respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

1.  It  is  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  the  failure  of  the  General 
Council,  at  its  last  meeting,  to  appoint  either  a  committee  on  fraternal  co-oper¬ 
ation,  or  a  committee  of  arbitration,  such  as  is  provided  for  in  the  Agree¬ 
ment  and  Rules  referred  to,  might  possibly  be  interpreted  as  a  withdrawal 
from  and  abrogation  of  the  Agreement  and  R.ules  so  far  as  they  might  affect  the 
relations  between  the  General  Council  and  either  or  both  of  the  other  general 
bodies  consenting  thereto. 

2.  Hoping  and  believing,  however,  that  this  failure  to  appoint  such  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  part  of  the  General  Council  was  merely  inadvertent,  and  not 
deliberate  or  intentional,  we  are  entirely  willing  to  recognize  the  agreement 
and  rules  as  still  being  in  full  force  and  binding  upon  all  three  of  the  general 
bodies  consenting  thereto,  and  upon  all  their  agents  and  representatives. 

3.  The  special  “Rule”  referred  to  above,  and  of  which  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  asks  an  interpretation  from  the  General  Synod,  is  as  follows  : 
“That  where  any  general  body  has  congregations,  whatever  be  the  language, 
the  establishment  of  a  congregation  of  another  general  body  within  the  terri¬ 
tory  be  not  undertaken,  unless  the  Board  of  Missions  occupying  the  territory 
and  the  officers  of  the  Synod  on  the  field  be  first  consulted.”  Your  commit- 
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tee  would  say  that  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  rule  they  understood,  and 
have  always  since  understood,  it  to  mean  that,  when  a  village,  or  town,  or  small 
city,  or  a  community  had  been  so  occupied  by  one  of  the  general  bodies,  by 
the  organization  of  one  or  more  congregations,  as  not  to  leave  room  for  an 
additional  congregation  of  another  general  body,  without  serious  conflict  or 
interference,  neither  of  the  other  general  bodies  should  enter  such  field  ;  and 
further,  that,  even  where  there  might  be  room  and  material  for  another  organ¬ 
ization,  it  should  not  be  so  located  as  to  overlap  the  natural  parish  bounds  of 
congregations  already  in  existence,  nor  unnecessarily  interfere  with  their  work, 
thus  setting  up  altar  against  altar.  Therefore,  in  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  referred  to  us,  we  would  say  that  we  regard  their 
interpretation  of  the  Agreement  and  Rules  of  1895  and  1897  as  entirely 
correct. 

4.  This  committee,  as  your  representatives  in  the  matter,  never  intended  or 
understood  that  the  terms  used  in  the  Agreement  and  Rules  embodied  in  our 
reports,  presented  to  and  adopted  by  this  body  in  1895  and  1897,  should  apply 
to  large  geographical  divisions,  such  as  States  or  territories  or  provinces,  or  to 
whole  sections  embracing  several  States  or  territories  or  provinces  ;  nor  even 
to  large  cities  in  which  there  might  be  ample  room  and  material  for  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  additional  churches  by  the  representatives  of  one  of  the  general 
bodies,  even  though  another  general  body  might  already  have  one  or  more 
congregations  organized  and  at  work  there.  As  evidence  of  our  good  faith  in 
making  this  statement,  we  would  adduce  the  fact  that  when  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  was  written  to  several  years  ago  by  the  representatives  of  the 
General  Council  with  reference  to  beginning  missionary  work  in  Washington, 
D.  C.,  his  reply  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Agreement  between  the  three  general 
bodies  was  not  intended  to  apply  to  cities  as  large  as  Washington,  and  that 
therefore  we  could  not  and  would  not  object  if  they  wished  to  enter  the  city, 
which  they  did  soon  afterwards. 

5.  Your  committee  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  the  position  taken  by  the 
former  President  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Rev.  S.  W.  Owen,  D.  D.,  LL.D., 
in  his  correspondence  with  the  President  of  the  General  Council  and  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  their  English  -Board  of  Home  Missions  was  also  correct,  namely,  that 
until  some  overt  act  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  Agreement  among  the 
three  general  bodies  had  been  committed  by  the  representatives  or  one  of 
them,  there  could  be  nothing  to  complain  of  or  to  arbitrate. 

6.  Finally,  your  committee  would  recommend  that,  in  case  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  General  Council  will  not  accept  our  interpretation  of  the  Agree¬ 
ment  and  Rule  of  Co-operation  of  1895  and  1897,  as  given  above,  your  com¬ 
mittee  be  authorized  to  meet  with  similar  committees  from  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  South  and  endeavor  to  secure  an  authoritative 
and  final  interpretation  of  said  Agreement  and  Rules  which  shall  be  mutually 
satisfactory,  or  in  case  of  a  failure  in  this,  to  form  a  new  Agreement  and  Rule 
of  Frateral  Co-operation,  which  will  more  clearly  define  the  duties  and  privi- 
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leges  of  each  of  the  general  bodies  and  their  agents  and  representatives,  and 
report  the  same  to  this  body.

The  report  was  considered  item  by  item.  The  separate  items 
were  adopted  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Laymen's  Movement  was  made  a 
special  order  for  Wednesday,  after  the  order  of  the  day. 

The  convention  then  adjourned,  prayer  being  offered  by  the 
Rev.  S.  J.  McDowell.

EIGHTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday.  June  8,  9  a.  m. 

After  a  half  hour’s  devotional  service,  led  by  the  Rev. 
W.  W.  Barkley,  the  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  M.  Stanley  Kemp. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  and  of  the  anniversary 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  were  read  and 
adopted. 

The  following  report  was  presented  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Central  Location  of  Several  Boards. 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  matter  of  the 
permanent  location  in  one  building  of  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Home 
Missions,  Church  Extension,  Education,  and  Publication,  beg  leave  to  report : 

1.  That  it  would  deem  it  inexpedient  for  any  of  the  above-mentioned 
Boards,  excepting  that  of  Publication,  to  purchase  an  office  building  without 
the  direct  authorization  of  the  General  Synod. 

2.  That  it  believes  that  a  common  building  for  the  use  of  ail  these  Boards  is 
both  desirable  and  obtainable. 

3.  That  it  believes,  Mr.  Stoever  alone  dissenting,  that  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  Pa.,  on  account  of  the  ease  of  access  from  all  points  of  the  compass  and 
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because  it  is  in  the  center  of  a  large  Lutheran  population,  offers  unsurpassed 
advantages  as  the  location  for  such  a  building. 

In  view  of  these  findings,  your  committee  recommend  the  following  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  common  building  for  the  use  of  all  these  Boards  is  both 
desirable  and  obtainable. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the 
several  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  Church  Extension, 
Education,  and  Publication  to  remove  their  respective  establishments  to  the 
city  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  as  soon  as  a  suitable  building  shall  have  been  secured. 

3.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  recommends  that  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Publication  Society,  which  shall  hold  its  biennial  meeting  during  the 
present  convention,  take  immediate  steps  to  secure,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  a  building  adapted  to  its  own  purposes  and  to  those  of  the  respective 
Boards,  with  the  understanding  that  the  said  Publication  Society  shall  own 
and  control  such  building,  giving  to  each  of  the  other  Boards  such  accommo¬ 
dations  as  may  be  necessary,  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  deemed  equitable.

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  Location  of  the  Boards,  I  dissent 
from  the  report  of  the  majority  recommending  Harrisburg  as  the  place,  and 
instead  thereof  suggest  Philadelphia  as  a  more  advantageous  situation.

A  motion  to  adopt  the  first  recommendation  of  the  majority 
report  was  lost,  and  a  motion  to  adopt  the  report  as  a  whole  was 
also  lost. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  for  the  meeting  of  the  Lutheran  Pub¬ 
lication  Society. 

When  the  convention  reconvened,  the  following  report  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Albert,  D.  D.  : 


Report  of  the  Editorial  Committee  of  Lutheran  Church  Work. 

Since  the  General  Synod  has,  by  special  action,  authorized  the  Lutheran 
Publication  Society  to  publish  Lutheran  ClntrJi  Work;  and,  further,  since 
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the  magazine  represents  and  is  the  advocate  of  the  benevolent  work  of  the 
General  Synod,  the  Board  deems  it  proper  to  make  a  report  of  that  publication 
to  this  body,  and  has  instructed  the  Editorial  Committee  to  make  such 
report. 

As  to  its  character  and  standard,  the  magazine  speaks  for  itself.  It  has  re¬ 
ceived  many  words  of  commendation  from  within  and  without  the  Church. 
The  work  on  it  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  willingly  and  gladly  rendered  by  all 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  great  work  of  our  Church. 

Financially,  the  publication  has  not  been  profitable.  It  ended  its  first  year 
with  the  deficit  on  actual  expenditures  for  the  issue  of  $1,647.40.  In  addition 
to  this,  there  was  an  extra  outlay  for  the  preliminary  work  of  launching  the 
magazine  of  $1,275.60.  This  does  not  include  anything  for  the  proportionate 
share  which  each  publication  is  expected  to  bear  in  the  general  expenses  of 
our  house. 

The  shortage  is  due,  of  course,  to  the  failure  to  secure  a  subscription  list 
adequate  to  its  support.  This  failure  was  not  due  to  any  lack  of  effort  in 
pushing  the  publication  by  every  means  that  could  be  devised.  The  deficit  is 
made  the  larger  by  the  exorbitant  present  cost  of  paper  and  everything  con¬ 
nected  with  printing. 

This  shortage  has  naturally  been  a  disappointment  to  us,  and  yet  not  alto¬ 
gether  a  surprise.  Our  experience  with  all  our  periodicals  during  the  first 
years  has  been  the  same.  Neither  has  it  discouraged  us  unduly.  After  all, 
we  feel  that  we  have  done  well  for  the  first  year  of  a  new  enterprise.  Our 
purpose  is  not  to  cater  to  the  taste  for  light  literature,  but  to  give  substantial 
information  about  the  great  work  of  the  Church.  We  have  tried  to  put  this  in 
as  attractive  form  as  possible.  We  had  as  well  face  the  fact  that  hosts  of  our 
people  are  not  interested  in  this  wrork.  To  arouse  their  interest  and  secure 
their  co-operation  wall  require  patient  and  persistent  effort  and  is  deserving  the 
expenditure  of  money.  Secretatries  of  our  Boards  have  been  kind  enough  to 
give  credit  to  the  magazine  as  one  of  the  efficient  agents  in  bringing  in  large 
contributions  to  the  various  Boards. 

The  Board  of  Publication,  compelled  to  face  large  probable  financial  outlays 
to  meet  the  radical  changes  in  Sunday  school  literature,  and  feeling  that  the 
various  Boards  of  benevolence  had  at.  least  an  equal,  if  not  greater,  concern  in 
the  causes  represented,  made  these  propositions  : 

1.  That  we  ask  the  Boards  to  bear  among  themselves  the  deficit  on  actual 
expenditures,  less  extra  for  launching  ;  that  is,  $1,647.40. 

2.  That  we  agree  that  when  the  magazine  reaches  a  paying  basis,  this 
amount  shall  be  returned  to  the  Boards,  if  so  desired  by  them. 

3.  That  with  the  understanding  that  the  Boards,  by  official  action,  join  in 
efforts  to  raise  the  circulation,  no  deficit  be  asked  of  them  in  the  future. 

We  suggest  as  an  equitable  distribution  of  this  deficit  the  number  of  pages 
used  by  each  Board  during  the  year. 

To  this  proposition  the  Board  of  Church  Extension,  the  Deaconess  Board, 
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the  Pastors’  Fund  Society  and  the  Woman’s  Executive  Committee  responded 
favorably,  and  promptly  paid  the  amount.  Several  of  them  added  an  amount 
to  meet  their  share  of  the  expense  of  the  launching.  The  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  notified  us  that  it  stood  by  its  original  proposition,  namely,  “The 
Board  of  Publication  assume  all  financial  risks,  believing  it  within  the  prov¬ 
ince  of  the  Board  to  furnish  such  literature  for  the  Church.  The  Board  of 
Home  Missions  took  this  action  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  our  Board  agrees  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  deficit  in¬ 
curred  in  the  publication  of  Lutheran  Church  Work ,  provided  all  other 
Boards  represented  in  that  periodical  pay  their  proportion.  And  in  case  they 
do  not,  provided  we  are  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  General  Synod.” 

The  Board  of  Education  notified  us  that  they  would  decide  the  matter  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  July. 

Several  questions  perplex  us,  and  we  would  be  glad  to  have  the  action  of 
the  General  Synod  to  guide  us. 

1.  Plow  shall  we  provide  for  the  deficit  until  the  magazine  reaches  a  paying 
basis  ?  The  vast  demand  upon  our  Publication  House  to  furnish  a  literature 
of  all  kinds  to  meet  the  growing  demands  of  our  work  makes  it  impossible  for 
the  House  to  carry  all  the  cost  of  the  publications.  The  Board  is  struggling 
with  tremendous  problems  and  is  overwhelmed  with  the  work  loaded  upon  it. 
May  we  not  suggest  that  the  General  Synod  appropriate  a  certain  amount 
towards  this  deficit,  or  that  they  instruct  the  co-operating  Boards  to  bear  their 
proportionate  share  of  any  deficit? 

2.  How  to  secure  an  increased  circulation  ?  After  all,  this  is  the  important 
thing.  The  financial  part  is  not  the  first  consideration.  To  reach  the  largest 
number  of  people  with  information  is  the  great  end.  To  devise  some  plan  to 
meet  this  end  is  our  problem.  We  have  tried  almost  every  conceivable 
method.  It  can  only  be  accomplished  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Synods,  Conferences,  congregations,  pastors  and  laymen.  We  ask  the  General 
Synod  to  take  action,  giving  the  magazine  its  hearty  indorsement  and  laying  it 
upon  the  hearts  of  our  people.

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Lutheran 
Church  Work  was  resumed. 

The  pending  motion  to  instruct  the  Publication  Society  to  pay 
the  deficit  incurred  in  the  publication  of  the  magazine  out  of  its 
own  treasury  was  adopted. 

'The  second  item  of  the  report  and  the  report  as  a  whole  were 
adopted. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  C.  S.  Albert, 
D.  D. ,  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  Sunday  School  Committee. 

We  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  increased  activity  in  and  a  careful  study 
being  given  to  the  great  work  of  training  the  young.  The  Church  has  no 
more  solemn  responsibility,  and  it  is  a  hopeful  sign  that  she  is  beginning  to 
realize  it.  The  many  new  methods  proposed  in  Sunday  school  work  make  it 
necessary  for  us  to  give  more  careful  thought  to  this  work.  We  have  tested 
and  time-honored  methods  of  our  own  which  must  not  be  displaced  by  any 
new  methods.  Some  of  these  new  methods  will  aid  us  in  our  work  ;  others 
will  not.

THE  TEACHER-TRAINING  SERIES. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  General  Synod  two  years  ago,  that  a 
“  Teacher-Training  Course  ”  be  prepared  by  our  own  men,  arrangements  were 
made  to  carry  out  this  suggestion.  Such  a  course  is  now  under  process  of 
preparation.  Much  labor  has  been  bestowed  upon  it  and  special  care  taken 
to  adapt  it  to  our  own  use.  We  hope  to  have  it  ready  for  the  opening  of  our 
work  in  the  fall.  The  prospectus  of  this  “  Lutheran  Teacher-Training  Series 
is  now  in  your  hands.  It  will  consist  of  four  small,  compact  books. 

SUPPLEMENTAL  MISSION  STUDIES. 

Such  a  course  illustrated  from  our  own  mission  field,  suggested  also  by  the 
General  Synod  at  the  last  meeting,  has  been  given  much  thought.  It  has  been 
found  impossible  to  prepare  such  a  course  of  study  up  to  this  date.  It  will  be 
published  as  rapidly  as  can  be  under  the  peculiar  difficulties  in  which  it  is  in¬ 
volved. 

MISSION  STUDY  CLASSES. 

Our  Sunday  schools  have  felt  the  effect  of  the  Young  People’s  Mission 
Study  Classes  conducted  in  so  many  of  our  churches  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Young  People’s  Missionary  Movement.  In  many  of  our  schools  modified 
courses  have  been  arranged  and  carried  out.  These  have  resulted  in  increased 
interest  in  our  mission  work  on  the  part  of  our  young  people  and  children. 

INTERNATIONAL  GRADED  COURSE.  (  Optional .  ) 

The  Twelfth  International  Sunday  School  Convention,  held  in  Louisville, 
in  June,  1908,  instructed  the  Lesson  Committee  “to  continue  the  preparation

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of  a  thoroughly  graded  course  of  lessons,  which  may  be  used  by  any  Sunday 
school  which  desires  it,  whether  in  whole  or  in  part.”  In  January,  1909,  the 
first  year’s  lessons  for  the  first  three  departments — Beginners’,  Primary  and 
Junior — were  issued.  For  the  Beginners’  and  Primary  courses,  no  attempt 
has  been  made  to  “observe  historical  order  in  the  selection  of  the  lessons,  but 
each  passage  has  been  chosen  for  the  truth  it  contains  and  for  the  value  of  that 
truth  in  the  spiritual  nurture  of  the  child.”  For  the  Junior  course,  an  attempt 
is  made  to  keep  in  view  the  first  great  crisis  in  the  progress  from  childhood 
towards  adult  life,  occurring  about  the  ages  of  thirteen  or  sixteen  and  seven¬ 
teen,  and  to  prepare  for  it  by  a  proper  study  which  will  lead  to  “  the  formation 
of  those  desires,  thoughts,  volitions  and  habits  which  will  lead  to  a  decision  to 
enter  upon  the  love  and  service  of  Christ.”  A  literature  to  cover  these  studies 
is  being  prepared  by  some  of  the  foremost  Sunday  school  workers  in  the  world, 
and  will  be  ready  by  October  of  the  present  year.  This  movement  is  unques¬ 
tionably  in  the  right  direction.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  this 
literature  will  be  supplied  through  our  own  House  to  any  who  may  desire  to  use 
it,  it  being  understood  that  it  is  to  pass  under  the  careful  supervision  of  our  own 
editor  before  it  is  issued  from  our  House.  For  any  w7ho  may  desire  to  take  up 
this  new  course,  we  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  our  own  House  is  the  only 
proper  and  safe  source  of  supply. 

Your  committee  has  no  recommendations  to  offer,  feeling  that  the  work 
mapped  out  two  years  ago  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  engage  all  of  our 
energies  for  the  next  two  years.  At  the  same  time,  we  will  be  obliged  to 
exert  ourselves  to  keep  abreast  with  the  rapid  movements  of  the  time  in  this 
work.  As  an  indication  of  this  rapid  change,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  to 
meet  the  demands  of  our  Sunday  schools,  we  have  been  compelled  to  double, 
in  the  last  ten  years,  the  number  of  publications  for  their  use.  We  feel  that 
we  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  work  that  has  been  done  and  in  the  character 
of  our  literature.

The  following  report  was  presented  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  General  Council. 

Your  delegate  to  the  General  Council  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

The  last  convention  of  the  General  Council  was  held  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y., 
September  12th  to  17th,  1907.  Arriving  at  the  meeting  during  the  forenoon 
of  September  16th,  we  were  greeted  with  marked  cordiality  by  the  pastor  loci , 
the  Rev.  F.  A.  Kaehler,  D.  D.,  by  the  President  of  the  General  Council,  the 
Rev.  T.  E.  Schmauk,  D.  D.,  by  many  other  members  of  the  body  whom 
we  met  personally.  Soon  after  our  arrival  we  were  introduced  to  the  conven¬ 
tion  by  the  President,  and  by  a  hearty  vote  were  accorded  the  privileges  of 
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the  floor.  For  two  days  we  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of  noting  how  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Council  conducts  its  business.  Whenever  questions  pertaining  to  the 
General  Synod  arose,  the  President  at  once  called  on  us  to  present  the  General 
Synod’s  view  of  the  matter  at  issue.  Our  greetings  from  this  body  were  re¬ 
ceived  with  every  token  of  courtesy  and  interest,  and  Dr.  Schmauk’s  response 
was  as  kindly  in  spirit  as  it  was  acute  and  original  in  thought.  Indeed, 
modesty  compels  us  ts  say  that  personally  we  were  treated  with  a  courtesy  and 
respect  far  beyond  our  deserts  ;  but  we  took  it  that  the  General  Council  meant 
thus  to  show  its  high  esteem  for  the  ecclesiastical  body  which  we  represented. 

The  General  Council  impresses  a  visitor  as  being  a  great  body  of  Christian 
men,  earnest,  active,  spiritually-minded,  stalwart  in  Lutheran  doctrine  and 
conservative  in  their  adherence  to  Lutheran  usages.  Vast  and  complicated  are 
the  operations  carried  on  by  this  body  ;  many  are  the  problems  that  arise  to 
test  its  skill  and  acumen.  Its  progress  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  has 
been  so  marked  as  to  elicit  admiration  from  all  observers,  whether  inside  or 
outside  of  its  communion.  The  firm,  business-like  way  in  which  it  takes  hold 
of  all  its  problems  is  entitled  to  the  highest  praise. 

When  we  noted  the  numerical  strength  of  the  General  Council,  the  many 
excellent  men  who  compose  it,  the  spiritual  and  churchly  earnestness  with 
which  they  transact  the  Lord’s  business,  the  number  and  complexity  of  their 
undertakings,  the  substantial  character  of  the  work  they  are  doing,  and  the 
evangelical  and  Lutheran  stamp  which  they  impress  on  all  their  operations, 
we  could  not  resist  the  conviction  that  every  effort  consistent  with  truth  and 
love  should  be  put  forth  to  conserve  cordial  relations  between  that  body  and 
the  General  Synod.  The  cause  of  Lutheranism  in  America  and  the  world 
calls  aloud  for  such  advocacy  ;  the  cause  of  Christ  demands  it. 

This  brings  us  to  a  somewhat  crucial  and  delicate  point  in  our  report.  We 
believe  that  candor  is  the  only  right  and  wise  course  to  pursue  in  the  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  situation.  It  must  be  admitted  that  several  occurrences  of  late 
years  have  caused  a  cloud  to  rise  in  the  sky  of  Lutheran  comity  and  co-opera¬ 
tion.  A  few  local  differences,  such  as  are  apt  to  occur  in  all  human  transac¬ 
tions,  can,  we  think,  be  readily  adjusted,  and  need  not  seriously  disturb  our 
cordial  relations.  The  questions  raised  relative  to  the  Canada  Synod  and  the 
founding  of  a  theological  seminary  in  California  have  been  or  will  be  dealt 
with  in  connection  with  the  reports  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and 
Education. 

However,  some  confessional  questions  have  arisen  which  call  for  wise,  firm, 
honest  and  kindly  adjudication.  At  this  point  we  desire  to  say,  even  at  the 
risk  of  appearing  a  little  presumptuous,  that,  in  our  address  before  the  General 
Council  as  your  representative,  we  defended,  with  all  the  courtesy,  clearness 
and  positiveness  we  could  command,  the  confessional  position  of  the  General 
Synod.  This  we  did  by  referring  to  our  official  declarations,  namely,  the 
York  Resolution  of  1864,  our  revised  formula  of  confessional  subscription  of 
1869,  which  this  body  planted  itself  unequivocally  on  the  Augustana,  and 
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our  confessional  resolutions  of  1895  and  1901.  Thus  we  maintained  that, 
since  the  General  Synod  accepts,  ex  animo  the  Augsburg  Confession,  which  is 
the  original  and  generic  Lutheran  standard  of  faith,  she  is  thoroughly  Luth¬ 
eran,  and,  therefore,  entitled  to  fellowship  and  co-operation  with  other  Luth¬ 
eran  bodies.  In  his  reply  to  our  address,  President  Schmauk  said  that,  if  as¬ 
surance  could  be  given  that  all  the  ministers  of  the  General  Synod  stood  on 
the  confessional  ground  indicated  in  our  greetings,  “there  would  be  no 
trouble.” 

Not  a  little  discussion  occurred  on  the  proposition  to  send  an  Official  Visitor 
to  this  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  However,  the  mooted  question  was 
not  whether  a  representative  should  or  should  not  be  sent  to  this  meeting,  but 
what  instructions  he  should  carry  with  him.  At  length  the  following  action 
was  passed  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  we  appoint  an  Official  Visitor  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  who  shall  be  instructed  to  present  to  that  body,  with  all  cour¬ 
tesy  and  Christian  consideration,  but  at  the  same  time  with  all  candor,  a  state¬ 
ment  as  to  the  understanding  which  the  General  Council  has  as  to  its  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  General  Svnod.’’ 

j 

The  President  of  the  General  Council  appointed  Dr.  H.  E.  Jacobs  as  the 
Official  Visitor  to  this  body.  Dr.  Jacobs  has  appeared  before  us  and  has  car¬ 
ried  out  the  instructions  entrusted  to  him  by  referring  us  to  the  Confessional 
Theses  adopted  by  the  General  Council  at  its  Buffalo  convention.  This  refer¬ 
ence  brings  the  said  Theses  directly  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod. 
They  bear  pertinently  on  the  question  of  Lutheran  recognition  and  unity.  In 
those  Theses  a  process  of  reasoning  was  employed  to  show  that  the  confes¬ 
sional  basis  of  the  General  Synod  is  not  explicit,  adequate  or  satisfactory.  It 
is  our  firm  conviction  that  a  suitable  statement  relative  to  the  aforesaid  Theses 
should  be  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  at  this  convention.  Our  reasons  for 
this  view  are  as  follows  : 

First.  To  ignore  those  Theses  would  be  to  cast  a  slight  and  contempt  upon 
the  General  Council  that  so  honorable  a  body  does  not  deserve  and  that  would 
display  a  spirit  unworthy  of  a  great  Christian  body  like  the  General  Synod. 

Second.  Our  self-respect  as  a  Lutheran  body  calls  for  a  proper  defence  and 
vindication  of  our  confessional  position. 

Third.  Silence  would  be  sure  to  be  construed  as  evidence  of  our  inability  to 
maintain  our  present  doctrinal  basis. 

Fourth.  The  cause  of  unity  and  goodwill  in  our  Lutheran  Zion  makes  an 
explicit  statement  on  the  confessional  questions  raised  by  the  said  Theses  both 
advisable  and  necessary. 

Therefore,  having  been  present  at  the  General  Council  as  your  representa¬ 
tive,  and  having  thus  by  personal  contact  with  its  members  been  able  to  grasp 
their  spirit  as  well  as  their  viewpoint  on  doctrinal  matters,  and  having,  since 
the  adoption  of  the  said  Theses,  given  them  a  great  deal  of  earnest  thought 
and  investigation,  we  have  ventured  to  prepare  a  series  of  confessional  state- 
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ments  bearing  upon  the  General  Council’s  Theses.  These  we  have  brought 
with  us  to  this  convention,  and  if  it  should  be  your  pleasure  to  hear  and  con¬ 
sider  them,  we  are  ready  to  present  them  to  this  body  at  such  time  as  you  may 
think  best. 

It  is  due  to  the  cause  of  Lutheran  unity  and  goodwill  to  add,  in  conclusion, 
that  all  the  discussions  in  the  General  Council  relating  to  our  confessional  and 
other  differences,  so  far  as  we  heard  them,  were  conducted  in  a  kindly  and 
fraternal  spirit.  Even  when  the  Council  disapproved  of  some  things  said  and 
done  by  the  General  Synod  or  members  thereof,  all  such  remarks  seemed  to 
be  made  with  an  entire  absence  of  anger  and  ill  will.  May  we,  in  our  discus¬ 
sions,  display  the  same  amicable  Christian  temper.  And  may  God  speed  the 
day  of  Lutheran  unity  and  fellowship  in  America  and  the  world.

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  L.  S. 
Keyser,  D.  D.,  and  were  adopted,  after  motions  to  refer  and  to 
lay  on  the  table  had  been  voted  down  : 

Statements  Relative  to  the  General  Synod’s  Doctrinal  Basis. 

Whereas,  The  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of 
North  America,  in  session  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ,  September  13th,  1907,  adopted 
a  series  of  statements  entitled  “Theses  on  the  Relation  of  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil  to  the  General  Synod  ”  (see  Minutes  of  the  Thirty  first  Convention  of  the 
General  Council,  pages  199-204)  ;  and, 

Whereas,  the  Official  Visitor  from  the  General  Council,  in  his  address 
before  this  body  at  this  convention,  specifically  called  our  attention  to  the 
above  Theses  as  defining  the  relations  between  the  General  Synod  and  the 
General  Council  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  convention  assembled  in  June,  1909,  do 
hereby,  in  the  interests  of  truth,  confessional  clearness  and  Lutheran  comity, 
adopt  the  following  statements  relative  to  the  questions  raised  by  the  aforesaid 
Theses  : 

1.  Referring  to  Thesis  3,  sub  division  a,  and  the  sub-heads,  aa,  bb  and  cc,  we 
would  respectfully  state  that  the  Genaral  Synod’s  declarations  concerning  the 
Augsburg  Confession  are  sufficiently  clear  and  definite  to  be  understood  by  all 
who  will  inquire  into  the  collateral  facts  and  historical  data  and  wall  give 
close  attention  to  the  precise  language  used  in  the  General  Synod’s  official 
statements. 

This  will  appear  from  the  following  considerations  : 

(<?)  While  the  General  Synod’s  formula  of  confessional  subscription  men¬ 
tions  only  the  Augsburg  Confession,  without  specifying  the  terms,  “  altered” 
or  “  unaltered,”  yet  it  is  a  historical  fact  that  the  General  Synod  has  never

subscribed  to  any  edition  of  the  confession  save  the  ‘‘unaltered'’  form,  and 
does  not  now  subscribe  to  any  other  edition.  This  is  known  as  the  Editio 
Princeps  of  I53°-3L  and  is  precisely  the  edition  from  which  a  translation  was 
prepared  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council, 
the  United  Synod  in  the  South  and  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  “as  a  Common 
Standard  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  in  English.”  (See  page  299  of  the 
General  Synod’s  Book  of  Worship  with  Hymns  and  Tunes.)  Therefore, 
the  edition  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  received  by  the  General  Synod  is 
identical  with  that  received  by  the  General  Council. 

( b )  When  the  General  Synod  says,  in  her  formula  of  confessional  subscrip¬ 
tion,  that  she  accepts  “  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the 
fundamental  doctrines  of  the  divine  word  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded 
upon  that  word,”  she  means  precisely  what  she  says,  namely,  that  the  funda¬ 
mental  doctrines  of  God’s  word  are  correctly  set  forth  in  the  Confession.  She 
does  not  mean  that  some  of  the  doctrines  set  forth  in  the  Confession  are  non- 
fundamental,  and,  therefore,  maybe  accepted  or  rejected  ;  she  means  that  they 
are  all  fundamental,  and  their  exhibition  in  the  Confession  is  to  be  accepted 
by  those  who  subscribe  to  the  Confession.  Relative  to  this  matter,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  1901,  declared  that  “to  make  any  dis¬ 
tinction  between  fundamental  and  so-called  non-fundamental  doctrines  in  the 
Augsburg  Confession  is  contrary  to  that  basis” — the  basis  of  the  General 
Synod — “as  set  forth  in  our  formula  of  confessional  subscription.”  Likewise, 
at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  in  1895,  the  General  Synod  declared  the  Augsburg  Con¬ 
fession  to  be  “throughout  in  perfect  consistence”  with  the  word  of  God. 
Those  official  declarations,  together  with  the  well-known  York  resolution, 
adopted  in  1864,  bind  the  General  Synod  to  the  Augsburg  Confession  in  its 
entirety.  The  General  Synod  therefore  asserts  that  the  chief  or  foundation 
doctrines  of  God’s  word  are  set  forth  in  the  Confession,  and  that  they  are  cor¬ 
rectly  set  forth  therein. 

(<r)  The  General  Synod  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  mention  “  the  orig¬ 
inal  and  historic”  sense  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  because,  according  to 
her  view,  a  Christian  body  cannot  honestly  accept  a  historical  confession  in 
any  other  way. 

2.  Relative  to  the  sub-divisions,  b,  cy  d  and  e  of  Thesis  3,  we  would,  in  all 
sincerity  and  kindness,  offer  the  following  statements  : 

The  Augsburg  Confession  is  the  original  and  generic  Lutheran  Confession, 
accepted  by  Luther  and  his  coadjutors,  adopted  by  all  Lutheran  bodies  the 
world  over,  and  is  therefore  generally  recognized  as  the  adequate  and  sufficient 
standard  of  Lutheran  doctrine.  As  to  the  Secondary  Confessions  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Church,  the  General  Synod  in  no  wise  ignores,  rejects,  repudiates  or  an¬ 
tagonizes  them,  nor  forbids  any  of  her  members  from  accepting  all  of  them,  if 
they  so  desire.  On  the  other  hand,  she  holds  those  Confessions  in  high 
esteem,  regards  them  as  a  most  valuable  body  of  Lutheran  belief,  explaining 
and  unfolding  the  doctrines  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  and  she  hereby  recom- 
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mends  that  they  be  diligently  and  faithfully  studied  by  our  ministers  and  laymen. 

3.  Coming  now  to  Thesis  4,  we  regret  some  of  the  statements  contained 
therein.  However,  we  are  in  hearty  agreement  with  the  following  statement 
of  the  said  Thesis  :  “  It  is  not  subscription  to  any  Confession  of  Faith,  but  it 
is  the  holding  of  the  faith  of  that  Confession  that  renders  one  a  Lutheran  and 
worthy  of  recognition  and  co-operation.”  In  all  her  official  declarations  since 
1864  the  General  Synod  has  taken  her  stand  on  that  ground,  and  it  is  only  by 
her  official  declarations  that  her  doctrinal  position  is  to  be  tested  and  judged. 

4.  Thesis  5  calls  attention  to  the  phrase  in  our  formula  of  confessional  sub¬ 
scription,  “  as  contained  in  the  canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ments.”  In  response,  we  would  say  :  When  our  fathers  framed  this  language, 
the  theological  distinction  between  the  two  statements,  “The  Bible  is  the  word 
of  God  ”  and  “the  Bible  contains  the  word  of  God,”  had  not  yet  been  made,  or 
at  least,  was  not  yet  in  vogue  ;  therefore,  there  could  have  been  no  intention 
on  their  part  of  committing  the  General  Synod  to  lax  or  heretical  views  of  the 
inspiration  of  the  sacred  Scriptures,  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  sincere  purpose  to 
plant  her  firmly  on  the  basis  of  their  true  and  full  inspiration.  Since  that 
time  the  General  Synod  has  ever  occupied  the  same  position  with  reference  to 
the  canonical  Scriptures.  We  solemnly  declare,  therefore,  our  adherence  to  the 
statement,  “  The  Bible  is  the  word  of  God,”  while  we  reject  the  error  implied 
in  the  statement,  “The  Bible  contains  the  word  of  God.” 

5.  So  far  as  regards  Thesis  6,  we  reiterate  our  firm  belief  that  our  confes¬ 
sional  basis  is  adequate  and  satisfactory.  If  the  General  Council  has  sought 
in  all  negotiations  and  conference  to  bring  the  General  Synod  to  a  higher 
appreciation  of  her  position  and  principles,  we  can  also  sincerely  say  that  the 
General  Synod  has  sought  to  bring  the  General  Council  to  a  proper  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  our  Lutheran  soundness  and  loyalty.  With  all  our  hearts  we  desire  a 
continuance  of  cordial  relations  and  practical  co-operation  with  the  General 
Council  on  the  basis  of  mutual  comity  and  recognition  of  each  other’s  Lutheran 
soundness.  We  believe  that  a  break  in  our  fellowship  would  be  exceedingly 
harmful  to  the  cause  of  Lutheranism  and  the  cause  of  Christianity.  In  view, 
therefore,  of  all  our  past  efforts  at  Lutheran  unity  and  of  all  the  statements 
herein  made,  we  feel  justified  in  disclaiming  all  responsibility  if  such  a  breach 
should  occur  between  these  two  bodies. 

6.  A  footnote  on  page  204  of  the  last  General  Council’s  Minutes  says  that 
the  General  Synod’s  confessional  resolutions  of  Hagerstown  (1895)  and  of 
Des  Moines  (1901)  “do  not  have  the  force  of  constitutional  amendments, 
having  never  been  formally  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  the  Synods,  according  to 
the  constitutional  requirment  (Art.  VI.,  Sec.  2),  and  therefore  are  not  a  part 
of  the  doctrinal  basis.”  In  reply,  we  would  say  that  the  section  above  cited 
refers  only  to  alterations  of  the  General  Synod’s  constitution  ;  but  the  confes¬ 
sional  resolutions  referred  to  are  not  alterations  of  the  constitution,  and  con¬ 
template  no  alterations ;  they  are  simply  explanations  of  the  meaning  of  the 
General  Synod’s  confessional  basis.  Therefore,  it  is  not  necessary  to  submit 
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them  to  the  District  Synods  of  the  General  Synod.  Inasmuch,  then,  as  they 
were  passed  by  the  General  Synod  in  regular  session  and  have  never  been  re¬ 
voked  by  this  body,  they  therefore  become  and  remain  a  part  of  the  confes¬ 
sional  assets  of  the  General  Synod. 

7.  By  way  of  general  affirmation,  we  would  add  that  the  General  Synod  is 
the  oldest  general  body  of  Lutherans  in  America.  Long  before  other  general 
bodies  were  formed,  she  had  taken  her  place  among  the  religious  forces  of  this 
republic.  More  than  once  she  had  to  contend  for  her  life  and  autonomy  ;  she 
met  and  overcame  many  temptations  to  disloyalty  ;  in  this  new  land  she  saved 
Lutheranism  when  its  very  existence  was  at  stake  ;  to-day  her  communion  ex¬ 
tends  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  ;  she  has  planted  many  missions  and 
educational  and  beneficent  institutions  in  this  and  other  lands  ;  she  is  charac¬ 
terized  by  many  evangelical,  spiritual,  practical  and  missionary  activities ; 
therefore,  she  feels  justified  in  cherishing  a  proper  degree  of  self-respect,  and 
believes  herself  entitled  to  the  confidence  and  consideration  of  all  bodies  of 
Lutherans  in  this  and  other  countries.  Taking  her  stand  firmly  on  the  Bible 
as  the  word  of  God,  and  on  the  Augsburg  Confession  in  its  entirety  as  the 
symbol  and  standard  of  her  Lutheranism,  she  maintains  that  she  is  both  evangel¬ 
ical  and  Lutheran.  On  the  basis  of  these  principles  she  desires  to  cultivate  fel¬ 
lowship  and  co-operate  with  all  Lutherans  who  likewise  accept,  ex  animo ,  the 
Augsburg  Confession,  whether  or  not  they  accept  confessionally  the  other 
symbols  of  the  Book  of  Concord. 

Now,  therefore,  in  view  of  all  the  foregoing  facts  and  statements,  and  in 
order  to  allay  all  misunderstanding  on  doctrinal  matters  both  within  and  with¬ 
out  the  General  Synod, 

Resolved \  That  the  following  declarations,  with  the  headings  prefixed,  be 
printed  in  all  future  editions  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  published  by  the 
General  Synod,  whether  issued  in  separate  form  or  in  our  Books  of  Worship, 
and  that  they  be  inserted  immediately  after  the  York  Resolution  : 

THE  GENERAL  SYNOD’S  CONFESSIONAL  BASIS. 

The  confessional  basis  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  is  as  follows  : 

We  receive  and  hold,  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  our  fathers, 
the  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and  the  Augsburg 
Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  divine 
word  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded  upon  that  word. 

EXPLANATORY  STATEMENTS. 

I. 

Whereas,  A  fear  is  expressed  by  some  that  the  basis  of  the  General  Synod 
may  be  changed  by  enlargement  so  as  to  include  other  Symbolical  Books  be¬ 
sides  the  Augustana  ;  and, 
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Whereas,  A  conviction  is  held  that  an  effort  is  in  progress  to  reduce  to  a 
lower  standard,  in  thought  and  spirit,  the  present  form  of  acceptance  of  the 
Augsburg  Confession  by  the  General  Synod  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That,  in  order  to  remove  all  fear  and  misapprehension,  this  con¬ 
vention  of  the  General  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  entire  satisfaction  with  the 
present  form  of  doctrinal  basis  and  confessional  subscription,  which  is  the  word 
of  God,  the  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and  the  Unaltered  Augsburg 
Confession  as  throughout  in  perfect  consistence  with  it — nothing  more,  noth¬ 
ing  less.  (Adopted  by  the  General  Synod  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  June  15th, 
1895.) 

II. 

Resolved ,  That,  in  these  days  of  doctrinal  unrest  in  many  quarters,  we  re¬ 
joice  to  find  ourselves  unshaken  in  our  spiritual  and  historic  faith,  and, 
therefore,  reaffirm  our  unreserved  allegiance  to  the  present  basis  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  ;  and  we  hold  that,  to  make  any  distinction  between  fundamental 
and  so-called  non-fundamental  doctrines  in  the  Augsburg  Confession,  is  con¬ 
trary  to  that  basis  as  set  forth  in  our  formula  of  confessional  subscription. 
(Adopted  by  the  General  Synod  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  June  6th,  1901.) 


III. 

Resolved ,  That,  inasmuch  as  the  Augsburg  Confession  is  the  original, 
generic  confession  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  accepted  by  Luther  and  his 
coadjutors,  and  subscribed  to  by  all  Lutheran  bodies  the  world  over,  we 
therefore  deem  it  an  adequate  and  sufficient  standard  of  Lutheran  doctrine. 
In  making  this  statement,  however,  the  General  Synod  in  no  wise  means  to 
imply  that  she  ignores,  rejects,  repudiates  or  antagonizes  the  Secondary  Sym¬ 
bols  of  the  Book  of  Concord,  nor  forbids  any  of  her  members  from  accepting 
or  teaching  all  of  them,  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Lutheran  regulating 
principle  of  justifying  faith.  On  the  contrary,  she  holds  those  Symbols  in  high 
esteem,  regards  them  as  a  most  valuable  body  of  Lutheran  belief,  explaining 
and  unfolding  the  doctrines  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  and  she  hereby  rec¬ 
ommends  that  they  be  diligently  and  faithfully  studied  by  our  ministers  and 
laymen.  (Adopted  by  the  General  Synod,  at  Richmond,  Ind.,  June  8th, 
1909.) 

IV. 

Whereas,  The  phrase,  “  the  wrord  of  God  as  contained  in  the  canonical 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,”  occurs  in  our  formula  of  confes¬ 
sional  subscription ;  and, 

Whereas,  When  our  fathers  framed  this  language  the  theological  distinc¬ 
tion  between  the  two  statements,  “The  Bible  is  the  word  of  God”  and 
“the  Bible  contains  the  word  of  God,”  had  not  yet  been  made,  or  at  least 
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was  not  yet  in  vogue,  and  therefore  there  could  have  been  no  intention  on 
their  part  of  committing  the  General  Synod  to  lax  or  heretical  views  of  the 
inspiration  of  the  sacred  Scriptures,  but,  on  the  contrary,  a  sincere  desire  to 
plant  her  firmly  on  the  true  doctrine  of  Biblical  inspiration  ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  has  ever  occupied  the  same  position  with 
reference  to  the  true  and  complete  inspiration  of  the  canonical  Scriptures  ; 
therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  we  herewith  declare  our  adherence  to  the  statement,  “The 
Bible  is  the  word  of  God,”  and  reject  the  error  implied  in  the  statement, 
“The  Bible  contains  the  word  of  God.”  (Adopted  by  the  General  Synod, 
at  Richmond,  Ind.,  June  8th,  1908.) 

The  order  of  the  day  was  taken  up. 

The  Rev.  J.  Rauch  Stein,  fraternal  delegate  from  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  convention  and  presented  the  greetings  of  his 
Church. 

To  these  greetings  the  President  responded.  • 

The  following  report  was  presented  to  the  convention  by  the 
Rev.  H.  L.  Yarger,  D.  D.  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Tabitha  Home. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Tabitha  Home  is  the  youngest  child  of  our  beloved  General  Synod.  Two 
years  ago  you  recognized  her  as  your  own,  commended  her  to  ail  the  people 
of  our  Church,  rejoiced  in  her  establishment  and  her  prospects,  and  provided 
for  her  support.  Your  generous  provision  for  her  maintenance  exceeded  the 
modest  request  of  her  Board  of  Trustees.  Surely  the  Holy  Spirit  inspired  to 
that  action  which  has  brought  aid  to  this  institution  during  the  biennium  from 
ail  the  Synods  of  the  Church.  Deeply  grateful  for  what  you  have  done,  and 
earnestly  hopeful  that  the  General  Synod,  which  has  approved  of  and  fostered 
a  work  of  love  and  mercy,  in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  will  do  even  greater  and  more 
blessed  things  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  ask  you  to  give  careful  atten¬ 
tion  to  our  report  and  graciously  grant  our  requests.  Perhaps  there  is  no 
institution  of  the  General  Synod  which  so  much  needs  the  prayers,  the  interest 
and  the  immediate  help  of  the  General  Synod  as  Tabitha  Home. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

Tabitha  Home  is  most  beautifully  and  ideally  located  in  Lancaster  County, 
Neb.,  two  miles  due  east  of  the  State  capital.  Its  main  building  has  been 
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converted  into  a  hospital,  modern  in  every  respect.  There  are  three  stories 
and  a  basement.  On  the  first  floor  are  administrative  offices,  reception-room, 
children’s  ward  (furnished  by  a  physician  of  Lincoln),  nurses’  kitchen  and 
dining-room,  pharmacy  and  private  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  are  four 
operating-rooms,  with  latest  and  most  approved  equipment,  diet  kitchen,  drug 
room,  private  wards  and  private  rooms.  On  the  third  floor  are  cheerful  wards 
for  both  men  and  women,  private  rooms  and  nurses’  quarters.  There  are  the 
necessary  closets,  toilet  and  storage-rooms  on  all  three  floors.  A  porch  on 
the  south  side  extends  almost  the  length  of  the  building  for  the  three  stories, 
and  at  the  end  of  each  long  corridor  is  an  airy  and  sunshiny  offset,  inviting  to 
patients  and  nurses  for  rest  and  change  of  scene.  From  porches,  rooms  and 
corridors  the  prospect  is  most  pleasing.  The  environment  is  surpassed  by  few 
hospitals.  Nearly  all  of  the  private  rooms  and  wards  have  been  furnished  by 
churches  and  individuals  in  the  West. 

The  old  folks’  quarters  are  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  this  building. 
While  this  provision  is  not  ideal  by  any  means,  yet  the  aged  fathers  and 
mothers  are  comfortably  settled,  their  rooms  being  well  lighted  and  ventilated. 
The  general  kitchen,  dining-room  and  laundry  are  on  the  ground  floor  also. 

The  orphanage  is  situated  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  grounds.  It  is  a 
two-story  building  with  basement.  Extensive  improvements  have  been  made 
in  this  building,  which  has  been  inspected  by  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and 
pronounced  one  of  the  best  Homes  in  the  State.  Eighteen  children  can  be 
accommodated  comfortably. 

A  new  power-house,  35  by  30  feet,  in  course  of  construction,  was  sufficiently 
advanced  to  furnish  heat  during  the  past  winter.  Two  large  sixty-horse  power 
boilers  were  installed.  When  this  building  is  completed  the  house  will  have 
a  much-needed  laundry-room. 

The  Home  is  lighted  with  gasoline  gas,  furnished  by  the  Ideal  Gasoline  Gas 
Company  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa.  The  plant  has  a  capacity  of  five  hundred 
lights.  Besides  these  buildings  and  equipment,  there  are  on  the  premises  a 
barn,  sheds  for  grain,  chicken  house,  etc. 

The  Home  owns  all  necessary  vehicles,  except  a  carriage,  which  is  badly 
needed,  and  necessary  farming  utensils. 

There  are  fifteen  acres  of  improved  ground.  Beautiful  shade  trees  and 
shrubberies  adorn  the  campus  on  the  north  of  the  public  road.  The  five  acres 
on  the  south  of  the  road  are  planted  in  fruit  trees,  which  bear  bountifully. 
About  eight  hundred  quarts  of  fruit  were  canned  last  summer  and  autumn 
from  the  harvest  our  trees  yielded.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  ground  is 
used  for  a  garden  and  supplied  the  tables  with  fresh  vegetables  in  season. 


GOVERNING  BODY  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Home  is  a  Board  of  Trustees,  elected  by  five 
District  Synods.  The  present  Board  consists  of  ten  members,  three  elected  by 
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the  German  Nebraska  Synod,  two  by  the  Nebraska,  Wartburg  and  Kansas 
Synods,  and  one  by  the  Rocky  Mountain  Synod. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  are  :  Mr.  J.  H.  Humpe,  President ;  Miss  Olivia 
Boehmer,  Secretary,  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Krueger,  Treasurer.  The  President  and 
Treasurer,  with  Mr.  A.  T.  Peters,  all  of  Lincoln,  compose  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  held  two  annual  and  three  special 
meetings  during  the  biennium. 

The  Home  has  been  conducted  most  of  the  time  since  our  control  without  a 
competent  Superintendent.  This  has  been  a  grave  mistake.  It  was  done  in 
the  interest  of  economy.  Doubtless  we  would  have  avoided  many  of  our 
financial  difficulties  if  we  had  placed  an  executive  officer  of  ability  in  charge 
as  soon  as  we  acquired  the  property.  A  Superintendent  is  now  in  charge. 
Rev.  G.  F.  F.  Mueller  accepted  a  call  from  the  Board,  and  began  his  labors 
December  1st,  1908.  The  Superintendent  has  entered  upon  his  work  with  com¬ 
mendable  enthusiasm  and  with  faith  in  God  and  in  the  Church  to  help  him. 
His  first  quarterly  report  to  the  Board  is  a  serious  discussion  of  the  needs  and 
future  of  the  institution,  as  wTell  as  a  splendid  exhibit  of  the  result  of  his 
zealous  labors  in  behalf  of  the  Home.  The  receipts  during  these  three 
months  were  $2, 297. 17.  This  amount  would  have  been  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  all  running  expenses  if  a  portion  of  it  had  not  been  required  to  defray 
old  claims  and  debts.  It  is  the  confident  expectation  of  the  Board  that  Pastor 
Mueller  will  be  successful  in  the  administration  of  his  office  if  he  receives 
that  adequate  support  which  he  deserves. 

Sister  Christina  Gleicher,  of  the  Deaconess  Motherhouse  of  Baltimore,  was 
appointed  head  nurse  in  February  of  the  current  year.  Sister  Ida  Klucker, 
under  appointment  of  the  Deaconess  Motherhouse,  assumed  charge  of  the 
orphanage  and  old  people’s  department  last  month. 

The  force  of  employees  engaged  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Home  has 
been  large,  perhaps  even  unusually  large.  It  must  be  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation,  however,  that  there  are  three  departments  in  the  institution,  each  more 
or  less  separate  from  the  other.  During  the  past  wunter  we  have  been  com¬ 
pelled  to  have  heat  day  and  night  in  the  hospital.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
has  instructed  the  Superintendent  to  give  this  question  serious  and  immediate 
consideration  and  reduce  the  number  to  the  minimum. 


OLD  PEOPLE  AND  ORPHANS. 

There  are  at  present  22  inmates  of  the  old  people’s  department.  Two  of 
them  wrere  sick  in  the  hospital  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  last 
month.  The  condition  of  a  number  of  them  is  pitiable  and  calls  indeed  for 
the  sympathy  of  the  Church. 

We  are  caring  for  nine  children  in  the  orphanage.  The  policy  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  is  to  place  the  children  committed  to  its  care  in  good  Christian  homes 
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whenever  possible.  The  children  have  been  attending  school  in  Lincoln. 
Religious  services  are  held  regularly. 


HOSPITAL. 

We  are  very  sorry  that  our  expectations  expressed  two  years  ago  to  the 
General  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  hospital,  have  not  been  realized.  We 
were  very  sanguine  then  that  we  could  report  at  this  meeting  a  hospital  build¬ 
ing  remodeled,  without  expense  to  the  Board,  as  we  were  promised  should 
be  done,  and  that  we  could  report  a  flourishing  hospital  and  training  school 
lor  nurses,  with  staff  of  physicians  well  organized,  pupil  nurses,  etc., 
caring  fora  large  number  of  patients.  Our  partial  failure  to  conduct  the  hos¬ 
pital  as  anticipated  is  due  to  lack  of  funds,  inability  to  organize  a  medical 
staff  because  of  professional  differences,  and  because  the  physicians  expressed 
dissatisfaction  to  be  connected  with  an  institution  so  deeply  involved  in  debt 
and  unable  to  satisfy  its  creditors.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  realizing  the 
imperative  need  of  a  competent  and  well  organized  staff,  met  with  the  physi¬ 
cians  who  had  interested  themselves  in  the  hospital,  at  the  Commercial  Club, 
in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  Wednesday,  May  5th. 

The  hospital  has  cared  for  a  number  of  patients,  and  a  few  operations  have 
been  performed.  The  receipts  from  hospital,  which  has  been  in  operation  for 
six  months,  have  been  about  $1,000.00.  If  the  hospital  has  the  bright  future 
before  it  that  it  may  have,  according  to  the  physicians  of  Lincoln,  it  will  be  a 
splendid  asset  in  the  near  future  to  the  Home. 


FINANCES. 

During  the  past  biennium  the  Home  has  received  $27,037.69  from  all 
sources.  $2,956.72  of  this  amount  was  realized  on  the  apportionment  made 
by  the  General  Synod.  The  German  Nebraska  Synod  contributed  $4,353.39. 
This  Synod  has  been  the  most  liberal  supporter  of  the  Home,  and  deserves 
the  special  gratitude  of  the  Church.  The  other  Synods  represented  on  the 
Board  far  exceeded  their  apportionment. 

We  report,  with  profound  regret,  that  the  present  indebtedness  of  the 
Home  is  $47,386.62.  This  amount  includes  about  $14,000,00  in  claims 
from  the  former  administration,  $22,000.00  for  remodeling  and  repairs,  the 
balance  for  labor,  supplies,  etc. 

To  cover  this  indebtedness  the  Board  authorized,  in  November,  1908,  an 
issue  of  700  bonds,  $50.00  par  value,  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest,  due 
October  1st,  1913,  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  property,  which  is  valued  at 
$60,000.00.  Bonds  worth  $2,600.00  have  been  sold,  $3,550.00  worth  have 
been  given  as  security  for  claims,  and  $1,800.00  worth  exchanged  for  notes 
due.

Preliminary  Report  of  Committee  on  Apportionment. 

Your  Committee  on  Apportionment  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  amounts  per  capita  for  each  year  of  the  ensuing  biennium  :  For¬ 
eign  Missions,  30  cents  ;  Home  Missions,  35  cents  ;  Church  Extension,  20 
cents  ;  Board  of  Education,  20  cents  ;  Pastors’  Fund,  7  cents  ;  General  Synod, 
2  cents;  Deaconess  Board,  9  cents;  Home  for  the  Aged,  5  cents;  Tabitha 
Home,  3  cents.  Total,  $1.31. 

This  represents  an  increase  of  12  cents  over  the  present  apportionment,  as 
follows :  Foreign  Missions,  5  cents  ;  Home  Missions,  5  cents  ;  Deaconess 
Board  1  cent ;  and  Tabitha  Home,  1  cent.

The  following  report  was  presented  and  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Laymen’s  Movement. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Laymen’s  Movement  covers  a  period  of 
eighteen  months  of  active  operation.  The  General  Committee  appointed  at 
Sunbury,  Pa.,  consisted  of  a  representative  from  each  Synod,  to  work  with 
the  Executive  Committee  in  formulating  plans  and  prosecuting  the  wTork. 
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On  July  19th,  1907,  the  suggestions  of  the  General  Committee  were  assem¬ 
bled,  and  after  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  Ashland,  Ohio, 
definite  plans  were  agreed  upon  and  put  into  active  operation. 

On  December  2d,  1907,  letters  were  written  to  all  pastors  stating  the  pur¬ 
pose  and  object  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement,  and  they  were  asked  to  co-operate 
in  securing  a  committee  to  work  in  connection  with  the  General  Committee. 

Those  not  complying  with  this  request  were  again  written  to  on  January 
1 2th,  1908,  and  urged  to  adopt  some  financial  system,  and  where  none  was  in 
use,  the  envelope  and  “follow-up”  system  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement  was 
suggested. 

On  February  21st,  1908,  the  pastors  were  again  written  to  with  a  more 
urgent  appeal.  This  was  followed  on  March  15th,  with  another  letter, 
setting  forth  the  small  amount  expected  from  each  member  and  the  importance 
of  early  payment. 

The  members  of  the  General  Committee  were  then  furnished  a  list  of  all  the 
churches  having  no  committee  at  this  time.  A  letter  was  furnished  them  to 
be  sent  out  over  their  own  signatures,  urging  the  pastors  to  report  their  ap¬ 
pointments  to  the  chairman. 

A  letter  was  addressed  again  to  the  pastors  on  May  13th,  1909,  which  com¬ 
pleted  our  work  with  the  pastors. 

To  the  many  committees  and  organizations  secured  through  these  efforts  we 
at  once  sent  our  greetings  and  forwarded  our  supplies  for  distribution  to  the 
members  of  the  congregations.  This  advised  the  members  of  the  total  appor¬ 
tionment  and  the  amount  paid. 

Sixty  thousand  of  these  letters  were  sent  out  in  January,  1908.  After 
Easter  we  again  sent  statements  for  distribution  to  the  congregations,  showing 
the  progress  in  the  payment  of  benevolence. 

Three  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  various  Synods  we  sent  letters  of 
special  appeal  to  be  distributed.  With  these  letters  were  sent  a  small  pink 
envelope  for  a  special  offering.  These  letters  and  envelopes  were  not  only 
sent  to  our  representatives  in  each  congregation,  but  special  letters  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  pastors  and  envelopes  were  also  furnished  them  for  distribu¬ 
tion. 

In  all,  8515  first-class  letters  have  been  written  to  pastors  and  laymen,  and 
60,000  of  the  first  letters  were  sent  out  for  distribution,  and  40,000  of  the 
statements. 

At  present  703  of  our  congregations  have  laymen’s  organizations. 

We  note  with  gratitude  that,  notwithstanding  the  financial  panic,  the  be¬ 
nevolences  of  the  Church  have  increased  $49,000.00  during  the  last  biennium. 
This  committee  wishes  to  assume  but  a  share  of  the  credit  for  this  work. 

This  increased  benevolence  means  an  awakening  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
Church.  With  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years  and  the  prestige  of  the 
approval  of  the  General  Synod  we  hope  to  report  at  the  end  of  the  next 
biennium  proportionally  greater  results. 
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We  purpose  to  continue  the  work,  perfecting  an  organization,  as  far  as  pos¬ 
sible,  in  every  congregation  in  order  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  as  expressed  in  the  resolution  offered  at  Sunbury  in  1907,  and  to 
achieve  the  aim  of  our  motto  :  “  No  deficit  in  any  benevolence.”

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  approves  of  the  work  of  the  Lay¬ 
men’s  Movement  Committee  during  the  past  two  years,  and  authorizes  the  con¬ 
tinuation  of  said  committee  during  the  coming  biennium,  with  Mr.  J.  L.  Clark 
as  chairman. 

Resolvea \  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  recommends  to  all  its  pastors 
their  active  assistance  in  furthering  the  work  during  the  coming  biennium. 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  endorses  the  action  of  the  Lay¬ 
men’s  Committee  in  arranging  for  a  Laymen’s  Convention  to  which  the  lay¬ 
men  of  all  Lutheran  bodies  of  America  will  be  invited,  and  bids  them  God-speed 
in  their  efforts  to  arouse  greater  interest  among  our  laymen  in  the  work  of  the 
Church. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner 
and  adopted  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Order  of  Business. 

In  preparing  this  revised  Order  of  Business  the  committee  has  endeavored 
to  provide  for  the  equitable  consideration  of  all  matters  to  be  brought  before 
Synod.  With  our  growing  interests  the  former  order  was  no  longer  adequate. 
Many  important  matters  were  crowded  to  the  end  of  the  sessions  when  no 
mature  consideration  could  be  given  them.  Many  persons  having  important 
matters  to  present  could  find  no  place  to  introduce  them,  and  the  result  was 
confusion  or  hasty  action.  We  have  tried  to  remedy  this  : 

1.  By  adding  Wednesday  of  the  first  week  to  the  sessions.  From  any  sec¬ 
tion  of  our  General  Synod  our  men  can  reach  the  place  of  meeting  by  Wednes- 
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day  morning  as  well  as  by  evening.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  week 
they  begin  to  grow  impatient  and  many  leave.  So  it  is  important  to  bring  as 
much  important  business  into  the  first  week  as  possible. 

2.  By  bringing  important  business  before  the  body  at  the  opening  session  so 
that  it  may  be  placed  on  the  docket  and  arrangements  made  for  its  proper  dis¬ 
cussion  without  interfering  with  the  regular  order. 

3.  By  providing  for  a  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  all  busi¬ 
ness  shall  receive  fair  consideration  and  that  our  proceedings  have  a  proper 
system  and  orderliness. 

Your  committee  recommends  that,  for  the  sake  of  the  proper  order  and  ex¬ 
pedition  of  business,  as  well  as  fairness  to  all  interests,  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  immediately  after  the  organization,  to  be  known  as  the  “Committee 
of  Reference  and  Counsel,”  to  whom  all  resolutions  and  matters  of  business, 
aside  from  the  routine  business,  may  be  referred  by  the  Synod  ;  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  be  to  arrange  for  the  proper  and  fair  presentation  of  all  such 
matters  by  fixing  and  giving  notice  of  the  time  for  the  consideration  of  each  by 
the  Synod  under  General  Business  in  the  Order  of  Business,  or  by  referring 
them  to  the  proper  committees.

TENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  9,  9  a.  m. 

After  a  half  hour’s  devotional  service,  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Harvey  M.  Leech,  the  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Frank  A.  Dressel. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  and  of  the  anniversary 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Publication  were  read  and  approved. 

It  being  the  order  of  the  day,  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Education  was  presented.  (See  Proceedings  Relating  to  Board 
of  Education. ) 

The  following  resolutions,  relating  to  a  Lutheran  Theological 
School  in  California  were  presented  by  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Oehler, 
and  adopted. 

Whereas,  The  time  has  come  when  the  future  development  of  our  work 
upon  the  Pacific  coast  requires  the  establishment  of  a  Lutheran  Theological 
School  upon  the  territory  of  the  California  Synod  ;  be  it,  therefore, 

1.  Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  the  United  States  authorize  and  give  its  support  to  such  an  institution. 

2.  Resolved,  That  its  Board  of  Education  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  inaugurate  such  a  work,  at  such  location  and  at  such  ex¬ 
pense  as  is  deemed  both  wise  and  necessary  for  the  establishment  of  such  work. 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  then  presented  its 
report,  through  its  chairman,  the  Rev.  A.  PL  Smith,  D.  D.,  and 
the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education,  appointed  at  the  last  convention 
of  the  General  Synod,  would  report  as  follows  : 

As  the  committee  possesses  no  legislative  authority  or  power,  its  work  has 
been  necessarily  limited  in  scope  to  that  which  is  merely  clerical.  We  have 
given  some  attention  and  study  to  the  subject  and  have  gathered  such  informa¬ 
tion  for  your  use  as  could  be  secured  by  means  of  printed  question  blanks, 
which  we  furnished  to  the  proper  officers  in  the  District  Synods.  We  have 
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received  returns  from  all  the  Synods  and  lay  before  you  the  facts  and  statistics 
which  seem  most  important. 

1.  Ministerial  supply,  or  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Nearly  all  the 
Christian  churches  of  this  country  have  been  facing  the  serious  conditions 
involved  in  the  decline  in  the  number  of  young  men  offering  themselves  for 
the  ministry.  Even  when  there  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  candidates  for 
the  ministry,  the  increase  has  been  so  small  that  it  has  not  been  adequate  to 
the  requirements  of  a  larger  increase  in  membership  and  in  congregations.  Our 
General  Synod  has  suffered  with  the  rest.  The  problem  involved  is  an  alarm¬ 
ing  one,  for  it  is  vital  to  the  progress  of  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  hope¬ 
ful  feature  is  that  the  churches  are  becoming  awake  to  the  needs  of  the  hour. 

The  causes  of  this  problem  are  many  and  varied.  We  shall  not  enter  into 
any  extended  discussion  of  them  as  they  have  been  covered  in  previous  reports 
of  this  committee.  We  mention  but  two,  which  we  are  convinced  are  lead¬ 
ing  reasons.  One  is  found  in  the  inadequate  support  given  to  most  ministers 
of  the  gospel.  Dr.  Cissell  estimates  “that  one-third  of  the  ministers  of  the 
United  States  are  getting  a  salary  under  $400.00  per  year.”  Dr.  Josiah 
Strong  estimates  “  the  average  family  income  as  $751.00  yearly.  Under  that 
estimate  over  35,000  ministers  are  working  on  a  salary  only  a  little  over  half 
that  of  the  average  family  income.” 

Another  cause  is  the  prevailing  materialism  and  worldliness  of  the  day.  In 
his  recent  book,  “The  Future  Leadership  of  the  Church,”  Mr.  John  R. 
Mott  says  :  “  All  ages  have  been  materialistic,  but  at  no  time  in  the  past  and 
in  no  part  of  the  world  have  the  allurements  of  material  progress  and  success 
been  so  potent  with  young  men  as  they  are  to-day  in  North  America.”  He 
questions,  justly,  “  How  can  homes  in  which  money-getting  and  pleasure¬ 
seeking  are  the  chief  ideals  produce  a  supply  of  men  who  will  be  ready  to 
embrace  a  profession  which  involves  self-denial  and  simplicity  of  life  ?  ”  Per¬ 
haps  the  secret  of  this  problem  is  in  the  home. 

As  to  the  General  Synod,  there  is  a  small  but  insufficient  increase  of  candi 
dates  for  the  ministry.  The  reports  from  the  District  Synods  show  268  for 
1909,  as  against  263  for  1908,  and  257  in  1907.  The  gain  for  the  biennium 
is  11,  which  is  4]^  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  of  the  confirmed  membership 
of  our  congregations  is  8  per  cent.  Of  these  268  students  with  the  ministry 
in  view,  79  (not  including  Breklum  men)  are  in  our  theological  seminaries,  and 
189  in  our  colleges  and  preparatory  schools.  The  encouraging  feature  is 
the  increasing  number  in  the  colleges.  Ten  Synods  report  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  candidates,  eleven  a  decreasing  number,  and  two  stationary. 
We  find  also  that  139  of  these  young  men  have  come  from  city  pastorates, 
and  129  from  rural  charges.  In  the  past  the  greater  proportion  of  our 
ministers  have  come  from  rural  congregations  ;  hence  we  believe  that  the 
decline  of  the  country  churches  has  something,  if  not  a  great  deal,  to  do 
with  the  decline  in  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  sacred  office.  We 
learn  that  in  some  Synods  efforts  have  been  made  to  interest  young  men  in  the 
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ministry,  but  that  others  have  done  nothing.  A  couple  of  Synods  have  pro¬ 
moted  the  systematic  circulation  of  literature  on  the  subject,  like  Dr.  Bauslin’s 
booklet.  The  past  recommendations  of  the  General  Synod  seem  to  have  been 
ignored,  or  perhaps  never  to  have  reached  the  attention  of  the  proper  Synod¬ 
ical  officers.  We  are  gratified,  however,  to  observe  that  our  college  faculties 
are  making  direct  efforts  to  bring  the  claims  of  the  ministry  to  the  attention 
of  the  students,  in  some  instances  by  special  addresses  and  lectures.  Already 
these  efforts  seem  to  be  producing  encouraging  results. 

2.  Ministerial  education.  The  question  of  ministerial  education,  dealing 
with  the  financial  help  given  to  deserving  young  men  preparing  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  is  an  exceedingly  important  question,  because  of  its  direct  bearing  upon 
the  problem  of  ministerial  supply.  In  the  past  a  very  considerable  number 
of  the  best  men  of  our  ministry  have  had  the  door  opened  thereto  by  the 
financial  assistance  given  by  the  Synodical  Boards  of  Ministerial  Education. 
The  sons  of  the  well-to-do  do  not  offer  themselves  in  large  numbers  to  the 
Lord’s  service,  but  yield  to  the  dazzling  attractions  of  business  and  other  pro¬ 
fessions  which  have  come  into  prominence. 

The  Synodical  reports  reveal  that  of  the  268  candidates  for  the  ministry  of 
the  General  Synod,  162  (60  percent.)  are  receiving  aid  from  the  District 
Synods,  while  106  are  pursuing  their  studies  at  their  own  expense.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  those  receiving  aid  is  somewhat  greater  than  two  years  ago.  It  is 
clear  that  if  we  would  keep  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  full,  we  must  be  ready 
to  help  such  deserving  men  as  offer  themselves,  when  of  limited  means,  pro¬ 
vided  they  are  men  of  character,  ability  and  devotion.  The  system  is  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary,  and  for  the  good  of  the  cause  of  Christ  must  be  kept  up  and 
enlarged  in  scope.  All  our  Synods  and  congregations  should  be  urged  to 
increase  their  offerings  to  this  vital  and  beneficent  work. 

There  is  a  growing  conviction,  however,  among  those  directly  interested  in 
this  work,  that  there  should  be  stricter  and  higher  standards  of  character  and 
scholarship  required  of  those  who  would  receive  the  Church’s  help  in  enter¬ 
ing  the  ministry.  There  is  need  of  greater  discrimination  in  granting  aid  and 
more  careful  oversight  of  the  student  afterward  by  Synodical  committees. 

In  your  committee’s  report  to  you,  two  years  ago,  we  called  your  attention 
to  the  utter  lack  of  co-ordination  between  the  various  Synodical  Committees 
on  Ministerial  Education.  The  result  is  great  confusion  as  to  requirements 
of  the  students  and  wide  divergence  as  to  the  amounts  of  grants  and  loans. 
Our  reports  this  year  show  the  maximum  of  amounts  paid,  ranging  all  the 
way  from  $100.00  in  some  Synods  to  $200.00  in  others,  while  there  is  utter 
lack  of  uniformity  in  administration.  The  recommendation  of  the  General 
Synod,  two  years  ago,  that  the  maximum  paid  to  any  one  candidate  should 
not  be  greater  than  $175.00,  apparently  has  either  been  unseen  or  unheeded 
by  Synods  which  pay  more.  Two  years  ago  we  called  your  attention  to  the 
urgent  need  of  some  uniform  administrative  system  for  ministerial  education 
funds.  The  need  is  greater  to-day.  We  are  glad  that  some  are  taking  up 
the  question  in  the  church  papers  and  otherwise,  and  suggesting  plans  for  the 
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centralizing  of  the  work.  There  are  serious  difficulties  in  the  way,  arising 
from  the  divergent  policies  of  the  Synods  and  their  possible  unwillingness  to 
surrender  local  control  to  central  authority,  nevertheless  we  believe  the  attempt 
should  be  made  and  recommend  accordingly. 

We  offer  no  other  recommendations  touching  local  work  of  administration, 
for  such  recommendations  seem  to  be  ineffective.  However,  we  ask  the 
members  of  the  General  Synod  to  reread  carefully  the  reports  of  this  commit¬ 
tee  to  this  body  for  1905  and  1907,  as  recorded  in  the  Minutes,  and  especially 
to  take  note  of  the  recommendations  offered  by  the  committee  and  adopted  by 
this  body,  especially  those  pertaining  to  seeking  young  men  for  the  ministry, 
the  presentation  of  the  claims  of  the  ministry  in  our  educational  institutions, 
the  dissemination  of  literature  on  the  subject,  the  frequent  duplication  in 
crediting  candidates  in  parochial  reports,  the  maximum  amount  of  aid,  etc. 

Feeling  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  forward  movement,  as  indicated  by  pub¬ 
lished  utterances  in  our  church  periodicals  and  conferences,  as  well  as  by  pri¬ 
vately  expressed  views,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  be  directed  to  undertake  the  preliminary  work  looking  toward  a  unification 
of  our  ministerial  education  interests  ;  that  they  gather  facts  and  information 
pertaining  thereto,  and  consider,  and,  if  deemed  advisable,  formulate  a  plan 
for  the  uniform,  systematic  and  centralized  administration  of  ministerial  educa¬ 
tion  work  and  funds,  and  report  at  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

With  humble,  dependent  prayer  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  that  He 
will  provide  laborers  to  gather  the  spiritual  harvest  that  awaits  the  action  of 
God’s  people,  we  submit  our  report  for  your  consideration.

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The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Gettysburg  was  presented  and  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors  respect¬ 
fully  presents  the  following  report. 

1.  Real  Estate. — The  Seminary  owns  over  forty  acres  of  land,  beautifully 
situated  on  a  ridge  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  town  and  the  surrounding 
country.  The  improvements  consist  of  two  large  buildings  (containing  the 
library,  chapel,  recitation  and  reading-rooms,  dormitories,  gymnasium,  etc.), 
five  fine  residences  for  the  professors  and  one  for  an  employe,  and  also  a  boiler- 
house  from  which  all  the  buildings  are  heated  in  winter.  This  property  could 
not  be  replaced  to-day  for  $200,000.00.  It  is  unencumbered. 

2.  Endowment. — The  invested  funds  of  the  Seminary  amount  to  $214,- 
305.31.  There  is  urgent  need  for  the  enlargement  of  the  endow’ment  to 
enable  the  Seminary  to  keep  pace  with  similar  institutions. 

3.  Faculty. — The  faculty  consists  of  five  professors.  The  institution  suf¬ 
fered  a  very  great  loss  on  March  7th,  1909,  in  the  death  of  its  senior  professor, 
J.  W.  Richard,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  who  for  twenty  years  had  ably  filled  the  chair 
of  Homiletics  and  Ecclesiastical  Theology. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  May  20th,  Jacob  A. 
Clutz,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  St.  James’  Lutheran  Church,  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  was 
elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Richard. 

4.  Students. — Thirty- eight  students  were  enrolled  during  the  past  year,  of 
whom  seven  graduated  in  May  and  two  took  a  partial  course,  leaving  twenty- 
nine  on  the  roll.  The  prospects  are  fair  that  there  will  be  about  fifty  next 
year. 

5.  Lectures. — The  annual  lecture  on  the  “  Augsburg  Confession  ”  on  the 
Holman  Foundation  was  delivered  by  J.  M.  Reimensnyder,  D.  D.,  of 
Milton,  Pa.,  in  1908,  and  by  Prof.  J.  L.  Neve,  D.  D.,  of  the  Western  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Atchison,  Kan.,  in  1909.  In  addition  to  these,  a  number  of  interest¬ 
ing  lectures  on  various  phases  of  church  life  and  work  were  delivered  by 
prominent  ministers.

The  Committee  on  One  Million  Dollar  Edowment  Fund  for 
Our  Schools  presented  its  report,  which  was  adopted.  The 
thanks  of  the  convention  were  given  to  the  committee  for  its 
services. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Raising  One  Million  Dollars  for  Education. 

Your  committee,  representing  the  several  theological  seminaries  and  col¬ 
leges  of  the  Church,  was  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  six  years  ago  for 
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the  purpose  of  stimulating  the  raising  of  one  million  dollars  for  the  work  of 
education  within  five  years. 

For  various  reasons,  as  explained  in  previous  reports,  your  committee  did 
not  deem  it  advisable  to  employ  salaried  agents  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of 
its  appointment.  The  employment,  in  1903,  by  the  Board  of  Education,  of  a 
General  Secretary,  wrho  gives  his  entire  time  to  the  work,  justified  the  action 
of  your  committee. 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  to  stimulate  its  respective  members  to  se¬ 
cure  as  much  as  possible  for  the  separate  schools  and  thus  to  swell  the  aggregate. 

The  results  attained,  while  by  no  means  as  large  as  they  might  have  been, 
are  certainly  most  gratifying.  During  the  period  of  five  years  covered  by  this 
report,  from  June,  1903,  to  June,  1908,  more  funds  have  been  secured  for  our 
schools  than  during  any  previous  twenty-five  years  of  their  history. 

Two  years  ago  the  report  of  the  committee  showed  contributions  to  date 
amounting  to  $496,500.00. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  furnished  the  committee  with 
a  tabulated  statement.  (See  page  86.) 

While  some  of  the  money  mentioned  cannot  be  counted  towards  endow’- 
ment,  debts,  or  permanent  equipment,  the  object  contemplated  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  committee  has  been  substantially  attained. 

With  the  impetus  gained  during  the  past  three  bienniums,  our  schools 
should  continue  to  grow  to  the  strength  and  efficiency  demanded  by  the  times. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  its  efficient  Secretary,  the 
matter  of  our  Church  schools  is  receiving  due  attention  and  their  needs  are 
being  clearly  and  strongly  set  forth.  To  this  Board,  and  especially  to  the 
management  of  the  respective  schools  themselves,  must  be  left  the  further 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  their  enlargement  and  endowment.

We  therefore  refer  you  to  the  inspiring  and  illuminating  report  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  recommend  that  this  committee  be  stricken  from  the  calen¬ 
dar  of  standing  committees.

MILLION  DOLLAR  FUND  FOR  EDUCATION. 

Gifts  in  General  Synod  from  June,  1903,  to  June,  1908. 
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A  recess  was  then  taken,  during  which  the  meeting  of  the 
Parent  Education  Society  was  held. 

Upon  reconvening,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  National  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  John  Weidley,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board,  and  was 
adopted. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for 

the  Aged. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Under  the  protection  of  Almighty  God,  we,  the  Trustees  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged,  Washington,  D.  C.,  are  able  to  present 
to  this  honorable  body  our  biennial  report.  In  so  doing  we  wish,  first  of  all, 
to  pay  a  tribute  of  love  to  our  heavenly  Father,  and  to  acknowledge  the  help 
and  sympathy  which  have  been  given  by  the  Church  to  this  most  worthy 
cause. 

Soon  after  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  General  Synod,  two 
years  ago,  we  held  a  meeting,  June  24th,  1907,  in  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran 
Church,  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing.  Rev.  John 
Weidley  was  elected  President;  Rev.  G.  W,  Miller,  D.  D. ,  Vice-President  ; 
Rev.  John  T.  Huddle,  Recording  Secretary  ;  Mr.  W.  LI.  Finckel,  Correspond¬ 
ing  Secretary  ;  Mr.  Cornelius  Eckhardt,  Treasurer.  The  Board  meets  semi¬ 
annually  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
An  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  eight  members,  who  reside  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  D.  C. ,  take  care  of  the  business  interests  of  the  Home 
in  the  interim. 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  make  mention  of  the  death  of  one  of 
our  Trustees,  namely,  Mr.  E.  T.  Kaiser,  who  was  a  prominent  business  man 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  an  active  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Church, 
and  a  stanch  friend  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged.  He  died  February  5th, 
1909.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Luth 
eran  Home  for  the  Aged,  desiring  to  express  its  deep  and  heartfelt  regret  and 
sorrow7  in  the  loss  by  death,  on  the  5th  day  of  February,  1909,  from  its  mem¬ 
bership,  of  Edward  T.  Kaiser,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  spreads  upon  its 
minutes  this  testimonial  of  the  high  esteem  he  had  worthily  inspired  in  his 
fellow-members  of  the  committee,  by  his  regular  and  prompt  attendance  at 
all  meetings,  his  deep  interest  in  the  wrork  of  the  Home,  manifested  by  his  visits 
to  the  Home  and  in  many  other  ways,  his  genial  disposition,  notwithstanding 
long  years  of  ministry  to  the  sick  in  his  own  family,  his  integrity  as  a  business 
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man,  his  faithfulness  as  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  English  Lutheran  Church, 
and  his  readiness  at  all  times  to  lend  a  hand  in  the  interests  of  the  Home  and 
its  inmates. 

It  is  ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  action  be  sent  to  the  family  of  our  friend 
and  fellow-worker.

There  -were  six  deaths  in  the  Home  :  Mrs.  Mary  Schoener,  October  22d, 

1907  ;  Miss  Maggie  Sibert,  April  1 6th,  1908  ;  Miss  Lisette  Stine,  July  15th, 

1908  ;  Mrs.  Lydia  Harmon,  January  1 6th,  1909  ;  Mr.  Elias  W.  Byers,  March 
28th,  1909  ;  Mrs.  J.  Laubscher,  April  20th,  1909. 

Since  the  time  when  we  rendered  our  last  report  seven  members  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Home.  The  number  now  in  the  Home  is  twenty-seven. 
There  are  two  men  and  twenty- five  women.  The  oldest  is  eighty-nine  years 
of  age  and  the  youngest  is  sixty  seven.  Six  additional  applications  have 
been  favorably  received,  making  the  total  enrollment  thirty-three.  This 
number  is  the  limit  of  the  Home’s  accommodation. 

It  is  necessary  that  we  proceed  at  once  to  erect  a  new  building.  At  the 
meeting  of  General  Synod  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  the  year  1901,  “the 
matter  of  providing  further  accommodations  when  the  present  building  is 
filled  ”  was  “  left  with  the  Board  of  Trustees.”  An  architect  was  employed. 
Plans  and  specifications  for  a  building,  to  cost  not  more  than  $50,000.00, 
were  submitted.  The  new  building  was  not  begun  because  of  lack  of  funds. 
An  addition  was  made  to  the  frame  cottage.  We  believe  the  time  has  now 
come  for  a  new  building.  First,  because  we  need  more  room.  Second,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  danger  which  threatens  the  present  structure  ;  it  is  good  material 
for  fire.  Third,  there  are  no  lavatories  in  the  present  building.  Fourth,  we 
have  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury  to  complete  the  building,  at  least  as  much 
of  it  as  the  present  demands. 

In  the  year  1S89,  at  the  meeting  of  General  Synod  in  Allegheny,  Pa., 
it  was  declared  that  our  Church  ought  to  have  a  Home  for  the  Aged.  But 
there  was  no  appropriation  and  no  site.  It  was  suggested  that  prayer  be 
made  to  God  to  direct  someone  to  give  a  suitable  Home.  At  the  next  meet¬ 
ing  of  General  Synod,  in  Lebanon,  Pa.,  in  1891,  Dr.  W.  E.  Parson,  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  presented  papers  to  show  the  pleasing  fact  that  Mrs. 
Sarah  Utermehle,  a  member  of  his  congregation,  the  Church  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,  would  give  a  tract  of  land,  consisting  of  twenty-seven  acres,  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  provided  that  the  Church  erect  on  it  a  cottage  or  cottages, 
to  be  in  use  not  later  than  five  years  from  that  date  for  the  purposes  specified. 
The  offer  was  accepted.  Visitors  wrnre  named,  and  a  committee  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  was  appointed. 

Fifty-six  members  have  been  received  and  provided  for.  The  first  applicant 
was  admitted  May  3d,  1895.  We  are  convinced  that  this  is  one  of  the  noble 
works  in  which  our  Church  is  engaged.  It  commends  itself  to  the  sympathy 
and  support  of  those  whom  God  has  blessed  with  means  to  sustain  the  indigent 
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who  are  in  need  of  brotherly  assistance.  We  would  have  it  understood  that 
this  is  not  an  asylum  for  the  lazy  and  the  improvident ;  it  is  not  a  hospital  for 
the  afflicted  ;  it  is  not  to  furnish  an  excuse  for  children  to  get  clear  of  support¬ 
ing  their  aged  parents.  It  is  a  protection  for  those  who  are  in  need  ;  a  true 
home,  approved  of  God,  for  those  dear  ones  who  in  the  evening  of  life  are  in 
need  of  ministries  of  love  and  affection. 

Not  much  has  been  said  or  writtten  about  this  particular  branch  of  our 
Church’s  work,  but  we  think  the  time  has  come  for  aggressive  and  zealous 
endeavor.  We  have  faith  enough  in  our  people  to  believe  that  when  they  are 
properly  informed  it  will  receive  from  them  a  hearty  and  sustaining  endorse¬ 
ment. 

We  respectfully  and  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  General  Synod  to  the 
fact  that  not  one  of  the  District  Synods  has  paid  the  very  small  sum  appor¬ 
tioned  for  this  most  worthy  cause.  Why  it  is  we  cannot  tell,  unless  it  be  that 
we  have  not  been  insistent  upon  demanding  the  attention  of  the  thoughtful 
and  generous.  We  do  not  have  a  salaried  Secretary,  nor  do  we  have  any 
special  agency  through  which  to  appeal  to  the  Church  at  large.  A  few  of  the 
Districts  Synods  were  visited  by  the  President  in  the  past  year.  He  was  most 
cordially  received.  We  shall  arrange  to  call  upon  other  Synods  this  year,  and 
thus  present  the  needs  and  the  possibilities  of  the  Home. 

We  herewith  acknowledge  the  patient  and  painstaking  work  of  the  Board  of 
Lady  Managers. 

We  are  appreciative  of  the  many  kind  deeds  of  friends  who  have  remem¬ 
bered  the  occupants  of  the  Home  from  time  to  time  by  sending  communica¬ 
tions,  periodicals,  books,  fruits  and  provisions. 

We  lay  this  work  upon  the  hearts  of  the  pastors  and  lay  members  of  this 
convention.  Bear  the  interest  of  your  Home  to  your  constituency.  Speak 
of  it  wherever  and  whenever  you  can.  Encourage  the  charitably-inclined 
and  the  prosperous  to  remember  it  in  their  legacies,  and  thus  lay  a  foundation 
for  a  fund  which  will  make  permanent  the  blessings  of  this  noble  institution. 

We  direct  your  attention  to  some  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the 
by-laws  : 

1.  The  paragraph,  under  the  title  of  “  Forms  of  Admission,”  which  de¬ 
scribes  the  probationary  period,  has  been  amended  so  as  to  read,  “  deducting 
board  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  week.” 

2.  The  following  paragraph  was  added  to  “  Terms  of  Admission  ”:  “No 
person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Home  permanently  until  thoroughly  examined 
by  the  house  physician  and  pronounced  a  suitable  subject  for  admission 
according  to  items  stated  in  the  by  laws. 

3.  The  form  of  application  has  been  changed  in  full.  We  believe  the  one 
now  in  use  is  adequate,  and  will  avoid  a  repetition  of  many  difficulties  which 
we  had  to  encounter  in  the  past. 

Trusting  that  wThat  we  have  done  will  meet  with  your  approval,  and 
thanking  you,  and  through  you  the  Church,  for  your  good  will  and  support, 
we  return  to  you  that  which  you  committed  to  us  two  years  ago. 
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We  recommend  that  the  apportionment  be  the  same  as  in  other  years, 
namely,  five  cents  per  member.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Feghtly  Lutheran 
Home  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  B.  W.  Ziegler,  President  of 
the  Board,  and  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Feghtly  Lutheran  Home. 

To  the  Brethren  of  the  General  Synod  : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Feghtly  Lutheran  Home,  located  at  Tippe¬ 
canoe  City,  Ohio,  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report : 

At  the  time  of  the  last  biennial  report  the  Board  was  engaged  in  consider¬ 
able  litigation,  which  has  since  all  been  disposed  of  by  the  courts,  we  are 
happy  to  report,  in  favor  of  the  Home.  This  clears  up  all  Questions  of  title  to 
the  property  which  the  founder,  Mrs.  Sarah  Feghtly,  gave  for  the  establish¬ 
ing  of  this  institution. 

The  assets  of  the  Home  at  present  consist  of  a  farm  of  about  three  hundred 
and  ninety-two  acres  in  Bureau  County,  Ill.,  interest-bearing  securities,  loans, 
etc.,  about  $31,000.00,  together  with  the  Home  property  in  Tippecanoe  City, 
Ohio,  which  is  reasonably  worth  $10,000.00. 

Soon  after  coming  into  possession  of  this  property  the  Board  found  itself 
confronted  with  the  need  of  better  and  larger  buildings,  and  at  once  proceeded 
to  the  erection  of  an  addition  to  the  house,  formerly  the  homestead  of  the 
founder.  An  addition  of  twelve  rooms  wras  added,  a  hot -water  heating  system 
installed,  a  laundry  and  all  modern  conveniences  were  added,  alterations  and 
improvements  in  the  old  building  were  made,  all  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$6500.00. 

The  Board  at  present  is  constituted  of  the  following  officers  and  members  : 
Rev.  B.  W.  Ziegler,  President;  Rev.  D.  Frank  Garland,  D.  D. ,  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  ;  L.  H.  Shipman,  Secretary  ;  A.  L.  Harshberger,  Treasurer  ;  together 
with  the  following  members  :  Rev.  C.  J.  Kiefer,  E.  j.  Weaver,  Esq.,  Mrs.  j. 
W.  Bowman,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Garver,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Herr,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bitner,  Mrs. 
N.  H.  Royer  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Wells. 

During  the  biennium  the  former  President,  Rev.  W.  F.  Rangeler,  having 
removed  from  the  territory  of  the  Miami  Synod,  resigned  the  presidency  and 
his  membership  on  the  Board.  The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
of  his  untiring  effort  and  splendid  ability  used  in  the  adjustment  of  claims  made 
against  the  Home  and  estate  of  Mrs.  Feghtly,  his  constant  attention  and  care 
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in  supervising  the  building  and  looking  after  the  general  welfare  of  the  Home 
and  its  inmates. 

The  vacancies  on  the  Board  caused  by  the  removal  of  Mrs.  E.  L.  Spaid 
and  Rev.  G.  B.  Weaver  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bowman 
and  L.  H.  Shipman,  Esq. 

During  the  biennium  the  Home  has  had  eight  inmates,  one  of  whom  was 
not  accepted  permanently.  It  is  our  sad  duty  to  mention  the  death  of  one  of 
our  inmates,  Mrs.  Minnie  B.  Sheets,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  who  very  shortly  after 
coming  to  us  was  compelled  to  undergo  a  surgical  operation  in  the  hope  of 
prolonging  her  life.  She,  however,  never  recovered,  and  died  while  at  the 
hospital. 

The  First  Lutheran  Church,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  generously  donated  all  the 
necessary  furnishings  for  one  room,  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the  “Dayton 
Room.”  Walnut  Hills  (Cincinnati)  Church  also  presented  the  Home  with  a 
picture.  We  commend  the  action  of  these  churches  in  their  interest  and  aid  in 
the  work  of  the  Home. 

The  Board  has  experienced  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  services  of  a 
suitable  and  permanent  Matron.  They  have  recently  elected  Mrs.  Agnes 
Halverstadt,  of  Myerstown,  Pa. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  being  prepared  the  Board  is  arranging  for  the 
dedication  of  the  Home  and  its  new  additions,  to  be  held  on  June  1st,  1909. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  General  Synod  to  one  condition  in 
its  resources  which  we  feel  could  be  altered  and  materially  improved.  The 
farm  land  lying  in  Bureau  County,  Ill.,  brings  us  in  an  average  net  income  of 
about  $900.00  to  $1,000.00.  Its  reasonable  value,  and  the  price  at  which 
we  believe  it  can  be  sold,  is  $75.00  to  $100.00  per  acre,  or  $30,000.00  to 
$40,000.00  for  the  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  acres.  It  has  been  decided 
by  the  Courts  of  Ohio  in  some  of  the  cases  which  have  been  litigated  by  this 
Board  that  all  the  property,  both  realty  and  personalty,  located  in  that  State 
is  not  taxable  under  the  laws  of  that  State.  We  can  loan  or  invest  the  money 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  farm  land  in  Bureau  County,  Ill.,  so  as  to  bring 
us  in  an  annual  net  income  of  about  $1800.00  to  $2400.00. 

This  Board,  therefore,  earnestly  recommends  that  the  General  Synod  pass 
a  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  said  lands.

Lutheran  Home,  of  Tippecanoe  City,  Ohio,  which  is  that  home  for  indigent 
widows  and  indigent  maiden  ladies  established  under  and  by  the  terms  of  the 
will  of  Sarah  Feghtly,  deceased,  late  of  Miami  County,  Ohio,  to  sell  the  real 
estate  belonging  to  the  said  trust  located  in  Bureau  County,  Ill.,  and  that  the 
proceeds  therefrom  be  either  reinvested  or  loaned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
said  Home. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America  ; 

First.  That  said  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  di  •

That  said  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed, 
directed,  authorized  and  empowered  to  institute  such  proceedings  as  may  be 
found  necessary  in  any  courts  in  the  State  of  Illinois  or  in  the  State  of  Ohio 
to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the  instruction  and  direction  herein  contained,  and 
to  employ  counsel  and  do  all  things  necessary  in  order  to  carry  to  a  successful 
termination  such  actions  and  suits  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  a 
legal  and  valid  authority  from  the  courts  to  sell  said  real  estate.

The  standing  Committee  on  Temperance  presented  its  report 
through  its  chairman,  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Dinwiddie. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Your  Permanent  Committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows  :  Wide¬ 
spread  interest  in  the  temperance  cause  and  determined  opposition  to  the  traffic 
in  intoxicating  liquors  mark  the  condition  of  this  growing  and  important  reform 
throughout  the  country.  During  the  last  biennium  the  area  of  territory  under 
the  operation  of  prohibition  laws  has  largely  increased,  and  more  people  are 
living  under  that  policy  than  ever  before  in  the  life  of  the  nation.  There  are 
not  so  many  States  with  the  prohibitory  policy  as  before  the  Civil  War,  but 
the  population  of  the  States  has  so  largely  increased  that  the  fact  stated  re¬ 
mains  true. 

At  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  General  Synod  at  Sunbury  two  years  ago 
there  were  but  three  commonwealths  having  the  State-wide  prohibition  policy, 
Maine,  Kansas  and  North  Dakota,  in  the  order  of  their  adoption  of  prohibi¬ 
tion.  During  the  last  biennium,  Oklahoma,  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee  have  each  declared  in  favor  of  State  prohibition, 
and  the  law  has  gone  into  effect  in  all  of  them  save  Tennessee,  where  prohibi¬ 
tion  becomes  effective  on  the  first  of  July.  The  State  of  Oklahoma,  however, 
is  the  only  one  of  the  last  six  named  which  has  placed  prohibition  in  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  State.  The  campaign  for  constitutional  prohibition  in  that 
commonwealth  was  in  progress  at  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of  our  Synod, 
and  the  chairman  of  our  General  Synod  Permanent  Committee  was  called  to 
direct  the  campaign,  as  he  had  charge  of  the  initial  effort  to  continue  prohibi¬ 
tion  in  the  Indian  Territory  and  the  Indian  reservation  parts  of  the  new  State 

« 

before  Congress,  and  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention  and  the  campaign  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  itself.  This  was 
the  first  State-wide  campaign  among  the  entire  electorate  of  any  State  for 
seventeen  years,  and  the  first  successful  one  since  the  Dakotas  were  admitted 
in  1889. 
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In  addition  to  placing  prohibition  in  the  organic  law,  the  first  Legislature 
of  Oklahoma,  at  the  behest  of  the  united  temperance  forces  of  the  State,  adopted 
the  best  code  of  enforcement  laws  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  according  to  the 
judgment  of  Hon.  Charles  W.  Trickett,  Assistant  Attorney- General  of  Kan¬ 
sas,  Judge  Eugene  Chapin,  of  Illinois,  and  Captain  McKennon,  of  Oklahoma, 
a  member  of  the  Dawes  Indian  Commission.  The  chairman  of  our  committee 
remained  to  conduct  this  campaign  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  friends  in 
Oklahoma,  and  was  only  finally  released  in  early  April,  1908,  to  return  to 
engage  in  national  temperance  efforts  at  Washington,  to  wrhich  later  reference 
will  be  made. 

It  is  impossible,  within  the  limits  of  such  a  report,  to  chronicle  local  vie--* 
tories  throughout  the  country,  but,  while  there  have  been  some  reversions  and 
failures,  there  has  been  an  encouraging  trend  upward  and  special  progress  has 
been  made  in  several  States  like  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 
Idaho  and  others.  In  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  particularly,  under  the 
operation  of  county  local  option  laws,  splendid  progress  has  been  made,  nearly 
three-fourths  of  the  counties  of  Ohio  voting  dry,  and  over  two-thirds  of  the 
counties  of  Indiana.  Ohio  is  keeping  up  her  splendid  record  as  a  State  with 
strong  temperance  convictions.  Upon  the  adoption  of  her  present  constitu¬ 
tion  in  1851,  she  refused,  by  a  decisive  majority,  to  continue  the  licensing  of 
the  liquor  traffic.  In  1872,  when  the  question  was  again  submitted,  she  also 
voted  against  a  system  of  license  by  a  splendid  majority.  Eleven  years  later, 
during  the  great  amendment  campaign,  she  polled  323,000  votes  for  State¬ 
wide  prohibition — within  ten  thousand  of  enough  to  write  prohibition  in  her 
organic  law — while  the  license  policy  received  only  96,000  votes. 

It  is  to-day  estimated  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total  area  of  the  United 
States  is  under  the  operation  of  the  prohibitory  law,  either  State-wide  ©r 
local,  and  over  half  of  the  population  is  resident  in  dry  territory.  A  state¬ 
ment  of  the  temperance  conditions  in  the  various  States  will  be  found  in  the 
addendum  to  this  report  for  the  information  of  our  Lutheran  constituency. 

Our  committee  has  been  privileged  to  render  effective  service  in  connection 
with  the  passage  of  all  the  temperance  legislation  enacted  during  the  last  two 
sessions  of  the  Sixtieth  Congress.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  was 
urged  by  his  co-workers  in  the  campaign  in  Oklahoma,  and  by  a  number  of 
leading  temperance  friends  in  different  parts  of  the  country  to  resume  oper¬ 
ations  in  the  national  legislative  field  upon  the  adoption  of  the  enforcement 
code  by  the  first  Legislature  of  Oklahoma  in  March,  1908,  he  having  resigned 
his  former  position  as  Legislative  Superintendent  of  the  National  Anti- Saloon 
League  in  order  to  retain  necessary  control  of  the  local  management  of  the 
campaign  in  Oklahoma.  At  the  first  opportunity  this  matter  was  presented  to 
the  Permanent  Committee  at  a  meeting  of  the  minority  of  its  membership 
early  in  the  fall  of  1908,  and  upon  their  motion  was  favorably  referred  to  the 
entire  committee,  and  by  them — without  dissent — the  plan  of  making  our 
Permanent  Committee  on  Temperance  a  real  factor  in  the  progress  of  the 
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reform  by  work  among  our  own  people  with  speech  and  literature,  and  by  co¬ 
operation  with  similar  committees  and  Boards  in  sister  denominations  to 
seek  the  adoption  of  helpful  and  the  defeat  of  adverse  legislation,  was  heartily 
endorsed. 

This  proposition  was  also  unanimously  commended  by  seven  or  eight  of  our 
District  Synods  in  the  fall  of  1908,  and  which,  together  with  expressions  from 
leaders  in  the  reform  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  seemed  to  constitute  a 
call  to  this  specific  work,  and  to  indicate  the  desirability  and  wisdom  of  filling 
a  niche  in  the  temperance  reform  work  of  tremendous  importance,  and  which 
was  not  being  adequately  filled  by  any  other  agency.  A  brief  resume  of  legis¬ 
lative  operations  during  the  Sixtieth  Congress  will,  doubtless,  be  of  interest, 
and  we,  therefore,  make  it  a  part  of  this  report. 

PROTECTION  TO  INDIANS. 

Your  committee  co-operated  with  the  Indian  Bureau,  upon  request  of  that 
bureau,  to  secure  an  additional  deficiency  appropriation  to  continue  the  splen¬ 
did  work  under  the  direction  of  Special  Officer  William  E.  Johnson  through 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1908,  and  increase  the  appropriation  from 
twenty-five  to  forty  thousand  dollars.  In  the  session  just  closed,  in  order  to 
extend  this  beneficent  work  throughout  the  entire  Indian  country,  at  the  fur¬ 
ther  request  of  the  department,  we  assisted  in  raising  the  amount  to  fifty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

By  an  amendment  to  the  Indian  Appropriation  Act,  in  the  identical  language 
of  an  independent  bill  we  had  furthered  in  Senate  and  House,  the  sale  of  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors  in  the  lands  of  the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation  was  pro¬ 
hibited  for  twenty-five  years.  Likewise,  a  similar  provision  was  inserted  cov¬ 
ering  the  lands  of  the  Flathead  Indians,  also  in  the  State  of  Montana.  This 
action  was  taken  because  splendid  work  in  suppressing  the  liquor  traffic  in 
other  Indian  reservations  had  been  accomplished  under  similar  prohibitions. 
(Public  Law,  No.  316,  Sixtieth  Congress,  Second  Session.) 

ALASKA  ANTI-LIQUOR  CODE. 

Acting  upon  the  request  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  and  the  Governor  of 
Alaska,  your  committee  co-operated  in  securing  a  much-improved  code  of 
laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  Alaska,  which  was  finally 
passed  and  approved  February  6th,  1909,  This  law  will  put  a  stop  to  the 
peripatetic  saloons  which  follow  in  the  wake  of  mining  and  railroad  con¬ 
struction  camps  to  the  destruction  or  demoralization  of  the  men,  and  also  the 
daace-halls  and  other  vicious  annexes  of  the  saloons  in  that  country.  The 
outside  work  on  this  law  was  done  by  the  chairman  of  your  committee. 

NO  BEER  CANTEENS  IN  SOLDIERS’  HOMES. 

In  the  Sundry  Civil  Appropriations  Bills  for  both  sessions  of  the  Sixtieth 
Congress  the  provisions  against  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  both  National 
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and  State  Soldiers’  Homes  were  incorporated — in  1908  after  a  contest  on  the 
floor  of  the  House,  and  in  1909,  for  the  first  time  in  five  years,  by  the  action  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  itself.  We  helped  plan  the  fight  in  the 
House  in  May,  1908,  but  no  outside  action  was  necessary  this  year  except  to 
keep  our  friends  warned  of  the  danger  and  advised  to  be  on  guard.  The  pro¬ 
vision  would  finally  have  gone  out,  on  motion  of  a  Tammany  member  from 
New  York,  had  not  Mr.  Bennet,  also  of  New  York,  been  on  the  lookout  for 
just  such  a  move  and  called  the  attention  of  the  House  to  it,  so  that  the  action 
could  be  promptly  voted  down  and  the  item  retained. 

REGULATION  OF  COMMERCE  IN  INTERSTATE  LIQUORS. 

By  the  passage  of  the  Humphreys-Knox-Miller  amendments  to  the  Penal 
Code  on  March  3d  last,  three  of  the  most  serious  objections  to  the  interstate 
commerce  shipments  of  liquors  will  have  been  overcome  when  the  code  goes 
into  effect  on  the  first  of  January,  1910.  These  amendments,  in  brief,  pro¬ 
vide  that  there  shall  be  no  “  collect  on  delivery  ”  shipments  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  interstate  commerce  ;  there  must  be  a  bona  fide  consignee  and  no 
shipments  to  fictitious  names  ;  and  all  intoxicating  liquors  so  shipped  must  be 
plainly  branded  on  the  outside  of  the  package,  giving  the  correct  address  of 
the  consignee  and  the  kind  and  quantity  of  liquors  contained  therein.  That 
your  committee  representative  was  permitted  to  do  the  most  effective  outside 
work  in  behalf  of  this  legislation  is  amply  attested  by  the  statements  of  members 
of  Congress  in  the  best  position  to  know  the  facts. 

PROGRESS  ON  PENDING  LEGISLATION. 

PROHIBITION  ZONES  IN  TERRITORIES. 

The  Hamilton-Owen  Bill  to  create  prohibition  zones  surrounding  Indian 
reservations  in  the  Territories  was  favorably  reported  by  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Indian  Affairs,  and,  we  believe,  will  have  friends  enough  in  the  committees 
of  both  branches  to  recommend,  and  in  both  houses  of  Congress  to  pass  it  in 
the  Sixty-first  Congress.  This  legislation  will  materially  reduce  the  evils  of 
intemperance  among  the  large  Indian  population  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico, 
and  help  pave  the  way  for  State- wide  prohibition  upon  the  advent  of  state¬ 
hood.  In  the  coming  regular  session  of  Congress,  having  been  requested  to 
do  so  by  the  prohibition  leaders  in  the  Territories,  we  expect  to  give  this  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  special  attention  and  hope  to  secure  its  final  enactment  into 
law. 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA  LEGISLATION. 

The  national  capital  is  dependent  upon  Congress  for  its  temperance  legis¬ 
lation.  The  District  of  Columbia  needs  a  better  code  of  temperance  laws 
and  which  will  give  the  people  a  good  measure  of  self-government  in  the 
matter  of  saloons  not  now  possessed.  The  whole  country  owes  it  to  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  District  to  secure  to  them  this  right,  and  to  itself  to  see  that  the. 
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capital  city  is  at  least  abreast  of  the  time  in  legislation  upon  this  great  ques¬ 
tion.  Conditions  are  such  that  it  seems  desirable  and  necessary  that  we  should 
devote  much  time  to  the  passage  of  needed  District  of  Columbia,  legislation 
for  saloon  suppression. 

LIQUOR  SELLING  IN  GOVERNMENT  BUILDINGS. 

It  is  hoped  we  can  secure  the  passage  of  the  Tirrell  Bill,  which  is  designed 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all  buildings  and  upon  all  prem¬ 
ises  owned  or  controlled  by  the  United  States  government.  This  bill  is  in 
line  with  the  legislation  of  Congress  during  recent  years  prohibiting  liquor 
selling  in  the  army,  in  immigrant  stations  and  in  the  capitol  building,  at 
National  and  State  Soldiers’  Homes,  etc.,  and  ought  to  be  passed,  and  the 
Federal  government  become  completely  separated  from  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  any  buildings  or  upon  any  premises  over  which  it  has  control, 

COMMISSION  OF  INQUIRY  ON  ALCOHOLIC  LIQUOR  TRAFFIC. 

In  company  with  practically  all  the  temperance  organizations  and  official 
Church  Temperance  Committees,  including  the  National  Temperance  Society, 
the  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  Non-Partisan  Woman’s 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  Good  Templars,  and  the  committees  of  the 
Baptists,  Disciples  of  Christ,  Presbyterian  and  United  Presbyterian  Churches, 
your  committee  favored  such  a  Commission  of  Inquiry  as  the  temperance 
forces  have  asked  for  during  many  years.  We  were  promised  a  fair,  impar¬ 
tial,  painstaking  commission  by  men  who  keep  their  promises.  The  work  of 
such  a  commission  would  have  developed  data  in  an  authoritative  way  which 
would  have  materially  accelerated  the  ultimate  triumph  of  our  reform  and 
rendered  our  local  and  State  wide  victories  over  the  liquor  traffic  more  per¬ 
manent.  Its  appointment  would  not  have  delayed — on  the  contrary,  it  would 
have  hastened — legislation  possible  in  the  Sixtieth  and  Sixty-first  Congresses. 
As  for  years  past,  it  was  opposed  in  this  last  Congress  by  the  liquor  interests 
and  by  those  members  of  Senate  and  House  friendly  to  the  liquor  trade.  As 
the  Presbyterian  Permanent  Committee  said  in  its  annual  report  to  the  General 
Assembly  : 

‘‘This  measure  should  receive  the  support  of  all  temperance  people,  since  it 
would  give  authoritative  data  which  no  temperance  organization  has  either  the 
means  or  authority  to  secure.  Similar  investigations  have  been  made  both  by 
England  and  Canada,  and  have  proved  helpful  to  the  temperance  reform.” 

The  fact  that  to-day  so  much  territory  is  dry  and  so  many  people  are  living 
under  the  operation  of  prohibitory  law  does  not  lessen  the  desirability  of  such 
valuable  data  as  could  be  thus  secured,  nor  is  it  any  guarantee  that  without  all 
the  buttressing  which  we  are  able  to  give  to  present  conditions  in  the  various 
States  and  in  the  national  field,  we  shall  be  able  to  hold  out  permanently 
against  all  the  insidious  efforts  of  the  liquor  forces  and  unfriendly  politicians. 
There  never  was  a  more  auspicious  time  for  such  an  inquiry,  and  when  more 
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valuable  data  could  be  secured  upon  which  we  could  wage  an  increasingly 
successful  fight  against  the  liquor  traffic. 

Your  committee  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  for  the  victories  of  recent  years,  and  urges  upon  the  pastors  and  people 
of  our  communion  everywhere  the  practice  and  teaching  of  total  abstinence 
principles  and  opposition  to  the  alcoholic  liquor  traffic  in  their  several  localities 
and  States,  and  throughout  the  nation. 

There  has  been  a  growing  conviction  for  years  past  that  there  should  be  a 
closer  union  of  the  churches  in  some  official,  responsible  way,  so  that  their 
tremendous  influence  and  power  can  be  exerted  most  effectively  against  this 
great  foe  of  their  work  and  life,  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  definite  responsibility 
established  through  their  own  agencies,  to  the  end  that  both  authoritative 
representation  and  the  most  effective  leadership  may  be  secured.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  the  Five  Years’  Meeting  of  Friends  called  for  such  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  representatives  of  the  various  churches  at  their  meeting  in  1902,  and 
suggested  1906  as  the  date  for  such  a  gathering.  Our  own  Church,  at  the 
convention  of  the  General  Synod  in  Baltimore  in  1903,  seconded  this  call 
upon  the  unanimous  recommendation  of  our  Permanent  Committee  and  en¬ 
dorsed  the  proposition  for  such  a  union  of  Church  forces.  This  finally  came  in 
December,  1908,  just  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America,  when  the  provisional  Basis  of  Agreement,  which  had 
been  adopted  at  a  previous  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  various  churches,, 
was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Federation  of  Churches  at  its  Philadelphia, 
meeting.  After  deciding  not  to  establish  departments  of  work  under  its  own 
immediate  direction,  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
put  the  seal  of  its  approval  upon  the  federation  of  the  official  church  temper¬ 
ance  agencies  by  the  unanimous  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
rejoices  in  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  denominations  have  appointed  official 
temperance  agencies,  approves  of  their  co-operation  one  with  another,  and  ex¬ 
presses  the  hope  that  all  other  bodies  represented  in  this  Federal  Council  may 
take  such  action  as  to  them  may  seem  wise  in  support  of  temperance  reform. ” 

The  following  denominations  are  represented  in  the  Council :  Baptists,  Dis¬ 
ciples  of  Christ,  Congregational,  Evangelical  Lutheran,  Methodist  Episcopal, 
Presbyterian  and  United  Presbyterian.  Our  Church  was  represented  cn  the 
program  of  the  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  meeting  at  Philadelphia  by 
the  chairman,  who  gave  an  address  on  “  Desirable  and  Prospective  National 
Temperance  Legislation,”  and  also  Dr.  W.  H.  Gotwald,  of  Philadelphia, 
Our  denomination  is  represented  on  the  executive  committee  by  Mr.  George 
H.  Knollenberg  and  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Dinwiddie.  President  Samuel  Dickie, 
of  Albion  College,  Michigan,  a  leading  layman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Temperance 
Society,  was  elected  President;  Hon.  Joshua  Levering,  President  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  of  North  America,  was  elected  Vice-President;  Prof.  Charles 
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Scanlon,  Secretary  of  the  Presbyterian  Temperance  Committee,  and  Rev.  C. 
B.  Fulton,  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Committee,  were  elected  Correspond¬ 
ing  and  Recording  Secretaries  respectively,  and  Brother  Peter  Fuhrman,  of  our 
Church,  was  elected  Treasurer. 

The  Basis  of  Agreement  is  attached  hereto  as  a  part  of  this  report,  and 
other  valuable  data  is  given  in  the  addendum  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  our  people. 

When  shall  we  win  ?  ’Tis  best  to  say — 

What  can  we  do  from  day  to  day? 

With  truth  and  faith  in  truth,  we  dare 
Not  faint  or  falter  or  despair. 


The  cause  of  truth  is  charged  to  win. 
Omnipotence  is  not  with  sin — 

Since  God  is  King,  His  cause  will  see 
The  light  and  crown  of  victory. 


Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved \  We  reiterate  the  position  of  the  General  Synod  in  favor  of 
personal  abstinence  from  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  and  the  withdrawal 
of  all  sanction  and  authority  of  the  State  for  the  sale  of  such  intoxicating 
liquors.  We  thus  bear  our  strongest  testimony  against  the  signing  of  applica¬ 
tions  for  licenses  and  the  renting  of  any  property  by  church  members  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

2.  Resolved ,  We  note,  with  gratitude  to  Almighty  God,  the  great  awaken¬ 
ing  of  the  public  conscience  throughout  the  country  in  respect  to  the  alcoholic 
liquor  traffic.  We  urge  such  continuance  of  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  own  and 
all  sister  denominations,  and  also  the  non-ecclesiastical  temperance  organiza¬ 
tions,  as  will  not  only  make  any  permanent  recession  in  this  reform  impossible, 
but  will  result  in  the  final  extermination  of  this  traffic,  which  is  inherently  an¬ 
tagonistic  to  everything  truly  Christian  and  American. 

3.  Resolved,  We  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  action  by  Congress 
during  the  past  biennium  for  the  better  protection  of  our  Indian  wards  from 
the  ravages  of  intemperance  by  increased  appropriations  for  suppressing  the 
traffic  among  them  ;  and  of  the  Indian  Bureau  for  the  effective  work  it  has  in¬ 
stituted  and  continued  for  accomplishing  that  beneficent  result  ;  likewise,  the 
action  of  Congress  in  its  refusing  to  accede  to  the  demands  of  the  liquor  forces 
for  the  repeal  of  temperance  laws  now  upon  the  statute  books  against  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  army  canteens  and  soldiers’  homes,  and  also  for  the 
passage  of  the  so-called  Humphreys-Knox-Miller  amendments  to  the  Penal 
Code  to  overcome  three  of  the  difficulties  most  complained  of  in  connection 
with  interstate  commerce  in  intoxicating  liquors. 

4.  Resolved,  We  favor  the  establishment  of  twenty- five  mile  prohibition 
aones  surrounding  the  Indian  reservations  in  the  Territories,  and  either  by 
separate  law  or  in  connection  with  statehood,  we  respectfully  urge  Congress  to 
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provide  such  protection  to  the  Indian  in  Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  We  also 
favor  better  laws  for  the  protection  of  Hawaiians,  and  such  legislation  for  the 
District  of  Columbia  as  will  give  the  national  capital  a  model  code  of  anti¬ 
liquor  laws  ;  and  we  also  favor  an  exhaustive,  impartial  investigation  of  the 
alcoholic  liquor  traffic  by  a  commission,  upon  Congressional  authority,  for  that 
purpose. 

5.  Resolved ,  We  extend  cordial  greetings  to  the  official  committees  or 
boards  on  temperance  of  sister  denominations,  and  “  approve  the  action  of 
the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  in  regard  to  the 
Inter-Church  Temperance  Council,  and  ratify  the  action  of  the  Permanent 
Committee  in  becoming  a  part  of  said  Temperance  Council.”  We  also  bid 
God-speed  to  the  non-ecclesiastical  temperance  orders  and  organizations  which 
are  building  up  temperance  sentiment  and  doing  much  valuable  work  towards 
the  ultimate  triumph  of  this  great  reform. 

6.  Resolved,  We  authorize  the  Permanent  Committee  to  voice  the  mind  of 
the  Church  in  opposition  to  the  drink  habit  and  traffic,  and  that,  as  heretofore, 
it  be  authorized  to  speak  to  Congress  and  the  Executive  in  favor  of  measures 
to  promote  this  reform,  and  in  opposition  to  such  as  would  retard  its  progress  ; 
and  the  matter  of  representation  in  the  National  Anti-Saloon  League  Conven¬ 
tion  and  Board  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Permanent  Committee  with  power,  as 
heretofore.

ADDENDUM. 

Basis  of  Agreement  Adopted  by  the  National  Inter- Church 
Temperance  Council  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  December  2,  1908. 

PREAMBLE. 

Believing  the  liquor  habit  and  liquor  traffic  to  be  the  greatest  menace  to  our 
beloved  country  and  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  the  source  of 
political  corruption,  of  waste  and  pauperism,  of  immorality  and  vice,  of  law¬ 
lessness  and  crime,  of  disease  and  death,  of  ruined  homes  and  lost  souls  ; 

And  believing  that  the  legalization  of  the  liquor  traffic  is  contrary  to  the 
word  of  God  and  the  best  interests  of  humanity  and  country  ; 

And  believing  that  the  time  has  come,  in  the  providence  of  God,  when  the 
whole  Christian  Church  in  our  land  ought  to  join  voice,  heart  and  hand  in  a 
persistent  and  thoroughly  organized  campaign  for  temperance,  and  throw  the 
whole  weight  of  her  moral  influence  in  favor  of  the  legal  suppression  of  the 
beverage  liquor  traffic  ; 

Therefore  the  members  of  the  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Confer¬ 
ence  do  hereby  recommend  the  following  plan  for  the  permanent  National 
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Inter-Churcb  Temperance  Council  to  be  submitted  to  the  various  ecclesiastical 
bodies  for  their  approval  : 

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  National  Inter-Church  Temper¬ 
ance  Council. 

OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  this  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  shall  be  : 

1.  To  express  the  unity  of  the  Church  in  temperance  principles  and  in  her 
aggressive  temperance  work. 

2.  To  promote  gospel  temperance  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  with  the 
authority  of  the  Church,  supported  by  the  Church,  and  responsible  to  the 
Church. 

3.  To  secure  the  mutual  counsel  and  the  larger  combined  influence  for  the 
churches  of  Christ  in  the  temperance  cause. 

4.  Unification  of  church  temperance  effort  by  agreement  upon  plans  and 
methods  of  work,  and  the  practical  measures  most  worthy  of  promotion  by  the 
whole  Church,  so  that  denominational  temperance  work  shall  not  be  divisive 
but  combined  in  moral  sweep  and  impact. 

5.  To  so  inculcate  temperance  principles  as  to  preserve  the  rising  generation 
from  the  ravages  of  intemperance  and  to  produce  a  stalwart  army  in  opposition 
to  the  liquor  traffic. 

6.  To  create  a  sentiment  which  will  compel  the  civil  authorities  to  perform 
their  whole  duty  concerning  the  traffic,  prevent  any  seeming  necessity  for  any 
Christian  directly  or  indirectly  supporting,  encouraging,  condoning  or  acqui¬ 
escing  in  this  heinous  wickedness,  and  impress  upon  the  individual  Christian 
his  duty  to  refrain  from  giving  any  encouragement  to  the  traffic. 

7.  To  enlist  pulpit,  platform  and  printing  press  in  behalf  of  better  temper¬ 
ance  laws,  and  to  protest  against  non-enforcement  or  violation  of  existing  laws. 

8.  To  preserve  the  Church  from  entangling  political  alliances,  and  yet  make 
clear  the  duty  of  Christian  people  to  use  the  ballot  against  a  traffic  which  is  the 
enemy  alike  of  Church  and  State. 

9.  To  make  clear  the  duty  and  ability  of  the  Church  to  prohibit  and  over¬ 
throw  the  legalized  liquor  traffic  whenever  she  so  wills. 

LIMITATIONS. 

1.  The  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  shall  not  attempt  to 
commit  the  Christian  Church  to  any  political  party  nor  enter  into  any  election 
campaign  for  party  candidates. 

2.  The  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  shall  be  limited  in  its 
sphere  of  operation  to  the  lines  indicated  in  these  articles  of  agreement.  It 
shall  not  attempt  to  legislate  for  the  constituent  bodies  on  the  temperance 
question,  but  only  give  expression  of  its  counsel  or  recommend  a  course  of  ac¬ 
tion  to  members  of  common  interest  to  churches  and  individuals.  It  shall 
have  no  authority  to  limit  in  any  way  the  full  autonomy  of  the  Christian  bodies 
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adhering  to  it  in  their  temperance  work.  On  the  other  hand,  no  denomina¬ 
tion  shall  speak  for  the  Council  on  any  matter  upon  which  it  has  not  specific¬ 
ally  declared  itself. 

BASIS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  The  following  named  ecclesiastical  bodies  shall  be  eligible  to  member¬ 
ship  in  the  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  or  any  of  its  branches, 
and  such  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  as  may  hereafter  adopt  these  rules  of  agree¬ 
ment  and  be  admitted  by  the  National  Council  :  Baptist,  Christian,  Church  of 
God,  Congregational,  Disciples  of  Christ,  Episcopal,  Evangelical  Association, 
Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America,  Friends,  Lutheran,  Methodist,  Men- 
nonites,  Moravian,  Presbyterian,  Reformed  Churches,  United  Brethren,  United 
Evangelical. 

2.  Any  denominational  body  entitled  to  membership  herein  may  become 
such  when  it  shall  have  officially  ratified  the  articles  of  agreement  and  ap¬ 
pointed  its  representatives  to  act  officially  in  the  Council,  which  representa¬ 
tives  shall  be  elected  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  each  affiliated  body 
shall  determine. 

3.  Each  ecclesiastical  body  shall  be  entitled  to  four  members  (two  ministers 
and  two  laymen),  and  two  additional  members  (one  minister  and  one  layman), 
for  each  500,000  membership  or  major  fraction  thereof,  such  members  to  be 
chosen  by  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Temperance  of  each  participating 
body. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  National  Inter-Churcli  Temperance  Council  shall  be 
a  President,  one  Vice-President  from  each  of  the  constituent  bodies,  a  Corre¬ 
sponding  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  perform  the  duties 
usually  assigned  to  such  officers. 

2.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  official  representative  of  the 
National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  correspondence  relative  to 
the  work  of  the  Council,  enlisting  the  co-operation  of  other  ecclesiastical 
bodies,  devising  the  best  plans  and  methods  of  temperance  work,  and  main¬ 
taining  an  efficient  temperance  bureau. 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  seven  min¬ 
isters  and  seven  laymen  (not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  same 
denomination),  together  with  the  President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Recording  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have 
authority  to  attend  to  all  business  of  the  National  Council  in  the  interval 
between  its  meetings,  submitting  report  of  its  transactions  to  the  annual  meet  ¬ 
ing  of  the  National  Council  for  approval. 

ELECTIONS. 

1.  All  officers  shall  be  chosen  at  the  regular  meetiug  of  the  Council,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
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2.  Tiie  President,  Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  National  Council  on  nomina¬ 
tion  by  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  year  just  closing. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  after  nomination  by 
the  Nominating  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  one  representative  named 
by  the  delegates  of  each  affiliated  body  present. 

4.  Vacancies  occurring  during  the  year  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

FINANCES. 

The  expenses  of  the  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  for  its 
meetings  and  its  work  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  several  constituent  bodies, 
pro  rata ,  according  to  membership,  through  the  denominational  temperance 
agencies. 

AUXILIARY  COUNCILS. 

The  question  of  the  formation  and  operation  of  auxiliary  Councils  shall  be 
referred  to  the  constituent  bodies  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  National  Inter- 
Church  Temperance  Council. 

MEETINGS. 

The  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  shall  hold  its  meeting  each 
year  (unless  otherwise  directed  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee),  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

QUORUM. 

Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  constituent  bodies  having  representatives 
present  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  articles  of  agreement  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  majority  vote 
•f  the  members  of  the  Council,  followed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  bodies 
present,  each  body  voting  separately. 

RELATION  TO  THE  FEDERATION  OF  CHURCHES. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Council  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  as  far 
as  the  work  is  related  to  that  of  said  Federation,  in  addition  to  reporting  to  the 
several  denominational  bodies  forming  this  National  Council.

The  Report  of  the  Common  Service  Committee  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Albert,  D.  D. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Common  Service. 

The  Committee  on  the  Common  Service  met  in  Philadelphia  December  8th 
and  9th,  1908. 

The  Synod  referred  to  your  committee  the  request  to  substitute  for  ‘ ‘  De¬ 
scended  into  the  place  of  departed  spirits,”  in  the  version  of  the  Creed  as 
found  in  the  so-called  “Washington  Service,”  the  words  “descended  into 
hell.”  (See  Minutes,  1907,  page  82.) 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  make  any 
change  in  the  text  of  the  “  Washington  Service.” 

The  German  translation  of  the  Ministerial  Acts  was  sent  to  the  German 
ministers  of  the  General  Synod  with  a  request  for  criticism  and  official  action 
on  the  part  of  the  German  Synods.  We  have  received  no  communication 
from  the  Synods  or  their  Presidents  on  this  subject.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  that  it  is  not  expedient  to  publish  the  German  “  Acts”  until  official 
criticism  shall  have  been  received  from  the  Wartburg  Synod,  the  German 
Synod  of  Nebraska,  and  the  German  Conference  of  the  Synod  of  New  York. 

A  memorial  from  the  Wittenberg  Synod  requests  us  to  suggest  a  form  cf 
Service  suitable  for  use  in  the  burial  of  unbelievers. 

It  is  our  judgment  that  the  preparation  of  such  a  service  does  not  come 
within  the  province  of  a  liturgical  committee.  A  burial  service  conducted  by 
the  Church  is  a  service  in  which  the  congregation  announces  its  fellowship 
with  the  departed  one  during  his  earthly  life,  and  its  assurance  of  the  com¬ 
munion  of  saints  extending  to  the  unseen  world.  The  minister’s  primary 
function  is  not  to  give  dignity  to  the  obsequies  or  to  exalt  the  virtues  of  the 
deceased.  He  attends  the  service  on  the  one  hand  as  the  representative  of 
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the  Church,  giving  expression  to  its  faith  in  the  fellowship  of  believers,  the 
living  and  the  dead  ;  on  the  other  hand,  as  the  messenger  of  God  proclaim¬ 
ing  that  the  wages  of  sin  is  death,  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life.  In  the 
case  of  excommunicant  and  lapsed  members  his  message  to  the  living  will  be 
governed  by  the  principles  of  pastoral  theology.  In  the  case  of  the  non- 
Christian  or  the  apostate  the  congregation  will  not  be  expected  to  give  ex¬ 
pression  to  a  fellowship  which  did  not  exist.  When  a  minister  is  invited  to 
conduct  the  service  he  does  so  in  his  private  capacity,  and  bearing  in  mind 
the  foregoing  principles,  must  be  governed  by  the  dictates  of  a  sanctified 
common  sense. 

The  Common  Service  Committee  was  also  requested  to  abbreviate  and  sim¬ 
plify  the  rubrics  and  music  of  the  Common  Service  and  insert  matter  desired. 

Your  committee  present  herewith  a  copy  of  the  Common  Service  as  it  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  Hymnal  with  the  changes  indicated.  These  changes  are  as 
follows  : 

Page  43.  (1)  A  new  rubric  preceding  the  present  one  :  “A  Hymn  of 
Invocation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  sung.”

During  the  discussion  of  this  report  the  floor  was  accorded  to 
the  Rev.  E.  E.  Ortlepp,  D.  D. ,  for  remarks  upon  this  question. 

On  motion,  the  matter  of  printing  the  music  with  the  word 
“Amen  ”  in  two  places,  on  page  44,  and  of  retaining  the 
“  Kyrie,”  “  O  God,  the  Father  in  Heaven,”  etc.,  on  page  48, 
in  the  place  where  it  now  is,  was  referred  back  to  the  committee 
with  instructions  to  do  in  this  matter  what  seemed  best. 


The  report  was  then  adopted. 
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The  following  resolution  regarding  the  preparation  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D.,  and  adopted  : 


Resolved ,  That  the  Common  Service  Committee  be  and  hereby  is  instructed 
to  codify  the  several  resolutions  and  statements  explanatory  of  the  Doctrinal 
Basis  of  the  General  Synod,  adopted  at  York,  Pa.,  in  1864;  at  Hagerstown, 
Md.,  in  1895  ;  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  in  1901,  and  at  the  present  session  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  incorporate  the  substance  of  the  same  into  one  clear 
and  definite  statement  of  our  Doctrinal  Basis,  and  to  report  the  same  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  with  a  view  to  placing  it  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Synod  by  amendment  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  itself,  there  being  no  intention  in  this  action  in  anyway  to  change 
our  present  Doctrinal  Basis. 

The  following  report  of  the  Delegates  of  the  General  Synod 
to  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D.,  and  adopted  : 


Report  of  the  Delegates  to  the  Federal  Council. 

The  General  Synod  of  1907  expressed  its  sympathy  with  the  movement  to 
establish  a  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  approved 
of  the  plan  of  federation,  and  appointed  nine  delegates  and  alternates  to  attend 
the  meeting  of  the  Council.  Of  these  the  following  were  present :  Charles  S. 
Albert,  D.  H.  Bauslin,  P.  C.  Croll,  E.  H.  Delk,  F.  G.  Gotwald,  W.  C. 
Stoever,  G.  U.  Wenner  and  J.  J.  Young. 

The  Council  met  in  Philadelphia  in  December,  1908.  More  than  300  dele¬ 
gates  from  thirty-three  denominations,  representing  more  than  17,000,000  of 
communicants,  took  part  in  the  proceedings.  Papers  were  read  on  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions,  Religious  Education,  the  Relation  of  the  Church  to 
Modern  Industry,  Temperance,  Family  Life  and  International  Questions. 
The  discussion  which  followed  the  reading  of  these  papers  on  subjects  in 
which  all  the  churches  have  a  common  interest  showed  a  spirit  both  of  catho¬ 
licity  and  of  loyalty  to  the  principles  of  evangelical  Christianity. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  work  of  the  Council,  and  we  welcome  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  co-operating  with  all  who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  promoting 
the  work  of  His  kingdom. 

For  the  financial  support  of  the  work  it  was  proposed  that  for  each  delegate 
an  annual  contribution  of  $50.00  be  made.  We  are  entitled  to  ninedelegat.es. 
We  recommend  that  nine  delegates  be  sent,  and  that  an  annual  contribution

TWELFTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  June  10,  9  a.  m. 

After  a  half  hour’s  devotional  service,  led  by  the  Rev. 
George  W.  Snyder,  the  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Prof.  L.  H.  Larimer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  and  of  the  Wednesday 
evening  services  were  read  and  approved. 

The  convention  then  took  a  recess,  during  which  the  meeting 
of  the  Historical  Society  was  held. 

Upon  reassembling,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Corre¬ 
spondence  with  Other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  was  presented  and 
adopted,  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Correspondence  With  Other  Bodies. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  Other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies  report 
the  following : 

1.  Delegates  from  Other  Bodies. 

Of  the  six  bodies  with  which  the  General  Synod  is  in  fraternal  corre¬ 
spondence  only  three  sent  delegates  to  this  convention — Dr.  H.  E.  Jacobs 
representing  the  General  Council  ;  Dr.  W.  H.  Greever,  the  United  Synod  of 
the  South,  and  Rev.  J.  Rauch  Stein,  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States.  These  brethren  have  been  heard  with  much  pleasure. 

2.  Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  my  appointment  as  Fraternal  Dele¬ 
gate  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  to  the  Sixteenth  Triennial  Convention  of  the  General  Synod 
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of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
duty  thus  imposed  upon  me  was  performed  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

The  body  to  which  I  was  thus  accredited  met  in  Trinity  Reformed  Church, 
York,  Pa.,  on  the  evening  of  May  19th  and  continued  in  session  until  noon  of 
May  27th,  1909.  Rev.  J.  Spangler  Kieffer,  of  Hagerstown,  Md. ,  was  elected 
President  at  the  first  session.  On  the  morning  of  the  third  day  of  the  con¬ 
vention  my  credentials  were  presented,  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day 
it  was  my  privilege  to  extend  the  greetings  I  had  been  appointed  to  convey.  A 
kindly  and  courteous  hearing  was  given  me.  To  my  words  of  greeting  and 
good  will  President  Kieffer  made  a  fitting  and  cordial  response.  He  bade  me 
assure  the  Lutheran  General  Synod  that  the  Reformed  General  Synod  held  it 
in  high  esteem,  rejoiced  in  its  progress  and  its  power,  and  upon  all  its  under¬ 
takings  prayed  the  blessing  of  God. 

There  are,  in  connection  with  the  Genera!  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  the  following  : 

Ministers,  1170;  communicants,  248,271;  contributed  for  benevolence  in 
the  Synodical  year  1908,  $403,779.00;  for  congregational  purposes,  $1,886,- 
610.00.  In  their  Sunday  schools  there  are  25,333  officers  and  teachers,  and 
232,746  scholars.  There  are  also  reported  221  students  for  the  ministry.

2.  That  at  future  General  Synods  the  delegates  attending,  in  addition  to 
the  car  fare  now  allowed  them,  shall  each  receive  payment  for  necessary 
Pullman  accommodations  and  the  sum  of  $1.50  per  diem  for  each  day  they  so 
attend. 

3.  That  hereafter  the  mileage  and  other  allowances  shall  not  be  paid  before 
final  adjournment,  unless  excused  by  the  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence. 

4.  That  the  details  of  this  plan  be,  and  are  hereby  intrusted  to  the  Mileage 
ommittee. 
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Item  one  was  laid  on  the  table.  Item  two  was  divided,  and  it 
was  voted  that  hereafter  necessary  sleeping-car  accommodations 
would  be  paid  in  addition  to  the  railroad  fare.  Items  three  and 
four  were  adopted.

Your  Committee  to  Examine  the  Minutes  of  the  District  Synods  beg  to 
report  that  they  have  performed  their  duty  and  call  attention  to  the  following 
items  : 

1.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Wittenberg  Synod,  on  page  22,  we  find  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  : 

il  Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Wittenberg  Synod,  respectfully 
request  the  Common  Service  Committee  of  the  General  Synod  to  prepare  a 
Committal  Service  appropriate  for  the  interment  of  those  who  die  and  have 
not  made  a  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.” 


In  the  judgment  of  your  committee  all  such  requests  should  be  presented  to 
the  General  Synod,  the  Common  Service  Committee  not  being  an  original 
body. 

2.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  on  pages  38-40,  we 
find  the  following  : 

“  Whereas,  The  attention  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania  has  been 
called  to  certain  innovations  on  the  part  of  sister  Synods  seemingly  at  variance 
with  the  constitution,  usages  and  spirit  of  the  General  Synod,  which  innova¬ 
tions  are  cited  in  the  report  of  a  committee  herewith  offered  in  evidence  ;  and 

“  Whereas,  Said  innovations  appear  to  your  petitioners  to  be  fraught  with 
subtle  danger  to  the  peace  and  even  to  the  integrity  of  the  General  Synod  ;  and 

“  Whereas,  The  constitution  of  the  General  Synod  provides  that  it  4  shall 
examine  the  proceedings  of  District  Synods  (Article  IV.,  Section  1),  and  also 
that  it  shall  apply  all  its  powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the  prevention  of 
schisms  among  us  ’  (Section  7)  : 

“  Therefore,  your  honorable  body  is  hereby  respectfully  memorialized  care¬ 
fully  to  consider  the  alleged  innovations,  and  to  make  an  official  deliverance 
thereon.” 

Your  committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  con¬ 
sider  this  memorial. 
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3.  In  the  same  Minutes,  on  page  76,  we  find  the  following  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  we  respectfully  memorialize  your  honorable  body  to  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Lutheran 
Pastors’  Sustentation  Fund.” 

Your  committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  investigate 
the  matter  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

4.  Your  committee  observe  that  some  of  the  Synods  have  printed  in  full  in 
their  Minutes  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  on  “  Divorce  and  Re- mar¬ 
riage.”  (See  Minutes,  1907,  page  63.)  This  is  to  be  commended.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  the  Synods  call  the  attention  of  all  who  are 
authorized  to  perform  the  marriage  ceremony  to  this  action. 

5.  In  the  Minutes  of  the  Synod  of  East  Ohio,  on  page  33,  we  find  the 
following  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  this  Synod  memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  plan  to  observe  properly  the  four  hundredth  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation  in  1917.” 

While  such  a  celebration  as  is  herein  proposed  should  be  arranged  for  in 
due  time,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  time  has  not  yet  arrived.

1.  A  letter  from  Herbert  C.  Alleman,  D.  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  in  which  he 
tenders  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Common  Service  Committee  of  the 
General  Synod. 
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We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation. 

2.  A  letter  from  Rev.  V.  A.  M.  Mortensen,  General  Secretary  of  the 
Rescue  League,  of  Chicago,  certifying  that  the  Rev.  B.  Lederer  has  been 
elected  a  special  delegate  to  represent  the  League  at  this  meeting  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod. 

We  recommend  that  he  be  heard. 

3.  A  letter  from  the  firm  of  H.  J.  Penfold  &  Company,  of  Omaha,  Neb., 
enclosing  a  bill  for  fitting  the  operating-room  of  the  Tabitha  Hospital.  The 
amount  of  this  bill  is  $ 1,600.00 . 

Since  the  Trustees  of  this  Home  are  not  appointed  by  this  body  nor  re¬ 
sponsible  to  it,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  Secretary  inform 
Messrs.  Penfold  &  Company  that  the  General  Synod  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
matter. 

4.  A  document  or  memorial  coming  up  from  the  West  Branch  Conference 
and  the  Susquehanna  Synod  desiring  the  General  Synod  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Publication  to  prepare  and  publish  all  our  special  Sunday  school  services, 
they  believing  that  this  would  secure  a  uniformity  and  greater  excellency, 
which  would  be  educational. 

We  recommend  that  this  be  done,  and  that  all  services  be  prepared  with  the 
view  to  the  capacity  of  the  average  Sunday  school. 

5.  A  communication  from  W.  R.  Warren,  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Centennial  Celebration  to  be  held  by  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  in 
honor  of  their  founding,  October  16th,  1909,  asking  that  the  General  Synod 
appoint  a  fraternal  delegate  to  represent  the  Lutheran  Church  of  America  on 
that  occasion. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  General  Synod  never  has  had,  or  sought  to  have, 
temporary  fraternal  relations  with  any  ecclesiastical  body,  we  deem  it  unwise 
to  establish  such  a  precedent  at  this  time  which  might  prove  to  be  dangerous 
in  the  future.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  no  such  fraternal  delegate  be 
appointed.

Rev.  F.  P.  Manhart,  D.  D.,  proposed  that  Article  II.,  Section 
1,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  second  paragraph  and  insert¬ 
ing  the  following  :  4  ‘  Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  may  send 
one  delegate  for  every  ten  ministers  it  contains,  and  for  a  remain¬ 
ing  major  fraction  of  that  number,  of  the  rank  of  an  ordained 
minister,  and  an  equal  number  of  laymen.

THIRTEENTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  June  10,  1  p.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  Rev.  A.  J.  Turkle,  D.  D.,  led  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Rescue  League. 

Revs.  B.  Lederer  and  V.  A.  M.  Mortensen  spoke  of  the  work 
of  the  Rescue  League. 
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The  Rev.  W.  H.  Blanche,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  reso¬ 
lutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  so-called  white  slave  traffic  is  an  evil  of  such  magnitude 
that  old  and  experienced  judges  have  declared  it  to  be  the  worst  of  all  evils 
confronting  us  to-day ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Rescue  League,  composed  of  pastors  and  laymen  of  the 
General  Synod,  has  successfully  exposed,  and  in  some  measure  combated  this 
evil  in  Chicago  and  elsewhere,  and  co-operates  with  committees  in  Europe, 
be  it 

1.  Resolved ,  That  we  endorse  the  Rescue  League  and  recommend  it  to  the 
avorable  consideration  of  the  pastors  and  laymen,  and  to  the  financial  assist¬ 
ance  of  our  churches. 

2.  Resolved ,  That  the  President  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  including 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Rescue  League,  to  be  known  as  “the  Committee 
of  luner  Missions  and  Rescue  Work,’’  which  shall  take  up  this  whole  matter 
and  co-operate  with  other  agencies  in  securring  national  and  State  legislation 
to  promote  its  noble  ends. 

Memorial  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. 

The  Committee  on  the  Memorial  of  the  Synod  of  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  reported  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Memorial  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania. 

Your  committee  to  which  has  been  referred  an  overture  of  the  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod,  one  of  the  District  Synods  connected  with  the  General  Synod, 
and  dealing  with  certain  actions  of  the  Wartburg  and  German  Nebraska 
Synods,  bodies  also  connected  with  this  General  Synod,  would  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  the  following  : 

The  said  memorial  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod  presents  three  items 
upon  which  the  judgment  of  this  body  is  asked.  Item  one  pertains  to  what 
we  may  designate  a  confessional  question,  and  items  two  and  three  to  what 
may  be  called  questions  of  discipline  and  administration. 

1.  The  memorial  presents  an  action  of  the  California  Synod,  in  which  in 
a  proposed  alliance  with  the  Pacific  Synod  of  the  General  Council,  the  said 
California  Synod  is  alleged  to  have  agreed  to  a  confessional  basis  for  a  pro¬ 
posed  Theological  Seminary,  which  is  at  variance  with  that  of  the  General 
Synod.  In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  confessional  basis  of  the 
General  Synod  is  set  forth  as  the  minimum  amount  of  confessional  requirement 
of  its  accredited  pastors,  teachers  and  theological  schools.  The  General 
Synod  has  not  declared  that  any  man  connected  with  it  may  not  for  himself 
accept  more  than  this  minimum  requirement.  To  say  that  any  man  or  com- 
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party  of  men  may  not  accept  more  than  said  minimum  would  be  to  establish  a 
particularistic  kind  of  Lutheranism  not  hitherto  recognized  in  our  denomina¬ 
tional  history.  When  we  have  received  men  into  our  District  Synods  who 
have  come  from  Lutheran  Synods  not  connected  with  this  General  Synod,  and 
in  which  these  brethren  at  their  ordination  were  required  to  accept  more  in  a 
confessional  way  than  we  require,  we  have  not  demanded  any  renunciation  on 
the  part  of  such  accessions  to  the  ranks  of  our  ministry.  Through  almost  the 
entire  history  of  this  body  we  have  had  men  of  recognized  ability  and  high 
standing  who  have  acknowledged  for  themselves  adherence  to  more  than  this 
body  requires  when  it  sets  men  apart  to  the  ministry  by  the  solemn  rite  of 
ordination  and  when  it  inducts  professors  into  its  theological  chairs.  In  the 
light  of  the  history  of  this  body  and  the  right  accredited  to  its  members  and 
the  position  advocated  by  many  of  its  leading  representatives,  we  can  see  no 
reason  why  a  school  of  theology  which  should  rest  upon  the  basis  proposed  by 
the  California  Synod  should  not  have  recognition  by  this  General  Synod  so 
long  as  the  memorial  states  that  the  said  California  Synod  did  not  intend  to 
change  its  own  form  of  subscription  nor  sever  its  connection  with  the  General 
Synod.  But,  while  we  concede  this,  we  desire  to  express  in  this  report  our 
judgment  that  the  General  Synod’s  confessional  basis  is  adequate  for  both 
Synods  and  schools,  and  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  confessional  basis  upon 
which  its  several  theological  schools  do  rest  should  be  strictly  conformed  to 
the  said  confessional  position  of  the  body  with  which  these  schools  are  con¬ 
nected. 

2.  The  second  item  of  the  memorial  refers  to  a  constitutional  requirement 
of  the  Wartburg  and  German  Nebraska  Synods,  that  pastors  who  are  members 
of  the  said  Synod  shall  not  hold  membership  in  secret  societies.  In  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  your  committee,  the  Formula  of  Government  and  the  constitution  of 
the  General  Synod  accord  to  District  Synods  jurisdiction  over  their  clerical 
members  and  power  to  give  advice  to  the  congregations  voluntarily  connected 
with  them  and  operating  under  a  common  constitution.  Ministers  are  ac¬ 
countable  to  the  District  Synods  with  which  they  are  connected.  In  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  your  committee,  a  Synod  has  a  right  to  voluntarily  restrict  itself  if  it 
so  chooses,  and  impose  upon  itself  such  limitations  as  it  may  elect.  This  it 
has  a  right  to  do  in  the  exercise  of  its  liberty  under  the  constitution  which  it 
makes  for  itself.  The  General  Synod  as  a  body  has  never  taken  any  action, 
so  far  as  we  know,  upon  the  so-called  “  lodge”  question.  We  deem  its 
position  sound  and  wise,  and  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Lutheran 
bodies  in  this  country  which  have  indulged  in  such  legislation  have  by  no 
means  escaped  trouble. 

The  action  of  the  Wartburg  and  German  Nebraska  Synods,  as  we  learn,  has 
been  taken  in  view  of  peculiar  conditions  and  circumstances  which  they  con¬ 
front.  They  have  never  yet  refused  membership  to  any  brother  who  being  a 
member  of  a  secret  society  came  to  them  with  an  honorable  dismissal  from 
another  Synod.  In  the  event  that  they  should  do  so  at  any  time  in  the  future, 
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it  might  then  be  within  the  province  of  this  body  to  express  its  judgment  upon 
the  question  of  such  exclusion. 

The  memorial  states  that  if  the  action  of  the  Wartburg  and  German  Nebraska 
Synods  were  “in  themselves  useful  and  calculated  to  promote  progress  and 
harmony  we  should  certainly  not  oppose  them.” 

The  members  of  said  Synods  strongly  affirm  that  this  action  is  promotive  of 
“  progress  and  harmony.”  We  deem  it  their  Synodical  right  so  to  judge  and 
affirm  so  long  as  they  do  not  ask  other  Synods  of  this  body  to  accept  their 
judgment  and  affirm  their  action. 

3.  The  third  item  of  this  memorial  placed  in  our  hands  cites  an  action  of 
the  Wartburg  Synod  which  would  exclude  other  than  Lutheran  ministers  from 
its  pulpits  and  other  than  Lutherans  from  participation  in  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  at  its  altars.  We  do  not  recall  any  action  that  the  General  Synod  as 
a  body  has  ever  taken  on  this  subject,  and  inasmuch  as  we  learn  that  the  rule 
involved  in  this  action  is  not  interpreted  as  an  “iron- clad  ”  rule,  and  that  it 
leaves  the  matter  in  the  last  analysis  to  the  judgment  of  individual  pastors,  we 
deem  no  further  action  advisable  than  to  call  attention  to  these  facts. 

We  would,  however,  express  in  this  connection  the  judgment  which  we 
believe  to  be  in  entire  harmony  with  the  genius  of  the  General  Synod — that 
all  such  questions  are  more  properly  settled  by  remanding  them  to  the  wisdom 
of  pastors  and  church  councils  than  by  making  them  the  subject  of  Synodical 
legislation. 

The  memorial  states  that  “  we  favor  the  largest  liberty  of  action  consistent 
with  that  beneficent  union  which  exists  in  the  General  Synod,”  and  further 
cites  Article  IV.,  Section  1,  of  the  constitution  of  the  General  Synod,  in 
which  it  is  said  that  it  shall  apply  all  its  powers,  prayers  and  means  for  the 
prevention  of  schisms  among  us. 

Inasmuch  as  these  items  (two  and  three)  deal  with  questions  that  are  purely 
administrative  and  disciplinary,  we  would  hereby  express  the  opinion  that  the 
Wartburg  and  German  Nebraska  Synods  have  exercised  a  “  liberty  of  action 
consistent  with  that  beneficent  union  ”  named  in  the  text  of  the  memorial, 
however  much  the  most  of  us  may  differ  with  their  judgment ;  we  are  further 
of  the  opinion  that  we  are  likely  to  promote  more  of  division  than  unity  by 
placing  any  restrictions  upon  such  Synodical  freedom.

It  was  ordered  that  the  three  items  of  this  report  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Common  Service,  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

In  connection  with  above  action  on  the  Memorial  of  the 
Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by 
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the  Rev.  J.  A.  Singmaster,  D.  D.,  was  also  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mon  Service  Commmittee  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod,  while  allowing  all  congregations  and 
individuals  connected  with  it  the  fullest  Christian  liberty,  does  not  approve  of 
Synodical  enactments  which  in  any  way  narrow  its  confessional  basis  or 
abridge  inter-Synodical  fellowship  and  transfers. 


The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  as  follows  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  German  Literary  Board  be  authorized  to  have  the  paper, 
entitled  “  Statements  Relative  to  the  General  Synod’s  Doctrinal  Basis,”  trans¬ 
lated  into  German  and  published  in  pamphlet  form  for  free  distribution  in  the 
German  churches,  and  that  the  cost  of  such  publication  be  paid  from  the 
treasury  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  are  in¬ 
structed  to  send  to  the  President  of  the  General  Council,  and  to  the  President 
of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  a  certified  copy  of  both  the  regular  and  the 
supplemental  reports  of  our  Committee  on  Methods  of  Practical  Co-operation 
and  Fraternal  Conference  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies. 

Lutheran  Young  People’s  Forward  Missionary  Movement. 

Whereas,  There  was  recently  held  in  the  city  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  a 
iargely-attended  and  enthusiastic  convention  of  young  people  of  our  churches  ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  first,  That  the  General  Synod  recognizes,  with  delight  and  grati¬ 
tude  to  God,  this  evidence  of  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  our  young 
people  in  the  great  missionary  enteqmises  of  the  Church,  at  home  and  abroad, 
and  that  we  cordially  approve  the  purpose  and  effort  to  continue  this  forward 
movement  until  it  shall  include  all  the  young  people  of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  second,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Boards  of  the  Church  that  they 
foster  and  co-operate  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  undertaking  in  every  possi¬ 
ble  way. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  omit  from  the  printed  min¬ 
utes  the  names  of  committees  appended  to  reports,  except  the  chairman,  such 
names  having  already  appeared  in  the  naming  of  committees. 

Resolved ,  That  the  officers  of  the  General  Synod  be  instructed  to  express 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Pennsylvania  our  high  appreciation  of  the 
prompt  and  generous  aid,  both  professional  and  financial,  afforded  to  our 
Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  at  Loysville,  Pa.,  during  the  recent  outbreak  of 
diphtheria  in  that  institution. 
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Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  pastors  and  members 
of  our  churches  of  this  city  for  their  generous  and  hearty  hospitality,  and 
especially  to  the  good  women  of  these  congregations  who  have  made  such 
comfortable  and  ample  provision  for  our  wants  in  the  bountiful  meals  served 
at  the  churches  during  our  sessions  ;  to  the  choirs  of  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran 
Church  and  the  First  English  Lutheran  Church,  for  the  excellent  music  ren¬ 
dered  at  the  various  evening  services  ;  to  the  local  press  for  the  full  and  satis¬ 
factory  reports  of  our  sessions  ;  to  the  local  Committee  of  Arrangements  for 
their  splendid  work  in  our  behalf  and  for  the  complimentary  trolley  ride 
through  the  city,  tendered  to  the  Synod  on  Saturday  afternoon  ;  and  to  all 
others  who  have  in  any  way  contributed  to  make  this  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  so  pleasant  and  successful. 

Resolved \  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is, 
instructed  to  pay  to  the  sexton  of  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Church  the  sum  of 
$25.00,  and  to  the  sexton  of  the  First  English  Lutheran  Church  the  sum  of 
$15.00  for  special  services.

Bonding  of  Treasurers. 

The  Rev.  D.  M.  Grau,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  hereby  instructs  its  several  Boards, 
whose  Treasurers  are  required  to  give  bonds,  ( 1)  that  hereafter  all  such  bonds 
shall  be  “  Surety  Company  bonds,”  and  (2)  that  the  cost  of  such  bonds  shall 
be  defrayed  from  the  general  income  of  such  Boards,  and  (3)  that  such 
bonds  shall  be  for  the  minimum  amounts  that  will  assure  adequate  protection. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Addresses  of  Lay  Delegates. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  call  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  to  the  rule  concern¬ 
ing  the  post-office  addresses  of  the  lay  delegates,  at  a  suitable 
time  preceding  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

Next  Convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

An  invitation  to  the  General  Synod  to  meet  in  the  Luther 
Place  Memorial  Church,  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  received 
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from  the  Lutheran  Pastors’  Association,  of  that  city,  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  G.  Butler,  President. 

It  was  voted  that  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod 
be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  the  first  Wednesday 
after  Whitsunday,  1911,  beginning  at  9.30  a.  m. 

Number  of  Minutes. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  2200  copies  of  the  minutes 
printed  and  distributed  in  the  usual  way. 

The  following  report  was  presented  by  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  thought  uppermost  in  our  minds  to-day  is  voiced  in  the  words  of  the 
Psalmist,  “  The  Lord  hath  been  mindful  of  us.”  He  has  prospered  the  labors 
of  the  hands  that  have  toiled.  He  has  blessed  the  offerings  of  service  and 
money  which  have  been  laid  on  His  altar.  He  has  heard  the  prayers  of  sup¬ 
plication,  and  has  honored  His  word  as  it  has  been  preached  and  the  sacra¬ 
ments  as  they  have  been  administered.  We  are  here  to-day  to  testify  that 
“the  Lord  hath  been  mindful  of  us.” 

It  is  like  God  to  be  mindful,  of  His  people.  The  history  of  the  Church 
through  all  the  ages  is  replete  with  the  evidence  that  the  Lord  is  with  them 
that  fear  Him,  and  that  He  leads  them  in  a  wonderful  way  out  of  the  small¬ 
ness  and  narrowness  of  their  conditions  and  circumstances  into  enjoyment  of 
prosperity  and  the  celebration  of  victory.  Since  we  last  met  in  convention, 
ours  is  a  history  of  blessings  received,  of  good  enjoyed  ;  a  record  of  grace 
bestowed,  of  victories  won,  of  souls  saved.  Result  has  been  added  to  result, 
benefit  has  been  multiplied  by  benefit,  blessing  has  been  heaped  upon  bless¬ 
ing,  until  no  man  can  measure  the  great  and  good  things  the  Lord  has  done 
for  us,  as  we  have  confessed  and  worshiped  and  labored  and  wrought. 

We  are  most  ready  to  testify  concerning  all  that  has  been  accomplished,  that 
God  has  given  the  increase.  One  has  planted  and  another  has  watered,  God 
has  given  the  increase.  “Not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not  unto  us,  but  unto  Thy 
name  we  give  glory.”  It  is  His  hand,  brethren,  that  has  been  leading  us.  It  is 
by  His  grace  we  stand  at  the  close  of  this  biennium  and  upon  the  threshold  of 
a  new  period  of  work.  It  is  with  tenderest  emotions  we  pause,  as  we  look 
back  over  the  months  and  weeks  and  days,  and  remember  and  consider  how 
He  has  been  mindful  of  us  through  all  the  experiences  whose  record  has  gone 
into  the  eternal  years.  Successes  and  failures ;  expectations  realized,  yet 
many  not  fulfilled  ;  work  done  and  not  done  ;  growth  and  advancements 
made,  and  yet  many  a  step  not  taken,  and  enlargements  hoped  for  not 
wrought  into  fruition.  The  shadows  and  the  lights  of  these  two  years  both 
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press  for  recognition  in  any  estimate  that  should  be  made.  Causative  elements 
and  forces  come  into  view  as  explanations  of  things  accomplished  and  of 
things  not  accomplished.  But  they  have  passed  beyond  our  control  and  we 
are  left  to  the  results  as  we  now  find  them.  And  if  from  these  results,  mixed 
as  they  may  be,  we  shall  move  into  the  future  with  firmer  step,  stronger  faith, 
and  a  higher  wisdom,  then  this  past  biennium,  filled  with  evidences  of  God’s 
presence,  will  be  the  earnest  to  us  that  as  the  Lord  has  been  mindful  of  us  in 
the  past,  He  will  certainly  bless  us  in  the  future. 

We  come  no  w  to  walk  about  our  Lutheran  Zion  and  “  mark  her  palaces  ” 
and  “  consider  well  her  bulwarks.”  We  are  compelled  by  the  extent  of  the 
prospect  to  limit  ourselves  to  the  larger  outlines,  the  salient  features,  and  to 
omit  the  minutiae,  which,  though  precious,  cannot  be  dwelt  upon  in  this  gen¬ 
eral  survey. 

It  may  be  most  helpful  to  center  our  thoughts  upon  some  movements  in  the 
life  and  activities  of  the  Church  and  touch  upon  these  in  some  order. 

We  are  profoundly  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  was 
never  more  truly  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  than  at  the  present  time. 
The  Church  has  never  more  fully  realized  than  at  the  present  that  her  work  of 
ingathering  depends  upon  a  faithful  observance  of  the  time-honored  practices 
of  the  fathers.  More  of  her  young  are  under  catechetical  instruction  and  in 
the  Sunday  school  than  ever  before.  The  Lenten  season  is  observed  very 
generally,  and  recognized  as  the  most  propitious  time  for  heart  searching  and 
turning  to  duty,  and  for  leading  the  careless  and  indifferent  to  a  confession  of 
Christ.  The  Church  has  been  awakened  to  utilize  the  inherent  capabilities  of 
membership  in  saving  souls,  rather  than  to  depend  upon  the  devices  of  the 
emotional  types.  Faithful  pastoral  care  over  those  who  come  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Church  and  a  diligent  seeking  of  those  who  are  indifferent  to 
spiritual  things  have  been  greatly  blessed  of  God.  Forty-eight  thousand  have 
been  welcomed  to  communicant  membership  during  the  biennium.  The  glad 
tidings  of  good  things  among  our  churches  that  each  Eastertide  brings  to  us  is 
evidence  that  our  pastors  generally  avail  themselves  of  this  precious  season  to 
build  up  the  Church  by  the  simple  preaching  of  Jesus  Christ  and  Him  cruci¬ 
fied.  And  it  is  especially  refreshing  in  this  time  of  specious  preaching  to  note 
that  the  ministry  of  the  Lutheran  Church  depends  solely  upon  the  preaching 
of  the  word,  the  administration  of  the  sacraments,  and  the  indoctrination  of 
the  young,  for  the  building  up  of  Christ’s  kingdom. 

There  has  been  a  wonderful  development  in  recent  years  in  missionary 
activities.  The  tide  of  missionary  enthusiasm  is  rising.  Missionary  knowledge 
is  increasing.  Missionary  literature  is  furnished  and  read  more  generally  than 
ever  before.  The  monthly  issues  of  our  Lutheran  Church  Work  and  Luth¬ 
eran  Woman’s  Work  are  the  highest  examples  of  able  editorial  management 
and  production.  Their  pages  are  full  of  matter  to  develop  intelligent  and 
devout  and  liberal  members  of  our  Church.  If  they  could  enter  every  home 
their  influence  would  be  an  impetus  to  all  our  missionary  activities,  an  incentive 
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to  the  enlargement  of  our  educational  interests,  and  a  benediction  to  our 
works  of  mercy. 

An  aggressive  spirit  now  characterizes  the  missionary  and  benevolent  woik 
of  the  General  Synod.  She  is  vigorously  endeavoring  to  carry  to  those  desti¬ 
tute  of  the  gospel  its  unsearchable  riches.  With  each  agency  zealously  push¬ 
ing  its  own  work,  a  harmonious  advancement  is  recorded.  There  is  no  rivalry 
between  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions,  or  other  benevolent  opera¬ 
tions.  They  are  mutually  dependent,  and  stimulated  interest  in  one  naturally 
results  to  the  advantage  of  the  others.  And  it  is  also  certain  that  whenever  a 
church  is  moved  to  generous  support  of  these  agencies  local  affairs  are  liberally 
maintained  and  aggressively  extended.  The  receipts  for  benevolence  have 
been  in  excess  of  those  ever  reported.  They  total  for  the  biennium  the  mag¬ 
nificent  sum  of  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars.  Our  growth  in  benevo¬ 
lence  has,  indeed,  been  marvelous,  but  the  resources  we  have  not  developed 
are  greater  than  those  which  have  been  employed  in  the  Master’s  service. 

The  quickened  pulse  of  Foreign  Missions  shows  that  the  last  biennium  has 
been  one  of  substantial  advancement  at  home  and  abroad.  The  corps  of 
workers  in  India  and  Africa  has  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  eight 
missionaries.  The  numerical  increase  in  church  membership  has  not  been  as 
great  in  these  fields  as  in  some  previous  periods,  but  this  is  accounted  for  by 
the  insufficiency  of  missionaries  on  the  field,  and  with  the  contemplated  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  forces,  the  prospects  for  large  ingatherings  are  bright.  The  results 
of  past  efforts  are  such  as  should  challenge  our  gratitude,  and  stir  us  to  enter 
upon  the  opportunities  open  to  us,  and  meet  the  responsibilities  we  cannot 
escape.  The  Church  believes  in  Foreign  Missions  more  strongly  than  ever 
before,  and  gladly  gives  and  believingly  prays  for  the  coming  of  Christ’s 
kingdom. 

Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  have  gone  hand  in  hand  to  assist  in 
establishing  our  Church  in  needy  communities.  They  have  become  increas¬ 
ingly  serviceable  in  the  work  of  planting  churches  in  new  and  important 
fields,  and  have  been  the  chief  agency  in  expanding  and  enlarging  the  Church 
itself  and  multiplying  its  various  agencies  of  Christian  service.  When  we 
recall  that  hundreds  of  churches  owe  their  existence  to  the  fostering  care  and 
timely  help  of  these  Boards,  and  when  we  think  of  the  associated  organizations 
for  religious  work  that  have  sprung  into  existence  through  these  churches,  we 
can  easily  see  how  great  the  value  of  this  work  to  the  whole  Church  and  the 
cause  of  Christian  evangelization,  and  to  the  moral  welfare  of  the  nation. 
Unquestionably  the  future  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  Church  is  condi¬ 
tioned  upon  the  character  and  measure  of  the  work  accomplished  by  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

•  The  most  significant  fact  of  our  time  is  the  growth  of  the  cities.  More  than 
one-third  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  live  in  cities.  Towns  are  fast 
growing  into  cities  and  spreading  out  into  suburbs  and  becoming  vast  centers 
of  population.  This  tremendous  growth  of  the  cities  marks  a  new  civilization, 
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and  is  thrusting  new  responsibilities  upon  the  Church.  The  Church  that 
would  have  a  future  must  fasten  its  hold  upon  the  great  centers  of  popula¬ 
tion.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  zone  of  direst  need  for  the  missionary 
enterprise  of  the  past,  it  is  the  city  now.  This  is  the  emergency  of  the  hour 
and  clearly  defines  the  immediate  duty  of  the  Church.  Our  Boards  have 
grasped,  in  a  measure,  the  significance  of  this  cityward  movement  and  shaped 
their  policy  accordingly.  You  have  noticed  from  their  reports  that  a  large 
percentage  of  the  churches  planted  and  aided  during  the  biennium  were  in 
the  cities  and  suburbs  scattered  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco.  The  city 
may  be  saved  for  Christ  and  the  destiny  of  a  nation  assured.  The  Church 
of  the  Reformation  has  won  a  host  to  a  life  of  service  and  devotion  to  Jesus 
Christ  in  every  district  where  it  has  been  established.  God  has  been  mindful 
of  us.  And  while  the  field  calling  upon  us  to  enter  is  marvelous  in  impor¬ 
tance  and  immense  in  size,  yet  it  holds  the  promise  of  golden  harvest  in 
response  to  faithful  cultivation. 

We  have  reasons  for  devout  thankfulness  for  the  progress  of  the  Church’s 
educational  work.  The  plan  to  raise  a  million  dollars  for  the  work  of  educa¬ 
tion  reached  its  time  limit  during  this  biennium.  A  careful  compilation  of  the 
statistics  of  the  institutions  of  the  General  Synod,  both  theological  and  col¬ 
legiate,  showed  that  over  one  million  dollars  had  been  given  or  pledged  to 
these  schools  from  1903  to  1908.  Of  this  sum  more  than  one-tenth  was  from 
the  Board  of  Education,  given  through  the  apportionment.  The  increase  of 
the  apportionment  for  the  Board  of  Education  has  marked  an  epoch  in  our 
educational  history.  There  are  potent  signs  of  increased  interest  in  educa¬ 
tional  affairs,  and  evidences  of  the  desire  to  render  larger  support  to  these 
fundamental  operations.  The  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  now  in 
the  college  classes  shows  a  decided  increase  over  recent  years.  Prayers  are 
being  answered,  and  the  prospects  are  brighter  that  the  depleted  ranks  of  the 
ministry  will  be  filled. 

One  of  the  constant  cares  of  the  Church  should  be  the  rearing  of  an  able 
and  godly  ministry.  There  is  twofold  duty  constantly  resting  upon  us.  On 
the  one  hand,  conditions  must  be  maintained  that  men  of  slender  natural 
abilities  or  of  immature  attainments  may  be  discouraged  from  entrance  into 
the  ministry  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  constant  search  should  be  made  for  as 
large  a  number  as  possible  of  young  men  with  prime  qualifications,  who  would 
ennoble  the  calling,  and  induce  them  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  service  of 
the  Lord.  The  ministry  is  better  supported  in  our  Church  to-day  than  ever 
before,  and  this  is  a  fact  of  real  significance.  One-fifth  of  our  pastorates  have 
increased  their  pastors’  salary  in  the  last  two  years.  We  may  assuredly  expect 
that  an  underpaid  ministry,  too  long  dishonored  by  the  abrogation  of  the 
Master’s  rule,  “  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,”  is  coming  to  a  more  ade¬ 
quate  support. 

Our  infirm  and  disabled  ministers,  the  orphans,  the  aged,  and  the  work  of 
ministry  and  mercy  fostered  by  the  Deaconess  Board,  have  ail  received  the 
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benefactions  of  the  Church  in  increasing  if  not  sufficient  measure.  The 
reports  from  all  departments  have  been  filled  with  the  most  cheering  data 
ever  presented  to  this  body.  They  indicate  a  Church  at  work  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Master  to  win  souls,  strengthen  the  believer  in  knowledge 
and  faith,  and  minister  to  the  needy. 

Brethren,  as  we  contemplate  these  indications  of  progress,  we  have  reason 
to  rejoice  and  render  thanksgiving  to  God  that  He  has  been  mindful  of  us  and 
prospered  the  work  of  our  hands. 

Undoubtedly  the  work  of  the  Sunday  schools  along  the  lines  of  improved 
methods  is  a  contributory  element  in  the  quickened  life  of  the  Church. 
Scholarship  has  crowned  herself  by  her  devotion  in  furnishing  a  Sunday 
school  literature  of  sterling  worth.  The  Lutheran  Publication  Society  is  serv¬ 
ing  the  Church  in  such  an  efficient  way,  and  in  such  multiplied  forms,  that 
unrecognized  it  is  the  great  educating,  indoctrinating  institution  of  the  Church. 
It  is  furnishing  a  literature  clearly  Lutheran,  exalting  the  word  of  God  and 
enthroning  Jesus  Christ,  to  nourish  the  life  implanted  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people. 

The  young  people  of  our  Church  are  active  in  the  different  organizations  of 
the  Church,  and  especially  is  this  true  in  their  own  society,  where  they  meet 
from  time  to  time  to  consider  such  subjects  as  will  help  them  most  in  their 
spiritual  life.  They  have  held  a  convention  and  taken  the  initiative  to  impart 
a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  missions,  and  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in 
missionary  enterprise.  This  forward  missionary  movement  of  the  young  people 
has  within  its  scope  great  possibility  for  our  Church. 

Thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  fills  our  hearts  when  we  speak  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  operations  of  our  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 
Our  women  are  coming  to  a  truer  realization  of  their  own  capabilities ;  and  a 
greater  faith  and  courage,  inspired  by  past  achievements,  prompt  them  to  plan 
a  forward  movement  every  biennium.  They  are  carrying  on  their  vast  enter¬ 
prises  in  harmony  with  the  general  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  have  raised 
$101,000.00  during  the  past  two  years.  Missionary  administration  is  devel¬ 
oping  and  utilizing  these  women  of  high  ability  and  wide  vision  and  devoted 
service,  and  God  is  crowning  their  efforts  with  souls  saved  in  Llis  everlasting 
kingdom.  They  report  ten  hundred  and  fifty- two  societies  with  a  membership 
of  thirty -five  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifteen.  Every  one  of  these  societies 
has  been  a  benediction  to  a  local  congregation  and  an  evangel  of  usefulness  to 
the  women  who  compose  it. 

The  history  of  the  woman’s  organization  is  prophetic  of  what  will  be 
accomplished  by  the  organization  of  the  men  of  the  Church.  We  hail  with 
delight  the  Laymen’s  Movement,  which  looks  to  the  enlisting  of  every  lay¬ 
man  in  our  Church  in  the  ranks  of  the  royal  stewards  of  the, Church.  If  this 
movement  calls  into  activity  all  the  latent  force  of  the  men  of  the  congregation, 
trains,  organizes  and  concentrates  it  in  active  service,  their  onward  march  will 
be  invincible.  An  obligation  rests  upon  the  men  to  bring  the  gospel  to  the 
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attention  of  men.  An  obligation  rests  upon  the  men  to  protect  men  from  the 
insidious  temptations  of  the  modern  world.  Whatever  trend  the  men’s  move¬ 
ment  in  the  General  Synod  shall  be,  let  us  hope  that  it  will  be  overwhelmed 
by  the  burden  of  men’s  duty  to  men,  socially,  morally  and  religiously.  God 
works  through  human  means,  and  organization  is  one  of  the  mightiest  instru¬ 
mentalities  through  which  He  works.  His  Spirit  has  stirred  the  hearts  of  the 
men  of  this  generation  with  a  new  zeal  for  work  in  His  kingdom.  The  Church 
must  put  herself  in  position  to  direct  and  utilize  this  interest. 

Brethren,  I  am  sure  that  we  have  come  to  the  close  of  this  convention  with 
the  conviction  that  our  Church  is  better  organized  for  work  than  ever  before, 
and  that  she  is  loyal  to  her  Lutheran  heritage.  We  get  the  wider  vision  on 
such  an  outlook  over  the  whole  field  at  home  and  abroad.  It  gives  us  new 
courage,  it  strengthens  our  faith,  it  inspires  us  with  hope,  it  renews  our  con¬ 
fidence  in  God.  We  are  not  a  demonstrative  people,  and  we  probably  talk 
less  than  do  some  others  of  our  love  of  our  Church.  But  we  love  her  none 
the  less,  and  there  is  an  increasing  loyalty  to  her  teachings  and  practices 
manifest  as  a  result.  Peace  and  harmony  reign  within  our  borders.  No  con¬ 
flict  of  theological  discussion  divides  us.  Our  General  Synod  is  satisfied  with 
her  confessional  basis.  On  the  one  hand  we  are  sure  of  its  sufficiency  as  an 
expression  of  Christian  doctrine. 

The  Augsburg  Confession  defines  for  us  the  true  boundaries  of  a  genuine 
Catholicism.  To  add  to  it  confessionally  would  encumber  our  theological 
march  and  conquest  of  the  modern  world.  Other  symbols  of  our  Lutheran 
faith  we  honor  and  are  glad  to  use  as  commentaries  to  our  ancient  standard  of 
faith.  And  if  other  Lutheran  bodies  desire  more,  we  have  no  word  of  unkind 
criticism  to  offer,  nor  shall  we  be  disturbed  nor  change  our  confessional  posi¬ 
tion  on  account  of  any  reflection  upon  the  genuineness  of  our  Lutheran  faith 
and  effectiveness. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  propose  to  eliminate  any  of  the  articles  of  our 
faith.  We  admit  that  to  those  unacquainted  with  Lutheran  theology  several 
articles  may  seem  to  need  fuller  explanation  and  different  emphasis  in  modern 
life.  But  no  separate  article  is  to  be  surrendered  on  account  of  modern  scien¬ 
tific,  historical  or  textual  discovery.  Calmly  we  await  the  verdict  of  the 
future,  as  touching  the  wisdom  of  our  fathers  in  holding  on  to  the  original 
Reformation  standard,  and  look  forward  in  confidence,  believing  in  its  con¬ 
sistency  with  that  final  theology  which  our  age  is  now  evolving  under  the 
leadership  of  the  indwelling  Spirit  of  God. 

Let  us  go  home  from  this  convention  with  a  manly,  Christian  respect  for  our 
General  Synod,  and  to  impress  upon  our  fellow-ministers,  and  through  them 
our  membership,  the  especial  need  now  of  increasing  devotion  and  effort. 
From  the  vantage  ground  we  have  reached,  there  is  a  possibility  of  great  ad¬ 
vance.  The  General  Synod  has  reached  the  point  whence  its  progress  ought 
to  be  marvelous.  It  is  evident  that  we  have  come  to  an  era  of  great  forward 
movement  all  along  the  line.  The  Church  is  awakening  to  a  realization  that 
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she  can  do  anything  that  she  ought  to  do  ;  that  she  has  come  out  of  her  days 
of  weakness  into  a  time  of  strength.  The  Lord  is  giving  us  great  opportuni¬ 
ties,  and  our  progress  should  be  with  increasing  acceleration  on  through  the 
bienniums  of  the  future.  As  the  Lord  has  been  mindful  of  us  in  the  past  and 
heard  our  prayers  and  blessed  the  gifts  and  services  of  His  people,  so  He  will 
be  with  us  in  all  we  undertake  in  His  name.

The  Thirty-fifth  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Two  years  ago  your  honorable  body  committed  to  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  the  sacred  trust  involved  in  conducting  its  work  in  India  and  Africa. 
After  a  biennium  of  fruitful  endeavor  on  the  part  of  our  noble  missionaries  on 
these  fields,  your  Board  herewith  desires  to  submit  its  Thirty-fifth  Biennial 
Report. 

I.  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  WORK. 


1.  The  Organization  of  the  Board.

(4)  The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  S.  C.  Burger  arrived  in  New  York  on  May  23d, 
from  Guntur,  India,  on  their  first  furlough. 

(5)  The  Rev.  L.  B.  Wolf,  D.  D.,  F.  M.  U.,  arrived  in  New  York  May 
23d,  1907,  from  Guntur,  India,  on  furlough  for  the  third  time. 

(6)  The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Victor  McCauley  arrived  in  New  York,  on  their 
first  furlough,  June  2d,  1907,  from  Sattenapalli,  India.

On  the  2 1st  of  January,  1909,  the  Board  appointed  Mr.  Dunkelberger  as 
missionary  to  our  India  Field  on  the  completion  of  his  work  at  Gettysburg 
Theological  Seminary. 

5.  Ill-health  of  Missionaries. 

On  Furlough. 

(1)  In  November,  1907,  Mrs.  Victor  McCauley  was  taken  suddenly  ill  at 
Three  Rivers,  Mich.,  making  it  inadvisable  for  Mr.  McCauley  to  leave  her 
and  return  to  India  when  his  furlough  expired  in  September,  1908.  Mean¬ 
while  Mr.  McCauley  was  engaged  by  the  Board  on  deputation  work  in  the 
Middle  West.  It  is  expected  he  will  return  to  India  at  the  end  of  August, 
1909. 

(2)  The  Rev.  S.  C.  Burger  returned  to  America  in  May,  1907,  in  im¬ 
paired  health.  He  made  slow  progress  at  first  toward  recovery,  necessitating 
the  extension  of  his  furlough  from  time  to  time.  He  sailed  for  India,  May 
25th,  1909. 


6.  General  Health  of  Our  Missionaries. 

The  general  health  of  our  missionaries  in  India  and  Africa  was  good  during 
the  past  biennium,  and  it  is  a  cause  of  devout  thanksgiving  to  God  that,  with 
the  exception  of  Brother  Reed,  there  has  been  no  serious  breakdown  on  the 
Foreign  field. 

7.  The  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  Board  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable  co-operation  of 
the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

In  India  this  auxiliary  society  supports  nine  missionaries,  and  in  Africa 
three. 

In  India  plans  are  on  foot  to  enlarge  the  medical  work,  to  open  dispensaries 
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at  Tenali  and  Narasarowpet,  and  a  hospital  at  Rentachintala.  Four  and  a 
half  acres  of  land  have  been  bought  at  a  cost  of  $1,750.00  for  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  compound  in  which  the  Girls’  Boarding  School,  Normal  School 
and  High  School  in  Guntur  are  located.  The  new  chapel  connected  with  the 
hospital  in  Guntur,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
is  completed. 

The  India  mission  has  been  strengthened  by  Miss  Jessie  S.  Thomas. 

During  the  biennium  the  society  contributed  to  the  work  the  sum  of

9.  Special  Objects. 

( I )  Patrons  and  Proteges. 

For  $25.00  a  year  the  Board  will  assign  a  student,  not  by  name  but  by 
number,  in  India  or  Africa,  to  any  individual,  church  or  organization  within 
the  church.  In  the  same  manner  it  will  assign  a  native  mission  worker  on 
payment  of  $30.00  per  year.  If  so  desired  this  money  may  be  credited  on 
the  apportionment  and  remitted  through  the  regular  channels,  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  this  amount  shall  be  contributed  in  excess  of  the  apportion¬ 
ment ,  and  to  this  end  the  pastor  shall  exert  every  endeavor.  If  it  is  not 
possible  to  contribute  all  in  excess  of  the  apportionment ,  the  Board  desires 
that  just  as  much  as  possible  shall  be  so  contributed.  The  purpose  of  these 
“  Special  Objects  ”  is  to  supplement  the  apportionment.

(2)  The  Seventies. 

The  missionaries  supported  by  this  plan  are  three  in  number — the  Rev.  E. 
C.  Harris  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Cannaday  in  India,  and  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Brosius 
in  Africa.  There  are  a  few  vacancies  in  these  lists,  and  the  Board  would  be 
glad  to  enlist  patrons  who  desire  to  have  a  share  in  the  support  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  missionary.  $15.00  per  year  is  the  amount  asked  for  from  each  indi¬ 
vidual  or  society.  The  Board  will  ask  for  renewal  of  pledges  for  another  ten- 
year  period  of  the  patrons  of  this  branch  of  work. 


(3)  Congregational  Missionary. 

The  First  English  Lutheran  Church,  of  Altoona,  Pa.,  the  Rev.  Marion  J. 
Kline,  D.  D.,  pastor,  has  supported  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Beck,  A.  M.,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Liberia,  Africa. 


(4)  The  Young  People1  s  Work. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Victor  McCauley  are  the  Young  People’s  missionaries. 
Their  field  is  the  Sattenapalli  Taluk,  embracing  its  chief  station,  Sattenapalli  ; 
the  102  Christian  villages,  66  congregations,  4,911  Christians  and  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  159,645  people.  The  cost  of  supporting  this  work  is  estimated  at 
$3,000.00,  over  and  above  the  contributions  of  the  native  Christians,  who  last 
year  gave  about  $900.00.  The  young  people  assumed  this  work  January  1st, 
1905,  for  five  years,  so  that  the  first  pledges  expire  at  the  close  of  this  year. 
The  Board  trusts  that  all  the  pledges  will  be  renewed.  The  number  on  the 
records  of  the  Board  is  600.  The  Rev.  Victor  McCauley  has  secured  175 
pledges. 

(5)  Famine  Orphans ’  Department. 

There  are  ninety-four  orphans  supported,  of  whom  thirty-two  are  learning 
trades.  As  reported  at  the  Sunbury  Convention,  the  Christian  Herald ,  by 
whose  fund  the  orphanage  was  maintained  from  the  first,  gave  notice  that  it 
would  cease  such  support  at  the  close  of  1907.  A  permanent  charge  of  not 
less  than  $4,000.00  is  required  for  its  maintenance.  There  are  now  thirty 
patrons  who  contribute  from  $15.00  to  $25.00  annually.  The  cost  of  maintain¬ 
ing  an  orphan  is  $25.00  per  year.  This  wrork  of  mercy  calls  loudly  for  help, 
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and  there  should  be  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  are  ready  to 
assume  the  support  of  this  Christlike  ministry.  Orphans  are  assigned  to 
patrons  by  number  and  not  by  name. 

(6)  Prayer  and  School  Houses  in  India  and  Africa. 

During  the  biennium  the  amount  given  to  this  worthy  object,  and  sent  to  our 
mission  as  an  extra,  was  $740.10,  and  the  bequests  for  this  purpose  amounted 
to  $1,095.00. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  Board  receives  and  solicits  gifts  are  as 
follows  : 

a.  A  memorial  prayer  or  school  house  will  be  erected  in  India  or  Africa, 
as  the  donor  desires,  for  a  contribution  of  $25.00  and  upwards. 

b.  All  contributions  should  be  sent  to  the  Board  and  not  to  the  Synodical 
Treasurer.  They  cannot  be  credited  on  the  apportionment. 

c.  Native  congregations  in  India  are  required  to  contribute  not  less  than 
one-half  the  cost  of  erection  before  the  house  is  built. 

d.  Donors  may  name  the  prayer  or  school  house  in  honor  of  anyone,  or  as 
a  memorial  to  some  dear  departed  one. 

( 7 )  Leper  Work. 

An  independent  institution  has  never  been  opened  by  our  mission.  There 
is  no  need  for  it,  in  the  opinion  of  our  India  Conference.  It  is  possible  to 
place  our  lepers  in  asylums  in  proximity  to  our  mission.  There  are  three 
leper  asylums  in  the  Madras  Presidency  under  Lutherans,  and  several  others 
under  other  denominational  control. 

Contributions  cannot  be  credited  on  the  apportionment  for  this  object,  and 
should  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  21  West  Saratoga  Street, 
Baltimore,  Md. 

10.  Temporary  Special  Funds  and  Offerings. 

Projects  in  process  of  completion. 

(1)  The  St.  Matthew’s  Church  in  Guntur. 

It  was  the  wish  of  the  kind  donor,  Mrs.  Emma  B.  Stork,  that  this  memorial 
should  be  called  Christ  Church,  but  her  wish  did  not  reach  the  missionaries 
until  they  had  laid  the  corner-stone  and  named  the  church  building  St. 
Matthew’s.  The  corner-stone  was  laid  January  18th,  1905,  and  the  dedica¬ 
tion  took  place  October  8th,  1907. 

Having  learned  that  an  indebtedness  existed,  she  remitted,  unsolicited, 
$400.00.  This  fine  structure,  66  by  112  feet,  built  of  hard  granite,  trimmed 
with  brown  sandstone  and  teak  wood,  with  seven  memorial  windows,  bears 
silent  witness  amid  the  idol-temples  of  Guntur,  to  the  true  God,  and  to  His 
Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

May  the  day  soon  come  when  many  similar  memorials  shall  dot  the  land- 
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scape  and  draw  men  and  women  away  from  their  heathen  temples,  hoary  with 
age,  to  the  worship  of  Christ,  who  alone  is  worthy  of  India’s  adoration. 

(2)  The  Church  Building  Fund  of  Chirala ,  India. 

Chirala  is  our  head-station  in  the  Bapatla  Taluk.  At  present,  the  mission¬ 
ary,  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Harris,  is  home  on  furlough.  He  has  been  soliciting 
funds  since  he  came  home,  and  has  now  raised  $1,368.30  of  the  wThole  amount, 
$2,000.00,  needed  to  complete  this  project.  A  church  building  in  this  center 
will  be  a  great  help  to  the  work  in  the  -whole  taluk,  and  will  furnish  a  conve¬ 
nient  meeting  place  in  this  district  for  our  Christian  people  and  workers.  This 
fund  cannot  be  credited  on  the  apportionment,  and  should  be  sent  to  the  Board. 

(3)  The  Tenali  Bungalow  and  Station  Fund. 

In  the  report  of  the  previous  biennium  the  Board  appropriated  $700.00  to 
purchase  a  most  desirable  site  in  the  taluk  capital,  Tenali,  fifteen  miles  from 
Guntur,  in  the  rich  Krishna  delta.  This  valuable  site  was  secured  through 
the  kindly  offices  of  a  former  college  master,  Mr.  Ch.  Subrymanyam,  now  a 
local  Vakil  and  chairman  of  the  Tenali  Union,  the  name  of  the  local  govern¬ 
ment.  Including  the  cost  of  the  land,  it  is  estimated  that  this  new  station  will 
cost  $5,000.00.  This  amount  is  practically  in  hand,  and  $800,00  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  in  July  last,  to  begin  the  foundation  and  basement  of  the  proposed 
bungalow. 

(4)  The  House-Boat  Fund. 

Dr.  Uhl  raised  the  major  part  of  this  fund  before  he  returned  to  India  in 

1906.  On  account  of  rise  in  the  price  of  lumber  the  boat  could  not  be  built 
at  the  first  estimate,  and  a  new  one  was  subsequently  made,  for  $900.00.  In 
July  the  Board  authorized  the  India  Conference  to  build  the  boat  accordingly. 
The  boat  is  completed.  Brother  Becker  was  making  a  tour  in  it  among  the 
congregations  of  Tenali  when  a  photo  was  taken  from  which  a  cut  was 
made. 

(5)  The  JVezv  Bungalow  in  Guntur. 

According  to  our  last  report,  the  need  of  this  new  bungalow  was  occasioned 
by  the  sale  of  the  Rowe  bungalow'  to  provide  a  site  for  the  proposed  College 
for  Girls.  The  bungalow  is  almost  ready  for  occupancy.  All  the  funds 
needed  have  been  forwarded.  This  will  be  called  the  College  Bungalow  and 
will  be  the  residence  of  the  college  principal. 

(6)  Enlargement  of  the  Watts  Memorial  College' Building. 

To  meet  the  growing  demands  and  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Madras 
University,  steps  were  taken  in  1906  to  enlarge  the  college  building.  The 
laboratory  and  mathematical  class-rooms  were  completed  in  the  early  part  of 

1907.  During  this  biennium  about  $4,000.00  was  expended  in  the  east  wing 
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enlargement.  In  September  the  principal  rejoiced  in  new  and  commodious 
rooms  for  his  and  his  colleagues’  work. 

Five  hundred  dollars  has  been  received  for  the  west  wing  from  the  Mission 
college’s  old  friend  and  supporter,  Mr.  George  W.  Watts,  of  Durham,  N.  C. 
The  Board  has  empowered  the  India  Conference  to  purchase  an  extension  to 
the  college  compound  (campus),  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $3,000.00.  When 
these  projects  are  all  completed  our  Church  will  have  one  of  the  best  college 
plants  in  South  India,  and  be  equipped,  so  far  as  site  and  buildings  go,  for 
the  enlarged  work  demanded  by  the  changed  conditions  of  education.  The 
next  forward  movement  must  be  an  enlarged  American  corps  of  teachers. 

(7)  The  Proposed  College  for  Women  in  Guntur. 

The  compound  for  the  college  has  been  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  four  and 
a  half  acres,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,758.00.  Plans  and  estimates  submitted  by  the 
India  Conference  for  the  proposed  new  buildings  have  been  approved.  Rev. 
Sylvanus  Stall,  D.  D.,  has  recently  donated  $10,000.00  towards  the  project, 
and  the  India  Conference  has  been  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  the  building. 

(8)  A  New  House  for  Muhlenberg  Mission. 

The  old  mission  house  being  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  the  Rev.  Will  M. 
Beck  was  authorized  to  solicit  funds  for  a  new  building.  He  secured  about 
$400.00.  The  Board  appeals  to  generous  friends  for  funds  to  complete  this 
project.

NOTES  ON  ABOVE  STATISTICS. 

( i )  The  paucity  ef  workers  largely  accounts  for  the  small  increase  of  three 
per  cent,  in  the  baptized  and  five  per  cent,  in  the  communicant  membership. 
Owing  to  this  same  cause  the  benevolent  congregational  receipts  amounted  to 
only  $1,350.00. 

At  the  same  time  the  Mission’s  expenses  are  steadily  increasing.  Our 
Boarding  Schools  and  Orphanage  are  a  much  heavier  drain  on  our  funds. 

Moreover,  better  qualified  workers  also  involve  a  larger  outlay.  In  view  of 
these  facts  and  the  growth  of  the  work,  the  Board  sanctioned  for  the  current 
year  the  largest  budget  for  India  in  the  history  of  that  work,  $19,000.00. 
This  has  been  done  in  the  faith  that  the  Church  will  respond  to  this  loud  call 
of  our  India  Mission.  Dr.  Aberly,  the  Treasurer  of  the  India  Conference, 
concludes  bis  report  with  these  words  :  “  We  can  only  appeal  to  our  Church 
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not  to  let  the  more  liberal  support  given  our  work  the  last  fezu  years  suffer 
because  of  present  hard  times.” 

The  foregoing  appeal  gains  force  from  the  fact  that  38  new  villages  have 
been  added  to  the  719  reported  two  years  ago.  Our  workers  have  organized 
17  new  congregations  during  the  biennium,  and  yet  vast  regions  remain  to  be 
occupied. 

8.  New  Station  Needed. 

( 1 )  The  district  work  is  so  divided  that  a  charge  is  usually  one  taluk,  or 
sub-division  of  a  district.  The  exception  to  this  is  the  Narasarowpet-Markapur 
charge,  covering  eight  taluks,  with  7624  Christians,  out  of  an  entire  popu¬ 
lation  of  937,595*  It  is  needless  to  say  that  such  a  field  demands  more  than 
one  missionary.  It  must  be  divided,  and  a  new  station  opened  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.  In  the  words  of  the  last  Guntur  Mission  Report,  the  mis¬ 
sionary  has  made  his  appeal  for  a  new  station,  “  Asking  that  the  charge  be 
divided  and  half  given  to  another  missionary.” 

(2)  Mission  Among  the  Mohammedans . 

The  need  for  such  a  forward  movement  has  long  been  felt.  The  time  is 
ripe  for  it.  Our  work  among  the  Mohammedans  has  been  confined  to  an  In¬ 
dustrial  School,  an  Elementary  School  for  Girls,  Zenana  Work  and  a  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  College  for  Mohammedan  lads.  No  missionary  had  ever  been 
set  apart  for  this  exclusive  work  until  Miss  Rollier  came  to  India.  A  man 
should  be  appointed  at  once  to  study  Hindustani  ;  and  that  the  work  may  not 
lose  continuity,  another  man  should  be  appointed  in  a  year  or  two.

III.  THE  WORK  IN  AFRICA. 

I.  THE  AFRICAN  LUTHERAN  MISSION  CONFERENCE. 

The  members  of  this  Conference  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  biennium 
were  : 

The  Rev.  Will  M.  Beck,  A.  M.,  Superintendent. 
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Miss  Amelie  A.  Klein,  in  charge  of  the  Emma  V.  Day  Memorial  Girls’ 
School. 

Miss  Ruth  Garrett  and  Miss  Lulu  M.  Goodman,  in  joint  charge  of  the  Emma 
V.  Day  Memorial  Girls’  School  since  March,  1908. 

The  Rev.  John  K.  Reed,  Superintendent  of  the  Mission  to  March,  1908. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Brosius,  Superintendent,  until  relieved  by  the  return 
of  Bro.  Beck  from  America  on  October  29th,  1908.  In  charge  of  Educational 
work. 

The  Rev.  J.  C.  Pedersen,  in  charge  of  the  new  station  at  Buhlo  Pelle. 

The  Rev.  E.  E.  Neibel,  in  charge  of  the  Congregational  work  at  Muh¬ 
lenberg. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Neibel. 

This  force  of  American  missionaries  is  the  largest  that  has  been  at  work  in 
our  Muhlenberg  Mission  at  any  one  time  since  its  founding.  But  the  Board 
must  call  the  Church’s  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  biennium  Brother 
Beck  had  to  come  home  on  a  long-deferred  and  much-needed  furlough,  and  was 
at  the  head  of  the  work  only  for  a  very  short  time.  After  his  departure  Brother 
Reed  was  given  the  Superintendency,  which  he  had  to  relinquish  on  account 
of  illness.  Brother  Brosius  then  took  up  the  work  as  Superintendent,  and, 
though  much  handicapped  by  a  very  short  residence  in  Africa,  carried  on  the 
duties  of  his  office  until  relieved  in  November,  1908,  by  Brother  Beck. 

With  so  many  changes  in  administrators,  it  is  hard  to  conceive  how  the  work 
could  be  maintained  at  its  highest  efficiency. 

In  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  American  missionaries,  Brother  Beck  writes, 
under  date  of  December  nth,  1908  :  “The  Conference  held  its  session  for  the 
month  on  the  10th.  .  .  .  All  the  missionaries,  except  the  Rev.  Pedersen,  were 
present.  The  work  was  somewhat  systematized  by  the  assignment  of  the 
Educational  work  to  Brother  Brosius,  the  Religious  work  to  Brother  Neibel, 
and  all  else  to  the  Superintendent.  Should  add  that  Mrs.  Neibel  was  given 
charge  of  the  Music  Department.” 

At  the  same  Conference,  St.  Paul’s  congregation  sent  several  members  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  reviving  the  work  at  that  point.  The  conclusion 
reached  was  that  it  was  inadvisable,  in  view  of  the  expense  involved,  the  few¬ 
ness  of  the  numbers,  and  the  proximity  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
which  is  erecting  a  new  church  building  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  site  for  St.  Paul’s. 

1.  The  Health  of  the  Missionaries. 

The  general  health  of  the  African  force  has  been  good.  This  is  a  cause  of 
devout  thanksgiving  to  all  the  friends  of  the  cause.  The  exception  was  the 
Rev.  John  K.  Reed,  who  arrived  in  Muhlenberg  on  the  26th  of  March,  1907. 
His  health,  never  the  most  robust,  began  to  give  way  towards  the  end  of 
1907,  and,  in  March,  1908,  under  the  kind  care  of  Miss  Klein,  he  returned  to 
America. 
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2.  Furloughs. 

The  furloughs  of  Brothers  Pedersen  and  Brosius  will  be  shortly  due,  and 
they  may  be  compelled  to  come  home  within  the  current  year  ;  and  Misses 
Garrett  and  Goodman  are  now  on  their  way  home.  Thus,  in  a  few  months 
there  will  be  left  in  Muhlenberg  only  fotir  missionaries  to  superintend  the 
work  of  our  entire  field.  Little  wonder  is  it  that  our  devoted  band  is  looking 
towards  the  home  church  for  reinforcements. 

3.  Congregations  and  Schools. 

The  number  of  congregations,  on  account  of  the  closing  of  St.  Paul’s,  has 
been  reduced  to  two,  and  the  membership  remains  the  same,  if  not  less 
than  that  reported  in  the  last  parochial  report,  published  on  page  158  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  Sunbury  Convention.  The  number  of  boys  in  the  schools  is 
slightly  larger,  having  risen  from  193  to  197.  There  are  about  70  boys  in  the 
head  station  school  at  Muhlenberg,  and  35  girls  in  the  Emma  V.  Day  Memorial 
Girls’  School. 


4.  New  Station  for  an  American  missionary. 

The  plan  outlined  by  the  Board  at  the  Des  Moines  Convention  has  been 
generally  followed.  A  chain  of  sub-stations,  with  schools  as  the  bases  of 
operation,  has  been  established  at  varying  distances  into  the  Hinterland.  In 
the  words  of  Superintendent  Beck  :  “Seven  or  more  years  ago  a  forward  move¬ 
ment  was  mapped  out  by  the  then  workers,  .  .  .  which  during  intervening 
years  was  put  into  execution  so  far  as  circumstances  permitted.  Briefly  stated, 
the  plan  called  for  the  establishing  of  a  series  of  stations  distant  from  each  other 
from  fifteen  to  twenty-five  miles,  in  a  general  northeasterly  direction,  following 
up  the  valley  of  the  St.  Paul  River,  and  ultimately  reaching  the  Hinterland  of 
Liberia,  in  the  French  Sudan.  .  .  .  The  fifth  of  this  series  of  stations  was 
located  one  hundred  and  ten  miles  from  Muhlenberg.” 

5.  Buhlo  Pelle  Station. 

Though  long  deferred,  Brother  Pedersen  started  out  on  Tune  3d,  1908,  to 
open  this  new  station.  The  Conference  selected  Buhlo  Pelle,  near  Dchbley’s 
Island,  sixty-five  miles  interior,  as  the  place.  Since  he  has  been  on  the  ground 
he  has  been  erecting  a  house,  and  beginning  that  which  the  Board  hopes  will 
prove  a  strong  station  and  a  successful  basis  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
Hinterland. 

Of  the  climate,  Brother  Pedersen  has  written  :  “  The  climate  here  (Buhlo 
Pelle)  is  much  healthier  than  at  Muhlenberg.” 

The  Board  can  only  refer  to  these  beginnings.  No  results  can  as  yet,  in  the 
nature  of  the  case,  be  shown.  The  sub-stations,  in  charge  of  the  native 
workers,  need  much  supervision  before  they  can  be  effective,  and  this  new 
station  must  be  firmly  established  before  much  can  be  expected.

Buhlo  Pelle  School  cannot  as  yet  report  any  regular  attendance,  though  the 
missionary  says  :  “  Had  we  room  and  teaching  force,  we  might  by  this  time 
have  had  a  hundred  children,  certainly  over  fifty.” 

Over  five  sub-stations  in  the  interior  are  located,  respectively,  seven,  twenty, 
sixty  five,  ninety  and  one  hundred  and  ten  miles  from  Muhlenberg.  Some  of 
the  schools  have  had  a  fitful  existence  during  the  biennium.

2.  INDUSTRIAL  WORK. 

The  Board  considers  this  feature  of  the  work  essential  to  our  very  existence 
in  Africa.  The  mission  aims  to  work  among  the  aborigines,  and  hence  stable 
conditions  and  new  economic  and  social  life  must  be  fostered  along  with  the 
evangelization  of  the  people. 

This  branch  of  the  work  is  mainly  in  the  experienced  hands  of  Superin¬ 
tendent  Beck,  who  writes  as  follows  : 

“  The  coffee  crop,  now  in  process  of  gathering,  will  not  be  a  large  one, 
though  we  expect  more  than  we  shipped  last  year. 

“  It  has  for  years  been  the  plan  of  the  mission  to  enlarge  its  industrial  de¬ 
partment  by  installing  new  machinery  and  new  shops.  This  plan  has  been 
endorsed  by  the  Board,  and  permission  granted  to  secure  contributions  for 
band-saw  and  blacksmith  outfit.  A  few  years  ago  Rev.  Thompson,  of  the 
Independent  Mission  at  Mt.  Coffee,  brought  out  several  hundreds  of  dollars’ 
worth  of  machinery,  saws,  planer,  lathe,  etc.,  but  before  completing  their  in¬ 
stallation  he  died.  No  one  has  been  found  to  carry  forward  his  plans,  and 
his  widow  has  decided  to  dispose  of  as  much  of  the  property  as  she  can  for 
what  she  can  get.  Rev.  Brosius  and  I  have  looked  the  outfit  over  and  picked 
out  what  we  thought  we  could  utilize  here.  No  price  has  yet  been  agreed 
upon,  but  it  will  not  likely  exceed  $ioo.oo.  We  are  inclined  to  regard  this 
acquisition  as  quite  opportune.  Our  engine,  now  in  use,  has  run  for  twelve 
years,  was  purchased  by  Dr.  Day  in  1897.  Though  externally  it  is  in 
apparent  good  condition,  it  is  uncertain  how  many  years  of  life  it  yet  pos¬ 
sesses.  The  turbine  will  enable  us  to  install  water  power  in  place  of  steam 
power.  The  creek  running  within  100  yards  of  the  buildings  of  the  mission 
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furnishes  a  splendid  site  for  a  dam  only  about  300  yards  from  the  mission 
house.  This  dam  would  average  not  to  exceed  60  feet  in  length  and  12  feet 
in  height.  No  estimate  has  yet  been  made  as  to  the  cost  of  building  the  dam, 
but  we  think  it  will  not  be  very  expensive.  Abundance  of  rocks  are  within 
handy  reach.  We  can  readily  secure  an  abundant  supply  of  native  labor.  The 
necessary  cement  would  be  the  heaviest  outlay.  The  installing  of  this  new 
power  would  enable  us  to  remove  our  coffee  machinery  and  the  carpenter 
machinery  and  the  blacksmith  shop  to  the  new  site.  The  building  now 
housing  the  coffee  machinery  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  anyway — it  is  now  in  bad 
condition.  At  present  we  have  no  decent  building  for  the  carpenter  shop. 
The  engine  in  use  is  not  of  sufficient  power  to  run  all  the  machinery  desired 
to  be  installed.” 

The  Board  has  placed  the  sum  realized  from  the  last  coffee  crop,  $721.00, 
at  the  disposal  of  the  African  Conference  to  enlarge  its  mechanical  plant. 
During  the  past  biennium  the  Board  has  realized  on  sale  of  coffee  shipped  to 
America,  the  sum  of  $3,911.74.  This  amount,  however,  includes  an  unsettled 
account  from  the  previous  biennium.

3.  Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  great  needs  of  our  Foreign  fields  and  to 
provide  means  for  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  our  Foreign  work,  the 
Apportionment  Committee  be  hereby  instructed  to  make  the  apportionment 
for  Foreign  Missions  30  cents  per  communicant  for  each  year  of  the  coming 
biennium.

Of  this  amount  $1583.33  has  been  contributed  by  the  Board  of  Education 
toward  our  India  College.  Because  of  the  special  demands  made  by  the 
University  authorities  for  enlargement,  the  Board  has  given  this  amount  to  the 
college  above  the  ordinary  budget  for  college  work.  It  has  enabled  the  col¬ 
lege  to  meet  university  requirements  and  secure  the  needed  corps  of  teachers 
to  carry  on  the  new  curriculum. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  considerable  money  for  specials  is  remitted 
to  Treasurers  of  Synods  by  individuals  and  Young  People’s  Societies,  without 
specifying  the  objects  for  ivhich  it  is  given.  The  Treasurers  can  only  receive 
and  send  it  on  the  apportionment.  Many  individuals  and  societies  fail  hence 
to  get  credit  for  their  contributions  for  specials.  The  only  way  to  obviate  this 
in  the  future  is  for  every  individual  or  Secretary  of  a  society  to  indicate 
clearly  to  the  Treasurers,  when  remitting  money,  for  what  special  object  it  is 
given.  Only  thus  will  individuals  and  societies  get  credit.  Let  all  note  this 
in  the  future.

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  A.  Stewart  Hartman,  D.  D.,  its  General  Secretary.  The 
Treasurer’s  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D., 
Treasurer. 

The  Twentieth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 

General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 

States  of  America. 

Fathers  and  Brethren : 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions,  in  devout  acknowledgment  of  the  divine 
grace  and  guidance  that  has  been  vouchsafed  to  it  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
important  work  committed  to  it  by  the  General  Synod,  herewith  submits  its 
twentieth  biennal  report,  covering  the  two  years  ending  April  30th,  1909. 

It  desires  also  to  place  on  record  an  expression  of  its  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  generous  measure  of  confidence,  sympathy  and  co-operation  that  has  been 
extended  to  it  by  the  Church  during  the  biennium.  The  Board  is  profoundly 
sensible  of  the  fact  that  the  excellent  success  that  has  waited  upon  its  adminis¬ 
tration  of  Home  Missions,  thus  making  the  last  biennium  pre-eminently  the 
best  in  the  history  of  the  General  Synod,  is  largely  due  to  the  help  obtained 
from  God  and  also  to  that  received  from  the  Church,  for  carrying  forward 
the  great  work. 

The  health  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  the  Secretaries,  and  the  mission¬ 
aries  and  their  families,  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good,  for  which  we  are  de¬ 
voutly  grateful  to  the  Author  of  all  our  blessings.  Severe  illness  has,  however, 
visited  a  number  of  the  homes  of  our  missionaries,  and,  in  a  few  instances, 
death  also. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Stoudenmire,  the  pastor  of  our  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  was  the  only  missionary  who  was  called  from  the  scene  of  his 
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active  labors  to  his  rest  and  reward  on  high.  He  departed  this  life,  after  a 
brief  illness  with  pneumonia,  on  the  14th  of  March,  1908,  in  the  56th  year  of 
his  age.  He  was  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  having  been  born  at  Orange¬ 
burg  in  that  State  in  October,  1852,  but  spent  the  larger  part  of  his  life  in  the 
north. 

He  organized  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church  of  Baltimore  on  May  1st,  1905, 
with  22  members,  after  several  weeks  of  a  diligent  canvass  ;  and  it  was  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  mission  on  the  1st  of  June  following. 

He  gave  nearly  three  years  of  faithful  and  self-sacrificing  work  to  this  mis¬ 
sion,  which,  through  his  efforts,  secured  a  very  desirable  building  lot,  upon 
which  was  erected  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  but  which  was  not  entirely 
completed  prior  to  his  death. 

During  the  biennium  our  missionaries  at  Riverside,  Cal.,  Rev.  Archie  E. 
Deitz,  and  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  Rev.  E.  M.  Gearhart,  were  called  upon  to  en¬ 
dure  a  severe  trial  of  affliction  in  their  sad  bereavement  by  the  death  of  their 
wives.  They  were  most  capable  and  faithful  co-workers,  in  the  churches  in 
which  their  husbands  labored,  but  their  loss  was  especially  severe  in  the  homes 
that  were  bereft  of  their  loving  presence  and  gracious  ministry.  To  these 
afflicted  families  the  Board  extended  its  sincere  sympathy. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Board,  as  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  at  Sunbury 
in  May,  1907,  met  at  the  office  of  the  Board  in  Baltimore,  on  the  7th  of  June 
following,  and  effected  an  organization  by  the  election  of  the  following 
officers  :

Field  Secretary — Western  District,  Rev.  L.  P.  Ludden,  D.  D. 

Early  in  October,  1908,  Rev.  Dr.  M.  W.  Hamma  removed  from  Baltimore 
to  Springfield,  Ohio.  Owing  to  the  long  distance  he  was  removed  from  the 
place  of  meeting  of  the  Board,  he  found  that  he  would  be  unable  to  attend  the 
meetings  with  sufficient  regularity  to  efficiently  discharge  his  duty  either  as  its 
presiding  officer  or  as  a  member.  Consequently  he  tendered  his  resignation 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  10th  of  November,  which  resignation 
was  accepted  with  sincere  regrets. 

Dr.  Hamma  had  been  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  in  March,  1882,  to 
fill  the  place  of  Rev.  Lee  M.  Heilman,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  who  had  been  ap¬ 
pointed  as  missionary  to  Chicago,  Ill.,  and  had  remained  in  continuous  and 
faithful  service  until  November  last,  a  period  of  26  years. 

In  June,  1899,  on  the  retirement  of  Rev.  C.  S.  Albert,  D.  D.,  from  the 
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presidency  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Hamma  was  elected  as  his  successor,  and  con¬ 
tinued  in  that  position  to  the  time  of  his  resignation. 

Dr.  Hamma,  throughout  the  long  period  of  his  connection,  always  evinced 
the  deepest  concern  in  the  welfare  of  the  cause,  and  was  ever  with  tongue  or 
pen  or  gift  ready  to  advance  its  interest  and  promote  its  success. 

At  the  same  meeting  Rev.  George  W.  Enders,  D.  D.,  was  elected  President, 
in  succession  to  Dr.  Hamma,  and  Rev.  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.  D.,  was  elected 
Vice-President  to  succeed  Dr.  Enders. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  the  1st  of  February,  Rev.  J. 
Bradley  Markward,  pastor  of  Bethlehem  Lutheran  Church,  of  Plarrisburg, 
Pa.,  was  unanimously  elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Hamma  as  a  member  of  the 
Board. 


GERMAN  TRAVELING  MISSIONARIES. 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  has  continued  to  extend  aid  to  two  traveling 
missionaries  of  the  German  Nebraska  and  Wartburg  Synods.  These  were 
Rev.  Ernst  Pfeiffer,  located  at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  who  devoted  himself  largely 
to  the  interest  of  our  German  Lutherans  in  Nebraska  ;  and  R.ev,  C.  F.  Duecker, 
who  entered  upon  his  work  September  ist,  1907.  He  is  located  at  Enid, 
Okla.,  and  his  special  field  of  operation  is  Oklahoma,  Kansas  and  Texas, 
These  traveling  missionaries  have  most  diligently  devoted  themselves  to  their 
special  work,  and  have  accomplished  very  gratifying  results.  They  have 
visited  many  of  our  scattered  and  religiously  destitute  people  and  ministered 
to  them  in  spiritual  things.  They  have  organized  new  congregations  and 
preached  to  congregations  that  were  without  pastors,  and  rendered  in  many 
other  ways  a  most  helpful  service  to  the  church  and  to  our  brethren  in  the 
faith,  that  was  most  necessary  and  blessed. 

THE  FINANCES. 

The  Resources. — The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  on  the  30th  of 
April,  1907,  the  close  of  the  last  biennium,  was  $8,941.40;  to  this  amount 
there  has  been  added  from  all  sources,  $157,390.29,  making  the  total  avail¬ 
able  amount  $166,331.69.  This  amount  came  from  the  following  sources  :

With  regard  to  this  financial  part  of  the  report  for  the  biennium  we  desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  facts  in  connection  with  it : 

1.  Total  Receipts. — A  comparison  of  the  total  receipts  of  this  and  the  pre¬ 
ceding  biennium,  will  reveal  the  encouraging  fact  that  there  was  an  actual 
advance  in  the  amount  received  of  $26,706.78.  When  it  is  known  that  the 
advance  made  in  the  preceding  two  years  was  the  largest  made  up  to  that 
time,  being  $26,531.98,  the  even  larger  advance  realized  appears  all  the  more 
encouraging  and  shows  that  the  actual  increase  in  our  Home  Mission  receipts 
for  the  last  four  years  was  $53,238.76. 

2.  Receipts  from  the  Synods. — The  receipts  from  the  Synods  on  the  appor¬ 
tionment  are  probably  the  best  criterion  by  which  to  judge  the  heart  of  the 
Church  relative  to  its  attitude  towards  any  object  of  benevolence,  and  they  are 
also  the  chief  source  of  dependence  for  the  support  of  such  objects  ;  and  upon 
these  the  Church  must  mainly  rely  for  the  regular  and  effective  administration  of 
the  work.  Consequently  if  this  chief  and  perennial  source  of  supply  shows  an 
increase  from  year  to  year,  it  gives  assurance  both  of  the  increased  growth  and 
the  greater  permanency  of  the  work.  This  is  a  feature  of  Home  Mission  work 
that  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized,  and  that  should  be  remembered  by  our 
pastors  and  people.  The  obligations  for  the  support  of  Home  missionaries 
must  be  assumed  largely  a  whole  year  in  advance,  and  hence  it  is  imperative 
that  it  have  the  reasonable  expectation  of  a  constant  and  adequate  income 
upon  which  to  estimate  the  future  work,  and  determine  its  character  and  ex¬ 
tent. 

The  total  amount  received  from  the  Synods  and  credited  on  the  apportion¬ 
ment  during  the  biennium  was  $110,262.38,  which  was  $13,884.31  greater 
than  for  the  preceding  two  years.  This  is  certainly  a  very  excellent  increase 
in  the  offerings  of  our  people,  and  is  worthy  of  grateful  recognition.  It  is, 
furthermore,  an  evidence  of  the  faithful  and  devoted  manner  that  has  been 
pursued  by  many  of  our  churches  to  meet  the  obligations  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  apportionment,  and  thus  promote  the  largest  success  of  the 
work. 

But  while  many  congregations  and  quite  a  number  of  Synods  have  raised 
the  full  apportionment,  and,  in  a  good  many  instances  have  done  considerably 
more,  yet  many  others  have  fallen  short  of  the  mark  and  are  still  lingering 
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among  the  delinquents,  and  must  be  assigned  their  place  in  the  deficit  col¬ 
umn.  But  it  is  a  most  gratifying  and  hopeful  sign  for  better  things  in  the  fu¬ 
ture  that  the  number  is  gradually  diminishing,  and  that,  at  no  distant  day,  we 
have  reasons  to  believe  the  deficit  column  will  be  a  feature  of  our  past 
history. 

We  have  taken  some  time  to  look  into  the  records  of  a  number  of  our  fellow- 
Protestant  churches,  in  regard  to  their  benevolent  contributions,  and  while  many 
of  them  contribute  a  considerably  larger  per  capita  amount  for  the  missionary 
operations  of  the  church,  yet  we  believe  that  none  of  them  can  show  a  record 
of  giving  by  all  their  churches  such  as  we  can.  There  are  very  few,  if  any,  of 
the  congregations  of  the  General  Synod  that  do  not  make  contributions  to 
benevolence. 

3.  Receipts  from  the  Woman7 s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. — 

It  affords  us  sincere  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  have  given  excellent  encour¬ 
agement  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  by  largely  increasing  their  appropria¬ 
tions  to  that  object  during  the  biennium.  The  amount  received  in  the  last 
two  years  was  $31,121.85,  which  was  an  increase  of  $11,969.66  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  two  years.  By  the  appropriation  of  this  additional  amount,  aid  was  ex¬ 
tended  to  six  new  fields,  viz.:  Alpaugh,  San  Bernardino  and  Sanger,  Cal.; 
Barnitz  Memorial,  Denver,  Col.;  Friedens,  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  St.  Thomas, 
New  York  City. 

The  following  is  the  complete  roll  of  missions  that  received  support  from  the 
Woman’s  Society,  either  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  biennium  :  Alameda, 
Cal.,  Rev.  H.  S.  Felix;  Alpaugh,  Cal.,  Rev.  J.  J.  Chambers;  Fresno,  Cal., 
Rev.  W.  J.  Roehmer  ;  Long  Beach,  Cal.,  Rev.  D.  J.  Snyder;  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.,  Rev.  J.  W.  Ball,  Ph.

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  present  number  of  missions  supported  by  the 
Society  is  thirty-two,  an  increase  of  seven.  In  addition  to  this  regular  work 
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of  Home  Missions  accomplished  through  the  advice  and  aid'of  the  Executive 
Committee,  certain  branches  of  special  work  have  been  constituted  under  the 
instruction  and  by  the  support  of  the  Executive  Committee.  * 

1.  The  Italian  Work. — An  apparently  favorable  opportunity  was  presented 
in  New  York  City,  and  also  in  West  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  during  the  fall  of  1907, 
for  our  Church  to  do  some  mission  work  among  the  many  religiously  destitute 
and  neglected  Italians.  A  young  Italian  priest,  who  had  been  converted  to 
Protestantism  and  had  united  with  the  Lutheran  Church,  offered  himself  for 
mission  work  among  his  own  countrymen.  The  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  they  promptly  agreed  to  provide  such  means  as  would 
be  necessary  to  support  the  missionary.  The  work  was  carried  on  in  New 
York,  in  the  neighborhood  of  First  Avenue  and  Nineteenth  Street,  using 
Christ’s  Lutheran  Church,  Dr.  G.  U.  Wenner,  pastor,  as  the  place  of  meet¬ 
ing  ;  and  in  West  Hoboken,  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethany  Church,  Rev.  Edward 
Dingman,  pastor,  wrhich  was  also  used  as  a  place  of  meeting.  The  work  was 
carried  on  with  varying  degrees  of  success  for  about  nine  months,  when  it  was 
decided  to  abandon  it  for  awhile,  at  least,  as  it  was  found  that  the  missionary 
in  charge  of  it  was  not  adapted  to  the  work  and  it  was  not  possible  to  secure 
anyone  to  take  his  place. 

Recently  work  among  the  Italians  in  West  Hoboken  has  been  resumed,  and 
a  congregation  has  been  organized,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  effort  will  be  at¬ 
tended  with  better  results.  There  is  a  work  of  vast  importance  and  of  imper¬ 
ative  need  to  be  accomplished  among  this  class  of  our  alien  population  ;  but  at 
present  we  lack  the  equipment  of  teachers  and  missionaries  to  effectively  pros¬ 
ecute  it.  However,  we  should  rejoice  that  we  are  permitted  to  share,  even  in 
a  small  way,  in  the  work  of  evangelizing  these  people. 

2.  The  Immigrant  Work. — The  Executive  Committee  has  also  assumed 
the  support  of  a  female  missionary,  or  immigrant  worker,  at  the  port  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  in  the  person  of  Miss  Marietta  Staake.  The  aim  of  her  ministry 
is  to  visit  the  immigrants  as  they  are  landed  from  the  ships,  and  to  minister,  as 
far  as  may  be  possible,  to  their  spiritual  and  physical  needs,  cheering  and  com¬ 
forting  them  on  their  arrival  in  a  strange  land,  and  helping  them  with  advice 
and  instruction  as  they  may  need.  Miss  Staake  has  been  pursuing  this  work 
during  the  last  nine  months  of  the  biennium  with  great  faithfulness  and  devo¬ 
tion. 

3.  The  Work  in  Buenos  Aires,  S.  A. — Prior  to  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  considerable  interest  had  been  aroused  in  certain  quarters  of 
the  Church  in  reference  to  the  inauguration  of  mission  work  in  the  Argentine 
Republic,  and  especially  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires.  Our  Board  of  Home 
Missions  had  been  asked  to  assume  the  administration  of  such  work,  the 
means  to  support  the  undertaking  to  be  provided  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  Board,  however, 
was  not  clear  that  it  was  authorized  to  administer  work  outside  of  the  United 
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States,  and  sought  the  judgment  of  the  General  Synod  at  its  last  convention, 
which  empowered  it  to  extend  its  work  outside  of  the  United  States  in  coun¬ 
tries  of  North  and  South  America. 

Subsequently  the  Executive  Committee  decided  to  send  Rev.  S.  D.  Daugh¬ 
erty,  of  Philadelphia,  to  Buenos  Aires  for  the  purpose  of  carefully  investi¬ 
gating  that  city  as  a  field  for  the  establishing  of  Lutheran  churches  ;  and,  if 
found  sufficiently  promising,  to  undertake  that  work.  The  committee  requested 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  take  charge  of  the  direction  of  the  enterprise, 
which  it  agreed  to  do.  Consequently,  after  the  preliminary  arrangements  had 
been  made,  Rev.  Daugherty  set  sail  for  Buenos  Aires  on  November  10th  last 
and  reached  his  destination  on  December  24th. 

The  measure  of  the  society’s  service  to  our  Home  Mission  work  has  not 
been  limited,  however,  by  the  number  of  missionaries  that  have  been  the  bene¬ 
ficiaries  of  its  aid.  In  other  ways  the  society  has  exerted  its  influence  and 
devoted  its  ministry  for  the  benefit  of  this  cause  of  our  homeland  evangeliza¬ 
tion,  with  marked  effectiveness.  By  their  active  and  unceasing  efforts  to  dis¬ 
seminate  missionary  information,  and  by  the  faithful  prosecution  of  the  box- 
work  system,  by  which  many  missionaries  and  other  inadequately-supported 
pastors  have  been  provided  by  auxiliary  societies  with  boxes  of  clothing  and 
household  necessities,  by  which  not  only  practical  necessary  assistance  has 
been  given  but  much  encouragement  also  afforded. 

4.  Receipts  from  Legacies. — The  amount  received  from  bequests  aggre¬ 
gated  the  sum  of  $8,770.64,  which  was  $6,397.83  more  than  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  biennium.  This  is  an  encouraging  feature  of  our  receipts  for  this  bien¬ 
nium. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  and  regret  for  a  number  of  years  that,  with 
the  increasing  membership  and  growing  wealth  of  our  Church,  so  very  few  of 
our  members  made  provision  in  their  wills  for  the  support  of  the  great  benev¬ 
olent  interests  of  their  Church,  after  their  departure  from  this  life  to  their  rest 
and  reward  on  high.  During  the  eight  years  prior  to  the  present  biennium, 
only  twenty-seven  persons  remembered  Home  Missions  in  their  wills,  the 
aggregate  amount  of  whose  bequests  was  $9,416.67,  an  average  of  only 
$1,177.08  per  year.  This  is  entirely  too  small  an  amount  to  be  received  from 
this  source,  and  is  an  indication  that,  in  this  feature  of  our  Christian  steward¬ 
ship,  there  has  been  serious  neglect  in  the  proper  training  of  our  people  ; 
hence  they  do  not  recognize  the  claims  of  their  divine  Lord  and  Saviour,  as 
represented  in  His  Church,  upon  their  estates. 

In  the  amount  received  in  this  biennium  one  bequest  of  $5,000.00  came 
from  a  member  of  a  church  not  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  so 
that  of  the  sum  received  only  $3,770.64  can  be  credited  to  members  of  our 
own  churches. 

We  submit  herewith  the  names  of  these  faithful  stewards  of  Jesus  Christ 
who  wisely  recognized  their  obligations  to  the  interests  of  His  kingdom  and 
the  claims  of  His  Church ;  and  who  set  apart  a  portion  of  their  earthly 
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possessions  for  the  service  of  His  kingdom  when  they  ceased  from  their 
labors.

5.  Annuity  Gift. — This  fund  was  increased  during  the  biennium  by  the 
addition  of  $800.00  from  a  faithful  Christian  woman,  a  member  of  one  of  our 
churches  in  the  East  Ohio  Synod.  The  purpose  of  this  fund,  which  was 
established  in  1894,  was  to  give  benevolently-disposed  persons,  who  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions  and  who  desire  to  aid  in  promoting  its 
enlargement  and  greater  success,  the  opportunity  to  give  to  the  Board  such 
amounts  as  they  desired  to  devote  to  that  purpose.  By  this  fund  those  pos¬ 
sessed  of  means  intended  for  the  Home  Mission  cause,  but  the  income  of 
which  they  need  during  their  natural  life,  can  loan  the  amount  to  the  Board 
and  receive  a  regular  annuity  interest  until  death.  This  plan  has  several 
peculiar  advantages : 

(a)  It  affords  the  charitably-disposed  person  to  make  a  safe  investment. 

(b)  It  enables  him  to  receive  a  satisfactory  return  for  the  money  while  it  is 
already  employed  in  the  work  of  the  Church  and  in  the  propagation  of  the 
gospel. 

(c)  It  avoids  tedious  legal  processes,  and,  often,  expensive  and  uncertain 
litigation  after  death. 

During  the  fifteen  years  that  this  Annuity  Gift  Fund  has  been  employed,  it 
has  worked  wdth  entire  satisfaction  both  to  the  donors  and  to  the  Board,  and 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  a  larger  number  of  persons  could  not  employ  it  as 
a  safe  plan  of  investing  their  money  intended  for  Christian  benevolence  after 
the  close  of  their  lives  on  earth. 

Since  1894  twelve  donations  have  been  made  to  this  fund,  aggregating 
$7,000.00,  upon  which  the  Board  has  paid  annuities  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
time.  Seven  of  the  donors  have  died  and  five  still  receive  the  annuity. 

6.  The  Offerings  of  the  Sunday  Schools. — While  the  offerings  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  schools  made  on  Luther  Sunday,  during  the  last  two  years,  have  been 
approximately  $37,000.00  (we  cannot  be  entirely  accurate  in  the  statement  of 
the  amount,  inasmuch  as  we  must  depend  upon  the  reports  from  the  schools, 
which  are  never  complete),  a  very  satisfactory  record,  indeed  ;  yet  no  separate 
place  is  given  to  these  gifts  of  the  Sunday  school  because  they  are  included  in 
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the  contributions  of  the  congregation  and  are  credited  with  them  on  the 
apportionment. 

This  special  work  in  the  Sunday  schools  for  the  benefit  of  Home  Missions 
has  been  carried  on  since  1883,  a  period  of  twenty-six  years,  with  a  very  gratify¬ 
ing  measure  of  success.  While  the  sum  contributed  by  the  members  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  schools  aggregates  considerably  over  $200,000.00,  and  has  been  a  most 
important  aid  in  the  enlargement  of  our  Home  Mission  work  during  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century,  yet  doubtless  the  greatest  service  rendered  to  the  Church 
through  this  agency  has  been  its  educational  value.  The  training  of  our 
children  and  young  people  in  the  knowledge  of  this  great  benevolent  work  of 
the  Church  is  of  incalculable  value  and  will  extend  its  helpful  influence  to 
coming  generations. 

7.  Young  People' s  Missions. — The  amount  received  from  Young  People’s 
Societies  and  applied  to  the  support  of  Young  People’s  Home  Missions  was 
$  1, 183.68.  This  was  an  increase  of  $237. 12  over  the  amount  received  during 
the  preceding  two  years,  but  we  regret  to  say  it  was  far  too  small  an  in¬ 
crease.  We  have  made  special  and  unusual  effort  to  arouse  the  interest  and 
enlist  the  co-operation  of  our  young  people.  But  the  results  of  our  efforts 
have  been  a  disappointment.  One  of  the  most  difficult,  and  hitherto  un¬ 
solved,  problems  that  have  met  us  in  our  work  is,  “How  to  interest  and 
secure  the  support  of  our  Young  People’s  Societies”  in  behalf  of  Plome  Mis¬ 
sions.  There  are,  approximately,  eight  hundred  societies,  of  various  names, 
in  the  churches  of  our  General  Synod,  and  it  would  not  be  a  difficult  matter 
for  them  to  average  at  least  one  share  of  $5.00  each,  which  would  make  an 
annual  sum  of  $4,000.00.  This  is  a  splendid  resource  of  the  Church  that 
needs  to  be  developed,  and  we  earnestly  entreat  all  our  pastors  to  co-operate 
with  us  in  securing  that  object. 

Three  important  missions  are  accredited  to  the  Young  People’s  Department 
of  Home  Missions,  and  it  has  been  expected  that  their  full  support  would  be 
furnished  by  them.  But,  unfortunately,  less  than  half  the  amount  has  been 
provided  by  them  during  the  last  two  years. 

8.  Individual  Gifts. — As  will  be  seen  in  the  financial  statement,  the  indi¬ 
vidual  gifts  have  aggregated  the  sum  of  $5,241.47,  of  which  amount  $3,393.42 
was  contributed  specifically  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  ;  $1,230,00  to  the 
New  Home  Missions  Fund,  and  the  remaining  $618.05  was  given  without  in¬ 
dicating  the  purpose  and  was  placed  in  the  General  Fund.  The  Board  sin¬ 
cerely  appreciated  these  special  offerings  for  the  work,  as  they  were  not  only 
most  helpful  in  a  time  of  severe  need,  but  because  of  the  cordial  words  of  sym¬ 
pathy  and  encouragement  with  which  they  were  accompanied,  expressing  deep 
interest  in  the  success  of  the  work. 

The  definite  aim  of  the  New  Home  Missions  Fund  was  to  equip  the  Board 
with  the  means  to  answer  the  appeals  for  aid  in  new  fields  without  trenching 
too  largely  on  the  General  Fund,  and  thus  impairing  its  ability  to  meet  its  cur¬ 
rent  obligations  on  account  of  work  already  assumed.  It  was  the  purpose  of 
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the  Board  to  secure  ultimately  $10,000.00  and  to  use  it  in  the  support  of  these 
new  fields  the  first  year. 

9.  The  Balance. — As  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  Treasurer’s 
report,  the  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  biennium  was  $18,- 
492.12.  This  unusually  large  balance  may  be  a  surprise  to  this  body,  and 
may  require  some  explanation  to  understand  its  existence.  The  experience  of 
the  treasury,  during  the  biennium,  has  been  a  peculiar  one.  At  the  opening, 
on  May  1st,  1907,  there  was  a  net  deficit  in  the  treasury  of  $2,059.60.  A 
deficit  of  varying  amounts  was  reported  each  month  until  August  1st,  1908, 
when  it  reached  the  somewhat  alarming  proportions  of  over  seventeen  thousand 
dollars.  Under  the  circumstances  the  Board  was  not  able  to  meet  its  obligations 
when  due,  and,  as  it  had  reached  the  limit  of  its  borrowing  ability,  it  was 
obliged  to  send  forth  a  cry  of  distress  to  the  Church,  and  call  upon  it  for 
relief.  The  cry  of  need,  we  are  happy  to  report,  was  promptly  heard,  and 
at  once  special  gifts  from  individuals  and  from  churches  began  to  reach  the 
treasury  ;  also,  with  few  exceptions,  the  Synods  reported  increases  in  their 
contributions  on  the  apportionment.  And  the  offerings  in  the  Sunday  schools 
were  also  increased  several  thousand  dollars,  doubtless  influenced  by  the  fact 
of  the  straitened  condition  of  the  Board’s  treasury.  And,  in  addition  to  this 
increase  in  receipts  from  the  sources  indicated,  there  was  a  further  increase  from 
legacies.  So  that  by  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  the  Board  was  not  only  able 
to  meet  its  current  obligations,  but  to  pay  off  all  its  outstanding  indebtedness. 

During  the  three  closing  months  of  the  year  the  receipts  have  considerably 
exceeded  the  expenditures,  so  that  by  the  close  of  the  biennium  the  indicated 
balance  had  accumulated.  This  very  encouraging  and  gratifying  experience 
of  the  Board  during  the  last  eight  months  of  the  biennium  shows  how  easily 
the  Church  can  supply  the  actual  want  of  its  benevolent  work  if  its  heart  is 
touched  with  a  feeling  of  its  need. 

Because  of  this  apparently  large  balance  no  one  should  conclude  that  the 
Board  has  been  supplied  with  a  larger  amount  of  means  than  is  actually  neces¬ 
sary  for  its  immediate  needs.  The  amount  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the 
biennium  is  no  larger  than  is  necessary  to  enable  the  Board  to  meet  its  obliga¬ 
tions  incident  to  the  five  monthly  payments  of  salaries  falling  due  from  May 
1st  to  September  1st,  inclusive.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  receipts  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  four  months  of  the  new  biennium  are  usually  very  small,  while 
the  expenditures  are  about  $25,000.00.  So  that  the  balance  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  thousand  dollars  will  be  required  to  carry  the  work  over  the  summer 
months  and  until  the  treasury  is  again  replenished  with  the  receipts  from  the 
fall-meeting  Synods. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  TWENTIETH  BIENNIUM. 

The  tabulated  statement,  which  presents  in  quite  full  detail,  and  as  accu¬ 
rately  as  possible,  the  work  accomplished  in  each  mission  and  by  each  mis¬ 
sionary,  and  which  constitutes  a  part  of  this  report,  is  printed  as  Appendix  A. 
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From  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  missions  enrolled,  and 
which,  with  few  exceptions,  received  aid,  either  the  whole  or  part  of  the  time, 
was  220.  This  was  an  increase  of  8  over  the  preceding  biennium.  Three 
missions  that  were  vacant  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium  were  carried  on 
the  roll  with  the  expectation  that  aid  would  be  granted  when  pastors  were 
secured  ;  but  no  aid  was  asked,  hence  they  are  reported  self-supporting,  which 
is  the  only  just  way  to  account  for  them. 

The  number  reported  at  the  last  General  Synod  as  enrolled  and  entitled  to 
aid  at  the  beginning  of  the  biennium  wras  184  ;  of  this  number  6  were  not 
given  further  aid  because  conditions  did  not  justify  the  Board  in  granting  it, 
leaving  178  ;  to  this  number  42  new  missions  were  added,  making  an  enroll¬ 
ment  for  the  biennium  of  220. 

If  you  will  take  the  time  to  examine  this  comprehensive  exhibit  of  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  263  missionaries  who  served  the  Church  in  these  mission 
churches,  you  will  find  in  it  a  record  of  faithful,  diligent,  efficient  and  self- 
sacrificing  labor,  as  well  as  gratifying  success — a  success  in  many,  aye,  in  most 
instances  that  has  been  wrought  under  unfavorable  conditions,  and  in  the  face 
of  serious  obstacles,  and  which  is  strong  testimony  to  a  noble  heroism  and 
splendid  loyalty  of  those  of  our  brethren  in  the  fellowship  of  the  gospel  min¬ 
istry  who  have  chosen  to  accept  the  Home  Mission  commission,  and  who  with 
unfaltering  faith  and  undaunted  courage  have  carried  the  banner  of  our  Church 
into  the  hard  places  of  our  land.

COMPARISON  OF  RESULTS. 

If  we  institute  a  comparison  between  the  above  summary  of  results  and  a 
similar  summary  for  the  preceding  biennium,  we  will  make  the  gratifying  dis¬ 
covery  that  in  almost  every  important  branch  of  the  work  there  has  been  de¬ 
cided  and  satisfactory  progress.  Though  there  has  not  been  a  large  advance 
in  the  number  of  missions  receiving  aid,  yet  the  increase  has  been  8,  the 
difference  between  220  in  the  present  biennium  and  212  in  the  last.  In  view 
of  the  embarrassing  financial  conditions  that  prevailed  during  the  first  to 
eighteen  months  of  that  period,  the  showing  which  the  Board  is  able  to  make 
is  certainly  very  encouraging.  The  Board  began  the  biennium  with  a  deficit 
of  $2,059.60,  and  was  burdened  with  a  debt  of  varying  dimensions  until 
January  last.  Consequently  it  was  seriously  handicapped  in  the  matter  of 
enlarging  its  operations  by  taking  up  new  missions.  In  the  number  of  new 
missions  received  there  was  a  gain  of  6  ;  in  the  number  of  new  congregations 
there  was  a  gain  of  10  ;  in  the  number  of  churches  bought  or  built  there 
was  a  gain  of  14.  In  the  number  of  “infants  baptized”  and  “Catechu¬ 
mens”  there  was  a  decrease,  but  in  the  latter  it  is  likely  that  it  was  more 
apparent  than  real.  In  the  additions  to  membership  there  was  a  gain  of 
1,210.  In  the  enrollment  of  members,  both  of  the  churches  and  Sunday 
schools  there  was  a  marked  increase.  In  the  matter  of  benevolence  the  gains 
have  been  most  satisfactory,  aggregating  the  splendid  sum  of  $34,789.44,  a 
gain  of  $3, 53  G  89.  In  the  contributions  for  all  purposes  the  missions  advanced 
from  $481,712.07  to  $571,557-75*  a  gain  of  $89,845.68. 

A  study  of  this  statement  of  the  excellent  achievements  in  our  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  fields,  with  their  convincing  proof  of  the  urgent  need  of  this  work  and  its 
exceeding  profitableness,  should  silence  every  carper  against  it  because  it  is 
unnecessary  or  because  unremunerative.  It  tells  the  story  of  wise  sowing  and 
of  a  golden  harvest. 
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LOCATION  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  missions  enrolled  during  the  biennium  numbered  220.  With  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  these  received  aid  during  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  biennium.  They 
were  distributed  in  twenty- two  States  and  the  same  number  of  Synods,  as 
follows  :

SELF-SUPPORTING. 

Perhaps  no  fact  in  connection  with  the  planting  and  developing  of  a  church 
through  the  agency  of  Home  Missions  is  more  cordially  appreciated  than  the 
attainment  of  its  majority,  when  it  has  realized  sufficient  strength  to  be  able 
to  relinquish  the  fostering  care  and  the  supporting  arm  of  its  Home  Mission 
mother  and  go  forth  on  an  independent  career. 

The  specific  purpose  of  Home  Mission  endeavor  is  to  plant  churches  where 
they  are  needed,  primarily  among  the  destitute  of  the  dispersed  of  our  own 
household,  that  will  in  due  time  grow  into  strong  and  serviceable  self-supporting 
churches,  and  the  sooner  that  object  is  accomplished  the  more  successful  the 
work  will  be  regarded.  Churches  that  trace  their  ancestry  to  Home  Missions, 
that  have  been  nourished  by  its  bounty,  but  have  no  ambition  for  the  larger 
life  of  freedom  that  comes  to  the  strong ;  being  willing  to  prolong  their  state 
of  dependence  that  they  may  be  spared  some  additional  service  and  sacrifice, 
are  unworthy  children,  and  are  living  beneath  their  privilege  and  duty.  From 
the  day  of  its  birth  every  Home  Mission  church  should  honestly  and  earnestly 
strive  to  attain  the  goal  of  self-support.  The  very  effort  will  be  a  valuable 
factor  and  an  excellent  discipline  in  the  development  and  qualifications  of  the 
Church  for  its  high  career. 

It  is  a  cause  of  much  gratification  to  report  that  twenty- eight  missions 
decided  to  undertake  their  own  support  during  the  past  biennium.  Two  of 
these  were  vacant  at  the  close  of  the  last  biennium,  and  were  carried  on  the 
roll  as  missions,  but  asked  no  further  aid,  and  hence  are  justly  included  in 
this  list.

NEW  MISSIONS. 

The  number  of  new  fields  that  were  occupied  during  the  biennium  was  42, 
six  more  than  last  year.  Under  the  circumstances  prevailing  during  a  large 
part  of  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  especially  the  straitened  condition 
of  the  treasury,  this  fact  is  more  than  ordinarily  encouraging. 

However,  had  the  Board  been  untrammeled,  a  considerably  larger  number  of 
new  fields  would  have  been  added  to  the  roll  ;  as,  in  a  number  of  instances 
when  appeals  for  help  were  made,  the  Board  was  obliged  to  decline  the  aid 
sought.  Of  these  42  new  missions,  24  are  from  the  Eastern  District,  4  from 
the  Central,  and  14  from  the  Western.  Thirty-four  of  these  received  aid  from 
the  General  Fund  ;  four  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  ;  one,  Grace,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  from  the 
Young  People’s  Fund,  and  one,  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  is  supported  by  the 
First  Lutheran  Church,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  The  aggregate  appropriation  for 
these  42  new  missions  is  $14,255.00.

THE  WORK  NOW 

ON  HAND. 

At  the  close  of  the  twentieth  biennium,  on  April  30th,  the  number  of  missions 
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enrolled  and  entitled  to  the  aid  of  the  Board  was  192.  (See  Appendix  B.) 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  May,  the  following  new  missions  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  the  funds  of  the  Board:  King’s  Highway,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ; 
Jamaica,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.;  Stapleton,  Staten  Island,  N.  Y. ;  Ottumwa, 
Iowa;  Nashville,  Tenn.;  Eagle  and  Elmwood,  Neb.,  and  Berkeley,  Cal. 
Temporary  aid  was  also  promised  to  Hamilton,  Ohio  ;  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Hast¬ 
ings,  Neb.,  and  Grand  Junction,  Col.,  making  the  total  number  of  new  fields 
to  receive  the  support  of  the  Board,  203.  This  is  14  more  than  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  previous  two  years.  But  it  must  not  be  thought  that,  when  these 
new  fields  have  been  regularly  occupied,  the  present  opportunities  for  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  work  have  been  temporarily  exhausted  ;  that  would  be  very  far 
from  the  truth. 

The  trying  experiences  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  because  of  the 
burdensome  and  embarrassing  deficit  in  its  treasury,  imposed  the  obligation 
of  pursuing  the  work  of  enlarging  its  operations  quite  conservatively,  so  as  to 
obtain  relief  and  avoid  a  recurrence  of  the  same  conditions. 

But  the  unquestioned  fact  remains  that  the  field  for  the  Home  Mission 
activities  of  the  General  Synod  has  never  been  so  extensive  in  its  area,  nor  so 
abundant  in  its  material  for  excellent  results  ;  nor  so  urgent  in  its  crying  need 
for  the  gospel  of  divine  grace  and  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  at  this  hour. 

There  are,  possibly,  more  than  6,000,000  of  souls  of  Lutheran  birth  or 
training ;  at  least  with  Lutheran  antecedents,  in  this  country  alone  who  are 
without  the  Church  and  in  spiritual  destitution,  who  have  peculiar  claims  upon 
our  interest  and  help.  Besides  these,  there  are  many  millions  more  who  are 
utterly  irreligious  and  godless,  a  terrible  menace  to  the  future  peace  and 
prosperity  of  our  nation,  who,  for  the  sake  of  the  Church  and  the  state,  must 
be  reached  with  the  saving  truths  of  God’s  word.  In  view  of  the  imperative 
need  of  promptly  caring  for  our  own,  and  for  our  vast  unchurched  population, 
our  determined  effort  should  be  to  enter  and  occupy  at  least  one  hundred  new 
fields  during  the  twenty-first  biennium.  That  should  be  the  definite  aim, 
and  a  lower  mark  should  not  satisfy.  While  such  an  enlargement  of  the  work 
will  require,  it  is  true,  an  enlarged  equipment  for  its  accomplishment  both  of 
men  and  money.  But,  judging  from  our  happy  experience  during  the  last  six 
months,  we  believe  the  Church  will  heartily  endorse  the  effort  by  providing 
the  men  and  the  means  for  such  an  advanced  movement. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  OTHER  LUTHERAN  BODIES. 

At  the  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  held  in  Hagerstown,  in  June, 
1895,  a  resolution  was  adopted,  recommending  to  the  general  bodies  which 
would  agree  to  the  plan,  certain  rules  of  co-operation  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  of  Lutheran  Home  Missions ;  the  purpose  being  to  prevent  friction 
in  the  administration  of  the  work,  by  avoiding  the  occupancy  of  the  same  field 
by  two  or  more  bodies  when  a  church  of  one  body  would  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  the  requirements.  The  plan  of  operation  and  the  method  of  adjustment 
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were  definitely  set  forth  in  case  any  differences  arose.  The  following  is  the 
action  taken  at  that  time  relative  to  the  occupancy  of  the  field  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  most  respectfully  recommend  to  our  respective 
general  bodies,  for  their  adoption,  the  policy  that  wherever  one  body  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  hereunto  consenting,  is  in  occupation  of  a  field,  and  is 
shown  to  be  in  a  reasonable  degree  able  to  care  for  our  Lutheran  material 
therein,  the  other  or  others  shall  respect  such  occupancy  and  abstain  from  any 
attempt  to  plant  an  additional  congregation  to  operate  in  the  same  language, 
and  that  in  case  of  any  disagreement,  the  Home  Mission  Boards  or  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  bodies  concerned  shall  amicably  adjust  such  differences.” 

At  the  following  convention,  held  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  in  June,  1897,  it  was 
announced  by  our  Committee  on  Fraternal  Co-operation  that  the  three  general 
bodies — the  General  Council,  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  and  the  General 
Synod — had  adopted  the  agreement  formulated  by  the  joint  committee  and 
presented  at  the  previous  convention  of  the  General  Synod.  The  committee 
then  stated  that  the  following  suggestions,  made  by  the  General  Council,  were 
unanimously  passed  by  the  committee  for  submission  to  the  respective  bodies 
represented.  The  following  are  the  suggestions,  or  rules  of  co-operation  that 
were  presented  and  adopted  at  that  time  : 

“  1st.  That  we  recommend  to  the  bodies  which  we  represent  for  their  adop¬ 
tion,  the  following  rule  : 

“That,  where  any  general  body  has  congregations,  whatever  be  the  lan¬ 
guage,  the  establishment  of  a  congregation  of  another  general  body  within  the 
territory  be  not  undertaken,  unless  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  body  occupy¬ 
ing  the  territory  and  the  officers  of  the  Synod  on  the  field  be  first  consulted. 

“  2d.  We  recommend  :  That  a  Committee  of  Arbitration,  representing  the 
bodies  that  enter  into  the  compact,  be  constituted,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  cases  where  agreement  has  not  been  otherwise  obtained.” 

Since  that  time — twelve  years  ago — our  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  relied 
upon  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  the  chairman  of  the  General  Synod 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Co-operation,  and  for  the  larger  part  of  the  time  since 
then  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  for  the  interpretation  of 
those  Rules  of  Co-operation  ;  and  our  Board  has  pursued  its  work  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  its  understanding  of  the  meaning  and  intent  of  those  Rules  of  Co¬ 
operation  during  these  twelve  years  ;  and  there  has  been  no  occasion  for 
resorting  to  the  methods  of  adjustment  proposed. 

Recently,  however,  in  answer  to  the  earnest  appeal  of  our  General  Synod 
pastors,  located  in  Canada,  to  extend  our  Home  Mission  operations  into  that 
country,  by  occupying  a  number  of  fields  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  so  that 
their  work  might  be  encouraged  and  strengthened  by  the  presence  of  other 
pastors  and  churches  in  the  same  section,  the  Board  instructed  one  of  its  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  visit  Ontario  and  make  a  canvass  of  a  number  of  the  cities  and 
larger  towns,  not  already  occupied  by  a  Lutheran  church,  in  order  to  learn 
whether  they  offered  fields  of  such  need  and  promise  as  to  justify  our  Board  in 
planting  churches  there.  Our  effort  was  merely  tentative  and  for  the  purpose  of 
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obtaining  definite  information,  and  was  without  any  intention  of  entering  any 
particular  field  ;  especially  none  already  occupied  by  a  General  Council  church. 

As  soon  as  it  became  known  to  the  representatives  of  the  General  Council 
Board  of  Home  Missions  that  our  representative  was  in  Canada,  on  a  visit  of 
inquiry  and  inspection,  a  vigorous  protest  was  made  against  the  prosecution  of 
Home  Mission  work  in  that  province  by  the  General  Synod.  This  protest 
was  a  great  surprise  to  your  Board,  as  it  revealed  the  fact  that  an  entirely 
and  radically  different  conception  of  the  Rules  of  Co-operation  was  held  by 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Council  from  that  held  by  our  Board. 

Our  Board  has  always  held  that  the  rules  were  intended  to  apply  to  individual 
fields  or  pastorates,  and  that  their  purpose  was  to  prevent  infraction  on  a  field  or 
pastoral  charge,  community,  or  town  where  one  congregation  or  pastorate  was 
entirely  adequate  to  meet  the  actual  need  for  a  Lutheran  church.  It  seems, 
however,  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  General  Council  interprets  the 
supplementary  rules  adopted  in  1897  as  relating  to  large  cities  or  to  States  or 
to  extensive  sections  of  the  country ;  or  to  entire  provinces,  as  Ontario  or 
Quebec,  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

The  logical  result  of  such  an  interpretation  would  be  that,  if  either  body  had 
two  or  more  congregations  in  a  city  or  State  or  province,  the  other  bodies  to 
the  compact  could  not  plant  and  aid  in  the  support  of  a  church  there  without 
the  consent  of  the  Synod  to  which  the  congregations  already  organized  belong. 

As  our  Board  cannot  see  its  way  clear  to  accept  the  construction  that  is  given 
these  Supplementary  Rules  of  Co-operation  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of 
the  General  Council ;  and,  as  it  is  further  of  the  opinion  that  our  committee 
that  presented  them  to  the  General  Synod,  and  the  General  Synod  itself,  that 
adopted  them,  did  not  so  understand  them ;  it  therefore  refers  the  whole  sub¬ 
ject  of  Fraternal  Co-operation  with  other  Lutheran  bodies,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
Home  Missions,  to  the  General  Synod,  and  requests  it  to  furnish  a  clear  and 
intelligible  construction  of  those  rules. 

OUR  GERMAN  WORK. 

The  Board  has  deeply  appreciated  the  privilege,  as  well  as  the  importance, 
of  extending  the  work  of  Home  Missions  among  our  German  brethren  as 
far  as  it  has  been  possible.  It  has  promptly  responded  to  all  appeals 
for  aid  that  were  presented  from  fields  that  met  its  conditions  of  help.  The 
largest  and  the  most  promising  field  open  in  this  country  at  this  time,  for  the 
planting  of  our  Church  through  Home  Mission  agency,  is  the  large  German 
population  that  is  found  scattered  abroad  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  our 
country.  There  is  scarcely  a  State,  city  or  town  in  our  land  where  German 
people  are  not  found  ;  and  in  all  cases  a  certain  proportion,  and  usually 
a  large  portion,  of  them  are  of  Lutheran  antecedents,  and  present  worthy 
claims  upon  us  for  our  care  and  help  in  providing  for  them  the  church  and  the 
means  of  divine  grace.  The  future  growth  and  welfare  of  our  Church  is,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  conditioned  upon  the  measure  of  Home  Mission  work 
that  we  accomplish  among  these  widely  scattered  people  of  our  household  of 
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faith.  A  wise  policy  of  administration  will,  therefore,  comprehend  a  generous 
share  of  our  effort  in  the  prosecution  of  our  work  among  the  unchurched  of  our 
brethren,  who  have  come  to  this  country  from  the  fatherland,  and  who  con¬ 
stitute  a  large  and  importaut  element  in  the  population  of  our  nation. 

During  the  last  biennium  the  Board  has  extended  aid  to  twenty-nine  fields, 
a  part  or  all  of  the  time,  in  which  the  German  language  is  used  entirely  or  in 
part.  In  addition  to  these  pastors  of  churches  which  have  received  aid,  the 
Board,  as  above  stated,  has  also  assisted  in  the  support  of  the  two  traveling 
missionaries — Rev.  Ernst  Pfeiffer  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Duecker.

THE  RECORD  OF  FORTY  YEARS. 

Since  that  eventful  and  epoch-making  General  Synod,  held  in  the  capital 
of  the  nation,  in  May,  1869,  at  which  the  present  system  of  Home  Mission 
administration  was  adopted,  forty  years  have  passed.  And  it  is  a  matter  of 
familiar  history  that  during  the  period  compassed  by  these  years  the  great 
cause,  upon  whose  efficiency  in  prosecution  and  whose  success  in  results  de¬ 
pends  so  largely  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Church,  made  steady  and 
gratifying  progress. 

Recently,  in  the  closing  week  of  April,  the  three  missionary  Boards  of  the 
Church,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  whose  origin 
dates  back  to  the  same  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  in  1869,  celebrated 
the  fortieth  annniversary  of  their  birth  in  a  most  fitting  and  successful  manner, 
in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

That  interesting  and  inspiring  occasion  afforded  a  most  favorable  opportu¬ 
nity  to  recall  and  recount  the  excellent  achievements  of  those  prolific  years, 
and  gather  wisdom  and  inspiration  for  the  larger  and  grander  work  which  the 
opportunities  and  needs  of  the  present  and  the  future  will  imperatively  de¬ 
mand  of  us  as  a  Church. 

The  testimony  of  these  forty  years  is  clear  and  unequivocal  as  to  the  momen-

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tous  importance  and  insuperable  value  of  the  Home  Mission  enterprise  in  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  Church,  and  in  the  promotion  of  its  efficiency 
in  the  prosecution  of  its  God-given  work.  In  a  very  large  measure,  it  must 
be  admitted,  the  surprising  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  last  forty  years 
in  our  Church  has  been  due  to  the  agency  whose  appointed  duty  and  specific 
mission  has  been  to  explore  the  land,  discover  the  fields,  plant  and  foster  the 
Church,  and  thus  enlarge  the  borders  of  our  Zion.  The  star  of  our  ecclesias¬ 
tical  empire,  under  the  guiding  and  sustaining  hand  of  Home  Missions,  has 
moved  westward  from  ocean  to  ocean,  and  in  its  progress  hundreds  of  churches 
have  been  established,  thousands  of  souls  have  been  gathered  into  their  fellow¬ 
ship,  educational  and  eleemosynary  agencies  and  institutions  have  been  estab¬ 
lished,  fountains  of  running  waters  have  been  opened  in  the  desert  to  quench 
the  spiritual  thirst  of  multitudes,  and  the  Christian  civilization  of  our  nation 
has  been  promoted. 

From  the  tables  of  results  which  we  herewith  submit,  the  scope  and  charac¬ 
ter  and  results  of  the  work  will  be  immediately  apparent.  The  progress  of 
the  work  has  been  steady  and  encouraging,  with  a  single  reaction  in  the  fourth 
biennium  ending  in  1877.

One  important  and  encouraging  fact  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
Board  is  that  the  churches  of  the  General  Synod  west  of  the  Missouri  River 
have,  with  few  exceptions,  been  planted  through  its  agency  since  1869  ;  and 
that  out  of  those  churches  have  been  organized  four  Synods  which  have  been 
received  into  this  body.  They  are  :  Nebraska,  organized  in  1872  ;  Califor¬ 
nia,  in  1891  ;  Rocky  Mountain,  in  1891  ;  and  the  German  Nebraska,  in 
1891.  The  rapid  growth  of  these  bodies  may  be  judged  by  the  following 
figures,  taken  from  their  parochial  reports  for  1908  :  Ministers  enrolled,  144  ; 
congregations,  166;  communicant  members,  12,685;  scholars  and  teachers 
enrolled  in  the  Sunday  schools,  10,317  ;  contributions  for  benevolence,  $20,- 
461.55  ;  total  contributions  for  church  work,  $176,626.29  ;  and  estimated 
value  of  church  property,  $1,079,753.00. 

'The  Kansas  Synod,  which  was  received  in  1869 — just  forty  years  ago — or¬ 
ganized  with  churches  established  by  Home  Mission  effort. 

CONCLUSION. 

Beloved  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

The  record  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  General  Synod  for  the 
twentieth  biennium  as  administered  by  your  representatives,  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  has  now  been  presented  to  you. 

It  has  been  administered  faithfully  and  in  accordance  with  their  best  judg¬ 
ment  by  those  charged  with  this  responsibility,  but  it  is  not  claimed,  without 
some  mistakes.  A  work  so  extensive,  so  varied  in  its  character,  presenting  so 
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many  difficult  and  complex  problems  and  to  be  prosecuted  under  such  widely 
different  environments  and  conditions,  would  require  more  than  human  wisdom 
and  judgment  to  accomplish  it  without  error. 

During  a  large  part  of  the  time  traversed  by  this  report  the  work  has  en¬ 
countered  some  peculiar  obstacles  to  its  progress,  such  as  the  severe  industrial 
and  commercial  depression  that  has  so  generally  afflicted  our  country,  the 
decided  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  necessitating  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  our 
missionaries,  and  the  embarrassment  of  the  Board’s  treasury.  Yet  in  the  face 
of  these  and  other  hindrances  it  is  a  matter  of  sincere  joy  that  the  Board  has 
been  able  to  submit  to  you  the  most  satisfactory  report  in  the  history  of  our 
Home  Mission  work. 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  Board  that  the  facts  herein  set  forth  will  afford 
you  a  just,  and  adequate  conception  of  the  marvelous  field  and  exceeding  great 
work  that  has  been  entrusted  to  us  as  a  Church  in  the  order  of  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence.  Shall  we  occupy  the  field  ?  Shall  we  do  the  work  ?  These  are 
questions  that  confront  us  to-day.  Surely  such  a  field,  with  its  matchless  fer¬ 
tility  and  its  certain  outcome  of  a  golden  harvest,  and  such  a  work  with  its 
splendid  possibilities  of  abundant  reward,  should  kindle  our  intensest  enthusi¬ 
asm,  inspire  our  deepest  interest,  and  challenge  the  fullest  measure  of  our 
devotion  in  the  effort  to  meet  our  responsibility  in  the  divine  enterprise  of  the 
Christian  evangelization  of  our  country.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  standing  rule  of  this  body,  the  Board  herewith  offers 
several  resolutions  and  recommendations  with  reference  to  a  number  of  the 
items  presented  in  this  report  for  your  consideration.  If  they  express  your 
views  and  secure  your  adoption,  we  request  that  they  be  printed  in  connection 
with  this  report  as  your  action. 

I.  On  the  Work  as  a  Whole. 

Resolved,  That  we  sincerely  rejoice  in  the  excellent  measure  of  success  that 
has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  during  the  twentieth 
biennium,  as  seen  in  the  increased  number  of  missions  supported,  in  the  large 
number  of  new  fields  occupied,  and  of  old  missions  that  became  self-support¬ 
ing,  and  especially  in  the  encouraging  advance  of  over  $27,000.00  in  the  re¬ 
ceipts  for  the  work  over  the  preceding  two  years. 

2.  On  the  Work  of  the  Missions. 

Resolved ,  That  we  have  learned  with  much  gratification  from  the  exhibit 
made  in  the  report  of  the  excellent  results  accomplished  by  our  faithful  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  their  congregations  along  all  lines  of  work,  but  especially  in 
their  spiritual  and  benevolent  efforts,  as  revealed  in  the  fact  that  9,352  members 
were  received  into  the  churches  ;  that  32,336  teachers  and  scholars  were  enrolled 
in  the  Sunday  schools,  and  that  $34,769.49  was  contributed  to  benevolence. 
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3.  On  the  Work  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Resolved ,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  increasing  efficiency,  enlarging  service  and 
continued  prosperity  of  this  Society  of  the  earnest  and  devoted  women  of  our 
Church.  From  their  first  general  convention,  in  1879,  to  the  present  time — 
a  period  of  thirty  years — every  page  of  their  history  bears  the  marks  of  a  deep¬ 
ening  interest,  of  a  growing  zeal,  of  a  fuller  consecration  and  of  larger  achieve¬ 
ments  in  behalf  of  Christian  missions.  The  whole  Church  has  felt  the  inspi¬ 
ration  of  their  spirit  and  service,  and  has  moved  forward  under  their  influence 
in  the  work  of  extending  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord.  This  society  has  in¬ 
creased  its  financial  aid  to  Home  Missions  during  the  biennium  to  the  amount 
of  $11,969.66,  which  we  gratefully  acknowledge  and  earnestly  commend. 

4.  On  the  Luther  Day  Offering. 

Resolved ,  That  we  heartily  commend  the  Sunday  schools/  which  by  their 
active  interest  and  generous  offerings  have  so  largely  aided  in  promoting  the 
success  of  our  Home  Mission  work.  About  $35,000.00  has  been  contributed 
at  the  Luther  Day  anniversaries  in  this  biennium. 

We  recognize  the  invaluable  service  which  is  rendered  the  Church  through 
these  efforts,  both  in  a  financial  and  educational  way,  and  earnestly  advise 
and  urge  all  our  .Sunday  schools  to  observe  Luther  Day  and  make  an  offering. 

5.  On  the  Young  People’s  Depart?nent. 

Resolved ,  That  we  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  idea  that  the  Young  People 
of  our  churches  as  they  are  organized  in  the  various  Young  People’s  Societies 
are  a  most  important  and  valuable  resource  of  the  Church,  and,  if  properly 
developed,  capable  of  rendering  splendid  service  to  its  various  benevolent 
enterprises.  Though  these  societies  have  aided  in  the  support  of  three  Home 
Missions  during  the  biennium,  yet  we  are  persuaded  that  they  are  able  to  do 
much  larger  things  for  this  cause  if  carefully  instructed  and  wisely  directed. 
Therefore,  we  would  suggest  to  all  our  Young  People’s  Societies  the  importance 
of  aiding  this  great  work  of  the  Church  by  making  an  annual  offering  toward 
its  support. 

6.  On  the  Special  Individual  Gifts. 

Resolved ,  That  the  General  Synod  herewith  expresses  its  hearty  appreciation 
of  the  numerous  generous  individual  gifts  made  by  friends  of  the  Home  Mission 
cause,  by  which  the  treasury  of  the  Board  was  to  a  considerable  extent  relieved 
of  its  deficit. 

7.  On  the  Excess  of  Apportionment. 

Resolved,  That  the  fact  that  a  larger  number  of  the  Synods  than  ever  before 
have  not  only  raised  the  apportionment,  but  in  a  number  of  cases  exceeded  it, 
is  worthy  of  special  remark  and  commendation,  as  it  is  gratifying  evidence  of 
growth  and  development  in  the  excellent  grace  of  Christian  benevolence. 

8.  On  the  Apportionment  for  the  Next  Two  Years. 

Resolved,  That  the  apportionment  for  Home  Missions  for  each  of  the  two 
years  beginning  with  May  1st,  1910,  be  35  cents  per  communicant  member.

The  order  of  the  day  being  Church  Extension,  the  Rev. 
H.  H.  Weber,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  presented  the 
report.  He  also  presented  his  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

The  Twentieth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

To  the  President,  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Forty- 
fourth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  takes  pleasure  in  presenting 
herewith  its  twentieth  biennial  report,  and  rejoices  in  the  rich  blessing  of 
God  upon  the  work.  This  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  this  report  is  by  far 
ahead  of  any  yet  presented,  showing  again  vast  advanced  strides,  both  in  the 
receipts  and  in  the  appropriations  made  to  carry  on  the  work  throughout  the 
territory  of  our  General  Synod. 

The  Board  asks  your  kindly  consideration  of  these  items  : 

I.  Constitution  and  Organization  of  Board. 

The  General  Synod  at  Sunbury  constituted  the  Board  of  Church  Extension 
as  follows: 

Rev.  William  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  Rev.  B.  F.  Alleman,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  E. 
Walter,  D.  D.,  Rev.  W.  E.  Stahler,  D.  D.,  Mr.  M.  B.  Spahr,  Mr.  Jere 
Carl,  Mr.  Arthur  King,  Mr.  J.  A.  Dempwolf,  Mr.  George  P.  Smyser. 
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The  Board  met  on  June  4th,  1907,  in  its  office  in  York,  Pa.,  and  organized 
as  follows  : 

President — Rev.  William  S.  Freas,  D.  D. 

Vice-President — Mr.  M.  B.  Spahr. 

Treasurer — H.  H.  Weber. 

Attorney — George  E.  Neff,  Esq.

The  General  Executive  Committee  was  made  up  as  follows  : 

Rev.  William  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  E.  Walter,  D.  D.,  Mr.  M.  B. 
Spahr,  Mr.  Jere  Carl,  and  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

There  was  also  appointed  a  Conference  Committee  to  meet  with  a  similar 
committee  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  This  committee  consists  of  Rev. 
William  S.  Freas,  D.  D.,  Mr.  M.  B.  Spahr,  Rev.  H.  H.  Weber,  D.  D. 

The  Finance  Committee  consists  of  Mr.  Arthur  King,  chairman  ;  Mr.  M. 
B.  Spahr  and  Rev.  H.  II. Weber,  D.  D. 

This  committee  acts  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Special  Loan  Funds  of  the 
Board. 

On  November  3d,  1908,  Mr.  Jere  Carl,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  since  1889,  and  for  nearly  all  that  time  its  faithful  and  efficient  Treasurer, 
owing  to  declining  years,  tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  regretfully  ac¬ 
cepted  and  the  following  minute  entered  : 

“  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Jere  Carl,  our  fellow-member  and  co-laborer 
in  the  Church  Extension  work,  has  seen  lit  to  tender  his  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  on  account  of  the  increasing  weight  of  years,  we 
hereby  give  expression  to  our  sense  of  loss  and  regret  in  the  following  action  : 

“  Resolved ,  That  the  long  services  of  Mr.  Jere  Carl,  both  as  member  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  entitle  him  to  honor  and  high  appreciation  from  the 
whole  Church.  Handling  in  the  latter  office  many  thousands  of  dollars,  the 
Church’s  funds  were  always  cared  for  with  that  painstaking  and  punctilious 
regard  for  her  best  interests  he  was  accustomed  through  a  life  of  large  finan¬ 
cial  dealings  to  bestow  upon  his  own  affairs. 

“  Resolved ,  That  it  gives  us,  his  fellow-members  in  the  Board,  sincere  regret 
to  realize  the  time  has  come  when  we  are  to  be  deprived  of  his  cheerful  pres¬ 
ence  and  able  counsel.  We  all  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  his  great  fidelity  to 
duty,  his  personal  charm  and  attractiveness  and  his  regularity  and  promptness 
at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

“  Resolved,  That  in  accepting  his  resignation  we  do  so  only  because  we  con¬ 
sider  this  action  to  be  his  sincere  wish,  and  we  hope  for  him  yet  many  happy 
days  and  pray  he  may  be  preserved  in  strength  and  health  to  spend  them  in 
well-earned  rest. 

“  Resolved,  That  whenever  he  may  feel  moved  to  join  us  in  the  meetings  of 
the  Board  he  will  be  heartily  welcomed  and  his  counsel  greatly  appreciated.” 

At  the  December  meeting,  1908,  Mr.  George  E.  Neff,  who  had  been  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Board  for  over  twenty  years,  as  its  General  Attorney,  was 
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elected  a  member,  to  take  the  place  of  Jere  Carl,  resigned.  As  Mr.  Neff  had 
been  in  close  touch  with  the  Board,  in  its  legal  end,  for  many  years,  he  entered 
upon  his  duties  as  one  thoroughly  qualified,  and  especially  enthusiastic  in  the 
great  work  of  this  Board. 

Mr.  Neff  was  appointed  also  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

II.  Receipts. 

These  have  reached  high-water  mark,  and  with  returned  loans,  special 
gifts,  etc.,  have  reached  the  sum  of  $201,505.49,  an  increase  over  the  past 
biennium  of  $26,012.70.  We  can  best  judge  of  the  gradual  and  substantial 
growth  of  our  receipts  by  noting  the  amounts  given  each  biennium  of  the 
General  Synod  and  reported  under  the  columns  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex¬ 
tension  in  Minutes  of  said  General  Synod  :

We  wish  to  make  the  following  explanation :  When  the  three  Synods  in 
New  York  State  merged  and  formed  the  New  York  Synod  the  Hartwick  and 
Franckean  Synods  had  about  met  their  apportionment  for  Church  Extension. 
In  order  not  to  have  so  many  Synods  falling  short  of  the  apportionment,  as 
both  of  these  Synods  would  more  than  have  exceeded  their  amount  had  they 
remained  separate,  we  closed  their  accounts  and  gave  all  three  Synods  full 
credit  and  charged  the  deficit  then  to  the  new  Synod.  To  offset  this,  all  re¬ 
ceipts  were  credited  to  this  new  Synod  of  New  York. 

B.  Returned  Loans. 

These  are  increasing  from  biennium  to  biennium.  If  all  our  congregations 
would  repay  their  loans  promptly  we  would  probably  not  need  to  call  on  the 
churches  for  any  special  gifts  at  all.  It  was  the  earnest  wish  of  our  sainted 
Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly,  D.  D.,  who  for  so  many  years  was  President  of  our  Board 
and  whose  great  hobby  was  the  Loan  Fund,  that  this  fund  might  in  time  be  so 
large  and  so  operative  that  there  would  need  to  be  no  calls  at  all  from  the 
churches,  but  that  these  returned  loans  would  come  in  as  rapidly  as  the  needs 
of  new  fields  demanded. 

If  we  could  secure  a  Permanent  Fund  of  One  Million  Dollars,  and  the 
churches  would  pay  us  back  the  loans  promptly,  this  Board  would  not  need  to 
call  upon  our  congregations  for  any  further  assistance. 

We  wish  to  add,  what  we  have  stated  so  often  in  this  report,  that  whilst 
the  Board  has  been  very  anxious  to  receive  all  moneys  due  from  this  source, 
they  have  never  unduly  pressed  mission  congregations  to  pay  back  their  over¬ 
due  loans.  The  Board,  however,  feels  that  these  congregations,  who  are  in¬ 
debted  to  us,  must  not  forget  their  legal  obligations,  and,  as  soon  as  possible, 
return  us  the  money,  so  that  it  can  be  used  elsewhere  on  its  mission  of  love. 

C.  Woman' s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

This  society,  so  thoroughly  loyal  to  our  Church  Extension  Board,  has  again 
passed  all  its  money  collected  for  church  buildings  through  our  hands.  They 
are  of  invaluable  service  to  us,  and  our  relations  one  with  another  have  been 
most  helpful.  God  bless  the  labor  of  these  faithful  women. 
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D.  The  Special  Donation  Fund. 

For  years  we  have  advocated  the  establishment  of  special  loan  funds  for  our 
Church  Extension  work,  the  principal  sum  of  which  was  never  to  be  dissi¬ 
pated,  and  whose  influences  were  to  extend  all  over  our  vast  country  until 
time  should  be  no  more.  The  wisdom  of  such  foresight  has  been  vindicated 
over  and  over  again,  and  will  be  more  so  as  the  years  roll  on. 

There  are,  however,  cases  in  the  erection  of  small  and  inexpensive  churches 
in  the  new  towns  and  villages  of  the  West,  as  well  as  in  the  suburban  sections 
of  our  growing  cities,  both  East  and  West,  where  a  small  donation  will  do 
more  good  than  the  making  of  an  appropriation  from  our  Loan  Fund.  If  a 
church  or  chapel  costing,  say,  from  $1,000.00  to  $5,000.00,  can  be  dedicated 
free  of  debt,  it  is  much  better  if  our  Board  of  Church  Extension  can  make  an 
absolute  donation  than  if  they  were  to  make  a  large  appropriation  in  the  shape 
of  a  loan,  which  would  only  keep  the  congregation  in  debt  possibly  for  years 
to  come. 

One  of  the  most  aggressive  and  successful  Boards  of  Church  Extension  has 
been  that  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  its  systematic  and  business¬ 
like  methods  are  well  worth  imitating.  For  years  they  have  conducted  a 
special  fund  of  this  character,  called  “  The  Frontier  Fund,”  whose  benefac¬ 
tions  have,  however,  been  scattered  all  over  their  Church. 

This  was  the  plan  outlined  in  a  circular  issued  to  our  churches  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  prominent  laymen  last  year,  as  follows  : 

1.  We  want  400  individuals,  schools,  churches,  young  people’s  societies, 
or  any  other  organizations,  to  take  one  of  these  shares  of  $250.00  each  to 
build  some  specific  church,  said  church  to  be  the  special  mission  of  the  giver 
or  givers. 

2.  This  money  to  be  paid  in  five  annual  installments  of  fifty  dollars  a  year. 

3.  Credit  on  the  apportionment  to  be  given  for  such  amounts,  and  to  go 
through  the  regular  channels  of  the  Church,  but  specified  for  the  Special 
Frontier  Donation  Fund. 

4.  The  church,  if  so  requested,  to  be  named  by  the  donor,  and  to  be  called 
his  or  their  special  mission  church. 

5.  A  careful  record  to  be  kept,  and  announcements  to  be  made  from  time  to 
time  as  to  the  development  and  growth  of  that  particular  church. 

It  will  interest  the  General  Synod  to  know  that  we  have  secured  just  one 
hundred  to  take  each  one  of  these  shares,  and  as  soon  as  the  money  comes  in 
a  church  will  be  built  on  this  plan. 

Some  paid  the  $250.00,  and  a  number  of  churches  have  thus  been  helped. 
We  propose  to  quietly  continue  this  line  of  work  until  400  churches  are  thus 
dedicated  free  of  debt. 


E.  A  Special  Real  Estate  Gift. 

It  is  almost  impossible,  where  we  have  so  many  givers,  to  single  out  anyone 
and  lay  special  emphasis  on  their  gift.  But  there  is  one  which  we  think 
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deserves  a  special  note,  and  that  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Anna  E.  Prentice,  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Through  the  forethought  and  kindness  of  Rev.  Edward 
Everett  Hoshour,  pastor  of  Calvary  Lutheran  Church  of  that  city,  our  atten¬ 
tion  was  called  to  this  lady,  who,  though  not  a  member  of  our  Church,  but 
who  had  Lutheran  antecedents,  was  ready  to  turn  over,  on  the  annuity  plan, 
valuable  real  estate  holdings  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  We  give  in  this 
report  a  picture  of  the  city  property,  a  property  which  we  believe  will  enhance 
in  value.  At  present  it  is  rented,  and  brings  in  a  nice  surplus  for  our  Board 
after  all  expenses  are  paid. 


F.  Canadian  Fund. 

In  order,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  New  York  Synod,  to  push  the  work  in 
Canada,  we  have  decided  to  found  a  new  fund,  to  be  called  “The  Canadian 
Fund,”  all  the  receipts  for  which  are  to  be  used  on  Canadian  territory.  Up 
to  this  time  only  a  small  sum  has  been  received. 

G.  The  A.  W.  Lilly  Loan  Fund. 

The  sainted  Rev.  Aaron  W.  Lilly,  D.  D. ,  for  many  years  President  of  our 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  was  exceedingly  interested  in  our  Loan  Fund. 
He  always  felt  that  the  time  would  come  when  this  fund  would  be  large 
enough  to  meet  all  demands  of  the  churches. 

To  honor  his  blessed  and  sacred  memory  his  family  have  founded  “The 
A.  W.  Lilly  Loan  Fund,”  and  will  from  time  to  time  add  to  it  until  the  fund 
is  complete.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension,  on  the  other  hand,  agrees  to 
keep  the  fund  intact,  so  that  its  principal  shall  never  be  dissipated,  but  shall 
prove  a  blessing  to  thousands  for  all  time  to  come. 

We  commend  this  noble  action  of  this  devoted  family  to  others. 

III.  Expenditures. 

These  have  been  carefully  itemized,  and  were  scrutinized  with  exceptional 
diligence  by  our  competent  auditors. 

IV.  General  Matters. 

A.  Churches  Aided  that  are  Not  Home  Missions. 

We  repeat  here  former  statements  on  this  subject  : 

In  all  cases  where  a  congregation  is  assisted  by  our  Home  Mission  Board 
the  Board  feels  a  special  obligation  to  render  assistance.  But  the  Board  does 
more  than  this.  In  all  cases  of  extreme  necessity,  and  in  cases  where  con¬ 
gregations  have  tried  to  save  the  money  for  the  Home  Board,  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  has  been  called  upon  to  render  assistance,  and  whenever 
the  point  was  worthy  and  the  funds  in  hand  allowed  it,  an  appropriation  was 
made.  Our  books  show  that  in  this  way  many  congregations  have  been 
aided  which  were  not  assisted  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
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B.  Our  Assets. 

As  usual,  misunderstood,  and  so  we  quote  again  : 

If  there  is  one  subject  upon  which  there  seems  a  misunderstanding,  it  is  that 
of  the  marketability  and  availability  of  our  assets.  Whilst  the  total  figures  up 
a  large  sum,  and  it  is  certainly  gratifying  to  the  Church  that  it  has  reached 
such  fine  proportions,  yet  for  all  practical  purposes  the  money  is  so  tied  up  that 
we  have  little  or  no  use  of  the  same.  While  we  have  all  these  assets,  and  most 
of  them  are  amply  secured  by  good  collateral,  they  are  not  available  for  imme¬ 
diate  use.  In  many  cases  we  must  wait  for  years  before  we  are  able  to  secure 
the  return  of  the  loan  made.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  now  standing  on 
our  books,  as  over-due  loans,  and  included  in  our  assets,  the  sum  of  nearly 
$300,000.00.  What  if  we  had  all  this  money  now  ready  to  use  in  the  extension 
of  this  pressing  work,  what  magnificent  results  we  could  report  to  our  next 
General  Synod.  Of  course,  these  assets,  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  become  avail¬ 
able  sometime,  and  can  then  be  used  in  the  extension  of  our  beloved  Church.

Dear  Brethren  :  With  sincere  gratitude  for  continued  evidences  of  the 
divine  favor  attending  the  labors  of  the  Board  and  of  our  faithful  Deacon¬ 
esses,  we  present  the  following  summary  of  the  leading  events  of  the  biennium  : 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  Deaconess  Board,  as  constituted  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
in  1907,  consisted  of  the  following  persons  :

On  January  28th,  1908,  Mr.  Henry  W.  Bikle  presented  his  resignation  as 
a  member  of  the  Board,  finding  it,  on  account  of  multiplying  engagements, 
impracticable  to  attend  its  meetings.  The  resignation  was  accepted  with  re¬ 
gret,  and  the  Hon.  John  Hubner  was  on  the  same  day  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

On  March  6th,  1908,  Rev.  Luther  E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  the  senior  member  of 
the  Board,  was  called  to  rest  from  earthly  labors.  Though  for  more  than  a 
year  unable  to  attend  the  meetings,  he  never  failed  to  send  a  message  of  en¬ 
couragement,  and  his  interest  in  the  cause  was  unwavering.  Several  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  were  present  at  the  obsequies,  and  suitable  memorial  resolu¬ 
tions  were  adopted.  The  vacancy  was  filled  May  5th,  1908,  by  the  election 
of  Rev.  Clinton  E.  Walter,  D.  D. 

COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

The  work  of  the  class-room  has  been  chiefly  in  the  hands  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Instruction,  Rev.  William  S.  Freas,  D.  D.  Several  classes  have 
been  conducted  weekly  by  the  Pastor  and  Head  Sister,  and  brief  courses  of 
lectures  upon  special  subjects  have  been  given  by  Dr.  E.  K.  Bell,  Dr.  Albert 
H.  Studebaker,  Rev.  U.  S.  G.  Rupp  and  Rev.  E.  Felton. 

We  desire  to  draw  special  attention  to  the  training  given  the  Sisters  in  their 
two  or  three  years’  course  of  preparation  for  their  work  as  Deaconesses.  The 
subjects  taught  are  the  following  :  Christian  Doctrine,  Diaconics,  Christian 
Evidences,  Life  of  Christ,  Church  History,  Old  and  New  Testament  History, 
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Catechetics,  Bible  Teachings,  Biblical  Geography,  Augsburg  Confession, 
English  Exegesis,  Life  of  Luther,  Christian  Ethics,  Anatomy  and  Physiology, 
Materia  Medica,  etc.,  Practiceof  Medicine,  etc. ,  Nursing  and  Bandaging,  etc., 
the  Sunday  School  Lessons.  But  this  is  not  all  :  practical  work  among  the  fam¬ 
ilies  of  our  city  churches  is  provided  for,  and  all  of  the  Sisters  learn  how  to  deal 
with  children,  the  poor  and  needy,  to  nurse  and  comfort  the  sick  and  sorrowing, 
so  that  when  sent  out  for  service  into  the  Church  at  large  they  have  not  only 
head  knowledge  of  the  gospel,  but  practical  experience  of  its  blessed  adapta¬ 
tion  to  the  varied  religious  needs  of  humanity.  And,  above  all,  the  training 
is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  Sisters  and  their  deficiencies  met  by 
special  care  and  effort  to  fit  them  for  the  highest  usefulness  of  which  they  are 
capable  as  the  ministering  handmaidens  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  the  privilege  of  sending  our  probationers  to  the  Mary 
J.  Drexel  Home  and  German  Hospital  at  Philadelphia  for  practical  training 
in  the  care  of  the  sick.  Within  the  biennium  fourteen  of  our  Sisters  spent 
several  months  each  at  these  institutions,  and  all  unite  in  cordial  recognition 
of  the  courtesy  and  kindness  they  received. 

MEDICAL  ATTENDANCE. 

In  a  family  of  thirty-four  it  is  too  much  to  expect  an  unbroken  record  of 
good  health.  It  is  the  cherished  principle  of  the  Motherhouse  to  afford  the 
very  best  medical  attention  to  the  Sisters  when  overtaken  by  sickness,  and  we 
have  been  peculiarly  favored  in  having  among  the  friends  of  our  cause  several 
excellent  physicians  who  have  never  hesitated  to  respond  promptly  to  every 
call  for  aid.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  Drs.  Charles  E.  Sadtler,  W.  F.  A. 
Kemp  and  Henry  C.  Ohle  for  their  gratuitous  and  very  efficient  services,  not 
only  in  the  class-room,  but  in  medical  attendance.  Dr.  A.  D.  McConachie 
has  also  rendered  valuable  assistance  as  a  specialist  in  affections  of  the  eye, 
ear  and  throat;  and  Dr.  George  H.  Semken,  of  New  York,  has  shown  great 
kindness  to  one  of  our  parish  Sisters,  which  is  sincerely  appreciated  by  the 
Board. 

THE  CHRISTIAN  KINDERGARTEN 

has  been  conducted  very  successfully  by  Sister  Carolyn  Filler,  assisted  by  the 
probationers  in  turn,  who  have  thus  secured  considerable  experience  in 
dealing  with  little  children  and  in  modern  methods  of  instruction.  The 
enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  37  and  the  average  attendance  has  been  24. 
Although  conducted  in  a  rented  hall,  it  has  been  more  than  self-sustaining  if 
no  reckoning  be  made  for  the  time  and  services  of  the  Sister  in  charge.  Two 
suitable  rooms  will  be  reserved  for  this  important  branch  of  the  work  in  the 
new  Motherhouse. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

Every  Saturday  afternoon  a  number  of  children  from  the  neighborhood  are 
gathered  for  instruction  in  needlework  and  religious  exercises,  embracing  the 
teaching  of  Bible  narratives  and  Christian  hymns.  An  experienced  Deaconess, 
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Sister  Lina  Schueler,  is  the  superintendent,  and  there  are  several  regularly 
organized  classes  in  charge  of  probationers.  The  work  is  equally  enjoyed  by 
the  Sisters  and  their  eager  pupils  and  is  very  profitable  to  both.  The  large 
kindergarten  room  in  the  new  building  will  be  available  also  for  the  use  of  this 
school. 


CONSECRATION. 

A  service  of  consecration  was  held  on  May  5th,  1908,  in  the  First  Lutheran 
Church  of  Baltimore,  the  sermon  being  preached  by  the  pastor  of  that  congre¬ 
gation,  Rev.  Ezra  K.  Bell,  D.  D.  Sisters  Ella  Burger  and  Katharine  Auf  ham¬ 
mer  were  solemnly  set  apart  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  as  Deaconesses  of  the 
General  Synod. 

SISTERS  AND  CANDIDATES. 

There  are  now  connected  with  the  Motherhouse  18  deaconesses  and  15 
probationers,  with  several  prospective  candidates  for  the  coming  term. 

The  general  health  has  been  good,  although  not  reaching  our  usual 
standard.  The  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Motherhouse,  necessitating  the 
employment  of  a  number  of  gas  and  coal-oil  stoves  during  the  winter,  has, 
despite  every  precaution  in  the  way  of  ventilation  and  required  exercise  in  the 
open  air,  had  quite  a  perceptible  effect.  We  rejoice  in  the  prospect  of  the 
early  removal  of  this  serious  disadvantage. 

Three  surgical  operations  have  been  necessary  during  the  year.  The  Sis¬ 
ters  were  in  each  case  admitted  to  the  German  Hospital  in  Philadelphia,  under 
arrangements  effected  by  the  pastor  of  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home,  Rev.  E.  F. 
Bachmann.  The  operations  were  very  skillfully  and  successfully  performed 
by  Dr.  John  B.  Deaver,  who  rendered  the  valuable  service  gratuitously.  The 
facilities  of  the  hospital,  including  room,  boarding  and  medical  attendance, 
were  most  kindly  placed  at  our  disposal.  The  generosity  of  our  Philadelphia 
friends  is  most  highly  appreciated.  We  are  much  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Sisters  who  were  called  to  pass  through  this  trying  experience  have  all  recov¬ 
ered  and  returned  to  their  work. 

WORK  OF  THE  SISTERS. 

During  the  biennium  regular  parish  work  has  been  done  by  nine  Sisters  in 
eleven  churches,  as  follows  :  Christ  Church,  Church  of  the  Atonement  and  St. 
John’s  Church,  in  New  York  City;  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Philadelphia; 
Zion  Church,  Harrisburg,  Pa.  ;  St.  Paul’s  Church,  York,  Pa.  ;  Trinity  Church, 
Canton,  Ohio  ;  First  Church,  Mansfield,  Ohio  ;  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Richmond, 
Ind.  ;  Frederick,  Md.  ;  Johnstown,  Pa. 

Seven  Sisters  have  been  at  different  periods  engaged  in  private  nursing. 
They  have  ministered  in  87  cases,  not  seldom  in  the  families  of  pastors. 
Their  labors  have  met  with  very  cordial  commendation.  As  the  number 
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of  Sisters  available  for  this  department  of  our  work  is  always  limited,  they 
cannot  remain  for  long  periods  in  one  family,  and  preference  is  given  to 
cases  of  serious  character  and  real  need.  Very  faithful  and  often  heroic 
service  has  been  rendered.  During  the  prolonged  epidemic  of  diphtheria 
at  Loysville  Orphans’  Home,  two,  and  for  some  weeks  three,  Sisters  were 
engaged  in  caring  for  the  little  ones,  one  of  them  remaining  in  quarantine  for 
nearly  three  months. 

It  is  a  source  of  sincere  gratification  to  us  that  we  have  been  enabled  to 
supply  two  Sisters  for  the  promising  young  institution  at  Lincoln,  Neb.,  one 
assuming  the  position  of  Superintending  Sister  and  the  other  assisting  in  the 
general  oversight  and  having  special  charge  of  the  Orphanage  and  Old  People’s 
Home. 

By  a  special  arrangement  effected  during  the  past  year,  we  are  in  position 
to  give  our  probationers  during  the  second  year  of  their  course  one  half-day 
per  week  for  practical  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastors  of  our  Balti¬ 
more  churches,  thus  affording  them  valuable  experience  and  effectively  supple¬ 
menting  the  technical  instruction. 

GENERAL  CONFERENCE  AT  KAISERSWERTH. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  Board,  the  pastor  attended  the  tri¬ 
ennial  convention  of  the  General  Conference  of  Deaconess  Motherhouses  as¬ 
sembled  at  Ivaiserswerth,  September  17th  to  19th,  1907.  This  was  the 
largest  gathering  of  its  kind  ever  held,  and  was  exceedingly  interesting  and 
instructive.  Rev.  George  Fliedner,  the  son  of  Theodore  Fliedner,  the  great 
founder  of  the  modern  Deaconess  movement,  presided. 

The  number  of  Motherhouses  connected  with  the  Conference,  as  reported  at 
the  opening  of  the  convention,  was  eighty-one,  having  under  their  care  18,127 
Sisters  and  6634  fields  of  labor.  Three  additional  institutions  were  received 
into  full  connection,  including  that  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Four  pastors  of 
American  Lutheran  Motherhouses  participated  in  the  proceedings.  It  was 
very  evident  from  the  reports  and  discussions  that  the  assembled  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  great  movement  entertained  no  doubts  as  to  its  permanent  charac¬ 
ter  and  the  enlarging  sphere  of  usefulness  still  open  before  its  humble  and 
devoted  toilers. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Pastor  to  visit  also  the  Motherhouses  at  Speyer, 
Berne,  Augsburg,  Neuendettelsau,  Eisenach,  Halle,  Berlin  (Bethany  and 
Elizabeth-stift),  Nowawes,  Flanover,  Bielefeld,  Altona,  Flensburg,  Arnheim 
and  Amsterdam,  gathering  a  fund  of  valuable  information  at  first  hand  from 
the  Pastors  and  Head  Sisters.  By  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Boeckh,  Pastor  of  the 
Motherhouse  at  Augsburg,  he  secured  the  loan  of  the  original  plans  of  the 
splendid  building  in  that  city,  which  is  one  of  the  most  recently  erected  in  Ger¬ 
many  and  regarded  as  a  model  in  its  adaptation  to  the  requirements  of  such  an 
institution.  These  have  proved  very  useful  to  the  Board  and  have  been  fol¬ 
lowed  in  the  main  in  drafting  the  plans  for  our  proposed  new  building. 
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CONFERENCE  AT  PHILADELPHIA. 

The  Seventh  Conference  of  Lutheran  Deaconess  Motherhouses  in  America 
was  held  in  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home,  Philadelphia,  April  21st  and  22d, 
1908.  Six  institutions  were  officially  represented,  viz.  :  the  Philadelphia 
Motherhouse  of  Deaconesses  ;  the  Lutheran  Deaconess  Motherhouse  of  Mil¬ 
waukee,  Wis.  ;  Immanuel  Deaconess  Institute  of  Omaha,  Neb.  ;  the  Luth¬ 
eran  Deaconess  Motherhouse  and  Training  School  of  Baltimore,  Md.  ;  the 
Norwegian  Lutheran  Deaconess  Home  and  Hospital  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ,  and 
Bethesda  Deaconess  Home,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  The  two  institutions  last  named 
were  at  this  convention  admitted  to  full  membership  in  the  conference.  Re¬ 
ports  were  presented  also  from  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Deaconess  Home  of 
Chicago,  Ill.,  the  Norwegian  Lutheran  Deaconess  Institute  of  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  and  Ebenezer  Deaconess  Home  of  Brush,  Col.  The  statistical  tables 
presented  a  total  of  148  deaconesses,  157  probationers  and  28  candidates — 
in  all,  333 — laboring  in  69  stations.  Copies  of  the  printed  minutes  of  the 
proceedings,  including  the  papers  read  and  a  historical  sketch  of  the  Lutheran 
Motherhouses  of  America,  have  been  distributed  at  the  subsequent  meetings 
of  our  District  Synods.  The  next  meeting  of  the  conference  will  be  held  at 
Omaha,  Neb.,  on  the  Wednesday  and  Thursday  following  Easter,  1910. 

RELATIONS  WITH  THE  WOMAN’S  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

At  the  request  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  General  Synod,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  a  committee  of 
that  body  as  to  the  possibility  of  co-operation  with  them  in  Home  Mission  and 
Inner  Mission  work.  A  conference  of  these  committees  held  at  Baltimore,  in 
October,  1908,  led  to  the  following  conclusions  endorsed  by  the  Board  : 

1.  That  any  persons  sent  by  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  to  receive  training  for  Home  Mission  work  will  be  admitted  upon  the 
same  conditions  as  those  offered  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  i.  e.  :  tuition  and 
training  will  be  furnished  free  of  cost. 

2.  That  persons  so  sent,  who  may  be  capable  of  entering  the  second  year 
class,  shall  be  given  such  privilege,  to  receive  special  training  in  Lutheran  doc¬ 
trine  and  in  practical  work. 

3.  That  the  matter  of  the  relation  of  such  workers  to  the  Motherhouse  after 
they  go  out  be  settled  by  future  conference. 

4.  That  in  case  we  have  a  Deaconess  specially  adapted  to  Home  Missionary 
work,  we  shall  be  glad  to  enter  into  arrangement  enabling  her  to  labor  in  mis¬ 
sions  supported  in  part  by  the  Woman’s  Missionary  Society. 

“  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  WORK.” 

The  Board  has  very  gladly  obeyed  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod  in 
furnishing  material  for  the  assigned  number  of  pages  in  the  monthly  issues  of 
Lutheran  Church  Work.  We  have  found  this  channel  of  regular  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  pastors  and  active  members  of  our  congregations  very  helpful 
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in  awakening  an  intelligent  interest  in  our  work  and  in  giving  a  clearer  con¬ 
ception  of  its  character  and  scope. 

DEACONESS  DAY. 

The  Board  has  long  felt  that  our  cause  has  suffered  from  the  fact  that  there 
was  no  fixed  time  for  its  presentation  to  the  congregations.  Some  mention  of 
it  has  been  made  in  many  churches  in  connection  with  the  annual  offering,  but 
there  has  been  no  uniform  plan  for  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  Deaconess 
calling  and  the  large  opportunities  of  usefulness  which  it  presents  to  young 
women  of  capacity  and  earnest  Christian  spirit  whom  circumstances  permit  to 
enter  upon  the  work. 

Impressed  by  this  thought,  the  Board  has  requested  all  pastors  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  make  the  Deaconess  work  a  theme  for  special  presentation  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  May.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  very  many  pastors  have 
complied  with  this  request,  with  gratifying  results  in  the  manifest  increase  of 
interest  upon  the  part  of  the  people. 

OPENING  DAYS. 

In  accordance  with  our  custom,  the  opening  day  of  each  scholastic  year  in 
the  Training  School  has  been  signalized  by  an  appropriate  service  at  the 
Motherhouse,  in  which  the  General  Synod  pastors  of  Baltimore  and  local 
members  of  the  Board,  with  their  wives,  have  been  invited  to  unite  with  us. 

Instructive  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  H.  D.  Newcomer  in  1907 
and  by  Rev.  U.  S.  G.  Rupp  in  1908,  the  formal  services  being  followed  by 
an  hour  of  social  fellowship.  Upon  both  occasions  the  attendance  of  invited 
guests  was  large,  and  the  influence  most  helpful  in  encouragement  of  the 
Sisters  and  in  the  promotion  of  pleasant  relations  with  the  local  friends  of  the 
cause. 


VISITING  AND  DONATION  DAYS. 

The  annual  visiting  and  donation  days  were  very  successfully  observed  on 
June  6th,  1907,  and  June  4th,  1908.  The  attendance  was  upon  each  occasion 
estimated  at  from  2500  to  3000.  Addresses  were  delivered  in  1907  by  Revs. 
L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.  D.,  S.  W.  Herman,  A.  S.  Hartman,  D.  D.,  and  P. 
A.  Heilman,  and  in  1908  by  Drs.  Dunbar,  Zimmerman,  Singmaster,  Burke, 
Wolf  and  Hay.  The  ladies  of  our  churches  in  Baltimore  generously  provided 
music  and  light  refreshments,  turning  over  to  the  Treasurer  as  proceeds  for 
the  New  Building  Fund  in  1907  the  sum  of  $799.59,  and  in  1908  the  sum  of 
$975.00.

the  publishing  committee  ;  framed  pictures  from  local  friends  ;  walnut  bed¬ 
room  suit  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  D.  A.  Buehler  ;  full  supplies  of  cabbage, 
tomato  and  strawberry  plants  from  Mr.  John  Stoll  ;  incubator  from  Mr.  John 
Deems  ;  free  tickets  for  the  Sisters  to  various  church  entertainments. 

A  number  of  congregations  have  sent  large  donations  of  canned  fruits, 
vegetables,  etc.  The  ladies  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  of  Lebanon,  Pa., 
presented  a  box  of  valuable  fancy  articles  for  the  utility  table  on  Visiting 
Day.  Various  gifts  of  provisions,  flowers,  etc.,  have  testified  to  the  kind 
remembrance  of  our  friends  on  Christmas,  Easter  and  Thanksgiving  Days. 

All  of  these  have  been  very  helpful  and  are  acknowledged  with  sincere 
gratitude  to  the  kind  donors.

This  kind  remembrance  of  the  Deaconesses  and  their  work  is  as  sincerely 
appreciated  as  it  is  touchingly  beautiful.  By  these  gifts  the  ministry  of  Chris¬ 
tian  mercy  will  be  made  possible  in  many  a  sorrowing  home,  and  the  comfort 
of  the  gospel  brought  to  many  a  sad  heart  in  the  years  that  are  to  come.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  example  of  these  thoughtful  stewards  of  the  Lord  may 
be  followed  by  others  when  arranging  for  the  disposal  of  their  effects  after 
their  entrance  into  rest. 


ANNUITIES. 

With  the  acquisition  of  the  present  valuable  property,  in  addition  to  the 
assured  support  of  the  entire  Church  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Board  has  been 
put  in  excellent  position  to  become  the  custodian  of  funds  for  those  who  are 
seeking  a  secure  investment  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their  possessions  during 
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their  lifetime,  and  who  desire  that  the  principal  shall  at  their  decease  be  de¬ 
voted  to  the  advancement  of  the  work  of  Christian  mercy.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  with  the  Deaconess  Board  for  the  payment  of  interest  regularly  upon 
such  funds  entrusted  to  them.  Pastors  are  requested  to  bear  this  opportunity 
in  mind  when  called  to  advise  those  of  their  members  who  are  in  circumstances 
to  be  benefited  by  it  while  at  the  same  time  advancing  the  interests  of  this  im¬ 
portant  work. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  authorities  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  having  lowered  the  grade  of  North 
Avenue,  the  street  skirting  the  southern  boundary  of  our  property,  we  were 
compelled  also  to  lower  the  sidewalk  about  fifteen  inches  along  the  entire 
front.  The  earth  thus  removed,  with  that  secured  from  adjoining  property- 
owners  and  the  city  contractor,  has  enabled  us,  without  further  expense,  to 
fill  up  the  low  portion  of  our  grounds  somewhat  above  the  level  of  the  street. 
With  the  laying  of  a  concrete  pavement  and  the  sodding  of  the  adjoining  ter¬ 
race,  our  grounds  will  present  a  much  more  attractive  appearance  than  formerly. 

PROPERTY  AND  NEW  BUILDING  FUNDS. 

At  our  last  report  the  mortgage  upon  our  property  still  amounted  to 
$8,825.96.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  this  indebtedness  has  now  been 
entirely  paid.  The  New  Building  Fund  has  meanwhile  grown  from  $5,267.22 
to  $23,082.71,  in  addition  to  which  we  have  subscriptions,  etc.,  available  in 
the  coming  year,  amounting  to  $5,000.00,  making  in  all  a  little  more  than 
$28,000.00  towards  the  new  building. 

PROPOSED  NEW  MOTHERIIOUSE. 

The  disadvantages  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Motherhouse  have 
become  in  many  ways  more  apparent  than  ever,  the  most  serious  difficulty 
being  the  depressing  effect  upon  the  physical  condition  of  the  Sisters. 

In  view  of  this  and  of  the  prospective  enlargement  of  the  work,  the  Board 
has  felt  the  absolute  necessity  of  providing  more  adequate  accommodations. 
Accordingly,  on  May  5th,  1908,  Drs.  Dunbar,  Zimmerman  and  Messrs. 
Hubner,  Warfield  and  Stiefif  were  appointed  as  a  committee  to  have  plans  for 
a  new  administration  building  prepared  by  a  competent  architect,  and  also  to 
act  as  a  permanent  Building  Committee. 

Drs.  Hay  and  Freas,  and  at  a  later  meeting  Dr.  Walter,  were  made  ad¬ 
visory  members  of  this  committee,  which  held  various  meetings  upon  the 
grounds  and  elsewhere.  Upon  its  recommendation  action  has  been  taken  by 
the  Board,  as  follows  : 

1.  A  special  ordinance  was  secured  from  the  City  Council  erasing  from  the 
city  chart  two  streets  which  had  been  designed  to  eventually  cross  our  prop¬ 
erty,  thus  leaving  us  free  to  select  the  most  eligible  site  for  the  new  building. 
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It  was  accordingly  decided  to  place  it  immediately  in  front  of  the  site  of  the 
present  building. 

2.  Mr.  Joseph  Evans  Sperry  was  engaged  to  prepare  plans  upon  the  basis 
of  sketches  furnished  by  the  committee.  Plans  subsequently  submitted  by 
him  were  adopted  by  the  Board  on  January  26th,  1909,  and  the  Building 
Committee  authorized  to  begin  operations  as  soon  as  in  their  judgment  war¬ 
ranted. 

3.  The  plans  with  specifications  have  been  submitted  to  a  number  of  the 
leading  builders  of  Baltimore  for  competitive  estimates,  and  it  is  expected  that 
ground  will  be  broken  for  the  new  Motherhouse  within  a  few  weeks. 

It  was  at  first  hoped  that  a  suitable  building  could  be  erected  for  about 
$50,000.00,  but  a  careful  study  of  the  requirements  of  an  institution  at  all 
adequate  to  its  great  purpose  and  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  General 
Synod  has  compelled  the  Board  to  face  the  probable  outlay  of  about  $80,000.00 
for  the  completed  structure.  More  than  one-third  of  this  amount  has  already 
been  secured,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  Church  will  not  fail  to 
furnish  the  means  yet  requisite. 

That  the  undertaking  is  a  large  one  is  fully  realized  by  the  Board,  but  the 
cause  is  one  of  unique  importance.  It  is  nothing  less  than  the  fixation  of  a 
great  permanent  center  for  the  growing  benevolent  work  of  the  General  Synod. 
If  this  institution  be  now  established  upon  broad  foundations,  it  will  become 
an  agency  of  untold  benefit  to  all  the  benevolent  and  missionary  enterprises  of 
the  Church. 

LARGE  GIFTS  NEEDED. 

Very  many  small  donations  have  been  received  for  the  New  Building,  and 
a  few  larger  gifts.  Now  that  the  end  is  in  sight — yet  so  far  beyond  us — there 
is  sore  need  of  the  prompt  and  generous  assistance  of  those  to  whom  the  Lord 
has  given  the  ability  to  aid  largely.  Surely,  the  Christian  chivalry  of  the 
Church  will  not  hesitate  to  furnish  a  becoming  home  for  her  noble  daughters 
who  are  making  the  splendid  contribution  of  talent  and  life  itself  in  her  serv¬ 
ice.  Think  of  the  thirty-three  noble  women  now  loyally  ministering  as  her 
humble  servants  in  the  advancement  of  her  great  work,  and  then  let  every 
loyal  member  of  the  body  resolve  to  do  cheerfully  his  part  to  encourage  them 
and  to  encourage  those  whom  the  Lord  may  call  to  join  their  ranks. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT. 

The  receipts  upon  apportionment  have  exceeded  those  of  the  former 
biennium  by  $2,678.84.  A  number  of  Synods  have  made  handsome  ad¬ 
vance  in  their  contributions,  and  only  six  have  failed  to  exceed  the  amounts 
of  the  previous  report.  We  recognize  in  this  a  source  of  encouragement,  and 
trust  that,  with  the  certainty  and  necessity  of  growing  demands  upon  our 
treasury,  the  churches  may  abound  yet  more  and  more  in  the  grace  of  liberality.

We  respectfully  suggest  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  That  we  express  our  delight  in  the  wonderful  field  of  service  opening 
for  the  Deaconess  in  the  General  Synod,  and  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  Board 
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has  been  able  in  some  measure  to  respond  to  the  increasing  appeals  from  con¬ 
gregations  and  from  the  benevolent  institutions  of  the  Church. 

2.  That  we  are  gratified  to  note  that  this  great  cause  is  laying  hold  upon 
the  hearts  of  the  people  and  leading  them  to  make  generous  donations  for 
its  support  and  to  remember  it  substantially  in  bequests,  the  nature  of  this 
work  of  mercy  making  it  a  peculiarly  appropriate  depository  for  gifts  of  this 
character. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  Deaconess  calling  anew  to  the  young  women  of 
the  Church  as  offering  large  opportunity  for  helpful  service  in  the  name  and 
spirit  of  Christ. 

4.  That  we  approve  the  selection  of  the  first  Sunday  in  May  as  an  annual 
Deaconess  Day  for  the  special  presentation  of  the  cause,  and  that  all  our 
pastors  be  urged  to  preach  upon  the  subject  on  that  day. 

5.  That  we  approve  the  action  of  the  Deaconess  Board  in  undertaking  the 
erection  of  a  substantial  building  upon  the  Motherhouse  grounds  at  Baltimore, 
to  be  used  for  administration  purposes  and  as  a  home  for  the  Sisters,  and  that 
we  commend  this  enterprise  to  the  Church  as  one  worthy  of  prompt  and  gen¬ 
erous  support. 

6.  That  in  view  of  the  special  outlay  (other  than  actual  building  expenses) 
incident  to  the  erection  and  occupation  of  the  new  Motherhouse  within  the 
coming  biennium,  the  rate  of  apportionment  be  ten  cents  per  member. 

7.  That  we  authorize  the  Deaconess  Board  to  issue  a  call  for  special  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  New  Building  Fund  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of 
Deaconess  Day  in  1910,  and  to  distribute  appropriate  envelopes  to  be  used  by 
congregations  on  that  day,  thus  encouraging  the  entire  Church  to  assist  in  the 
establishment  of  this  permanent  center  for  the  Deaconess  work  of  the  General 
Synod.

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  business  of  the  society  has 
gone  forward  steadily  throughout  the  biennium.  Superintend¬ 
ent  Boner  has  entered  upon  his  thirty-second  year  of  efficient 
service,  and  the  other  leading  persons  engaged  in  the  practical 
work  of  the  society  have  likewise  continued  their  efficient  services. 
All  employees  have  been  faithful  in  their  various  positions.

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Board  of 
the  Lutheran  Publication  Society  : 

Brethren  :  With  much  pleasure  and  more  than  ordinary 
satisfaction  I  submit  herewith  my 

BIENNIAL  REPORT, 

giving,  in  detail,  the  workings  and  result  of  the  Lutheran  Publi¬ 
cation  House  during  the  biennium  ending  March  31st,  1909. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Financial  Exhibit,  ending 
March  31st,  1909,  the  amount  of  sales  exceeds  that  for  the  year 
ending  the  last  biennium,  March  31st,  1907,  $13,846.16.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  stringency  of  the  times,  this  is  a  gratifying  result. 
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This  increase  in  business  demonstrates  that  patronage  given  to 
the  Publication  Society  is  to  the  advantage  of  patrons  as  well  as 
to  the  Church. 

The  printing  plant  continues  to  be  busy,  and  an  inspection  ot 
the  work  done  indicates  to  the  most  fastidious  that  the  work  is 
always  “up-to-date.” 

During  the  biennium  we  have  printed  the  Children’s  Day 
Services  for  the  various  Boards  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Minutes 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Minutes  of  all  the  English-speak¬ 
ing  District  Synods  of  the  General  Synod.  In  addition  to  the 
above  we  have  also  published  “The  Benediction,”  by  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Dolbeer  ;  “  Studies  in  Religious  Nurture,”  by  the  Rev. 
A.  B.  Van  Ormer,  Pd.  D. ;  “Heavenward,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  B.  Remensnyder ;  “The  Rational  Test,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
L.  S.  Keyser ;  “The  Heart  of  Religion,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Edwin  Heyl  Delk ;  “The  Resurrection  Body,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
E.  R.  McCauley  ;  “  Citizens  of  No  Mean  City,”  by  Mr.  Harry 
T.  Domer ;  “  Ancient  History  and  the  Bible,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
J.  M.  Reimensnyder ;  Map  of  India ;  “  The  Wonderful  Story  of 
Life  and  Death,”  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  M.  G.  Boyer;  “The

Since  the  last  biennial  report  we  have  charged  off  our  ledger 
and  passed  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  Society  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  for  such  disposal  as  may  be  decided  on  by 
the  Board. 
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During  the  biennium  we  have  earned  for  and  credited  to  the 
General  Synod,  for  royalties  on  Books  of  Worship,  Catechisms, 
Liturgies,  Ministerial  Acts,  Augsburg  Songs,  etc.,  $3,256.83  ; 
donated,  as  per  resolution  of  the  Board,  as  extra  discount  on 
periodicals,  published  by  us,  to  Sunday  schools  under  the  care  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  $3,983.63;  charged  off  and  de¬ 
ducted  from  the  cost  of  electrotype  plates  (under  the  rule 
adopted  by  the  Board  in  1878),  $2,745.04;  charged  off  and 
deducted  for  “  wear  and  tear  ”  from  the  cost  of  printing  plant, 
$2,376.75  ;  charged  off  and  deducted  for  “  wear  and  tear  ”  of 
store  and  Board  room  fixtures,  $124.76  ;  charged  to  profit  and 
loss  account,  for  doubtful  accounts,  $1,406.28,  making  a  total  of 
$i3>893-29- 

While  the  profits  of  the  Publication  House  are  reduced  by  the 
above  amount,  the  Board  and  Society  have  the  satisfaction  to 
know  that,  because  the  Church  has  her  own  Publication  House,  she 
has  saved  to  herself  $3,256.83  in  royalties  to  the  General  Synod, 
and  $3,983.63  in  donations  to  the  mission  Sunday  schools. 

As  usual,  we  give  for  ready  comparison,  the  Financial  Ex¬ 
hibits  for  the  years  ending  March  30th,  1907  ;  March  31st, 
1908,  and  March  31st,  1909.

— In  recognition  of  his 
thirty  years  of  faithful  and  successful  service  to  the  Society,  and, 
through  it,  to  the  Church,  the  members  of  the  Board,  personally, 
gave  Superintendent  Henry  S.  Boner  a  complimentary  banquet 
on  May  19th,  1908.  In  connection  with  this  they  gave  Superin¬ 
tendent  Boner  varied  testimonials  and  interesting  mementoes 
indicating  the  high  regard  in  which  he  and  his  services  were 
held  by  the  members  of  the  Board.  Your  Board  also  gave 
Superintendent  Boner  a  special  vacation  of  ten  weeks,  and  made 
provision  for  its  enjoyment  in  a  trip  to  Europe.  It  need  scarcely 
be  added  that  the  Superintendent  received  modestly  and  grate¬ 
fully  these  tokens  of  appreciated  service. 

Rung  Prize  Books. — The  Rung  Prize  has  again  been  awarded, 
the  successful  competitor  being  Mrs.  Margaret  R.  Seebach.  Her 
work,  entitled  “That  Man  Donaleitis,”  is  in  press. 

The  Castle  Press. — It  was  decided  to  issue  some  publications 
under  the  imprint  of  “  The  Castle  Press.” 

(1)  A  series  of  Monographs,  dealing  with  questions  of  doc¬ 
trine,  polity,  cultus  and  life,  has  been  planned  for  preparation 
and  issue  under  this  imprint. 

(2)  A  cheap  edition  of  “  Three  Bank  Notes,'''1  one  of  the 
“  Fatherland  Series,”  has  been  issued  under  this  imprint. 
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The  New  Site  and  Its  Problems. — As  reported  in  1907,  our 
present  property  is  on  the  site  of  the  new  parkway  or  boulevard 
now  being  constructed,  and  it  will  be  taken — possibly  in  the 
near  future — by  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  The  problems  thus 
presented  are  the  location  and  cost  of  a  new  site  and  the  charac¬ 
ter  and  cost  of  the  required  building. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  the  site  and  the  character 
of  the  building  should  be  such  as  will  afford  all  needed  facilities 
for  the  work  of  the  Society  ;  and,  should  they  at  any  time  require 
it,  for  the  accommodation  of  any  or  all  of  the  various  Boards  of 
the  General  Synod,  and,  in  general,  be  a  credit  to  the  General 
Synod  and  its  great  work.  This  would  probably  require  all  our 
reserve  funds,  what  we  would  receive  for  our  present  property, 
and  a  considerable  additional  sum. 

11  The  Lutheran  Church  Work ." — As  the  publication  of  this 
periodical  was  directly  authorized  by  the  General  Synod,  the  full 
action  of  the  Board  upon  it  will  come  before  that  body  in  a 
special  report.  Its  issue  began  January,  1908.  It  is  excellent 
in  appearance  and  contents.  It  meets  the  need.  Its  circulation 
should  be  doubled  to  meet  its  cost,  and  increased  many  fold  for 
its  intrinsic  merit  and  the  good  it  will  do. 

Reserve  Fund. — The  Board  carried  out  its  purpose,  as  reported 
in  1907,  of  adding  at  least  $10,000.00  to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Teacher- Training  Series. — The  training  course  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  last  General  Synod  (Minutes,  p.  55)  will  consist 
of  four  volumes,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  fall. 

New  Lesson  Quarterly. — A  new  Junior  Lesson  Quarterly  and 
corresponding  Lesson  Leaf  have  been  added  to  our  series  of 
graded  International  Lessons. 

Historical  Society. — An  appropriation  of  $200.00  to  the 
Lutheran  Historical  Society  was  recommended  to  the  Society  by 
the  Board.

Tne  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  F.  G.  Gotwald,  D.  D.,  its  Secretary.  The  report  of  Mr. 
William  Pore,  the  Treasurer,  was  presented  by  him. 

Twelfth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General 

Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Forty-fourth  Convention  of 
the  General  Synod  : 

Brethren  :  Herewith  your  Board  of  Education  renders  its  report  of  the 
work  which  you  have  committed  to  its  care  during  the  past  biennium.  It  is 
tendered  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  for  His  favor,  of  appreciation 

to  the  Church  for  its  co-operation,  and  of  humble  regret  that  its  evidences  of 
growth  are  not  still  greater. 

The  actions  of  the  last  General  Synod  relative  to  our  Board’s  activities 
promised  to  make  the  biennium  just  closed  a  most  significant  epoch  in  the 
educational  history  of  our  body.  That  this  has  been  the  case  we  believe  the 
following  report  will  conclusively  show.  It  is  certainly  the  high-water  mark 
in  the  Board’s  history. 

I.  ORGANIZATION. 

The  General  Synod  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  May,  1907,  appointed  the  following 
to  constitute  the  Board  of  Education  : 

Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ;  Rev.  George  M.  Heindel,  D.  D., 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Rev.  Alonzo  J.  Tufkle,  D.  D.,  Allegheny,  Pa.  ;  Rev.  John 
Weidley,  D.  D.,  Washington,  D.  C.  ;  Rev.  William  Schuelzke,  D.  D., 
Springfield,  Ill.  ;  Mr.  H.  N.  Saylor,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ;  Mr.  Henry  Denhart, 
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Washington,  Ill.  ;  Mr.  William  Pore,  Pittsburgh,  Pa ;  and  Mr.  J.  Walter 
Hay,  Allegheny,  Pa. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  July  9th,  1907,  the  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  biennium  : 

President — Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D. 

Vice-President — Rev.  G.  M.  Heindel,  D.  D.

The  following  were  appointed  on  the  Executive  Committee,  the  President 
of  the  Board  being  ex  officio  chairman  :  Rev.  A.  J.  Turkle,  D.  D.,  Rev.  G. 
M.  Heindel,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  William  Pore. 

There  have  been  four  meetings  of  the  Board  and  four  meetings  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  during  the  biennium. 

II.  OUR  BENEFICIARY  INSTITUTIONS. 

By  your  action  two  years  ago  we  were  authorized  to  aid  nine  institutions, 
instead  of  only  four,  as  before.  This  we  found  ourselves  able  to  do,  by  reason 
of  our  greatly  increased  receipts  from  the  larger  apportionment.  The  budget 
adopted  July  9th,  1907,  has  been  successfully  carried  out,  and  we  are  grateful 
to  report  that  all  appropriations  promised  have  been  paid  in  full  to  May  1st, 
1909. 

The  institutions  themselves  report  as  follows,  arranged  according  to  age,  the 
data  being  furnished  by  the  respective  authorities  : 

(A)  HARTWICK  SEMINARY,  OTSEGO  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 

Founded  1797. 

Rev.  John  G.  Traver,  D.  D.,  Principal. 

“The  attendance  for  the  biennium  shows  a  gain  of  about  ten  percent. 
There  is  a  scarcity  of  students  for  the  ministry.  Ten  have  the  ministry  in 
view,  and  two  of  these  will  receive  our  theological  diploma  in  June. 

“  During  the  biennium  about  $4,000.00  has  been  added  to  the  endowment. 
Annuity  bonds  for  $1,500.00  of  this  have  been  issued  to  the  donors,  affording 
them  savings  bank  interest  as  long  as  they  need  it.  The  Synod  of  New  York 
is  continuing  the  work  of  Endowment,  centering  its  efforts  on  completing  the 
Dr.  Van  Alstyne  Professorship,  begun  by  the  Franckean  Synod  before  the 
union  of  Synods.  The  Alumni  Endowment  is  an  encouraging  feature  of  the 
growing  capital  of  the  Seminary. 

“  There  are  eight  teachers  employed.  The  Trustees  pay  the  salaries  of  four 
Professors  and  one  assistant.  The  others  are  provided  for  from  the  Boarding 
Department  and  special  fees. 

“  The  union  of  the  three  Synods  centralizes  the  control,  as  nine  of  the  twelve 
trustees  are  to  be  nominated  by  and  represent  the  Synod  of  New  York. 

“  The  liberal  help  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  very  much  appreciated  ;  in 
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fact,  without  this  aid  the  faculty  would  need  to  be  reduced  and  its  effectiveness 
would  be  seriously  impaired. 

“  The  Education  Department  of  New  York  plans  to  accept  an  academic 
diploma  as  a  sufficient  qualification  for  a  teacher  in  a  district  school.  This 
will  tend  to  increase  the  attendance,  as  the  Seminary  academic  diploma  will 
entitle  to  teach  without  further  examination.” 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  of  Education’s  annual  appropriation  to 
Hartwick  Seminary  was  $1,500.00. 


(B)  PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE,  GETTYSBURG,  PA. 

Founded  1832. 

Rev.  S.  G.  Hefklbower,  D.  D.,  President. 

“The  enrollment  in  Pennsylvania  College  during  the  academic  year  1907  8 
showed  an  attendance  of  242  in  the  four  college  classes  and  68  in  the  Preparatory 
Department,  which  was  the  largest  attendance  in  the  history  of  the  College. 
The  attendance  during  the  present  year  in  the  Collegiate  Department  has  been 
243,  and  69  in  the  Preparatory  Department. 

“  The  increase  in  the  attendance  for  the  current  year  is  cause  for  great  grat¬ 
ification,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  last  year  we  lost  a  Senior  class  of  65  mem¬ 
bers,  and  the  industrial  depression  caused  an  unusually  large  number  to  drop 
out  of  the  other  classes. 

“The  College  has  become  quite  a  large  business  corporation,  disbursing  an¬ 
nually  between  $35,000.00  and  $40,000.00.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  during 
both  last  year  and  this  year  we  have  not  been  able  to  collect  the  interest  on  a 
portion  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  our  income  has  met  our  expenses.  A  grant 
of  $3,000.00  yearly  from  the  Board  of  Education  has  made  it  possible  for  us 
not  only  to  meet  our  accounts,  but  also  to  make  certain  enlargements  in  the 
teaching  force. 

“  A  Department  of  Physics  has  been  equipped  at  an  expense  of  approximately 
$5,000.00  for  apparatus.  Other  material  improvements  of  less  importance 
have  been  made  in  other  departments  of  the  institution. 

“  During  this  biennium  the  educational  progress  has  kept  pace  with  the  ad¬ 
vance  in  the  attendance.  In  June,  1907,  the  instructorship  in  Philosophy, 
Ethics  and  related  subjects  was  discontinued,  and  a  Professorship  of  Philosophy 
was  created.  Professor  C.  F.  Sanders  was  elected  as  head  of  the  department. 
At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Board,  Professor  Louis  A.  Parsons,  Ph.  D.,  who 
was  senior  Instructor  in  California  State  University,  was  elected  the  first  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  the  newly-created  Department  of  Physics.  He  was  trained  in  Iowa 
State  University  and  in  Johns  Hopkins  University.  Provision  was  made  for 
an  assistant  in  the  Department  of  English,  and  also  for  an  assistant  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Mathematics.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  an  assistant  was 
chosen  for  the  Department  of  Physics.  At  present  we  have  the  largest  teach¬ 
ing  force  in  the  history  of  the  College. 
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The  Board,  at  its  meeting  in  June,  1907,  appointed  a  committee  composed 
of  Vice-Provost  Edgar  F,  Smith,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  Professor  John  Mar¬ 
shall,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Professor  Luther 
P.  Eisenhart,  Ph.  D.,  of  Princeton  University,  Charles  Baum,  M.  D.,  Ph.  D., 
of  Philadelphia,  Professor  J.  A.  Himes,  Litt.  D.,  Professor  P.  M.  Bikle, 
Ph.  D.,  Professor  E.  S.  Breidenbaugh,  Sc.  D.,  and  the  President  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  and  directed  them  to  submit  recommendations  concerning  the  revision  of 
entrance  requirements  and  curriculum.  Their  report  will  come  before  the 
Board  at  its  next  meeting.” 

The  Board  of  Education,  since  October,  1907,  has  granted  Pennsylvania 
College  $3,000.00  annually. 


(C)  WITTENBERG  COLLEGE,  SPRINGFIELD,  OHIO. 

Founded  1845. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Heckert,  D.  D.,  President. 

“Wittenberg  College  is  enjoying  the  best  year  of  her  history.  In  the  Col¬ 
lege  proper  the  attendance  is  the  largest  and  the  curriculum  the  most  compre¬ 
hensive  ever  offered  in  this  institution.  The  new  courses  in  Philosophy, 
Psychology  and  Pedagogy  have  been  very  popular.  The  members  of  the 
faculty  are  doing  earnest  work,  and  are  thoroughly  harmonious  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  College.  The  new  $40,000.00  Science  Hall  has  been  a  great  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  efficiency  of  our  instruction. 

“The  Academy  and  Summer  School  have  never  been  more  flourishing. 
Many  teachers  have  become  interested  in  securing  college  training.  The 
Music  Department  has  been  quite  aggressive  and  doubled  its  attendance. 

“  Hamma  Divinity  School  shows  a  slight  increase  in  attendance.  The  work 
of  the  year  has  been  of  a  high  character.  Faculty  and  students  alike  have 
been  interested  in  urging  the  claims  of  the  ministry  upon  men  in  the  College. 
Special  addresses  along  this  line  have  been  given  throughout  the  year,  notably 
those  by  Dr.  Charles  S.  Albert  and  Hon.  John  L.  Zimmerman.  As  a  result, 
more  men  in  the  College  and  Academy  are  looking  towards  the  Seminary  and 
the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  than  has  been  known  here  in  many  years.  The 
special  lectures  of  the  year  were  of  a  very  high  order.  Great  interest  was 
shown  in  the  six  masterly  addresses  by  Dr.  John  A.  Hall  on  ‘  The  Being  of 
God.’ 

“The  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Faculty  of  the  institution  wish  to  express 
their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  given  Wittenberg  College 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  This  has  been  of  great  help  to  us  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  work.” 

Since  October,  1907,  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted  Wittenberg  Col¬ 
lege  $3,000.00  annually. 
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(D)  SUSQUEHANNA  UNIVERSITY,  SELINSGROVE,  PA. 

Founded  1858. 

Rev.  C.  T.  Aikens,  D.  D.,  President. 

‘  ‘  During  the  biennium  the  enrollment  has  been  quite  encouraging,  and 
general  conditions  indicate  a  healthy  growth. 

“  Including  the  Summer  School  students,  the  attendance  in  all  depaitments 
was  207  during  the  first,  and  279  during  the  second  year  of  the  biennium. 

“  The  curricula  have  been  advanced,  so  that  we  now  have  four  years  in  the 
Academy  for  entrance  into  the  Freshman  class  of  College.  The  character  of 
the  class  room  work  is  of  a  high  standard. 

“  Our  boys’  dormitory  conditions  are  not  what  we  would  like  to  have  them, 
and  proper  discipline  is  quite  difficult,  yet  the  general  deportment  has  been 
very  good  and  very  little  trouble  has  been  experienced.  The  crowded  condi¬ 
tion  of  Selinsgrove  Hall,  with  its  many  small  rooms,  makes  a  new  dormitory  for 
college  men  quite  imperative.  Then  the  present  building  could  be  occupied  by 
Academy  and  Commercial  students,  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Academy 
Principal. 

“Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  some  minor  improvements 
have  been  made  about  the  buildings,  and  a  beautiful  Sun  Dial  Memorial  to 
Dr.  Benjamin  Kurtz  has  been  erected  on  the  terrace  in  front  of  Seibert  Hall 
by  his  friends.  A  splendid  MSller  pipe  organ  has  also  been  installed  in  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  by  lovers  of  the  beautiful  art. 

“During  the  biennium  we  have  endeavored  to  raise  a  fund  of  $50,000.00 
for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  that  hangs  over  us  and  some  needed  improve¬ 
ments,  but  the  depressed  financial  condition  of  the  country  was  hard  against 
us,  so  that  only  $35,000.00  has  been  promised,  on  condition  that  the  entire 
amount  of  $50,000.00  be  pledged.  Our  discouragement  has  been  very  great, 
and  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  friends  of  Christian  higher  education  to 
come  to  our  rescue,  in  order  that  the  splendid  work  already  done  at  Susque¬ 
hanna  may  be  continued. 

“The  assistance  we  received  from  our  excellent  Board  of  Education  was  a 
very  great  encouragement.  We  were  more  than  delighted,  during  the  past 
year,  to  receive  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Sara  Mason  over  $4,000.00  ;  also  a 
splendid  farm  of  more  than  100  acres,  given  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Heckman,  of 
Juniata  County,  making  in  all  over  $12,000.00  that  came  to  us  during  1908. 

“  A  number  of  our  friends  have  expressed  their  intention  to  make  provision 
for  Susquehanna  in  their  wills,  which  portends  well  for  the  future.  But  our 
present  needs  are  so  great  that  we  dare  not  rely  on  futures,  much  as  we  appre¬ 
ciate  the  prospects  for  splendid  things. 

“The  general  endowment  should  be  increased  to  at  least  $100,000.00,  and 
better  provision  must  be  made  for  the  Theological  Seminary.  There  should 
be  twenty-five  ministerial  scholarships  endowed  at  $1,000.00  each  for  the  en¬ 
couragement  of  young  men  who  are  willing  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the 
holy  office  of  the  ministry. 
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“Our  various  departments  are  well  supported  by  strong  teachers.  We  re¬ 
joice  in  the  co-operating  Faculty,  many  of  whom  are  self-sacrificing  in  their 
devotion  to  the  institution  they  love,  and  are  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  build 
up  an  educational  institution  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Lutheran  Church  of 
Central  Pennsylvania. 

“The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Missionary  Institute,  now  Sus¬ 
quehanna  University,  was  celebrated  in  June,  1908,  during  the  annual  com¬ 
mencement,  when  most  thrilling  addresses  were  delivered  by  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College.  Every  person  present  declared  it  one  of  the  most 
delightful  and  interesting  exercises  ever  attended.  The  spirit  manifested  wras 
ideal.”  ' 

Since  October  1st,  1907,  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted  Susquehanna 
University  $3,000.00  annually. 


(E)  CARTHAGE  COLLEGE,  CARTHAGE,  ILL. 

Founded  1870. 

Rev.  F.  L.  Sigmund,  D.  D.,  President. 

“The  report  of  Carthage  College  for  the  biennium,  closing  with  May,  1909, 
is  most  encouraging  ;  for  it  has  marked  the  successful  passage  from  an  uncer¬ 
tain  existence  to  an  assured  life  and  increasing  usefulness  in  the  Church. 

“  This,  of  course,  was  due  to  the  completion  of  the  new  Endowment  Fund 
by  fulfilling  the  generous  conditions  of  Mr.  Henry  Denhart’s  offer.  On  Jan¬ 
uary  19th,  1909,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  final  settle¬ 
ment  was  reached  whereby  Carthage  College  came  into  the  possession  of 
$200,000.00  new  productive  endowment,  and  the  total  of  its  invested  funds 
was  brought  up  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

“  As  a  matter  of  record,  it  is  important  to  mention  again  the  larger  sums 
which  have  been  contributed  and  the  names  of  their  donors,  which  are  as  fol¬ 
lows  :

“  It  is  also  proper  to  add  that  the  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  should  receive  their  due  credit  for  making  possible,  through  their  gifts 
and  appropriations  during  the  past  twenty  years,  this  highly  creditable  achieve¬ 
ment.  During  these  years  there  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  Garthage 
College  by  annual  appropriations  for  current  expenses,  through  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  sum  of  $37)555-55’  and  by  direct  gifts  and  pending  pledge 
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toward  endowment,  the  sum  of  $38,553.50,  with  interest,  amounting  to 
$6,659.67,  making  a  total  of  $82,768.72. 

“The  second  item  of  interest  is  the  organization  of  the  ‘Bible  Training 
Department  on  the  John  C.  Martin  foundation,’  the  aim  of  which,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  founder,  is  to  teach  the  English  Bible  and  cog¬ 
nate  subjects  to  all  regular  students  of  the  College  and  the  Academy,  and 
to  provide  a  special  course  for  men  and  women  in  preparation  for  Christian 
work. 

“  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  set  aside  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  from  the  new 
endowment,  which  is  to  be  added  to  Mr.  Martin’s  gift  of  $10,000.00,  in  order 
to  provide  a  permanent  endowment  of  $30,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  De¬ 
partment. 

“The  general  work  of  the  College  during  the  past  two  years  has  moved 
forward  with  the  usual  attendance  in  most  departments.  There  has,  however, 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  registered  in  the  College,  which  in 
both  years  has  been  the  largest  for  twenty  years.  A  few  changes  have  taken 
place  among  the  professors  and  instructors  ;  the  principal  one  being  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  President  Sigmund  on  March  1st,  1909,  after  a  service  of  eight  and  a 
half  years,  the  longest  administration  in  the  history  of  the  College.” 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted  Carthage  College 
$4,000.00  annually. 

(F)  BREKLUM  SEMINARY,  BREKLUM,  SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN,  GERMANY. 

Founded  1883. 

Rev.  Christian  Jensen,  Principal. 

“  After  our  agreement  with  the  General  Synod,  ratified  at  Sunbury,  Pa., 
we  have  admitted  to  our  Seminary  as  many  young  men,  unable  to  pay  their 
own  way  through  the  Seminary  course,  as  we  could,  for  the  money  promised 
by  the  District  Synods.  We  consider  it  a  privilege  that  we  were  allowed,  last 
fall,  to  send  to  the  General  Synod  9  young  men,  6  of  whom  went,  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  German  Seminary  Board,  to  Atchison,  Ivan.,  2  to 
Selinsgrove,  and  1  to  Gettysburg. 

“The  present  attendance  is  31.  Five  of  this  number  attend  our  institution 
preparatory  to  their  entrance  into  the  Breklum  Foreign  Mission  service.  Two 
have  the  intention,  after  the  completion  of  a  full  course,  to  enter  the  service 
of  the  ‘  Innere  Mission  ’  of  the  Fatherland,  and  24  are  willing  to  go  to  the 
United  States.  Of  the  latter  only  5  are  able  to  support  themselves  wholly  or  in 
part.  To  the  others  we  have  to  furnish  lodging  and  board  ;  some  we  have 
even  to  provide  with  proper  clothing,  a  circumstance  which  those  will  under¬ 
stand  who  are  conversant  with  the  situation  in  Germany,  entirely  different 
from  that  in  America,  where  a  student  has  many  ways  and  possibilities  to  earn 
some  money. 

“We  are  very  thankful  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  German  Semi¬ 
nary  Board,  because,  with  the  help  tendered  us  by  them,  we  were  enabled  to 
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call  Prof.  A.  W.  Hildebrandt,  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  to  our 
Seminary.  He  began  his  work  in  Breklum  January,  1908.  Before  he  came 
to  us  our  teaching  force  was  entirely  inadequate,  and  we  were  not  able  to  pay 
full  attention  to  some  branches.  By  his  joining  our  force  we  have  not  only 
been  enabled  to  expand  our  course  of  studies,  but,  above  all,  to  give  our  stu¬ 
dents  a  more  thorough  training  in  the  English  language.  As  to  the  character 
of  our  course,  we  will  allow  the  American  Seminary  Professors,  who  have 
known  our  students,  to  testify.  In  this  connection  it  may  also  be  mentioned 
that  his  coming  served  to  strengthen  the  attachment  of  our  students  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  The  pastors  of  the  state  church  in  Schleswig-Holstein  also 
better  realize  now  that  the  General  Synod  is  willing  to  support  our  work,  and 
that  the  young  men  we  sent  out  are  needed  and  wanted  in  the  United  States. 
The  consequence  of  this,  we  expect,  will  be  that  they  are  more  ready  to 
direct  the  attention  of  able  young  men  among  their  catechumens  to  our  in¬ 
stitution. 

“The  much  appreciated  visit  which  Rev.  Charles  E.  Hay,  D.  D.,  paid  us 
in  1907,  had  already  demonstrated  to  many  that  the  official  relations  between 
the  General  Synod  and  the  Breklum  Seminary  had  become  closer  than  ever 
before.  In  this  respect  the  visits  of  Rev.  E.  E.  Ortlepp,  Greenville,  Ohio, 
and  Rev.  Frederick  G.  Gotwald,  York,  Pa.,  in  1908,  have  been  of  very 
great  value  to  us,  especially  as  those  gentlemen  were  the  representatives  of 
the  German  Seminary  Board  and  the  Board  of  Education.  It  w'as  both  a 
pleasure  and  a  profit  to  have  them  with  us,  and  we  are  confident  that  their 
visits  will  bear  fruit  for  our  Seminary  as  well  as  for  the  General  Synod.* 

“From  the  Board  of  Education  we  have  (May  1st,  1909)  received  the 
sum  of  $4,333.33.  Without  this  help  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
make  some  great  and  much-needed  repairs,  and  to  enlighten,  through  pam¬ 
phlets,  etc.,  our  pastors  and  laymen  who  are  interested  or  whom  we  want  to 
interest  in  our  work.  That  our  appeals  have  not  been  in  vain  our  Treasurer’s 
report  shows.  It  states  that  the  freewill  offerings  from  our  friends  in  the  time 
— July  1st,  1907,  to  June  30th,  1908 — give  the  round  sum  of  $3,500.00. 

“  Just  this  branch  of  our  work,  to  interest  our  pastors  and  laymen,  we  con¬ 
sider  very  necessary  ;  the  more  so  because  the  work  brings  us  in  closer  con¬ 
tact  with  the  pastors,  and  because  they  come  to  a  better  understanding  of  the 
scope  and  necessity  of  our  Seminary. 

“  If  in  the  next  years  we  could  obtain  more  means,  either  from  German  or 
from  American  sources,  we  would  be  able  to  strengthen  and  improve  our  work 
greatly.  It  is  our  aim  to  send  faithful  young  men  to  America,  who  can  enter 
the  seminaries  with  the  same  amount  of  knowledge,  at  least,  as  those  who  have 
graduated  from  the  colleges  of  our  Church,  young  men  who  are  willing  to 
work  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord  and  who  are  loyal  to  the  General  Synod. 

“We  rejoice  that  some  English  District  Synods  have  declared  their  will¬ 
ingness,  in  spite  of  their  many  expenses  for  other  objects,  to  assume  the  sup- 
*  [The  expense  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  these  three  visitors  was  $75.00. —  Gen.  Sec.] 
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port  of  one  or  several  students.  We  are  sincerely  grateful  to  them,  and  entreat 
others  to  follow  their  example. 

“  In  conclusion,  we  want  to  emphasize  once  more,  with  a  warm  and  thankful 
heart,  the  fact  that  the  aupport  we  have  received  from  the  Synod  has  enabled 
us  to  establish  on  a  sounder  basis  this  our  Seminary,  which  has  served  the 
General  Synod  these  twenty-five  years.  We  have  full  confidence  that  this  in¬ 
stitution  is  destined,  in  its  modest  sphere,  to  help  in  the  great  work  which 
God  has  committed  to  the  General  Synod,  of  spreading  the  kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  United  States  and  of  saving  souls.” 

Since  July  1st,  1907,  as  authorized  by  the  last  General  Synod,  the  Board  of 
Education  has  granted  Breklum  .Seminary  $2,000.00  annually,  and  since  the 
transfer  of  Professor  Hildebrandt,  from  Atchison,  January,  1908,  $500.00 
annually,  additional. 

(G)  AMERICAN  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  MISSION  COLLEGE,  GUNTUR, 

INDIA. 

Founded  1885. 

Rev.  L.  L.  Uhl,  Ph.  D.,  D.  D.,  Principal. 

“Spiritually,  our  College  has  Christian  aims  and  seeks  to  inspirit  those 
under  its  roof  with  the  all-quickening,  all  redeeming  life  of  Jesus,  setting  forth 
the  insufficiency  of  a  dead  metaphysical  life  and  the  power  of  a  living  personal 
life. 

“  The  College  endeavors  to  influence  the  whole  rnan  with  the  consciousness 
of  the  power  and  glory  of  Christ  in  the  transcending  process  of  making  a  man. 
There  were  40  masters,  out  of  which  number  13  old  were  displaced  by  5 
new,  giving  now  a  staff  of  32.  Mr.  A.  K.  Devadanam  is  a  new  worker  from 
the  College  and  the  Training  School,  reminding  patrons  of  the  cause  that  such 
men  were  not  available  even  twenty-five  years  ago,  but  that  now  they  are 
easily  obtainable  through  the  growth  of  the  mission.  Mr.  C.  Bapaniah, 
F.  A.,  is  another  new  master,  from  the  mission  schools  of  Bezwada  and 
Guntur.  Mr.  Arthur  Paul,  B.  A.,  L.  T. ,  is  the  third  new  master,  a  convert 
in  adult  life,  coming  from  the  United  Free  Church  Mission,  a  man  of  parts 
and  of  earnestness,  Professor  of  History.  Mr.  J.  Venkateswarulu,  F.  A., 
from  this  College,  is  the  fourth  new  master,  recently  trained  at  Rajahmundry, 
reappointed  here  and  promising  to  be  an  excellent  teacher.  Mr.  R.  Ven- 
katasivadu,  B.  A.,  L.  T.,  is  the  fifth  new  master,  called  from  the  Maharajah’s 
College,  Vizianagaram,  to  teach  physiology,  history  and  English,  a  man  of 
repute  as  a  thinker,  teacher,  writer,  and  all  alive  against  prevailing  customs 
and  ideas. 

“There  are  in  all  3  Masters  in  Drawing  or  Gymnastics,  2  Non-matriculate 
Bible  Teachers,  6  Matriculates,  6  Shastris  in  Telugu,  Hindustani  and  Sanskrit, 
6  who  have  passed  F.  A.,  and  8  who  have  passed  B.  A.,  and  the  Principal. 

“The  students  are  more  interested.  The  number  fell  off  197,  being  622 
in  September,  1908,  as  compared  with  819  in  September,  1907,  the  major 
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part  of  the  197  going  to  the  newly-opened  high  school  in  Tenali.  The 
attendance  has  been  encouraged  by  prizes  and  by  rewards  in  the  shape  of  a 
rich  banner,  from  month  to  month,  to  the  two  most  regular  classes.  The 
average  roll  was  661  and  the  average  attendance  83  per  cent.,  or  546. 

“  The  College  draws  together  divers  castes  more  than  any  other  enterprise  in 
all  these  parts.  All  classes  are  friendly  rivals  in  work  and  play.  There  were 
418  Brahmans,  95  Christians,  50  Sudras,  34  Mohammedans,  18  Vaisyas  and 
7  Kshatrias  on  the  September  roll.  Many  boys  come  from  Guntur.  The 
Guntur,  Kistna  and  Kurnool  Districts  were  the  most  largely  represented, 
sending  527,  53  and  16,  respectively. 

“The  opening  period  was  chapel  in  three  places,  conducted  by  two  masters 
and  the  Principal.  The  Principal  conducted  the  chapel  services  in  the  main 
hall  and  studied  God  in  the  Bible  and  in  the  Vedas,  and  examined  the  ways 
of  men  in  Biblical  and  Vedic  writings. 

“  In  the  21  class-rooms  there  were  many  a  delightful  occasion  to  lead  the  boys 
into  new  regions  of  literature,  mathematics,  science,  history  and  religion. 

“  There  were  five  kinds  of  sports  :  tennis,  badminton,  cricket,  gymnastics  and 
football.  These  were  not  only  for  exercise  and  reinvigoration  of  body,  but 
also  opportunity  for  mind  and  character  building. 

“The  Sunday  Bible  lesson  was  voluntary.  The  meetings  held  were  24,  the 
largest  attendance  was  348,  the  average  attendance  was  307,  the  classes  18, 
and  the  subject  of  study  was  Paul’s  last  missionary  tour. 

“  The  apparatus  for  scientific  work  was  considerably  enlarged. 

‘  ‘  The  east  wing  of  the  building  was  completed  by  adding  an  upper  story  pro¬ 
viding  five  new  rooms.  These  five  rooms  are  a  joy  in  light  and  air. 

“  Examinations,  though  often  much  decried,  are  regarded  a  good  thing  in  this 
College.  The  total  number  of  pupils  examined  at  the  close  of  1907  was  747, 
of  whom  637  were  by  the  College  itself,  and  the  total  promotions  including 
the  passes  were  328,  or  44  per  cent. 

“  In  round  numbers  the  College  received  Rs.  18,241  from  India,  and  includ¬ 
ing  the  Principal’s  salary,  travel  and  building,  expended  Rs.  29,773,  ^us 
being  supported  to  the  extent  of  51  per  cent,  of  all  cost.  Without  the  salary 
of  the  Principal  and  omitting  building,  the  expenditures  totaled  Rs.  22,773, 
of  which  India  contributed  80  per  cent.  Received  from  government  grant 
Rs.  3,950  and  fees  Rs.  11,706. 

“  More  room  will  be  needed  for  the  new  subdivisions  of  the  College  classes, 
and  renting  must  be  resorted  to  until  the  west  wing  upper  story  can  be  erected. 
In  the  revolution  of  methods  in  the  Pligher  Education,  under  the  Madras 
University,  this  College  will  offer  four  parallel  elective  courses,  and  is  now 
arranging  to  secure  the  proper  complements  of  professors  and  the  necessary 
equipment  of  apparatus.  In  all  things  the  College  would  aim  at  more  thor¬ 
oughness  in  teaching,  more  diligence  in  study,  and  more  worthiness  in  living.” 

Since  October  1st,  1907,  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  for  its  India  College  work  $1,000.00  annually. 
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(H)  MIDLAND  COLLEGE,  ATCHISON,  KAN. 

Founded  1887. 

Rev.  M.  F.  Troxell,  D.  D.,  President. 

“In  presenting  this  report  of  Midland  College  for  the  bast  biennium,  we 
desire  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Board  of  Education  both  for  the  gener¬ 
ous  financial  aid  regularly  and  systematically  furnished  by  it  to  our  work  and 
for  its  sympathetic  interest  in  our  efforts  to  win  present  success  and  permanent 
progress.  We  now  have  an  institution  worth  in  property  and  endowment 
$115,000.00,  but  were  it  not  for  the  annual  aid  we  receive  from  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  the  agency  directed  by  the  General  Synod  to  support  Midland 
College,  our  work  could  not  go  on.  We  desire,  therefore,  to  acknowledge 
our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  aid  of  the  Board  at  its  full  value. 

“  In  the  present  biennium  we  have  strengthened  the  English  department  by 
adding  a  branch  of  Public  Speaking,  with  training  in  Elocution  for  every 
student  in  the  regular  curriculum  ;  we  have  added  equipment  and  field  work 
in  Surveying  in  the  Department  of  Mathematics  ;  we  have  greatly  strengthened 
the  Science  Department  by  adding  a  Biological  laboratory  and  securing  many  in¬ 
struments  and  better  facilities  also  in  the  laboratories  of  Physics  and  Chem¬ 
istry. 

“  At  the  same  time  we  have  improved  our  courses  of  study  and  maintained 
rank  with  the  other  and  larger  institutions  by  standardizing  our  work,  adopt¬ 
ing  the  semester  system  of  dividing  the  College  years  into  halves,  length¬ 
ening  recitation  periods  from  forty-five  minutes  to  one  hour,  and  unifying 
entrance  requirements  for  College  standing.  The  results  of  these  changes 
are  being  made  apparent  in  better  recognition  of  the  College,  better  class¬ 
room  work,  fewer  failures  and  less  friction. 

“  The  student  roll  maintains  the  average  of  200  in  all  departments,  reached 
the  second  year  of  the  last  biennium.  The  prospects  for  holding  to  this  num¬ 
ber  and  for  going  on  to  300  are  good.  We  are  seeking  to  make  our  students 
capable  of  producing  results  when  they  go  out  from  us.  We  lay  stress  on  two 
callings  specially,  those  of  teaching  and  preaching.  No  year  passes  but  adds 
something  to  the  force  of  pastors  and  ministers  doing  God’s  work  among 
men,  and  in  recent  years  Midland  has  been  furnishing  excellent  teachers  for 
our  public  and  high  schools  in  our  territory.  Such  work  as  this  we  are  sure 
will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  the  General  Synod  churches  back  of 
and  supporting  the  College,  because  such  work  merits  approval  of  all  intelli¬ 
gent  and  appreciative  people. 

“  The  total  income  of  the  College  for  the  past  biennium  has  been,  in  round 
numbers,  $28,000.00.  Of  this  amount  $4,500.00  has  come  from  interest  on 
endowment,  $7,500.00  from  tuitions  and  fees,  and  $1,600.00  from  the  Beard 
of  Education. 

“By  rigid  economy  and  conservatism  we  have  struggled  along,  doing  the 
best  we  could  with  our  means  and  equipment,  but  we  have  needs  and  oppor¬ 
tunities  now  demanding  larger  plans  and  resources.  By  the  time  this  report 
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is  rendered  by  the  Board  to  General  Synod,  we  hope  to  have  completed  the 
movement  to  raise  $15,000  00  for  Library  Endowment,  thus  securing  a  gift  of 
$15,000.00  from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  for  a  library  building.  We  are  also 
at  work  to  secure  $5,000.00  to  add  to  a  like  sum  of  $5,000.00  left  to  the  College 
conditionally  by  the  late  Rev.  J.  G.  Griffith,  D.  D.,  of  Montoursville,  Pa., 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  College  on  its  campus  a  suitable  Assembly  Hall, 
which  has  always  been  so  sadly  lacking  in  our  local  surroundings.  The  College 
also  needs  a  chair  of  History  and  Pedagogy,  which  must  come  by  a  division 
of  the  over-heavy  chair  of  English,  History,  Economics  and  Political  and 
Social  Science.  We  need  a  central  heating  plant  estimated  to  cost  from 
$7,000.00  to  $10,000.00.  We  also  desire  to  make  a  forward  movement  to  in¬ 
crease  our  endowment  from  the  present  sum  of  $40,000.00  to  $100,000.00  by 
the  time  of  the  silver  anniversary  of  Midland’s  founding,  twenty-five  years 
from  1887,  or  the  year  1912. 

“  Our  other  local  church  needs  at  Atchison,  which  have  been  great  and 
pressing,  have  now  been  worthily  met,  and  it  seems  a  favorable  and  fit  time 
for  the  College  to  go  forward.  Midland  was  born  in  a  time  of  need  for  our 
developing  work  beyond  the  Mississippi,  and  the  prayers  and  gifts  offered  for 
the  College  have  been  fervent  and  many.  Education  is  a  slow  growth.  Mid¬ 
land’s  best  and  brightest  days  are  forward.  Useful  and  helpful  as  she  has 
been,  her  greatest  usefulness  is  now  before  her.  Doing  her  work  day  by  day 
and  year  by  year  God-appointed,  church-appointed,  men-appcinted,  the  Col¬ 
lege  prays  and  pleads  now  for  friends  generous  and  good  to  assist  her  in  a  new 
and  larger  career  cf  usefulness  and  power.” 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted,  annually,  the 
largest  sum  in  its  history,  $8,000.00. 

(I)  WESTERN  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY,  ATCHISON,  KAN. 

Founded  1893. 

Rev.  F.  P.  Altman,  D.  D. ,  President. 

“The  Western  Theological  Seminary  has  passed  a  very  encouraging  and 
profitable  biennium.  Twenty  students  were  enrolled  the  first  year  and  sixteen 
the  second.  Eight  have  been  regularly  graduated.  Several  courses  of  sug¬ 
gestive  and  practical  lectures  were  delivered  by  Lutheran  pastors  from  the 
field,  emphasizing  previous  instruction  and  adding  interest  to  the  work. 

“  Probably  the  most  important  advance  step  taken  since  the  founding  of  the 
institution  was  the  securing  of  a  separate  building  for  Seminary  purposes  ex¬ 
clusively,  thus  enabling  the  school  to  foster  a  spirit  and  environment  peculiar  to 
itself.  In  June,  1908,  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Education,  ‘Oak  Ridge,’  the 
home  of  the  late  ex-Senator  John  J.  Ingalls,  of  Atchison,  Kan.,  was  purchased 
for  $10,000.00.  About  $4,000.00  of  this  amount  was  given  by  citizens  of 
Atchison.  An  additional  $1,000.00  was  expended  for  furnishing  and  equip¬ 
ment.  The  property  is  only  a  few  squares  from  Midland  College  campus,  on 
the  electric  street-car  line,  and  contains  five  and  one-fourth  acres  of  orchard, 
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ornamental  and  native  shade  trees  and  beautiful  lawn.  The  house  alone  cost 
originally  over  $20,000.00.  It  is  an  ideal  location,  a  quiet  place,  with  the 
city  all  around  it,  and  yet,  by  reason  of  the  ample  grounds,  quite  retired.  The 
building  is  of  pressed  brick,  with  slate  roof,  has  fourteen  rooms  above  the 
basement,  with  space  for  additional  rooms  on  the  third  floor.  Being  heated 
by  steam,  with  natural  gas  for  fuel  and  light,  city  water  and  modern  conven¬ 
iences,  it  is  admirably  adapted  for  Seminary  purposes.  A  debt  of  $3,000.00 
has  been  incurred  by  the  Board  in  securing  and  equipping  this  properly.  Ot 
the  balance  of  cost  over  $7,000.00  was  secured  in  subscriptions,  and  $1,000.00 
from  the  sale  of  some  vacant  lots  held  by  the  Board  since  1887. 

“  This  youngest  educational  ward  is  now  prepared  for  larger  and  better 
service.  Two  chairs  ought  to  be  endowed  in  the  near  future  ;  a  library  fund 
provided  for  the  purchase  of  the  latest  and  best  books,  and  more  of  our  young 
men  in  the  West  should  be  encouraged  to  seek  preparation  for  the  gospel 
ministry  amid  its  congenial  surroundings.” 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  of  Education  has  granted  the  Seminary 
$4,300.00  annually  ;  somewhat  more  until  the  removal  of  Professor  Hilde- 
brandt  to  Breklum,  January,  1908. 


III.  NEW  ITEMS. 

(a)  the  increased  apportionment. 

The  increase  in  our  apportionment,  from  12  to  20  cents,  made  two  years 
ago,  marked  the  beginning  of  a  newT  and  more  efficient  era  in  the  history  of 
our  work.  The  District  Synods  have  all  ratified  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod,  and  have  assumed  the  larger  apportionment.  The  response  on  the 
part  of  pastors  and  congregations  has  also  been  both  prompt  and  liberal. 
In  the  first  Synodical  year  of  the  larger  apportionment  the  receipts  from  the 
Synods  increased  over  $10,000.00,  or  over  50  per  cent.,  a  most  remarkable 
forward  step  in  our  educational  advance  ! 

(b)  our  growing  receipts. 

That  the  Church  is  awakening  to  a  larger  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
her  educational  work  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  steady  but  unmistakable 
growth  in  her  gifts  to  its  support.  To  illustrate  this  growth  we  have  prepared 
the  following  tables  :

(C)  CARTHAGE  COLLEGE  ENDOWMENT  PLEDGES. 

Your  Treasurer,  as  authorized,  promptly  paid  the  balance  of  $3,000.00, 
with  interest,  on  the  pledge  made  to  Carthage  College  in  1899,  and  that  obli¬ 
gation  was  fully  discharged. 

A  new  pledge,  not  to  exceed  $25,000.00,  was  authorized  at  your  last  con¬ 
vention,  to  be  given  upon  the  advice  of  our  Board,  under  certain  conditions  to 
be  met  by  the  College.  (See  1907  Minutes,  page  73.) 

At  our  Board’s  meeting  May  19th,  1908,  we  advised  the  officers  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  to  issue  such  an  obligation,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  your 
action  of  two  years  ago.  Since  that  date  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of 
$1,446.50  (as  per  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  Carthage  College,  February 
nth,  1909)  have  been  secured  by  the  College  in  addition  to  the  $100,000.00, 
needed  to  meet  Mr.  Henry  Denhart’s  offer  of  the  same  amount,  June  1st,  1908. 
This  amount,  therefore,  is  to  be  credited  on  the  note  of  General  Synod,  leav¬ 
ing  a  net  obligation  of  $23,553.50,  with  interest  at  5  per  cent,  from  May  1st, 
1908.  The  General  Synod  will  have  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  annual 
interest  charge  and  the  gradual  payment  of  the  principal. 

It  should  be  gratifying  to  the  General  Synod  to  know  and  feel  that  by  the 
giving  of  this  obligation  the  future  of  Carthage  College  was  assured. 


(d)  MIDLAND  LIBRARY  PLEDGE. 

Your  last  convention  authorized  the  payment  of  $1,500.00  to  Midland  Col¬ 
lege  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  on  certain  conditions,  for  its  new 
Library.  (See  page  248,  Minutes,  1907.)  These  conditions  not  having  been 
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met  at  the  time  of  making  this  report  this  sum  has  not  been  paid.  Instruc¬ 
tions  as  to  its  future  payment  should  be  given  the  Treasurer  by  this  convention. 

(E)  THE  CALIFORNIA  SEMINARY. 

The  Board  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  communication,  adopted  by  the  re¬ 
cent  convention  of  the  California  Synod,  and  presents  it  for  the  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  General  Synod  : 


Resolution ,  Adopted  April  23d,  igog. 

“  The  committee  recommends  that  the  California  Synod  ask  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  General  Synod  to  assist  this  Synod  in  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  a  College  and  Theological  Seminary  on  our  territory,  upon 
the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  General  Synod.” 

(f)  breklum  seminary  organization. 

Pursuant  to  your  action  of  two  years  ago  (see  page  43  of  Minutes,  1907), 
our  Board  duly  authorized  the  members  of  the  German  Seminary  Board  to 
organize  and  act  as  Directors  of  Breklum  Seminary,  Schleswig-Holstein,  Ger¬ 
many.  This  Board  consisted  of  three  members  from  the  Wartburg  Synod, 
three  from  the  German  Nebraska  Synod  and  one  from  the  German  Conference 
of  the  New  York  and  New  Jersey  Synod.  According  to  the  agreement  with 
Principal  Jensen  there  were  to  be  two  members  of  the  Breklum  Board  in  Ger¬ 
many,  besides  himself.  These  two  are  Pastor  Matzen,  of  Breklum,  and  Pas¬ 
tor  Bahnsen,  of  Hamburg.  These  ten  members  constitute  the  Board  of  Direct¬ 
ors  of  Breklum  Seminary,  their  appointment,  of  course,  being  subject  to  our 
Board.  Our  Board  has  approved  the  agreement  with  Principal  Jensen  and  the 
Constitution  according  to  which  they  labor.  They  met  for  organization  No¬ 
vember  26th,  1907,  and  elected  the  following  officers  : 

President — Rev.  R.  Neumann. 

Secretary — Rev.  F.  Wupper. 

Treasurer — Rev.  E.  E.  Ortlepp,  D.  D. 

They  requested  the  transfer  of  Prof.  A.  W.  Hildebrandt  from  the  work  of 
the  German  Pro-Seminary  at  Atchison  to  Breklum,  beginning  January  1st, 
1908.  This  was  approved  by  our  Board,  the  Board  to  pay  $500.00  towards  his 
salary  at  Breklum. 

The  officers  of  the  Breklum  Seminary  Board  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  work  under  their  charge  to  the  close  of  this  biennium  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BREKLUM  DIRECTORY. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Since  the  General  Synod  at  Sunbury,  Pa.,  1907,  entered  into  official  rela¬ 
tion  with  the  Seminary  in  Breklum,  the  Board  of  Education  has  assisted  that 
institution  with  a  total  of  $4,333.33,  besides  contributing  $100.00  to  defray 
part  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  Prof.  Hildebrandt.  This  money  has  done 
much  to  encourage  Pastor  Jensen  and  his  co-workers  to  continue  and  enlarge 
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the  Seminiary,  which  for  so  many  years  could  not  accomplish  its  best  work  for 
lack  of  funds.  Perhaps  still  more  than  the  financial  aid  itself  did  the  prestige 
of  the  General  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Education  tend  to  imbue  Breklum 
with  new  life.  Prominent  churchmen  all  over  the  province  of  Schleswig- 
Holstein  are  deeply  interested  in  the  work,  since  it  no  longer  depends  on  the 
uncertain  goodwill  of  individuals,  but  rests  on  the  long-sought-for  solid 
foundation  of  the  General  Synod. 

Of  our  District  Synods  the  following  have,  to  date,  contributed  :  East 
Pennsylvania,  $200.00  ;  Pittsburgh,  $100.00,  Maryland,  $100.00  ;  Franckean, 
$200.00;  Wittenberg,  $50.00  ;  Miami,  $100.00  ;  Iowa,  $200.00  (sent  direct)  ; 
a  total  of  $950.00.  Pledges  for  the  current  year  have  been  made  also  by 
others.  In  order  to  secure  from  year  to  year  an  uninterrupted  growth  in  the 
number  of  graduates,  it  is  very  important  that  the  Synods  continue,  and,  if 
possible,  increase  their  regular  annual  contributions  ;  and  that  other  Synods 
join  in  this  promising  enterprise. 

The  two  German  Synods,  to  date,  paid  to  Breklum,  $485.00,  besides 
$100.00  towards  the  traveling  expenses  of  Prof.  Hildebrandt,  as  also  the  con 
siderable  traveling  expenses  incident  to  the  three  meetings  of  the  Breklum 
Directory.  Furthermore,  a  number  of  large  donations  by  individuals  and 
congregations  within  the  two  Synods  did  not  pass  through  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer. 

In  Germany  the  contributions  of  friends  amounted  to  about  $3,540.00,  a 
sum  that  will  materially  increase  if  the  General  Synod  evinces  no  lack  of  interest. 

The  number  of  students  for  the  second  semester  1907  was  31  ;  for  the  first 
semester  1908,  41  ;  for  the  second  semester  1908,  34  ;  for  the  first  semester, 
I9°9,  31.  In  June,  1908,  11  were  graduated,  of  whom  9  came  to  America, 
6  to  Atchison,  2  to  Selinsgrove  and  I  to  Gettysburg,  by  direction  of  this 
Board.  Besides  the  graduates,  a  number  of  others  left  the  Seminary,  2 
were  advised  to  cease  their  studies,  2  were  called  into  the  army,  1  was  ex¬ 
cused  on  account  of  ill  health,  3  were  dismissed,  and  5  were  honorably  dis¬ 
missed  to  other  institutions.  These  figures  may  serve  to  indicate  that  the  sift¬ 
ing  done  is  conscientious  and  severe. 

Of  all  the  students  during  these  two  years  2  supported  themselves,  and  5 
partially  so,  while  all  the  others  were  unable  to  pay  anything.  Beneficiary 
students  are  required  to  sign  promissory  notes  for  support  received,  the  notes 
becoming  payable  upon  the  dismissal  of  the  student,  or  when,  after  ordina¬ 
tion,  he  leaves  the  service  of  the  General  Synod  before  a  prescribed  term  of 
years  expires. 

The  prospects  for  the  future  are  very  encouraging.  To  attain  the  best  re¬ 
sults,  however,  the  work  must  be  fostered  with  unflagging  zeal.  The  follow¬ 
ing  points  should  be  carefully  noted  : 

1.  Under  the  present  conditions  Pastor  Jensen  needs  at  least  $10,000.00 
annually  for  all  purposes.  This  sum  ought  to  be  raised  without  fail. 

2.  The  money  hitherto  given  by  the  General  Synod,  $2,500.00  annually, 
was  about  sufficient  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  professors.  Another  professor 
ought  soon  to  be  added  to  the  teaching  force.  On  the  average  30  students 
have  to  be  provided  for  in  every  respect.  Many  more  students  could  be 
won  if  the  necessary  means  were  forthcoming. 

3.  The  contributing  Synods  should  bear  in  mind  that  $100.00  annually  for 
one  student  is  a  very  small  sum  ;  it  ought  to  be  raised  to  at  least  $125.00. 
Again,  if  a  Synod  supports  one  student,  three  years  are  required  until  he 
graduates  ;  hence,  to  secure  uninterrupted  rotation  a  Synod  should  support 
two,  or,  better,  three  students  at  once. 

4.  Naturally  there  will  be  very  few  graduates  in  1909.  For  Pastor  Jensen, 
in  1906,  not  knowing  whether  he  were  able  to  continue  the  Seminary,  ad- 
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mitted  no  students,  and  the  logical  result  is  a  lack  of  graduates  at  present. 
In  1907,  encouraged  by  the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  31  students  were 
admitted,  as  stated  before.  Those  of  that  number  who  graduate  in  1910  will 
be  the  first  men  coming  over  under  the  arrangement  made  at  Sunbury,  and 
from  then  on  the  number  will  increase  annually  if  the  work  is  not  permitted 
to  suffer  want.

(g)  western  seminary  management. 

As  authorized  by  your  last  convention  (see  page  255,  Minutes,  1907)  our 
Board  took  steps  towards  securing  a  home  for  the  Western  Seminary.  After 
full  consideration  of  the  whole  situation,  in  May,  1908,  it  authorized  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  Ingalls  Homestead,  Atchison,  Kan.,  at  a  price  not  exceeding 
$10,000.00,  for  “  the  present  location”  of  the  Seminary.  The  result  of  this 
action  has  been  stated  in  the  report  from  that  institution.  The  funds  given 
by  the  citizens  of  Atchison  are,  £‘upon  demand,  to  be  returned  to  the  donors 
if,  at  any  time  in  the  future,  it  should  seem  wise  to  the  Board  to  no  longer 
use  this  property  for  Seminary  purposes.” 

The  Board  feels  that  the  time  has  now  probably  come  for  giving  the  West¬ 
ern  Seminary  a  permanent  form  of  government,  either  as  a  Department  of 
Midland  College,  or  as  a  separate  corporation,  with  its  own  Board  of  Directors. 

(h)  our  roll  of  honor. 

In  1905  there  were  six  District  Synods  which  gave  mdre  than  the  appor¬ 
tionment.  In  1907  we  reported  eight  such  Synods.  It  is  very  gratifying  in 
1909,  with  the  greatly  increased  apportionment,  to  be  able  to  report  nine 
Synods,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  table,  which  have  given  an  excess. 
Besides,  every  one  of  the  other  sixteen  Synods  shows  a  good  gain  in  the 
amount  given  as  compared  with  two  years  ago.  The  nine  Synods  on  The 
Roll  of  Honor,  1907-1909,  are  : 

Central  Illinois,  Kansas,  Olive  Branch,

Franckean,  Northern  Illinois,  Rocky  Mountain. 

(1)  beneficiary  work. 

The  question  has  recently  been  raised  in  the  Church  press  of  centralizing  the 
work  of  the  General  Synod  in  Ministerial  Education  in  a  General  Board. 

If  this  Synod  should  so  instruct,  our  Board  will  gladly  undertake  the  col¬ 
lection,  during  the  coming  biennium,  of  all  the  data  necessary  for  a  wise  de¬ 
cision  as  to  the  best  future  policy  on  this  subject. 
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(j)  ENDOWMENT  THE  GREAT  NEED. 

It  is  our  growing  conviction  that  the  paramount  need  of  all  of  our  institutions 
is  more  Endowment.  The  function  of  the  Board  is  but  to  supplement  the 
incomes  of  these  schools  while  their  usual  work  is  being  prosecuted  by  the 
respective  authorities.  To  stimulate  such  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  several 
Boards  of  Trustees,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  College  Presidents  cannot 
alone  prosecute  this  work,  we  have  it  in  mind  to  offer  to  each  school  a  suf¬ 
ficient  increase  in  its  appropriation  to  pay  half  the  cost  of  the  salary  of  such  a 
field  representative,  whose  chief  work  will  be  to  build  up  endowment  funds. 

(K)  LINCOLN  CENTENARY  FUND. 

In  honor  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  greatly  be¬ 
loved  President  and  martyr,  Abraham  Lincoln,  which  occurred  February  12th, 
1909,  our  Board  issued  a  Special  Appeal,  in  connection  with  its  Gettysburg  - 
Lincoln  brochure,  which  realized  nearly  $1,500.00  in  cash  and  subscriptions  for 
our  General  Fund.  Of  this  amount  $976.00  has  been  paid  and  credited  on 
the  apportionments  of  the  respective  Synods.  An  artistic  souvenir  medal  was 
given  to  each  subscriber. 

(L)  OUR  PRESENT  TREASURER. 

Our  late  Treasurer,  who  had  served  the  Board  in  this  office  for  thirteen 
years,  resigned  his  membership  and  office  December  2ist,  1908.  Mr.  William 
Pore,  of  Pittsburgh,  was  elected  to  succeed  him  as  Treasurer. 

There  is  yet  due  the  Board  from  the  former  Treasurer,  aside  from  securities 
which  the  Board  holds  and  regards  as  good,  the  sum  of  $4,687.22.  A  final 
statement  cannot  be  made  before  the  next  convention. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  That  the  rate  of  apportionment  for  the  past  biennium  be  continued. 

2.  That  all  District  Synods  be  again  urged  to  adopt  the  practice  of  using 
only  even  dollars  in  their  apportionment  tables,  as  advised  by  the  Statistical 
Secretary  of  the  General  Synod. 

3.  That  the  offer  made  to  Midland  College  two  years  ago,  to  give  $1,500.00 
under  certain  conditions  (see  1907  minutes,  on  p.  254),  be  renewed,  payment 
to  be  made  through  the  Board  of  Education. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  provide  a  plan  for  the 
future  government  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

5.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
to  pay  to  Carthage  College,  through  the  Board  of  Education,  May  1st  of  each 
year,  the  interest  on  the  Endowment  pledge  of  the  General  Synod  due  at  that 
time,  and  as  much  of  the  principal  of  said  pledge  as  the  officers  of  the  General 
Synod  may  agree  can  be  spared  from  their  treasury. 
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6.  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  plan  for  a  General  Edu¬ 
cational  Conference  of  American  Lutherans,  to  be  held  in  1910,  in  honor  of  its 
twenty-fifth  anniversary.

8.  That  the  profound  gratitude  of  the  General  Synod  is  hereby  expressed  to 
Almighty  God  for  His  gracious  blessings  to  this  Board  and  our  Educational  in¬ 
stitutions  during  the  biennium  ;  to  all  pastors,  editors,  friends  and  members 
who  have  made  successful  their  larger  efforts  ;  and  to  the  faithful  administra¬ 
tors,  trustees,  teachers  and  scholars  in  our  several  institutions  for  their  united 
labors  in  behalf  of  this  sacred  cause,  fundamental  alike  to  Church  and  State.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE 


GENERAL  SYNOD 


OF  THE 

Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA, 


As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington ,  D.  C.,  May  14,  iS6g. 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances  ;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established 
on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following  : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be,  “The  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  ’  * 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join  them¬ 
selves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members  thereof  in 
the  following  ratio,  namely  : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one  ;  if  it  contains  sixteen,  two  ;  if  twenty-four,  three  ;  if  thirty-two,  four  ;  if 
torty,  five  ;  if  fifty-five,  six  ;  if  seventy,  seven  ;  if  eighty-five,  eight ;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upward,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
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ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  bynod  at  present  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this 
ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may  seem  proper, 
and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  General  Synod, 
unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  our  fathers,  the  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical  Scrip¬ 
tures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and 
practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  divine  word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded  upon  that 
word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General  Synod  by  adopting 
this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention  according  to  the  ratio 
specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or  should 
any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  sending  dele¬ 
gates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection  with  the 
General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those  of  a  newly- 
applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President  and  Secretary  ;  and 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others  are 
chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary 
or  Treasurer  ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained  minister, 
nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may  take 
part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  originate 
motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the  ministers 
or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the  delegates 
of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of  the  Secretary 
becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him 
what  portion  of  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and  place 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two  months 
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beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written  notice  thereof 
to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  immediately  upon  the  issue  of 
the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  submitted 
at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be  required 
to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  He  shall 
pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an  order 
of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable 
of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some  capable 
and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall  have 
the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general  character. 
The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are  chiefly  the 
following  : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  District 
Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  existing 
state  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church  and  reports 
on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for  the  promotion 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  The 
District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it,  regularly,  several  copies  of  the 
proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn-books,  and 
Catechisms  ;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished  by 
the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  of  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions, 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows  and 
orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It  shall  use 
all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster,  and  make  efficient  these  operations  of 
the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practical  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations  of 
the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the  time  of 
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their  continuance  in  office,  and  to  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate  work  and 
duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the  control  of  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  entrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

SECTION  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes  ;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers,  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us  ;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment,  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity, 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations,  or  individual  ministers  or  laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws,  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  the  General  Synod  appearing  with  proper  credentials  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

SECTION  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  Convention  ;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
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necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that 
they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes  that 
two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  be 
declared  adopted. 

REPUDIATION  OF  ALLEGED  ERRORS  IN  THE  AUGSBURG 

CONFESSION. 

The  following  preambles  and  resolution  were  adopted  at  York,  in  1864,  and 
at  the  Canton  meeting,  in  1893,  it  was  ordered  that  hereafter  they  be  regularly 
printed  in  connection  with  the  Constitution  r 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  has  recognized  the  Augsburg  Confession,  both  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  in  the  Constitution  recommended  to 
the  District  Synods  as  well  as  in  her  Liturgy,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Churches  have  been  agitated  by  the  imputation  of  grave  and 
dangerous  errors  in  this  Confession,  so  that  amid  conflicting  statements  many 
who  are  sincerely  desirous  of  knowing  the  truth  are  distracted,  knowing  not 
what  to  believe,  and  the  danger  of  internal  conflict  and  schism  is  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  according  to  its  Constitution,  “shall  apply 
all  their  powers,  their  prayers,  and  their  means  toward  the  prevention  of 
schisms  among  us,”  we,  therefore,  in  Synod  assembled,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Searcher  of  hearts,  desire  to  declare  to  our  churches  and  befote  the  world  our 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  imputation  of  these  errors  and  the  alienation  among 
brethren  which  may  arise  from  them. 

Resolved ,  That  while  this  Synod,  resting  on  the  Word  of  God  as  the  sole 
authority  in  matters  of  faith,  on  its  infallible  warrant  rejects  the  Romish  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  real  presence  or  Transubstantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of 
Consubstantiation  ;  rejects  the  Romish  mass  and  all  the  ceremonies  distinctive 
of  the  mass  :  denies  any  power  in  the  sacrament  as  an  opus  operation ,  or  that 
the  blessings  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper  can  be  received  without  faith  : 
rejects  auricular  confession  and  priestly  absolution  ;  holds  that  there  is  no 
priesthood  on  earth  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that  God  only  can  forgive 
sins,  and  maintains  the  divine  obligations  of  the  Sabbath  ;  and  while  we  would 
with  our  whole  heart  reject  any  part  of  any  Confession  which  taught  doctrines 
in  conflict  with  this  our  testimony,  nevertheless,  before  God  and  Ilis  Church, 
we  declare  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  properly  inter¬ 
preted,  is  in  perfect  consistence  with  this  our  testimony,  and  with  the  Holy 
Scriptures  as  regards  the  errors  specified. 
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FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Article  i.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Synod  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll 
of  all  those  who  have  sent  him  formal  certificates  of  their  election  as  dele¬ 
gates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  their  respective  Synods. 

Art.  3.  Thereupon  the  credentials  of  any  who  claim  to  be  delegates,  but 
who  are  not  so  enrolled,  shall  be  presented,  and  shall  be  decided  upon  by 
those  already  enrolled. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of 
the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  a  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  shall  be  made,  in  which 
case  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Art.  7.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention. 

Art.  8.  The  general  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
expedient,  or  whenever  the  officers  of  a  majority  of  the  District  Synods  shall 
approve  or  recommend  such  change  ;  provided  that  sixty  days’  notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  through  all  the  Church  papers. 

Art.  9.  The  chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer 
whether  or  not  any  delegate  has  left  Synod  without  permission,  and  in  such 
case  of  unexcused  absence  the  Treasurer  shall  withhold  the  mileage  of  the 
delegate. 

Art.  10.  The  President  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  standing  committees  during  the  interim  of  the  Conventions  of  this 

body. 
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Art.  i  I .  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  12.  The  following  special  committees  shall  be  appointed 

( 1 )  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(2)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(3)  On  Leave  of  Absence. 

(4)  On  Auditing  the  Treasurer’s  Report.

(8)  On  Resolutions. 

(9)  On  District  Synod  Minutes. 

Art.  13.  The  President  shall  appoint,  before  the  close  of  the  Convention, 
the  following  standing  committees  :

(3)  On  Transportation. 

(4)  On  Sunday  Schools.

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Art.  I.  Motions. 

1.  Introduction  of  Business.  To  bring  any  subject  before  the  Convention 
for  consideration  and  decision  it  is  necessary  that  a  motion  be  made,  seconded, 
and  stated  from  the  chair,  and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  committed  to 
writing. 

In  ordinary  routine  work,  however,  a  matter  may  be  acted  on  without  any 
formal  presentation,  the  chairman  putting  the  question  to  vote  without  waiting 
for  a  motion.  This  may  be  done  only  when  no  one  objects. 

2.  Order  of  Precedence.  A  motion  shall  be  in  order  at  all  times  when  there 
is  no  other  business  before  the  Convention  ;  but,  when  once  a  motion  has  been 
received,  its  consideration  cannot  be  interrupted  except  by  Privileged,  Inci* 
dental,  or  Subsidiary  questions. 

a.  The  Privileged  questions  are  the  following  : 

( 1 )  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  decide  cases  of  Privilege. 

(4)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

These,  from  their  very  nature,  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions  what¬ 
ever,  and  may  at  any  time  interrupt  any  other  business  of  the  Convention  until 
the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  respecting  them. 

Amongst  themselves  they  take  rank  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  except  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  a  member  is  addressing  the  Convention. 

A  question  of  Privilege  can  be  raised  at  any  point  of  the  proceedings  and 
at  any  stage  of  a  discussion. 

b.  The  Incidental  motions  consist  of  the  following  : 

( 1 )  Questions  of  order  and  appeal. 

(2)  Objections  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(3)  The  reading  of  papers. 

(4)  The  withdrawal  of  motions. 

(5)  Suspension  of  the  rules. 

These  cases  arise  incidentally  out  of  some  question  under  consideration,  and 
necessarily  delay  action  on  the  original  proposition  until  they  are  decided,

after  which  the  mam  question  is  resumed  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  inter* 
rupted. 

c.  Subsidiary  motions ,  viz. : 

( 1 )  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate, 

(4)  To  postpone, 

(5)  To  refer  to  a  committee. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  foregoing  motions  are  employed  to  make  suitable  disposition  of  some 
principal  motion.  They  rank  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  any  one 
in  the  list  may  be  moved,  even  though  one  or  more  lower  down  may  be  pend¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time.  But,  though  as  a  rule  they  are  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  main  question,  they  may  also  to  some  extent  be  applied  to  each  other. 
For  example,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  order  the  previous  question 
can  be  employed  on  any  debatable  motion  whatever.  To  limit  debate ,  t© 
postpone ,  to  refer  to  a  committee,  and  to  amend  may  themselves  be  amended. 

An  amendment  to  a  motion  may  be  made  at  any  stage  of  the  question,  but 
must  be  germane  to  it,  and  not  destroy  its  general  sense  or  purpose. 

An  amendment  beyond  the  second  degree  is  out  of  order. 

3.  Reconsideration.  A  principal  motion  having  once  been  disposed  of, 
whether  by  adoption,  rejection  or  indefinite  postponement,  cannot  be  renewed 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except  by  adopting  a  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  the  former  action,  which  motion  must  be  made  and  seconded  by  mem¬ 
bers  that  were  in  the  majority  on  the  original  question. 

Art.  II.  Discussion. 

1.  Proper  consideration.  Any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention  for 
decision  shall  receive  adequate  consideration  before  being  put  to  vote. 

2.  Objection  to  consideration.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  sec¬ 
onded,  if  any  member  makes  objection  to  its  being  considered,  the  President 
shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this  subject  be  discussed?  ’’  and  if 
decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be  dismissed.  Such  objection,  how¬ 
ever,  must  be  made  when  the  matter  is  first  introduced. 

3.  Limited  debate.  The  motions  to  postpone,  to  commit,  and  to  amend, 
whilst  themselves  debatable,  do  not  fully  open  the  main  question  for  discussion, 
but  only  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Convention  to  determine 
whether  these  motions  should  be  adopted  or  rejected. 

4.  Undebatable  Questions.  The  following  motions  shall  be  put  to  vote 
without  discussion  : 

a.  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn  (when  a  privileged  question). 

b.  To  adjourn. 

c.  To  lay  on  the  table. 
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d.  To  order  the  Previous  Question. 

e.  To  limit  or  extend  debate. 

f  To  reconsider  a  question  that  was  itself  undebatable. 

g.  To  object  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

h.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

i.  To  settle  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business. 

j.  To  decide  an  appeal  relating  to  cases  of  indecorum,  to  transgression  of 
the  rules  of  speaking,  or  to  the  priority  of  business. 

k.  To  suspend  the  Rules. 

/.  To  allow  the  reading  of  papers. 

m.  To  permit  the  withdrawal  of  a  motion. 

5.  Privileges  in  Discussion. 

a.  Every  member  shall  have  full  liberty  to  discuss  any  debatable  question 
that  comes  before  the  Convention. 

From  this  privilege  the  President  is  not  excluded,  as  the  Constitution  (Art. 
III.,  Sec.  2)  expressly  provides  that  “  he  may  take  part  in  the  discussions  and 
vote  as  any  other  member.” 

b.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except : 

( 1 )  For  explanation  (not  without  his  own  consent). 

(2)  By  a  call  to  order. 

(3)  By  an  objection  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(4)  By  a  call  for  the  Order  of  the  day  ;  and, 

( 5 )  By  a  question  of  Privilege  requiring  immediate  action. 

6.  Restrictions  in  debate. 

a.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  first  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  chair,  nor  even  then  until  he  is  recognized  by 
the  chair. 

b.  Every  speaker  shall  hold  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under  debate,  avoid 
all  personalities  and  make  no  reflections  on  the  motives  of  his  fellow-members. 

c.  Any  one  wishing  to  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  motion  must 
obtain  special  permission  from  the  Convention. 

d.  On  proper  occasions  a  special  order  may  be  ma.de  limiting  the  speakers  as 
to  the  number  and  length  of  their  speeches,  and  fixing  an  hour  when  the  debate 
shall  stop  and  the  vote  be  taken. 

e.  A  question  shall  no  longer  be  considered  open  for  debate  after  the  voting 
has  begun.  Permission  may,  however,  be  granted  to  any  one  requesting  it  to 
resume  the  discussion,  as  long  as  the  vote  in  the  negative  has  not  yet  been  put. 

Art.  III.  Taking  the  Vote. 

l .  Right  and  duty  of  voting. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  every  subject 
that  is  brought  before  the  Convention  for  its  decision. 

To  this  rule  the  case  of  the  President  forms  no  exception,  as  Art.  III.,  Sec. 
2,  of  the  Constitution  specifically  gives  him  this  right. 
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2.  Order  of  voting.  When  a  series  of  motions  is  pending  at  the  time  when 
a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  they  shall  be  put  to  the  question  in  an  order  exactly  the 
reverse  of  that  in  which  they  were  made,  beginning  at  the  last. 

3.  Dividing  a  question.  When  any  motion  under  consideration  contains  s 
number  of  parts  that  may  be  divided  without  leaving  either  of  them  incomplete 
or  unintelligible,  such  a  division  shall  be  made  when  any  member  requests  it, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  each  of  the  parts  separately. 

In  case  of  objection,  however,  whether  to  the  division  itself  or  to  the  form 
of  it,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

4.  Filling  a  blank.  The  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time  proposed  shall  be  voted  on  first.  If  that  does  not  prevail,  the  next 
highest  shall  be  taken,  and  so  on  until  some  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  Forms  of  putting  the  question  in  special  cases.  The  following  motions 
shall  be  put  to  vote  according  to  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  in  Roberts’ 
Manual,  p.  10,  viz.: 

a.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

b.  To  move  the  Previous  Question. 

c.  To  decide  questions  concerning  appeals,  and 

d.  To  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  or  clauses. 

The  forms  to  be  employed  follow  below,  in  the  same  order  as  the  motions 
above,  and  are  marked  with  corresponding  letters  : 

a.  Will  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  Day  ? 

b.  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ? 

c.  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  ? 

d.  Shall  the  words  (those  proposed  to  be  stricken  out)  stand  as  part  of  the 
motion  or  resolution  ? 

6.  Number  of  votes  to  adopt. 

a.  A  fnajority.  To  adopt  any  ordinary  motion  or  resolution,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient.  A  tie  vote  is  not  to  be  considered  a  majority, 
except  in  a  vote  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair  in  cases  of  appeal. 

b.  A  two-thirds  vote.  The  following  motions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
for  their  adoption  : 

(1)  To  object  to  a  question  being  discussed. 

(2)  To  cut  off  debate  by  the  Previous  Question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  make  a  special  order. 

(5)  To  suspend  the  Rules  or  amend  the  same. 

c.  The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  whenever  a  call  for  the 
same  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

d.  Decision  without  a  vote. 

( I )  In  matters  of  mere  routine ,  the  absence  of  objection  to  any  action  pro¬ 
posed  may  be  taken  as  implying  general  consent,  ana  may  De  so  announced  by 
the  President,  without  a  formal  vote  being  taken. 
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(2)  Questions  relating  to  the  reading  of  papers ,  and  to  the  withdrawal  of 
a  motion  by  the  mover,  may  be  determined  by  the  President.  In  case  of  ob¬ 
jection,  however,  the  matter  must  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

(3)  All  questions  of  order  and  of  privilege  shall  at  once  be  decided  by  the 
chair,  and  his  decision  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention.  Any 
one,  however,  who  does  not  agree  with  that  decision  may  immediately  appeal 
to  the  Convention  itself  and  have  the  question  settled  by  a  regular  vote. 

7.  Division.  In  case  of  a  vote  taken  by  voices,  if  the  decision  of  the  chair 
as  to  the  result  be  called  into  question,  the  effect  of  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  set  aside  and  the  sense  of  the  Convention  ascertained  by  a  division. 

8.  Changing  one’s  vote .  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  as  long  as  the 
result  has  not  been  finally  announced,  but  not  thereafter. 

Art.  IV.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Convention. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  in  Robert’s  Manual  shall  govern  this  Convention  in 
all  cases  not  determined  by  its  own  rules. 

3.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair,  or  by  any  one  whom 
he  may  name,  immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and  may 
be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.

The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  convened  in  the  Luther 
Place  Memorial  Church,  Washington,  D.  C.,  at  9.30  a.  m., 
June  7th,  1911. 

The  opening  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  H.  K.

Fenner,  who  read  Psalm  46,  offered  prayer  and  made  a 
brief  address.

President. 

The  Secretary  having  certified  that  official  credentials 
were  at  hand  from  all  the  twenty-three  District  Synods, 
and  that  there  was  a  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a 
majority  of  the  Synods  present,  the  President  declared  the 
Synod  was  ready  for  business.

Missionary  Society. 

The  seventeenth  convention  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  was  held  in  the  First 
English  Lutheran  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  Rev.  S.  S.  Waltz,  D.  D., 
pastor,  May  9th  to  12th,  1911. 

Your  representative  was  courteously  assigned  a  place  on  the 
program  the  first  evening  of  the  convention,  at  which  time  he 
presented  the  hearty  greetings  of  this  honorable  body,  assuring 
these  noble  co-laborers  of  the  great  appreciation  of  their  mag¬ 
nificent  work  by  the  General  Synod.  Graceful  dignity,  glowing 
enthusiasm,  and  a  Christian  optimism,  characterized  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  entire  convention ;  all  pertinent  matters  being  con¬ 
sidered  and  disposed  of  with  deliberate  promptitude. 

The  Golden  Jubilee  Fund  reached  almost  thirty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars.  The  success  of  their  splendid  magazine,  Lutheran  Woman's 
Work ,  is  extraordinary.  All  reports  were  very  gratifying. 

Our  Lutheran  women  know  how  to  do  things,  and  the  Woman’s 
Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  our  General  Synod  is 
making  good  along  every  line  of  work  undertaken.  Their  rep¬ 
resentative  will  appear  before  this  body  at  this  convention  to  con¬ 
vey  fraternal  greetings.

Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Art.  V.,  Sec.  2,  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  was  considered,  and  the  motion  to  refer  it  to 
District  Synods  for  action  was  lost.  (Page  124,  Minutes 
of  1909.) 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Art.  II.,  Sec.  1,  of  the  con¬ 
stitution  was  considered,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  referred 
to  the  District  Synods  for  consideration.  (Page  124,  Min¬ 
utes  of  1909.) 

A  memorial  from  the  Board  of  Publication,  concerning 
Lutheran  Church  Work,  was  presented  as  follows: 

After  four  years  of  experiment,  into  which  has  been  put  an 
immense  amount  of  energy  and  money,  with  all  the  possible  ad¬ 
vantages  of  a  fair  trial,  the  Board  has  reluctantly  but  positively 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  publication  of  the  magazine  is  not 
justifiable. 

1.  It  is  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money,  a  waste  of  talent 
and  energy,  a  dividing  of  forces. 

2.  It  is  essentially  a  covering  of  the  same  field  by  two  magazines, 
which  could  be  as  well  covered  by  one.  Lutheran  Woman's  Work 
has  not  confined  itself  exclusively  to  woman’s  work. 

3.  It  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  development  of  our  general 
work.  In  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  the  editors  of  both  magazines, 
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a  large  proportion  of  our  people  set  the  one  against  the  other,  and 
by  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  the 
general  magazine. 

4.  The  support  of  the  two  magazines  will  be  a  continued  financial 
struggle.  This  is  inevitable  for  each,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  Lutheran  Woman’s  Work  has  now  a  large  subscription  list. 
To  maintain  that  list  will  require  constant  effort.  The  same  ef¬ 
forts  concentrated  on  one  magazine  for  the  whole  Church  would 
bring  far  better  permanent  results. 

We,  therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  authorize  the  Board  of  Publication 
to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  wise,  looking  to  an  amicable 
adjustment  for  a  consolidation  of  the  two  magazines. 

2.  That  until  such  consolidation  can  be  brought  about,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  authorize  the  continuance  of  Lutheran  Church  Work, 
and  that  the  Boards  represented  in  it  be  instructed  and  authorized 
to  share  the  expense  of  publication  on  a  properly  adjusted  and 
amicably  arranged  basis. 

3.  In  case  the  General  Synod  should  see  fit  not  to  authorize  the 
Boards  of  the  Church  to  share  in  the  publication  of  Lutheran 
Church  Work,  that  the  Board  of  Publication  be  authorized,  at  their 
discretion,  to  discontinue  the  publication  of  the  same. 

The  first  recommendation  was  not  approved. 

The  words,  “until  such  consolidation  can  be  brought 
about,”  in  the  second  recommendation  were  stricken  out. 
Pending  the  consideration  of  this  item,  as  thus  amended, 
the  Synod  passed  to  the  special  order. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Common  Service 
was  presented  by  the  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner,  D.  D.,  chairman, 
as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Common  Service. 

The  committee  have  held  five  meetings  during  the  past  biennium. 
The  first  was  held  on  September  3d,  1909,  the  second  on  November 
30th,  1909,  the  third  on  November  1st,  1910,  the  fourth  on  Febru¬ 
ary  21st,  1911,  and  the  fifth  on  June  7th,  1911. 

DOCTRINAL  BASIS. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  held  at  Richmond,  Ind., 
the  following  action  was  taken:  (See  Minutes,  1909,  p.  1 1 5. ) 

“ Resolved ,  That  the  Common  Service  Committee  be  and  hereby 
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are  instructed  to  codify  the  several  resolutions  and  statements  ex¬ 
planatory  of  the  Doctrinal  Basis  of  the  General  Synod,  adopted 
at  York,  Pa.,  in  1864;  at  Hagerstown,  Md.,  in  1895;  at  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  in  1901,  and  at  the  present  session  of  the  General  Synod,  and 
incorporate  the  substance  of  the  same  into  one  clear  and  definite 
statement  of  our  Doctrinal  Basis,  and  to  report  the  same  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  with  a  view  to  placing  it  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  by  amendment  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution  itself,  there  being  no  intention  in 
this  action  in  any  way  to  change  our  present  Doctrinal  Basis.” 

These  “several  resolutions  and  statements”  are  all  found  in  the 
printed  Minutes  of  1909,  on  pages  59-61  and  315. 

1.  The  York  Resolution  of  1864  contains  a  “repudiation  of  al¬ 
leged  errors  in  the  Augsburg  Confession.” 

2.  The  Hagerstown  Resolution  of  1895  expresses  the  entire  sat¬ 
isfaction  of  the  General  Synod  “with  the  present  form  of  doctrinal 
basis  and  confessional  subscription.”  It  expressly  mentions  the 
“Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession.” 

3.  The  Des  Moines  Resolution  of  1901  affirms  the  doctrinal  basis 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  denies  the  right  “to  make  any  dis¬ 
tinction  between  fundamental  and  so-called  non-fundamental  doc¬ 
trines  in  the  Augsburg  Confession.” 

4  and  5.  The  Richmond  Resolutions  of  1909  affirm : 

First,  that  while  the  Augsburg  Confession  is  “an  adequate  and 
sufficient  standard  of  Lutheran  doctrine,”  the  “Secondary  Symbols 
of  the  Book  of  Concord”  are  not  to  be  ignored,  rejected,  repudiated 
or  antagonized,  but  to  be  held  in  high  esteem  and  faithfully  studied 
by  our  ministers  and  laymen. 

Secondly,  that  the  General  Synod  interprets  its  Confessional  Basis 
when  it  says  “the  Bible  contains  the  word  of  God”  as  synonymous 
with  “the  Bible  is  the  word  of  God.” 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
Committee  on  the  Common  Service  have  prepared  the  following 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  recommend  their  submission 
to  the  District  Synods : 

First  Amendment.  The  insertion  of  a  new  article  to  be  known  as 

ARTICLE  II.  DOCTRINAL  BASIS. 

With  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  fathers  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  receives  and  holds  the  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  as  the  word  of  God  and  the  only  infallible 
rule  of  faith  and  of  practice ;  and  it  receives  and  holds  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  faith  and 
doctrine  of  our  church  as  founded  upon  that  word. 
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Second  amendment.  The  insertion  of  another  new  article,  namely, 

ARTICLE  III.  THE  SECONDARY  SYMBOLS. 

While  the  General  Synod  regards  the  Augsburg  Confession  as 
a  sufficient  and  altogether  adequate  doctrinal  basis  for  the  co¬ 
operation  of  Lutheran  Synods,  it  also  recognizes  the  Apology  of 
the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Smalkald  Articles,  the  Small  Cate¬ 
chism  of  Luther,  the  Large  Catechism  of  Luther,  and  the  Formula 
of  Concord  as  expositions  of  Lutheran  doctrine  of  great  historical 
and  interpretative  value,  and  especially  commends  the  Small  Cate¬ 
chism  as  a  book  of  instruction. 

Third  amendment.  Change  the  number  of  the  present  Article 
II  to  IV,  strike  out  its  third  Section  and  substitute  for  it  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

ARTICLE  IV,  SECTION  3. 

Any  properly-organized  Lutheran  Synod  may  be  received  into 
the  General  Synod  at  any  meeting,  provided  it  shall  have  adopted 
this  Constitution  with  its  Doctrinal  Basis  as  set  forth  in  Article  II. 

The  proposed  amendments,  if  adopted,  will  demand  a  renumber¬ 
ing  of  the  remaining  articles  in  consistency  therewith.  This  we 
recommend,  and  also  that  an  appropriate  title  be  given  to  each  of 
the  Articles. 

With  these  amendments,  there  remains  only  the  York  Resolu¬ 
tion  of  1864,  concerning  alleged  errors,  to  be  disposed  of.  As  this 
is  simply  of  an  explanatory  and  apologetic  character,  it  cannot  well 
be  incorporated  in  the  Constitution.  It  seems  to  your  committee 
that  this  resolution  has  served  its  purpose,  and  needs  no  further 
repetition,  especially  as  it  remains  on  record  for  reference.  We 
believe  that  both  the  Constitution  and  the  Confession  will  appear 
more  dignified  and  will  inspire  greater  confidence  unbuttressed  by 
subsidiary  statements. 

Therefore,  to  carry  the  foregoing  report  into  effect,  your  com¬ 
mittee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  Article  VI,  Section  2,  of  the 
Constitution,  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod  be  and  hereby 
is  instructed  to  make  “an  exact  copy  of  the  intended  alterations" 
of  the  Constitution  and  send  the  same  to  the  Presidents  of  the 
District  Synods. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  proposed  amendments  are  adopted,  there¬ 
after  no  explanatory  statements  or  resolutions  be  appended  to  the 
printed  copies  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  or  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  General  Synod  in  any  of  its  publications. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  proposed  amendments  are  adopted,  or  any 
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part  of  them,  alterations  in  all  of  the  publications  of  the  General 
Synod  to  conform  therewith  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed. 

OVERTURES  FROM  THE  SYNOD  OF  EAST  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  last  General  Synod  also  referred  to  this  committee  an  over¬ 
ture  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania,  together  with  the  report 
of  a  committee  on  said  overture,  and  other  proposed  action  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  same.  (See  Minutes  of  1909,  pp.  125-128.) 

The  said  overture  asks  a  deliverance  of  the  General  Synod  upon 
three  separate  items,  as  follows : 

First,  the  overture  calls  attention  to  an  action  of  the  Synod  of 
California  in  which  it  proposed,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pacific 
Synod  of  the  General  Council,  to  establish  a  Theological  Seminary 
on  a  confessional  basis  at  variance  with  that  of  the  General  Synod. 

Second,  the  overture  calls  attention  to  a  constitutional  require¬ 
ment  of  the  Wartburg  Synod  and  the  German  Synod  of  Nebraska, 
forbidding  ministers  belonging  to  these  Synods  to  hold  member¬ 
ship  in  secret  societies. 

Third,  the  overture  cites  an  action  of  the  Wartburg  Synod  which 
would  exclude  other  than  Lutheran  ministers  fiom  its  pulpits  and 
other  than  Lutheran  communicants  from  its  altars. 

In  reply  your  committee  offer  the  following  and  recommend  its 
adoption : 

In  reference  to  the  first  item  your  committee  would  say  that 
inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod  has  already  passed  upon  it  (see 
Minutes  of  1907,  page  75),  and  the  project  referred  to  has  been 
abandoned,  we  do  not  deem  any  further  action  necessary. 

The  second  and  third  items  deal  with  questions  of  discipline 
and  administration  which,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  are 
properly  left  to  be  determined  by  the  Synods  themselves. 

We  would,  however,  express  the  judgment,  which  we  believe  to  be 
in  harmony  with  the  genius  of  the  General  Synod  and  with  Lu¬ 
theran  Church  polity,  that  all  such  questions  may  more  properly 
be  settled  by  remanding  them  to  the  wisdom  of  pastors  and  Church 
Councils  than  by  making  them  subjects  of  Synodical  action. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  1909  there  were  referred 
to  this  committee  certain  resolutions  on 

THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  KEYS. 

(See  Minutes,  p.  62,  Minutes  of  1907.) 

1.  In  view  of  the  action  of  General  Synod  in  1901  (see  Minutes 
of  that  session,  page  84,  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Common 
Service,  first  resolution),  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  committee  that 
they  are  not  authorized  to  insert  in  the  Catechism  the  three  ques- 
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tions  and  answers  omitted,  until  this  action  is  rescinded,  or  until 
they  are  specifically  instructed  to  do  so. 

2.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  the  Office  of  the 
Keys  is  already  stated  and  explained  with  sufficient  clearness  in  the 
Catechism,  in  the  part  “On  Confession,”  pp.  107-108. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  following  note  be  added  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  part  on  Baptism,  page  100:  “Here  follows  in 
Luther’s  Catechism  the  subject  of  Confession,  the  doctrine  of 
which  is  stated  on  pp.  107-108.” 

MATTERS  RELATING  TO  THE  PRINTING  OF  THE  COMMON  SERVICE. 

(See  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  page  114.) 

In  reference  to  the  printing  of  the  music  to  the  “Amen”  follow¬ 
ing  the  Prayer  for  Grace,  and  the  Declaration  of  Grace,  it  was 
decided  that  it  should  not  be  printed. 

It  was  decided  that  the  second  or  alternate  form  of  the  Kyrie 
(see  Common  Service,  p.  48)  should  be  retained. 

JOINT  COMMITTEE. 

As  in  former  years  we  have  co-operated  with  the  representatives 
of  the  General  Council  and  the  United  Synod  in  the  preparation  of 
material  for  a  Common  Hymn  Book.  Some  work  has  been  done, 
but  no  definite  conclusion  has  been  reached,  and  there  is  nothing 
that  at  this  time  needs  to  be  presented  to  the  Synod. 

Respectfully  submitted,  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  report  was  adopted,  item  by  item,  and  as  a  whole. 

Rev.  E.  B.  Burgess,  Statistical  Secretary  of  the  General 
Synod,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Report  of  the  Statistical  Secretary. 

The  gathering  of  the  statistics  of  the  Churches  of  the  General 
Synod  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task.  Someone  has  said  that  the  one 
point  on  which  all  Lutheran  theologians  disagree  is  the  proper 
method  of  filling  a  parochial  blank ;  and  the  many  trials  and 
troubles  of  the  district  Synod  Statistical  Secretaries  reported  to 
your  officer  would  indicate  that  there  was  some  ground  for  the 
witticism. 

And  yet,  after  a  careful  review  of  the  reports  of  our  twenty-three 
district  Synods  we  are  convinced  that,  with  the  exception  of  the 
membership  columns,  the  tables  of  summaries  herewith  appended 
will  be  found  complete  and  trustworthy. 

Two  things  are  fundamental  in  securing  reliable  reports  of  our 
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membership :  The  keeping  of  good  church  records  by  the  individual 
churches,  and  the  appointment  of  capable  men  as  Statistical  Secre¬ 
taries  by  the  District  Synods. 

The  church  record  must  be  more  than  a  vest-pocket  edition  in 
the  hands  of  transient  pastor ;  the  Statistical  Secretary  must  be  more 
than  a  mere  compiler,  totaling  what  many  ministers  of  many  minds 
may  be  pleased  to  submit.  When  a  District  Synod  finds  a  good 
man  adapted  to  this  work  it  should  keep  him  in  the  position,  give 
him  all  needed  authority  to  correct  and  complete  reports,  and  pay 
him  a  reasonable  salary  for  his  labor. 

The  work  of  the  General  Synod  as  revealed  in  these  tabulated 
reports  is  quite  encouraging.  We  are  not  a  dying  Church.  How¬ 
ever,  the  number  of  accessions  reported  is  not  so  large  as  in  the 
preceding  biennium ;  the  advance  in  benevolence  and  general  con¬ 
tribution  has  been  much  more  marked.  At  Richmond,  Ind.,  we 
reported  an  increase  in  our  benevolence  of  $49,556.00;  to-day  we 
report  an  advance  of  $86,010.00.  The  total  contributions  for  all 
objects  during  the  biennium  reached  the  splendid  sum  of  $5,607,- 
332.00.  The  grace  of  liberality  is  developing  in  every  part  of  the 
Church;  beautiful  and  costly  temples  of  worship  are  being  erected 
by  our  people,  and  increasing  numbers  of  our  young  men  are 
offering  themselves  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Ours  is  a 
hopeful  outlook.  For  the  work  of  the  coming  biennium  we  offer  the 
following  recommendations : 

1.  That  the  cents  columns  be  omitted  from  our  parochial  blanks, 
and  that  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  adopt  the  even  dollar 
system  of  apportionment  to  conform  thereto. 

2.  That  all  money  raised  for  the  interest  of  church  debt  be  re¬ 
ported  in  the  column  of  regular  local  expenses. 

3.  That  the  Publication  Society  be  requested  to  print  compilation 
blanks  for  the  use  of  the  District  Synod  Statistical  Secretaries. 

4.  That  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  present  complete 
supplemental  reports  of  independent  churches  served  by  their  pas¬ 
tors,  and  to  include  the  same  in  full  in  the  grand  totals.  (See 
Tabular  Report.)

The  minutes  of  the  Fourth  Session,  and  of  the  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  were  read  and 
approved. 

Hon.  Charles  A.  Schieren,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  D.  Wedemyer, 
of  New  York  City,  President  and  Treasurer,  respectively, 
of  the  Luther  Statue  Association,  which  erected  and  cared 
for  the  statue  of  Luther  in  front  of  the  church  in  which 
the  Synod  is  meeting,  were,  on  motion,  extended  the  court¬ 
esies  of  the  Synod,  and  were  introduced  to  the  Synod  by 
the  President. 

Each  addressed  the  Synod. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Rev.  A.  Stewart  Hartman,  D.  D.,  its  Secretary. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  presented 
his  report.  It  was  adopted.  (See  Proceedings  Relating  to 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions.) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  con¬ 
sidered  and  adopted,  item  by  item,  and  as  a  whole. 

It  was  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  who  shall  confer  with  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  concerning  the  details  for  carrying  out  the  pro¬ 
posed  changes  in  the  system  of  administration  and  report 
to  the  next  General  Synod. 

Adjourned,  with  this  motion  pending. 

Rev.  Charles  F.  Steck,  D.  D.,  offered  prayer. 
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SIXTH  SESSION. 

Friday,  June  9,  1911. 

Through  the  local  committee  having  in  charge  the 
arrangements  for  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  a 
reception  to  the  Synod  was  given  to  the  Synod  at  the  White 
House,  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Hon.  Will¬ 
iam  H.  Taft,  at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  President  Remen- 
snyder  at  3.30  p.  m. 

Rev.  S.  S.  Waltz,  D.  D.,  offered  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  fifth  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  consideration  of  the  pending  motion  was  resumed. 

Dr.  Dysinger  moved  that  the  motion  be  amended  to  read 
that  the  report  be  made  to  this  convention  of  the  General 
Synod.  Carried.  (See  p.  28.) 

The  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  committee  on  con¬ 
ference  with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions :  Rev.  J.  Elmer 
Bittle,  D.  D.,  Rev.  E.  K.  Bell,  D.  D.,  Rev.  F.  H.  Knubel, 
D.  D.,  Mr.  M.  L.  Laird,  Mr.  M.  J.  Bickley. 

Conference  with  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  Concerning  the  Work  in  South  America. 

It  was,  on  motion,  resolved  that  we  direct  a  committee 
from  our  Home  Mission  Board  to  meet  with  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  to  review  our  South  American  work,  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  its  continuance,  whether  the  expense  is 
just  or  excessive,  and  to  formulate  written  rules  to  regulate 
the  relations  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  the 
Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  regard 
to  the  management  of  the  South  American  work. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  adopted 
as  a  whole. 

Synod  adjourned,  with  prayer  by  Rev.  U.  S.  G.  Rupp. 
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SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Saturday,  June  io,  9  a.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  President  Remen- 
snyder.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler, 
Ph.

The  requested  interpretation  was  referred  to  the  officers 
of  the  Synod  with  power  to  give  the  interpretation  asked. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.

During  the  biennium  one  member  of  the  Committee  of  Trustees 
died — Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner.  We  desire  to  record  here  our  keen 
sense  of  loss  in  his  departure,  and  our  deep  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  service  he  rendered  during  the  many  years  in  which  he 
was  connected  with  this  Society.  His  keen  judgment,  his  wide 
knowledge  of  the  condition  of  the  Church,  and  his  sincere  sympathy 
with  the  pastors  in  all  the  worries  of  their  lives,  had  much  to  do  in 
the  development  of  this  department.  Mr.  A.  D.  Chiquoine  was, 
elected  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term. 

Thirteen  pastor-beneficiaries  were  translated  to  the  Father's 
house  to  rest  from  their  labors  and  enjoy  the  fullness  of  the 
home  everlasting. 

Seven  pastors  and  seventeen  pastors’  widows  were  taken  upon 
the  Fund  as  regular  beneficiaries ;  and  special  donations  were  made 
to  nineteen  persons,  some  of  whom  were  already  receiving  a  regular 
appropriation.  There  are  now  32  pastors  and  71  pastors’  widows 
receiving  regular  assistance.  During  the  two  years  just  closed,  the 
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Society  rendered  aid  to  124  persons,  of  whom  50  were  pastors  and 
74  widows  of  pastors. 

None  but  those  administering  this  fund  can  appreciate  the  relief 
afforded.  But  it  is  not  sufficient.  We  should,  in  many  cases,  give 
larger  amounts;  and  the  Trustees  would  gladly  do  so  if  the  means 
were  at  hand.  Reference  to  the  report  will  show  that  our  entire 
receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  term  were  only  $212.70  greater 
than  the  amount  paid  to  beneficiaries  and  in  the  administration  of 
the  business.  Emergencies  will  arise  which  call  for  special  help.  One 
beneficiary,  over  75  years  of  age,  shortly  before  his  death  lost  his 
modest  home  under  foreclosure  of  mortgage.  Another’s  house,  with 
contents,  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  no  insurance. 

Many,  after  years  of  service  to  the  Church,  must  spend  their 
last  years  amid  want  and  suffering,  while  memories  of  the  past  make 
it  only  harder  to  endure ;  and  they  can  scarcely  repress  the  feeling 
that  the  Church  to  which  they  have  given  their  consecrated  and 
faithful  endeavor  is  ungrateful  and  unappreciative.  Such  a  condi¬ 
tion  does  not  encourage  young  men  to  enter  the  ministry ;  it  does 
not  make  it  easy  for  our  pastors  to  serve  weak  points,  where  the 
salary  affords  only  a  scant  living;  it  does  not  add  to  a  sense  of 
respect  on  the  part  of  the  world  toward  the  Church;  nor  does  it 
glorify  God.  God  will  provide ;  but  when  those  through  whom  He 
provides  forget  or  withhold,  He  is  robbed  and  His  people  suffer. 

The  work  of  this  Society  should  not  be  regarded  as  merely 
benevolent.  What  it  expends  is  rather  dues  than  charity.  These 
men  are  ordained  by  the  Church,  and  give  themselves  to  her  service 
for  life.  When  they  serve  a  congregation,  the  congregation  sup¬ 
ports  them.  If  it  cannot  do  it  alone,  the  Church  helps  through  the 
Home  Mission  Board.  If  they  serve  the  Church  in  some  other 
capacity,  the  Church  provides  the  support.  When  their  desire  is  to 
serve,  but  they  are  unable,  temporarily  or  permanently,  the  Church 
should  care  for  them.  Especially  is  this  true  when  congregations,  as 
is  sometimes  the  case,  refuse  to  give  opportunity,  because  they  are 
falsely  supposed  to  be  “too  old,”  and  younger  men  are  preferred. 
Very  often  men  are  thus  set  aside  who  could  render  splendid 
service. 

There  are,  however,  some  encouraging  signs  in  our  Church.  We 
hope  and  pray  that  it  may  be  the  beginning  of  better  things  for  our 
incapacitated  pastors  and  the  widows  and  families  of  deceased 
pastors. 

Several  Synods  took  action  looking  toward  larger  support  of  this 
work  and  showing  increased  interest  in  it.  Some  Conferences  did 
the  same.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod.  This  Conference,  at  its 
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meeting  on  May  9th,  1911,  passed  resolutions  expressing  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  the  “Attitude  of  congregations  in  refusing  the  services  of 
ministers  who  have  come  to  mature  age.”  These  say  further,  that 
“We  believe  the  time  has  come  for  congregations  to  see  the  inevi¬ 
table  consequences  of  such  a  course  of  action  in  a  discouraged  and 
depleted  ministry,  in  lack  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  in  lack 
of  a  high  type  of  congregational  life.”  Among  other  recommenda¬ 
tions,  they  ask  “that  greater  attention  be  given  to  make  the  Pastors’ 
Fund  commensurate  with  the  dignity  and  need  of  the  work  which 
it  superintends.” 

1.  The  Trustees  of  this  Society  ask  that  the  apportionment  for 
each  year  of  this  biennium  be  10  cents  per  member. 

2.  We  ask  for  the  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors  in  bringing  this 
subject  to  the  attention  of  their  congregations,  and  of  those  organi¬ 
zations  and  individuals  that  might  become  interested. 

3.  That  the  Brotherhoods  and  other  men’s  organizations  take  up 
this  matter  and  support  it. 

4.  That  our  women  note  the  fact  that  pastors’  wives  and  pastors’ 
widows  share  so  largely  in  the  benefits  of  this  department. 

5.  That  our  people  do  not  forget  the  endowment  authorized  by 
General  Synod  at  Sunbury. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  Annuity  system  adopted  by  the 
Trustees,  and  also  to  Article  5,  Section  “A,”  of  the  constitution 
adopted  at  Carthage,  Ill.,  June  5th,  1877.  In  this  article,  stating 
how  “the  fund,  whence  relief  is  to  be  derived,  shall  be  created” 
Section  “A”  says:  “By  the  annual  payment  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  of  all  the  profits  accruing  from  the  sale  of  the  General 
Synod’s  Hymn  Books  and  Catechisms,  after  the  current  expenses 
and  other  appropriations  of  this  shall  have  been  defrayed.”

The  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  also  submitted  the 
following  report  on  a  Sustentation  Fund: 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  to  Investigate  the  Feasibility  of  Estab¬ 
lishing  a  Lutheran  Pastors’  Sustentation  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund  commissioned  to  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  Lutheran  Pastors’  Sustentation 
Fund  (General  Synod  Minutes,  1909,  page  120),  would  report > 
that  a  careful  study  of  the  subject  has  been  made. 

The  purpose  of  such  a  plan  is  to  provide  a  fraternal  insurance 
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organization,  that  operates  for  the  benefit  of  such  ministers  as 
desire,  and  can  afford,  to  pay  annual  premiums  that  will  insure  an 
income  in  case  of  disability  or  at  the  age  of  seventy  years;  or  to 
their  widows  and  minor  orphans.  The  organization  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  Sustentation  Fund  is  independent  of  the  present  plan 
of  the  established  Pastors’  Fund  Society.  The  former  provides  a 
plan  for  ministers  to  protect  themselves  and  prevent  indigence  at  old 
age  or  disability,  by  paying  a  definite  sum  annually  during  their 
years  of  active  service.  The  latter  aims  to  relieve  superannuated 
ministers,  their  widows  and  children,  who  are  without  means  of 
support. 

The  most  feasible  plan  of  a  Sustentation  Fund,  and  one  which 
is  now  in  operation  by  another  denomination,  has  as  its  object 
the  granting  of  an  annuity  of  $500.00,  beginning  at  seventy  years 
of  age,  for  ministers  who  have  served  the  Church  at  least  thirty 
years,  an  annuity  of  $100.00  beginning  at  the  age  of  seventy,  for 
ministers  who  have  served  the  Church  less  than  thirty  years, 
with  an  additional  $10.00  for  each  year  in  the  ministry  over 
five  years ;  the  total  not  to  exceed  $500.00.  In  case  of  the  death 
of  a  minister,  an  annuity  for  the  widow  of  three-fifths  of  what  would 
be  due  and  payable  to  the  minister,  according  to  duration  of  service; 
provided  always  that  the  minimum  amount  of  such  annuity  shall  be 
$100.00.  In  case  of  her  death,  the  annuity  accruing  to  the  widow 
will  be  divided  equally  between  the  minor  children ;  each  child  to 
receive  its  share  until  it  reaches  its  majority. 

The  minister  who  joins  the  Fund  pays  20  per  cent,  of  the  rates, 
the  balance  of  80  per  cent,  is  expected  to  be  secured  from  the 
Church  at  large.  An  individual  church  may,  however,  assume  the 
payment  of  the  80  per  cent,  of  the  rates  for  its  own  pastor. 

The  full  annual  rates  are  graded  from  $85.65  at  twenty-one  years 
of  age  to  $468.46  at  the  age  limit.  The  age  limit  for  membership 
in  the  Fund  is  sixty  years,  and  membership  payments  cease  at  dis¬ 
ability  and  at  seventy  years  of  age. 

To  successfully  establish  and  maintain  a  Pastors’  Sustentation 
Fund,  which  is  virtually  a  form  of  life  insurance,  would  require 
a  considerable  expenditure  of  money,  which  would  have  to  be 
secured  from  the  Church  and  by  individual  contributions  of  large 
amounts  to  the  Fund.  The  greatest  difficulty  that  presents  itself 
at  this  time  is  the  necessity  of  securing  from  the  Church  at  large 
the  80  per  cent,  of  the  annual  rates  to  insure  the  payments  of  the 
full  annuities.  To  make  the  plan  operative  and  to  meet  its  object, 
•  it  would  also  require  the  securing  of  large  endowments  for 
the  Fund. 

As  there  are  policies  being  issued  by  insurance  companies  which 
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grant  annuities  upon  almost  as  favorable  terms  as  are  offered  by 
the  Sustentation  Fund,  to  ministers  who  can  afford  to  pay  the 
premiums :  and  as  more  liberal  and  generous  support  by  the  Church 
at  large  of  the  existing  Pastors’  Fund  is  sorely  needed  to  more 
adequately  provide  for  the  indigent  ministers,  ministers’  widows 
and  dependent  children;  and  in  view  of  the  facts  developed  in  the 
investigation  made  by  your  commission,  it  is  not  deemed  feasible 
at  this  time  to  establish  a  Lutheran  Pastors’  Sustentation  Fund.

The  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  submitted  its  re¬ 
port  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee. 

The  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Committee  respectfully  report  that 
no  special  work  was  assigned  to  it  by  the  last  General  Synod  except 
the  rearrangement  of  alternate  musical  settings  for  several  of  the 
chants  in  the  Common  Service.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  Book 
of  Worship  in  various  editions  with  the  simplified  service  has  been 
on  the  market  during  the  larger  portion  of  the  last  year.  The  work 
ordered  by  the  General  Synod  was  delayed  on  account  of  the  sudden 
death  of  Mr.  Boner. 

The  total  royalties  earned  from  April  1st,  1909,  to  March  31st, 
1911,  according  to  the  account  herewith  submitted,  amount  to 
$2,945.36,  and  the  expenses  for  printing  letter  heads,  parochial 
blanks,  etc.,  for  the  General  Synod  amount  to  $692.08,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $2,253.28  in  favor  of  the  General  Synod,  of  which  $909.75 
has  already  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer,  and  a  check  of  the  Lutheran 
Publication  Society  for  the  balance  is  herewith  presented.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood. 

The  General  Synod  at  its  last  convention,  after  hearing  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  committee,  which,  during  the  preceding  biennium, 
had  given  thorough  study  of  the  question  of  men’s  organizations, 
appointed  a  committee  of  ten  and  directed  it  to  proceed  at 
once  to  the  formation  of  an  organization  suited  to  the  men  of 
Lutheran  congregations,  and  the  federation  of  these  into  a  society 
for  the  entire  Church.  This  committee,  undertaking  the  task 
assigned  it,  now  brings  the  General  Synod  hearty  greetings  and 
words  of  cheer. 

The  first  task  of  the  committee  was  the  preparation  of  a  Manual. 
The  widely  scattered  geographic  location  of  its  members  made  it 
necessary  that  its  meetings  be  held  in  sections  and  at  different 
times  and  places.  Such  meetings  were  held  in  Chicago,  Ill., 
Mechanicsburg,  Pa.,  Point  Pleasant,  N.  J.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Spring- 
field,  Ohio,  and  Louisville,  Ky. 

The  name  selected — “The  Lutheran  Brotherhood ” — has,  so 
far  as  we  know,  met  with  the  universal  approval  of  the  Church. 
Some  men’s  organizations,  for  local  reasons,  have  not  found  it  prac¬ 
tical  to  adopt  the  name,  though  they  heartily  approve  and  accept 
the  Manual.  Since  agreement  in  spirit  and  principle  is  to  be  the 
essential  bond  of  unity,  these  are  enrolled  as  Brotherhoods  in  the 
federation.  As  time  passes,  the  name,  as  well  as  the  spirit,  of  the 
Manual  will  doubtless  be  universally  accepted. 

The  badge  adopted,  Luther’s  coat  of  arms,  with  the  initials  of  the 
organization,  strongly  appeals  to  men  everywhere,  not  only  because 
of  what  it  represents  as  a  church  symbol,  but  because  of  its  artistic 
neatness  and  beauty. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  Manual  the  committee  had  in  mind  three 
guiding  principles : 

First.  The  formation  of  an  organization  in  thorough  harmony 
with  the  spirit  and  methods  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  A  Lutheran 
Brotherhood,  if  it  be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  Manual,  is 
always  and  absolutely  loyal  and  faithful  to  the  congregation  of 
which  it  is  a  part  and  to  its  pastor.  It  is  an  organization,  not  for 
its  own  sake,  but  only  for  service  in  the  Church.  Every  organi¬ 
zation  bearing  the  name  and  adopting  the  Manual  of  the  Lutheran 
Brotherhood  is  expected  to  be  true  to  this  principle. 

Second.  The  committee  had  in  mind  such  an  organization  as  will 
appeal  to  the  whole  man,  and  tend  to  the  development  of  an  all- 
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around,  symmetrical  manhood.  The  object  of  the  Brotherhood  is: 
(1)  To  lead  men  into  fellowship  with  Christ  and  the  Church;  (2) 
To  promote  the  spiritual,  intellectual  and  social  welfare  of  its  mem¬ 
bers;  (3)  To  quicken  the  activity  and  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  congregation  with  which  it  is  connected;  (4)  To  give  to  men  in 
every  condition  of  life,  especially  in  times  of  trial,  the  stimulus  of 
Christian  comradeship  and  the  inspiration  that  comes  from  asso¬ 
ciation  with  men  of  kindred  aims. 

Third.  It  had  in  mind  such  an  organization  as  will  direct  the’ 
activities  of  men  in  all  branches  of  church  work.  To  have  nar¬ 
rowed  it  to  one  field  of  activity,  however  useful,  would  have  limited 
it  in  its  possibilities  for  good.  Since  the  Manual  is  subject  to 
change  to  suit  local  congregational  conditions,  and  since  with  its 
wide  range  of  committees,  men  can  carry  on  all  manner  of  church 
work,  it  is  the  fondly  cherished  hope  of  the  committee,  as  it  is 
doubtless  the  wish  of  the  General  Synod,  that  the  Lutheran  Brother¬ 
hood  may  serve  to  unify  all  the  men’s  movements  of  the  Church  in 
one  strong,  effective  organization  for  practical  service. 

After  this  preliminary  work,  began  the  task  of  reaching  the 
Church.  The  first  appeal  of  your  committee  was  to  the  District 
Synods.  The  response  was  unanimous  and  cordial.  In  almost 
every  one,  action  was  taken  heartily  commending  the  Brotherhood 
and  commending  it  to  the  congregation.  Several  have  formed 
Synodical  Brotherhoods  to  promote  the  work,  others  are  moving 
in  the  same  direction.  Desirable  and  advantageous  as  would  have 
been  a  Secretary  in  promoting  organizations  in  local  congregations, 
as  is  the  practice  in  almost  all  denominational  Brotherhoods,  your 
committee  did  not  feel  justified  in  incurring  such  expense,  but  have 
depended  entirely  upon  correspondence,  the  Church  press  and  the 
co-operation  of  pastors  and  the  men  of  the  Church. 

The  results,  we  believe,  have  justified  this  policy.  Future  plans 
of  enlargement  in  a  growing  cause  will  demand  different  methods. 
A  conservative  estimate  of  organizations  formed  in  this  short 
period  of  time  would  be  250;  about  140  of  which  have  already 
enrolled  in  the  Federal  Council.  These  organizations,  doubtless, 
aggregate  a  membership  of  over  12,000  men.  These  results,  in  so 
short  a  time,  under  difficult  circumstances,  indicate  the  readiness  of 
the  Church  for  the  movement.  They  are  a  guarantee  of  the  much 
larger  things  that  may  be  expected  of  it  in  the  future. 

We  are  glad  to  report  to  you  that  which  is  of  far  greater  impor¬ 
tance  than  numerical  growth,  viz.,  that  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood 
everywhere  is  taking  its  proper  place  in  the  life  of  the  Church.  It 
is  the  pastor’s  friend,  the  helper  of  the  congregation  in  all  its  work, 
and  the  loyal  supporter  of  all  our  missionary  and  benevolent  boards. 
Whatever  this  General  Synod  plans  to  do  for  the  welfare  of  the 
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Church  and  the  spread  of  the  kingdom,  it  may  depend  on  the 
Brotherhood  to  help  accomplish.  It  has  and  will  continue  to  work 
for  a  greatly  increased  subscription  list  to  Lutheran  Church  Work, 
not  simply  because  of  the  liberal  space  given  in  it  to  men’s  work, 
but  because  through  it  they  became  acquainted  with  all  the  mission¬ 
ary  and  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Church.  It  is  as  much  and 
more  the  business  of  the  Brotherhood  to  circulate  intelligence  con¬ 
cerning  these  objects  than  about  itself.  The  work  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  is  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood. 

The  committee  began  and  prosecuted  its  work  practically  without 
a  treasury,  though  considerable  outlay  of  money  was  necessary.  In 
this  connection,  we  wish  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the 
cheerful  and  generous  assistance  rendered  the  cause  by  the  Lutheran 
Publication  Society.  It  assumed  the  outlay  necessary  in  publish¬ 
ing  the  Manual  and  in  the  manufacture  of  our  badges,  amounting 
to  about  $800.00.  Of  this  sum,  all  has  been  returned  to  it  but 
$220.00,  which  amount  will  be  fully  secured  in  the  no  distant  future 
by  the  sale  of  badges  on  hand.  Besides  providing  all  the  funds 
immediately  necessary  in  financing  this  work,  all  the  labor  incident 
to  the  distribution  of  supplies  has  been  cheerfully  and  gratuitously 
contributed  by  the  Publication  House.  The  wisdom  of  making  it 
the  permanent  depository  of  Brotherhood  supplies  is  assured  beyond 
a  doubt.  The  liberal  policy  of  the  Publication  House,  together  with 
the  fact  that  all  labor  and  time  employed  in  its  behalf  in  these 
initial  years  has  been  cheerfully  and  gratuitously  given  by  its  com¬ 
mittee  and  friends,  brings  to  the  General  Synod  the  Lutheran 
Brotherhood  as  an  asset  in  the  way  of  a  working  force  at  a  cost 
to  its  treasury  not  exceeding  $200.00. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  work  it  was  thought  wise  that  the 
Federal  Council  should  hold  a  convention  at  the  close  of  the  bien¬ 
nium.  This  was  done  just  preceding  the  present  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod,  June  5th  to  7th.  In  attendance  and  interest  it  was 
most  gratifying,  exceeding  all  expectation.  Its  effect  on  the  future 
of  the  Brotherhood  movement  in  the  Church  will  be  inspiring  and 
helpful.  The  convention,  after  a  few  minor  changes,  adopted  the 
Manual  as  published.

Recording  Secretary — Mr.  J.  H.  Kahler,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Corresponding  Secretary — Mr.  Harry  B.  Gerhardt,  Baltimore,  Md. 

Treasurer — Mr.  H.  T.  Domer,  Washington,  D.  C. 

So  many  calls  have  been  made  for  the  publication  of  an  elaborate 
report  of  the  convention,  with  the  substance  of  the  various  addresses. 
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perhaps  embracing  also  the  Manual,  to  be  distributed  liberally  and 
gratuitously  through  the  Church,  that  such  publication  has  been 
decided  upon,  provided  voluntary  offerings  sufficient  to  defray  the 
expense  be  made.  According  to  the  constitution,  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  consist  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  General 
Synod,  together  with  the  officers  of  the  Federal  Council.  This 
Board  shall  have  general  direction  of  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood, 
provide  its  literature  and  prepare  a  program  for  its  biennial 
convention. 

With  this  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  your  committee  we 
turn  over  the  results  to  the  General  Synod,  grateful  to  God  for  His 
blessing  upon  the  movement,  and  with  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
co-operation  given  us  by  the  Church.  The  future  of  this  work  has 
in  it  all  the  elements  of  promise.  The  door  of  opportunity  is  every¬ 
where  open  to  it.  It  will  not  fail  in  that  which  the  Church  expects 
of  it  and  to  which  God  calls  it. 

We  recommend  the  following  action,  viz.: 

1.  As  a  General  Synod,  we  have  heard  with  sincere  gratification 
the  report  of  the  work  accomplished  and  planned  by  the  Lutheran 
Brotherhood.  We  rejoice  in  the  zeal  and  spirit  with  which  Lutheran 
men  have  entered  into  this  organization  for  service  in  the  Church. 
Especially  do  we  commend  the  spirit  of  Church  loyalty  that  animates 
the  Brotherhood  movement. 

2.  We  hereby  approve  and  adopt  the  Manual  as  submitted  by  the 
committee  and  accepted  by  the  Federal  Council,  Article  Seven  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Federal  Council  to  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  twelve,  instead  of  ten,  men  by  the 
General  Synod  on  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  We  assure  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood  of  the  cordial  sympathy 
and  co-operation  of  the  General  Synod.  We  commend  it  to  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  and  congregations  as  an  organization  in  every  way 
worthy  of  their  confidence  and  support,  assured  that  when  fostered 
as  it  should  be,  it  will  be  to  the  Church  a  mighty  power  for  good.

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Two  hundred  dollars  was  subscribed  in  shares  of  $5.00 
each  to  pay  the  cost  of  printing  Brotherhood  literature. 

Report  of  the  Laymen’s  Movement  was  read  by  Mr. 
H.  L.  Hess,  for  Mr.  J.  L.  Clark,  Chairman. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Laymen’s  Movement. 

At  the  close  of  the  second  biennium  of  the  work  of  this  com¬ 
mittee,  we  have  to  report  an  increased  activity,  measured  only  by  the 
definite  understanding  of  the  people  to  the  nature  of  our  work. 

Since  the  inception  of  this  committee  at  Sunbury,  in  1907,  a  per¬ 
sistent  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  pastors  and  laymen  of  our 
Church  understand  the  object  and  plan  of  this  committee. 

When  this  committee  was  appointed  it  was  assigned  a  twofold 
purpose,  namely,  to  take  from  our  pastors  the  financial  responsi¬ 
bility,  especially  that  of  the  benevolence,  and  also  to  create  a  greater 
spiritual  activity  by  the  organization  of  our  men.  Early  in  the  work 
it  was  found  that  these  were  two  separate  and  distinct  fields,  and 
could  not  be  worked  successfully  together.  The  organization  of 
Men’s  Societies  has  since  been  taken  over  very  successfully  by  the 
Committee  on  Lutheran  Brotherhood. 

The  field  to  which  we  have  directed  our  attention  from  the 
beginning  has  been  that  of  placing  our  churches  on  a  more  sys¬ 
tematic  and  business-like  financial  basis,  and  especially  overcoming 
the  large  deficits  in  our  benevolence  reports,  which  deficits  have 
been  so  lamented  at  all  of  our  former  meetings,  and  which  have 
so  restricted  our  work  and  growth. 

To  this  work,  therefore,  we  confine  our  report. 

The  work  of  securing  a  uniform  financial  plan  has  been  very 
difficult,  on  account  of  the  varying  social  and  economic  conditions 
of  our  Church,  spread  from  ocean  to  ocean,  in  the  city  and  in  the 
country. 

As  there  should  not  be  two  standards  of  morals,  one  inside  the 
Church  and  the  other  out,  neither  should  there  be  two  standards  of 
business.  Your  committee  has,  therefore,  tried  to  adopt  the  most 
modern  and  effective  business  in  our  Church’s  finances. 

If  the  business  world  were  to  adopt  the  methods  of  a  great  major¬ 
ity  of  our  churches,  it  would  be  commercial  suicide.  The  essential 
steps  in  every  business  are:  First,  creative,  i.  e.,  descriptive  informa¬ 
tion  or  advertising  that  will  create  a  desire;  second,  consignment  of 
delivery;  third,  collecting. 

An  interest  to  the  extent  of  activity  must  always  be  preceded  by 
intelligent  information  or  understanding.  We  cannot  hope  to  bring 
the  gospel  of  Christ  to  the  people  until  they  have  some  understand- 
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ing  of  its  precious  truths.  The  great  missionary  awakening  is  due 
solely  to  more  intelligent  information  given  by  the  testimony  of 
men  through  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  field  is  not  materially  different 
than  it  was  some  years  ago.  The  Christian  people  have  simply  been 
given  a  better  understanding  of  the  great  need,  and  they  are  will¬ 
ing  and  glad  to  give  of  their  time,  talent  and  substance  for  this 
great  work. 

This  is  true  in  all  lines  of  benevolent  work.  Your  committee 
have,  from  time  to  time,  distributed  free  of  charge  literature  per¬ 
taining  to  our  various  benevolent  activities.  Our  work  in  this  field 
has  been  inadequate,  and  we  would  recommend  that  provision  be 
made  for  a  more  thorough  dissemination  of  knowledge  through 
well-chosen  literature,  to  be  distributed  free  by  this  committee. 

Stimulating  interest  or  creating  a  desire  is  the  first  and  most 
essential  step  in  this  work.  We  estimate  that  75  per  cent,  of  our 
people  do  not  know  the  amount  their  church  is  apportioned,  or  have 
any  clear  knowledge  for  what  purpose  it  is  to  be  used.  Could  we 
then  expect  them  to  give  willingly  and  freely? 

It  has  been  the  work  of  this  committee,  not  only  to  distribute 
literature  giving  knowledge  of  benevolent  works,  but  also  to  advise 
the  members  of  the  minimum  amount  their  church  is  expected  to 
give. 

This  we  have  done  through  letters  and  statements  four  times  a 
year,  alternating  in  each  quarter.  Each  quarterly  letter  or  state¬ 
ment  sent  out  has  been  different.  This  literature  has  been  carefully 
prepared,  and  aims  to  give  a  short,  forcible  appeal  for  offerings. 
The  letter  used  at  the  close  of  the  year  not  only  gives  the  total 
amount  apportioned  the  church,  and  the  amount  paid  as  a  whole,  but 
also  gives  the  exact  amount  given  by  the  one  to  whom  the  letter  is 
sent. 

Laymen’s  Movement  Committees  have  been  secured  in  over  seven 
hundred  of  our  churches.  To  these  committees,  as  well  as  to  the 
pastors  of  the  churches,  we  have  sent  quarterly  requests,  asking  if 
they  desire  any  letters  or  statements.  A  postcard  is  enclosed  for  a 
reply.  In  the  past  two  years  eight  such  requests  have  been  sent 
out,  one  each  quarter. 

A  certain  index  to  the  success  and  effectiveness  of  this  work  is 
the  repeated  requests  that  come  in  in  increasing  numbers  for  the 
assistance  we  offer  to  our  pastors  and  their  congregations. 

All  literature,  statements  and  letters  have  been  sent  free,  with  car¬ 
riage  prepaid,  by  your  committee.  Each  year  has  shown  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  aid,  and  we  cannot  but  feel, 
from  the  many  encouraging  replies  received,  that  the  work  of  this 
committee  should  be  continued  with  increased  activity,  and  also 
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that  the  general  outlining,  as  well  as  the  execution  of  this  work, 
be  delegated  to  the  co-operation  of  a  larger  number  of  our  min¬ 
isters  and  laymen.

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  offered  and  adopted : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  fifty  or  more  laymen  be 
appointed  to  take  over  the  work  now  done  by  the  Laymen’s  Move¬ 
ment,  and  that  now  being  done  by  Mr.  Gerhardt,  the  representative 
of  the  Mission  Board ;  said  committee  to  have  charge  of  the  Lay¬ 
men’s  Missionary  Movement.  The  object  shall  be  to  give  more 
spiritual  activity  to  our  Church  life  by  systematic  education  of  our 
laymen  through  the  ministry,  as  well  as  by  agencies  of  this  com¬ 
mittee,  to  show  the  great  needs  of  the  non-Christian  world  for  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  to  quicken  the  life  of  our  Church  at  home,  bring 
greater  numbers  into  Christian  fellowship  and  to  aid  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  new  churches  where  the  people  might  not  be  otherwise 
brought  under  Christian  influence. 

2.  Resolved,  That  seven  members  of  this  Synod  be  appointed  to 
nominate  said  committee  and  report  at  Monday’s  session. 

3.  Resolved,  That  such  representatives  of  this  committee  when 
appointed  as  may  be  present  at  this  Synod  shall  designate  an 
Executive  Committee  of  seven,  which  shall  have  power  to  add  mem¬ 
bers  to  the  general  committee,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  work 
of  promoting  and  propagating  the  movement  until  such  time  as 
the  entire  committee  may  be  convened  to  give  further  direction  to 
the  work,  the  General  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  Foreign  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  to  be  members  of 
said  committee. 

Rev.  H.  K.  Fenner,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Holmes  Dysinger,  D.  D., 
Rev.  J.  B.  Wolf,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Paul  B.  Roller,  Rev.  J.  E. 
Blint,  Mr.  E.  M.  Haas,  and  Mr.  M.  Colvin,  were  appointed 
to  name  the  committee  of  fifty  or  more. 

President  Remensnyder  announced  the  committees  on 
the  Unity  Proposal,  to  nominate  a  Deaconess  Board  and  to 
nominate  Trustees  of  the  Pastors’  Fund. 

Mr.  Lucius  D.  Alden  presented  on  behalf  of  the  local 
General  Committee  on  Arrangement,  various  banners  with 
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names  of  Synods,  etc.  They  were  accepted  with  the  thanks 
of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  the  Application  of  the  Guntur  Synod 
reported  as  follows: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Guntur  Mission. 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  relationship  of  the 
Guntur  Synod  to  the  General  Synod,  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  having  recognized  the  necessity 
of  a  general  body  on  our  India  Field,  to  shape  the  development  of, 
and  give  direction  to  the  native  Church ;  and 

Whereas,  We  further  note  that  the  constitution  of  the  Guntur 
Synod  is  doctrinally  founded  upon  the  same  basis  as  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Synod,  but  its  membership,  both  clerical  and 
lay,  is  not  constituted,  as  yet,  as  is  the  membership  of  the  Synod 
forming  the  General  Synod ;  and 

Whereas,  We  recognize  the  double  relationship  of  the  mission¬ 
aries,  who  are  members  of  Synods  in  America,  and  also  of  the 
Guntur  Synod, 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  General  Synod,  while  unable 
to  receive  the  Guntur  Synod,  at  present,  as  one  of  its  constituent 
Synods,  hereby  assures  the  Guntur  Synod  of  its  willingness  to 
receive  a  regularly  appointed  delegate  of  the  Guntur  Synod  as  a 
commissioner,  on  the  following  conditions : 

1.  This  commissioner  must  be  a  member  of  the  Guntur  Synod  on 
furlough  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  to  which 
he  is  delegated. 

2.  He  shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  shall  not  have  a 
vote.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Number  and  Distribution  of  the  Minutes. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  number  of  the  minutes  should 
be  2500,  instead  of  2200  as  heretofore,  and  that  the  Secre¬ 
tary  be  authorized  to  distribute  the  increased  number  among 
centers  and  persons  of  influence  and  official  standing  in  the 
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Lutheran  world  and  among  libraries  and  other  depositaries 
where  they  may  be  desired. 

Depository  of  the  General  Synod’s  Historic  Material. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Secretary,  in  connection  with  the 
Lutheran  Board  of  Publication,  be  directed  to  place  a  cabinet 
in  the  Lutheran  Publication  House,  in  which  shall  be  kept 
the  official  material  which  from  time  to  time  has  come  and 
which  in  future  shall  come  to  the  General  Synod ;  said 
material  to  be  in  the  direct  custody  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  shall  always  be  available  for  the  use 
of  its  officials  and  committees  and  of  all  other  interested 
persons  by  arrangement  with  them. 

The  Secretary  was  further  empowered  to  secure  docu¬ 
ments  of  direct  value  in  the  history  of  the  General  Synod, 
and  the  equipment  for  the  proper  classification  and  care 
of  this  material  in  the  cabinet  and  the  limit  of  authorized 
expenditure  for  the  objects  named  was  made  $100.00  for 
the  biennium. 

The  Synod  adjourned  at  eleven  o’clock  a.  m.  Prayer  was 
offered  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Simon,  D.  D.

W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Deaconess  Board, 
on  “Inner  Missions,”  and  also  by  Rev.  G.  U.  Wenner,  D.  D., 
Rev.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.  D.,  Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D., 
and  Rev.  J.  L.  Neve,  D.  D.,  of  the  General  Synod,  and  by 
the  Rev.  E.  F.  Bachman,  D.  D.,  rector  of  the  Philadelphia 
Motherhouse.

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choir  of  Grace  Church,  Baltimore,  The  keys  were  handed 
to  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  by  Hon.  John  Hub* 
ner,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee.  The  Mother- 
house  and  its  chapel  were  dedicated  by  the  President  of 
the  General  Snyod,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Remensnyder,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  Rev.  C.  E.  Hay,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Motherhouse, 
and  Rev.  C.  F.  Steck,  D.  D.,  having  parts  in  the  service.

Many  pulpits  in  Washington  and  other  places  were  filled 
by  ministers  as  arranged  by  the  Devotional  Committee.

EIGHTH  SESSION 

Monday,  June  12,  9  a.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  President  Remen¬ 
snyder.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  Rev.  C.  E. 
Gardner,  D.  D.,  while  offering  the  opening  prayer,  made 
reference  to  the  accidental  death  on  Saturday  of  a  son  of 
Rev.  P.  C.  Croll,  D.  D.,  who  is  a  member  of  this  Synod. 

The  minutes  of  the  Seventh  Session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  report  of  Board  of  Church  Extension  was  presented 
by  Rev.  H.  H.  Weber,  D.  D.,  Secretary.  (See  Proceedings 
Relating  to  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.) 

The  report  was  considered  seriatim  and  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

The  President  announced  the  committee  to  nominate  a 
Board  of  Church  Extension. 
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Rev.  H.  L.  Yarger,  D.  D.,  Western  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension,  read  the  following  report  on 
the  will  of  David  J.  Probst: 

Report  of  Special  Representative  in  the  Case  of  the  Probst 

Legacy. 

Mr.  President: 

On  December  25th,  1910,  Mr.  David  J.  Probst,  living  four  miles 
from  Stillwater,  Okla.,  passed  to  his  eternal  reward.  He  left  a 
will  which  contained  in  it  a  legacy  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Synod.  There  are  two  heirs.  To  the  one  son,  Charles,  a  legacy  of 
one  dollar  ($1.00)  was  left;  to  the  other  son,  Oliver,  by  name,  a 
legacy  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  was  to  be  paid  from  the 
sale  of  personal  property,  after  the  debts  of  the  deceased  were  paid. 
Should  there  be  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  left  from  the  sale  of 
the  personal  property  after  the  debts  were  paid,  then  that  amount 
should  be  taken  from  the  sale  of  the  farm  and  given  to  the  son, 
Oliver.  The  will  further  recites : 

“My  farm  I  bequeath  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  with  the  injunction  that  said  Synod  shall  build 
a  church  at  or  within  sixteen  miles  of  Stillwater,  Okla.,  and  sup¬ 
plies  it  with  an  English  Lutheran  pastor  for  the  period  of  five 
years.  Should  said  Synod  see  proper  not  to  execute  these  gifts, 
said  gifts  to  go  to  the  Treasurer  Grand,  with  this  injunction,  to 
build  a  hospital,  or  support  old,  feeble  men  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church.” 

The  President  of  the  General  Synod  appointed  me,  and  gave  me 
power  of  attorney  to  represent  the  General  Synod  in  this  matter. 
As  soon  as  the  contents  of  the  will  were  made  known,  the  two  sons 
began  a  suit  to  set  the  will  aside.  I  entered  into  correspondence 
with  a  firm  of  attorneys,  and  arranged  for  them  to  defend  the  case 
for  us.  An  agreement  was  made  with  the  law  firm,  that  in  case  they 
lost  the  suit,  they  should  have  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  for 
their  work,  and,  in  case  they  won  the  suit,  a  fee  of  six  hundred 
dollars  ($600.00)  was  to  be  paid.  The  trial  was  set  for  the  28th 
of  February,  but  was  postponed,  so  that  I  could  be  present,  until 
March  5th.  Because  we  did  not  have  all  the  papers  necessary  to 
a  successful  conduct  of  the  case,  it  was  postponed  until  April  5th.  I 
was  in  Canada  at  that  time,  but  arranged  with  Rev.  N.  Royer, 
pastor  of  our  church  in  Oklahoma  City,  to  be  present  and  furnish 
any  information  concerning  the  General  Synod  that  might  be  needed. 

After  one  day  of  trial,  the  contestants  made  overtures  to  our 
attorneys  for  a  settlement,  which  was  accepted,  and  it  was  agreed 
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that  each  of  the  sons  should  receive  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00), 
and  the  suit  abandoned.  They  withdrew  all  objections  to  the  probat  ¬ 
ing  of  the  will.  As  the  matter  now  stands,  there  can  be  no  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court.  Mr.  Gerd  Flesher,  a  farmer  living  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  Mr.  Probst’s,  was  appointed  by  the  court  as  executor, 
and  the  estate  will  be  settled  up  as  soon  as  possible.  The  eight- 
acre  farm  is  worth,  at  a  fair  estimate,  four  thousand  dollars 
($4,000.00).  There  is  now  against  it  a  mortgage  of  $600.00.  The  sons 
will  each  receive  $500.00;  the  attorneys’  fee  is  $600.00.  There  will 
be  an  expense  of  administration  and  advertising,  which  will  be  at 
least  $300.00.  The  General  Synod  will  probably  realize  $1,500.00  out 
of  the  estate. 

We  would  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  an  order  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Synod,  in  favor  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Springer,  for  the  sum  of  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  ($500.00)  for  attorney’s  fees,  and  that  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  be  paid  him  when  the  estate  is  finally  settled  up. 

2.  That  as  soon  as  the  money  from  the  estate  is  paid  over,  the 
above  amount  shall  be  returned  to  the  treasury  of  the  General 
Synod. 

3.  That  the  representatives  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  shall  make  a  careful  investigation  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  field,  to  ascertain  whether  an  English  pastor  can  be 
maintained  on  the  ground,  and,  if  so,  then  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Synod  shall  pay  the  sum  realized  from  the  estate  to  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
church  building. 

4.  That  in  case  it  be  found  impractical  to  carry  out  the  request 
of  the  deceased,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be 
instructed  to  pay  the  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Tabitha  Home, 
in  Lincoln,  Neb.,  to  aid  in  supporting  old  and  feeble  men  of  our 
Church.

The  report  of  the  Deaconess  Board  was  presented  by 
Rev.  C.  E.  Hay,  D.  D.,  its  Secretary.  (See  Proceedings 
Relating  to  the  Deaconess  Board.) 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  report  of  Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D.,  as  fraternal 
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delegate  to  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  was  presented 
by  him  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Delegate  to  the  United  Synod  of  the  South. 

Your  delegate  to  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  would  beg  leave 
to  report  that  we  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  meeting  of  that 
body,  held  in  the  beautiful  new  Lutheran  Church  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  in  September,  1910.  It  was  a  meeting  of  deep  interest,  fine 
spirit  and  hopeful  outlook  for  the  work  of  our  Church  in  this  and 
other  lands. 

We  presented  the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  body.  The  response 
was  made  by  the  President  of  the  United  Synod,  Dr.  J.  A.  More- 
head,  the  President  of  Roanoke  College.  It  gave  assurance  of  the 
cordial  relation  of  the  body  he  represented  with  this  body  here 
assembled.  It  could  not  have  been  more  gratifying  in  its  spirit  or 
more  delightful  in  expression.  The  representatives  of  the  Synod 
of  the  South,  as  we  observed  their  deliberations,  made  the  impres¬ 
sion  of  as  earnest,  devoted  and  intelligent  body  of  ministers  and 
laymen  as  we  have  met  with.  The  problems  facing  this  body  are 
for  the  most  part  the  problems  facing  other  bodies  of  Lutherans 
in  this  country,  and,  so  far  as  we  could  see,  they  were  being  dealt 
with  in  the  spirit  of  deep  and  intelligent  devotion  to  the  mission 
of  our  beloved  Church  in  this  and  other  lands. 

For  a  body  of  its  size,  we  should  say  that  the  United  Synod  is 
showing  a  most  commendable  disposition  to  do  liberal  things,  and, 
with  a  wide  outlook  upon  the  future  of  our  Church,  not  only  in  the 
Southland,  but  in  a  more  comprehensive  sense,  in  this  entire 
country,  and  the  mission  fields  beyond. 

We  are  certain  that  upon  the  mind  and  heart  of  a  sympathetic 
outsider  the  impression  made  at  this  last  meeting  of  that  body  would 
be  this,  that  while  a  separate  organization,  growing  out  of  condi¬ 
tions  existing  in  this  country  fifty  years  ago,  this  body  to  which  we 
carry  the  greetings  of  this  General  Synod,  is  one  in  faith,  and,  we 
believe,  in  love  with  the  other  Evangelical  Lutherans  of  this 
country.  Reference  after  reference  to  the  desirability  of  a  more 
united  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country  had  the  marks  of  such 
heartiness  and  sincerity  that  they  could  not  be  misunderstood. 

The  reception  accorded  your  representative  by  the  President  and 
members  of  the  Synod  could  not  have  been  more  cordial  than  it 
was.  The  official  response  to  what  we  had  to  say  was  able,  digni¬ 
fied  and  so  manifestly  heartfelt  as  to  leave  a  lasting  impression. 
Evidently  the  official  head  of  the  United  Synod  does  not  think  that 
in  view  of  the  serious  and  impressing  problems  before  our  Church 
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in  this  land,  this  is  any  time  for  Lutherans  to  be  hewing  and  girding 
at  each  other. 

We  were  glad  also  to  note  the  fact  that  the  Official  Visitor  from 
the  General  Council,  Professor  Ramsey,  of  the  Chicago  Theological 
Seminary,  in  an  address  admirable  in  spirit  and  content,  did  not 
sound  a  discordant  or  divisive  note. 

The  entire  spirit  of  all  that  we  heard  was  altogether  fraternal 
and  kind,  such,  indeed,  as  we  deem  it  becometh  all  men  who  love 
the  Lutheran  Church  and  confess  in  all  sincerity  its  faith,  and  who 
own  the  necessity  for  that  Church  and  its  particular  testimony  in 
our  land  in  this  our  day  and  generation. 

The  United  Synod  is  conservative,  but  it  is  also  progressive.  If  it 
is  well  and  wisely  grounded  in  the  past,  it  also  has  its  face  to  the 
future.  It  is  planning  liberal  things  for  its  future  work.  In  its 
missionary,  educational,  philanthropic  and  publishing  interests  it  is 
clearly  pressing  forward  to  larger  undertakings  with  a  commend¬ 
able  zeal  and  liberality. 

The  General  Synod  representative  had  good  company  from  this 
body.  Dr.  Manhart,  its  Secretary;  Dr.  Gotwald,  our  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  and  Dr.  Sigmund,  Superintendent  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  were  also  present  at  the  meeting  at  Rich¬ 
mond.  We  feel  assured  that  these  brethren  would  corroborate  all 
we  have  said  about  the  reception  accorded  each  and  all  of  us. 

Respectfully  submitted,  DAVID  H.  BAUSLIN. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  C.  A.  Freed,  D.  D.,  fraternal  delegate  from  the 
United  Synod  of  the  South,  was  received,  and  in  an  ad¬ 
dress  told  of  the  work  of  the  United  Synod  and  of  its 
desire  for  co-operation  upon  all  the  important  lines  of 
church  work.  He  also  asked  that  a  representative  be  sent 
to  the  next  convention  of  the  United  Synod. 

To  this  address,  President  Remensnyder  responded  in  an 
address. 

The  committee  to  nominate  a  Deaconess  Board  was 
announced. 

The  consideration  of  the  communication  from  the  Publi¬ 
cation  Board  about  Lutheran  Church  Work  was  resumed 
as  unfinished  business,  with  the  motion  to  adopt  the  second 
recommendation  as  it  had  been  amended  pending. 
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The  second  recommendation  was  adopted  as  amended. 
The  communication  as  a  whole  was  adopted.  (See  p.  21.) 
The  Synod  adjourned. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  H.  E.  Wieand. 


NINTH  SESSION. 

Monday,  June  12,  2  p.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and 
prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Eli  Smith. 

The  minutes  of  the  Eighth  Session  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved.  The  report  of  the  Sunday  School  Committee  was 
presented  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Dunbar,  D.  D.,  chairman,  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the  Sunday  School  Committee. 

In  our  Sunday  school  literature  we  are  facing  serious  and  diffi¬ 
cult  problems.  In  no  department  of  the  Church’s  work  has  greater 
advance  been  made.  The  most  brilliant  talent  in  the  world  has 
devoted  itself  to  it,  and  has  wrought  in  a  spirit  of  purest  consecra¬ 
tion.  The  results  have  been  marvelous. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  Graded  Lessons  for  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  Sunday  school  rest  upon  right  principles.  The  new 
International  Graded  Lesson  System  is  admirable  in  many  import¬ 
ant  respects.  The  themes  or  topics  selected  are  useful  and  have 
their  place  in  any  comprehensive  scheme  of  religious  instruction. 
They  are  adapted  to  the  various  stages  of  development  of  the 
pupils. 

But  we  find  ourselves  in  perplexity  with  reference  to  this  system. 
It  has  serious  defects.  This  is  probably  to  be  accounted  for  by 
the  manner  of  its  construction.  It  was  originally  produced  by  a 
company  of  men  and  women,  the  latter  of  whom  may  be  called 
expert  teachers  of  children,  but  without  special  training  in  theology. 
It  was  then  submitted  to  the  International  Lesson  Committee, 
greatly  changed  by  them  in  many  important  respects,  and  offered 
to  the  churches. 

1.  It  is  too  complex,  multiplying  grades  beyond  all  possibility 
of  practical  adaptation  to  the  condition  of  the  great  majority  of  our 
schools. 

2.  There  is  an  undue  exaltation  of  the  pedagogical  principles  to 
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the  sacrifice  of  the  Bible  itself  as  the  word  of  God,  thus  tending  to 
a  mere  mechanical  study  and  eliminating  the  spiritual. 

3.  It  does  not  provide  for  the  study  of  the  whole  Bible  as  the 
full  and  final  written  revelation  of  God’s  will  to  men.  There  is 
no  provision  for  a  consecutive  study  of  the  whole  Bible  history 
chronologically.  While  some  provision  is  made  for  the  most  essen¬ 
tial  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  sufficient  emphasis  is  not  given  to  some 
of  the  doctrines  which  our  Church  holds  as  vital. 

4.  The  introduction  of  “Nature-Lessons”  and  “Character  Studies,” 
outside  the  Bible  at  certain  points  in  the  course,  raises  grave  ques¬ 
tions.  Some  of  the  characters  introduced  will  open  the  door  for 
subjects  far  from  edifying. 

5.  The  intermediate  course,  covering  the  period  of  catechisation 
in  our  Church,  is  in  a  line  entirely  foreign  to  our  method  of  train¬ 
ing  at  that  period.  It  would  be  far  from  helpful. 

6.  The  literature  prepared  for  these  lessons,  and  which  we  are  in 
a  measure  compelled  to  use,  contains  tendencies  which  our  Church 
cannot  endorse,  and  which  it  must  regard  as  dangerous  in  the 
extreme. 

We  rejoice  in  the  blessed  work  accomplished  through  the  Inter¬ 
national  Uniform  Movement.  We  are  loath  to  take  any  steps  that 
would  even  indicate  a  purpose  to  separate  ourselves  from  that 
movement.  But  we  will  not  be  true  to  our  most  important  obliga¬ 
tion  in  the  training  of  our  children  if  we  are  indifferent  to  these 
dangers.  We,  therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  our  men  attending  the  International  Sunday  School 
Convention  at  San  Francisco  be  instructed  to  join  the  men  of 
other  churches  in  respectfully  asking  for,  and  earnestly  advocating 
a  modification  of,  the  Graded  Lesson  Courses,  so  as  to  conform 
with  the  conditions  in  our  own  and  other  churches. 

2.  That  the  Sunday  School  Literature  Committee  of  our  Publi¬ 
cation  Board  be  instructed  to  arrange  for  our  school  an  Inter¬ 
mediate  Course  adapted  to  the  conditions  peculiar  to  our  Church  in 
the  instruction  of  our  young  people  at  this  age. 

An  official  communication  has  come  to  your  committee,  conveying 
the  action  of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  taken  at  its  conven¬ 
tion,  at  Richmond,  September  6th  to  nth,  1911,  as  follows: 

“That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consult  with  the  Sunday 
School  Committee,  or  Boards  of  other  English-speaking  Lutheran 
bodies,  with  reference  to  the  preparation  of  a  common  Sunday  school 
literature  for  Lutheran  Sunday  schools.” 

We  recommend  that  this  body  express  its  favorable  considera¬ 
tion  of  this  overture,  and  that  it  authorize  the  Sunday  School  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  General  Synod  to  enter  into  the  conference  for  the  con- 
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sideration  of  a  common  Sunday  school  literature,  any  conclusions  to 
be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  body  for  action. 

3.  There  was  also  referred  to  the  committee  a  memorial  from 
the  Northern  Illinois  Synod  asking  the  General  Synod  to  “appoint 
a  General  Sunday  School  Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  mission¬ 
ary,  educational  and  supervisory  in  attendance  on  Synodical  sessions 
and  individual  churches  through  the  year.”  Your  committee  feel 
that  such  a  Secretary  would  be  of  great  service  to  this  important 
work,  but  that  this  step  requires  more  deliberation  than  can  be 
given  at  this  session. 

4.  We,  therefore,  submit  this  proposition  to  the  Synod  for  a  brief 
expression  of  sentiment  as  to  the  felt  need  of  such  an  official,  and 
recommend  that  the  matter  be  then  referred  to  the  Sunday  School 
Committee  for  more  consideration,  and  to  report  two  years  hence.

By  the  way  of  testing  sentiment  for  having  such  a  Secre¬ 
tary,  a  rising  vote  was  taken  and  was  decided  negatively. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home 
was  presented  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Staley,  President  of  its 
Trustees : 

Report  of  Trustees  of  Tressler  Orphans’  Home. 

The  Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  at  Loysville,  Pa.,  is  a  model  insti¬ 
tution.  It  now  enrolls  204  children;  121  boys  and  83  girls.  The 
nursery  and  boys’  dormitory  have  as  many  children  as  can  be  com¬ 
fortably  accommodated.  The  school  has  been  a  success  during  the 
entire  term,  beginning  the  first  Monday  in  September  and  continuing 
to  the  present  time.  The  Home  has  an  adequate  corps  of  teachers 
who  are  fully  equipped  for  teaching.  The  discipline  in  the  different 
grades  is  excellent. 

On  the  evening  of  May  31st,  1911,  a  class  of  eight  was  gradu¬ 
ated  ;  two  boys  and  six  girls.  Rev.  Charles  Lambert,  one  of  the 
ministerial  products  of  the  Home,  delivered  a  splendid  address  to 
the  graduates.  The  industrial  work  of  the  Home  is  a  matter  of  deep 
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interest  to  its  many  patrons.  In  this  department  the  boys  and  girls 
receive  practical  and  efficient  training.  The  length  of  time  they 
work  is  from  two  to  four  hours  each  day,  according  to  the  age  of 
the  girl  or  boy.  The  girls  assist  in  every  branch  of  housework,  in¬ 
cluding  kitchen,  dining-room,  laundry,  creamery  and  sewing-rooms. 
The  boys  are  taught  to  make  their  own  beds,  care  for  their  rooms 
and  the  school-rooms.  They  mow  the  lawns,  keep  the  grounds  in 
order,  work  on  the  farm,  in  the  garden,  milk  the  cows,  and  assist  in 
every  way  to  make  the  industrial  work  a  success.  Many  of  the 
older  boys  are  in  the  printing  department,  learning  to  become 
efficient  and  practical  printers.  The  Home  owns  and  operates  140 
acres  of  land.  It  has  rented  150  acres  and  farms  them  on  shares. 
This  farm  is  known  as  the  “Tressler  Homestead.”  The  Home  has 
all  the  necessary  equipments  to  do  this  work,  including  barns,  horses, 
plows,  wagons,  mowers,  reapers,  experienced  men,  with  the  Super¬ 
intendent,  who  knows  the  secret  of  farming  and  the  management  of 
men.  The  Home  owns  a  farm  in  Cumberland  Valley  of  about  200 
acres ;  the  revenues  of  which  average  annually  about  $200.00.  The 
Home  has  a  dairy  of  about  25  cows  which  furnish  all  the  milk  and 
butter  needed  for  the  Home.  Last  year  4400  pounds  of  butter  were 
churned  and  used. 

The  new  buildings  added  to  the  Home  since  our  last  report  are 
the  hospital, — costing  $8,500.00,  a  gift  from  the  estate  of  a  devoted 
Christian  woman  of  another  denomination;  the  house  for  the 
superintendent  of  printing;  the  double  house  for  employees,  which 
had  been  the  old  hospital,  having  been  removed  to  another  location ; 
the  new  house  for  the  Superintendent.  Added  to  these  is  a  new 
sewerage  plant,  the  old  one  becoming  unsatisfactory,  and  was 
believed  to  have  caused  the  epidemic  which  cost  the  Home  many 
hundreds  of  dollars.  Also  an  electric  light  plant  has  been  erected 
which  now  lights  the  many  buildings  on  the  grounds  and  furnishes 
power  for  running  the  printing  presses  and  the  machinery  in  the 
laundry,  besides  supplying  light  for  a  number  of  homes  in  the 
town.  The  money  returns  pay  the  salary  of  the  electrical  engineer. 

The  Home  has  a  band  of  thirty  pieces,  which  furnishes  the 
music  for  the  children,  employees  and  visitors.  These  boy  musi¬ 
cians  have  been  presented  with  $100.00  to  repair  their  instruments ; 
$100.00  for  new  cases,  and  $260.00  for  new  uniforms.  The  mouth¬ 
piece  of  the  Home  is  called  the  Orphans’  Home  Echoes ,  and  has  a 
wide  circulation.  It  is  through  this  the  Superintendent  makes  his 
touching  appeals  and  liberal  responses  come  back  in  donations  and 
gifts  which  are  useful  and  appetizing. 

The  cost  for  maintaining  the  Home  last  year  was  $26,000.00, 
which  was  $35.00  less  than  receipts  from  all  sources.  The  receipts 
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from  the  Synod  were  $11,000.00  less  than  the  cost  of  maintenance. 
The  $26,000.00  I  believe  includes  part  of  the  cost  of  the  epidemic, 
for  books  purchased  for  those  destroyed,  for  fumigating  clothing, 
beds,  bedding,  buildings,  etc. 

The  printing  department  netted  for  the  Home  last  year  $3,000.00. 

The  Gladfelter  Paper  Company  donated  tons  of  paper  to  this 
industrial  department,  for  which  they  deserve  the  earnest  thanks  of 
the  entire  Church.  The  amount  of  money  needed  to  maintain  this 
Home  for  the  coming  year,  with  the  present  number  of  children  en¬ 
rolled,  is  $65.00  a  day,  or  $23,72 5.00. 

The  investment  fund  at  this  date  is  $23,600.00.  This  is  a  brief 
outline  of  the  Tressler  Orphans’  Home,  and  indicates  careful 
management  and  wise  financiering.  It  is  a  work  that  speaks  for 
itself ;  it  speaks  for  the  orphan ;  it  speaks  for  the  Church ;  it  speaks 
for  God.

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Oesterlen  Orphans' 
Home  was  presented  by  Rev.  S.  E.  Greenawalt,  President 
of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Oesterlen  Orphans’  Home. 

This  important  and  growing  institution  of  mercy  at  Springfield, 
Ohio,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Church,  is  directly  managed  by 
Trustees  elected  by  the  five  Synods,  viz:  Wittenberg,  Miami,  East 
Ohio,  Northern  Indiana  and  Olive  Branch,  while  any  other 
Synods  uniting  in  its  support  can  be  represented  by  Trustees  in 
like  manner.  The  officers  of  the  Board  are  Rev.  S.  E.  Greenawalt, 
D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  H.  S.  Lawrence,  Secretary,  and  Hon.  J.  L. 
Zimmerman,  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Trustees  had  two  annual 
meetings  during  the  biennium,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five 
members  meet  regularly  each  month  with  the  Superintendent  to 
consider  carefully  the  varied  needs  and  interests  of  the  Home  and 
plans  for  its  sustainment  and  betterment. 

Two  public  meetings  have  been  held  since  the  last  meeting  of 
this  body.  At  the  first,  the  Rev.  Harlan  K.  Fenner,  D.  D.,  President 
of  the  General  Synod,  was  the  speaker,  and  his  theme  was  “The 
Mother  Love  of  the  Church.”  The  last  public  meeting  was  upon 
the  occasion  of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  cottage, 
and  Professor  V.  G.  A.  Tressler,  D.  D.,  delivered  a  most  inspiring 
address.  These  public  meetings  have  served  to  interest  and  instruct 
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all  who  have  attended.  They  are  a  source  of  help  to  the  institution. 

More  than  forty  children  have  been  cared  for  since  the  Home 
has  been  founded,  and  all  are  alive  and  well  this  day,  a  matter  o^ 
great  gratitude  to  a  kind  heavenly  Father.  There  are  twenty-six 
children  under  the  care  of  the  Home  at  this  time ;  all  of  whom  of 
proper  age  attend  school,  and  four  of  them  have  been  students 
in  the  Wittenberg  Academy  during  the  past  year.  One  finished  the 
prescribed  course  and  graduated  with  good  rank  from  the  Academy 
on  the  evening  of  May  26th,  1911.  She  is  very  desirous  of  taking 
a  full  college  course  if  the  way  opens,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some 
arrangement  may  be  made  by  which  she  can  do  so.  The  pupils  in 
the  grades  have  the  advantage  of  the  ward  school  of  the  city.  They 
have  in  the  main  done  good  work  in  their  studies.  The  Home 
family  attend  the  Sunday  school  and  public  services  of  the  Fifth 
Lutheran  Church,  and  the  pastor  conducts  a  catechetical  class  in  the 
institution  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  Home.  Those  of 
proper  age  have  been  confirmed  and  are  communicant  members  of 
this  congregation. 

The  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  M.  Habey, 
continue  to  grow  in  efficiency,  and  their  labor  of  love  merits  the 
confidence,  co-operation  and  fervent  prayer  of  the  Church,  which 
they  so  faithfully  serve. 

A  number  of  material  improvements  have  been  made  in  and  about 
the  buildings  and  on  the  farm.  The  latter  includes  108  acres,  well 
located,  with  pleasing  prospects  from  each  direction,  and  is  improv¬ 
ing  each  year  by  fertilization  and  by  careful  and  intelligent  hus¬ 
bandry.  During  the  past  year  several  friends  of  the  institution  have 
donated  commercial  fertilizer  for  the  farm  and  one  of  them  also 
donated  87  choice  peach  trees  for  an  addition  to  the  young  orchard, 
while  the  old  trees  have  been  carefully  trimmed  and  treated,  in  hope 
of  renewing  their  usefulness.  The  farm  is  better  stocked  than 
formerly,  and  any  product  not  needed  in  the  Home  itself  finds  a 
ready  market.  The  house  has  been  improved,  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  cement  walk  has  been  placed,  which  greatly  adds  to  the 
appearance,  as  well  as  to  the  convenience  of  all.  The  cost  of  this 
latter  improvement  has  been  about  $400.00,  nearly  one-half  of 
which  was  contributed  by  a  friend  of  the  Home. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  meet  the  increasing  demand 
for  more  room  in  the  erection  of  a  handsome  brick  cottage  of 
modern  design  and  equipment.  The  new  building  is  a  substantial 
structure,  with  general  dimensions,  37  by  49  feet,  two  stories,  with 
an  ample  attic  and  finished  basement,  and  will  accommodate  about 
35  boys  when  it  is  completed.  Its  completion  has  been  somewhat 
delayed  for  lack  of  funds,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  dedicated 
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to  this  work  of  mercy  in  the  very  near  future.  There  is  yet  lack¬ 
ing  about  $3,500.00  to  meet  the  appeal  for  $10,000.00,  all  of  which 
will  be  needed.  It  is  noteworthy  in  this  connection  to  record  the 
generous  gift  of  $1,000.00  to  this  building  fund  by  a  lady  who  took 
the  interest  to  visit  the  Home  to  acquaint  herself  with  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  needs  of  the  institution.  Other  like  friends  are  needed,  and 
the  Church  ought  at  once  raise  the  full  amount  required  to  finish  and 
furnish  this  needed  addition  without  incurring  a  debt.  A  number 
of  applicants  were  declined  for  lack  of  room  during  the  last  two 
years.  All  bills  have  been  promptly  paid  during  the  biennium,  and 
$500.00  has  been  added  to  the  permanent  endowment  by  the  bequest 
of  the  late  John  Fry,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  The  enlarged  plant,  and  the 
increased  number  of  those  for  whom  care  must  be  provided,  will 
call  for  more  liberal  gifts  for  maintenance  and  upbuilding. 

Fitting  services  and  offering  envelopes  for  Children’s  Day  have 
been  provided  for  the  churches  who  will  use  them.  This  offering 
for  the  support  of  the  Home  should  be  taken  by  each  church  and 
Sunday  school  in  the  territory,  and  should  be  more  generous  than 
in  the  past  if  the  work  laid  upon  us  by  the  Master  is  to  be  carried 
on  as  it  ought  to  be.  The  traditions  of  the  Church  must  be  con¬ 
tinued  by  a  response  to  the  present  needs  if  the  honor  of  the  cause 
is  to  be  upheld.  Besides  the  regular  offering  for  support,  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  constant  for  special  gifts,  and  individuals  and  congrega¬ 
tions  would  do  well  to  honor  themselves  by  supplying  present  press¬ 
ing  needs.  The  new  buildings  need  to  be  furnished  at  once 
throughout.  A  lighting  system  of  some  sort  should  be  installed  as 
soon  as  the  funds  necessary  for  the  same  can  be  supplied.  Other 
improvements  are  contemplated  and  needed,  and  anyone  willing  to 
aid  should  consult  with  the  officers  of  the  Board  or  with  the  Super¬ 
intendent.  Added  help,  difficult  to  obtain,  must  be  secured,  and 
earnest  prayer,  cheerful  co-operation  and  liberal  support  is  earnestly 
urged  upon  all.  Thankful  for  God’s  provident  care  and  the  meas¬ 
ure  of  interest  and  co-operation  by  the  Church  in  the  beginning  of 
this  Home  for  the  needy  orphans,  we  lay  this  work,  which  is  so 
near  the  Master’s  heart,  and  so  practical  and  blessed  in  its 
results,  upon  the  Church  for  its  hearty  and  liberal  support  and  fer¬ 
vent  prayer.

The  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Nachusa  Orphanage 
was  presented  by  Rev.  J.  A.  McCulloch,  Secretary  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees. 
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Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphanage. 

Brethren  :  We  have  no  new  story  to  tell,  but  the  old  story  of 
neglected,  destitute  or  orphaned  children — thousands  of  them  in  this 
country — and  the  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Church  in  the  middle 
West  to  help  save  some  who  would  otherwise  be  lost  to  decency  and 
usefulness. 

We  know  not  why  so  many  little  ones  are  left  without  parents 
when  they  need  them  so  much,  but  this  we  know,  they  are  God’s 
orphans.  We  are  His  Church,  and  our  duty  is  plain;  we  must  care 
for  them  physically,  mentally  and  morally,  or  suffer  loss  and  the 
awful  consciousness  of  dereliction  of  duty.  Neglect  no  class  of 
unfortunate  human  beings,  but  in  particular  do  not  neglect  that 
class  of  all  classes,  unconscious  of  their  need,  and  therefore  the 
neediest — destitute  and  orphaned  children. 

This  is  benevolent  work  that  pays  large  dividends,  for  the  best 
human  investment  is  in  childhood.  Education  being  so  great  a  factor 
in  our  lives,  how  important,  if  we  cannot  begin  with  the  mothers 
and  grandmothers,  that  we  begin  with  the  child.  Especially  is  this 
true  in  the  case  of  the  orphan  whose  education  is  liable  to  be  neg¬ 
lected.  He  must  unlearn  many  things  and  forget  more  things,  if 
that  be  possible.  Only  those  engaged  in  such  work  as  the  Orphan¬ 
age  do  know  the  infinite  patience,  perseverance  and  tact  required. 
But  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  effort  yields  good  results. 

For  the  seven  years  of  its  history  the  Nachusa  Lutheran  Orphan¬ 
age  has  been  seeking  to  do  this  sort  of  work.  The  experimental 
stage  of  our  work  is  past.  We  exist,  and  are  needed,  and  have 
promise  of  a  bright  and  useful  future.  Without  being  parsimonious 
we  aim  to  keep  down  expenses  to  the  minimum.  We  pride  ourselves 
in-  never  being  in  debt,  and  trust  our  friends  will  see  to  it  that  we 
will  never  be  thus  burdened. 

The  past  two  years  witnessed  the  beginning  and  completion  of 
larger  things.  Last  fall  the  contract  was  let  for  a  32  by  40  feet 
addition  to  our  Home.  The  building  was  dedicated  May  18th  last, 
free  of  debt.  It  was  a  day  of  great  joy.  The  weather  was  beau¬ 
tiful  and  the  attendance  good.  We  have  not  yet  installed  water  or 
lighting  systems,  through  the  lack  of  funds.  These  are  badly  needed, 
and  we  hope  our  friends  will  soon  come  to  our  rescue  and  make 
them  a  reality.  Thus  fully  equipped  our  building  will  have  cost 
$5,000.00.  We  now  have  capacity  for  about  forty  children.  Our 
present  number  is  twenty-three ;  two  boys,  having  reached  the  age 
limit,  left  and  are  now  supporting  themselves. 

The  work  of  the  forty-acre  farm  is  done  largely  by  members  of 
the  family,  the  only  regular  employee  being  a  cook.  The  products  of 
the  farm,  the  poultry  yard  and  the  dairy  aid  considerably  in  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  institution. 
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We  beg  that  the  churches  of  our  territory  remain  loyal  to  us,  and 
we  pray  for  an  increased  interest  and  a  more  liberal  patronage.

Rev.  J.  E.  Whitteker,  D.  D.,  the  fraternal  visitor  of 
the  General  Council,  was  introduced  to  the  General  Synod 
and  was  voted  the  privileges  of  the  floor. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Tabitha  Home  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Rev.  M.  Koolen,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Tabitha  Home. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Tabitha  Home,  founded  by  Henry 
Heiner  in  1888,  has  had  a  long  and  eventful  career.  The  story  of 
its  years  of  helpful  ministry,  its  struggles  and  triumphs,  reads  like 
a  romance. 

The  work  and  worry  of  conducting  a  charitable  institution,  main¬ 
tained  by  faith  alone,  proving  too  severe  a  struggle  for  the  veteran 
founder,  he  sought  relief  by  turning  over  the  work  of  mercy  to  the 
fostering  care  of  the  contiguous  District  Synods  of  the  General 
Synod.  It  was  a  marvelous  opportunity,  a  real  gift  of  God,  to 
practically  engage  in  the  work  of  caring  for  the  friendless  young 
and  the  forgotten  aged  ones,  and  the  Church  wisely  and  rightly 
undertook  the  task.  It  would  have  been  an  idle  and  sinful  thing 
for  us  to  have  begun  counting  the  cost  of  lending  a  helping  hand  to 
God’s  needy  ones,  for  the  supreme  business  of  the  Church  is  to  get 
under  the  needs  of  our  brother  man  regardless  of  cost.  The  Lord 
who  provides  will  take  care  of  the  ledger  of  every  charity  of  this 
kind.  In  1907  the  Home  was  accepted  by  the  General  Synod  and 
recognized  as  one  of  its  institutions.  Then  the  Home,  rejuvenated 
by  a  new  management,  started  afresh  with  every  prospect  of  great 
success.  The  only  hindering  thing  in  the  Home’s  progress  is  the  too

heavy  financial  obligations  contracted  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
plant.  But  may  we  not  count  on  the  continued  support  and  interest 
and  confidence  of  the  Church  until  these  calamities  be  overpast? 
Many  a  less  worthy  institution  has  weathered  a  severer  financial 
storm. 

By  ceaseless  and  strenuous  activity  the  debt  has  been  reduced 
about  $7,000.00  in  the  past  biennium.  This  leaves  a  trifle  less  than 
$39>5oo.oo,  which  sum  represents  the  total  liabilities  of  the  Home. 
This  item  speaks  for  itself,  and  our  report  needs  no  further  elabora¬ 
tion  on  this  point. 

In  spite  of  financial  embarrassment  in  works  of  real  mercy  and 
human  helpfulness  the  Home  has  excelled.  It  has  not  missed  the 
purpose  of  its  founding.  In  the  two  years  past  the  hospital  has 
cared  for  91  patients,  the  orphanage  has  fostered  38  children,  and 
the  aged  department  has  cared  for  32  feeble  and  age-worn  pilgrims. 
Mere  words  can  never  adequately  describe  a  ministry  of  this  char¬ 
acter.  This  work  has  required  the  performance  of  arduous  duty, 
and  exacted  severe  sacrifice,  and  has  not  been  without  its  element  of 
danger.  It  is  a  trying,  difficult  task,  requiring  infinite  grace  and 
tact,  to  successfully  care  for  the  indigent  aged.  But  drudgery  be¬ 
comes  a  delight,  when  one  remembers  the  certain  reward  in  store 
for  all  who  help  the  poor  and  lowly  and  distressed.  We  must  pay 
the  price  of  every  blessing. 

The  work  of  the  Superintendent,  Rev.  M.  Koolen,  has  been  a 
revelation  of  real  efficiency,  and  we  wish  to  record  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  him  and  his  accomplishments  in  the  face  of  stupendous 
difficulties. 

The  service  of  the  Deaconesses,  Sisters  Christina,  Ida  and  Gert¬ 
rude,  calls  for  renewed  and  repeated  expressions  of  appreciation 
and  affectionate  regard.  We  commend  the  self-sacrifice  of  these 
sisters  of  charity.  No  service  is  too  lowly  for  their  helping  hands. 
They  are  constantly  at  the  beck  and  call  of  those  who  have  no 
claim  on  them  except  that  they  are  the  Lord’s  needy  ones. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  buildings  and  grounds 
within  the  past  year,  much  of  it  being  without  cost  to  the  Home.  A 
new  and  quite  satisfactory  sanitary  system  has  been  provided,  new 
driveways  built,  the  barn  reconstructed,  a  furnace  placed  in  the 
parsonage,  new  smoke  stacks  erected  and  many  minor  improve¬ 
ments  made  and  better  equipment  secured. 

With  property  easily  worth  $70,000.00,  of  commanding  appearance 
and  beautifully  situated,  the  Home  awakens  the  admiration  and 
pride  of  all  who  behold  it. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  suggestion  frequently  made, 
that  the  work  at  Tabitha  Home  be  more  exclusively  devoted  to  the 
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care  of  the  aged,  the  helpless  and  orphans.  There  is  an  urgent  need 
of  such  an  institution.  The  feeble  hands  of  these  needy  ones  have 
repeatedly  knocked  at  our  doors  the  past  year,  but  with  sorrow  we 
have  been  forced  to  refuse  some  of  them  admission,  owing  to  inade¬ 
quate  funds.  A  multitude,  enfeebled  by  age  and  sorrow  and  disease, 
have  no  Bethesda — no  one  cares  for  them.  This  is  an  urgent  min¬ 
istry,  and  we  await  the  bidding  of  the  Church  to  devote  more  of  our 
time  and  energy  to  this  work. 

Tabitha  Home  needs  your  liberal  aid,  sympathy  and  earnest 
prayer  in  this  critical  period.

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod: 

We,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  National  Lutheran  Home  for 
the  Aged,  Washington,  D.  C.,  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you 
our  biennial  report.  The  trust  committed  to  us  has  been  one  of 
responsibility,  demanding  careful  direction  because  it  has  to  deal 
with  the  aged  of  the  Church  who  must  look  to  her  for  support  in 
the  time  of  their  need  and  declining  strength. 

The  General  Synod  at  Richmond,  Ind.,  appointed  the  following 
to  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees:  Clerical — Revs.  C.  S.  Albert, 
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D.  D.,  S.  W.  Owen,  D.  D.,  A.  A.  Parr,  D.  D.,  C.  S.  Trump,  J.  L. 
Frantz,  G.  W.  Miller,  D.  D.,  S.  W.  Herman,  J.  T.  Huddle,  John 
Weidley;  Lay — Messrs.  Cornelius  Eckhardt,  W.  H.  Finckel,  George 
F.  Muth,  Frederick  P.  Stieff,  D.  F.  Lafean,  A.  K.  Wagner,  L.  W. 
Slater,  John  H.  Jones,  S.  L.  Hare,  L.  T.  Apold,  George  Ryneal,  Jr. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  the  following  were  elected 
to  office  in  the  Board:  President,  John  Weidley;  Vice-President, 
Rev.  G.  W.  Miller,  D.  D. ;  Recording  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  T.  Huddle ; 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H.  Finckel;  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Cornelius  Eckhardt.  According  to  certificate  of  incorporation  the 
members  of  the  Board  who  live  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  constitute 
the  Executive  Committee,  which  is  in  readiness  to  hold  its  meet¬ 
ings  on  demand. 

We  report  with  sadness  the  death  of  two  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees:  Mr.  L.  W.  Slater,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Rev. 
A.  A.  Parr,  D.  D.,  of  Lock  Haven,  Pa.  From  the  time  of  his 
appointment  Mr.  Slater  was  a  member  of  the  Farm  Committee.  He 
took  great  delight  in  looking  after  the  cultivation  of  the  gardens. 
He  died  August  10th,  1909.  The  Hon.  P.  V.  DeGraw,  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  take  his  place. 

Rev.  Amos  A.  Parr,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  church  at 
Lock  Haven,  Pa.,  after  a  year’s  illness  departed  this  life  in  June, 
1910.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  was  keenly  and  practically  interested  in  the  Home. 
He  helped  in  many  ways  to  place  her  claims  before  the  Church. 
We  herewith  express  our  regret  in  the  departure  of  these  men, 
and  retain  gratitude  for  their  heroic  and  steadfast  devotion  to  the 
Church  and  all  that  she  represents.

ber  24th,  1910;  Miss  Elizabeth  McMechen,  from  Baltimore,  Md., 
March  15th,  1911.

In  October,  1910,  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Foster,  who  had 
been  in  charge  fourteen  years,  retired.  Sister  Flora  Oehler,  from 
the  Deaconess  Motherhouse,  Baltimore,  Md.,  was  secured  to  take 
her  place  as  the  Sister  in  charge.  The  year  previous  Sister  May 
Haltiwanger  was  employed  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  aged 
people.  We  herewith  acknowledge  our  debt  to  the  Deaconess 
Board,  and  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  wisdom  of  the  General 
Synod  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Deaconess  Motherhouse. 

In  addition  to  minor  repairs  and  improvements  required  by  tem¬ 
porary  buildings  such  as  we  have,  there  has  been  added  a  lavatory. 
We  are  in  need  of  new  and  larger  and  more  substantial  buildings, 
but  have  not  been  able  to  see  our  way  clear  to  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  and  more  enduring  structure.

The  Board,  as  constituted  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod 
in  1909,  consisted  of  the  following  persons :  Rev.  B.  W.  Ziegler, 
Rev.  D.  Frank  Garland,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  J.  Kiefer,  D.  D.,  L.  H.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  October  5th,  1909,  the 
following  organization  was  effected :

The  Executive  Committee  is  composed  of  Mr.  L.  H.  Shipman, 
Mr.  A.  L.  Harshberger,  Mrs.  C.  B.  Herr,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Garver  and 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Bowman.  The  President  of  the  Board  is  ex  officio  a 
member  of  the  committee.  Mrs.  N.  H.  Royer  having  moved  out  of 
the  territory  of  the  Miami  Synod,  tendered  her  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of 
Mrs.  Selina  B.  Belmer,  of  Cincinnati,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

DEDICATION. 

After  the  preparation  of  the  last  report  of  the  Board  to  this 
body,  and  on  the  day  before  the  meeting  of  the  convention  at 
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Richmond,  the  Home,  with  the  new  addition,  was  formally  dedi¬ 
cated  with  impressive  services.  The  exercises  were  in  charge  of 
the  President  of  the  Board.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev. 
John  Weidley,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  National  Home  for  the 
Aged,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Rangeler,  New  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Ohio,  who  had  been  the  first  President  of  the  Board  and 
resident  pastor,  and  under  whose  supervision  the  house  had  been 
almost  completed.  The  liturgical  service  of  dedication  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rev.  Rangeler. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  HOME. 

During  the  last  biennium  the  Home  has  been  blessed  with  unusual 
health  in  the  family  and  with  prosperity  and  happiness.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  find  a  happier  family  than  those  who  are  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  this  institution.  At  the  last  convention  of  the  General 
Synod  we  reported  seven  members  in  the  family.  During  this 
biennium  nine  persons  have  been  received  on  the  probation  period. 
From  this  number  four  have  been  admitted  to  permanent  member¬ 
ship.  Since  our  last  report  there  have  been  three  deaths.  We 
have  at  the  present  nine  members  in  the  Home. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Home  is  encouraging.  The  insti¬ 
tution  has  been  supported  entirely  from  endowment  funds,  so 
that  no  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  churches.  The  report  of  the 
Treasurer  will  show  an  increase  in  the  resources  of  $2,000.00  for 
the  biennium.  This  is  partly  from  excess  in  admission  fees,  but 
largely  from  returns  in  investments.  The  total  resources  of  the 
institution  are  about  $80,000.00,  and  the  annual  income  is  about 
$3,500.00. 

SALE  OF  THE  FARM. 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod  the  Board  asked 
for  authority  from  the  Synod  to  sell  the  farm  of  392  acres,  located 
in  Bureau  County,  Ill.,  and  belonging  to  the  Home.  The  request 
was  granted  by  the  General  Synod,  and  immediately  thereafter  appli¬ 
cation  for  this  purpose  was  made  to  the  courts  of  Illinois. 

The  petition  to  the  courts  was  granted  without  difficulty  or  delay. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  however,  it  did  not  seem  wise  to 
make  the  sale  at  this  time  because  of  inability  to  obtain  what  they 
considered  a  reasonable  price.  The  land  has,  therefore,  been  leased 
on  new  terms.  Instead  of  the  cash  rent,  we  now  receive  a  share  of 
the  crops.  In  this  way  the  Board  hopes  to  increase  the  income 
from  the  farm,  and  at  the  same  time  to  be  able  to  put  the  land 
and  buildings  in  better  condition  for  selling.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Board  has  made  several  visits  to  the  farm,  a  local  overseer  has 
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been  placed  in  charge,  and  the  Board  has  expended  some  money  in 
much-needed  improvements  in  the  buildings  and  fences.  A  part 
or  all  of  the  farm  will  be  sold,  according  to  the  instructions  given 
by  the  last  General  Synod,  when  a  satisfactory  price  is  offered. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS. 

During  the  biennium  the  Board  has  found  the  need  of  a  place 
for  burial,  and  has,  therefore,  purchased  a  cemetery  lot  of  ample 
size  and  desirable  location  in  Maple  Hill  Cemetery,  Tippecanoe  Cityr 
for  burial  of  members  of  the  Home.  Uniform  markers  are  placed 
at  the  graves,  and  an  appropriate  monument  will,  in  time,  be  placed 
on  the  lot. 

Friends  of  the  institution  have  seen  the  need  of  a  musical  instru¬ 
ment  for  devotional  services  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  family, 
and  have  started  a  piano  fund.  This  fund  has  grown  slowly  to 
about  $50.00.  Subscriptions  to  this  worthy  object  are  appreciated, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  soon  justify  the  purchase  of  a  piano 
or  piano-player. 

Since  the  founding  of  this  Home  the  Board  has  experienced  no 
little  difficulty  in  securing  a  matron.  This  problem,  we  think,  has 
been  solved.  We  now  have  the  services  of  Miss  Mary  Pfisterer,  a 
member  of  one  of  our  churches  of  the  Wittenberg  Synod.  She  has 
been  in  the  Home  for  almost  two  years,  and  has  been  appreciated 
by  the  Board  because  of  the  interest  that  she  has  taken  in  the 
Home  and  the  services  rendered. 

Feghtly  Lutheran  Home  is  one  of  the  younger  and  smaller  insti¬ 
tutions  of  the  Church.  It  is  not  so  well  known  among  the  churches 
as  other  institutions,  perhaps  because  no  appeal  has  been  made  in 
her  behalf.  But  as  a  Board  we  commend  it  to  the  Church  for 
prayerful  interest.  The  Board  will  always  be  glad  to  answer  any 
inquiry,  and,  according  to  the  capacity  of  the  house  and  resources, 
be  glad  to  serve  the  Church  in  the  manner  made  possible  by  the 
benefactor  whose  name  the  institution  bears. 

Descriptive  booklets  of  the  Home  have  been  prepared  by  the 
Board,  and  will  be  provided  to  those  who  will  make  the  request  to 
the  President.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Inner  Missions  and 
Rescue  Work  was  presented  by  Rev.  V.  A.  M.  Mortensen, 
chairman. 
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This  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  con¬ 
sider  and  to  report.  Such  committee  was  appointed. 

The  following  resolutions  upon  this  work  were  presented 
by  Rev.  F.  H.  Knubel,  on  behalf  of  the  Southern  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Synod  of  New  York. 

Resolved,  That  the  work  designated  as  the  Inner  Mission  and 
Rescue  League  be  referred  to  Southern  Conference  of  the 
Synod  of  New  York,  within  whose  bounds  its  operations  are  being 
carried  on,  for  whatever  action  the  said  Conference  deems  wise, 
without  necessity  of  report  to  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  seven  members  be  appointed,  to 
be  known  as  the  Inner  Mission  Committee.  It  shall  consider  the 
entire  subject  of  Inner  Missions,  the  desirability  of  an  Inner  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  of  the  General  Synod,  the  possibility  of  uniform  or 
unified  relation  of  the  General  Synod  to  all  charitable  institutions 
and  to  all  forms  of  Inner  Mission  activity,  and  also  the  possibility 
of  fraternal  co-operation  in  Inner  Mission  work  with  other  Evan¬ 
gelical  Lutheran  general  bodies  in  this  country.  For  the  last  pur¬ 
pose  the  committee  may,  if  it  desire,  have  the  co-operation  of  the 
regular  Committee  on  Co-operation  with  Other  Bodies.  It  shall 
report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

These  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Conference  presented  the 
following  report,  through  Rev.  M.  W.  Hamma,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  chairman. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Practical  Co-Operation  and  Fraternal 

Conference. 

Your  Committee  on  Methods  of  Practical  Co-operation  and  Fra¬ 
ternal  Conference  with  Other  Lutheran  Bodies  would  respectfully 
report  that,  as  no  occasion  occurred  during  the  past  biennium  to 
call  the  Joint  Committee  together,  no  meeting  was  held. 

However,  since  the  convening  of  this  Synod  certain  documents 
have  been  placed  into  the  hands  of  said  committee,  through  the 
President,  from  the  authorities  of  the  General  Council  requiring 
our  attention. 

As  these  communications  came  too  late  to  be  considered  by  this 
committee,  it  can  only  return  them  to  the  custody  of  the  President, 
to  be  passed  over  to  the  new  committee  which  may  be  appointed 
for  any  action  thought  best. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  representation 
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of  this  Synod  in  this  tripartite  compact  with  the  General  Council 
and  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  for  the  next  two  years.  Your 
committee  also  recommend  that  this  Synod  hereby  express  its 
desire  and  readiness  to  enter  into  conference,  through  its  repre¬ 
sentatives  in  the  Joint  Committee  on  Co-operation  and  Fraternal 
Conference,  with  the  similar  representatives  of  the  General  Coun¬ 
cil,  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  any  matters  of  difference  con¬ 
cerning  the  location  of  churches,  etc.,  recognizing  as  the  basis  of 
such  conference  the  action  passed  by  this  Synod  at  its  Richmond 
meeting,  two  years  ago,  and  quoted  to  us  in  the  communication  sent 
to  the  President  of  this  body  by  the  President  of  the  General 
Council.

Rev.  Dr.  Hamma  submitted  the  following  report: 

Report  of  Member  of  Joint  Committee  on  Conference  of 

Lutheran  Bodies. 

Your  representative  in  the  above  committee  begs  leave  to  report 
that  as  there  was  no  prevalent  desire  expressed  for  the  holding 
of  a  general  conference  of  these  three  bodies,  none  was  called,  and 
therefore  no  committee  meetings  were  necessary  during  the  last 
biennium. 

In  order,  however,  to  keep  the  General  Synod  in  a  state  of 
readiness  to  co-operate  with  the  other  two  Synods,  when  such  con¬ 
ference  may  be  desired,  your  representative  recommends  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  member  to  act  with  said  Joint  Committee  for  the  next 
two  years.

Rev.  Dr.  Tressler  read  the  following  report: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Blood  is  thicker  than  water.  The  relationships  of  the  past  are 
on  every  hand  being  used  to  interpret  present  problems  and  to  point 
the  way  to  proper  lines  of  action.  The  Church  is  learning  to 
draw  upon  its  resources  of  buried  treasure,  re-coin  it,  and  put  it  to 
use  in  the  interests  of  the  kingdom.  This  has  given  rise  to  rein¬ 
troductions  between  long-separated  members  of  old  families.  For 
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generations  they  have  been  satisfied  merely  to  look  at  the  more  or 
less  disguised  family  portraits  in  the  old  album,  or  upon  the  cracked 
oil  paintings  of  ancestral  forebears  hanging  on  unused  guest  cham¬ 
ber  walls. 

Happily  for  us  all,  we  have  at  length  become  interested  in  our 
^wn  family  tree.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  we  have  begun  to  feel 
that  our  family,  our  own  flesh  and  blood,  may  be  quite  as  prolific 
of  interest  and  value  and  helpfulness  to  us  as  even  the  study  of 
the  North  Pole  passage,  the  language  of  the  chimpanzee,  or  the 
doings  of  Diaz.  This  has  brought  about  a  wish  to  visit  ancestral 
homes,  sit  in  the  ancient  pews,  draw  water  from  the  wells  of  the 
fathers,  and  drink  out  of  the  same  old  oaken  bucket.  And  when 
on  occasion  this  has  been  done,  there  has  come  with  it  a  longing  to 
see  in  real  propria  persona  any  surviving  members  of  the  family 
itself.  And  when  for  the  first  time  we  stand  vis-a-vis,  how  sur¬ 
prised  we  each  are.  We  hadn’t  dreamed  there  would,  after  all 
this  time,  remain  any  resemblance  at  all,  and  are  surprised  inordi¬ 
nately  to  note  a  real  face  of  the  family  persisting  after  all  these 
years. 

But  fortunately  types  persist,  and  we  are  effecting  a  family  recru¬ 
descence.  It  is  no  accident  that  the  Old  Testament  is  built  upon 
the  idea  of  the  family.  Neither  is  it  all  an  untoward  thing  that  our 
German  brethren  yet  count  their  membership  by  families  rather 
than  by  individuals.  Your  committee  have  to  do  with  the  family 
kinship,  in  an  effort  towards  further  acquaintance  of  the  several 
sections  of  the  Lutheran  Church  “Gemeinschaft,”  across  the  seas. 

During  the  biennium  we  have  had  some  insight  into  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  Lutheran  things  abroad,  not  merely  through  printed  reports 
and  periodicals  of  the  German  Church,  but  through  a  varied  corre¬ 
spondence.  In  this  we  were  aided  by  Drs.  Neve,  Wenner  and 
Young,  of  our  committee,  and  by  Dr.  Hochdorfer,  of  Wittenberg. 
Letters  of  inquiry  have  gone  out  to  a  number  of  Continental  lead¬ 
ers  of  theological  thought  and  Church  activity.  We  have  had 
interesting,  and,  in  some  cases,  lengthy  replies  from  Bishop  Von 
Scheele,  of  Sweden ;  University  Professors  Hauck  and  Ihmels,  of 
Leipzig;  Kahler,  of  Halle;  Tschackert,  of  Tubingen,  and  Walter 
and  Griitzmacher,  of  Rostock;  from  “Ober-President”  Bezzel,  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  of  Bavaria ;  Oberconsistorial-Rath  Dr.  Bard ; 
Dr.  Weitbrecht,  Pralat  of  Wiirttemberg;  General  Superintendents 
Wallroth  and  Th.  Kaftan;  from  Pastor  Jensen,  of  our  Breklum 
Institute,  and  from  the  late  editor  of  the  Allgemeine  Lutherische 
Kirchenzeitung,  Dr.  Holscher. 

Bishop  Von  Scheele  was  asked  about  the  seeming  efforts  of 
Episcopacy  to  swallow  the  Swedish  Lutheran  Church  in  this  coun- 
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try.  He  says :  “A  union  of  the  Swedish  Lutheran  Church  with 
the  Church  of  England  is  not  an  open  question.  It  could  never  be 
effected,  as  was  recently  emphatically  acknowledged  in  Stockholm 
by  an  English  Church  representative  himself.”  The  incidents 
giving  rise  to  the  question  are,  the  Bishop  states,  strictly  private, 
and  can  lead  no  further  than  to  certain  mutual  recognitions  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  other.  From  German  sources  we  learn  that  the 
Swedes  are  interested  in  the  Allgemeine  Lutherische  Konferenz,  and 
in  a  closer  union  with  the  Lutherans  of  Germany. 

In  the  matter  of  the  strivings  towards  Lutheran  unity,  Dr. 
Bezzel,  the  President  of  the  Bavarian  Church,  writes  that  he  is  an 
opponent  of  all  church  union  arising  out  of  polite  considerations 
rather  than  inner  compulsion.  Union  and  indifference  often  go 
together,  when  the  union  only  touches  the  periphery  and  does  not 
affect  the  center.  “I  rejoice,  however,”  he  says,  “over  all  brotherly 
utterance  and  the  spirit  of  harmony  in  defence  of  our  holiest  and 
best,  in  the  earnestness  of  a  really  Lutheran  ethics  according  to 
which  each  one  learns  his  lesson  and  stands  at  his  post,  in  order 
thereby  to  furnish  the  best  contribution  towards  an  effective  united 
action  which  is  finally  to  be  presented  by  God  and  not  man.  Give 
the  greetings  of  faith  to  our  Lutheran  congregations.” 

Professor  Tschackert  hopes  that  Lutherans  in  the  United  States 
may  come  to  an  understanding ;  that  they  may  “cherish  the  things 
they  hold  in  common,  and  put  into  the  background  the  things  they 
hold  in  distinction  from  one  another.”  He  calls  for  the  re-pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  program  of  the  seventeenth  century — in  essentials 
unity,  in  non-essentials  charity,  in  all  things  liberty. 

“Be  assured,”  writes  Professor  Ihmels,  “that  I  follow  eagerly  all 
efforts  at  union  among  Lutherans,  and  I  trust  that  there  may  be  a 
‘modus  vivendi’  in  all  the  open  questions  now  before  the  different 
sections  of  the  Lutheran  Church.” 

We  note  one  distinct  hope  among  these  three  different  shades  of 
men,  the  hope  of  Lutheran  oneness  in  spiritual  truth.  When  we 
come  to  consider  the  field  of  theology,  with  its  lights  and  shadows 
thrown  on  the  Church’s  future,  we  are  given  a  wholesome  impres¬ 
sion  of  life.  Dr.  Theodore  Kaftan  writes :  “Give  greeting  to 
Synod  in  such  way  as  is  proper.  We  live  in  a  critical  time  in  Ger¬ 
many.  In  reality,  the  question  is  at  stake  what  belongs  to  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  and  what  not.  I  hope  our  churches 
will  have  the  grace  to  maintain  themselves  as  churches  of  the 
gospel.  I  do  not  look  into  the  future  entirely  without  confidence. 
From  our  university  professors  I  hear  that  in  the  student  circle  there 
is  again  a  more  positive  tendency.  The  positive  position  is  firmer 
than  the  critics  thought — and  indispensable  to  Christianity.  The 
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naturalistic  party  seems  to  be  receding.  The  alternative  of  the 
future  is  either  the  Bible  Christ  or  no  Christ.  I  wish  a  blessed 
progress  to  the  business  of  General  Synod.” 

Professor  Hauck  quotes  some  figures  from  Liberal  sources,  which 
give  53  positive  and  54  non-positive  professors  of  theology  in  the 
universities.  He  thinks  it  difficult  to  estimate,  but  holds  the  teach¬ 
ing  force  equally  divided  between  Positives  and  Liberals.  The  uni¬ 
versities  exclusively  critical,  as  Giessen,  Jena,  Strassburg,  have  rela¬ 
tively  few  students,  while  mixed  and  positive  faculties  have  better 
hearings,  as  have  Halle,  Berlin,  Tubingen,  Leipzig  and  Erlangen. 
In  theology  the  Positive  movement  is  getting  stronger.  “That  time 
is  over  when  it  was  thought  a  matter  of  science  to  reject  as  many 
of  the  New  Testament  writings  as  possible.”  Critical  judgment  has 
led  to  more  measured  judgments.  There  is  nothing  by  mere  nega¬ 
tion.  Theology  must  do  justice  to  religious  facts.  The  difficulty 
lies  not  in  theology,  but  in  that  the  cultured  folk  has  broken  with 
Christian  thought.  The  general  literature  is  without  the  content  of 
religion.  It  may  be  that  the  flood  is  not  reached  even  yet.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Hauck  says:  “Evangelical  piety  has  no  special  elements  from 
the  Reformed  Church,  but  as  gained  in  the  Bible  and  Smaller  Cate¬ 
chism  of  Luther.  Calvin  is  a  stranger  to  it.  Evangelical  Lutheran¬ 
ism  thereby  has  still  its  right  and  future,  for  there  is  to  be  counted 
one  expression  of  the  life.  There  is  no  ground  for  boasting,  but 
less  ground  for  trembling.  Work  is  ahead.  I  wish  the  General 
Synod  of  America  may  be  richly  blest.” 

Dr.  Bezzel  writes  discriminatingly :  “The  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  has  its  trials  in  order  that  we  may  increase  in  Bible  study. 
Perhaps  we  Lutherans  have  speculated  too  deeply.  We  need  a  sound 
Bible  interpretation,  like  the  school  of  Bengel,  Steinhofer,  Rieger 
and  the  Wiirttemberg  school.  We  need  works  of  the  type  of 
Schlatter  and  Kahler,  together  with  the  exact,  scarcely  surpassed 
exegesis  of  Zahn,  which  for  centuries  will  show  the  way.  There  is 
no  doubt  that,  on  account  of  its  imminent  lucidity  and  its  self- 
creating  power  of  comfort,  the  Lutheran  Church  will  maintain 
itself.” 

Dr.  Wilhelm  Holscher,  for  many  years  editor  of  the  Allgenteine 
Lutherische  Kirchenzeitung,  says :  “The  positive  faith  of  the  Church 
of  the  Augsburg  Confession  is  so  undeniably  in  the  ascendancy  that 
the  by  far  greater  part  of  the  coming  generation  is  joining  the  posi¬ 
tive  side.  The  Wellhausen  school  is  returning  to  moderation,  and 
closer  union  of  positive  professors  recently  organized  assures  their 
greater  literary  influence.  All  considered,  we  believe  we  may 
exclaim  with  confidence,  ‘Es  will  Fruhling  werden’ — ‘Spring  is  bound 
to  come/  To  General  Synod  heartiest  wishes,  and  I  beg  that  the 
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Lord  may  make  you  strong  and  efficient  in  Lutheran  faith  and  con¬ 
fession,  and  a  blessing  to  the  whole  Lutheran  Church  in  America.” 
That  letter  was  written  on  the  2d  of  March.  Before  it  reached  me, 
Dr.  Holscher  had  passed  to  his  reward,  a  great  man  of  faith,  full  of 
years  and  honors.  To  him  the  spring  had  come.  His  warm  well 
wishes  to  us  have  thus  special  significance. 

The  “Allgemeine  Lutherische  Konferenz,”  which  is  about  to  hold 
session  in  Upsala,  Sweden,  should  have  the  General  Synod’s  careful 
attention.  Bishop  Von  Scheele,  its  Swedish  host;  Professor  Ihmels, 
its  President,  and  other  men  of  note  assure  its  strong  activity  in 
Lutheran  circles.  It  has  a  generous  and  true  Lutheran  intention 
and  basis.  Its  constitutional  purpose  is  “the  strengthening  of 
the  entire  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  all  branches,  offices 
and  activities,  especially  in  representing  and  concerning  the  con¬ 
fessional  pure  teaching  of  the  gospel.” 

■  Dr.  Ihmels,  its  President,  declares,  “Our  evolution  is  through 
and  through  of  a  positive  nature,  work  and  faith.” 

Secretary  Hiibner,  of  the  Konferenz,  insists  that  each  member  must 
ask  himself,  “What  can  I,  an  individual,  do,  that  the  Lutheran  work 
of  union  may  be  more  and  more  understood  and  furthered?  What 
can  I  do  that  we  Lutherans,  true  to  our  Confession,  may  close  ranks 
.in  order  that  we  may  be  stronger  for  the  common  tasks  and  prob¬ 
lems  which  the  necessity  of  the  times  lays  upon  us?”  Dr.  Bard 
'  insists  that  the  Konferenz’s  “highest  aim  is  to  include  all  who  may 
band  together  about  a  Lutheran  Confession.”  There  has  just  now 
appeared  a  leaflet  entitled  “A  Confession  and  a  Call  in  the  Service 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,”  whose  aim  is  to  urge  a  united 
Lutheranism  through  the  Konferenz.  We  need  to  hold  this  great 
movement  carefully  and  hopefully  in  mind. 

Letters  have  come  to  us  telling  the  General  Synod  of  the  panicky 
effect  upon  the  Liberals  in  Germany  of  Dr.  Rittelmeyer’s  confes¬ 
sion  of  the  helplessness  of  the  modern  theology  in  its  practical 
efficiency,  and  of  the  glorious  uprising  all  over  Evangelical  Ger¬ 
many  against  the  attacks  of  Professor  Drews,  of  Carlsruhe,  on  the 
personality  of  Jesus. 

Pastor  Jensen,  speaking  of  the  advances  of  Inner  Missions,  notes 
that  many  pastors  control  a  column  of  the  Sunday  papers  for 
religious  purposes,  and  hope  to  effect  some  good  thereby.  Dr. 
Ihmels,  President  of  the  Allgemeine  Konferenz,  writes  further: 

“At  this  point  I  append  a  letter  of  strong  interest  from  Prof. 
M.  Kahler,  of  Halle,  a  Nestor  of  German  faith  and  evangelical 
fidelity.  He  writes : 

“  ‘The  sole  condition  of  membership  in  the  Allgemeine  Evan- 
gelische  Luth.  Konferenz  is  that  the  applicant  take  his  stand 
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on  the  ground  of  the  Lutheran  Confession,  and  interest  himself 
in  the  aims  of  our  Conference.  At  the  same  time,  the  endeavor  of 
the  Conference  is  to  draw  into  closer  bonds  of  union  the  Lutherans 
in  different  lands,  who  recognize  a  bond  of  union  among  themselves 
in  the  Confession  of  the  Church,  to  encourage  their  mutual  com¬ 
munion,  and  by  these  very  means  strengthen  them  in  the  faith — 
and  at  the  same  time,  it  is  desirous  to  contribute  something  towards 
the  solving  of  the  great  Church-question  of  the  present  age,  from 
the  ground  of  this  (Lutheran)  Confession. 

“  ‘All  confessionally  faithful  Lutherans  are  cordially  invited  to  the 
session  of  our  Conference,  which  will  be  held  there  in  the  end  of 
August  and  the  beginning  of  September. 

“  ‘What  are  the  prospects  of  Positive  Theology  in  Germany  to-day? 
If  Positive  Theology  is  understood  to  be  theology  crediting  Apos¬ 
tolic  Christianity  with  the  authority  of  revelation,  a  large  portion 
of  the  school  of  Albert  Ritchl  can  and  must  be  counted  as  positive 
theologians.  There  are  among  these  many  who  accept  the  critique 
of  Wellshausen  concerning  the  Old  Testament.  This  critique  has 
for  two  decades  dominated  the  faculties  almost  exclusively,  although 
at  present  some  are  turning  away  from  his  interpretation  of  Israel’s 
history  (at  an  earlier  period  Kittel  in  Leipzig,  later  Sellin  in  Vienna 
and  Rostock).  That  Old  Testament  discussion,  however,  has  made 
easy  for  many  young  theologians  a  turn  to  comparative  religion 
and  to  a  denial  of  any  historical  revelation.  There  is  a  group  of 
theologians  growing  in  numbers  and  influence ;  they  follow  the  lines 
of  work  of  the  biblicists  and  confessional  theologians  without 
entirely  rejecting  the  biblical  criticism  of  moderns.  Three  facul¬ 
ties  (Erlangen,  Rostock,  Greifswald)  are  filled  with  only  such  men. 
Only  in  Giessen  and  in  Jena  this  theology  is  not  represented.  In 
the  four  most  frequented  universities  of  Berlin,  Leipzig,  Tubingen 
and  Halle,  the  positive  teachers  are  very  efficient.  Here  are  many 
young  theologians  of  the  positive  school  teaching  as  sub-profes¬ 
sors  (“Privat-Dozenten”) .  Whosoever  has  the  youth,  he  has  the 
future.  We  have  not  yet  lost  the  youth. 

“  ‘A  distinction  has  been  made  between  those  propagating  the  the¬ 
ology  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  those  upholding  “a  modern 
positive  theology,”  or  “a  modern  theology  of  positive  Christianity.” 
In  any  case,  the  word  positive  implies  historical  revelation  in  Christ. 
These  two  parties  insist  on  biblical  Christianity,  but  they  emphasize 
the  new  tasks  growing  out  of  the  modern  movements,  and  the 
necessity  of  meeting  modern  thought  and  sentiment  by  a  division 
and  careful  presentation  for  the  purpose  of  a  mutual  and  friendly 
understanding.  In  stating  these  differences,  we  do  not  deal  with 
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opposing  parties,  but  rather  with  shades  of  opinion.  To-day  no  liv¬ 
ing  man  can  afford  to  be  entirely  unmodern. 

“  ‘The  same  holds  true  concerning  comparative  religion.  Far  from 
rejecting  this  study,  positive  theology  merely  rejects  that  phase  of 
it  which  denies  special  revelation.  The  science  of  missions  renders 
here  valuable  assistance ;  the  work  of  missionaries  has  given  us  a 
real  knowledge  of  the  true  character  and  essence  of  other  religions, 
and  thus  has  made  comparisons  possible. 

“  ‘As  to  literature,  positive  theology  is  not  without  weekly  and 
monthly  periodicals,  without  learned  collections  and  popular  publi¬ 
cations.  The  two  works  on  New  Testament  Theology  (published 
1910)  by  Feme  and  by  A.  Schlatter  (the  author  of  a  work  on 
Dogmatics)  are  valuable  assets  of  this  theology  in  their  discussion 
of  critical  theology,  as  well  as  in  their  original  independence  of 
historical  conception  and  depth  of  historical  research. 

“  ‘The  comprehensive  Christian  activities  (not  created  or  fostered 
by  the  State  Church)  commonly  called  Outer  and  Inner  Mission, 
the  endeavors  which  have  been  made  to  check  the  social  evil,  and 
the  estrangement  of  the  working  classes  from  Christianity — all 
these  activities  are  carried  on  almost  exclusively  by  adherents  of 
positive  theology  in  connection  with  its  representatives  in  the  uni¬ 
versity  faculties  and  in  the  press.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  these 
efforts  should  be  without  results.  In  the  many  Conferences  where 
positive  theologians  work,  positive  theology  does  not  yet  show  a 
Hippocratic  face  ( i .  e.,  face  of  a  dying  man). 

“  ‘Cause  for  alarm  might  be  given  by  the  small  number  of  students 
of  theology.  But  positive  theology  is  confronted  by  this  condition 
not  more  than  its  opponents.  Moreover,  this  may  be  accounted  for 
by  the  social  conditions  of  Germany,  and  the  wave  movement  of 
preference.  Personally  I  have  witnessed  the  high-water  marks  of 
i860  and  1890,  and  the  low  ebb  of  1880. 

“‘Of  theology  and  its  prospects  we  can  only  speak  wherever  there 
is  Christianity.  Up  to  this  time  I  do  not  at  all  consider  the  pros¬ 
pects  of  theology  as  bad — provided  God  grants  His  blessing.  In 
stating  this,  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  majority  of  our  com¬ 
patriots  are  victims  of  dull  indifference,  and  that  the  masses  are  in 
the  clutches  of  Socialism.  They  reject  any  theology  whatever  unless 
it  can  be  used  to  refute  Christianity  and  all  religion.  Let  us  take 
courage  in  the  thought  that  Christians  always  have  conquered  when 
in  minority.  You  cannot  include  Jew  and  pagan  in  the  Christian 
fold. 

“  ‘The  Berlin  Congress  for  Free  Christianity  bore  its  name  wrongly, 
for  Jew  and  pagan  were  given  equal  right  of  speech.  The  name 
is  due  to  the  attitude  of  liberal  theology  towards  the  People’s  or 
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State  Church  (this  is  different  from  the  Chicago  Congress).  Its 
importance  is  slight.  At  present  it  is  seriously  considered  whether 
we  shall  acknowledge  a  theology  based  upon  individual  religious 
sentiment  and  denying  the  value  of  historical  Christianity.  This 
congress  makes  it  evident  that  liberal  theology  means  religiosity 
without  content,  and  that  it  has  shrunk  to  a  mood  of  the  soul  which 
might  as  well  be  atheistic.  The  liberal  movement  has  not  had  the 
courage  of  forming  new  congregations,  its  historic  claims  are  based 
upon  the  life  and  work  of  the  Church  of  the  Reformation.  Com¬ 
pared  with  the  Edinburgh  Congress  of  Missions,  this  many-sided 
assemblage  cannot  hold  its  own.  Rabbis  and  Kantian  philosophers 
claim  for  liberal  theology  a  return  to  Judaism.  Their  distinction 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  and  the  gospel  about  Jesus  has  no  real 
meaning. 

“  ‘To  the  theology  of  free  Christianity  engaging  in  the  study  of 
comparative  religion  for  the  sake  of  putting  all  religions  on  a  level, 
the  fact  that,  especially  through  the  labors  of  Pietistic  and  Methodis- 
tic  Bible-Christianity,  the  nineteenth  century  has  been  a  century  of 
missions,  may  be  opposed  with  strongest  confidence.  The  evan¬ 
gelical  missions  evince  the  unity  of  Evangelical  Protestantism  and 
of  the  Lutheran  Reformation.  Its  result  in  Edinburgh  was  a  gen¬ 
eral  agreement  relative  to  the  Pauline  gospel  opposing  the  anti- 
Christian  equalization  of  all  religions.  This  sentiment  of  leveling 
has  always  been  unproductive. 

“  ‘Certainly  an  international  union  of  any  confession  is  of  value  and 
helpful  in  bringing  about  a  union  of  the  much-divided  Protestant 
factions.  Such  combinations  strengthen  positive  theology,  and 
they  are  very  desirable  for  Germans  and  Scandinavians.  Equally 
desirable  is  an  international  and  inter-confessional  union  of  all 
biblical  Protestants  against  militant  ultramontanism  and  against 
modern  paganism,  spreading  rapidly  over  all  Christianized  countries. 

“‘Halle  A/S,  April  nth,  1911.  “‘Dr.  M.  Kahler.’  ” 

Dr.  Griitzmacher,  of  Rostock,  a  leader  of  the  modern  Positive 
Theology,  writes  as  follows  : 

“To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  the  United  States: 

“In  the  unity  of  Faith,  and  confession,  I  herewith  send  you  God¬ 
speed.  In  the  homeland  of  the  Reformation  the  conscious  antagon¬ 
ism  to  Christianity  continues,  and  especially  that  against  the  old 
gospel.  This  struggle  grows  constantly  more  decisive,  both  within 
and  without  the  Church,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  those  who  wish  to 
be  positive  Christians  are  also  increasing.  The  need  to  unify  the 
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forces  against  this  common  foe  grows  constantly  plainer,  while 
each  individual  section  of  our  positive  Christianity  must  maintain 
its  own  historical  individuality. 

“Especially  does  the  positive  theology  make  advance  through  the 
strong  character  of  its  scientific  literary  work,  and  through  the 
independence  and  individuality  of  its  thought.  So  that  it  gains  an 
ever  stronger  influence.  It  is,  indeed,  true  that  even  the  opponents 
of  positive  Christianity  learn  from  our  theological  program,  and, 
while  silent  about  it,  are  often  strongly  influenced  by  it,  and  seek 
to  protect  themselves  against  extreme  radicalism  by  its  thought. 
Therefore,  our  American  brothers  may  be  assured  that  the  faith  of 
Luther  in  Germany,  through  the  power  of  God,  remains  a  mighty 
force  in  its  thought  and  life. 

“Lutheran  thought  still,  as  ever,  accomplishes  a  great  work.  Yet, 
we,  in  Germany,  also  need  the  strengthening  which  may  come  to  us 
directly  from  the  faith  and  activity  of  the  Lutheranism  in  America. 

“The  more  we  here  in  Germany  discuss  the  possibility  of  a 
dissolution  of  Church  and  State,  the  more  it  is  a  comfort  to  us 
that  there  also  in  America  with  you  Lutheranism  has  been  able  to 
find  new  forms  in  order  to  maintain  and  conserve  the  Church  of  the 
Reformation. 

“We,  too,  will  feed  upon  all  the  blessings  and  successes  which 
God  in  his  graciousness  may  grant  you  in  America,  and,  therefore, 
we  pray  to  Him  that  He  may  grant  you  all  these  things  in  richest 
measure  for  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod. 

“R.  H.  Grutzmacher,  Doctor  Theologie, 
“Prof,  of  Theology,  at  the  University  of  Rostock. 

“The  Day  of  the  Ascension  of  Our  Lord,  1911.” 

Your  committee  have  also  word  from  France.  We  have  to  report 
a  matter  of  considerable  interest  in  some  correspondence  we  have 
had  with  Pastor  Paul  Schmidt,  of  the  Consistory  of  Paris  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  France.  Pastor  Schmidt  states  that 
it  would  be  with  joy  that  they  would  establish  relations  with  us. 
Here  in  France,  he  says,  Lutherans  are  a  minority  of  a  minority, 
and  they  rejoice  to  know  of  sister  churches  strong  and  numerous. 
The  “Pastoral  Conference”  has  communicated  the  letter  of  this 
committee  to  the  “Synod  of  Paris”  for  action.  We  believe  this 
spirit  of  amity  and  acquaintance  upon  the  part  of  our  French 
brethren  should  be  reciprocated,  and  their  doctrinal  basis  and  field 
of  work  should  be  inquired  into  with  a  view  of  nearer  relations. 

Inasmuch  as  this  correspondence  is  of  value,  not  only  in  inform¬ 
ing  us  of  the  views  and  activities  of  the  German  Church,  but  also  in 
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acquainting  the  leaders  of  the  Lutheranism  of  Germany  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod’s  purposes  and  progress  and  true  Lutheranism,  we 
recommend : 

That  this  correspondence  be  maintained  with  a  purpose  of  mutual 
use  and  helpfulness. 

That  the  General  Synod  express  to  the  Allgemeine  Lutherische 
Kirchenzeitung  the  sense  of  loss  in  the  recent  death  of  Prof.  D. 
Holscher,  of  Leipzig. 

That  this  committee  express  to  each  of  the  representatives  who 
have  greeted  us,  our  deepest  thanks  and  our  assurances  of  high 
esteem  and  God-speed. 

That  we  appreciate  the  fraternal  spirit  of  the  “Eglise  Evangelique 
Lutherienne  de  France,”  and  instruct  the  committee  to  express  to 
them  our  brotherly  interest,  and  to  make  such  further  inquiries  as 
may  enable  a  later  General  Synod  to  take  such  action  in  the  matter 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  France  as  may  be  advisable. 

That  reports  of  this  session  of  the  General  Synod  be  officially 
furnished  to  the  Lutheran  periodicals  of  Germany  for  their  publica¬ 
tion.

Committee  on  Reference  and  Council  reported  an  order 
for  the  day.  It  was  adopted. 

The  Press  Committee  submitted  the  following  report 
through  Rev.  J.  C.  Bowers.

Report  of  Press  Committee. 

The  Press  Committee  endeavored,  through  the  issuing  of  bulletins, 
distributed  through  the  Associated  Press,  the  Church  News  Asso- 
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ciation,  and  to  a  number  of  prominent  papers,  to  secure  advance 
notices  of  the  Synod’s  meetings,  and  met  with  some  success. 

They  have  secured  the  co-operation  of  the  Associated  Press,  and 
the  newspapers  of  Washington,  to  give  reports  of  our  sessions. 

The  committee,  however,  appreciate  the  difficulty  of  securing  re¬ 
ports  of  church  meetings  in  secular  papers,  but  have  made  every 
effort  to  secure  proper  notice  of  our  Synod.

That  no  injustice  may  be  done  to  any  of  our  periodicals  now  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  General  Synod,  or  private  parties  in  the  Synod,  I  move 
that  a  committee  of  seven  men  be  appointed  by  the  President  be¬ 
fore  this  convention  adjourns,  to  establish  a  weekly  official  General 
Synod  organ  to  take  the  place  of  others,  thus  uniting  all  our  efforts 
to  send  a  weekly  message  into  all  our  homes,  first  of  all,  for  the 
unity  and  blessing  of  the  Church,  and,  secondly,  for  good,  sound 
business  reasons,  said  committee  to  confer,  first  with  the  authorities 
publishing  Lutheran  Church  Work,  the  Lutheran  Observer  and  the 
Lutheran  W orld,  if  possible,  to  amalgamate  them  into  said  weekly, 
after  which  said  committee  shall  be  authorized  to  use  its  best  judg¬ 
ment  in  establishing  said  organ.

The  following  was  presented  by  the  Mileage  Committee 
and  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  of  Mileage  Committee. 

Your  committee  found  it  difficult  to  determine  the  proper  amount 
that  should  be  allowed  to  delegates  for  transportation  and  Pullman 
fare,  for  the  reason  that  reports  to  the  committee  made  by  the 
various  chairmen  of  the  delegations  gave  the  amounts  due  in  lump 
sums,  without  indicating  the  residence  of  the  delegate  or  separating 
the  Pullman  fare  from  the  carfare.  It  was  discovered  that  some  of 
the  delegates  purchased  one  kind  of  ticket,  while  others  purchased 
another  kind,  and  consequently  the  difference  in  cost  to  the  Synod 
for  delegates  coming  from  the  same  section  amounted  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  sum.  In  view  of  this  your  committee  would  recommend 
that  the  Transportation  Committee,  for  the  future  sessions  of  the 
General  Synod  shall  formulate  a  blank  to  be  forwarded  to  each 
delegate  to  the  General  Synod,  which  blank  shall  constitute  a 
certificate  signed  by  their  respective  local  ticket  agents  as  to  the 
cost  of  a  first-class  round  trip  ticket  to  the  point  where  the  General 
Synod  is  held,  plus  the  Pullman  fare  where  Pullman  fare  is  neces¬ 
sary,  and  that  delegates  be  required  to  file  this  certificate  with  the 
Committee  on  Mileage  of  the  General  Synod,  and  form  a  basis  for 
intelligent  action  of  the  committee.

Report  on  the  Forward  Movement.

After  a  full  discussion  the  following  memorial  was  agreed  upon 
to  present  to  the  General  Synod : 

FORWARD  MOVEMENT  IN  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  several  boards  of  the  General 
Synod,  in  conference,  ask  the  General  Synod  to  take  action  looking 
to  a  forward  movement  in  all  departments  of  our  work. 

We  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  Forward  Movement  Com¬ 
mittee  : 

1.  The  Object:  (a)  To  promote  the  advancement  of  the  work  of 
the  General  Synod  in  all  its  departments  by  a  careful  study  of  the 
work  in  its  various  relations.  (b)  To  secure  greater  unity  of 
effort  among  the  various  departments  of  our  work  to  this  end.  (c) 
To  secure  greater  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Church. 

2.  The  Scope:  (a)  To  be  advisory  and  co-operative,  (b)  To 
present  plans  to  the  General  Synod  for  the  advancement  of  the 
work,  (c)  To  be  authorized  to  inaugurate  such  movements  as  may 
have  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the  General  Synod’s  boards. 

3.  To  be  Constituted:  Of  seven  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  four  ministers  and  three  laymen ;  with  representatives 
of  the  general  boards,  one  for  each  board,  as  corresponding  mem¬ 
bers.

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Plan  for  Entertaining  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  was  presented  as  follows : 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Plan  for  Entertaining  General  Synod. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  “examine  into  the  desirability  and 
feasibility  of  providing  for  the  entertainment  of  the  General  Synod 
at  its  biennial  sessions  from  its  own  treasury;  and  also,  if  they 
find  it  expedient,  to  devise  a  plan  for  so  doing,”  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows : 

Two  things  have  become  apparent  to  all.  First,  that  owing  to  the 
growth  of  the  Church  the  General  Synod  has  come  to  be  a  large 
body.  For  this  present  General  Synod  248  delegates  were  elected 
by  the  District  Synods.  Besides  the  delegates  there  are  usually  from 
20  to  40  visitors  of  a  more  or  less  official  character  who  may  rea¬ 
sonably  expect  free  entertainment.  Second,  that  it  is  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult,  even  in  our  largest  congregations,  to  provide 
entertainment  for  this  number  of  persons  in  private  homes.  This 
is  not  because  the  grace  of  hospitality  is  dying  out,  so  much  as 
because  the  conditions  have  so  changed  in  the  home  life  of  the 
people  that  it  is  not  convenient,  and  in  many  cases  is  quite  impos¬ 
sible,  to  provide  for  visitors  for  a  week  or  ten  days,  even  with 
the  hope  that  they  may  be  entertaining  “angels  unawares.” 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  General 
Synod  should  make  some  provision  for  the  entertainment  of  its 
delegates  and  official  visitors,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  whereby  the 
burden  would  not  fall  upon  a  single  congregation,  but  would  be 
more  widely  distributed  throughout  the  Church.  Many  of  the 
larger  representative  bodies  of  other  denominations,  and  several  of 
our  own  District  Synods,  have  followed  such  a  plan  of  entertain¬ 
ment  for  some  years  already. 

The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  General  Synod 
adopt  this  method  of  providing  for  entertainment  at  its  future 
sessions,  with  the  understanding  that  such  action  shall  not  prevent 
it  from  accepting  any  invitation  that  may  be  presented  hereafter 
by  any  church  or  group  of  churches  that  may  desire  to  entertain 
it  in  their  homes,  either  in  whole  or  in  part. 

The  committee  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
plan  of  providing  such  entertainment,  as  being  the  most  simple  and 
feasible : 

1.  Each  District  Synod  shall  provide  for  the  entertainment  of  its 
own  delegates  from  its  own  treasury,  in  whatever  way  it  may  deem 
best,  but  it  is  recommended  that  no  allowance  shall  be  made  by  any 
Synod  of  more  than  $2.00  per  diem  for  each  delegate  for  the  time 
such  delegate  is  in  actual  attendance. 

2.  All  the  regular  boards  of  the  Church  shall  make  like  provision 
for  the  entertainment  of  such  of  their  officers  and  members  as  may 
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be  required  to  attend  the  General  Synod  in  an  official  capacity,  and 
who  are  not  delegates  from  any  District  Synod. 

3.  The  entertainment  of  fraternal  delegates  from  other  religious 
bodies  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Entertainment  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  preceding  General  Synod,  and  the  chairmen 
of  all  standing  committees,  when  not  delegates,  shall  also  be  enter¬ 
tained  at  the  expense  of  the  General  Synod,  provided : 

(1)  That  no  allowance  shall  be  made  for  such  purpose  to  exceed 
$2.00  per  diem  for  each  person  for  the  time  of  actual  attendance. 

(2)  That  each  person  entitled  to  such  entertainment  shall  file 
with  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Entertainment  a  certificate 
as  per  the  accompanying  blank  form.  (See  Appendix  at  close  of 
this  report.) 

This  certificate,  when  endorsed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Entertainment,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  General  Synod,  and  shall  be  accepted  by  him  as  a  sufficient 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  called  for,  and  shall  be 
retained  by  him  as  his  voucher  for  such  payment. 

(3)  No  allowance  shall  be  made  under  any  circumstances  to  per¬ 
sons  who  may  be  the  guests  of  friends,  or  hosts,  without  cost  to 
themselves. 

5.  At  each  General  Synod  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Standing 
Committee,  to  consist  of  one  minister  and  two  laymen,  and  to  be 
known  as  the  Committee  on  Entertainment.  The  duties  of  this 
committee  shall  be  as  follows : 

(1)  I11  conference  with  the  officers  of  the  General  Synod  they 
shall  determine  the  place  of  meeting  for  the  next  General  Synod  at 
least  six  months  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  unless  the  General  Synod 
itself  shall  have  made  such  selection. 

(2)  They  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  hotels 
and  boarding-houses  for  rates,  and  shall  publish  a  list  of  the  same 
not  less  than  three  months  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  said  list  to 
give  the  name  and  location  of  each  place  of  entertainment,  the  name 
of  the  proprietor,  the  number  of  guests  that  can  be  taken,  and  the 
rate  per  day,  or  by  the  week. 

(3)  They  shall  also  provide  for  or  supervise  the  entertainment 
of  such  persons  as  are  to  be  entertained  at  the  expense  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  as  provided  for  in  Sections  3  and  4. 

All  the  necessary  expenses  of  this  committee,  incurred  in  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  its  duties,  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  General 
Synod  in  the  same  manner  as  the  expenses  of  other  standing  com¬ 
mittees  are  usually  paid. 
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6.  In  case  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  any  time,  accept  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  meet  with  a  church,  or  churches,  who  offer  to  entertain 
on  the  Harvard  plan,  that  is,  to  furnish  lodging  and  breakfasts 
in  the  homes  of  the  people,  but  to  allow  the  delegates  themselves 
to  provide  the  other  meals  at  their  own  expense,  then  the  same 
rules  as  provided  above  shall  obtain,  only  that  the  maximum 
allowance  per  diem  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.

ELEVENTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  June  13,  2  p.  m. 

The  General  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President, 
and  Rev.  C.  E.  Hay,  D.  D.,  offered  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  Tenth  Session  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 
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G.  U.  Wenner,  D.  D.,  representative  of  the  Federal  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federal  Council  of 

the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  : 

Brethren  :  We  send  our  greetings  to  you  as  one  of  the  church 
bodies  constitutionally  federated  in  the  fellowship  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America, 
and  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  in  behalf  of  the  Executive 
Committee  concerning  a  few  items  of  the  work  of  the  Council. 

The  Federal  Council  is  the  federal  union  of  32  church  bodies 
having  together  100,000  Christian  ministers,  and  16  million  com¬ 
municants.  If  attendants  and  adherents  are  considered,  this  rep¬ 
resents  a  constituency  equal  to  half  the  population  of  the  United 
States.  The  Council  is  composed  of  400  officially  appointed  dele¬ 
gates  from  the  32  denominations  federated.  It  holds  its  general 
meetings  every  fourth  year.  In  the  interim  its  activities  are  in 
charge  of  an  Executive  Committee  of  60,  with  a  sub-committee  of 
11  as  a  permanent  Business  Committee.  Meetings  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  are  held  annually,  and  of  the  Business  Committee 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month.  During  1910  more  prog¬ 
ress  was  made  toward  the  solution  of  the  problems  of  denomina¬ 
tional  co-operation  than  in  any  previous  half  decade. 

The  budget  of  the  Federal  Council  for  1911  is  larger  than  that 
of  1910,  because  of  the  necessity  of  an  increased  amount  of  field 
work  in  promoting  State  and  local  Inter-Church  Federations  by 
the  District  Secretaries,  and  because  of  the  pressing  demand  to 
provide  for  the  enlarged  program  of  the  Commission  on  the  Church 
and  Social  Service. 

To  meet  the  budget  of  expenses  for  1911,  the  constituent  de¬ 
nominations  of  the  Federal  Council  will  pay  apportionments  amount¬ 
ing  to  $12,000.00.  This  rate  is  at  present  $1.00  per  1000  enrolled  com¬ 
municants.  This  leaves  $13,000.00  annually  to  be  secured  from 
other  sources  to  take  care  of  this  year’s  budget. 

We  bespeak  for  the  success  of  this  financial  effort  now  in  prog¬ 
ress  the  hearty  interest  and  sympathy  of  the  pastors  of  your 
church.  Certainly  thirteen  thousand  dollars  is  not  a  large  sum  of 
money  to  be  given  by  the  friends  of  Christian  unity  and  church 
co-operation  in  the  thirty-two  constituent  church  bodies.

It  will  help  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  movement  to  quote 
here  several  definitions  lately  authorized  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Council,  to  wit : 

“(i)  The  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
is  a  body  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates,  chosen  by  the  National  As¬ 
semblies,  of  the  Christian  churches  federated,  and  acts  as  the  cen¬ 
tral  congress  of  such  churches  under  a  constitution  duly  adopted, 
and  thus  manifests  their  essential  oneness  in  Jesus  Christ  as  their 
divine  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  brings  them  into  united  service  for 
Christ  and  the  world. 

“(2)  An  Inter-Church  Federation  is  a  voluntary  association  of 
two  or  more  churches,  contiguously  situated  in  any  State,  county, 
city  or  other  locality,  and  connected  with  the  denominations  which 
are  in  the  Federal  Council,  and  organized  under  a  code  of  by-laws 
adopted  by  them  as  a  local  branch  of  the  Federal  Council,  for  the 
purpose  of  working  together  in  behalf  of  the  social,  moral  and 
spiritual  betterment  of  their  communities. 

“(3)  The  Council  of  an  Inter-Church  Federation  is  a  committee, 
consisting  of  pastors  and  lay-delegates  chosen  by  the  churches  of 
a  Federation,  for  the  purpose  of  representing  them,  and  as  their 
executive  agent,  for  securing  their  co-operation  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  the  Federation.” 

One  purpose  of  the  Federal  Council  is  to  organize  State  and 
local  Inter-Church  Federations  as  the  agents  of  the  Council,  in 
effecting  local  betterment.  This  work  is  now  being  carried  on 
vigorously  by  the  District  Secretaries,  and  much  progress  is  being 
made.  If  the  churches  are  to  wield  a  dominant  moral  influence  in 
their  community,  they  must  combine  and  act  together  as  a  unit,  in 
behalf  of  the  great  moral  interests  that  concern  them  all. 

Another  purpose  of  the  Federal  Council  is  to  promote  the  co- 
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operation  of  the  Church  Boards  and  agencies  so  as  to  prevent 
overlapping,  overlooking  and  waste.  This  can  be  done  by  the 
Federation  of  such  agencies  into  Councils,  to  be  in  joint  relation 
with  the  Federal  Council.  This  has  already  been  accomplished  in 
the  department  of  Home  Missions  and  other  committees  have  the 
plan  under  consideration. 

The  Federal  Council  is  in  a  position  also  to  render  effective  aid 
in  the  matter  of  international  relations.  An  instance  of  this  was 
the  message  recently  sent  out  from  the  National  Office  regarding 
the  proposed  arbitration  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain.  The  occasion  of  this  message  was  a  cablegram  sent  by 
the  National  Council  of  Evangelical  Free  Churches  of  England 
to  the  Federal  Council  as  follows:  “Organizing  National  demon¬ 
stration,  English  Churches,  on  Peace  Proposals,  April  2d.  Can 
you  arrange  simultaneously?”  The  Peace  Message  of  the  Federal 
Council  was  as  follows : 

“Offically  representing  Churches  having  a  membership  of  over 
fifteen  millions,  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America  at  its  last  meeting  unanimously  declared  ‘its  conviction 
that  war  is  evil  and  that  Christian  nations  should  determine  by 
obligatory  arbitration  the  international  differences  which  cannot 
be  settled  by  diplomacy.  For  Christian  States  in  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  to  refuse  to  arbitrate  and  to  insist  on  war  will  be  to  bring 
reproach  on  the  Christian  name.’ 

“In  the  providence  of  God  an  opportunity  has  come  for  the 
churches  in  our  country  to  voice  through  this  declaration  their 
united  approval  of  proposals  looking  to  a  general  arbitration  treaty 
between  the  United  States,  Great  Britain  and  other  nations. 

“In  behalf,  therefore,  of  the  Federal  Council  and  in  harmony 
with  action  taken  by  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in  England 
we  urge  that  April  2d  be  observed  as  Arbitration  Sunday  by  all 
our  American  churches. 

“This  message  was  published  in  religious  newspapers  having  a 
circulation  of  over  a  million  and  a  half  copies,  and  was  widely 
noticed  by  the  secular  press.  The  world  at  large  learned,  as  would 
otherwise  have  been  impossible,  of  the  action  and  leadership  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  the  cause  of  peace.  In  this  and  other  matters 
we  recognize  with  reverent  gratitude  that  ‘gracious  operation  of 
the  Spirit  of  God’  that  has  knit  together  Christian  bodies  repre¬ 
senting  by  far  the  larger  part  of  the  Protestant  Church  member¬ 
ship  of  these  United  States  in  such  a  bond  of  fellowship  that  they 
can  co-operate  and  give  their  support  ‘in  the  prosecution  of  work 
that  can  be  better  done  in  union  than  separation/  ” 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  an  appeal  to  all  the  minis- 
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ters  and  elders  in  attendance  upon  your  Synod,  to  return  to  their 
various  communities  with  the  determination  to  gather  together  the 
brethren  of  the  other  churches  of  the  neighborhood  for  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  local  Inter-Church  Federation  in  behalf  of  church 
co-operation  and  community  betterment.  It  is  our  earnest  prayer 
that  all  the  churches  and  Inter-Church  Federations  “speaking  the 
truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into  Him  in  all  things,  which  is  the 
head,  even  Christ,  from  whom  the  whole  body,  fitly  joined  to¬ 
gether  and  compacted  by  that  which  every  joint  supplieth,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  working  in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  increase 
of  the  body  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love.”

Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D.,  ofifered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

The  General  Synod  has  heard,  with  approval,  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  in  America. 

We  endorse  the  work  which  the  Council  is  doing.  In  the  work 
of  the  kingdom  we  gladly  co-operate  with  all  who  love  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity  and  in  truth. 

For  the  coming  biennium  we  accept  the  apportionment  of  $303.00 
per  annum,  which  has  been  assigned  to  us. 

We  recommend  that  ten  delegates  be  nominated  to  represent  us 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  in  1912. 

Rev.  G.  M.  Gran,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following  report : 

Report  of  the  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  General  Council  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  North  America. 

Your  delegate  to  the  General  Council  would  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  report : 

The  thirty-second  convention  was  held  in  Salem  Lutheran  Church, 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  September  9th  to  14th,  A.  D.  1909.  Your 
delegate  was  present  from  September  10th  to  14th,  inclusive.  Your 
delegate  was  received  most  heartily  by  the  President,  Rev.  Dr. 
Schmauk,  and  accorded  the  privileges  on  the  floor. 
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We  were  impressed  with  the  intense  earnestness  which  char¬ 
acterizes  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  General  Council 
and  the  vastness  of  its  Home  Mission  work  among  the  Germans, 
Swedes  and  Slavs,  as  well  as  in  English,  both  in  this  country  and 
in  the  provinces  of  Canada. 

She  has  in  the  United  States  and  its  territories  six  hundred  and 
ninety  missions,  and  in  Canada  one  hundred  and  eleven,  making  a 
total  of  eight  hundred  and  one  which  she  supports  in  whole  or  in 
part. 

Much  of  the  Home  Mission  work  is  done  by  the  Synods  directly, 
and  independently  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  they  do 
it  without  apparent  conflict,  and,  according  to  results,  very  success¬ 
fully. 

The  General  Council  in  its  doctrinal  statement  and  life  impresses 
one  with  its  unity;  in  its  administrative  activity  it  partakes  more 
of  the  character  of  a  federation.  There  is  less  centralization  in 
administrative  matters  than  in  the  General  Synod. 

The  General  Council,  by  its  constitution,  makes  the  Presidents 
of  the  Synods  connected  therewith  Vice-Presidents  of  the  General 
Body  and  members  ex  officio. 

This  impresses  one  as  an  element  of  strength  and  efficiency  in 
its  organization  and  management,  and  assures  a  homogeneity  and 
continuity  in  its  conventions  and  work. 

Inasmuch  as  the  convention  of  the  General  Council  met  so  soon 
after  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  and  as  the  minutes  of  the 
General  Synod  were  not  at  that  time  published,  your  delegate  felt 
it  to  be  his  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Council  to 
the  action  of  the  General  Synod,  relative  to  the  theses  adopted  by 
the  General  Council  to  which  Dr.  Jacobs,  the  Official  Visitor  to 
the  General  Council,  called  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod  in 
his  greetings  at  Richmond,  Ind. 

The  reply  of  the  General  Synod  to  the  theses  was  presented  in 
detail,  and  was  received  with  marked  interest  and  attention. 

As  it  seemed  to  your  delegate,  the  crucial  question  was  the  ade¬ 
quacy  of  the  General  Synod’s  subscription  to  the  Augsburg  Confes¬ 
sion.  This  point  was  discussed  more  fully  than  some  of  the  others. 
The  theses  declare  that  “The  General  Synod  endorses  the  Augsburg 
Confession.”  Your  delegate  declared  that  to  so  characterize  our 
acceptance  of  the  Augustana  is  not  an  adequate  statement.  It  can 
no  more  be  said  that  we  endorse  the  Augsburg  Confession  than  that 
we  endorse  the  Canonical  Scriptures. 

We  receive  and  hold  two  things — the  Scriptures  and  the  Augs¬ 
burg  Confession — and  we  claim  that  the  acceptance  of  the  Augs¬ 
burg  Confession  by  the  General  Synod  is  as  adequate  and  full  as 
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that  of  the  General  Council.  That  while  the  subscription  is  not 
identical  in  language,  it  is  so  in  spirit  and  in  fact. 

The  General  Council  defines  by  saying  that  it  accepts  “the  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  in  their  original  and  only  true 
sense/'  and  this  is  right  and  fair.  When  an  organization  accepts 
the  principles  or  doctrines  of  a  document  it  declares  upon  it  to 
state  in  what  sense  and  manner  and  to  what  extent  it  accepts  the 
same.  But  when  an  organization  accepts  and  holds  not  the  doctrine 
but  the  document  itself,  and  when  it  says,  as  says  the  General  Synod, 
viz.,  “That  it  receives  and  holds  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  our  fathers  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  word  of  God,”  then  it  says, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  that  it  receives  and  holds  the  same  in  the 
one,  original  and  only  true  sense.  For  what  is  that  one  original 
and  only  true  sense?  It  is  the  sense  in  which  it  was  received  and 
held  by  the  originators  of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  and  if  we 
receive  and  hold  with  them,  then  we  receive  and  hold  in  the  sense 
in  which  they  held  it,  which  is  the  one  and  only  true  sense.  While 
the  confessional  bases  differ  in  respect  of  the  minor  confessions, 
in  respect  to  the  Great  Confession  of  the  Lutheran  Church  the 
subscription  and  acceptance  of  the  Augsburg  Confession  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  is  as  full  and  complete  as  that  of  any  body  of  Lutherans 
whatever  in  any  land  or  time. 

True,  it  was  not  always  so,  but  it  is  so  now.  In  this  respect  the 
General  Synod,  like  all  other  bodies  of  Lutherans  in  this  country, 
has  constantly  tended  to  a  more  definite  and  precise  doctrinal  and 
confessional  statement  and  unqualified  subscription. 

An  opportunity  to  correct  some  misapprehensions  in  regard  to 
the  Committee  of  Co-operation  and  the  Committee  of  Arbitration 
was  afforded  and  embraced  by  your  delegate. 

The  President  of  the  General  Council  responded  in  behalf  of  the 
General  Council  most  earnestly  and  cordially,  and  gave  assurance 
of  his  high  esteem. 

Your  delegate  extended  the  formal  and  earnest  request  that  the 
Council  send  an  Official  Visitor  to  this  our  present  convention. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Jacobs,  the  author  of  the  theses,  was  pleased  to  say 
in  connection  with  his  report  as  Official  Visitor  to  our  body  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  action  taken  by  the  General  Synod  and  presented  by  your 
Fraternal  Delegate  that,  in  his  opinion,  eight  points  and  half  of  the 
ninth  were  thus  satisfactorily  met,  and  he  hoped  that  this  last  half 
point  would  be  met  as  we  came  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  to  our  work 
as  a  Church. 

The  General  Council  then  by  unanimous  resolution  determined 
to  send  a  delegate  or  Official  Visitor  to  the  General  Synod.  Also 
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by  resolution  it  made  this  office  elective  instead  of  appointive. 

Thereupon  the  Rev.  John  E.  Whitteker,  D.  D.,  was  elected 
primarius,  and  Rev.  John  C.  Seegers,  secundus.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Whitteker,  D.  D.,  fraternal  visitor  from  the 
General  Council,  was  received  and  addressed  the  General 
Synod.  He  also  requested  that  a  representative  be  sent  to 
the  next  convention  of  the  General  Council. 

To  this  address  the  President  responded. 

Rev.  Daniel  Burghalter,  D.  D.,  representative  from  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  was  received,  and 
addressed  the  Synod. 

The  President  responded  to  this  address. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Turkle,  D.  D.,  presented  the  following  report: 

Report  of  Delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United 

Presbyterian  Church. 

Your  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  would  report  that  he  was  providentially  prevented 
from  personally  bearing  the  greetings  of  this  body  to  the  General 
Assembly ;  but  through  a  communication  performed  this  duty.  This 
communication  was  officially  recognized,  and  this  body  was  asked 
to  continue  fraternal  relations  with  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Dinwiddie  presented  the  following,  which  was 
adopted  as  a  whole : 

Report  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Temperance. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Your  Permanent  Committee  on  Temperance  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report: 

The  last  biennium  has  been  one  of  great  activity  in  the  tem¬ 
perance  reform.  In  the  national  field  there  has  been  continued 
success  in  our  efforts  to  secure  strategic  positions  against  the 
liquor  traffic  and  to  block  its  further  progress  by  prohibitory  legis- 
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lation.  There  have  been  some  victories  of  consequence  in  State 
and  local  contests  against  the  saloon,  but  the  liquor  traffic  has  also 
been  able  to  defeat  many  of  the  efforts  of  friends  of  our  cause, 
and  in  a  number  of  instances  has,  unfortunately,  been  able  to 
repeal  and  modify  legislation  previously  enacted  for  its  control. 

The  temperance  forces  are  probably  at  last  awake  to  the  fact 
that  we  are  in  a  tremendous  life-and-death  struggle  with  the  organ¬ 
ized  liquor  power.  The  liquor  traffic  will  spare  no  efforts  nor 
money  to  put  our  forces  on  the  defensive.  This  situation  is  what 
some  of  our  people  foresaw  several  years  ago  and  for  which  we 
endeavored  to  get  prepared.  Unfortunately  the  masses  of  our  tem¬ 
perance  forces  were  beguiled  into  the  belief  that  because  we  were 
then  winning  victories  in  quick  succession  we  had  at  last  found  an 
easy  road  to  complete  victory.  Our  very  successes  alarmed  and 
aroused  the  liquor  traffic  as  never  before,  and  we  are  now  to  be 
treated  to  a  battle  royal  to  hold  the  ground  we  already  possess, 
and  to  wrest  from  them  territory  which  we  should  redeem,  and 
secure  the  legislation  which  the  reform  needs,  together  with  its 
proper  enforcement,  without  which  it  will  be  in  vain. 

Since  our  last  General  Synod  Alabama  has  substituted  county 
local  option  for  State-wide  prohibition ;  Indiana  has  reduced  her 
unit  from  county  option  to  municipal  and  township  local  option ; 
New  York  passes  a  number  of  measures  designed  to  facilitate  the 
liquor  traffic,  while  our  people  in  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and 
other  States  are  scarcely  accorded  the  privilege  of  a  courteous  hear¬ 
ing.  Ohio  barely  saved  her  county  local  option  legislation,  enacted 
after  years  of  agitation  and  hard  work,  because  of  fortuitous  politi¬ 
cal  conditions  and  the  overwhelming  public  sentiment  in  a  State 
where  the  temperance  people  are  better  organized  than  in  any  other 
State  in  the  Union. 

In  the  national  field  we  are  able  to  report  continued  success. 
Congress  has  responded  to  the  call  of  our  Church  temperance 
forces  for  improved  legislation  touching  those  phases  of  the  liquor 
traffic  over  which  the  national  government  exercises  jurisdiction. 

WORK  AMONG  INDIANS. 

The  splendid  work  begun  five  years  ago  to  safeguard  the  Indian 
wards  of  the  nation  against  the  evils  of  liquor  selling  and  drink¬ 
ing,  by  the  creation  of  a  special  department  of  enforcement  work 
in  the  Indian  Bureau  has  merited  and  received  the  continued 
approval  of  Congress.  The  initial  appropriation  for  this  work  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1907,  was  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  fifteen  thousand  of  which  was  to  be  expended  in  Indian 
Territory  and  Oklahoma  during  the  period  of  their  transition  to

statehood.  For  the  last  two  years,  and  for  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
beginning  July  1st  next,  the  appropriation  averages  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  per  year.  The  universal  testimony  is  that  this 
work  has  operated  to  the  moral  and  material  advantage  of  the 
Indians,  and  has  been  a  direct  help  to  the  missionary  and  educa¬ 
tional  enterprises  conducted  among  them  by  our  various  denomina¬ 
tions  and  in  connection  with  education  by  the  national  government 
itself.  The  chairman  of  your  committee  has  been  in  close  touch 
with  the  Indian  Bureau  and  the  Chief  Special  Officer  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  the  liquor  traffic  among  the  Indians  in  advancing  this 
work,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  enlisting  the  co-operation  of 
Congress  in  its  maintenance. 

We  have  helped  to  establish  and  confirm  what  is  now  a  settled 
policy  of  the  government  with  respect  to  the  opening  up  of  Indian 
lands  to  white  settlement.  During  the  past  several  years  no  bill 
opening  up  Indian  lands  has  passed  the  Congress  without  con¬ 
taining  a  provision  forbidding  the  introduction  and  sale  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors  on  such  lands  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years. 
An  estimate  by  the  Indian  Bureau  of  the  amount  of  lands  thus 
dedicated  to  prohibition  for  twenty-five  years  during  the  past  two 
Congresses  indicates  that  the  total  area  is  more  than  twenty-five 
thousand  square  miles — over  half  of  the  territorial  area  of  the  great 
State  of  Pennsylvania.  This  provision  reads : 

“That  the  lands  allotted,  those  retained  or  reserved,  and  the 
surplus  lands  sold,  set  aside  for  town  site  purposes  or  granted  to 
the  State  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  shall  be  subject  for  a  period 
of  twenty-five  years  to  all  the  laws  of  the  United  States  prohibit¬ 
ing  the  introduction  of  intoxicants  into  the  Indian  country.” 

In  the  Enabling  Act  admitting  Arizona  and  New  *  Mexico  to 
statehood  a  provision  was  also  incorporated  requiring  them  to  pro¬ 
hibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  Indians,  and  to  carry  the 
above  named  prohibition  provision  as  to  all  lands  situated  in  those 
States  now  owned  by  Indians,  when  they  shall  be  opened  up  to 
white  settlement. 

PROPOSED  PROHIBITION  FOR  HAWAII. 

During  the  Sixty-first  Congress  a  bill  providing  for  Federal 
prohibition  for  the  Hawaiian  Islands  was  introduced  by  Senator 
Johnson,  of  North  Dakota,  and  after  his  death,  by  Senator  Curtis, 
of  Kansas.  In  the  hearings  before  the  appropriate  Senate  com¬ 
mittee,  the  point  was  brought  out  and  insisted  upon  that  under  the 
Organic  Act  for  the  Islands,  passed  in  1900,  the  regulation  of  the 
liquor  traffic  was  practically  remitted  to  the  territorial  legislature 
of  Hawaii.  It  was  strenuously  argued  that  the  passage  of  a 
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Federal  law  under  existing  conditions  at  that  time  would  be  tanta¬ 
mount  to  a  repudiation  of  the  Organic  Act  by  the  United  States. 
Nevertheless,  in  order  to  enable  our  people  to  accomplish  their 
purpose,  if  possible,  and  yet  not  break  faith  with  the  people  of 
Hawaii,  Congress  passed  a  bill  submitting  the  question  of  pro¬ 
hibition  to  the  people  of  the  islands.  Unfortunately,  the  vote 
resulted  in  a  large  majority  against  the  adoption  of  the  prohibitory 
policy.  This,  however,  was  no  reflection  upon  the  action  by  Con¬ 
gress,  which  went  out  of  its  way  to  show  friendliness  to  our  cause 
in  providing  for  the  plebiscite,  and  appropriating  funds  out  of  the 
Federal  treasury  to  pay  the  expenses  thereof. 

CONTINUED  PROHIBITION  IN  NATIONAL  AND  STATE  SOLDIERS’  HOMES. 

During  the  discussion  of  the  Sundry  Civil  Appropriations  Bill  in 
1910,  an  effort  was  made  by  representatives  of  the  brewing  centers 
to  reinstate  the  beer  halls  or  canteens  at  these  homes.  The  effort 
was  vigorously  and  successfully  opposed  by  our  friends  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  three 
to  one  on  a  division  in  the  committee  of  the  whole  house.  In  the 
same  bill  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  the  provision  stands  as  it  has 
for  about  seven  years  past. 

THE  ARMY  CANTEEN. 

After  several  years  of  quiescence,  doubtless  emboldened  by  what 
they  seem  to  regard  as  a  turn  of  the  tide,  the  liquor  forces  are 
renewing  their  demands  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  army  saloon, 
more  euphoniously  called  the  canteen.  It  is  not  possible  within  the 
limitations  of  this  report  to  enter  upon  a  discussion  of  this  propo¬ 
sition.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  operation  and  effects  of  this 
legislation  have  been  misstated  to  the  public  through  agencies  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  liquor  interests,  and  a  regular  propaganda  has  been 
conducted  for  the  restoration  of  the  beer-selling  canteen.  Aside 
from  its  effects,  as  they  are  ascertainable  in  army  statistics,  the 
position  which  the  Christian  churches  of  the  United  States  and 
the  temperance  organizations  throughout  our  land  have  taken  is 
that  the  United  States  Government  ought  not  to  be  engaged  in 
the  business  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors  in  buildings  or  upon 
premises  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by  it,  nor  should  it  author¬ 
ize  the  establishment  or  continuance  of  a  drinking  saloon,  by  what¬ 
ever  name  called,  to  be  run  under  the  authority  and  regulations  of 
any  of  its  departments.  Much  less  do  we  believe  that  the  soldiers 
of  the  United  States  ought  to  be  asked  to  run  saloons  and  become 
beer  sellers  and  drinkers  to  secure  profits  for  the  purchase  of  com¬ 
forts  or  necessities  in  their  barracks  or  camp.  We  believe  that  the 
government  is  rich  enough,  and  ought  to  be  generous  enough,  to 
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supply  these  needs  directly  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 
This  effort  on  the  part  of  the  brewers  and  their  allies  to  reintroduce 
the  canteen  into  the  army,  and  thereby  secure  the  recognition  of  their 
traffic  by  an  important  department  of  the  government,  and  secure 
for  them  an  easy  market  for  their  liquors,  will  be  resisted  by  the 
church  temperance  forces  of  the  country,  and  we  believe  suc¬ 
cessfully. 

LIQUOR  CONDITIONS  IN  ALASKA. 

As  reported  at  Richmond,  in  February,  1909,  Congress  passed  a 
much  improved  code  of  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  Alaska.  An  effort  was  made  during  the  following  year 
to  modify  this  code,  but,  believing  it  would  materially  weaken  it, 
the  effort  was  opposed,  and  the  law  stands  as  Congress  passed  it 
two  years  ago.  In  addition  to  this,  because  of  reports  which  had 
come  to  us  from  missionaries  and  others  interested  in  the  moral 
uplift  of  the  people  of  our  far  northwestern  territory,  the  bureau 
of  which  the  chairman  of  our  committee  is  superintendent,  and 
which  represents  the  National  Inter-Church  Temperance  Federa¬ 
tion,  the  Good  Templars  and  other  national  organizations  success¬ 
fully  urged  an  appropriation  during  this  last  winter  of  twelve  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  for  the  suppression  of  the  introduction  and  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  among  the  Indians,  Aleuts  and  other  natives 
of  Alaska.  Information  received  from  the  Interior  Department 
indicates  that  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  utilize  this  fund 
for  this  humanitarian  purpose. 

INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  AGAINST  ALCOHOLISM. 

For  the  first  time  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  has  officially 
recognized  the  International  Congress  against  alcoholism,  which  this 
year  is  to  hold  its  thirteenth  biennial  session  at  The  Hague,  Sep¬ 
tember  nth  to  16th,  by  an  item  in  the  Diplomatic  and  Consular 
Appropriations  Bill  providing  for  the  designation  of  Federal  rep¬ 
resentatives  by  the  President,  and  the  payment  of  their  expenses. 
This  is  a  large  and  important  gathering  of  leading  educators, 
scientists  and  experts  from  all  parts  of  Europe,  and  it  is  highly 
significant  that  the  Federal  government  at  last,  through  Congress, 
recognizes  the  propriety  of  the  full  participation  of  the  United 
States  in  such  a  convention. 

IMPROVED  TEMPERANCE  LEGISLATION  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  nation’s  capital,  in  which  every  citizen  ought  to  be  interested, 
is  far  behind  the  times  in  its  regulation  and  control  of  the  liquor 
traffic.  During  the  past  two  years — for  the  first  time  in  the  life  of 
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our  Permanent  Committee — the  temperance  forces  of  the  District 
are  practically  united  in  support  of  a  given  bill.  This  legislation 
has  been  introduced  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
by  a  member  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Committee  in  each,  Sena¬ 
tor  Jones,  of  Washington  State,  and  Mr.  Wyatt  Aiken,  of  South 
Carolina,  respectively.  This  bill  is  too  long  to  explain,  being  a 
twenty-seven  page  codification,  revision  and  supplement  of  the  liquor 
laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  but  the  interest  and  co-operation 
of  Christian  temperance  people  throughout  the  whole  country  are 
needed  and  earnestly  urged  in  support  of  this  measure.  Upon 
every  other  subject  it  is  universally  conceded  that  Washington 
ought  to  be  a  model  city,  and  we  believe  that  with  respect  to  its 
control  of  the  liquor  traffic  it  ought  to  be  ahead,  or  at  the  very  least 
abreast,  of  the  average  American  State. 

COMMISSION  OF  INQUIRY  ON  THE  ALCOHOLIC  LIQUOR  TRAFFIC. 

The  experience  of  the  two  years  past  has  confirmed  our  judg¬ 
ment  that  one  of  the  greatest  strategic  blunders  in  our  reform 
in  recent  years  was  the  defeat  by  a  few  mistaken  temperance  advo¬ 
cates,  who  were  in  position  to  temporarily  divide  the  forces,  of 
the  proposed  National  Commission  of  Inquiry  on  the  Alcoholic 
Liquor  Traffic  at  a  time  when  practically  all  of  the  official  church 
committees  and  boards  and  all  the  other  temperance  organizations 
were  a  unit  in  favor  of  this  proposition,  for  which  the  temper¬ 
ance  people  had  been  contending  so  many  years,  and  which  it  was 
possible  for  the  first  time  in  thirty  years  to  pass.  The  defeat  of 
advance  legislation,  and  the  repeal  of  existing  legislation  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  States  during  the  past  biennium  indicate  that  either  the 
people  have  not  got  enough  information  upon  which  to  wage  a 
successful  warfare  against  the  liquor  traffic,  or  that  they  are  not 
sufficiently  grounded  in  sentiment  and  conscience  against  the  saloon 
to  conduct  a  successful  warfare  against  it  in  many  of  the  States. 
It  was  for  the  purpose  of  baring  the  saloon  in  all  its  ramifica¬ 
tions — affecting  society  as  it  does  at  so  many  turns — that  this  inquiry 
was  proposed  and  pressed.  Its  work  is  still  needed,  and  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  upon  many  occasions,  it 
ought  to  be  successfully  urged.  It  is  altogether  probable  that  the 
data  which  such  a  commission  would  have  been  able  to  collect  and 
publish  would  have  been  helpful  in  the  fights  which  our  people 
unsuccessfully  waged  against  the  liquor  traffic  last  year  in  Florida, 
Missouri  and  Oregon,  and  it  would  be  of  tremendous  value  in  the 
oncoming  contests  in  States  like  Texas  and  Maine,  hoth  of  which 
vote  upon  this  question  within  the  next  three  months. 
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INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  IN  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

For  years  past  the  temperance  people  have  been  attempting  to 
correct  an  anomaly  with  respect  to  interstate  shipments  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors.  It  is  an  intolerable  situation  that  the  States  are 
prevented  from  the  free  exercise  of  their  police  powers,  under 
which  come  matters  of  the  supremest  moment  for  the  life,  wel¬ 
fare  and  peace  of  their  people,  by  the  shipment  of  liquors  from 
other  States  to  their  citizens  who  propose  to  violate  the  laws  of 
their  State,  all  under  the  guise  and  protection  of  interstate  com¬ 
merce.  After  long  years  of  discussion  and  effort,  it  is  our  belief 
that  we  have  at  last  prepared  a  bill  which  will  give  the  States  the 
power  over  this  subject  which  they  need,  and  yet  avoid  the  con¬ 
stitutional  difficulties  which  have  been  raised  against  proposed  bills 
during  a  number  of  years  past. 

Your  committee  have  had  a  leading  part  in  these  matters  through 
the  superintendency  of  their  chairman  and  through  co-operation 
with  other  church  temperance  committees  and  temperance  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  will  exert  themselves  to  the  fullest  to  secure  the  adoption 
by  the  Federal  government  of  a  policy  which  will  insure  to  the 
States  the  protection  against  outside  encroachments  which  they 
deserve.  The  committee  are  in  position  to  supply  literature  on  this 
subject,  which  they  will  be  pleased  to  supply  to  our  Lutheran  con¬ 
stituency  upon  request. 

We  have  referred  thus  far  particularly  to  legislative  affairs  as 
related  to  the  liquor  traffic  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  committee 
have  been  in  a  peculiar  way  enabled  to  further  these  important 
interests  of  the  reform  through  the  activities  of  the  chairman  along 
these  lines  of  work.  At  the  same  time,  the  committee  have  been 
able  to  assist  the  cause  in  the  States  and  nation  in  many  other 
ways,  by  the  distribution  of  literature  and  the  dissemination  of 
information  by  correspondence  and  speech. 

There  has  not  been  a  line  of  work  undertaken  which  is  foreign 
to  the  work  of  the  organized  Church.  We  have  not  conducted 
purely  political  work,  nor  anything  that  savors  of  partisanship  in 
any  way.  We  have  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  General 
Synod  in  asking  for  the  specific  legislation  which  it  had  endorsed, 
and  in  general  by  urging  the  passage  of  laws  which  will  curtail 
the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic,  and  opposing  legislation  which  was 
inimical  to  this  reform.  We  believe  that  this  is  a  work  which  the 
Church  ought  to  do,  and  which  can  be  done  by  no  agency  so  well. 
The  very  fact  that  fourteen  or  fifteen  of  the  leading  denominations 
of  the  Church  have  created  official  temperance  committees  or 
boards  to  speak  for  them  authoritatively  on  this  subject,  that  some 
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of  them  have  been  created  recently,  our  brethren  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church  creating  their  Temperance  Board  at  their  last 
triennial  Synod  in  May — and  many  of  these  churches  realizing  the 
necessity  and  making  provision  for  conditioning  their  committees 
for  effective  service  during  the  last  few  years,  is  the  best  evidence 
that  the  Church  has  at  last  recognized  her  duty  and  responsibility  in 
this  matter. 

THE  NATIONAL  INTER-CHURCH  TEMPERANCE  FEDERATION. 

The  majority  of  these  committees  are  federated  in  the  National 
Inter-Church  Temperance  Federation,  of  which,  by  the  action  of 
General  Synod  at  Richmond,  Ind.,  our  Church  is  a  part.  In  No¬ 
vember,  1909,  the  Federation  held  its  second  regular  annual  con¬ 
vention,  and  we  were  represented  on  the  program  by  Rev.  Doctor 
Frederick  L.  Sigmund,  secretary  of  the  committee,  and  the  chair¬ 
man,  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Dinwiddie,  the  former  reading  a  useful  and 
widely  quoted  paper  on  “What  a  Church  Temperance  Federation 
Can  Do.”  At  this  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  was  authorized 
to  establish  a  Bureau  of  Information  at  Washington  when  an  oppor¬ 
tune  time  should  arrive,  and  at  its  next  meeting,  in  April,  1910,  it 
was  unanimously  decided  to  establish  such  a  bureau,  and  the  chair¬ 
man  of  our  Lutheran  Committee  was  unanimously  chosen  its  super¬ 
intendent.  Since  that  time  whenever  the  work  of  the  Inter-Church 
Temperance  Federation  has  been  mentioned  it  is  proper  to  con¬ 
sider  the  work  which  has  been  done  and  the  results  achieved  as 
being  that  of  our  own  committee,  in  conjunction  with  similar  com¬ 
mittees  and  boards  of  other  churches.  It  is  absolutely  true  to  say 
that  during  the  last  four  years  our  committee,  through  the  chair¬ 
man,  and  in  connection  with  other  organizations  which  he  officially 
represents,  has  directed  the  outside  work  for  the  passage  of  all  the 
advance  temperance  legislation  enacted  by  Congress. 

We  are  thus  approaching  the  ideal  situation  in  the  temperance 
reform  when  the  churches  of  every  name  and  creed  are  giving 
battle  to  this  arch-enemy  of  their  life  and  progress.  It  is  not  suf¬ 
ficient  for  the  Church  to  fulminate  against  liquor  drinking  and 
liquor  selling,  but  it  is  beyond  question  incumbent  upon  her  to 
practically  engage  in  mortal  combat  against  these  practices.  Intem¬ 
perance  blocks  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  her  missionary  enter¬ 
prises,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  our  committee  believe  that 
the  conduct  of  temperance  work  along  the  lines  approved  by  the 
churches  and  authorized  by  the  Basis  of  Agreement  of  the  National 
Inter-Church  Temperance  Federation  is  missionary  work  of  a  most 
practical  character. 

There  is  no  line  of  charitable  or  philanthropic  work  carried  for- 
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ward  by  the  organized  churches  and  by  humanitarian  and  philan¬ 
thropic  people  outside  the  churches  for  the  moral  and  material 
uplift  of  humanity  that  is  not  rendered  increasingly  necessary  by 
the  saloon. 

We  do  not  say  that  the  abolition  of  the  liquor  traffic  will  solve 
all  our  social  problems.  We  do  assert  that  they  cannot  be  satisfac¬ 
torily  solved  while  the  saloon  remains  to  paralyze  the  conscience 
and  debauch  the  citizenship  of  our  people.  We  do  not  believe 
that  the  Church  can  afford  to  do  less  for  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  Christian  education,  or  any  of  her  other  praiseworthy  benevo¬ 
lences,  but  she  ought  to  maintain  and  adequately  sustain  such  an 
agency  as  will  authoritatively  speak  for  her  upon  this  great  ques¬ 
tion,  and  which,  deriving  its  power  and  influence  and  support  from 
her,  will  owe  her  the  fullest  accountability  for  its  stewardship. 

The  situation  of  the  Church  is  entirely  changed  with  respect  to 
her  missionary  enterprises  in  these  latter  times.  She  not  only 
must  send  her  missionaries  abroad  to  minister  to  the  heathen  in 
foreign  lands — she  must  be  prepared  to  minister  to  the  heathen  and 
the  unsaved  who  flock  to  our  country  every  year. 

The  world  knows  the  power  of  the  Church,  and  expects  her  by 
all  the  tokens  of  common  sense,  self-preservation  and  consistent 
testimony  to  throttle  the  liquor  traffic! 

“It  is  a  terrific  thing  for  the  Church  to  be  expected.  Its  duty  is 
serious  enough  when  it  has  to  thrust  itself  on  a  world  that  does 
not  want  it.  But  when  the  world  is  wanting  it  and  waiting  for  it, 
then  the  responsibility  ought  to  make  the  Church  quake.  If  it  fails, 
then  it  squanders  opportunity,  and  trades  an  offered  respect  for  an 
earned  contempt.  It  not  only  disappoints  God,  but  betrays 
humanity.’’ 

We  present  the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adop¬ 
tion  by  the  Synod : 

GENERAL  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  United  States  declares  anew  its  opposition  to  the 
beverage  alcoholic  liquor  traffic,  and  urges  the  ministry  and  laity 
in  our  connection  to  wage  unceasing  warfare  against  this  giant  evil 
of  our  times. 

Resolved,  That  abstinence  from  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage 
be  urged  as  the  course  of  safety  for  the  individual  and  a  praise¬ 
worthy  example  for  the  weaker  members  of  society. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  expresses  its  hearty  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  many  advance  steps  taken  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  in  behalf  of  temperance  reform  in  recent  years,  notably  for 
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the  better  protection  of  our  Indian  wards  and  native  races  against 
the  introduction  and  sale  of  intoxicants;  for  the  prohibition  of 
liquor  selling  in  the  National  and  State  Soldiers’  Homes;  legisla¬ 
tion  aimed  to  remedy  certain  evils  connected  with  the  interstate 
traffic  in  intoxicants ;  and  we  urge  Congress  speedily  to  enact  legis¬ 
lation  that  will  give  to  the  States  complete  redress  from  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  liquors  from  outside  the  State  under  the  guise  and  pro-  , 
tection  of  interstate  commerce;  a  better  code  of  laws  for  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia ;  for  a  National  Commission  of  Inquiry  on  the 
Alcoholic  Liquor  Traffic;  for  the  prohibition  of  liquor  selling  in  all 
buildings  and  upon  all  premises  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Federal 
government ;  and  for  the  complete  divorcement  of  the  national  gov¬ 
ernment  from  direct  participation  in  and  authorization  of  the 
traffic  anywhere  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Resolved,  That  the  Permanent  Committee  be  authorized  to  voice 
the  mind  of  the  Church  touching  these  matters  to  Congress  and  the 
Executive  in  harmony  with  the  deliverances  of  Synod,  and  in  every 
legitimate  way  to  favor  measures  which  will  promote  this  reform 
and  oppose  such  as  would  impede  its  progress. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  be 
appropriated  out  of  the  General  Synod  treasury  toward  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Bureau  of  Information  at  Washington  of  the  National 
Inter-Church  Temperance  Federation. 

Resolved,  That  in  appointing  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Tem¬ 
perance  for  the  ensuing  biennium,  at  least  a  majority  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  be  chosen  from  the  territory  contiguous  to  Washington.

Report  of  Committee  on  Minutes  of  District  Synods. 

Your  committee  to  examine  the  minutes  of  the  District  Synods 
beg  to  report  that  they  have  performed  their  duty  and  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  following  items : 

i.  In  the  minutes  of  the  German  Nebraska  Synod,  on  page  27, 
we  find  the  following  resolution:  “Resolved,  That  we,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  German  Nebraska  Synod,  respectfully  request  that  the 
General  Synod’s  Apportionment  for  the  Pastors’  Fund  be  raised 
from  7  to  10  cents,  and  ask  the  Pastors’  Fund  to  increase  the 
amount  of  support  accordingly.”  Since  the  General  Synod  has 
already  increased  the  apportionment,  this  item  will  not  need  fur¬ 
ther  consideration  by  this  body. 
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2.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Maryland,  page  64,  we  find  the 

following:  “Whereas,  The  present  language  of  the  command¬ 

ments  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  differs  from  that  we  have  been 
accustomed  to  use,  which  is  productive  of  confusion,  we,  therefore, 
memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  return  to  the  old  form.” 

In  the  minutes  of  Susquehanna  Synod,  page  45 :  “Whereas, 
In  the  catechism  and  the  Sunday  school  literature  published  by  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Society,  by  the  authority  of  the  General  Synod, 
the  translation  of  the  fourth  commandment  is  as  follows :  ‘Honor 
thy  father  and  thy  mother,  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee,  and  that 
thou  mayest  live  long  upon  the  earth,’  and,  whereas,  this  trans¬ 
lation  differs  from  that  of  the  authorized  and  revised  versions  of 
the  Bible,  therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  this  Synod  hereby  memorial¬ 
ize  the  General  Synod,  and  urge  that  body  to  direct  the  use  of  the 
translation  of  the  authorized  version  of  the  Bible  for  the  above 
translation  of  the  fourth  commandment  in  all  future  publications 
of  the  kind  named.” 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  all  such  requests  should  be 
presented  to  the  Common  Service  Committee,  and  we  recommend 
that  it  be  referred. 

3.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois,  page  16,  your 
committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  Synod  to  consider  the 
matter  of  a  Church  paper  based  upon  a  bulk  subscription  plan  would 
report  the  following: 

First,  that  such  a  Church  paper  would  be  of  great  value  to  the 
Church. 

Secondly,  that  under  the  present  postal  laws  it  is  not  possible  to 
put  out  such  a  paper. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  matter  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  next  General  Synod  by  the  delegates  of  this  Synod, 
in  the  hope  that  the  General  Synod  may  deem  it  advisable  to  join 
with  other  church  bodies  in  asking  Congress  to  amend  Section  429 
of  the  postal  laws  and  regulations  pertaining  to  second-class  mail 
matter,  as  to  include  church  papers  that  have  a  general  circulation 
and  do  not  depend  upon  advertisements  for  support.  This  matter, 
having  been  referred  to  a  committee  by  this  body,  will  not  require 
further  action. 

4.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Northern  Illinois,  page  34: 
“Resolved,  That  the  delegates  of  the  Northern  Illinois  Synod  to  the 
General  Synod  be  instructed  to  memorialize  that  body  to  appoint  a 
General  Sunday  School  Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  missionary, 
educational  and  supervisory  in  attendance  on  Synodical  sessions  and 
individual  churches  during  the  year.” 
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The  General  Synod  having  expressed  itself  in  this  matter,  the 
item  will  not  need  further  consideration. 

5.  In  the  minutes  of  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  page  17:  “We  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  Synod  memorialize  the  General  Synod  to  so  revise 
the  mode  of  judicial  procedure  in  the  constitution  that  it  may  be 
perfectly  clear,  whether  the  accused  be  an  active  pastor  or  a  min¬ 
ister  without  a  charge.” 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  this  matter  is  fully  provided 
for  in  Chapter  12,  Section  15,  of  the  Formula  of  Government

prove  necessary  or  wise.

Rev.  P.  A.  Heilman  offered  the  following  concerning  the 
late  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. : 

A  Testimonal  to  the  Late  Rev.  J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  our  General  Synod,  two  years  ago,  Rev. 
J.  G.  Butler,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  then  pastor  of  this  church,  has  been 
called  to  his  rest  and  reward.  It  is  largely  due  to  his  energy  and 
the  cordial  invitation  of  his  people,  that  this  session  of  our  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  is  being  held  in  this  church. 

After  the  invitation  had  been  accepted,  he  was  looking  forward 
with  glad  anticipation  to  the  welcoming  of  the  General  Synod  to 
this  city.  But  the  All  Wise  Father,  who  knows  all  things,  and 
who  doeth  all  things  well,  saw  fit,  ere  the  summer  was  passed,  to 
transfer  him  from  the  Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant. 

It  is  but  fitting,  therefore,  that  this  Synod,  meeting  in  the  church 
he  founded  and  served,  should  take  some  proper  recognition  of  his 
removal  from  our  midst.  He  was  the  Nestor  of  English  Lutheran¬ 
ism  in  our  nation’s  capital ;  beginning  with  St.  Paul’s  Church,  in 
1849,  which  he  served  faithfully  for  twenty-four  years,  then  found¬ 
ing  the  Memorial,  where  he  served  thirty-six  years. 

In  1849  we  had  but  one  General  Synod  church  in  Washington, 
now  ten.  Then  there  were  but  twenty-five  members,  now  two  thou¬ 
sand.  The  population  of  the  city  increased  in  the  same  time  from 
fifty  thousand  to  three  hundred  and  thirty  thousand,  nearly  seven 
times.  The  Lutheran  churches  ten  times,  and  the  communicant 
membership  eighty  times. 

Our  departed  brother  had  no  small  part  in  this  increase.  From 
the  churches  of  which  he  was  pastor  colonies  went  out,  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  Church  of  the  Reformation,  the  Memorial  (this  congrega¬ 
tion),  the  Keller  Memorial  and  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany;  while 
Zion  Church  and  the  Church  of  Our  Redeemer  owe  their  existence 
to  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  Dr.  Butler  and  his  congregation. 

His  life  on  earth  is  ended,  but  his  works  do  follow  him.  Much 
credit  is  due  him  that  our  Lutheran  Church  has  attained  so  credit¬ 
able  a  standing  in  the  nation’s  capital. 
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Therefore  this  General  Synod,  meeting  in  his  church,  desires  to 
place  on  record  this  appreciation  of  his  faithful  and  long-continued 
service  for  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  shall  hold  in  grateful  remem¬ 
brance  the  good  he  has  done  and  the  work  he  has  accomplished. 

These  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  the 
Synod  adjourned,  with  prayer  by  Rev.  L.  Groh,  D.  D.

Whereas,  In  view  of  the  confusion  of  thought  upon  the  question 
of  the  relation  of  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Soci¬ 
ety  to  the  General  Synod,  and  to  its  Boards,  which  has  appeared  at 
this  meeting  of  Synod  and  at  other  occasions,  which  confusion  seems 
to  exist  alike  in  the  Synod,  in  its  Boards  and  in  the  Woman’s  Soci¬ 
ety,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  confusion  leads  to  misunder¬ 
standing  among  our  people  and  to  much  useless  discussion  on  the 
part  of  those  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  Church’s  funds, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  appoint,  through  its  Presi¬ 
dent,  a  committee  of  seven  to  formulate  a  statement  of  the  rela¬ 
tion  between  the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
and  the  General  Synod  and  its  Boards,  which  committee  shall  report 
at  this  session  of  the  Synod. 
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The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  following  committee 
was  appointed  and  instructed  to  report  to  the  next  General 
Synod :  Rev.  E.  D.  Weigle,  D.  D.,  Rev.  H.  K.  Fenner,  D.  D., 
Rev.  Elmer  Bittle,  D.  D.,  Rev.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler,  D.  D., 
H.  Oberlander,  Esq.,  Geo.  E.  Neff,  Esq.,  Geo.  B.  Reimen- 
snyder,  Esq. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  presented 
by  Rev.  F.  G.  Gotwald,  D.  D.,  its  Secretary. 

The  report  of  William  Pore,  Treasurer,  was  read  by  Rev. 
A.  J.  Turkle,  D.  D. 

(See  Proceedings  Relating  to  the  Board  of  Education.) 

The  Treasurer’s  report  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Education  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  reported  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 


Report  of  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  would  report 
as  follows : 

The  work  of  this  committee  is  to  bring  such  facts  and  offer  such 
recommendations  to  you  as  may  be  of  value  in  the  discussion  of 
this  question.  We  have  found  it  difficult,  however,  beyond  the 
statistics  we  have  gathered,  to  bring  much  that  is  new  in  addition 
to  the  comprehensive  discussions  in  previous  reports.  The  field  of 
your  committee’s  investigation  is  naturally  twofold :  Ministerial 
Education  and  Ministerial  Supply. 

I.  Ministerial  Education.  The  problems  relating  to  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  especially  that  of  sys¬ 
tematizing  and  centralizing  the  methods  and  administrative  work  of 
the  District  Synodical  Boards,  are  very  important,  but  on  recom¬ 
mendation  of  this  committee,  and  by  action  of  the  last  convention 
of  the  General  Synod,  were  referred  to  the  general  Board  of  Edu- 
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cation  for  study  and  report  at  this  convention.  Secretary  Gotwald, 
of  the  above  Board,  reports  upon  this  subject  at  this  convention,  and 
no  further  discussion  is  necessary  from  us  than  to  express  our 
hearty  approval  of  his  Board’s  proposal  and  plan  for  unifying  this 
work. 

2.  Ministerial  Supply.  The  problem  of  an  adequate  supply  of 
pastors  entering  the  ministry  every  year  is  vital  to  the  progress  of 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Nearly  all  the  Christian  churches  of  the 
country  have  been  facing  the  serious  condition  involved  in  the 
inadequate  supply  of  young  men  offering  themselves  for  the  min¬ 
istry,  our  General  Synod  among  the  rest.  The  causes  of  this  con¬ 
dition  are  varied,  and  have  been  much  discussed,  and  so  we  merely 
mention  some  of  them :  The  prevalent  materialism  with  much  world¬ 
liness  in  the  Church,  the  decay  of  family  worship  and  religious 
influence  in  the  home,  smaller  families,  the  premium  placed  by  many 
congregations  on  youth  and  inexperience  in  their  pastors,  insuf¬ 
ficient  financial  support  in  the  face  of  large  returns  in  other  call¬ 
ings  and  pursuits,  etc. 

However,  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  tide  seems  to  have  turned 
in  our  Church,  and  that  the  outlook  is  much  brighter.  The  reports 
we  have  gathered  from  the  District  Synods  show  293  young  men 
with  the  ministry  in  view  and  now  in  our  educational  institutions, 
as  against  257  two  years  ago.  This  is  an  increase  of  36  candi¬ 
dates,  or  14  per  cent,  over  the  last  biennial  report.  This  is  encour¬ 
aging,  as  is  also  the  fact  that  an  unusual  number  of  candidates  for 
the  ministry  have  entered  the  undergraduate  classes  of  our  colleges 
the  last  two  years.  Ninety  have  been  in  our  theological  seminaries 
the  past  year.  Ten  District  Synods  show  an  increase  in  number 
of  candidates,  seven  a  decrease,  and  the  remainder  the  same 
number. 

We  have  reason  to  be  encouraged,  but  it  is  evident  that  the 
claims  of  the  ministry  should  be  persistently  kept  before  the  young 
men  of  our  churches  and  in  our  schools.  Our  pastors  should  not 
fail  to  do  this,  and  should  carry  out  recommendations  made  by 
this  committee  and  the  General  Synod  at  previous  conventions.  We 
are  glad  to  report  that  our  colleges  have  taken  steps  to  have  the 
claims  of  the  ministry  presented  to  their  students  at  regular 
intervals. 

We  also  favor  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  of  character, 
piety,  capacity,  scholarship  and  practical  attainment  in  our  candi¬ 
dates,  and  we  urge  upon  our  churches  that  they  pay  better  living 
salaries  to  their  faithful  pastors. 

Let  us  continue  to  make  this  matter  the  subject  of  earnest,  believ¬ 
ing  prayer,  in  humble  dependence  upon  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and 
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He,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  will  give  the  increase  and  ulti¬ 
mately  the  rich  harvest  of  redeemed  souls.

The  supplementary  report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
presented  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows : 

Supplemental  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  relative  to  a  Board  of 

Ministerial  Education  for  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Luth 

eran  Church  in  the  United  States. 

To  the  General  Synod: 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod  (see  Minutes, 
pages  72  to  75),  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Ministerial  Education,  the  following  recommenda¬ 
tion,  with  which  the  report  was  closed,  was  adopted  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod : 

“Feeling  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  a  forward  movement,  as 
indicated  by  public  utterances  in  our  church  periodicals  and  con¬ 
ferences,  as  well  as  by  privately  expressed  views,  your  committee 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Education  be  directed  to  under¬ 
take  the  preliminary  work  looking  toward  a  unification  of  our 
Ministerial  Education  interests ;  that  they  gather  facts  and  in¬ 
formation  pertaining  thereto,  and  consider,  and,  if  deemed  ad¬ 
visable,  formulate  a  plan  for  the  uniform,  systematic  and 
centralized  administration  of  Ministerial  Education  work  and 
funds,  and  report  at  the  next  convention  of  the  General  Synod.” 

First,  let  us  state  that  according  to  Article  IV.,  Sections  3  and 
4,  of  its  Constitution,  it  is  perfectly  legitimate  for  the  General 
Synod  to  create  such  an  agency  if  it  shall  by  it  be  “deemed  prac¬ 
ticable  and  expedient.” 

In  pursuance  of  this  instruction  of  the  General  Synod,  your 
Board  of  Education  has  made  an  extensive  investigation  of  this 
whole  subject,  both  within  the  District  Synods  of  our  general 
body  and  as  it  is  conducted  in  other  general  bodies  in  this  country.

Among  the  facts  shown  by  the  above  statistics  of  our  District 
Synods  for  the  Synodical  year  1909-1910  we  would  call  attention 
to  the  following:  There  were  293  students  for  the  ministry,  and 
of  this  number  181  received  aid.  There  were  three  Synods  which 
had  no  apportionment  and  no  receipts  for  Ministerial  Education, 
one  of  them  now  having  an  apportionment.  Among  the  Synods 
the  rate  of  apportionment  varied  from  nothing  to  20  cents,  the 
average  having  been  over  11  cents.  The  amount  apportioned  for 
this  year  in  these  twenty  Synods  is  $28,076.00,  and  the  amount 
received,  1909-1910,  was  $20,887.00.  These  figures  did  not  include 
either  the  students  at  Breklum  or  the  amount  of  aid  given  them 
by  particular  Synods. 

We  learned  also  that  the  amount  given  to  each  student  varies 
greatly  in  the  different  Synods.  Two  Synods  give  $200.00  as  the 
maximum;  three  Synods  $175.00,  and  the  rest  between  $100.00 
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and  $150.00,  the  average  maximum  amount  in  the  twenty  Synods 
which  have  fixed  such  an  amount  being  $145.00.  The  average 
amount  received  by  each  student  for  the  year  was  $136.00. 

There  was  also  a  noticeable  difference  in  the  scholastic  standards 
required  in  the  different  Synods,  some  requiring  a  grade  as  high 
as  85  per  cent.  Others  required  no  definite  standard. 

There  was  also  great  variety  of  administration ,  some  Synods 
having  elaborate  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Committees 
on  Ministerial  Education,  and  others  very  few  or  none  at  all. 

The  number  of  students  aided  in  each  Synod  also  greatly 
varied,  ranging  from  none  to  twenty-seven. 

In  studying  the  work  of  Ministerial  Education  as  conducted  by 
other  denominational  bodies  in  this  country,  we  found  that,  they 
regarding  this  as  the  work  of  the  whole  Church  rather  than  of 
any  district,  the  usual  plan  is  to  administer  this  work  through  a 
General  Board  of  the  Church ;  some  of  these  bodies  having  had 
an  experience  of  nearly  one  hundred  years  in  thus  conducting 
their  work  of  Ministerial  Education. 

In  order  to  have  the  subject  thoroughly  discussed  before  its 
presentation  to  the  General  Synod,  we  furnished  the  Committees 
of  the  several  Synods  with  the  data  which  we  could  secure  from 
at  least  four  other  denominational  Boards,  and  asked  them  to 
bring  the  subject  in  a  preliminary  way  before  the  District  Synods 
last  fall.  The  result,  however,  was  not  very  significant  or  satis¬ 
factory.  Perhaps  on  account  of  having  had  no  definite  plan  to 
discuss,  and  in  some  cases  on  account  of  the  oversight  of  the 
Committee,  the  actions  of  the  Synods  were  not  as  intelligent 
and  general  as  we  had  desired.  There  were  six  Synods  which 
took  favorable  action ;  three  neutral  action ;  five  adverse  action, 
and  nine  (three  not  having  met  when  this  report  was  prepared), 
no  action  at  all. 

A  study  of  the  foregoing  table  will  clearly  show  that  there  is 
manifested  a  very  considerable  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  this  work  in  our  midst. 

And  since  our  Synods  have  been  aiding  students  at  Breklum 
Seminary  in  Germany  a  new  element  has  arisen  in  this  work,  for 
which  no  provision  has,  as  yet,  been  regularly  made,  as  this  Insti¬ 
tution  and  its  students  are  not  affiliated  with  any  of  our  District 
Synods  by  which  this  work  has  been  administered  up  to  this 
time. 

There  seems  also  to  be  no  systematic  agitation  of  the  matter 
of  securing  more  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  funds  for  their 
support;  also  no  provision  existing  in  our  present  organization 
for  the  religious  care  of  our  Lutheran  students  who  may  be  at- 
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tending  non-Lutheran  Institutions ,  especially  the  great  State  In¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  education. 

In  view  of  the  whole  situation  as  developed  by  our  investiga¬ 
tion,  and  illustrated  in  the  above  mentioned  features,  we  have 
“ deemed  it  advisable  to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  uniform,  system¬ 
atic  and  centralized  administration  of  Ministerial  Educational 
work  and  funds,”  and  herewith  submit  our  report,  as  directed,  to 
this  convention  of  the  General  Synod.  While  our  plan  provides 
for  a  distinct,  new,  corporate  Board  for  this  work,  our  feeling 
is  that,  should  the  General  Synod  so  direct,  our  Board  could  act 
also  as  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education,  at  least  until  the 
plan  is  thoroughly  established  in  the  Church.  We  would  therefore 
recommend : 

First:  That  the  plan  herewith  submitted  for  the  future  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  work  of  Ministerial  Education  in  the  General 
Synod  be  adopted,  and  that  an  apportionment  of  twelve  cents 
per  member  be  made  for  this  work. 

Second :  That  the  General  Synod  commends  the  plan  to  the 
favorable  actions  of  the  District  Synods  at  their  next  conventions ; 
the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  to  be  incorporated  and  to 
begin  operations  September  ist,  1912,  provided  that,  prior  to  that 
date,  a  majority  of  the  District  Synods  shall  have  ratified  the 
plan. 

Third :  That,  when  the  plan  is  put  into  operation,  the  authorities 
of  The  Parent  Education  Society  and  of  any  District  Synods 
which  have  invested  funds  for  Ministerial  Education  be  urged 
to  transfer  such  funds  to  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  as 
the  nucleus  for  its  future  Endowment  Fund.

Constitution  for  a  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  for  the  General  Synod 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Article  I. — Title. 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  under  the 
corporate  title  of  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  of  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 
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Article  II. — Objects. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  shall  be  the  agency  of  the 
General  Synod  for  the  general  superintendence  of  the  Church’s 
work  in  furnishing  a  pious,  educated  and  efficient  ministry  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  meet  the  calls  of  its  congregations,  to  supply 
the  wants  of  the  destitute  classes  and  regions  in  our  own  country, 
and  to  go  into  all  the  world  “and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature.”  It  shall  provide  for  the  collection  and  judicious  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  funds  which  may  be  requisite  for  the  proper  edu¬ 
cation  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  under  its  care.  It  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  religious  interests  of  Lutheran  students  in  non- 
Lutheran  institutions  of  higher  education.  It  shall  agitate, 
through  literature  and  addresses,  throughout  the  Church  the  con¬ 
stant  and  increasing  need  of  more  lay  and  ministerial  “laborers”; 
and  it  shall  do  whatever  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  de¬ 
velop  an  active  interest  in  Ministerial  Education  throughout  the 
Church. 


Article  III. — Members. 

The  General  Synod  shall  appoint  the  members  of  the  Board. 
The  Board  shall  consist  of  nine  members,  of  whom  five  shall  be 
ministers  and  four  laymen.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  regu¬ 
larly  convened,  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
business.  The  Board  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy 
caused  by  resignation,  death,  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

Article  IV. — Officers. 

Section  i.  The  Board  shall  elect  its  officers  biennially  by  ballot. 
They  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Recording 
Secretary,  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  General  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Secretary  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Board.  He  shall  take  charge  of  the  office,  conduct  the 
correspondence,  and  superintend  the  publications  of  the  Board, 
prepare  the  regular  business  for  its  meetings,  and  always  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  its  official  representative.  He  shall,  as  far  as  he  can, 
visit  the  Synods  and  Conferences  for  the  purpose  of  awakening 
their  interest,  and  concentrating  their  energies  upon  this  work; 
visit  the  students  aided  by  the  Board,  and  exercise  a  general  super¬ 
vision  over  them ;  employ  the  means  necessary  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  young  men  the  claims  and  ends  of  the  ministry  ; 
and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from 
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time  to  time  by  the  Board,  in  furtherance  of  the  general  object  of 
education  for  the  ministry. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  disburse  the  same  under  its  direction.  He 
shall  keep  a  complete  register  of  the  students  under  the  care 
of  the  Board,  and  keep  an  account  with  them  individually.  In 
the  event  of  any  notes  given  by  beneficiaries  becoming  due,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  use  his  utmost  efforts  to  collect  them.  He 
shall  give  bonds  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties. 


Article  V. — Functions. 

Section  i.  The  Board  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Synods 
of  the  Church.  Candidates  for  the  ministry,  when  properly  ex¬ 
amined  and  received  by  the  Synods,  and  recommended  for  aid 
to  the  Board,  shall  receive  the  amounts  specified  by  the  Synods, 
within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  General  Synod,  provided  in 
all  cases  that  a  discretionary  power,  necessary  to  the  general  trust 
committed,  shall  be  exercised  by  the  Board ;  and  the  Board  shall 
require  that  each  recommendation  shall  be  accompanied  by  such 
information  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  intelligent  and  judicious 
performance  of  its  duties. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  exercise  a  general  supervisory  care  over  the 
students,  by  requiring  annual  renewals  of  recommendations  from 
Synods  and  regular  reports  from  instructors,  and  through  the 
correspondence  of  its  Secretary  and  his  personal  visits  to  literary 
and  theological  institutions  and  the  conventions  of  the  Church, 
and  by  other  appropriate  means. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  take  all  suitable  means  to  inform  the  Church 
as  to  the  duties  and  interests  relating  to  the  consecration  of  her 
young  men  to  the  office  of  the  ministry,  and  their  sound  and 
thorough  education,  and  to  urge  the  effective  care  of  her  Synods 
over  them ;  and  it  shall  make  such  statements  and  appeals  as  are 
calculated  to  secure  contributions  sufficient  for  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  its  ends.  It  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  work  to  each 
General  Synod. 


Article  VI. — Relation  of  the  Synods  to  the  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Synod  to  see  that  offerings  on 
the  basis  of  the  annual  apportionment  are  made  for  this  cause 
in  all  the  churches  under  its  care;  to  make  the  subject  of  the 
increase  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  a  topic  of  serious  con¬ 
sideration  in  its  meetings  and  in  its  pulpits  at  least  once  a  year; 
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to  appoint  a  Standing  Committee  to  act  for  the  Synod  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  this  cause,  when  it  is  not  in  session ;  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  proper  cases  for  its  aid ;  and  to  make 
an  annual  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  Synod  on  the  whole 
subject  to  the  Board. 

Article  VII. — By-Laws. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws,  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Article  VIII. — Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  after  sixty 
days’  notice  to  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  presentation  of 
said  amendment  in  the  form  of  a  recommendation  by  the  Board 
to  the  General  Synod  for  its  adoption,  and  such  change  shall  go 
into  effect  only  after  such  adoption. 


Rules  for  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  Relating  to  Candidates  for 

the  Ministry. 

I. — Dependence  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  upon 

the  District  Synods. 

1.  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  shall  receive  and  aid 
candidates  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  only  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  Synod  of  the  Church ;  and  the  Synod  is  responsible 
for  their  examination,  subsequent  care,  and  the  suggestion  of  the 
annual  amount  of  aid  to  be  granted  to  them,  within  the  limits 
set  by  the  General  Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

2.  The  Board  will  in  each  case  look  especially  to  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Synod  for  tilling  out  and  forwarding  the  form 
of  recommendation  required  for  the  reception  of  a  candidate,  and 
also  for  the  pastoral  care  of  the  same  until  his  entrance  upon 
his  official  duties. 

3.  As  a  general  rule  the  Board  will  receive  any  young  man  of 
whose  examination  and  recommendation,  in  conformity  with  its 
requirements,  proper  notification  has  been  given,  but  it  shall 
limit  the  acceptance  of  new  candidates  to  its  ability  to  support  them, 
preference,  ordinarily,  being  given  those  farthest  advanced. 

II. — Reception  of  Candidates. 

1.  The  encouragement  of  a  young  man  to  enter  the  gospel  min¬ 
istry  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern  both  to  himself  and  to  the 
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Church,  and  it  should  be  given  only  by  those  who  have  proper 
knowledge  of  his  mental  and  moral  character,  accompanied  with 
much  counsel  and  prayer,  and  directed  by  a  single  desire  for  the 
glory  of  God.  Every  candidate  should,  ordinarily,  apply  to  that 
Synod  of  which  the  congregation  to  which  he  belongs  is  a  mem¬ 
ber.  He  should  be  introduced  to  it  either  by  his  pastor  or  by 
some  member  of  the  Education  Committee  after  such  acquaintance 
as  will  warrant  his  taking  the  responsibility  for  so  doing. 

2.  The  Synod  in  examining  students  with  a  view  to  their  recom¬ 
mendation  for  aid,  must  embrace  such  points  as  are  indicated  by 
the  following  questions,  to  which  definite  answers,  by  the  direction 
of  the  General  Synod,  will  invariably  be  required  by  the  Board : 
Full  name?  Age?  Residence?  Date  of  his  coming  under  care  of 
Synod?  Has  Synod  examined  him  on  the  following  points,  and  were 
his  answers  satisfactory:  Piety?  Motives  for  seeking  the  min¬ 
istry?  Talents?  Health?  Promise  of  practical  efficiency?  Is 
he  free  from  expensive  and  injurious  habits?  How  long  has  he 
been  a  communicant  in  a  Lutheran  church?  Give  the  name  of 
the  church.  If  in  college,  or  ready  to  enter,  give  name  of  college 
and  class.  If  in  a  theological  seminary,  has  he  pursued  a  full 
collegiate  course  leading  up  to  the  degree  of  A.  B.?  If  so,  give  the 
name  of  the  college  of  which  he  is  a  graduate.  If  not  a  college 
graduate,  has  he  had  the  equivalent  of  a  college  course?  If  not, 
send  a  detailed  statement  of  his  previous  studies  and  career.  Has 
he  been  recommended  to  Synod  by  his  church  council?  Has  he 
thoroughly  committed  Luther’s  Small  Catechism  to  memory  ? 
Has  he  read  a  copy  of  the  rules?  Does  he  accept  the  require¬ 
ments  contained  in  them?  What  is  the  smallest  amount  required 
for  his  needs,  in  addition  to  all  other  resources  at  his  command, 
for  the  Board’s  fiscal  year  ending  May  ist  next?  Does  he  ex¬ 
pect  aid  during  the  year  from  any  other  Educational  funds?  If 
so,  how  much?  And  from  what  sources? 

3.  Every  candidate  seeking  aid  from  the  funds  of  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Education  is  required  to  set  forth  in  a  paper  over 
his  own  signature  the  extent  of  his  inability  to  provide  for  him¬ 
self  the  necessary  funds  for  his  education.  The  same  paper  shall 
contain  his  pledge  that  he  will  refund  to  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Education  all  moneys  received  by  him  therefrom  in  any  of  the 
contingencies  mentioned  in  Rule  III.,  Section  7. 

4.  No  candidate  shall  be  received  by  the  Board  who  has  not 
been  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church  for  at  least  one  year; 
who  has  not  been  recommended  to  the  Synod  by  the  council  of 
the  church  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  who  is  not  sufficiently 
advanced  in  study  to  enter  college,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 
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III. — Scholars  hips. 

1.  The  annual  scholarships  to  candidates  shall  usually  be  the 
same  in  amount  for  theological  and  collegiate  students,  and  shall 
not  exceed  $150.00. 

2.  These  scholarships  shall  be  paid  to  a  student  only  on  the 
reception  of  particular  and  satisfactory  reports  from  his  pro¬ 
fessors,  embracing  the  following  points:  Christian  character? 
Scholarship?  Rhetorical  ability?  Diligence?  Economy? 

3.  No  payment  shall  be  made  until  it  shall  have  been  acknowl¬ 
edged  by  a  receipt  signed  by  the  candidate  or  by  the  person  author¬ 
ized  by  him  to  receive  it.  And  this  receipt  shall  contain  a  covenant 
to  return  the  amount  given,  with  interest,  in  case  he,  of  his  own 
accord,  turn  aside  from  his  ministerial  calling  before  ordination, 
or,  having  been  ordained,  within  ten  years  of  that  date. 

4.  In  order  to  make  the  times  for  payments  correspond  with 
the  date  when  reports  can  most  readily  be  secured  from  the  pro¬ 
fessors,  the  first  payment  shall  be  made  on  or  about  the  first  of 
November,  and  the  second  on  or  about  the  first  of  March. 

5.  The  Board  will  in  no  case  be  responsible  for  the  debts  of 
students.  The  scholarship  shall  be  first  applied  to  the  payment 
of  college  or  seminary  dues  and  boarding. 

6.  The  payments  to  the  candidate  shall  cease  regularly  at  the 
close  of  the  collegiate  year,  when  the  time  for  which  he  was 
recommended  by  the  Synod  has  expired,  and  also  if  it  is  deter¬ 
mined  that  he  is  suffering  from  prolonged  ill  health,  which  may 
unfit  him  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  or  if  his  private  circum¬ 
stances  enable  him  to  dispense  with  assistance ;  or  if  he  has  been 
manifestly  improvident,  or  has  contracted  debts  without  reason¬ 
able  prospect  of  payment,  or  if  he  has  married  since  the  last  pay¬ 
ment,  or  if  his  grades  shall  average  less  than  80,  or  below  65  in 
any  study,  further  payments  shall  be  forfeited. 

7.  The  sums  of  money  appropriated  by  the  Board  shall  be  re¬ 
funded  to  it,  with  interest,  in  case  a  student  fails  to  enter  on  or 
continue  in  the  work  of  the  Lutheran  ministry  in  the  General 
Synod  at  least  ten  years  (unless  it  appears  that  he  is  providen¬ 
tially  prevented),  or  if  he  ceases  to  adhere  to  the  faith  of  the 
Lutheran  Church,  or  if  he  changes  his  place  of  study  contrary  to 
the  directions  of  the  Board,  or  continue  to  prosecute  his  studies  at 
an  institution  not  approved  by  it,  or  if  he  withdraws  his  connec¬ 
tion  from  the  Church  of  which  this  Board  is  the  agent. 

8.  A  scholarship  afforded  by  the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  through  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education,  is  to  be  re¬ 
garded  by  the  candidate  who  receives  its  benefit  as  the  Church’s 
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cheerful  contribution  to  facilitate  and  expedite  his  preparation  for 
the  holy  ministry,  and  may  be  accepted  as  a  gift  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  he  is  thereby  simply  obligated  to  a  warmer  interest 
in  her  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  and 
especially  to  the  use  of  the  means  necessary  to  instruct  and  stimu¬ 
late  her  members  in  the  duty  of  multiplying  and  sending  forth 
preachers  of  the  gospel  of  salvation  to  all  the  world.  If,  however, 
any  candidate  should  prefer  to  receive  it  as  a  loan,  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education  is  given  authority  to  lend  the  amount  with¬ 
out  interest,  and  to  give  the  borrower  a  credit  of  $100.00  for 
each  year  of  service  spent,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  education, 
upon  a  mission  field  at  home  or  abroad. 

9.  While  the  Church,  in  providing  scholarships  for  her  candi¬ 
dates,  makes  no  specific  conditions  as  to  the  particular  kind  of 
service  in  the  ministry  which  they  will  be  expected  to  render 
upon  the  completion  of  their  theological  training,  nor  as  to  the 
character  or  situation  of  the  place  where  they  shall  labor,  never¬ 
theless  her  judgment  is  that  they  ought  to  cultivate  a  mission¬ 
ary  spirit,  as  Christlike,  apostolic  and  timely,  and  that  it  would 
be  highly  becoming  in  them,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances,  to 
offer  their  services,  at  the  conclusion  of  their  education,  for  work 
in  missionary  fields,  ever  remembering  the  abounding  destitution 
in  our  own  country  as  well  as  in  foreign  lands ;  the  peculiar  fitness 
of  young  men  for  such  work;  the  honor,  privilege  and  advantage 
pertaining  to  it;  the  natural  expectations  of  the  Church  which 
has  trained  them  in  the  hope  that  they  would  endure  hardness 
as  good  soldiers ;  and,  above  all,  the  spirit  of  the  last  command 
of  our  ascended  Lord. 

IV. — Care  of  Candidates. 

1.  A  candidate  shall  be  required,  except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
and  then  only  with  the  explicit  permission  of  this  Board,  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  thorough  course  of  study,  preparatory  to  that  of  theology, 
in  Lutheran  institutions ;  and,  when  prepared,  to  pursue  a  three 
years’  course  of  theological  studies  in  some  seminary  connected 
with  the  General  Synod,  and  no  work  of  preaching  shall  be  allowed 
to  interfere  with  the  diligent  and  faithful  prosecution  of  their 
prescribed  studies  until  the  close. 

2.  The  Board  can  rely  only  upon  the  Education  Committee  of 
each  Synod  for  the  regular  care  of  its  own  candidates,  which 
should  include  the  constant  exercise  of  a  parental  oversight  over 
them  in  spiritual  things,  and  the  bestowment  of  the  counsel  they 
need  as  to  their  mode  of  preparation,  their  plan  of  study,  their 
trials,  and  the  occupation  of  their  time,  while  not  engaged  in 
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study,  in  employments  which  will  tend  to  qualify  them  for  effec¬ 
tive  usefulness  as  pastors. 

3.  The  Board  shall  assist  the  Synod  in  its  care  of  candidates 
by  furnishing  annually  to  the  Education  Committee  a  summary 
of  information  from  the  professors’  reports  as  to  the  standing  of 
each  student;  and  the  General  Secretary  shall  exercise  a  general 
supervisory  care  over  them,  also  visit  and  address  them,  when 
practicable,  at  the  institutions  where  they  are  attending,  in  regard 
to  their  duties  and  the  claims  of  the  office  which  they  have  in  view. 

4.  The  recommendation  of  each  candidate  must  be  annually 
renewed  by  his  Synod,  in  connection  with  one  from  the  council 
of  the  church  of  which  he  is  a  member,  unless  waived  by  the 
Board,  and  a  specification  must  be  made  of  the  actual  amount 
needed  by  him ;  and  until  the  notification  of  these  points  has  been 
received  a  student  will  not  be  considered  as  upon  the  roll  for  the 
year. 

5.  Recommendations,  or  renewals  of  them,  made  by  an  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee  in  the  interim  of  the  sessions  of  a  Synod,  shall 
be  received  as  sufficient,  provided  its  action  is  reported  to  the 
Synod  at  the  next  session  and  not  countermanded  to  the  Board. 

6.  If  at  any  time  there  be  discovered  in  a  student  such  defect 
in  capacity,  diligence  and  especially  in  piety,  as  would  render  his 
introduction  into  the  ministry  a  doubtful  measure,  it  shall  be  the 
sacred  duty  of  the  Board  to  communicate  without  delay  the  in¬ 
formation  received  to  the  Education  Committee  of  his  Synod ; 
and  if,  on  careful  inquiry  on  the  part  of  the  Synod,  no  satisfactory 
explanation  of  the  defect  can  be  obtained,  or  if  no  response  be 
received  by  the  Board  from  the  Synod  or  from  its  Committee  on 
Education  within  the  current  quarter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  to  withdraw  its  aid  altogether. 

7.  Special  care  should  be  exercised  by  the  Synod  in  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  students  who  are  about  to  enter  upon  the  theological 
course,  and  this  examination  should  be  conducted  by  the  Synod, 
and  be  entirely  satisfactory  as  to  the  real  piety  of  the  students 
and  the  motives  which  have  influenced  them  to  desire  the  sacred 
office,  before  they  are  allowed  to  take  the  final  step  toward  assum¬ 
ing  its  great  responsibilities. 

8.  Students  at  Breklum  Seminary,  Breklum,  Germany,  shall  be 
eligible  to  aid,  their  Faculty  to  act  in  place  of  the  Education 
Committee  of  a  Synod. 

V. — Particular  Duties  of  Candidates. 

1.  Inasmuch  as  the  great  aim  of  the  Church  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education  is  the  increase  of 
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holy  and  faithful  preachers  of  the  gospel,  the  young  men  who 
look  to  this  work  are  earnestly  and  affectionately  reminded  that 
all  intellectual  acquisitions  are  of  little  value  without  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  piety,  and  that  they  are  expected  and  required  to  pay 
special  attention  to  the  practical  duties  of  religion,  such  as  reading 
the  Scriptures,  secret  prayer  and  meditation,  attendance  at  regu¬ 
lar  divine  services  on  the  Lord’s  Day  and  during  the  week,  en¬ 
deavors  to  promote  the  salvation  of  others,  and  the  exhibition  at 
all  times  of  a  pious  and  consistent  example. 

2.  Inasmuch  as  the  scholarships  granted  by  the  Board  will 
necessarily  fall  short  of  a  full  support  of  the  students,  it  will  be 
expected  that  they  and  their  friends  will  make  all  proper  exer¬ 
tions  to  supply  whatever  may  be  wanting. 

3.  When  a  student  shall  find  it  necessary  to  relinquish  study 
for  a  time  in  order  to  increase  his  means  for  support  by  teaching 
or  otherwise,  he  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  Board ;  and  if,  when  given,  he 
shall  not  be  absent  from  study  more  than  three  months,  his 
scholarship  will  be  continued,  but  if  longer,  it  will  be  discontinued, 
or  continued  in  part,  according  to  circumstances. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  candidate  connected  with  the 
Board  to  report  himself,  soon  after  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  to  the  Education  Committee  of  his  Synod  as  to  his  progress, 
wants  and  prospects ;  and  when  any  of  the  requisitions  of  the 
Board  which  affect  him  may  not  be  carried  out  by  teachers  or 
others,  it  shall  become  his  duty  to  see  that  they  are  attended  to, 
that  delays  and  losses  to  himself  may  be  prevented. 

5.  The  acceptance  of  a  scholarship  by  a  student  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  expressing  a  promise  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Board.  The  Board’s  uniform  blanks,  in  har¬ 
mony  with  these  rules,  for  Candidates,  Councils,  Synods  and  Pro¬ 
fessors  shall  always  be  used. 

VI. — Exceptional  Cases. 

1.  The  Board  will  not  ordinarily  take  under  its  care  as  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  ministry  any  who  have  not  completed  a  course  pre¬ 
paratory  to  college.  If  exceptional  cases  are  recommended  by 
Synods  the  Board  should  be  certified  that  there  has  been  a  sea¬ 
son  of  thorough  trial  and  approval  under  competent  teachers 
through  two  or  three  years. 

2.  Such  students  are  not  to  expect  the  benefit  of  scholarships 
for  more  than  two  years  before  entering  college. 

It  was  voted  to  consider  seriatim. 
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Resolution  I  adopted. 

Resolution  2  amended  to  read  “two-thirds”  instead  of  a 
majority. 

Resolution  2  was  further  amended  to  read  “November 
1st,  1912,”  instead  of  September  1st,  1912. 

Adopted  as  amended.  (See  p.  124.) 

It  was  voted  that  should  this  plan  be  adopted,  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  administer  it  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Synod. 

Supplementary  report  of  the  Board  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Kauffman,  D.  D.,  chairman  of  Committee  to 
report  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Inner  Missions 
and  Rescue  Work,  which  was  presented  to  the  Ninth  Ses¬ 
sion  of  Synod,  reported  as  follows : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Inner  Missions  and  Rescue  Work. 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  document,  signed 
by  Rev.  V.  A.  M.  Mortensen,  and  purporting  to  be  a  report  on 
Inner  Mission  and  Rescue  Work,  beg  leave  to  present  certain  facts 
in  connection  therewith,  in  order  that  the  matter  may  be  clearly  set 
forth  in  all  its  bearings. 

At  the  Richmond  Convention,  1909,  in  connection  with  a  series  of 
resolutions  upon  the  subject,  it  was  ordered  that  a  committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  of  Inner  Mis¬ 
sions  and  Rescue  Work.  Said  committee  was  appointed,  but,  owing 
to  certain  conditions  not  necessary  here  to  be  rehearsed,  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  refused  to  serve,  and  the  President  of  the 
General  Synod,  being  satisfied  that  these  conditions  did  not  war¬ 
rant  the  appointment  of  other  brethren  to  these  vacancies,  thought 
it  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  allow  the  committee  to  remain 
unprovided  for  until  such  time  as  the  General  Synod  might  take 
the  matter  under  further  advisement. 

The  Rescue  League  referred  to  in  the  series  of  resolutions,  as 
noted  above,  was  an  organization  then  doing  work  in  Chicago. 
This  organization,  for  some  reason,  was  abandoned,  and  later  it 
developed  that  Rev.  Mortensen  was  operating  in  New  York  sup¬ 
posedly  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Conference  of  the  Synod 
of  New  York.  It  is  needless  to  follow  the  matter  farther  than  to 
say  that  the  chairman  and  only  remaining  member  of  the  com- 
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mittee  changed  his  base  of  operations  and  carried  on  his  work 
without  warrant  from  this  body  and  against  the  advice  of  the 
officers  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  report  offered  by  the  brother  is  simply  a  cursory  review  of 
miscellaneous  acts  reformatory,  charitable  and  otherwise,  and  with¬ 
out  any  authentic  financial  exhibit,  and  not  in  harmony  with  the 
resolution  under  which  he  and  the  rest  of  the  committee  were 
appointed. 

Your  committee  therefore  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  this  General  Synod  disclaims  any  responsibility  for  the 
acts  of  Rev.  Mortensen  during  the  interim  of  Synod,  and  hereby 
expresses  this  principle  that  the  individual  work,  such  as  he  pro¬ 
fesses  to  do,  should  be  under  the  control  of  some  organization,  and 
that  organization  should  not  interfere  with  any  existing  institution 
engaged  in  similar  work. 

2.  That  since  the  General  Synod  has  appointed  a  committee,  this 
entire  matter  be  referred  to  said  committee. 

Respectfully  submitted,  J.  C.  KAUFFMAN,  Chairman. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Teaching  of  Catechetics  and  Pedagogy. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented  by  Dr.  G.  U. 
Wenner,  on  behalf  of  the  Synod  of  New  York: 

Whereas,  The  ability  to  teach  the  young  is  a  prime  requisite  for 
pastors  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church ; 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  instructed  to  confer 
earnestly  with  the  management  of  the  theological  seminaries  of  the 
General  Synod  for  the  purpose  of  securing  in  their  courses  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  subject  of  catechetics  and  general  pedagogy  on  an  equality 
with  the  subject  of  homiletics. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  instructed  to  report 
the  results  of  such  conferences  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  District  Synods  be  hereby  urged  to  test  all 
candidates  for  admission  to  the  pastorate  upon  catechetics  and  gen¬ 
eral  pedagogy  with  the  same  care  that  is  given  to  the  subject  of 
homiletics,  counting  the  efficiency  in  the  former  as  grave  as  they 
now  count  deficiency  in  homiletics. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Mr.  B.  C.  Bowman,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ap¬ 
portionment,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was 
adopted : 


Report  of  Apportionment  Committee  for  1912-1913. 
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Rev.  Frank  P.  Manhart,  D.  D.,  offered  the  following: 

Centenary  of  Rev.  C.  F.  W.  Walther,  D.  D. 

Whereas,  The  coming  twenty-fifth  of  October  will  be  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  Rev.  C.  F.  W.  Walther, 
D.  D. ;  and, 

Whereas,  Dr.  Walther,  after  passing  his  early  life  in  the  Ger¬ 
man  Fatherland,  the  land  of  his  nativity,  and  after  his  profound 
religious  experiences  and  his  university  education  there,  came  to 
America,  in  1838;  and 

Whereas,  Dr.  Walther  was  an  ardent  lover  of  his  adopted  land, 
and  of  our  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  by  many  years  of 
indefatigable  labors,  with  his  marvelous  gifts  as  preacher,  teacher 
and  leader,  became  one  of  the  greatest  religious  personalities  the 
Church  in  America  has  had,  so  that  his  influence  is  not  only  para¬ 
mount  in  the  great  body  of  Lutherans  bearing  the  name  Synodical 
Conference,  but  has  been  largely  felt  by  all  Lutherans  and  by  many 
others  in  America ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod,  in  recognition  of  the  eminent 
life,  character  and  services  of  this  great  prince  of  God,  and  of  our 
Lutheran  Church,  advises  its  pastors  and  institutions  of  learning, 
during  this  centenary  year  of  his  birth,  to  take  fitting  notice  of  the 
services  of  this  great  historic  character  in  American  Lutheranism, 
and  that  it  further  expresses  its  pious  and  Christian  desire  that 
there  should  be  a  better  understanding  and  more  fraternal  rela¬ 
tions  between  those  Lutherans  in  America  who  look  directly  to  Dr. 
Walther  as  their  great  providential  leader,  and  all  other  Lutherans 
in  America  who  share  with  them  the  common  heritage  of  name,  of 
historic  faith,  and  of  mission  in  America  and  the  world. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Your  committee  submit  the  following: 

INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE  FOR  PERSECUTED  JEWS  AND  ARMENIANS. 

Whereas,  The  United  States  of  America  is,  by  its  geographical 
position,  isolated  from  the  political  complications  of  European  coun¬ 
tries  ;  and 

Whereas,  America  has  taken  a  leading  position  among  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  international  harmony  and  peace  ;  and 

Whereas,  Several  European  nations  are  already  pledged  by  the 
treaty  of  Berlin  to  protect  Jews  in  Roumania,  and  Armenians  in 
Turkey;  and 
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Whereas,  The  long  neglect  of  these  pressing  obligations  has  been, 
and  is,  a  blot  upon  civilization,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
respectfully  request  and  urge  President  Taft  to  call  an  inter¬ 
national  conference,  with  power  to  consider  and  act  for  the 
protection  of  Jews  in  Roumania;  and,  giving  recognition  of  the 
reforms  already  happily  accomplished  and  under  way,  by  the  new 
constitutional  government  in  Turkey,  to  take  cognizance  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  condition  of  the  Armenians. 

INTER-CHURCH  FEDERATION. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  General  Synod  be  called  to 
the  Inter-Church  Federation,  which  has  for  its  purposes  the  express¬ 
ing  of  the  fellowship  of  Christian  churches  in  Jesus  Christ  as  their 
Divine  Lord  and  Saviour,  advancing  the  cause  of  charity,  protect¬ 
ing  the  interests  of  the  Lord’s  Day,  temperance,  law  and  order  and 
social  purity,  especially  among  the  young,  building  up  public  opinion 
in  support  of  civic  righteousness,  and,  in  general,  securing  other 
advances  and  religious  betterment.  If  local  Federations  are  to  be 
organized,  it  shall  be  upon  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Inter-Church 
Conference  on  Federation  of  thirty  denominations  held  in  New 
York,  1905,  and  approved  by  the  General  Synod,  and  reaffirmed  and 
promulgated  by  the  First  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ 
in  America,  held  in  Philadelphia,  1908. 

PROFESSIONAL  EVANGELISM. 

In  view  of  God’s  abundant  blessing,  manifest  in  large  measure 
throughout  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  our  growth  in  numbers,  our 
development  in  the  spiritual  graces  of  giving  and  living,  as  shown 
by  all  the  reports  that  have  come  to  this  Convention  of  the  General 
Synod, 

Resolved,  That  we  bespeak  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  laity,  even 
greater  loyalty  and  devotion  to  that  system  of  faith  and  procedure 
which  is  the  historical  legacy  of  our  Church,  its  badge  of  distinction 
and  its  assurance  of  future  vitality;  and  that,  therefore,  in  the 
interests  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  the  reverence  and  sacred¬ 
ness  attaching  to  our  holy  religion,  we  must  deprecate,  as  far  as  our 
pastors  and  churches  are  concerned,  any  community  of  action  which 
tends  to  identify  our  churches  before  the  community  as  advocates 
of  those  methods  to  us  unhistoric,  undignified  and  superficial  which 
are  adopted  by  many  itinerant  evangelists.  On  the  contrary,  we 
urge  faithful  gospel  preaching  and  pastoral  oversight,  that  by  these 
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means  of  God’s  own  appointment  our  congregations  may  be  quick¬ 
ened  and  the  people  strengthened  toward  faith  and  holy  living. 

lord’s  day  observance. 

In  view  of  the  widespread  disregard  of  the  Lord’s  Day  on  the  part 
of  vast  multitudes  of  our  people,  as  evidenced  in  the  encroachments 
of  commercialism,  worldly  amusements  and  social  pleasures ;  and  in 
view  of  the  indifference  of  many  professing  Christians  to  the 
sanctity  and  duties  of  this  holy  day ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we  reiterate  and  emphasize  our  historic  position 
regarding  the  divine  obligation  of  the  Lord’s  Day;  and  that  we  call 
upon  our  pastors  and  people  to  recognize  the  sanctity  of  the  day, 
and  to  refrain  from  conduct  in  business  and  social  life  on  that  day 
as  is  calculated  to  deny  its  sacred  character  and  weaken  its  binding 
force ;  but  on  the  contrary  to  do  all  in  their  power  as  Christians  and 
citizens  to  have  these  principles  engrafted  upon  our  statute  books 
and  upon  the  hearts  and  lives  of  all  our  people. 

CONDOLENCE. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  learned  with  profound  regret  and 
sorrow  of  the  tragic  bereavement  which  befell  two  of  its  members, 
our  esteemed  brethren,  Rev.  P.  C.  Croll,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  C.  L.  Fleck, 
and  hereby  expresses  its  heartfelt  sympathy  for  these  brethren  and 
their  families  in  their  affliction,  and  pray  that  they  may  find  sure 
consolation  and  comfort  in  the  blessed  promises  of  our  loving 
heavenly  Father. 

Resolved,  That  this  General  Synod  hereby  reaffirms  the  action 
taken  by  a  former  General  Synod  regarding  ministers  of  the  gospel 
who,  in  the  possession  of  health  and  strength,  have  abandoned  the 
work  of  the  ministry  and  turned  aside  to  secular  pursuits.  In  the 
judgment  of  this  body,  the  Synods  with  which  such  men  are  con¬ 
nected,  in  compliance  with  the  action  above  referred  to,  should 
require  a  return  of  their  ordination  papers  until  such  time  as  they 
are  again  prepared  to  resume  their  work  as  pastors. 

Resolved,  That  the  Common  Service  Committee  be  instructed  to 
take  into  consideration  the  matter  of  using  the  phrases  “descended 
into  hell”  and  “Holy  Catholic  Church,”  where  the  phrases  “place  of 
departed  Spirits”  and  “Holy  Christian  Church”  now  appear  in  the 
Church  service  and  other  publications  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  General  Synod  that  no 
Board  should  administer  any  funds  for  any  purpose  whatever  to 
which  it  cannot  give  its  unqualified  endorsement. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  General  Synod  that  in 
the  appointment  to  the  Boards  no  person  should  be  appointed  on 
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more  than  one  Board  for  the  biennium,  and  that  in  the  appointment 
of  standing  committees  by  the  President  of  the  General  Synod  there 
should  be  as  little  duplication  as  possible. 

Resolved ,  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  pastor  and 
members  of  Luther  Place  Memorial  Church  for  the  use  of  their 
church  for  the  sessions  of  the  General  Synod ;  to  the  pastors  and 
members  of  our  churches  of  this  city  for  their  general  hospitality; 
to  the  choirs  of  the  various  Lutheran  churches  for  the  excellent 
music  rendered  at  the  various  services ;  to  the  local  committee  of 
arrangements  for  the  ample  provision  made  for  our  comfort  and 
convenience ;  to  the  Deaconess  Board  for  the  excursion  to  Balti¬ 
more  on  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  newly-erected  Mother- 
house,  and  to  the  ladies  of  the  Lutheran  churches  of  the  same  city 
for  the  generous  provision  for  the  material  wants  of  the  “inner 
man” ;  to  the  local  press  for  the  satisfactory  reports  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  Synod;  and  to  all  others  who  in  any  way  have  contributed  to 
make  this  session  of  Synod  so  pleasant. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby 
is,  instructed  to  pay  to  the  sexton  of  Luther  Place  Memorial  Church 
the  sum  of  $25.00  for  services  rendered. 

Resolved,  That  the  various  Boards  of  the  General  Synod  be 
instructed  hereafter  to  furnish  the  members  of  the  General  Synod 
printed  copies  of  their  reports  to  be  made  at  the  approaching  meet¬ 
ing,  at  least  one  week  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod.

D.,  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  great  effort  to  abolish  war  as  an  anachro¬ 
nism  in  Christian  civilization,  the  Christian  Church,  as  the  teacher  of 
a  morality  founded  upon  the  religion  of  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and 
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the  brotherhood  of  man,  should  take  the  leadership,  and  not  leave  it 
to  non-religious  and  ethical  agencies. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  hail  with  enthusiastic  approval  the  proposal 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  Great  Britain,  France  and 
Germany  the  establishment  of  a  treaty  for  the  settlement  of  inter¬ 
national  disputes,  not  excluding  those  of  so-called  honor,  or  of  any 
nature,  by  arbitration,  and  trust  and  pray  that  this  effort  may  prove 
effective,  and  that  thereby  the  barbaric  and  inhuman  practice  of  war 
may  be  forever  ended,  and  that  there  may  prevail  universally  among 
men  the  blessings  of  peace. 

These  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  Synod  adjourned.

THIRTEENTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  June  14,  2  p.  m. 

The  Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Rev. 
P.  C.  Boysen  offered  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Board  of  Pub¬ 
lication,  and  of  the  Twelfth  Session  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

The  Committee  of  Reference  and  Council  reported  the 
order  for  the  afternoon.  The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Synod  adjourned  that  the  Historical  Society  might 
meet. 

After  the  meeting  of  the  Historical  Society,  the  Synod 
resumed  its  sessions. 

Dr.  V.  G.  A.  Tressler  reported  for  the  committee  to 
nominate  representatives  in  the  Federal  Council.  It  was 
adopted.  (See  List  of  Committees.) 

Rev.  D.  H.  Bauslin,  D.  D.,  submitted  the  following  re¬ 
port  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  other 

Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  there  have  been  placed 
in  their  hands: 
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1.  The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  C.  A.  Freed,  of  Columbia,  S.  C., 
the  fraternal  delegate  of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South  to  this  body. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  Brother  Freed  is  present  to  present  the 
greetings  of  our  brethren  in  the  Synod  of  the  South. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Grenoble,  our  delegate  to  the 
United  Norwegian  Synod.  We  recommend  that  this  report  be  read 
before  this  body,  and  that  we  hereby  express  our  gratification  at  the 
cordial  reception  accorded  our  representative  by  our  Norwegian 
brethren. 

Report  of  the  Fraternal  Delegate  to  the  United  Norwegian 

Lutheran  Church. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  as  Fraternal  Delegate  from 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  to  the  twen¬ 
tieth  annual  convention  of  the  United  Norwegian  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I,  as  alternate,  in 
the  absence  of  the  regular  delegate,  Rev.  F.  D.  Altman,  D.  D.,  per¬ 
formed  the  duty  imposed  upon  me  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

The  body  to  which  I  was  sent  met  June  8th  to  15th,  1910,  in  the 
Swedish  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Of 
this  honorable  body,  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Dahl,  D.  D.,  was  President,  and 
the  Rev.  Jens  C.  Roseland,  Secretary.  On  the  morning  of  the  second 
day  of  the  convention  I  presented  my  credentials,  and  on  the  fore¬ 
noon  of  the  same  day  I  was  given  the  courtesy  of  the  floor,  at  which 
time  it  was  my  privilege  and  great  pleasure  to  extend  to  that  excel¬ 
lent  Christian  body  the  greetings  and  goodwill  of  the  General  Synod. 

Your  representative  was  given  a  most  cordial  reception,  and  a 
kindly  and  earnest  hearing.  The  President  appointed  the  Secretary, 
Rev.  Jens  C.  Roseland,  to  give  the  response,  which  was  an  expression 
of  the  most  cordial  goodwill  and  kindly  feeling  of  the  United  Nor¬ 
wegian  Synod  toward  the  General  Synod. 

This  Norwegian  body  is  made  up  of  a  progressive,  earnest  and 
devout  Christian  ministry  and  laymen.  Their  work,  which  is  prin¬ 
cipally  in  the  Northwest,  has  been  eminently  successful.  The  United 
Norwegian  Synod  was  organized  in  1890,  and  now  constitutes  a  com¬ 
municant  membership  of  161,964,  with  1464  congregations  and  550 
pastors. 

In  their  confessional  basis  and  their  spirit  of  aggressiveness,  they 
most  closely  resemble  the  General  Synod,  and  it  may  well  be  con¬ 
fidently  hoped  that  in  the  future  the  General  Synod  and  the  United 
Norwegian  Synod  may  enjoy  a  closer  affiliation.

3.  We  have  received  the  credentials  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Burk- 
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halter,  of  Galion,  Ohio,  the  delegate  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  to  this  body.  He  states  his  purpose  to  be  here  to 
present  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  body  he  represents. 

4.  Rev.  Dr.  Luther  Kuhlman  was  appointed  delegate  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  recently  assembled  at 
Atlantic  City.  Dr.  Kuhlman  has  placed  in  our  hands  his  report,  as 
here  follows: 

“Having  been  appointed  by  this  body  at  the  meeting  in  Richmond, 
Ind.,  1909,  to  bear  fraternal  greetings  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  I  desire  to  report  that  I  performed  this 
pleasant  duty  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  recently  held 
at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  It  is  not  possible  in  this  very  brief  report  to 
call  attention,  in  detail,  to  the  splendid  success  with  which  this 
strong  and  aggressive  Christian  denomination  is  pressing  its  work 
in  this  land,  and  in  the  great  world  mission  fields.  All  reports 
indicated  an  advance. 

“Your  representative  was  given  a  cordial  reception  and  appreciative 
hearing. 

“The  necessary  expenses  involved  were  $16.00,  for  which  amount 
an  order  is  asked.

5.  We  have  had  placed  in  our  hands  also  the  report  of  the  Rev. 
Paul  Zeller  Strodach,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  the  delegate  from  this  body 
to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 
The  report  is  as  follows  : 

“Your  delegate  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States,  begs  to  report  that  he  attended  the  sessions  of 
that  body  held  recently  in  Canton,  Ohio,  and  presented  the  greet¬ 
ings  of  our  General  Synod.  The  reception  accorded  him,  as  well  as 
the  response  of  their  President,  Dr.  Good,  were  very  cordial.

6.  We  herewith  present  also  the  report  of  our  delegate  to  the 
Reformed  (Dutch)  Church  of  America: 

“The  undersigned  has  rarely  had  a  more  pleasant  duty  than  that 
which  fell  to  him  as  delegate  from  this  body  to  the  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  America,  which  is  accustomed  to  meet  annually 
in  the  month  of  June  at  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  down  by  the  sea. 

“It  was  pleasant  to  tell  those  brethren  how  great  and  good  we  are, 
how  many  there  are  of  us  in  the  General  Synod,  how  many  Lutherans 
there  are  in  this  country — all  meeting  together  amicably  and  har¬ 
moniously  in  the  Almanac  and  Year  Book — and  how  many  Lutherans 
there  are  in  the  world,  albeit  it  was  not  concealed  from  them  that 
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in  our  ecclesiastical  household  the  room  for  improvement  is  one  of 
the  largest  rooms  we  have. 

“It  was  pleasant  to  learn  also  that  the  brethren  visited  have  a  spirit 
akin  to  our  own,  that  they  are  trying  to  be  good  and  to  do  good, 
that  they  are  liberal  with  their  money  and  diligent  and  resourceful 
in  their  work  for  the  good  of  men.

The  following  report  of  the  Gettysburg  Seminary  was  pre¬ 
sented  : 

Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 

Gettysburg. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  respectfully  presents  the  following  report: 

1.  Real  Estate. — The  Seminary  plant  of  forty  acres  of  land,  beauti¬ 
fully  situated,  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  town  and  surrounding 
country,  consists  of  two  large  buildings,  five  professors’  houses,  and 
a  refectory  recently  built,  of  fine  proportions  and  massive  appearance, 
at  a  cost  of  $15,000.00.  The  entire  property  is  unencumbered. 

2.  Endowment. — The  invested  funds  of  the  Seminary  amount,  in 
round  numbers,  to  $260,000.00,  the  endowment  being  increased  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year  about  $50,000.00. 

3.  Faculty. — The  faculty  consists  of  five  professors.  Prof.  T.  C. 
Billheimer,  D.  D.,  for  nineteen  years  instructor  in  Hebrew  and  Old 
Testament  Interpretation,  was  made  Professor  Emeritus  at  the  re¬ 
cent  meeting  of  the  Board.  Rev.  H.  C.  Alleman,  D.  D.,  of  Philadel- 
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phia,  has  been  elected  his  successor,  and  will  assume  the  duties  of 
the  chair  in  September. 

4.  Students. — Fifty-three  students  were  in  attendance  during  the 
past  year.  Of  this  number,  sixteen  were  graduated  in  May,  leaving 
thirty-seven  on  the  roll.  All  the  graduates  but  three  had  received 
calls  before  commencement. 

5.  Lectures. — The  annual  lecture  on  the  “Augsburg  Confession”  on 
the  Holman  Foundation  was  delivered  by  Rev.  John  Aberly,  D.  D., 
of  India,  in  1910,  and  by  Rev.  L.  B.  Wolf,  D.  D.,  General  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  in  1911.  In  addition  to  these,  a 
number  of  interesting  lectures  on  various  phases  of  church  life  and 
work  were  delivered  by  prominent  ministers.

Whereas,  Christian  courtesy  calls  for  a  recognition  on  our  part 
of  this  commendable  purpose. 

Therefore,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  Commission  asked 
for  be  appointed,  and  further  recommend  that  the  following  shall 
constitute  the  Commission :  Rev.  J.  B.  Remensnyder,  D.  D.,  LL.

Report  of  Committee  on  Young  People’s  Missionary  Movement. 

We,  your  Committee  on  the  Young  People’s  Missionary  Move¬ 
ment,  must  content  ourselves  at  this  time  with  reporting  the  efforts 
we  have  made  to  advance  the  work  or  cause  of  the  Young  People’s 
Missionary  Movement,  rather  than  reporting  large  results  and 
fruitage  of  our  labors.  As  is  to  be  expected,  the  launching  of  a 
new  movement  in  the  Church  is  not  an  easy  task. 

During  the  past  two  years  this  Young  People’s  Missionary 
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Movement  has  not  accomplished  all  that  the  committee  desired 
and  hoped  it  would.  Efforts  were  continued,  throughout  the  bien¬ 
nium,  by  an  extensive  correspondence  and  by  conferences,  to  in¬ 
terest  the  pastors  and  Young  People’s  organizations  in  the  work  of 
the  Movement.  This  initial  effort  has  been  one  of  the  problems 
of  the  committee. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  the  committee  endeavored  to 
hold  two  conferences,  having  in  mind  the  practical,  rather  than  the 
spiritual ;  we  had  hoped  to  locate  one  of  these  conferences  in  the 
East,  and  the  other  in  the  middle  West.  Being  unable  to  secure  a 
place  in  the  East,  however,  only  one  of  the  conferences  was  held, 
viz.,  that  conducted  in  connection  with  the  Bible  Study  Confer¬ 
ence  at  Rock  River  Assembly,  near  Dixon,  Ill. 

Failing  in  its  efforts  to  find  a  location  during  the  second  year  of 
the  biennium,  no  convention  was  held.  The  committee  are  still  at 
work  in  efforts  to  make  known  the  object  and  plans  of  the  Move¬ 
ment,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  hold  a  conference  during  the  present 
year. 

While  the  committee  had  hoped  to  report  larger  results  at  this 
convention  of  General  Synod,  it  is  not  dismayed.  It  believes  that 
there  is  a  future  for  the  Movement  among  the  Young  People  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Were  it  proper  to  go  into  de¬ 
tails,  in  a  report  like  this,  a  number  of  results  could  be  given  from 
our  convention  held  at  Springfield,  Ohio,  in  May,  1909.  Three 
young  men,  who  have  since  entered  college  with  the  ministry  in 
view,  for  instance,  and  one  young  lady  who  has  volunteered  for 
service  in  our  Foreign  Mission  Field,  are  among  the  direct  results  of 
that  convention. 

The  committee  still  believe  that  the  things  for  which  the  Young 
People’s  Missionary  Movement  stands,  when  once  made  operative 
in  our  Young  People’s  organizations  and  Sunday  schools,  will  be 
productive  of  a  great  advance  in  the  missionary  interests  and 
operations  of  the  Church.

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

General  Synod  Treasury. 

Resolved,  That  the  apportionment  for  the  treasury  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  be  changed  from  two  to  three  cents,  and  that  the  Sec¬ 
retary  be  authorized  to  make  the  change  in  the  report  of  the  Ap¬ 
portionment  Committee.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  M.  F.  Troxell,  D.  D.,  chairman,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report : 

Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

When  God’s  people  of  old  came  to  the  appointed  feasts  held  in 
the  nation’s  civil  and  religious  capital  they  would  say,  “I  will  lift 
up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills  from  whence  cometh  my  help;  my 
help  cometh  from  the  Lord  who  hath  make  the  heavens  and  the 
earth.”  And  before  they  would  depart  from  the  city  to  return  to 
their  homes  and  duties  far  and  near  they  would  realize  with  full 
meaning  the  saying  of  the  psalmist  and  sweet  singer  of  Israel, 
“Beautiful  for  situation,  the  joy  of  the  whole  earth,  is  Mount  Zion 
— great  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to  be  praised.” 

May  we  not  come  to  some  such  realization  as  this  as  we  review 
the  state  of  the  Church  at  this  time?  Met  here  in  the  nation’s 
capital  we  have  the  right  to  remember  that  we  are  at  the  very 
heart  of  influences  that  quickly  compass  the  globe  in  their  power 
in  the  political  world ;  and  we  have  been  here  recognized  and 
greeted  as  a  very  distinctive  body  of  Christian  believers  by  the 
President  of  the  nation,  by  the  Speaker  of  Congress,  by  the  Min¬ 
ister  of  Sweden  and  others.  Thus  recognized  and  welcomed  in 
the  capital  City  of  Washington,  at  the  White  House,  home  of  the 
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executive  head  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  greeted,  received  and  made 
at  home  by  the  pastors  and  people  of  our  own  faith  in  this  fair 
and  beautiful  city,  we  do  well  to  pause  and  ask  a  reason  for  this 
gathering,  for  these  courtesies  and  greetings,  for  these  hospitalities 
and  confidences  extended  so  liberally  and  so  largely  to  those  hith¬ 
erto  strangers  as  to  face  and  name. 

The  reason  is  given  when  we  say  that  we  are  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  that  we  are  seeking  to  advance  His  kingdom 
among  men.  And  we  are  worthy  of  confidence,  welcome  and 
brotherly  kindness  in  so  far  as  we  exemplify  truly  first  the  calling, 
and  then  the  service,  belonging  to  the  said  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 
It  is  made  the  duty  of  a  standing  committee  of  this  body  to  note 
the  state  of  the  Church  as  represented  in  the  organization  of  the 
General  Synod,  and  to  formulate  a  judgment  as  to  that  state  or 
condition  at  the  present  time  in  the  knowledge  and  light  we  may 
have  had  from  every  source  available  since  the  last  biennial  session 
of  the  Synod. 

What  is  it  to  say  that  we  are  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ?  What 
do  we  mean  by  the  Church?  For  we  must  have  a  clear  conception 
of  that  before  we  may  clearly  state  the  condition  of  the  Church. 
The  Church  has  organization  as  to  form,  but  it  is  more  than  or¬ 
ganization,  it  is  life.  It  is,  therefore,  an  organism,  and  as  such 
works  through  organization,  and  becomes  a  constant  elevating  and 
progressive  force  among  men.  By  the  very  subjective  character 
of  its  nature  it  works  out  refinement,  education  and  elevation  for 
its  members.  The  Church  is  a  fertile  agency  and  factor  for  human 
help  in  temporal  matters,  always  consistently  on  the  side  of  right 
and  the  rights  of  man.  It  cannot  also  be  other  than  missionary 
if  it  be  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  While  thus  out-reaching,  how¬ 
ever,  it  is  also  a  conservatory  wherein  grow  the  sweet  graces  of 
life,  and  it  is  a  hospital  wherein  the  sick  and  stricken  are  nursed 
to  health  and  wholeness.  It  is  not  an  establishment  of  popes, 
bishops,  elders  and  rulers,  not  a  building  or  temple  man-made  or 
hand-made,  but  an  organic  life,  and  that  life  God’s  life;  the  Church, 
therefore,  being  called  by  Paul  the  Church  of  the  living  God,  the 
pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is, 
then,  the  power  that  stands  for  righteousness,  love  to  God  and 
man,  commercial  honesty,  purity  of  personal  life,  mutual  helpful¬ 
ness,  rescue  and  reform,  in  a  word,  for  the  full  restoration  of  the 
image  of  God  in  man.  It  is  the  one  everlasting,  consistent,  con¬ 
serving,  saving  force  among  men.  No  wonder  that  the  ideal  of  the 
Church  became  so  visualized  to  the  psalmist  singer  of  old  that  he 
said,  “Mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  palaces,  that  ye 
may  tell  it  to  the  generation  following.” 
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How,  now,  are  we  following  up  our  calling  as  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ?  With  grateful  humility  and  becoming  grace  let  us 
gather  up  some  of  the  evidences  of  progress  and  faithfulness  for  the 
past  two  years  of  permitted  opportunity  in  our  church  life  as  in¬ 
dividuals,  as  local  churches,  as  District  Synods,  and  as  a  General 
Synod.  According  to  our  latest  compiled  reports,  the  Church  of 
our  own  organic  connection,  the  General  Synod,  includes  301,727  con¬ 
firmed  members,  an  increase  of  15,000  confirmed  members,  1776 
local  congregations,  23  District  Synods,  Sunday  schools  1679,  mem¬ 
bership  enrolled  in  Sunday  schools  288,033.  The  increase  in  Sun¬ 
day  school  membership  has  been  54,000.  If  every  member  and 
every  local  church  were  alike  interested  and  consecrated,  alike  alive 
and  in  love  with  the  Master  and  His  cause,  what  a  mighty  agency 
for  hastening  the  progress  of  gospel  peace  and  power  the  Church 
would  be.  Because  so  many  are  devoted  and  faithful,  however, 
there  is  progress  and  there  is  power.  We  are  moving  forward.  The 
kingdom  of  God  is  advancing.  The  ark  of  God  is  with  us — evident 
in  the  faithful  preaching  and  application  to  life  of  the  word  of 
God,  evident  in  the  faithful  training  of  our  children  in  the  cate¬ 
chism  by  the  pastors  and  in  the  scriptures  of  our  Sunday  school 
workers,  evident  in  the  faithful  use  of  the  holy  sacraments  of 
Baptism  and  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Christ,  evident  in  the  work 
of  missions  in  our  own  land  and  other  lands,  evident  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  education,  in  the  care  of  the  orphan  and  the  aged, 
in  the  ministries  of  the  deaconess  and  pastor  and  people  in  the 
numberless  ways  in  which  work  for  the  Master  can  be  done  and  is 
being  done  throughout  our  church  organism  made  effective  by 
organization  to-day.  Let  us  note  a  few  things  in  proof. 

As  evidence  of  the  growing  vitality  and  activity  of  our  church 
life  we  may  note  that  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  has  had  an 
increase  in  workers  in  both  India  and  Africa  from  our  own  coun¬ 
try  as  well  as  by  native  helpers.  There  are  now  some  700  native 
workers  on  our  staff  of  helpers  in  our  India  field  directed  by  our 
forces  from  this  country.  The  contributions  for  the  past  two  years 
for  Foreign  Missions  show  an  increase  over  any  other  like  period 
in  our  General  Synod  history  of  $41,563.38,  the  total  for  the  bien¬ 
nium  being  $212,260.44. 

In  the  work  of  Home  Missions  the  tabulated  results  show  229 
missions  enrolled  and  aided,  in  26  different  States  of  the  Union, 
and  in  the  bounds  of  22  District  Synods.  Of  missions  aided  28 
have  become  self-sustaining.  Our  Home  Mission  churches  have 
a  communicant  membership  of  25,000  and  Sunday  school  member¬ 
ship  of  31,000,  and  these  mission  churches  have  themselves  con¬ 
tributed  for  all  purposes  $625,000.00;  of  which  $43,000.00  has  been

for  general  benevolence.  That  is  a  fine  record  of  results  actually 
reaped. 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  reports  as  fruits  of  its  work 
donations  made  in  the  two  years  past  to  296  congregations,  loans 
made  to  33,  loans  returned  by  41,  and  total  receipts  of  $197,912.98, 
while  the  total  assets  of  the  board  now  amount  to  over  three- 
quarters  of  a  million  dollars. 

It  has  been  one  of  the  gratifying  experiences  of  life  to  many 
delegates  and  visitors  to  this  convention  of  the  General  Synod  in 
Washington  that  among  many  things  of  great  interest  they  have 
been  able  to  come  in  personal  touch  and  contact  by  visitation  with 
two  of  the  general  and  beneficent  institutions  of  the  Church,  such 
as  the  Home  for  the  Aged  in  Washington,  and  the  Deaconess  Moth- 
erhouse  in  Baltimore.  The  dedication  of  the  new  and  noble  granite 
structure  of  the  Deaconess  Board  at  this  time  in  Baltimore  has 
spoken  loudly  and  eloquently  for  this  branch  of  church  work  and 
marks  a  new  era  of  devotion  to  the  practical  ministering  which 
Jesus  loved.  It  is  good  to  know  that  there  are  now  22  Deaconesses 
and  17  probationers,  with  2  special  students  in  the  Motherhouse, 
a  total  of  41,  and  that  the  first  Sunday  of  May  is  being  observed 
now  each  year  with  encouraging  success  in  many  parts  of  the 
Church  as  Deaconess  Sunday.  The  Home  for  the  Aged  is  doing 
a  blessed  work,  and  has  been  visited  by  many  in  these  days  of  the 
Synod  who  will  keep  mindful  of  its  needs,  and  we  believe  that  the 
interest  shown  just  at  this  juncture  in  these  two  institutions  is  only 
an  indication  of  a  deepening  interest  in  all  such  inner  mission 
work  among  us.  Every  such  institution  besides  these,  now  under 
our  providential  care,  such  as  the  Loysville  Orphanage,  the  Feghtly 
Home,  the  Oesterlen  Home,  the  Nachusa  Orphanage,  the  Tabitha 
Home  and  Hospital,  have  a  deepening  place  and  interest  of  their 
own  in  the  territory  where  located  as  well  as  a  general  and  touch¬ 
ing  appeal  wherever  helpful  ministry  is  appreciated.  There  is  de¬ 
veloping  clearly,  if  slowly,  a  growing  and  abiding  interest  in  the 
cause  of  Inner  Missions  among  us  that  must  be  fruitful,  indeed; 
and  blessed  in  the  eye  and  heart  of  the  Master.  We  are  certainly, 
surely  growing  in  this  grace  also. 

The  interest  of  the  Church  in  Christian  education  is  manifest  in 
the  increased  sum  given  the  Board  of  Education  for  distribution 
to  the  seven  institutions  aided  by  it,  the  total  amount  being  the 
largest  yet  given  in  any  biennium  for  this  cause.  The  general 
education  of  the  Church  by  means  of  the  church  press,  especially 
by  the  publications  issued  by  our  own  society  or  house,  has  been 
going  on  steadily  and  is  resulting  in  a  more  intelligent  conception 
of  our  own  particular  history  and  mission  as  a  Church.  The  series 
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of  Augsburg  Sunday  School  Helps,  the  text  for  teacher-training 
books,  Lutheran  Young  People,  Lutheran  Church  Work,  Lutheran 
Woman's  Work,  and  the  missionary  publications  and  tracts,  are 
entering  more  and  more  into  the  life  of  our  people,  young  and 
old,  for  their  better  and  more  thoughtful,  loyal  development  in 
true  Christian  life  and  service.  An  increasing  number  of  our 
own  men  and  women  are  becoming  successful  writers  and  authors, 
and  this  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

Attention  should  be  called  again,  however,  to  the  limited  number 
of  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry,  or  feeling  the  call  of 
God  earnestly,  powerfully,  irresistibly  urging  them  to  this  highest 
office  given  man  to  fill.  Your  committee  would  suggest  that  every 
individual  pastor  make  it  his  earnest  and  urgent  business  to  become 
an  Elijah  to  go  after  some  Elisha  and  lay  a  hand  upon  him  and 
cast  his  mantle  about  him  in  God’s  name  for  a  good  and  useful 
successor  in  the  ministry.  Every  pastor  doing  this,  in  the  fear 
of  God  and  love  of  Christ  and  the  Church,  there  would  soon 
be  no  lack  of  men  for  the  ministry.  We  are  living  in  trying, 
stressful,  hard  days  of  commercialism  and  worldly  careers,  and 
unless  the  men  of  God  hear  and  heed  a  call  as  from  on  high  to 
perpetuate  the  holy  office  of  prophet  and  preacher  who  may  be 
expected  to  do  it? 

It  is  with  the  keenest  interest  that  we  note  the  state  of  the 
Church  with  regard  to  some  of  the  greater  general  movements  of 
our  times.  Our  people  and  pastors  as  well  as  our  general  organ¬ 
izations  have  continued  to  be  in  touch  with  the  movings  of  God 
among  all  His  people  of  every  name.  The  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement,  with  its  meetings  held  in  many  of  our  American  cities, 
and  the  World’s  Missionary  Conference,  held  at  Edinburgh,  Scot¬ 
land,  in  1910,  have  had  the  deep  interest  of  our  representative  men. 
Through  our  own  delegates  and  visitors  at  these  great  meetings,  and 
at  the  Student  Volunteer  Convention,  held  in  1910,  at  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  we  have  been  linked  with  the  world-wide  movement  of 
evangelization,  which  aims  to  make  conquest  of  all  the  world  for 
Christ,  if  possible  in  our  own  day  and  generation.  The  fond  hope 
of  seeing  this  world  brought  to  the  knowledge  and  under  the  grace 
and  power  of  the  Christ  may  not  be  fully  realized  by  us  in  our 
lifetime,  but  we  may  have  a  part  and  do  have  a  part  in  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  as  well  as  the  responsibility  of  bringing  in  the  day  the 
earlier,  when  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every  tongue  confess  Him 
whose  right  it  is  to  reign. 

It  is  good  to  note  also  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  women 
of  the  General  Synod  in  the  jubilee  celebrations  in  honor  of  the 
beginning  of  the  missionary  organization  of  woman’s  work,  held 
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this  year  throughout  our  country,  and  to  report  that  their  offerings 
toward  the  jubilee  fund  exceeded  their  expectations.  Our  Lay¬ 
men’s  Movement  has  been  forceful  in  many  places  in  aiding  both 
our  benevolent  work  and  the  local  churches  in  their  financial 
operations.  The  Brotherhood  Movement  has  come  to  a  permanent 
place  in  the  life  and  work  of  our  Church  that  will  mean  a  vast 
deal  in  giving  the  strength  and  influence  of  lay  manhood  to  the 
kingdom  of  God  directly  and  intimately  in  the  church  organism. 
The  Adult  Bible  Class  Movement  in  the  Sunday  school  is  another 
special  and  modern  development  of  active  lay  service  happily  and 
helpfully  begun  in  many  of  our  churches  which  may  well  have  the 
special  attention  and  enlisted  effort  of  our  men  already  associated 
in  the  Brotherhoods.  Coincident  with  this  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod,  here  in  the  national  capital,  we  gladly  note  the  successful 
and  enthusiastic  gathering  of  our  lay  brethren  in  the  first  conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Federal  Council  of  Lutheran  Brotherhoods,  held  June 
5th  to  7th,  1911.  This  marks,  as  we  believe,  a  new  era  of  “or¬ 
ganization  for  service,”  as  the  convention  theme  or  motto  states, 
on  the  part  of  our  men  throughout  our  entire  General  Synod.  The 
Brotherhood  Movement  is  rapidly  crystalizing  into  effective  form 
and  purpose.  It  is  destined  to  go  and  grow. 

As  we  have  been  able  to  feel  the  pulse  of  the  Church,  we  believe 
there  is  a  growing  desire  for  a  closer  fraternal  affiliation  with  all 
those  who  bear  and  share  with  us  the  honor  and  responsibility  of 
historic  ranking  among  Protestant  churches  and  peoples.  May  we 
not  express  the  hope  that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  moving  the  hearts 
of  our  people  quietly,  steadily  toward  that  day  and  hour  when  we 
may  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  and  the  bonds  o'f  peace  see  eye  to 
eye  and  face  to  face !  The  heated  controversies  are  becoming 
fewer,  the  spirit  of  fellowship  and  loving  service  is  growing.  Where 
there  are  differences  of  view  or  of  administration,  there  is  a  grow¬ 
ing  mutual  regard  and  a  wholesome  respect.  Differences  do  not 
have  in  them  so  much  of  bitterness,  agreements  are  the  more  kind 
and  sweet.  Remembering  that  it  is  not  for  us  to  become  like 
others,  but  to  be  ourselves,  by  patient,  persistent  continuance  in 
well-doing  we  will  do  that  which  God  has  commandingly  called  us 
to  do — “be  ye  steadfast,  immovable,  always  abounding  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord.”  We  may  say  it  truly,  as  we  ought  to  say  it  in  all 
humility  and  modesty,  we  of  the  General  Synod  stand  in  the  Lu¬ 
theran  family  of  churches  where  it  oft  has  been  affirmed  the 
Lutheran  family  stands  among  all  the  family  of  believers  of  what¬ 
ever  earthly  name,  in  the  golden  mean  between  all  extremes — faith 
and  works  in  happy  union,  thoroughly  evangelical  in  spirit,  there¬ 
fore  never  extreme  in  position  as  to  non-essentials ;  thoroughly 
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Christocentric  in  doctrine,  therefore  ever  turned  face-forward  to 
meet  God.  Thus  thoroughly  organized  for  service,  and  with  the 
knowledge  and  joy  of  fellowship  and  brotherhood  ties  formed 
anew  at  this  forty-fifth  biennial  convention  of  our  beloved  General 
Synod,  let  us  in  meeting  and  parting  remember  the  testimony  we 
are  to  give  alway  as  the  risen,  ascending  Head  of  the  Church 
breathes  upon  us  His  message,  “Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me, 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth.”

The  Thirty-sixth  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Mr.  President,  Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

With  gratitude  to  God,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  herewith 
submits  its  Biennial  Report  of  the  Administration  of  its  work  in 
connection  with  our  India  and  Africa  Fields. 

The  years  under  review  have  been  marked  by  many  signs  of  the 
divine  blessing,  both  on  the  home  base  and  in  the  Missions. 


I.  THE  HOME  ADMINISTRATION.

3.  Resignation  of  Missionaries. 

India. 

(1)  On  July  6th,  1909,  the  Rev.  Edwin  C.  Harris,  missionary  in 
India  for  eight  years,  because  of  circumstances  over  which  he  had 
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no  control,  wrote  to  the  Board  of  his  inability  to  return  to  the  field 
at  the  present  time.  The  Board  accepted  with  regret  his  resignation 
on  August  12th,  1909.  He  has  become  pastor  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  Sterling,  Ill. 

(2)  On  May  12th,  1909,  Miss  Ellen  B.  Schuff  terminated  her 
connection  as  a  missionary  in  the  India  Field.  Her  home  ties  and 
the  care  of  a  sick  sister  compelled  her  to  take  this  step.  She  put  in 
one  term  of  service  in  our  Educational  Work  in  India. 

Africa. 

(3)  Miss  Ruth  Garrett  resigned  her  commission  on  October  1st, 
1909,  because  of  urgent  family  duties. 

(4)  On  November  i8th,  1909,  Miss  Amelie  A.  Klein,  since  Janu¬ 
ary  29th,  1901,  missionary  in  the  African  Field,  terminated  her 
connection  with  the  Board  on  account  of  ill  health. 

4.  Missionaries  Under  Appointment. 

(1)  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Finefrock. 

On  January  6th,  1910,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Finefrock,  of  the  Senior 
class  in  the  Hamma  Divinity  School  of  Wittenberg  College,  was 
appointed  missionary  to  our  India  Field,  to  join  the  Mission  as 
soon  as  his  course  was  completed.  Owing  to  a  severe  attack  of 
typhoid  fever,  he  had  to  put  off  going  with  the  recruits  of  1910. 
Meanwhile  he  became  pastor  of  our  Lutheran  Church  at  Minerva, 
Ohio.  He  expects  to  go  out  to  India  in  the  coming  fall. 

(2)  The  Rev.  J.  D.  Curran. 

On  February  16th,  1911,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Curran,  a  Senior  in  the 
Selinsgrove  Theological  Seminary,  was  appointed  as  missionary 
to  the  Muhlenberg  Mission.  He  will  be  commissioned  and  sent  as 
soon  after  his  graduation  as  convenient  arrangements  can  be  made. 

5.  General  Health  of  Missionaries. 

It  is  a  cause  of  devout  thanksgiving  to  God  that  the  general 
health  of  our  missionaries  in  India  and  Africa  has  been  so  good, 
and  with  the  exception  of  Miss  Klein  and  Mrs.  Neibel,  there  has 
been  no  serious  breakdown  on  the  Foreign  Field.

7.  Special  Objects. 

(1)  Patrons  and  Proteges. 

To  any  individual,  church  or  organization  in  a  church,  the  Board 
will  assign  a  student  or  a  native  Christian  worker  in  India  or  Africa. 
Such  assignment,  however,  will  be  only  by  number,  and  not  by  name, 
and  only  a  general  letter  will  be  sent  to  each  patron  annually  from 
the  field  in  regard  to  the  education  and  work  of  these  students  and 
workers.  The  support  of  a  student  is  $25.00,  and  that  of  a  native 
Christian  worker  $30.00  per  year.  The  Board  strongly  urges  all 
friends  who  thus  agree  to  support  these  proteges  not  to  send 
presents  to  them.  If  it  be  so  desired  this  money  for  patrons  may 
be  credited  on  the  apportionment  of  the  local  church.  I11  such  case, 
it  should  be  remitted  through  the  regular  channels  with  the  other 
offerings  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church 
and  Synod  should  be  requested  to  report  the  same  to  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Board.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  these  amounts 
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will  be  contributed  in  excess  of  the  apportionment,  and  to  this  end 
the  Board  urges  pastors  to  make  every  endeavor.  The  real  aim  of 
these  “Special  Objects”  is  to  supplement  the  apportionment.

This  comparison  shows  a  falling  off  during  the  biennium  under 
the  old  system  of  34,  and  an  increase  under  the  new  system  of  50. 
or  a  net  increase  under  both  of  16. 

(2)  The  Seventies. 

By  this  plan  seventy  persons  agreed  for  10  years  or  part  of  that 
period,  to  support  a  missionary  in  the  foreign  field  by  the  payment 
of  $15.00  annually.  The  missionaries  who  are  supported  by  this 
plan  are  three : — The  Rev.  Isaac  Cannaday  and  the  Rev.  R.  M. 
Dunkelberger  in  India,  and  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Neibel  in  Africa.  There 
are  a  number  of  vacancies  in  these  lists,  and  the  Board  would  urge 
friends  of  the  cause  to  fill  up  these  vacancies  and  thus  personally 
to  share  in  the  work  of  a  missionary.  An  annual  letter  is  sent  out 
from  the  missionary  to  his  supporters.  By  this  plan  much  interest 
has  been  created  in  the  work  in  general,  and  in  an  individual  mis¬ 
sionary  and  his  field,  in  particular. 

(3)  Congregational  Missionaries. 

(1)  The  First  English  Lutheran  Church  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  the 
Rev.  Ezra  K.  Bell,  D.  D.,  pastor,  has  supported  the  Rev.  S.  C.  Bur¬ 
ger,  our  India  missionary  in  charge  of  the  Tenali  and  Bapatla 
Taluks. 

(2)  The  First  English  Lutheran  Church  of  Altoona,  Pa.,  the  Rev. 
Marion  J.  Kline,  D.  D.,  pastor,  has  supported  the  Rev.  W.  M. 
Beck,  A.  M.,  Superintendent  of  the  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Liberia, 
Africa. 

(3)  The  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  of  Sunbury,  Pa.,  the  Rev.  J.  M. 
Francis,  D.  D.,  pastor,  assumed  the  support  of  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Brosius,  of  the  Muhlenberg  Mission,  Liberia,  Africa,  on  March 
28th,  1910. 
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(4)  Individual  Missionary. 

Under  the  influence  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement,  Mr, 
William  Decker,  proprietor  of  the  Montgomery  Table  Company, 
member  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  of  Montgomery,  Pa., 
the  Rev.  M.  H.  Havice,  pastor,  assumed  the  support  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  R.  Spangler  from  October  1st,  1910. 

(5)  The  Young  People’s  Work. 

The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Victor  McCauley  are  the  Young  People’s  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  Their  field  of  work  in  India  is  the  Sattenapalli  Taluk, 
and  embraces  all  the  work  in  the  taluk  among  over  160,000  people. 
There  are  70  congregations  with  a  membership  of  5239.  There  was 
an  increase  of  4  congregations,  and  328  members  during  the  past 
biennium.  There  are  38  schools,  with  38  school  teachers  and  892 
children,  in  the  field.  The  estimated  cost  of  maintenance  per  year 
is  $3,000.00,  including  missionaries,  pastors’  and  native  workers’ 
salaries.  The  Young  People’s  Societies  began  this  work  in  1905, 
and  the  present  records  show  that  we  have  had  612  shares  paid,  in 
1909-1911,  amounting  to  $3,060.00.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  only 
half  the  money  to  support  this  department  was  received.  The 
Board  trusts  that  every  Society  of  Young  People  will  take  up  this 
work. 

(6)  Orphanage. 

There  are  85  orphans  in  the  Mission.  Of  these  30  have  patrons  in 
America.  The  girls  have  been  sent  away  to  other  places ;  three  are 
studying  Hindustani  in  Bangalore,  fourteen  have  been  admitted  in 
the  C.  M.  School  in  Masulipatam,  eight  have  been  taken  in  our 
Boarding  School,  one  is  studying  in  Madras,  four  are  working  in 
the  Mission  Hospital,  and  two  have  been  admitted  in  private  fam¬ 
ilies.  Of  the  boys,  thirty-one  are  in  the  Industrial  Department  of 
the  Mission,  learning  weaving,  carpentry,  smithing  and  tailoring, 
two  are  in  training  for  teaching,  and  the  rest  are  studying  in  various 
schools  of  the  Mission. 

The  old  system  of  support  is  passing  away,  and  under  the  new 
the  amount  required  for  the  maintenance  of  an  orphan  is 
$25.00.  The  orphanage  has  been  put  upon  the  same  basis  of 
support  as  the  Boarding  Schools.  Orphans  are  assigned  to  patrons 
by  number,  and  not  by  name.  The  Board  hopes  that  friends  of  the 
cause  will  assume  the  support  of  those  not  as  yet  assigned.  During 
the  past  year  the  girls  have  been  handed  over  to  the  support  of 
the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

(7)  Prayer  and  School  Houses  in  India  and  Africa . 

During  the  biennium  $711.43  was  given  to  erect  prayer  houses. 
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This  money  is  sent  to  the  field  as  an  extra  above  the  budget.  The 
conditions  under  which  the  Board  solicits  and  receives  gifts  are 
as  follows  : 

(а)  A  prayer  or  school  house  will  be  erected  in  India  or  Africa, 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  Missions,  on  the  receipt  of  a  con¬ 
tribution  of  $25.00  and  upwards. 

(б)  Such  contributions  should  be  sent  to  the  General  Secretary, 
2i  W.  Saratoga  Street,  and  not  to  the  Synodical  Treasurer.  The 
Board  cannot  credit  them  on  the  apportionment  as  they  are  an  extra 
above  the  budget. 

(c)  Native  congregations  in  India  are  required  to  contribute  not 
less  than  one-half  the  cost  of  the  erection,  before  the  house  is 
built  This  often  delays  expenditure  of  the  money.  But  as  the 
delay  is  in  the  interest  of  self-support,  those  who  suffer  thereby 
should  be  content. 

(d)  The  donors  may  contribute  to  the  erection  of  these  buildings, 
as  a  memorial  to  some  dear  friend,  and  may  give  them  any  name 

they  choose. 

(8)  Leper  Work. 

The  Mission  does  not  carry  on  a  leper  institution,  but  supports 
all  lepers  that  come  under  their  control  in  leper  asylums  close  to  the 
Mission.  Adequate  provision  is  made  for  our  Christian  lepers,  and 
eleven  are  supported  by  the  Mission  in  one  of  the  nearby  Homes, 
where  each  leper  is  treated  for  his  dread  malady,  and  all  who  are 
able,  do  some  manual  labor. 

All  contributions  for  this  work  should  be  sent  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  21  W.  Saratoga  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.  No  credit 
on  apportionment  is  given. 

8.  Special  Funds  and  Offerings. 

INDIA  FIELD. 

(1)  The  Church  Building  Fund  of  Chirala,  India. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  biennium  this  project  had  secured  $1,368.30. 
During  the  past  biennium  $431.03  was  secured,  making  a  total  of 
$C799-33  of  the  $2,000.00  called  for.  The  Rev.  E.  C.  Harris  has 
pushed  this  object,  as  Chirala  was  his  old  station  and  home  in  India. 
He  will  soon  be  gratified  to  see  the  completion  of  the  same. 

(2)  The  Tenali  Bungalow  and  Station  Fund. 

This  fund  has  been  completed,  and  by  July  1st  the  bungalow  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy.  A  new  center,  with  a  missionary  residence 
and  Christian  home,  will  soon  become  an  accomplished  fact  at  Ten¬ 
ali.  Tenali  is  on  the  line  of  the  Madras,  Bezwada  and  East  Coast 
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Railway,  and  is  rapidly  growing  into  a  large  town,  with  a  population 
of  15,000  and  more.  It  lies  in  the  delta  of  the  Krishna  River,  and 
amid  the  most  densely  populated  part  of  the  Guntur  District. 

(3)  The  College  Bungalow  in  Guntur. 

In  our  last  report  we  called  attention  to  the  sale  of  the  Rowe 
Bungalow,  and  the  proposal  to  erect  a  new  one  to  take  its  place. 
The  location  of  the  new  one,  now  named  the  College  Bungalow,  is 
on  our  Orphanage  Compound.  The  building  has  been  completed, 
and  is  now  occupied  by  the  Principal  and  Vice-Principal  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  Rev.  Dr.  Uhl  and  Rev.  Mr.  Strock. 

(4)  The  Building  for  the  Proposed  College  for  Women  (Stall 

Memorial)  in  Guntur. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  report  the  Board  had  approved  the  plans 
and  estimate,  and  the  India  Conference  was  awaiting  the  sanction 
of  Building  Grant  from  the  Government.  The  sanction  of  the  grant 
was  given,  and  Rs.  10,000  was  promised  by  the  Educational 
Department  toward  the  new  plant.  On  April  nth,  1910,  the  ground¬ 
breaking  ceremony  took  place,  and  on  July  13th,  1910,  the  corner¬ 
stone  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  Christians,  Moham¬ 
medans  and  Hindus,  men  and  women,  the  east  and  the  west  meet¬ 
ing  and  taking  part  in  the  ceremony.  The  money  is  all  in  hand, 
and  it  is  likely  that  by  the  end  of  this  year  the  whole  plant  will 
be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy. 

(5)  The  West  Pennsylvania  Home. 

The  West  Pennsylvania  Home  to  be  built  with  the  fund  of  $11,- 
000.00  contributed  by  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synodical  Society  is 
slowly  going  up.  It  is  hard  to  say  how  soon  it  will  be  completed. 
This  plant  is  intended  for  “female  converts  of  the  higher  classes, 
generally  widows,  for  European  and  Eurasian  assistants  in  zenana 
work,  and  for  women  who  have  come  to  Guntur  to  take  special 
course  in  Bible  Training.” 

(6)  The  Hospital  Chapel. 

This  building,  the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Zimmerman,  the  wife 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  was  al¬ 
most  completed  at  the  time  of  our  last  report. 

Since  then  a  fine  art  window,  presented  by  Mrs.  Hess,  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  has  been  put  into  the  Chapel,  and  Mrs.  Zimmerman  has 
given  $425.00  for  a  passageway  for  the  sick  from  the  Hospital  to 
the  Chapel  and  for  the  furnishings  of  the  Chapel. 
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(7)  The  Hugh  Hencken  Ward  for  Children. 

Mrs.  Mary  C.  Hencken,  of  Greenwich,  Conn.,  has  made  this 
building  possible  by  a  gift  of  $3,500.00.  By  this  time  the  building 
commenced  in  April,  1910,  ought  to  be  complete,  and  doubtless  is 
now  occupied. 

(8)  The  Nurses’  Home  and  Training  School. 

The  Nurses’  Home  and  Training  School  is  the  project  that  is 
being  carried  out  with  the  contributions  of  the  Maryland  Synodical 
Society,  at  a  cost  of  $9,000.00.  The  contract  has  been  given  out,  and 
the  money  is  pretty  well  in  hand  for  the  work. 

(9)  The  Orphanage  Industrial  Institute. 

The  Orphanage  Industrial  Institute  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board 
in  January,  1910,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $3,300.00.  It  is  to  house 
all  the  branches  of  our  Industrial  School  and  also  our  Printing 
Establishment.  The  last  Mission  Report  was  printed  in  the  new 
establishment,  as  the  press  was  moved  into  the  Industrial  Institute 
on  September  1st,  1910. 

(10)  The  Chirala  Hospital  and  Dispensary. 

In  the  year  1906  the  Mission  began  Dispensary  Work  in  our 
Chirala  Station.  Only  a  small  beginning  was  made,  and  visits 
were  paid,  though  from  the  first  the  prospects  were  bright  for  a 
large  work.  On  May  1st,  1909,  Dr.  Mary  Baer  was  appointed  by 
the  Conference  to  reside  at  Chirala,  with  the  ultimate  end  in  view 
to  establish  a  Hospital.  In  her  first  report,  in  1909,  she  sets  forth 
the  great  field  for  work,  and  in  the  last,  she  is  certain  that  Chirala 
is  a  promising  field.  The  East  Pennsylvania  Synodical  Society 
has  pledged  $5,000.00  to  start  this  work,  and  $3,000.00  has  been 
sent  to  India  to  commence  the  needed  buildings. 

(11)  The  Hospital  for  Our  Rentachintala  Station  in  the  Palnad, 

Guntur  Mission. 

The  long-deferred  hope  of  our  missionaries  at  Rentachintala,  ex¬ 
pressed  so  earnestly  before  their  last  return  to  India  in  1907,  is 
being  realized.  The  Board  is  fully  committed  to  this  new  project. 
The  following  resolutions  deserve  careful  consideration  on  the  part 
of  our  friends : 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  India  Conference  that  Medical 
Work  should  be  begun  in  Rentachintala  as  soon  as  possible,  it  was 

x.  Resolved,  That  this  action  be  approved  and  that  steps  be  taken  at  once 
toward  the  establishment  of  the  work. 

2.  Resolved,  That,  whereas  for  good  and  substantial  reasons  the  India  Confer¬ 
ence  expresses  the  opinion  that  this  work  be  a  general  work,  i.  e.,  for  men,  women 
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and  children,  and  the  Board  send  out  a  physician  and  his  wife  and  a  nurse, 
the  General  Secretary  be  authorized  to  issue  a  plea  to  the  Church  asking 
for  a  doctor  and  his  wife  and  $15,000.00  for  the  needed  plant  to  start  the 
proj  ect. 

The  Board’s  plea  is  before  the  Church  for  this  much-needed  work.

The  Board  urges  this  blessed  work  of  mercy  on  all  friends  as  the 
most  important  now  before  the  India  Mission.  This  fund  should 
be  completed  soon  and  the  physician  should  go  out  this  fall.  Half 
the  money  should  be  in  hand  this  year  and  the  balance  in  1912. 
Who  will  heed  this  call?  Send  all  pledges  and  cash  to  the  General 
Secretary,  21  West  Saratoga  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  designating 
it  for  the  New  Hospital  Plant. 

(12)  Tarlupad  Bungalow  and  Station  Fund,  Kurnool  District. 

The  India  Conference  has  urged  a  new  station  for  the  extreme 
western  part  of  our  field.  In  July,  1910,  the  possibilities  of  this 
work,  as  well  as  its  success  from  the  first,  were  pointed  out  by  a 
committee  of  the  India  Conference,  which,  July  10th,  1910,  recom¬ 
mended  the  opening  of  the  new  station  at  Tarlupad.  The  Board 
sanctioned  the  purchase  of  land,  authorized  the  digging  of  a  well 
and  the  erection  of  the  necessary  outbuildings.  These  have  been 
completed,  and  now  the  new  station  must  be  provided  with  a 
bungalow  and  school  and  church  buildings.  This  will  cost  $5,000.00. 
It  ought  to  inspire  to  great  and  liberal  giving  to  know  that  this 
field  has  already,  as  the  result  of  the  last  twenty  years’  work,  a 
larger  Christian  community  than  our  whole  Mission  had  after  thirty 
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years  of  labor,  from  the  date  of  its  founding.  A  missionary  must 
be  located  on  this  territory  and  that  without  delay.  He  will  have 
charge  of  the  work  of  three  taluks,  Kanigiri,  Markapur  and  Cum- 
bum,  which  now  have  a  baptized  membership  of  1514,  with  25  ele¬ 
mentary  schools,  37  congregations,  577  communicants  and  69  vil¬ 
lages  in  which  Christians  live. 

The  Board  sends  out  a  strong  plea  for  this  truly  great  forward 
movement.  The  missionary,  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Mueller,  trained  and 
ready  for  his  part  of  the  work,  is  waiting  to  take  up  his  resi¬ 
dence.  The  development  and  extension  of  our  work  will  largely 
depend  on  the  residence  of  the  missionary  among  the  people.  Who 
will  share  this  responsibility  with  Brother  Mueller?  The  Board 
asks  for  one  hundred  gifts  of  $20.00  and  two  hundred  gifts  of 
$10.00.  Send  this  directly  to  the  General  Secretary,  21  West  Sara¬ 
toga  Street,  asking  that  it  be  credited  to  the  New  Station  at  Tar- 
lupad. 

(13)  The  New  Groening  Bungalow  in  Guntur . 

The  oldest  missionary  home  in  Guntur  has  been  built  and  rebuilt 
so  many  times  since  Rev.  Groening’ s  time  that  it  has  certainly  served 
its  day,  and  for  the  health  and  comfort  and  safety  of  our  mission¬ 
aries,  it  must  be  replaced  by  a  new  Groening  Bungalow.  The  white 
ants  have  for  years  been  at  work  in  the  walls  of  the  old  bungalow, 
and  the  time  has  come  to  pull  down  and  build  on  new  foundations. 
It  is  to  be  the  residence  of  Dr.  Aberly,  whose  earnest  words  are 
still  in  our  ears,  as  he  visited  among  the  churches  as  the  Board’s 
representative  during  part  of  the  biennium. 

(14)  The  Nursery. 

In  January,  1911,  the  money  for  this  institution,  $3,000.00,  was 
forwarded.  We  note  by  the  report  that  it  is  hoped  that  before  the 
end  of  the  current  year  this  work  will  be  well  in  hand. 

AFRICA  FIELD. 

(1)  The  New  Home  for  Missionaries  at  Muhlenberg. 

By  the  last  report  from  Superintendent  Beck,  the  work  is  being 
pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  Board  has  sanctioned  $3,000.00 
for  this  new  house,  and  the  prospects  are  that  it  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  time  the  new  missionaries  arrive  in  April. 

(2)  Industrial  Equipment  for  African  Mission. 

While  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Neibel  was  home,  a  friend  presented  him 
with  $50.00  for  a  sewing  machine  for  the  shoe  shop.  About  the 
same  time,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Mission,  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board,  he  began  to  solicit  funds  for  a  small  printing 
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press.  He  secured  $600.00,  and  the  press  is  on  its  way  to  the  Muhlen¬ 
berg  Mission,  and  will  become  a  great  help  in  the  advancement  of 
the  work. 

There  is  a  great  advancement  being,  and  soon  to  be,  made  in  our 
India  and  Africa  fields.  It  calls  for  not  less  than  the  following 
amounts  to  realize  it:

The  best  about  all  these  building  projects  is,  that  of  the  estimated 
amount  of  $98,650.00  to  complete  them,  almost  $77,000.00  is  in 
sight.  But  we  must  raise  $21,000.00,  and  of  this  amount  at  least 
$11,000.00  is  needed  to  complete  the  Hospital  plant  at  Rentachm- 
tala.  The  plans  for  raising  this  money  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
friends  of  the  cause.  The  Board  hopes  for  a  prompt  and  liberal 
response  to  these  urgent  calls. 

9.  The  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  valuable  co-operation  of  this  auxiliary  of  our  Board,  in  both 
India  and  Africa,  calls  for  more  than  formal  notice.  In  India  the 
Woman’s  Work  is  fundamental  to  the  reaching  of  a  large  part  of 
the  people.  The  Schools,  the  large  Hospital  and  Dispensaries  among 
all  classes,  the  Boarding  Establishments,  Converts’  Home,  Orphan¬ 
age,  Normal  and  High  School,  all  supported  by  the  society,  indicate 
how  influential  a  factor  the  “work  of  women  for  women”  in  such 
a  land  has  become.  The  missionaries  supported  by  the  society  are 
an  integral  part  of  the  Conference,  and  have  a  large  share  in  the 
direction  of  the  whole  Mission. 

During  the  biennium  the  society  has  contributed  $48,213.60  in 
salaries  and  budget  to  the  work  in  India  and  Africa,  and  $34,383.76 
to  the  various  new  buildings  erected  and  being  erected.  It  has  12 
missionaries  in  India  and  2  in  Africa.  The  Muhlenberg  Mission  has 
lost  one  of  its  missionaries  by  resignation,  Miss  Amelie  A.  Klein, 
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and  has  gained  one,  Miss  Touella  V.  Hesse.  The  work  maintained 
in  Africa  is  the  Emma  V.  Day  Memorial  School,  under  the  care 
of  Misses  Goodman  and  Hesse. 

In  India  the  advancement  made  in  building  projects  is  almost  phe¬ 
nomenal.  Nearly  $73,000.00  is  being  spent,  or  is  proposed  to  be 
spent,  on  that  field  for  new  plants.  Of  the  16  new  projects  referred 
to  above,  seven,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $48,000.00,  have  been 
financed  by  the  devoted  women  of  our  Church.  And  it  should  be 
noted  that  this  large  expenditure  for  better  material  equipment 
marks  a  real  advance,  as  the  gifts  for  the  general  work  have  not 
been  apparently  diminished.

During  the  biennium  there  was  an  increase  of  two  American  mis¬ 
sionaries,  a  decrease  of  12  Eurasian  and  European  assistants,  an 
increase  of  23  Native  evangelistic  workers  and  of  60  school  teachers. 
The  decrease  in  European  and  Eurasian  assistants  is  due  to  a  smaller 
attendance  of  pupil  nurses  who  are  enrolled  as  assistants  in  the 
Hospital.  The  Church  cannot  remember  this  noble  band  of  work¬ 
ers  too  often  in  prayer.  They  are  doing  excellent  work,  and  deserve 
the  confidence  of  all  interested  in  the  good  Cause,  whose  burdens 
they  are  carrying. 

4.  The  Extent  of  Our  India  Field. 

Our  field  comprises  3  districts  of  the  Madras  Presidency,  Guntur, 
Nellore  and  Kurnool,  and  14  sub-districts  or  taluks,  of  which  the 
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Guntur,  Bapatla,  Narasarowpet,  Palnad,  Sattenapalli,  Tenali,  Ra- 
palle  and  Vinukonda  are  in  the  Guntur  District;  the  Ongole  and 
Kanigiri  are  in  the  Nellore,  and  the  Podili,  Cumbum,  Markapur  and 
Darsi  are  in  the  Kurnool  District. 

The  Missions  of  other  denominations  on  the  same  territory  are 
the  American  Baptist,  with  stations  in  the  Guntur  District,  at 
Bapatla,  Narasarowpet,  Vinukonda,  Sattenapalli  and  Gurzal,  and 
with  work  all  over  the  Kurnool  and  Nellore  Districts;  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  with  Stations  in  the  Kurnool 
District,  and  the  Church  Missionary  Society,  which  occupies  the 
country  north  of  the  Krishna  River.  With  all  these,  our  mission¬ 
aries  are  on  the  best  of  terms.

NOTES  ON  THE  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  BIENNIUM. 

1.  The  increase  of  ordained  missionaries  is  only  one,  though 
two  additional  men,  Revs.  Dunkelberger  and  Spangler,  went  out  to 
the  field.  The  Rev.  Harris,  as  noted  above,  withdrew.  All  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  were  detained  at  home  by  ill-health,  referred  to  in 
our  last  report,  have  rejoined  the  Mission.  Our  India  Staff  was 
never  more  experienced. .  All  our  missionaries,  both  male  and 
female,  except  five,  have  been  in  service  for  eight  and  more  years. 

2.  The  Native  Staff  is  filling  up  with  young  men,  and  shows  an 
increase  of  85,  most  of  them  school  teachers  and  young  men,  who 
have  fine  possibilities  of  development. 

3.  The  Baptized  Membership  increased  for  the  biennium  by 
2943,  or  almost  8  per  cent.,  while  the  Communicants  by  558,  or  more 
than  4  per  cent. 

The  number  of  inquirers  decreased.  However,  there  is  still  a 
large  field  ripe  for  the  harvest,  if  only  laborers  could  be  thrust 
in  to  reap. 

4.  The  financial  statements  deserve  study.  The  whole  Mission 
receives  $24,503.00  on  the  field,  through  fees,  grants,  etc.,  or  over 
32  per  cent,  of  its  budget  expenses.  Three  institutions  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion  are  self-supporting,  the  Printing  Press,  Book  Shop  and  Indus¬ 
trial  Work.  The  cost  of  the  Guntur  Hospital  is  set  forth  by  the 
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physician  in  charge  as  follows,  and  should  encourage  those  who  are 
inclined  to  invest  in  Medical  Work:  “The  cost  of  the  entire  medi¬ 
cal  work  in  Guntur  was  Rs.  16,951-1-8.  The  local  receipts  were 
Rs.  9,540-12-7,  and  the  cost  to  the  Mission,  Rs.  7,410-5-1.  That  is 
to  say,  56  per  cent,  of  the  expenditures  were  met  by  local  receipts. 
There  are  now  20  endowed  beds,  yielding  an  amount  that  would 
cover  18^2  per  cent,  of  the  expenses,  leaving  only  26^  per  cent.,  or 
Rs.  4,411  ($1,470),  to  be  paid  from  the  General  Fund.”  The  entire 
cost  of  the  Woman’s  Work  was  $24,640.00,  of  which  $6,225.00  was 
raised  in  India,  or  over  24  per  cent. 

The  grants  from  the  British  Government  were  very  fair,  though 
there  seems  to  be  a  fear  expressed  by  some  that  they  may  be  less 
liberal  in  the  future.  The  sum  of  $6,040.00,  or  over  9  per  cent,  of 
the  money  spent  on  our  India  Mission,  was  received  in  grants  in 
aid  of  school  work. 

GUNTUR  SYNOD. 

The  Guntur  Synod  held  four  semi-annual  meetings.  There  were 
ten  ordained  men  in  attendance  at  the  last  session  in  1910,  and 
eleven  delegates  representing  the  native  church.  The  amount  of 
money  disbursed  by  the  Synod,  the  offerings  of  the  native  church, 
was  Rs.  4,012  during  the  last  year.  The  native  members  of  the 
Synod  are  growing  in  experience,  and  it  is  the  beginning  of  larger 
things  in  self-government  and  self-support.

IV.  THE  FIELD  OF  AFRICA. 

The  force  of  American  missionaries  has  increased  to  twelve. 
There  has  been  a  loss  by  the  withdrawal  of  Misses  Amelie  A.  Klein 
and  Ruth  Garrett.  The  former’s  health  became  seriously  affected 
shortly  after  her  return  to  Africa  in  1909.  The  addition  of  Rev. 
J.  H.  Straw,  Miss  Hesse  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  F.  M.  Traub  has  in¬ 
creased  our  staff  to  the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  Mis- 
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sion.  The  Rev.  W.  M.  Beck,  our  devoted  Superintendent,  has  been 
at  the  head  of  the  Mission  during  the  whole  of  the  biennium,  and 
the  Conference  has  been  maintained  regularly,  though  Rev.  Brosius, 
Misses  Goodman  and  Garrett,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Neibel  have  been 
on  furlough  during  the  biennium.  The  work  has  been  well  super¬ 
vised,  and  all  departments  have  met  with  encouraging  success. 

Concerning  the  assignment  of  work,  Superintendent  Beck  writes : 
“In  the  assignment  of  work,  Rev.  Straw  was  continued  in  charge  of 
the  educational  work  of  the  Mission,  with  assistants  here  of  Hon. 
C.  R.  Branch,  Rev.  Traub,  Walter  Clemens,  and  a  new  room  will, 
no  doubt,  be  arranged  for,  with  Mrs.  Traub  in  charge.  Rev.  Neibel 
will  have  charge  of  the  Bible  work  and  be  pastor  of  the  Mission 
Chapel,  while  Rev.  Straw  continues  as  pastor  at  Day  Memorial. 
Mrs.  Neibel  is  continued  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Music.” 

The  plant  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  new  corrugated 
iron  building  for  the  housing  of  native  laborers.  There  is  also  ap¬ 
proaching  completion  a  new  two-story  frame  Mission  House,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  old  one.  All  the  property  of  the  Muhlenberg 
Station  has  been  put  in  good  repair,  and,  at  Buhlo  Pelle  Station, 
Rev.  Pedersen  enlarged  his  buildings.  The  latter  are  built  of  tem¬ 
pered  sun-dried  clay.  Also  similar  clay-structures  are  being  erected 
at  two  outstations,  Rhodes  and  Heid. 

I.  GENERAL  HEALTH. 

The  general  health  has  been  good  during  the  biennium.  With 
the  exception  of  the  serious  illness  of  Miss  Klein  and  Mrs.  Neibel, 
necessitating  their  return  to  America,  and  several  attacks  of  fever 
of  Rev.  Neibel,  during  the  first  year  out,  the  missionaries  have  had 
excellent  health.  Rev.  Straw,  during  sixteen  months,  has  not  been 
ill  a  single  day. 

2.  THE  CONGREGATIONS  AND  STATIONS. 

The  number  of  congregations  remains  the  same  as  last  biennium, 
two.  While  the  number  of  stations  is  six,  a  decrease  of  one,  the 
church  membership,  and  the  pupils  in  the  station  schools  have  in¬ 
creased,  but  those  in  the  sub-stations  remain  the  same. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Mission  has  been  pushed  forward, 
and  Miss  Hesse  and  Rev.  Straw  have  graded  the  station  schools 
with  very  encouraging  success.  Mr.  Straw  is  also  giving  his  atten¬ 
tion  to  sub-station  schools  in  the  interior,  trying  to  introduce  a  bet¬ 
ter  system.  Growth  in  both  Muhlenberg  Schools,  for  boys  and  girls, 
is  conditioned  on  the  enlargement  of  the  buildings  and  an  increase 
of  the  number  of  teachers. 
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3.  THE  INDUSTRIAL  WORK. 

Superintendent  Beck  writes :  “No  new  departments  have  been 
put  in  operation;  but  those  previously  established,  tailoring,  shoe¬ 
making  and  carpentering,  have  been  materially  enlarged.  There  are 
at  present  nine  boys  learning  carpentering,  nine  learning  tailoring 
and  seven  learning  shoemaking;  one  boy  is  making  some  use  of  our 
blacksmith  tools.  New  sewing  machines  have  been  added  to  both 
the  tailoring  and  shoemaking  departments.  A  rip-saw  has  been  put 
in  operation  in  the  carpenter  shop,  and  a  turning  lathe  (for  both 
wood  and  iron)  has  been  purchased.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
labor  this  season,  construction  work  on  the  proposed  dam  has  not 
been  begun,  only  a  little  preliminary  work  has  been  done.  That 
work  will  be  pushed  as  soon  as  we  can  secure  suitable  help.  I  have 
secured  from  a  neighboring  missionary,  Mrs.  Ayres,  a  loom,  which 
it  is  our  plan  to  set  up  at  the  Girls’  School  to  form  a  part  of  the 
training  of  the  girls.  It  is  likely  that  we  will  get  several  looms.” 

4.  BUHLO  PELLE  STATION. 

Brother  Pedersen  continues  his  work  at  this  station.  His  reports 
are  full  of  encouragement,  and  his  health  has  continued  good  during 
his  residence  of  two  years.  He  visited  the  head  station,  Muhlen¬ 
berg,  during  the  year,  and  was  delighted  with  all  he  saw.  He  was 
visited  during  the  past  few  months  by  Rev.  Brosius  and  Misses 
Goodman  and  Hesse.  They  brought  back  an  encouraging  report. 

Brother  Pedersen  writes:  “There  are  considerable  war  rumors 
at  present,  and  some  of  the  natives  are  so  frightened  that  they  dare 
not  sleep  at  night.  The  Rubber  Camp’s  white  trader  has  just  come 
down  because  of  disturbances  farther  interiorward.  There  is  great 
dissatisfaction  among  the  natives  farther  back,  and  they  are  said  to 
try  to  form  a  league  of  the  various  tribes  in  order  to  rise  as  a  unit 
against  the  Liberian  Government.  Any  tribe  refusing  to  join,  they 
threaten  with  war.  .  .  .  My  opinion,  or,  rather  my  expectation,  is 
that,  in  case  of  war  in  this  section  of  the  country,  the  work  will  be 
far  greater  than  the  danger,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.” 

5.  NEW  STATION. 

Superintendent  Beck  writes:  “We  have  chosen  the  site  for  the 
opening  of  another  station  as  soon  as  our  force  justifies  such  a  step. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Conference  to  place  Rev.  Brosius  in  charge 
of  this  new  station,  and  thus  inaugurate  the  new  system  of  District 
Overseers,  each  missionary  thus  established  having  the  oversight  of 
a  circle  of  native  schools  located  at  a  distance  of  one  day’s  walk 
(twenty  miles)  from  his  station.  By  this  system  each  missionary 
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working  in  the  interior  will  have  a  large  parish  to  superintend  and 
evangelize.  This  new  station  will  open  a  region  that  for  the  past 
five  years  we  have  been  planning  to  enter  and  occupy.”

V.  MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  past  biennium  has  been  marked  by  two  significant  events,  the 
World’s  Missionary  Conference,  held  at  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  June 
13th  to  24th,  and  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

The  Edinburgh  World’s  Missionary  Conference  was  a  notable 
gathering  of  representatives  of  the  various  Boards  of  Protestant 
Missions  and  missionary  experts.  The  aim  of  the  Conference  was 
to  study  methods  and  to  unite  forces  at  home  and  abroad  in  the 
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great  undertaking,  but  it  was  also  inspirational.  Through  the  eight 
Commissions  which  gathered  information  for  a  year  and  a  half 
before  the  Conference,  the  missionary  program  and  policies  of  the 
future  have  been  clearly  laid  down  as  never  before. 

The  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  held  conventions  in  seventy- 
five  cities  during  the  first  year  of  the  biennium,  and  continued  in 
the  second  year  conferences  and  conventions,  proving  itself  very 
helpful  to  the  denominations  in  their  missionary  activities,  both  in 
plans  contemplated  and  in  the  methods  employed.  Our  own  churches 
in  various  cities  have  been  considerably  influenced  by  the  Movement. 

In  line  with  this  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement,  representatives 
of  the  Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  met  at  Gettysburg, 
Pa.,  April  21st,  1910,  to  consider  the  appointment  of  a  Secretary,  so 
as  “to  utilize  the  present  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement  and  to 
stimulate  a  Forward  Movement  in  our  General  Synod  in  behalf  of 
Missions,  .  .  .  somewhat  after  the  plan  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement.”  Subsequently,  on  the  21st  of  July,  it  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  invite  the  Church  Extension  Board  to  join  in  the  Move¬ 
ment,  and  on  August  4th,  at  York,  Pa.,  the  work  was  finally  in¬ 
augurated,  and  Mr.  Harry  B.  Gerhardt  was  elected  Field  Secretary. 
His  work  is  directed  by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  three  Boards, 
consisting  of  three  members  from  each  Board.  His  work  was  begun 
September  1st,  1910.  The  purpose  of  the  office  and  method  of  work 
are  set  forth  as  follows: 

1.  To  present  to  the  Church  the  work  of  the  Laymen’s  Mission¬ 
ary  Movement,  relative  to  the  missionary  operations  of  our  Church 
at  home  and  abroad. 

2.  To  carry  out  this  object  the  Secretanr  shall  co-operate  with 
the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Boards  and  work  under  its  direction. 

3.  He  shall  visit  the  congregations  and  present  the  purpose  and 
methods  of  this  Movement,  conferring  with  pastors  and  church 
councils,  in  order  to  enlist  their  interest  and  co-operation  in  the 
adoption  of  the  most  approved  and  adequate  plans  to  secure  mis¬ 
sionary  offerings,  to  urge  every  member  to  an  interest,  by  prayer 
and  gift,  in  the  whole  work  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  the  world. 

4.  He  shall  visit  Synods,  Conferences  and  Missionary  Conven¬ 
tions  in  the  interest  of  this  Movement,  and  shall,  also,  when  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Joint  Committee  it  is  deemed  wise,  arrange  to  hold 
special  District  Conventions,  to  spread  information,  and  to  enlist 
the  combined  missionary  enthusiasm  of  the  churches  in  the  aim 
of  this  Movement. 

5.  The  General  Secretaries  of  the  three  Boards  co-operating 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  direct  the  work 
in  the  interim  of  the  Joint  Committee  meetings.

The  Twenty-first  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 

General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 

States  of  America. 

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  whom  the  General  Synod,  at 
its  Convention  in  Richmond,  Ind.,  two  years  ago,  entrusted  the  work 
of  Home  Missions  for  direction  and  administration,  do  respect¬ 
fully  report  that  they  have  executed  the  trust  committed  to  them  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  and  herewith  submit  the  record  of  their 
services  for  the  information  and  the  approval  of  this  honorable  body. 
In  the  retrospect  of  the  past  two  years  the  Board  finds  abundant 
evidence  that  our  Divine  Lord  has  set  His  seal  of  blessing  upon  this 
important  enterprise  of  the  Church,  and  upon  the  labors  of  the  Board 
to  promote  its  largest  success,  and  it  devoutly  acknowledges  His 
gracious  guidance  and  help  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 

The  Board  desires  also  to  express  its  sense  of  gratitude  and 
obligation  to  the  pastors  of  our  churches  for  their  confidence,  their 
sympathy  and  their  co-operation  so  largely  extended  to  it,  and  like¬ 
wise  to  the  Advisory  Home  Mission  Committees  of  the  various 
Synods  and  the  Synodical  Missionary  Superintendents  for  their 
valuable  information  and  helpful  advice. 

It  is  with  sentiments  of  sincere  joy  and  thanksgiving  that  the 
Board  is  able  to  announce  to  this  body  that  the  work  of  Home 
Missions  has  registered  high-water  mark  in  the  history  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  and  that  in  almost  every  respect  the  achievements  of 
former  bienniums  have  been  surpassed. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

It  is  our  sad  duty  to  record  the  fact  that  since  the  opening  of 
the  biennium  four  of  the  faithful  company  of  our  missionaries  have 

( 1 95 ) 
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been  called,  in  the  providence  of  God,  from  the  spheres  of  their 
active  service  here  on  earth  to  their  rest  and  reward  on  high. 

They  labored  with  faithful  diligence  and  earnest  devotion  in 
the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  and  a  grateful  Church  will  hold  them 
in  tender  remembrance.  The  names  of  these  departed  brothers  are 
as  follows : 

Rev.  Carl  Martin,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death,  June  10th,  1910, 
was  our  missionary  at  Norfolk,  Neb.  He  was  born  in  Mettman, 
Germany,  February  26th,  1841,  and  was  aged  69  years. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Duecker,  who  died  April  15th,  1910,  at  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  was  traveling  missionary  of  the  German  Nebraska  and  Wart- 
burg  Synods.  He  was  born  at  Buettendorf,  Germany,  January  5th, 
1868,  and  was  aged  42  years. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Trefz,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  January  25th,  1911, 
was  the  missionary  pastor  of  the  St.  Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  of 
Chicago,  Illinois.  He  was  born  in  Germany  and  reached  the  mature 
age  of  76  years. 

Rev.  Abraham  Miller  died  at  Kent,  Ohio,  April  24th,  1911.  He 
was  the  missionary  pastor  of  our  Church  in  that  town  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was  born  near  Canton,  Ohio,  on  February  25th, 
1838,  and  was  aged  73  years. 


THE  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Board,  as  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  at  Richmond,  Ind., 
in  June,  1909,  convened  in  its  first  session  on  the  21st  of  June  fol¬ 
lowing,  and  effected  an  organization  by  the  election  of  the  following 

officers : 

President — Rev.  George  W.  Enders,  D.  D. 

Vice-President — Rev.  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.  D. 

Treasurer — Rev.  Jacob  A.  Clutz,  D.  D. 

General  Secretary — Rev.  A.  Stewart  Hartman,  D.  D. 

Field  Secretary — Central  District,  Rev.  S.  J.  McDowell. 

Field  Secretary — Western  District,  Rev.  L.  P.  Ludden,  D.  D. 

Immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April,  1910,  Rev. 
L.  M.  Zimmerman,  D.  D.,  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  was 
stricken  with  a  severe  attack  of  appendicitis,  which  necessitated  an 
operation  and  confinement  in  a  hospital  for  some  weeks.  After  his 
recovery  his  physician  strongly  urged  him  to  refrain,  as  much  as 
possible,  from  all  work  outside  of  the  necessary  duties  of  his  large 
and  burdensome  pastorate.  He  was,  therefore,  constrained  to  re¬ 
linquish  his  membership  in  the  Board,  and,  accordingly,  tendered  his 
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resignation.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  Dr.  Zimmerman  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  for  over  eleven  years,  and  had  been  most 
faithful  and  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  Board  sin¬ 
cerely  desired  him  to  remain ;  but  he  felt  that  his  plain  duty  to  him¬ 
self  and  to  the  large  congregation  of  which  he  was  pastor,  made  his 
retirement,  under  the  circumstances,  imperative,  and  his  resignation 
was  regretfully  accepted  on  the  7th  of  October,  1910. 

As  only  a  few  months  remained  to  the  close  of  the  biennium,  the 
Board  decided  not  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  to  refer  it  to  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  General  Synod. 

At  the  meeting,  at  which  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Zimmerman  was 
accepted,  the  Hon.  John  Hubner  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice- 

President. 

GERMAN  TRAVELING  MISSIONARY. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  biennium  two  Traveling  Missionaries  of 
the  German  Nebraska  and  Wartburg  Synods  were  employed  by  these 
Synods,  and  partially  supported  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 
They  were :  Rev.  Ernst  Pfeiffer  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Duecker.  Rev. 
Pfeiffer  resigned  his  position  on  the  first  day  of  August,  1909.  No 
successor  was  elected  to  fill  his  place,  and  Rev.  Duecker  was  given 
charge  of  the  entire  field. 

On  the  15th  day  of  April,  1910,  Rev.  Duecker  suddenly  departed 
this  life,  and  Rev.  G.  K.  Wiencke  was  chosen  as  his  successor,  and 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first  of  July  following. 
The  Board  has  aided  in  his  support  to  the  extent  of  three  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  annually.  The  Board  is  kept  fully  informed  as  to 
the  character  and  extent  of  his  work,  through  the  regular  quarterly 
reports  which  he  makes  to  it,  giving  thus  also  much  interesting  and 
helpful  information  in  regard  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of 
Home  Missions  on  his  wide  field.  He  devotes  himself  largely  to 
visiting  our  scattered  Lutheran  people,  and  ministering  to  them  in 
spiritual  things  as  he  may  have  opportunity.  He  also  investigates 
fields  with  the  view  of  organizing  churches,  and  assists  the  congrega¬ 
tions  in  securing  pastors.  The  service  which  is  thus  rendered  is  not 
only  of  vast  benefit  to  many  Lutheran  people,  who  are  without  the 
Church  and  the  means  of  grace,  but  also  of  large  advantage  to  the 
Church. 

TRAVELING  MISSIONARY  FOR  NORTH  DAKOTA. 

The  Board  became  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  ex¬ 
tending  the  work  of  Home  Missions  into  the  Lutheran  States  of  the 
Northwest,  in  which  it  was  constrained  to  believe  there  was  urgent 
need  for  larger  mission  work,  especially  in  the  English  Language, 
than  had  been  undertaken  by  other  Lutheran  bodies.  It  took  the 
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initial  step,  in  that  direction,  by  appointing  Rev.  C.  Luther  McCon¬ 
nell,  D.  D.,  pastor  at  Churchs  Ferry,  N.  D.,  as  the  Traveling  Mis¬ 
sionary  for  that  State.  He  accepted  the  call  and  entered  upon  his 
work  January  1st,  1910. 

As  the  outcome  of  his  labors  two  congregations  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  :  one  at  Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  and  the  other  at  East  Grand 
Forks,  Minn.  They  are  united  in  one  pastoral  charge  and  are  served 
by  Rev.  J.  Nelson  Lentz.  The  results  of  his  work  clearly  prove 
that  there  was  urgent  need  to  inaugurate  work  in  that  field  with  the 
view  of  establishing  English  Lutheran  churches. 

In  about  three  months  after  the  regular  missionary  took  up  the 
work  the  two  congregations  already  referred  to  had  been  organized : 
the  one  at  Grand  Forks  with  a  charter  membership  of  50,  and  the 
other,  at  East  Grand  Forks,  with  a  charter  membership  of  27.  These 
young  congregations  at  once  assumed  two-thirds  of  the  pastor’s 
support,  and  their  combined  membership  is  now  91. 

TRAVELING  MISSIONARY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN,  CANADA. 

Within  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  large  migration  to  the 
western  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  especially  to  Mani¬ 
toba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.  Many  of  these  people  were  our 
German  and  Scandinavian  Lutherans  from  the  United  States,  as  well 
as  from  foreign  countries,  attracted  thither  by  the  lure  of  the  fertile 
lands  and  by  the  bright  opportunity  to  establish  homes  under  most 
favorable  conditions. 

In  answer  to  urgent  appeals  for  help  in  planting  our  Church 
among  these  sturdy  pioneers  of  our  faith,  the  Board  agreed  to  aid  in 
establishing  churches  among  them,  and,  as  a  first  step  in  that  direc¬ 
tion,  decided  to  appoint  a  traveling  missionary  who  should  devote 
himself  to  seeking  out  and  ministering  to  those  scattered  people; 
canvass  new  fields,  and  superintend  the  work  of  organizing  and 
developing  churches.  Rev.  H.  T.  Schultz,  who  finished  his  theologi¬ 
cal  training  at  Hamma  Divinity  School,  Springfield,  Ohio,  near  the 
close  of  April  last,  was  appointed  to  the  position  and  entered  upon 
his  work  early  in  May. 

It  is  believed  that  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  will 
redound  to  large  advantage  to  our  Church. 

FIELD  SECRETARY  OF  THE  LAYMEN’S  MISSIONARY  MOVEMENT. 

After  the  remarkable  series  of  meetings  held  throughout  this 
country,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary  Movement 
during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1909  and  1910,  by  which  a  large 
amount  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  behalf  of  missions  was 
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aroused  among  the  men  of  the  Church,  the  Missionary  Boards  of  the 
Church  became  strongly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that,  in  order 
to  obtain  the  largest  benefit  from  this  awakened  missionary  senti¬ 
ment,  something  should  be  done  to  crystalize  and  direct  it  into 
channels  of  practical  service.  After  mature  deliberation  by  the 
Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
the  conclusion  was  reached  that  the  employment  of  a  Field  Secretary 
was  the  most  feasible  and  effective  plan  to  accomplish  the  object 
desired.  Consequently,  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  representatives  of 
the  three  Boards  above  named,  Mr.  H.  B.  Gerhardt,  of  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  was  elected  to  the  position. 

He  accepted  the  call  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on 
the  i st  of  September,  1910.  He  is  supported  by  the  three  Boards, 
in  equal  proportion,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  an  Executive 
Committee  composed  of  the  General  Secretaries  of  those  Boards. 

After  attending  as  many  conventions  of  Synods  as  possible,  for 
the  purpose  of  explaining  the  object  of  his  appointment  and  the 
plan  of  operation  to  be  pursued,  he  entered  upon  a  systematic  visita¬ 
tion  of  the  congregations,  beginning  with  the  Synod  of  New  York. 
After  completing  the  work  in  that  Synod  he  began  to  visit  in  the 
Susquehanna  Synod,  where  he  is  still  engaged. 


THE  FINANCES. 

The  Resources. — The  total  receipts  for  the  biennium  were  $188,- 
929.75,  which  included  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  at 
the  opening  of  the  biennium  of  $18,492.12.  Excluding  the  balance, 
the  amount  received  from  all  other  sources  was  $170,437.63.  This 
amount  came  from  the  following  sources :

RECEIPTS  ANALYZED. 

In  reference  to  the  above  general  item  of  the  report,  we  offer 
the  following  explanation  of  several  of  the  principal  sources  of 
income : 

1.  The  Total  Receipts. — By  a  comparison  of  the  total  amount  of 
the  receipts  with  those  of  the  last  two  years,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  receipts,  exclusive  of  the  balance  at  the  opening  of  the  biennium, 
were  $170,437.63,  which  was  $13,047.34  greater  than  in  the  preceding 
biennium.  Though  this  is  not  as  great  an  advance  as  was  made  in 
the  former  biennium,  yet  it  is  quite  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  In 
making  this  comparison  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Board 
was  in  sore  financial  straits  during  a  considerable  part  of  that 
biennium,  and  made  a  number  of  special  appeals  to  the  churches  for 
help,  to  meet  its  pressing  obligations,  which  resulted  in  large  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  regular  income  and  also  that  the  amount  from  bequests 
was  nearly  twice  as  large. 

2.  Receipts  from  Synods. — The  receipts  from  Synods  on  the 
apportionment  were  $5,025.00,  or  nearly  5  per  cent,  in  advance  of 
those  of  the  preceding  biennium.  The  apportionment  had  been  ad¬ 
vanced  at  Richmond,  about  16  2/3  per  cent.,  hence  if  the  churches 
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had  met  their  apportionment  in  the  same  proportion  as  in  the  former 
biennium,  the  advance  would  have  been  more  than  three  times  as 
great.  But  this  result  was  not  entirely  unexpected,  as  usually  it 
requires  considerable  time  for  congregations  to  adjust  themselves 
to  an  increased  apportionment,  and,  as  is  ordinarily  the  case,  the 
highest  apportionment  suffers  from  the  largest  deficit. 

The  fact  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized,  that  the  regular 
systematic  giving  of  our  churches  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  apportionment  are  the  only  reliable  source  of  supply 
for  the  steady  and  effective  administration  of  the  work.  Other 
sources  are  variable  and  spasmodic,  and  may  be  large  under  the 
pressure  of  pathetic  and  inspiring  appeals,  or  exceptionally  urgent 
conditions  of  need,  but  to  depend  upon  them  would  be  unwise  and 
result  in  serious  embarrassment  or  actual  disaster  to  the  work.  It 
is,  therefore,  imperatively  necessary  that  our  churches  be  trained  to 
recognize  the  importance,  and  their  duty  as  well,  to  raise,  as  their 
minimum  gifts  to  the  benevolent  causes  of  the  Church,  the  full 
apportionment.  The  whole  Church  will  certainly  share  in  the  regret 
the  receipts  for  the  biennium  show  a  frowning  deficit  on  apportion¬ 
ment,  of  about  $35,000.00. 

3.  Receipts  from  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society. — The  total  amount  transmitted  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board 
and  disbursed  by  it  for  work  supported  by  the  Society  was  $42,- 
067.91,  which  was  an  increase  of  $10,940.06  on  the  amount  for  the 
former  two  years. 

The  increased  appropriation  was  largely  devoted  to  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  work  supported  by  the  Society  in  the  city  of  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina,  S.  A.  One  additional  mission,  namely,  The  Church 
of  the  Advent,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  was  assumed,  in  the  homeland.  The 
following  is  the  complete  list  of  missions  that  received  aid  from  the 
Society  during  the  biennium:

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  enrollment  of  Woman’s  Missions  in 
the  Home  Field  was  33,  an  increase  of  one.  In  addition  to  this  ordi¬ 
nary  and  regular  work  several  other  lines  of  work  have  been  carried 
on  by  the  advice  and  support  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

(a)  The  Work  in  Buenos  Aires,  S.  A. — As  was  reported  by  the 
Board  at  the  last  convention  of  this  body,  the  Board  was  requested 
by  the  Executive  Committee  to  assume  the  administration  of  mission 
work  in  the  city  of  Buenos  Aires,  S.  A.,  with  the  distinct  under¬ 
standing  that  compliance  with  that  request  involved  no  responsibility 
beyond  the  faithful  administration  of  the  same.  Subsequently,  Rev. 
S.  D.  Daugherty,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  commissioned  as  the 
pioneer  missionary  to  that  distant  South  American  field,  and  he  set 
sail  on  the  7th  of  November,  1908,  and  reached  his  field  of  labor 
on  the  24th  of  December  following. 

After  carefully  canvassing  the  field  there  for  several  months, 
and  investigating  conditions  and  needs,  he  felt  that  the  best  interest 
of  the  work  demanded  additional  help,  and  in  response  to  his  earnest 
appeal  for  an  additional  missionary,  especially  for  the  Scandinavian 
people,  Rev.  J.  R.  Enger,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  was  appointed  as  the 
second  missionary  to  go  to  that  field.  Fie  set  sail  from  New  York 
on  the  19th  of  February,  1910,  and  was  accompanied  by  Mrs.  S.  D. 
Daugherty  and  her  two  children,  who  went  to  join  her  husband. 
They  reached  their  destination  safely  on  the  15th  of  March.  Mrs. 
Enger  and  her  two  children  sailed  for  Buenos  Aires  two  months 
later,  on  the  20th  of  May,  to  join  her  husband.  Since  Rev.  Enger’s 
arrival  on  the  field,  he  has  had  charge  of  the  Scandinavian  work, 
and  Rev.  Daugherty  has  devoted  his  time  to  work  in  the  English  and 
Spanish  languages,  chiefly  in  conducting  Sunday  schools,  of  which 
three  have  been  established  in  different  sections  of  the  city,  at  Bel- 
grano,  Caseros  and  Santos  Lugares,  with  an  aggregate  enrollment 
of  148.  The  local  expenses  incident  to  this  work  have  been  met  by 
the  schools  themselves. 

( b )  The  Italian  Work. — The  work  among  the  Italians,  which  had 
been  temporarily  abandoned,  was  resumed  in  West  Hoboken,  N.  J., 
under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Andre  Bongarzone.  On  March  10th, 
1910,  the  mission  was  reorganized,  at  which  time  the  Woman’s  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  agreed  to  assume  the  support  of  the  missionary  to 
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the  extent  of  $300.00  a  year.  The  work  has  made  commendable 
progress  since  its  reorganization.  The  adult  membership  of  the 
church  increased  from  11  to  30,  and  the  enrollment  of  the  Sunday 
school  from  14  to  87.  The  work  is  important,  but  is  beset  with  many 
difficulties.  The  mission  is  located  in  the  midst  of  16,000  Italians, 
of  which  75  per  cent,  are  practically  unbelievers;  20  per  cent,  are 
totally  indifferent  to  their  spiritual  needs,  and  5  per  cent,  are 
Romanists. 

( c )  Immigrant  Work. — The  Executive  Committee  has  also  con¬ 
tinued  its  support  of  an  Immigrant  Missionary  in  the  person  of 
Miss  Marietta  Staake,  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia.  This  work  is  of 
unquestionable  importance,  and  has  been  attended  with  gratifying 
results,  but  which  it  is  not  possible  to  present  in  definite  and  tangible 
form  in  this  report. 

( d )  Box  Work. — Under  the  auspices  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board,  the 
furnishing  of  missionary  boxes  to  a  large  number  of  inadequately 
supported  pastors  and  home  missionaries  has  been  continued,  and 
with  very  gratifying  results.  The  contents  of  these  boxes  have  been 
a  joy  to  many  hearts  and  a  blessing  to  many  homes. 

4.  Receipts  from  Legacies. — The  amount  received  from  this  source 
was  $4,191.81,  as  against  $8,770.64,  or  $4,578.83  less  than  in  the 
preceding  biennium. 

We  are  constrained  to  express  our  surprise  and  regret  that  with 
the  growth  of  our  membership  and  the  increase  of  wealth  in  our 
Church,  so  small  a  proportion  of  the  income  of  the  benevolent 
causes  of  the  Church  comes  from  this  source.  A  comparison  with 
some  other  denominations  in  this  matter  of  bequests  for  the  work 
of  benevolence  reveals  a  striking  lack  of  interest  in  and  appreciation 
of  the  exalted  privilege,  on  the  part  of  our  membership,  of  identify¬ 
ing  themselves  with  the  work  of  Christ’s  kingdom  through  the 
consecration  of  at  least  a  portion  of  their  possessions  to  the  propa¬ 
gation  of  His  gospel  and  the  planting  of  His  Church,  after  they  have 
ceased  from  their  labors.  The  income  of  one  of  the  leading 
denominations  for  Home  Missions  in  1909 ;  from  legacies,  was  44  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  sum ;  and  of  another  the  amount  was  30  per  cent, 
of  the  total  contributions  of  the  churches.  There  is  evidently  urgent 
need  of  more  diligent,  definite  training  of  our  people  in  reference 
to  this  very  important  Christian  duty. 

We  append  herewith  the  names  of  those  devoted  members  of  our 
Church,  who,  having  departed  in  the  faith,  left  behind  them  tangible 
testimony  of  their  gratitude  and  loyalty  to  their  Lord  and  Saviour, 
and  of  their  sincere  interest  in  the  work  of  their  beloved  Church 
and  in  the  extension  of  Christ’s  kingdom  upon  the  earth.

5.  Annuity  Gift  Fund. — This  fund  was  augmented,  during  the  last 
two  years  by  the  addition  of  $1,500.00.  These  gifts  came  from  three 
individual  members  in  amounts  respectively  of  $1,000.00,  $300.00  and 
$200.00. 

6.  Offerings  of  the  Sunday  Schools. — It  is  not  possible  to  state 
accurately  what  amount  was  received  from  the  Luther  Day  Offer¬ 
ings  in  the  Sunday  schools,  owing  to  the  difficulty  that  has  been 
experienced  in  securing  prompt  reports  of  the  offerings.  As  far 
as  we  were  able  to  judge  the  offerings  were  fully  up  to,  and  probably 
in  excess  of-,  those  of  former  bienniums.  The  demand  for  Luther 
Day  envelopes  and  the  Home  Mission  Service  was  greater  than 
ever  before. 

This  special  work  in  the  Sunday  schools,  in  behalf  of  Home 
Missions,  was  begun  in  1883,  and,  consequently,  twenty-eight  annual 
offerings  have  been  made  which  have  averaged  between  ten  and 
eleven  thousand  dollars,  or  a  total  sum  exceeding  $300,000.00.  While 
this  large  sum  has  been  of  excellent  service  to  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  on  its  financial  side,  yet,  unquestionably,  the  greater  services 
accomplished  by  these  Luther  Day  anniversaries  has  been  along  the 
educational  side,  in  the  training  of  our  children  and  young  people 
in  the  knowledge  of  this  important  benevolent  agency  of  the  Church, 
and  in  developing  the  principle  and  practice  of  Christian  benevolence. 

7.  Young  People’s  Missions. — The  Treasurer’s  report  shows  that 
$1,505.45  were  contributed  by  the  Young  People’s  Societies  of  our 
churches  for  the  support  of  the  pastors  of  the  three  Young  People’s 
Missions.  These  missions  are:  Dayton,  Ohio  (Grace),  Rev.  H.  B. 
Burkholder,  pastor ;  Dubuque,  Iowa,  Rev.  H.  M.  Leech,  pastor,  and 
Wilmington,  Del.,  Rev.  P.  H.  Pearson,  pastor.  The  appropriation 
to  the  support  of  these  missions  is  $1,300.00  annually,  or  $2,600.00  for 
the  biennium.  Hence  the  contributions  of  the  Young  People’s  Soci¬ 
eties  must  be  supplemented,  from  the  General  Fund,  to  the  extent 
of  $1,094.55.  We  have  made  earnest  and  repeated  efforts  to  enlist 
the  interest  and  secure  the  support  of  all  our  societies  in  behalf  of 
Home  Mission  work,  but  with  disappointing  results.  A  number  of 
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them  are  sincerely  interested  and  extend  generous  aid,  but  a  large 
majority  of  them  are  not  yet  sufficiently  interested  to  participate  in 
this  work.  Surely  no  cause  of  the  Church  should  appeal  more 
strongly  to  the  young  men  and  women  of  our  churches  than  that 
which  has  the  inspiring  aim  of  planting  our  Church  and  of  Chris¬ 
tianizing  the  people  of  our  own  land. 

8.  Receipts  from  Sale  of  Church  Property. — The  sum  of  $2,253.51 
was  received  from  the  sale  of  a  lot  at  Parkside,  Philadelphia,  and  of 
the  church  property  at  Loudonville,  Ohio.  An  explanation  of  these 
items  may  be  desirable.  The  mission  at  Parkside,  Philadelphia,  was 
not  wisely  located,  and  it  was  decided,  after  several  years  of  aid  had 
been  extended  to  the  mission,  that  it  would  be  better  to  abandon  the 
effort  and  sell  the  lot.  That  was  subsequently  done.  The  amount 
realized  by  the  Board,  after  certain  expenses  incident  to  the  sale  had 
been  paid,  covered  the  appropriations  that  had  been  made  in  the 
support  of  the  pastors. 

The  Loudonville  Church  had  received  aid  at  various  times,  aggre¬ 
gating  a  period  of  fifteen  years  and  three  months,  and  during  that 
time  had  assumed  self-support  four  times.  But,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  two  Lutheran  churches,  a  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio  congregation  and 
a  General  Synod  organization,  were  located  in  a  small  town  with  a 
limited  amount  of  Lutheran  material,  the  ultimate  outcome  was  the 
survival  of  the  stronger  and  the  failure  of  the  weaker. 

The  sum  of  $591.76  was  our  Board’s  share  of  the  money  realized 
from  the  sale  of  the  property. 

9.  The  Balance  in  the  Treasury. — As  will  be  seen  by  referring  to 
the  Treasurers  report,  the  balance  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of 
the  biennium  was  $22,908.00. 

This  amount  may  seem  surprisingly  and  undesirably  large,  in  the 
face  of  the  urgent  demands  for  the  enlargement  of  our  Home 
Mission  operations,  as  well  as  of  the  opportunities  for  such  enlarge¬ 
ment.  But  satisfactory  reasons  for  this  large  balance  can  easily 
be  given. 

1.  After  the  Board  had  carefully  planned  its  work,  so  as  to  keep 
within  its  apparent  and  probable  income,  a  number  of  missions  to 
which  generous  appropriations  had  been  made,  became  vacant  and 
were  without  pastors  during  unusually  long  periods.  While  this 
was  hurtful  to  the  best  interests  of  the  missions,  it  accrued  to  the 
financial  advantage  of  the  Board’s  treasury,  and  several  thousands  of 
dollars  remained  in  the  treasury  that  would  have  been  paid  out  in 
salaries  if  the  missions  had  been  supplied  with  pastors.  Such  a  con¬ 
tingency  cannot  possibly  be  anticipated. 

2.  Another  reason  is  found  in  the  fact  that  nearly  $20,000  of  the 
balance  reached  the  treasury  during  the  last  month  of  the  biennium 
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and  a  large  part  of  it  within  a  few  days  of  the  closing  of  the 
books.  Consequently  the  Board  itself  could  have  no  certain  knowl¬ 
edge  of  what  the  state  of  its  treasury  would  be  one  month  before  the 
end  of  the  biennium.  If  the  congregational  and  synodical  treasurers 
could  arrange  to  transmit  the  moneys  in  their  hands,  for  the  various 
objects  of  benevolence,  more  promptly,  or  at  shorter  intervals,  it 
would  greatly  facilitate  the  definite  and  effective  administration 
of  the  work. 

It  should  be  remembered  also  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  treasury 
to  hold  a  balance  of  from  twelve  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars  at  the 
time  of  the  closing  of  the  biennium  in  order  to  enable  it  to  meet 
its  obligations  during  the  period  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  first  of 
September,  when  the  receipts  are  far  from  sufficient  to  meet  the 
obligations  of  the  Board. 

Moreover,  it  may  be  well  to  state,  that  at  the  time  of  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod,  two  monthly  payments  will  have  been  made, 
which  will  reduce  the  balance  about  $10,000.00. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BIENNIUM. 

The  complete  tabulated  statement,  which  is  printed  as  a  part 
of  this  report,  as  Appendix  A,  presents  in  full  detail  and  with  as 
much  accuracy  as  possible  the  work  accomplished  by  each  missionary 
in  each  mission. 

By  carefully  examining  this  statement  it  will  be  found  that  the 
number  of  missions  enrolled  during  the  biennium,  and  which,  with 
few  exceptions,  received  aid  the  whole  or  part  of  the  time,  was  229. 
This  was  9  more  than  was  enrolled  in  the  preceding  two  years. 

Two  missions  that  were  on  the  list  at  the  opening  of  the  biennium 
were  declined  aid  and  dropped  from  the  roll  on  account  of  their  un¬ 
promising  character.  These  were  Betheden,  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  New  York.  Two  missions.  Avis  and  Vilas, 
Pa.,  were  united  in  one  pastorate,  and  received  aid  for  one  year. 
The  mission  is  now  placed  on  the  self-supporting  list.  Several  other 
missions  did  not  receive  any  aid  from  the  Board  because  no  regular 
pastors  were  secured.  They  have  been  served  by  temporary  sup¬ 
plies,  but  are  still  enrolled  as  missions  and  entitled  to  aid  when 
pastors  are  secured.

COMPARISON  OF  RESULTS. 

By  comparing  the  results  of  the  work  of  Home  Missions  for  the 
last  two  years  with  those  of  the  preceding  biennium,  the  gratifying 
evidence  will  be  found  that,  on  the  whole,  there  has  been  progress 
made,  and,  in  some  features  of  the  work,  encouraging  progress. 

The  whole  number  of  missions  enrolled  was  229,  an  increase  of 
nine  over  the  preceding  two  years.  The  number  of  quarterly  reports 
submitted  was  1442,  an  increase  of  135,  thus  indicating  that  thirty- 
four  more  years  of  missionary  service  had  been  rendered  than  in  the 
last  biennium. 

In  the  number  of  new  missions  received,  and  of  new  churches  built 
or  bought,  there  was  a  slight  decrease. 
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The  number  of  infants  baptized  was  3624,  and  of  catechumens 
taught  5486;  a  considerable  advance  in  each  case,  on  the  former 
biennium.  While  the  addition  to  the  membership  of  the  churches 
was  very  satisfactory  it  was  not  quite  as  large  as  for  the  preceding 
biennium. 

The  finances  of  the  missions,  both  as  pertains  to  support  of  the 
local  church  and  also  to  benevolence,  was  exceptionally  gratifying. 
For  “Church  Property  and  Local  Expenses”  there  was  an  advance 
of  $49,547.00,  and  for  “Benevolence”  an  advance  of  $10,587.00. 

This  summary,  as  a  whole,  is  a  splendid  testimony  to  the  faithful 
diligence  and  efficient  service  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Church  in 
the  homeland,  and  an  unanswerable  proof  of  the  excellent  value  of 
the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Church. 


LOCATION  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  entire  enrollment  of  missions  in  the  biennium  was  229.  They 
were  distributed  in  twenty-six  States  and  in  twenty-two  Synods  as 
follows :

SELF-SUPPORTINIG. 

Perhaps  no  feature  of  our  Home  Mission  work  is  more  significant 
of  progress  and  of  successful  work  by  the  missionaries  and  of -devo¬ 
tion  and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  the  membership  of  the  churches 
than  the  fact  that  a  proportionately  large  number  of  the  churches 
receiving  aid,  in  a  reasonable  time,  attain  sufficient  strength  to 
assume  their  own  support. 

The  definite  aim  of  Home  Mission  work  in  our  Church  is  the 
planting  of  the  Church  among  the  scattered  of  our  own  people  that 
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will  not  only  supply  the  means  of  grace  to  those  who  are  spiritually 
destitute,  but  which  will  eventually  develop  into  strong,  and  influen¬ 
tial  religious  forces  in  the  communities  where  they  are  located. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  past  biennium  twenty- 
eight  missions  have  attained  sufficient  strength  to  undertake  their 
own  support,  and  have  joined  the  ranks  of  independent  churches. 

We  present  herewith  the  names  of  these  missions  that  are  en¬ 
titled  to  a  place  on  the  “honor  roll”  for  the  present  biennium,  with 
the  date  when  they  became  self-supporting  and  the  name  of  the 
pastor  at  the  time.

NEW  MISSIONS. 

The  number  of  new  missions  enrolled  during  the  biennium,  and 
whose  support  the  Board  assumed,  was  38.  This  is  four  less  than 
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were  received  in  the  preceding  biennium,  but  aid  had  been  granted 
to  six  others  and  they  would  have  been  enrolled  had  it  been  possible 
to  secure  pastors  for  them  before  the  close  of  the  biennium.  Of 
these  38,  19  were  in  the  Eastern,  8  in  the  Central,  and  11  in  the 
Western  District.  In  assuming  these  new  fields  four  States  have 
been  entered  in  which,  hitherto,  the  General  Synod  has  done  no 
work.  These  are  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Texas,  and  Washington. 
Thirty-six  were  aided  from  the  General  Fund,  one — Advent,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  N.  Y.,  by  the  Woman’s  Executive  Committee,  and  one — the  Cold 
Spring  Mission — is  jointly  supported  by  the  Board  and  the  Adams 
County  and  Cumberland  Valley  Conferences  of  the  West  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Synod. 

The  aid  received  by  Trinity  Church,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  is  furnished 
by  Zion  Church  of  the  same  city,  outside  of  its  Home  Mission 
apportionment. 

Below  we  present  a  list  of  the  new  missions  assumed,  with  the 
name  of  the  first  missionary,  and  the  date  of  its  reception.

THE  WORK  NOW  ON  HAND. 

On  the  first  of  May,  1911,  the  beginning  of  the  present  biennium, 
the  number  of  missions  enrolled  and  receiving  aid  or  entitled  to 
aid  from  the  Board  was  204.  (See  Appendix  B.) 

To  these  must  be  added  the  following  new  fields  to  which  aid  has 
already  been  promised:  Donora,  Pa.;  Fayette,  N.  Y. ;  Gary,  Ind. ; 
Gypsum,  Col.;  Hanover,  Wis.;  Omaha,  Neb.,  Trinity  Rocky  Ford, 
Col.,  and  the  traveling  missionary  for  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  Rev. 
Hans  T.  Schultz.  This  would  make  211  fields  to  whose  support  the 
Board  is  pledged.  This  is  8  more  than  at  the  opening  of  the  previous 
biennium. 

As  the  Board  has  begun  work  in  four  entirely  new  sections,  in 
which  the  outlook  for  extensive  Home  Mission  operations  is  very 
encouraging,  namely:  the  States  of  North  Dakota,  Texas,  Washing¬ 
ton,  and  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  it  is  expected  that  the  opportunity 
to  plant  new  missions  in  those  sections  will  make  the  need  for  help 
large  and  urgent,  and  will  place  the  Church  under  obligations  to 
meet  the  demands  of  this  larger  work  with  increased  offerings. 

In  contemplating  the  work  of  Home  Missions  as  it  confronts  us,  in 
the  immediate  future,  and  in  planning  for  its  effective  and  successful 
prosecution,  we  cannot  escape  the  conviction  that,  in  the  providence 
of  Cod,  there  has  been  given  to  us,  as  a  Church,  a  field  whose  area, 
already  immense,  is  ever  widening,  and  whose  vast  importance  is 
ever  growing;  and  the  successful  cultivation  of  which  imperatively 
demands  the  best  thought,  the  supreme  effort,  and  the  largest 
resources  of  which  the  Church  is  capable. 

While  the  work  has  moved  forward  in  each  succeeding  biennium, 
with  a  fair  measure  of  progress,  and  has  been  attended  with  gratify- 
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mg  results,  it  is  evident  that  the  Church  has  not  fully  met  the  respon¬ 
sibility  imposed  by  her  brilliant  opportunities. 

So,  as  we  take  a  view  of  the  work  that  is  now  at  hand,  as  we  enter 
this  new  biennium,  we  should  clearly  recognize  the  need  of  undertak¬ 
ing  larger  things,  and  be  persuaded  that  we  are  well  able  to  accom¬ 
plish  larger  results  if  we  are  ready  for  the  discharge  of  our 
plainest  duty. 

In  addition  to  the  new  missions  undertaken,  and  the  regular  work 
accomplished  during  the  past  two  years,  considerable  special  work 
has  been  prosecuted  under  the  auspices,  and  by  the  support,  of  the 
Board.  This  special  missionary  work  was  accomplished  largely  by 
theological  students  during  the  summer  vacations.  The  persons  so 
employed  were:  Mr.  Floyd  E.  Blessing,  at  Grand  Junction,  Col.; 
Rev.  Charles  H.  Butler,  in  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Mr.  G.  P.  Lottich,  in 
Chicago,  Ill. ;  Mr.  E.  L.  Manges,  in  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Mr.  G.  K.  Myk- 
land,  in  Detroit,  Mich.;  Mr.  G.  G.  Parker,  at  Norwood,  Ohio,  and 
Mr.  H.  A.  Stauffer,  at  Staten  Island,  N.  Y. 


OUR  GERMAN  WORK. 

It  has  always  been  the  earnest  purpose  of  the  Board  to  aid  in 
the  organization  and  support  of  mission  churches  among  the  Ger¬ 
man-speaking  people  of  our  own  household  of  faith,  and  they  have 
always  responded  cheerfully  and  promptly  to  the  appeals  made  in 
behalf  of  such  work.  The  most  promising  and  the  most  productive 
Home  Mission  Fields  open  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country 
and  Canada  are  among  those  people.  The  Board  has  co-operated 
with  the  German  Nebraska  and  Wartburg  Synods  in  the  support  of 
their  traveling  missionary. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  from  our  German  Lutherans  in  Sas¬ 
katchewan,  Canada,  to  aid  them  in  providing  the  church  and  the 
means  of  grace,  the  Board  has  recently  appointed  a  traveling 
missionary  for  that  province. 

The  Board  is  in  sincere  sympathy  with  the  effort  that  has  been 
diligently  and  quite  successfully  prosecuted  in  recent  times,  to  pro¬ 
vide  German  pastors  through  the  agency  of  the  Brekluin  Seminary, 
Germany,  and  would  heartily  endorse  that  project  as  a  feasible  and 
effective  plan  of  securing  more  pastors  for  the  German  work  that 
is  becoming  increasingly  large  and  important  in  our  General  Synod. 

We  present  below  in  tabulated  form  the  German  and  German- 
English  missions,  that  have  received  aid  during  the  last  two  years, 
with  the  name  of  the  missionary  and  the  Synod  with  which  each 
one  is  connected. 

In  view  of  the  vast  field  open  to  the  General  Synod  for  necessary 
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and  successful  Home  Mission  work  among  our  scattered  German 
Lutherans  and  the  excellent  opportunities  presented  to  engage  in 
that  work  under  encouraging  auspices,  we  feel  constrained  to  invoke 
the  sincerest  interest  and  the  most  cordial  and  generous  co-operation 
of  our  German  pastors  and  the  members  of  their  churches  in  behalf 
of  Home  Missions.

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SOME  OUTSTANDING  PROBLEMS  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

We  can  scarcely  refrain  from  presenting  to  this  body  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  large  and  still  unsolved  problems  that  are  vitally 
related  to  the  successful  accomplishment  of  our  Home  Mission 
work ;  but,  lest  we  trespass  on  your  time  and  patience,  and  also 
exceed  the  limit  of  space  desired  in  the  printed  Minutes  for  such 
a  report,  we  will  confine  ourselves  to  a  brief  reference  to  them. 

1.  How  to  reach  our  membership  with  a  full  and  definite  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  character,  importance  and  needs  of  our  Home  Mission 
work ?  The  lack  of  adequate  information  concerning  the  work 
is  unquestionably  responsible  for  the  disastrous  deficit  on  the 
apportionment  that  confronts  the  General  Synod  at  this  Conven¬ 
tion.  This  ignorance  is  not  only  the  cause  of  the  large  deficit  in 
the  receipts  for  the  work,  but  is  the  parent  of  other  serious 
obstacles  to  greater  progress,  namely,  a  lack  of  cordial  sympathy 
on  the  part  of  the  membership  of  the  Church,  and  of  earnest  sup¬ 
plication  in  its  behalf,  and  of  active,  vigorous  co-operation  with 
the  Board  in  prosecuting  the  work.  It  is  imperative  that  some  sys¬ 
tem  of  effective  Home  Mission  education  be  established  in  our 
churches,  especially  in  our  Sunday  schools  and  Young  People’s 
Societies,  to  remedy  this  serious  defect. 

2.  The  growing  tendency  to  erect  handsome  church  buildings,  at 
a  cost  exceeding  the  financial  ability  of  the  mission  congregation, 
is  a  positive  hindrance  to  encouraging  growth  and  progress,  and 
often  injects  a  serious  problem  into  the  work.  It  is  claimed  by 
many,  who  are  deeply  interested  in  the  cause,  that  it  is  necessary  to 
have  handsome  and  well-equipped  church  edifices,  in  order  to  promote 
the  success  of  the  undertaking,  and  in  order  to  secure  them,  large 
and  burdensome  indebtedness  cannot  be  avoided,  and  many  years 
of  hard  and  disheartening  struggle  must  necessarily  ensue.  If  it 
be  true  that  these  costly  churches  are  necessary  to  the  success  of 
our  Plome  Mission  work,  the  Church  should  provide  more  adequate 
assistance  in  their  erection. 

3.  The  inadequate  supply  of  capable  and  well-qualified  men  for 
Home  Missions  is  another  difficult  and  ever-present  problem  that 
confronts  the  Board  in  the  administration  of  the  work.  Many 
important  missions  have  suffered  seriously  from  long  vacancies, 
because  it  was  impossible  to  secure  pastors  adapted  to  them,  or 
willing  to  assume  charge  of  them.  This  is  a  cardinal  matter. 
The  success  of  this  great  enterprise  of  the  Church  hinges,  primarily 
and  chiefly,  on  a  sufficient  supply  of  men  for  the  work.  The  remedy 
for  this  fundamental  need  must  be  supplied  by  the  Church  itself. 
The  solution  of  this  problem  should  engage  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  whole  Church. 
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PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE  SYSTEM  OF  ADMINISTRATION. 

During  the  last  two  years  the  Board  has  given  considerable  time 
and  thought  to  the  question  as  to  whether  it  would  be  feasible  and 
possible  to  make  some  changes  in  the  method  of  conducting  the 
work  of  Home  Missions,  that  has  been  pursued  in  the  General 
Synod,  during  the  last  forty-two  years,  with  but  slight  changes, 
that  would  promote  its  greater  efficiency  and  achieve  larger  results. 

The  Board  itself  has  a  profound  sense  of  the  superlative  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  our  Church,  and  it  is  intensely 
concerned  for  the  employment  of  the  most  effective  system  of 
administration.  It  believes,  therefore,  that,  if  there  is  a  better  way 
possible,  it  should  be  adopted.  While  the  work  of  Home  Missions, 
during  the  last  third  of  a  century,  has  made  steady  and  uninter¬ 
rupted  progress,  and  has  been  the  chief  factor  in  the  Church’s 
growth  and  larger  achievements,  yet  it  is  quite  possible  that,  by 
the  introduction  of  some  new  methods,  and  the  employment  of  some 
other  agencies  and  forces,  still  larger  results  might  be  realized. 

Hence,  after  the  most  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  matter, 
the  Board  has  agreed  upon  a  plan,  which,  in  its  judgment,  will 
supply  some  needs  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  which  the  present 
system  does  not,  and  may  contribute  to  its  greater  effectiveness.  It 
submits  this  plan  as  a  part  of  this  report,  and  prints  it  as  Appen¬ 
dix  D,  and  requests  that  it  be  given  kindly  and  judicious  considera¬ 
tion  by  this  body;  and  if,  in  its  judgment,  these  proposed  changes  in 
the  present  method  of  administering  its  Home  Mission  work  be  wise 
and  practical,  to  adopt  them. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  beloved  fathers  and  brethren,  your  Board  of  Home 
Missions  has  presented  to  you,  as  fully  and  as  clearly  as  possible,  a 
record  of  the  work  that  has  been  administered  by  it  during  the  two 
years  that  ended  on  the  30th  of  April  last.  It  does  not  claim  that 
its  administration  of  this  sacred  and  important  trust  has  been 
wholly  free  from  errors,  for  it  would  require  more  than  human  wis¬ 
dom  and  judgment  to  conduct  such  a  large  enterprise  as  the  work 
of  Home  Missions,  beset  as  it  is  with  many  peculiar  difficulties  and 
perplexing  problems,  without  some  mistakes ;  but  that  it  has  ear¬ 
nestly  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  it  with  conscien¬ 
tious  faithfulness,  and  with  sincere  devotion  to  the  best  welfare  of 
the  cause.  The  members  of  the  Board  have  cheerfully  given  a 
large  amount  of  time  and  labor  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  care,  and  they  indulge  the  hope  that  it  will  meet  with 
your  approval. 
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During  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  the  number  of  missions 
receiving  aid  has  increased  two  and  a  half  times,  and  the  receipts 
for  the  support  of  the  work  three  and  a  half  times,  so  that  it 
will  be  readily  seen  that,  with  each  passing  biennium,  the  duties  per¬ 
taining  to  the  direction  of  the  work  become  more  exacting  as  to 
the  time  and  service  required  in  their  discharge. 

In  concluding  the  report,  we  are  desirous  of  expressing  our  pro¬ 
found  sense  of  the  great  privilege  of  being  identified  with  our 
co-laborers  of  the  ministry  and  of  the  laity  in  such  a  splendid  work 
of  our  Church  as  that  of  Home  Missions,  whose  glorious  aim  and 
chief  purpose  is  the  winning  of  this  mightiest  nation  of  the  earth,  of 
which  we  are  a  part,  to  the  sovereignty  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  by  the  planting  of  the  Church  of  our  name  and  faith  in 
every  destitute  place  in  it,  and  through  it,  the  proclamation  of  the 
gospel  to  all  its  inhabitants,  and  the  promotion  of  national  right¬ 
eousness.  The  encouragement  of  forty-two  years  of  inspiring 
Home  Mission  history  since  the  present  system  of  administration 
was  inaugurated  in  this  city,  by  the  fathers,  who  have  gone  to  their 
high  reward,  should  be  an  incentive  to  us,  upon  whom  their  mantle 
has  fallen  as  a  rich  legacy,  to  renewed  interest  and  endeavor  in  a 
cause  that  has  been  such  a  prolific  source  of  blessing  to  the  Church. 
And  shall  we  not  heed  the  challenge  of  the  magnificent  opportunities 
and  splendid  possibilities  which  the  opening  future  so  impressively 
presents,  and  go  forward,  with  increased  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  to 
meet  the  urgent  call  of  the  times  in  which  we  live?  Our  Church, 
for  her  growth  and  prosperity;  our  scattered  and  churchless  people, 
for  their  spiritual  welfare ;  and  our  nation,  for  its  Christianization, 
need  Home  Missions.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In  accordance  with  the  standing  rule  of  this  body,  the  Board 
submits  a  number  of  resolutions  and  recommendations,  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  different  items  presented  in  the  report  for  your  considera- 
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tion.  If  they  express  your  judgment,  and  receive  your  endorse¬ 
ment,  we  request  that  they  be  printed  in  connection  with  this  report 
as  your  action. 

1.  On  the  Work  of  the  Biennium. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard,  with  much  gratification,  of  the 
excellent  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the  administration 
of  our  Home  Mission  work  during  the  past  two  years,  as  seen, 
especially,  in  the  following  facts : 

(a)  That  nine  more  missions  have  been  enrolled.

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APPENDIX  D. 

A  PLAN  FOR  REORGANIZING  THE  WORK  OF  HOME  MIS¬ 
SIONS  IN  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  growth  of  our  Home  Mission  work 
in  the  General  Synod  will  soon  render  it  impractical  and  well-nigh 
impossible,  to  care  for  all  the  details  of  it  in  one  central  office ;  and, 
also  realizing  that  there  is  a  growing  desire  in  some  of  the  District 
Synods  for  a  closer  relation  between  them  and  the  missions  on  their 
respective  territory,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  time  has  come  when  steps  should  be  taken  looking  towards 
some  modification  of  our  plan  of  work.  We  would,  therefore, 
respectfully  ask  the  General  Synod  to  consider  the  following  rules 
for  the  conduct  of  the  work  in  the  future  : 

1.  The  work  of  Home  Missions  shall  continue,  as  heretofore,  to 
be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  a  General  Board,  appointed  by 
the  General  Synod,  and  its  decisions  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  supreme 
and  final. 

2.  Each  District  Synod  shall  appoint  an  Advisory  Board,  or 
Committee,  as  at  present,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  all  possible  ways, 
to  co-operate  with  the  General  Board  in  the  conduct  of  the  work 
on  the  territory  of  that  Synod. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  these  Advisory  Boards  or 
Committees,  to  recommend  to  the  General  Board  new  and  promising 
fields  within  their  respective  Synods,  and  also  to  assist  in  canvassing 
and  organizing  the  same,  when  so  requested  by  the  General  Board. 

It  shall  also  be  their  duty,  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Board, 
to  secure  pastors  to  take  charge  of  such  new  fields,  and  also  to 
assist  vacant  missions  on  their  territory  to  secure  pastors. 

4.  When  any  Synod  shall  so  request,  all  applications  for  aid  for 
missions  on  its  territory  shall  first  be  submitted  to  its  Advisory 
Board  or  Committee,  for  consideration  and  advice,  before  being 
presented  to  the  General  Board ;  but  such  advice  shall,  in  no  case, 
be  construed  as  mandatory,  nor  as  restraining  the  General  Board 
from  acting  according  to  its  own  judgment. 

5.  The  General  Board  may  at  any  time  request  the  Advisory 
Board  or  Committee  of  a  District  Synod  to  send  one  of  its  own 
number,  or  some  other  representative,  to  visit  a  mission  or  a  mis¬ 
sion  field  for  a  special  canvass,  or  to  attend  to  any  other  specific 
duty,  and  in  such  cases  the  expenses  of  such  visit  or  work  shall  be 
paid  by  the  General  Board,  if  so  requested. 

6.  If  any  Synod,  or  group  of  two  or  more  Synods,  acting 
together,  shall  desire  to  employ  a  local  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions,  the  General  Board  may,  at  its  discretion,  assist  in  his  sup- 
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port,  to  the  extent  of  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  his  salary;  and, 
in  this  case,  he  shall  make  regular  reports  of  his  work  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Board  as  it  may  require. 

THE  OBJECTS  SOUGHT  TO  BE  ACCOMPLISHED  BY  THIS  PLAN  ARE  AS 

FOLLOWS  : 

(a)  A  closer  and  more  sympathetic  relation  between  the  General 
Board  and  the  District  Synods  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 

( b )  The  transfer  of  a  larger  share  of  the  work  and  responsi¬ 
bility,  in  conducting  our  Home  Missions,  to  the  District  Synods 
themselves,  as  represented  by  their  Advisory  Boards  or  Committees. 

( c )  Increased  interest  and  liberality  in  the  support  of  the  work, 
as  a  result  of  this  closer  connection  with  it. 

( d )  If  this  plan  should  be  approved  by  the  General  Synod,  and 
generally  adopted  by  the  District  Synods,  the  General  Board  may 
dispense  with  the  employment  of  Field  Secretaries,  if,  in  its  judg¬ 
ment,  this  should  be  found  expedient. 

The  report  was  considered  and  adopted,  item  by  item,  and  as 
a  whole.

The  Twenty-first  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

To  the  President,  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates  of  the  Forty- 
fifth  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  takes  pleasure 
in  presenting  herewith  its  twenty-first  biennial  report,  and  rejoices 
in  the  rich  blessing  of  God  upon  the  work.  This  is  indicated  by 
the  fact  that  this  report  is  in  many  respects,  as  we  shall  show  you, 
ahead  of  any  yet  presented,  showing  again  advancement,  both  in 
the  receipts  and  in  the  appropriations  made  to  carry  on  the  work 
throughout  the  territory  of  our  General  Synod. 

The  Board  asks  your  kindly  consideration  of  these  items : 

I.  Constitution  and  Organization  of  Board. 

The  General  Synod  at  Richmond,  Ind.,  constituted  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  as  follows:

George  E.  Neff,  Esq.,  was  later  in  the  biennium  appointed  on 
the  Joint  Conference  Committee  with  the  Home  Mission  Board,  to 
take  the  place  of  Mr.  M.  B.  Spahr,  who  was  unable  to  attend  to 
these  duties. 

DEATH  OF  DR.  FREAS. 

Just  as  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  gathered  for  its  monthly 
meeting  on  Tuesday,  February  14th,  1911,  the  news  reached  the 
office  of  the  death  of  its  beloved  and  honored  President,  Rev.  Will¬ 
iam  Streeper  Freas,  D.  D.  The  Board  thereupon  took  the  following 
action : 

The  news  of  the  death  of  our  beloved  President,  Rev.  William 
Streeper  Freas,  D.  D.,  brought  great  sorrow  to  every  member  of 
our  Board  of  Church  Extension,  as  they  came  together  this  14th 
day  of  February,  1911,  for  their  monthly  business  meeting. 

The  morning  mail  had  brought  this  message  from  Dr.  Freas, 
written  in  his  own  hand,  to  the  General  Secretary : 

“Just  now  it  looks  to  me  unlikely  that  I  will  be  able  to  attend  the 
Board  meeting  this  Tuesday.  If  I  am  able,  I  will  come,  but  I  am 
doubtful.  I  had  a  bad  spell  last  night  and  feel  weak  to-day.” 

Yet  no  one  was  prepared  to  get  the  message  from  his  son,  stating, 
“Father  died  this  morning  at  nine-forty.” 

The  Board  of  Church  Extension  thus  assembled  without  its 
official  head,  in  its  deep  sorrow  and  gloom,  has  made  this  minute : 

“Whereas,  God,  in  His  all-wise  providence  and  goodness,  has 
removed  from  our  midst  one  of  God’s  noblemen,  the  beloved  Presi¬ 
dent  of  our  Board  of  Church  Extension  ;  therefore,  be  it 

“1.  Resolved ,  That  the  Board  feels  that  in  the  death  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Freas  they  have  sustained  an  irreparable  loss,  and  one  which 
has  caused  a  vacancy  which  will  be  hard  to  fill. 

“2.  Resolved,  That  in  the  twenty-seven  years  of  Dr.  Freas’  mem- 
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bership  in  the  Board,  and  in  the  twenty  years  of  his  Presidency,, 
there  was  not  a  more  loyal  and  faithful  member  to  be  found  any¬ 
where.  He  missed  but  few  regular  meetings,  and  was  present  at 
nearly  all  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Being  thor¬ 
oughly  conversant  with  the  work  of  the  Board,  he  became  an  in¬ 
valuable  force  in  the  faithful  prosecution  of  the  work  of  Church 
Extension  in  the  General  Synod. 

“3.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  bears  earnest  testimony  to  his  uni¬ 
form  kindness  and  courtesy  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact, 
and  to  the  high  standard  which  he  set  in  all  his  dealings  with  the 
Church  and  its  missionaries. 

“4.  Resolved,  That  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Dr.  Freas,  and  pray  for  them  God’s  best  and  most  con¬ 
soling  comfort  in  this  dark  hour  of  their  lives.” 

Rev.  William  Streeper  Freas,  D.  D.,  was  born  on  May  nth,  1848,. 
at  Marble  Hall,  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  and  was  the  son  of 
Jesse  and  Anna  Cathrine  Freas.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  the 
farm.  He  entered  the  Preparatory  Department  at  Gettysburg  in 
1864,  and  graduated  from  the  College  in  1873,  having  taken  almost 
every  honor  and  prize  within  the  course.  He  took  the  Freshman 
Prize,  won  the  Hassler  Latin  Medal,  took  First  Honor,  and  de¬ 
livered  the  Valedictory  on  Graduation  Day.  He  entered  the 
Theological  Seminary  in  1873,  and  was  ordained  in  1876. 

His  first  work  was  that  of  a  Professor  in  Lutherville  Female 
Seminary.  After  that  he  served  churches  successfully  at  Everett,, 
Hughesville,  Carlisle  and  St.  Paul’s,  of  York,  Pa.  His  last  charge 
was  Grace  Church,  Baltimore,  Md.,  where  he  labored  with  eminent 
success.  He  then  took  up  teaching  at  the  Motherhouse. 

He  was  one  of  the  most  widely-known  men  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  this  country.  He  was  a  frequent  delegate  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod,  was  for  many  years  its  efficient  Secretary,  and  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  in  1901,  was  elected  President.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  for  twenty-six  years, 
and  for  the  past  twenty  years  has  been  its  most  popular  and  suc¬ 
cessful  President. 

The  Board  at  its  meeting  on  February  28th,  1911,  unanimously 
elected  Rev.  B.  F.  Alleman,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board,  to  suc¬ 
ceed  Dr.  Freas.  Dr.  Alleman  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
since  1889,  having  been  elected  to  that  position  by  the  General 
Synod,  which  met  that  year  in  Allegheny  City,  Pa.  He  has  been 
one  of  our  most  faithful  and  interested  members,  having  in  all 
these  twenty-two  years  missed  but  few  meetings.  Thoroughly  in¬ 
terested  in  our  Church  Extension  work,  and  deeply  conscious  of 
its  vast  possibilities,  and,  desirous  of  keeping  up  its  record  as  a 
business  and  benevolent  Board  of  our  Church,  he  will  ably  fill  the 
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position,  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  our  lamented  and  now 
sainted  Dr.  Freas. 


II.  Receipts. 

The  receipts  for  the  past  biennium  have  reached  the  sum  of 
$197,912.98. 

This  is  just  a  little  less  than  two  years  ago,  when  we  had  reached 
high  water  mark,  having  the  total  of  $201,505.49.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  however,  our  receipts  really  show  most  striking  gain. 

Four  years  ago  we  had  received,  as  special  gifts  about  $14,000.00 
on  account  of  the  California  Relief  Fund,  due  to  the  earthquake. 
Two  years  ago  we  secured  as  a  gift  valuable  real  estate  holdings 
in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  amounting  to  $17,000.00  net.  Then,  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  biennium,  our  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  did  much  less  for  our  Church  Extension  work  than 
before.  If  they  had  given  us  as  much  as  in  the  previous  biennium, 
our  receipts  would  have  been  about  equal  to  those  of  two  years 
ago.  So  in  all  respects  we  feel  we  are  able  to  give  you  this  year 
the  best  report  in  the  history  of  our  Church  Extension  work. 

For  this  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  our  kind  heavenly  Father, 
and  wish  in  addition  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  kindly  help 
of  all  our  pastors  and  churches. 

We  can  best  judge  of  the  gradual  and  substantial  growth  of 
our  receipts  by  noting  the  amounts  given  each  biennium  of  the 
General  Synod  and  reported  under  the  columns  of  the  Board  of 
Church  Extension  in  Minutes  of  said  General  Synod:

B.  Returned  Loans. 

These  are  increasing  from  biennium  to  biennium.  If  all  our 
congregations  would  repay  their  loans  promptly  we  would  probably 
not  need  to  call  on  the  churches  for  any  special  gifts  at  all.  It  was 
the  earnest  wish  of  our  sainted  Rev.  A.  W.  Lilly,  D.  D.,  who  for 
so  many  years  was  President  of  our  Board  and  whose  great  hobby 
was  the  Loan  Fund,  that  this  fund  might  in  time  be  so  large  and  so 
operative  that  there  would  need  to  be  no  calls  at  all  from  the 
churches,  but  that  these  returned  loans  would  come  in  as  rapidly 
as  the  needs  of  new  fields  demanded. 

If  we  could  secure  a  Permanent  Fund  of  One  Million  Dollars,, 
and  the  churches  would  pay  us  back  the  loans  promptly,  this 
Board  would  not  need  to  call  upon  our  congregations  for  any 
further  assistance. 

We  wish  to  add  what  we  have  stated  so  often  in  this  report, 
that  whilst  the  Board  has  been  very  anxious  to  receive  all  moneys 
due  from  this  source,  they  have  never  unduly  pressed  mission  con¬ 
gregations  to  pay  back  their  overdue  loans.  The  Board,  however, 
feels  that  these  congregations  who  are  indebted  to  us  must  not 
forget  their  legal  obligations,  and,  as  soon  as  possible,  return 
us  the  money  so  that  it  can  be  used  elsewhere  on  its  mission  of 
love. 
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C.  W Oman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

This  society,  so  thoroughly  loyal  to  our  Church  Extension  Board, 
has  again  passed  all  its  money  collected  for  church  buildings 
through  our  hands.  They  are  of  invaluable  service  to  us,  and  our 
relations  one  with  another  have  been  most  helpful.  God  bless  the 
labor  of  these  faithful  women.  We  only  regret  that  they  could 
not  do  as  much  for  us,  during  the  past  year,  as  in  former  years. 
We  believe  they  will  do  better  during  the  next  biennium. 

D.  The  Special  Donation  Fund. 

For  years  we  have  advocated  the  establishment  of  special  loan 
funds  for  our  Church  Extension  work,  the  principal  sum  of 
which  was  never  to  be  dissipated,  and  whose  influences  were  to 
extend  all  over  our  vast  country  until  time  should  be  no  more.  The 
wisdom  of  such  foresight  has  been  vindicated  over  and  over  again, 
and  will  be  more  so  as  the  years  roll  on. 

There  are,  however,  cases  in  the  erection  of  small  and  inexpen¬ 
sive  churches  in  the  new  towns  and  villages  of  the  West,  as  well 
as  in  the  suburban  sections  of  our  growing  cities,  both  East  and 
West,  where  a  small  donation  will  do  more  good  than  the  making 
of  an  appropriation  from  our  Loan  Fund.  If  a  church  or  chapel 
costing,  say,  from  $1,000.00  to  $5,000.00,  can  be  dedicated  free  of 
debt,  it  is  much  better  if  our  Board  of  Church  Extension  can 
make  an  absolute  donation  than  if  they  were  to  make  a  large  ap¬ 
propriation  in  the  shape  of  a  loan,  which  would  only  keep  the  con¬ 
gregation  in  debt  possibly  for  years  to  come. 

We  are  still  quietly  pushing  this  Fund. 

E.  The  Annuity  Fund. 

We  never,  until  during  the  past  biennium,  have  particularly 
pushed  what  we  call  The  Annuity  Plan  of  giving.  We  have  done 
so,  and  with  some  measure  of  success,  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
to  have  those  who  need  it,  to  receive  a  small  income  during  their 
natural  lives,  while  the  money  is  at  once  given  to  us,  and  immedi¬ 
ately  sent  on  its  mission  of  helpfulness  and  love.  We  give  here¬ 
with  an  extract  of  our  plan : 

what  is  it? 

Through  our  Annuity  Plan  you  can  administer  upon  your  own 
estate  by  putting  your  money  into  our  Church  Extension  Fund. 
This  is  far  better  than  making  a  bequest,  because  the  Board  will 
nay  you  5  per  cent.,  in  semi-annual  payments,  if  you  are  fifty  years 
old  or  more,  and  the  interest  will  be  paid  to  your  wife  if  she  sur¬ 
vives  you.  Between  the  ages  of  forty  and  forty-nine  the  rate  is 
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4*4  per  cent.,  and  4  per  cent,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and 
thirty-nine. 

ITS  GREAT  ADVANTAGES  TO  YOU. 

1.  You  can  see  your  money  work  while  you  live. 

2.  You  have  no  trouble  or  losses  in  making  reinvestments. 

3.  You  have  no  taxes  or  attorney’s  fees  to  pay  and  your  income 
is  regular. 

4.  The  Board  is  perpetual  and  is  incorporated.  Its  funds  are 
perpetual  and  are  loaned  only  on  mortgages  where  titles  are  ab¬ 
solutely  good. 

5.  Your  money  is  safe  because  the  annuity  bond  which  the 
Board  issues  you  is  as  good  as  a  government  bond,  because  it  is 
backed  up  by  all  the  assets  of  the  Board,  which  now  amount  to 
$750,000.00  and  which  will  constantly  increase. 

6.  We  receive  remittances  of  $100.00  or  as  many  hundreds  or 
thousands  as  you  can  send,  and  your  money  will  be  received  at  any 
time,  and  the  bond  will  be  dated  so  that  your  interest  begins  at 
once. 

HOW  YOUR  MONEY  WORKS. 

The  Board  does  not  invest  your  money  in  some  secular  enter¬ 
prise  and  wait  for  you  to  die  before  using  it  in  the  work  of  Church 
Extension.  All  of  our  annuity  money  is  loaned  to  aid  promising 
congregations  to  build.  The  money  is  returned  by  the  churches 
using  it;  as  fast  as  it  returns  it  goes  out  again  and  again  to  build 
churches.  Your  money  is  thus  in  a  perpetual  whirl  of  doing  good> 
because  we  have  more  demands  for  annuity  money  than  we  can 
answer. 

F.  Bequests. 

These  still  do  not  materialize.  We  know  of  a  number  of  wills 
written  in  our  favor,  but  for  the  proceeds  of  these  we  must  pa¬ 
tiently  wait.  More  should  do  so,  though  our  annuity  feature  some¬ 
what  takes  the  place  of  these.  Remember  Church  Extension  in 
your  wills  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized. 

G.  Canadian  Fund. 

This  Fund  still  remains  in  statu  quo.  We  cannot  do  much  on 
Canadian  territory  unless  the  churches  there  will  help  us.  All 
moneys  contributed  on  that  field  are  to  go  into  this  fund,  and  be 
used  exclusively  on  Canadian  territory. 

H.  Special  Named  Funds. 

Two  years  ago,  we  wrote,  relative  to  the  A.  W.  Lilly  Loan  Fund 
that,  “To  honor  his  blessed  and  sacred  memory  his  daughters  have 
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founded  The  A.  W.  Lilly  Loan  Fund,  and  will  from  time  to  time 
add  to  it  until  the  fund  is  complete.  The  Board  of  Church  Exten¬ 
sion,  on  the  other  hand,  agrees  to  keep  the  fund  intact,  so  that 
its  principal  shall  never  be  dissipated,  but  shall  prove  a  blessing 
to  thousands  for  all  time  to  come.  We  commend  this  noble  action  of 
these  devoted  children  to  others.”  We  again  hope  there  will  be 
others  in  our  Church  to  do  likewise. 

III.  Expenditures. 

These  have  been  again  carefully  noted,  and  were  gone  over  in 
detail  by  the  Auditors.  (See  Appendices  A  and  B.) 

IV.  General  Matters. 

We  can  only  repeat  on  two  questions  here,  what  we  said  in  for¬ 
mer  reports,  as  we  find  it  necessary  to  do  so : 

A.  Churches  Aided  that  are  Not  Home  Missions. 

We  repeat  here  former  statements  on  this  subject: 

In  all  cases  where  a  congregation  is  assisted  by  our  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  the  Board  feels  a  special  obligation  to  render  assistance, 
but  the  Board  does  more  than  this.  In  all  cases  of  extreme  neces¬ 
sity,  and  in  cases  where  congregations  have  tried  to  save  the  money 
for  the  Home  Board,  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  has  been 
called  upon  to  render  assistance,  and  whenever  the  point  was 
worthy  and  the  funds  in  hand  allowed  it,  an  appropriation  was 
made.  Our  books  show  that  in  this  way  many  congregations  have 
been  aided  which  were  not  assisted  by  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

B.  Our  Assets. 

As  usual,  misunderstood,  and  so  we  quote  again : 

If  there  is  one  subject  upon  which  there  seems  a  misunderstand¬ 
ing,  it  is  that  of  the  marketability  and  availability  of  our  assets. 
Whilst  the  total  figures  up  a  large  sum,  and  it  is  certainly  gratify¬ 
ing  to  the  Church  that  it  has  reached  such  fine  proportions,  yet  for 
all  practical  purposes  the  money  is  so  tied  up  that  we  have  little 
or  no  use  for  the  same.  While  we  have  all  these  assets,  and  most 
of  them  are  amply  secured  by  good  collateral,  they  are  not  available 
for  immediate  use.  In  many  cases  we  must  wait  for  years  before 
we  are  able  to  secure  the  return  of  the  loan  made.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  there  is  now  standing  on  our  books,  as  overdue  loans,  and 
included  in  our  assets,  the  sum  of  nearly  $300,000.00.  What  if  we 
had  all  this  money  now  ready  to  use  in  the  extension  of  this  pressing 
work,  what  magnificent  results  we  could  report  to  our  next  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod.  Of  course,  these  assets,  in  whole  or  in  part,  will  be- 
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come  available  sometime,  and  can  then  be  used  in  the  extension 
of  our  beloved  Church.

Boards,  we  have  appointed  Mr.  Harry  B.  Gerhardt  to  act  as  the 
Laymen’s  Missionary  Secretary,  to  develop  our  schools  and  churches 
in  systematic  giving,  and  more  especially  to  interest  our  laymen, 
in  the  great  work  of  extending  the  gospel.  He  has  done  good 
service  for  all  the  Boards  of  the  Church. 

E.  Detailed  Statements. 

We  give  detailed  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each 
year,  and  of  the  combined  work  of  two  years.  (See  Exhibits  A,  B, 
C,  D  and  E.) 

RECOMMENDATION. 

That  the  apportionment  for  Church  Extension  remain,  for  the  next 
two  years,  the  same  as  it  now  is,  viz.,  twenty-five  cents  per  member.

The  Eighth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Deaconess  Board  to  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  As  we  present  the  record  of  a  biennium  which 
has  been  full  of  encouragement  for  us,  it  is  with  hearts  yet  quiver¬ 
ing  with  grief  at  the  departure  of  one  whose  Christian  character, 
mature  wisdom,  and  loyal  service  have  been  large  factors  in  the 
advancement  of  the  work  committed  to  us.  The  whole  Church 
shares  with  us  in  the  sense  of  loss,  but  few  can  realize  the  value  of 
the  labors  of  Dr.  Freas  as  an  active  member  of  the  Deaconess  Board 
for  eight  years,  and  as  Superintendent  of  Instruction  and  Asso¬ 
ciate  Pastor  since  1905.  His  interest  was  unwavering,  and  he  devoted 
his  talents  and  energy  without  reserve  to  the  cause.  Although  his 
health  had  been  impaired  for  a  number  of  years,  his  last  illness 
covered  but  eleven  days,  much  of  which  time  was  spent  in  literary 
labor  for  the  deepening  of  interest  in  the  Deaconess  calling.  Sev- 
aral  valuable  manuscripts  were  found  upon  his  study  table,  through 
the  publication  of  which  he  will  still  speak  effectually. 

The  strong  personality  and  ripened  scholarship  of  Dr.  Freas, 
joined  with  his  tender  regard  for  the  feelings  and  frailties  of  others, 
made  him  admirably  adapted  to  be  the  daily  instructor  of  the  earnest 
young  women  who  assembled  at  the  Motherhouse.  Honored  and 
loved  by  all,  his  memory  will  abide  in  blessing  and  power.  On  the 
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morning  of  February  14th,  1911,  he  entered  upon  the  reward  of  the 
righteous. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  St.  Mark’s  Lutheran  Church,  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  Dunbar  and  others.  A  large  concourse  of  friends, 
including  more  than  fifty  Lutheran  ministers,  attested  the  high 
esteem  in  which  our  brother  was  held.  The  Deaconess  Board  was 
officially  represented  among  the  honorary  pallbearers  by  Hon.  George 
Warfield  and  Hon.  John  Hubner,  and  among  the  active  pallbearers 
by  Revs.  Rupp  and  Bowers.  Additional  services  were  held  in  St. 
Peter’s  Lutheran  Church  of  Lafayette  Hill,  near  Philadelphia,  in 
whose  quiet  cemetery  the  remains  were  laid  to  rest  to  await  the 
morning  of  the  resurrection. 

All  the  affairs  of  Dr.  Freas’  department  were  left  in  excellent 
condition,  the  entire  course  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  being 
mapped  out  in  detail.  By  the  kindness  of  neighboring  pastors  it 
was  found  possible  to  provide  for  the  instruction  in  both  the  regular 
and  special  courses  until  the  close  of  the  term.  Revs.  J.  C.  Bowers 
and  F.  U.  Gift  have  taught  each  two  hours,  and  P.evs.  P.  A.  Heilman 
and  Henry  Manken,  each  one  hour  weekly.  The  pastor’s  wife  has 
supplied  two  hours  per  week,  and  a  number  of  extra  periods  have 
been  taken  by  the  pastor  and  Head  Sister. 

RESOLUTIONS  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  WILLIAM  STREEPER  FREAS,  D.  D. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  April  meeting  of 
the  Board : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Freas,  our  Superintendent  of 
Instruction,  our  Motherhouse,  and  indeed  the  Deaconess  cause  in  the 
entire  Lutheran  Church,  has  sustained  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most 
capable  officials,  and  sympathetic  and  self-sacrificing  friends. 

Resolved,  That  we  acknowledge  with  profound  gratitude  the  splen¬ 
did  service  Dr.  Freas  rendered  our  work  as  Superintendent  of 
Instruction,  which  position  he  was  by  nature  and  culture  pre-em¬ 
inently  qualified  to  fill. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  of  Dr.  Freas  we  recognize  the  loss 
of  one  who  was  not  only  “apt  to  teach,”  gifted  to  preach,  but  ever 
willing,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  to  give  all  the  force  of  his 
strong  personality,  rich  intellectual  endowments,  and  oratorical  gifts 
to  the  presentation  of  our  work,  by  voice  or  pen,  wherever  and 
whenever  he  felt  he  could  advance  the  interests  of  the  Deaconess 
cause. 

Resolved,  That  we  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  our  esteemed 
brother’s  liberality  in  furnishing,  complete,  at  his  own  expense,  his 
office  in  our  new  building,  and  that  his  generous  act  be  indicated  by 
a  suitable  plate  upon  the  door. 
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Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  embodied  in  our  minutes,  that 
a  copy  be  sent  to  the  bereaved  children,  with  the  assurance  of  our 
personal  sympathy  and  special  prayers,  and  that  they  be  published 
in  the  Church  papers.

Drs.  Hay  and  Freas  were  made  advisory  members  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Education 
and  Training. 

On  October  25th,  Rev.  Rupp  resigned  as  chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  on  account  of  his  removal  from  the  city,  remaining,  how¬ 
ever,  a  member  of  the  committee.  Dr.  Dunbar  was  elected  to  the 
chairmanship. 


COURSE  OF  TRAINING. 

No  important  change  was  made  in  the  course  of  instruction  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  year  of  the  biennium.  At  the  opening  of  the  second 
year,  a  special  one-year  course  was  offered  for  the  benefit  of  young 
women  not  in  position  to  undertake  the  regular  Deaconess  work.  A 
prospectus  of  this  course  was  distributed  throughout  the  Church, 
and  the  attention  of  pastors  was  particularly  called  to  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  thus  afforded.  The  response  to  this  offer  has  not  as  yet  been 
up  to  our  expectations ;  but  we  are  not  discouraged,  as  we  are  assured 
that  provision  is  thus  made  for  a  real  want,  and  that  the  advantages 
of  the  course  will,  in  due  time,  find  abundant  recognition.  It  is  hoped 
that  a  goodly  number  may  be  enrolled  in  the  coming  year.  Several 
have  already  been  accepted  for  admission  in  October. 

In  arranging  for  this  special  course,  some  forty  lectures  were  pro¬ 
vided,  which  the  regular  candidates  and  all  residents  at  the  Mother- 
house  are  at  liberty  to  attend.  These  have  been  delivered  by  Drs. 
F.  P.  Manhart,  L.  B.  Wolf,  A.  Pohlman,  L.  M.  Zimmerman,  C.  F. 
Steck,  C.  E.  Walter,  E.  H.  Delk,  Revs.  Knubel,  Rupp  and  Bowers, 
Miss  Sarah  Barber,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Hay,  and  five  of  the  more  experienced 
Deaconesses. 

Regular  instruction  was  given  during  the  biennium  by  Drs.  Charles 
E.  Sadtler,  W.  F.  A.  Kemp  and  H.  C.  Ohle,  in  addition  to  their  very 
valuable  services  in  gratuitous  medical  attendance.  During  the  past 
year,  Dr.  George  Kemp  has  also  rendered  similar  aid.  Dr.  A.  D. 
Maconachie  has  rendered  gratuitous  service  in  affections  of  the  eye, 
ear  and  throat,  and  Dr.  George  Loeffler  has  been  very  kind  in  giving 
dental  treatment  at  greatly  reduced  prices. 

Our  probationers  have,  as  heretofore,  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  sev¬ 
eral  months  annually  in  practical  experience  in  the  German  Hospital 
and  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home,  in  Philadelphia. 

A  new  feature  of  our  work  during  the  past  year  ha,s  been  the 
sending  out  of  all  our  candidates,  as  well  as  the  probationers  and  spe- 
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cial  students,  for  an  afternoon  of  practical  parish  work  each  week  in 
the  Lutheran  congregations  of  Baltimore.  In  addition  to  thus  vary¬ 
ing  the  routine  of  study,  and  affording  healthful  exercise,  the  plan 
has  proved  helpful  in  keeping  the  young  women  in  touch  with  the 
actual  conditions  of  church  life  and  giving  them  valuable  experience. 
They  have  greatly  enjoyed  it. 

PUPILS  FROM  WITHOUT  THE  BOUNDS  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

One  of  our  candidates  in  the  present  year  came  to  us  from  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  the  United  Synod  of  the  South,  and  a  one-year  student  in 
the  Special  Course  is  from  a  congregation  in  the  Joint  Synod  of 
Ohio.  By  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Deaconess  Committee 
of  the  Maryland  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 
Miss  Evelyn  M.  Jefferson,  a  young  lady  of  that  denomination,  has 
pursued  an  eclectic  course  at  the  Motherhouse,  with  a  view  of  intro¬ 
ducing  the  work  under  the  official  auspices  of  that  Church.  We 
rejoice  in  this  evidence  of  a  growing  interest  in  the  Deaconess  move¬ 
ment,  and  count  it  a  privilege  to  extend  encouragement  to  all  serious 
efforts  in  this  direction. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  generous  friend  has  established  two  scholarships  for  the 
One-year  Course,  which  have  been  already  assigned  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year.  It  is  hoped  that  many  others  may  select  this  way  of  fur¬ 
nishing  special  training  for  Christian  work  to  worthy  young  women 
who  may  be  unable  to  meet  the  requirement  for  tuition,  room  and 
boarding,  i.  e.,  $125.00  for  the  term  of  eight  months.  This  very 
moderate  sum  could  be  well  invested  by  a  congregation  in  secur¬ 
ing  the  benefit  of  the  course  annually  for  some  of  its  devoted 
workers,  or  it  would,  in  special  cases,  be  cheerfully  furnished  by 
benevolent  individuals. 


INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Industrial  School  meets  every  Saturday  afternoon,  from 
October  to  June,  the  average  attendance  in  the  first  year  of  the 
biennium  being  40,  and  during  the  second  year,  66.  At  each  session 
prayer  is  offered,  a  Bible  lesson  is  taught,  hymns  sung,  and  an 
hour  given  to  instruction  in  sewing.  Children’s  garments  are  made 
for  the  Orphans’  Home  and  for  poor  children,  the  material  being 
furnished  by  the  children  themselves.  The  school  is  in  charge  of 
Sister  Lina,  who  superintends  the  Sewing  Room  at  the  Mother- 
house,  and  is  divided  into  graded  classes,  taught  by  probationers  in 
the  regular  course. 
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CHRISTIAN  KINDERGARTEN. 

The  Kindergarten  has  been  continued  with  unabated  interest 
under  the  care  of  Sister  Carolyn,  assisted  during  the  first  year  by 
Sister  Mabel,  and  during  the  second  year  by  Sister  Louise  Moeller. 
The  candidates  and  probationers  have  frequently  visited  it,  and,  as 
opportunity  was  presented,  rendered  assistance. 

The  school  is  self-sustaining,  the  enrollment  during  the  second 
year,  since  occupying  the  new  quarters  in  the  Motherhouse,  being  47. 

CONSECRATION. 

A  service  of  consecration  was  held  on  October  25th,  1910,  in 
Grace  Lutheran  Church,  of  Baltimore.  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Huddle,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Sisters  Louise 
Moeller,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  Ida  Klucker,  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  Sarah 
Anthony,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  May  Haltiwanger,  of  Columbia, 
S.  C.,  Alberta  Harris,  of  Mansfield,  Ohio,  being  solemnly  set  apart 
as  Deaconesses  of  the  General  Synod. 

SISTERS  AND  CANDIDATES. 

There  are  at  present  22  Deaconesses  and  17  probationers  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Motherhouse,  with  2  special  students.  The  list 
of  applicants  and  probable  applicants  is  encouraging,  but  there  is 
comfortable  room  for  many  more. 

WORK  OF  THE  SISTERS. 

Parish  work  has  been  done  within  the  biennium  by  13  Sisters, 
in  12  parishes,  as  follows : 

Christ  Church,  Church  of  Atonement,  St.  John’s  and  Church  of 
Our  Saviour,  in  New  York  City;  St.  Matthew’s  Church  of  Phila¬ 
delphia;  Christ  and  St.  Paul’s  of  York,  Pa.;  Zion  and  Memorial 
of  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  Canton,  Ohio ;  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Davenport, 
Iowa. 

There  has  been  a  marked  development  in  the  institutional  work 
of  our  Sisters.  Until  three  years  ago,  we  had  but  one  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Motherhouse  regularly  engaged  in  any  benevolent  insti¬ 
tution  of  the  Church.  Toward  the  close  of  the  first  biennium,  two 
Sisters  were  supplied  for  service  in  Tabitha  Home,  at  Lincoln,  Neb. 
During  the  last  biennium  a  third  Sister  has  been  supplied  for  that 
institution,  to  have  special  oversight  of  the  surgical  work.  Two 
Sisters  have  been  assigned  to  the  National  Home  for  the  Aged,  at 
Washington,  D.  C.,  having  entire  oversight  of  the  internal  affairs 
of  that  institution,  and  the  application  of  Loysville  Orphans’  Home 
for  a  second  Sister  has  been  favorably  acted  upon.  It  is  especially 
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gratifying  to  us  to  be  able  to  thus  render  practical  aid  in  promoting 
the  benevolent  agencies  of  the  General  Synod. 

Private  nursing  has  been  done  regularly  by  three  Sisters,  and 
eight  others  have  rendered  occasional  service  of  this  character. 
.Seventy-four  families  have  thus  received  succor  in  the  time  of  need. 
It  has  been  a  cause  of  regret  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  decline 
many  calls  for  help  of  this  nature,  owing  to  the  limited  number  of 
our  workers  not  otherwise  engaged.  We  expect  to  have  a  some¬ 
what  larger  force  available  during  the  coming  biennium. 

AN  EMERGENCY  CALL. 

While  it  is,  of  course,  understood  that  our  Sisters  cannot  ordi¬ 
narily  labor  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod,  there  are, 
however,  occasional  opportunities  of  extending  the  hand  of  sym¬ 
pathy  across  synodical  boundaries.  We  have  ourselves  benefited 
by  courtesies  enjoyed  at  the  hand  of  the  Philadelphia  Motherhouse, 
and  we  considered  it  a  privilege  to  render  temporary  assistance  in 
the  Good  Shepherd  Home,  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  an  institution  under 
the  auspices  of  the  General  Council,  in  which  a  goodly  number  of 
very  young  children  receive  shelter  and  Christian  training. 

GENERAL  CONFERENCE  AT  KAISERS WERTH. 

The  triennial  conference  of  the  General  Deaconess  Conference  at 
Kaiserswerth,  Germany,  was  held  September  I3th-I5th,  1910.  The 
Board  proposed  to  send  the  Head  Sister  as  our  representative,  but 
she  was  unwilling  to  absent  herself  from  the  Motherhouse  in  the 
unsettled  condition  incident  to  the  very  recent  occupation  of  the 
new  building. 

The  reports  of  the  Conference  were  of  the  most  cheering  char¬ 
acter.  There  are,  in  the  Motherhouses  connected  with  the  Con¬ 
ference,  19,958  Sisters,  an  increase  of  10  per  cent.;  7,216  fields  of 
labor,  an  increase  of  8.8  per  cent. ;  and  the  income  for  the  last  year 
was  $4,902,348.00,  an  advance  of  12  per  cent. 

THE  EIGHTH  GENERAL  CONFERENCE  OF  LUTHERAN  MOTHERHOUSES  IN 

THE  UNITED  STATES 

was  held  in  the  Immanuel  Deaconess  Institute,  at  Omaha,  Neb., 
June  2ist-22d,  1910,  nine  institutions  being  officially  represented. 
The  Norwegian  Deaconess  Home  at  Chicago  was  received  into  full 
membership  in  the  Conference,  and  the  next  convention  of  the 
body  will  be  held  in  that  institution.  The  president,  Rev.  Adolph 
Spaeth,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  sent  from  his  sick-bed  a  cordial  greeting, 
which  proved  his  farewell  message  to  the  body  over  which  he  had 
presided  since  its  organization,  and  to  which  he  had  given  the 
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benefit  of  his  ripe  experience  and  practical  wisdom.  He  was  re¬ 
elected  as  president.  Rev.  E.  F.  Bachmann,  pastor  of  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Motherhouse,  was  made  president  pro  tern.,  and  Rev.  Her¬ 
man  L.  Fritschel,  secretary  and  treasurer.  The  reports  showed  at 
that  date  in  the  Lutheran  Deaconess  Motherhouses  of  America  172 
Deaconesses,  141  probationers,  44  candidates — a  total  of  357,  laboring 
in  81  stations.  Copies  of  the  printed  proceedings  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  at  subsequent  conventions  of  our  District  Synods. 

DEACONESS  SUNDAY. 

There  has  been  a  very  encouraging  response  to  the  request  for 
an  observance  of  the  first  Sunday  in  May  as  Deaconess  Sunday. 
The  cause  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  presentation  of  its  nature 
and  importance  by  our  pastors.  It  is  the  distinctive  purpose  of  this 
presentation  to  create  a  more  widespread  and  intelligent  interest 
among  our  people,  and  to  secure  an  increased  number  of  candidates 
for  the  Deaconess  calling. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  General  Synod,  envelopes 
were  distributed  in  advance  of  the  appointed  day  in  1910,  with  a 
request  for  special  offerings  from  congregations  and  Sunday  schools. 
We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $2,674.83  in  response. 
The  amount  would  doubtless  have  been  much  larger  if  these  con¬ 
tributions  had  been  counted  on  the  apportionment. 

OPENING  DAYS. 

The  opening  day  of  each  fall  term  was  pleasantly  celebrated  by 
an  appropriate  service  at  the  Motherhouse,  followed  by  a  social 
hour,  participated  in  by  a  number  of  the  Lutheran  pastors  of  the 
city  with  their  wives.  In  1909,  the  address  of  the  evening  was  de¬ 
livered  by  Rev.  W.  G.  Minnick,  and  in  1910,  by  Rev.  W.  E.  Brown. 

VISITING  DAYS. 

The  annual  Visiting  Day  was  observed  June  6th,  1909.  At  least 
2,500  friends  gathered  on  the  grounds  for  a  half-day  and  evening 
of  social  fellowship.  The  ladies  of  our  churches  in  Baltimore  fur¬ 
nished  luncheon,  and  handed  to  the  treasurer  as  the  proceeds 
$975.00  in  cash,  besides  a  store  of  provisions  for  the  pantry.  The 
Visiting  Day  was  omitted  in  1910  on  account  of  the  building  and 
grading  operations  then  in  progress. 

LITERATURE. 

A  third  edition  of  the  Handbook  was  issued  in  1909.  Several 
leaflets  have  been  published,  namely:  “The  Training  of  Deacon¬ 
esses,”  “The  Compensations  of  the  Deaconess,”  and  “The  Practical 
One-Year  Course.”  A  peculiar  interest  attaches  to  the  two  first 
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named,  as  they  were  prepared  by  the  lamented  Dr.  William  S. 
Freas.  The  one  came  from  the  press  on  the  day  of  his  death,  and 
the  other  was  printed  from  manuscript  found  upon  his  study  table. 
A  full  prospectus  of  the  One-Year  Course  was  also  distributed 
throughout  the  Church,  and  several  letters  addressed  to  pastors.  We 
have  found  great  benefit  from  the  presentation  of  our  cause  in  the 
pages  assigned  us  in  Lutheran  Church  Work. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  PROPERTY. 

Your  honorable  body  at  the  last  convention  cordially  endorsed  the 
proposed  erection  of  a  new  Motherhouse.  On  Visiting  Day,  June 
6th,  1909,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  company  of  friends,  ground 
was  broken  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  and  Motherhouse,  each 
official  and  Sister  present  deftly  tossing  out  a  shovelful  of  earth. 
The  contract  was  given  on  June  16th,  1909,  to  the  B.  F.  Bennett 
Building  Co.,  of  Baltimore,  for  $72,817.00  for  the  main  building  and 
$5,919.00  for  the  chapel  extension.  On  July  6th,  the  actual  work  of 
excavation  was  begun,  and  on  July  20th,  1910,  the  Sisters  joyfully 
took  possession  of  their  new  quarters. 

The  building  is  a  solid  granite  structure,  144  x  72  feet  in  dimen¬ 
sions,  and  four  stories  high.  It  is  a  model  of  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience,  and  has  attracted  wide  attention  beyond  the  limits  of  our 
own  Church.  In  order  to  secure  a  plateau  sufficiently  extended  for 
the  foundations,  it  was  necessary  to  do  a  large  amount  of  grading. 
A  pavement  6  feet  in  width  and  475  feet  in  length  was  laid,  in 
accordance  with  legal  requirements,  upon  the  North  Avenue  front 
of  our  property,  and  an  8-foot  cement  walk  from  the  avenue  to  the 
entrance  of  the  building,  a  distance  of  300  feet. 

The  old  buildings  were  removed  and  a  frame  house  erected  for 
the  engineer,  with  stable,  chicken  coop,  etc.,  and  gravel  walks 
arranged  upon  the  grounds.  The  whole  Church  is  placed  under 
obligations  to  the  Hon.  John  Hubner,  who,  in  addition  to  generous 
donations  and  invaluable  services  on  the  Building  Committee,  per¬ 
sonally  superintended  the  placing  of  the  grounds  in  a  first-class 
condition. 

FURNISHINGS. 

The  furnishing  of  the  new  building  has  involved  an  expense  of 
about  $6,500.00,  including  the  pipe-organ  and  equipment  of  the 
chapel.  Nearly  all  of  this  has  been  met  by  special  donations  of 
churches  and  individuals  as  follows:

FINANCES. 

As  reported  at  the  last  convention,  there  had  been  received  in 
cash  for  the  New  Building  Fund  up  to  June  7th,  1909,  $23,082.71.  To 
this  has  been  added  $22,388.31,  making  a  total  of  receipts  to  date 
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for  this  fund  of  $45,471.02.  The  cost  of  the  building,  grading  and 
paving  operations  combined  will  be  about  $104,000.00.  A  mortgage 
of  $50,000.00  has  been  placed  on  the  property  at  4^2  per  cent,  in¬ 
terest,  payable  in  installments  of  $3,000.00  at  the  convenience  of 
the  Board.  We  regret  exceedingly  the  necessity  of  carrying  for 
the  present  a  floating  debt  of  several  thousand  dollars.  The  Board 
earnestly  asks  the  co-operation  of  the  Church  in  extinguishing  this 
and  canceling  as  rapidly  as  possible  the  mortgage  indebtedness. 

All  but  three  of  the  Synods  gave  increased  amounts  upon  the 
apportionment  for  the  Deaconess  cause,  the  excess  over  the  previous 
biennium  being  $5,099.08.  The  largest  advance  was  made  by  the 
West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  followed  in  order  by  the  Alleghany, 
Northern  Illinois,  East  Pennsylvania,  Pittsburgh,  East  Ohio,  Mary¬ 
land,  Central  Pennsylvania  and  Susquehanna.

3.  That  we  recommend  the  continued  observance  of  the  first 
Sunday  in  May  as  Deaconess  Sunday,  and  request  all  our  pastors 
to  present  the  cause  at  the  regular  services  on  that  day,  emphasiz¬ 
ing  especially  the  large  opportunity  for  usefulness  which  it  affords 
to  talented  and  devoted  young  women. 

4.  That  we  cordially  endorse  the  establishment  of  the  One-Year 
Course  for  Christian  Workers  and  call  special  attention  to  it  as 
a  forward  movement  in  the  interest  of  increased  efficiency  in  the 
work  of  the  kingdom. 

5.  That  the  apportionment  for  the  Deaconess  cause  be  ten  cents 
per  member,  and  that  in  view  of  the  growth  of  the  work,  the  in¬ 
creased  expense  of  administration  in  the  larger  building,  and  the 
fixed  charge  for  interest  upon  the  mortgage  indebtedness,  an  ear¬ 
nest  effort  be  made  to  meet  the  amount  in  full.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

To  the  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Lutheran  Publication  Society: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society, 
held  in  Richmond,  Indiana,  on  June  8th,  1909,  the  following

At  the  organization  of  the  Board  on  June  20th,  1910,  for 
the  year  1910-11,  the  above  officers  were  re-elected. 

At  each  organization  of  the  Board,  the  regular  committees 
were  appointed,  as  provided  by  the  By-Laws. 

The  By-Laws  of  the  Board  were  carefully  revised  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year.  Under  these  revised  By-Laws  the  Board 
meets  five  times  a  year  instead  of  monthly,  and,  as  suggested 
by  experience  and  prospective  conditions,  the  duties  of 
officials,  committees  and  employees  are  more  fully  and 
accurately  defined.

CHANGES. 

Some  marked  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  bien¬ 
nium  because  of  the  deaths  of  persons  long  connected  with 
the  Publication  Plouse. 

Henry  S.  Boner. — Henry  S.  Boner  became  Superintend¬ 
ent  in  1878,  and  continued  in  that  important  office  until 
his  lamented  death  on  November  17th,  1909.  For  more 
than  thirty-one  years  he  was  most  intimately  identified 
with  the  work  of  the  House,  the  Society  and  the  Board. 

As  the  continuous  development  of  this  very  important 
work  until,  from  limited  proportions,  it  has  attained  its 
present  large  proportions,  took  place  under  Mr.  Boner’s 
superintendency,  very  much  of  the  credit  for  that  growth  is 
due  to  him. 

The  Board  adopted  a  suitable  minute  expressing  its  own 
and  the  Church’s  high  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services 
of  Superintendent  Boner,  and  their  still  higher  appreciation 
of  the  kind,  genial,  and  faithful  Christian  gentleman — 
Henry  S.  Boner. 

As  long  as  men  live  who  knew  him,  and  as  long  as  his 
faithful  and  efficient  services  to  the  publishing  interests  of 
the  Church  he  loved  so  well,  are  known,  the  name  of  Henry 
S.  Boner  will  be  held  in  honor. 

Mr.  Theophilus  H.  Smith. — Theophilus  H.  Smith  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  from  1877  until  his  death  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1910.  He  also  served  the  General  Synod  for  many 
years  as  a  member  of  its  Hymn  Book  Publishing  Com¬ 
mittee. 

He  was  Secretary  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board 
for  many  years.  He  was  always  faithful,  courteous  and 
efficient  in  his  long  and  valued  services  to  the  publication 
and  other  interests  of  our  Church. 
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Mr.  Harry  C.  Nagle. — Mr.  Harry  C.  Nagle  filled  an  im¬ 
portant  place  in  the  practical  work  of  the  House  as  corre¬ 
spondence  clerk,  etc.,  for  thirty-two  years.  He  died  March 
10th,  1911.  He  was  known  to  and  respected  by  the  patrons 
of  the  house  throughout  the  General  Synod. 

NEW  OFFICIALS. 

Rev.  Frederick  L.  Sigmund,  D.  D.,  was  elected  Superin¬ 
tendent  May  17th,  1910.  He  has  filled  this  position  with 
fidelity  and  ability  since  May  20th,  1910. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Otis  has  taken  the  place  of  Mr.  Harry  Nagle 
with  a  rearrangement  of  duties.

Rev.  Charles  P.  Wiles,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  was  elected 
a  member  of  the  Board  in  place  of  A.  H.  Studebaker,  D.  D., 
who  resigned  from  the  Board  after  having  been  a  member 
since  1885.  Mr.  Martin  H.  Buehler,  of  Philadelphia,  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Mr.  Theophilus  H.  Smith. 

The  Problem  of  a  Nezv  Site  and  Property. — In  the  last 
report  it  was  stated  that  our  property  would  be  taken  by 
the  city,  as  it  was  within  the  lines  of  a  Parkway  or  Boule¬ 
vard  under  construction.  We  are  still  using  our  property 
though  nearby  properties  have  been  taken  by  the  city  and  in 
some  instances  their  buildings  have  been  torn  down. 

The  Board  has  given  much  time  and  thoughtful  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  question  of  securing  another  property  en¬ 
tirely  suitable  and  adequate  to  the  work  of  the  Society  and 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 

The  Society  may  be  assured  that  the  Board  will  spare 
no  reasonable  efforts  to  meet  wisely  all  of  the  needs  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  complicated  situation.  It  assumes  that  its 
judgment  as  expressed  to,  and  approved  by,  the  Society  two 
years  ago,  is  still  the  best  that  the  situation  allows. 

Equipment  and  Rearrangement. — During  the  biennium 
much  new  equipment  has  been  installed.  This  includes  a 
linotype  machine;  the  arranging  for  the  purchase  of  a  second 
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one ;  a  very  complete  modern  equipment  for  all  of  the  office 
work.  There  has  been  a  clearance  sale  of  accumulated  stock, 
a  rearrangement  of  the  offices  for  the  officials  and  employees, 
and  some  changes  in  methods  and  sources  in  securing 
supplies. 

This  improved  equipment  and  these  changes  add  greatly 
to  the  convenience  and  efficiency  of  our  operations,  and  will 
continuously  result  in  important  economies. 

It  is  due  to  the  Society  to  say,  though  the  persons  indi¬ 
cated  have  not  desired  it,  that  during  the  interval  between 
the  illness  and  death  of  Superintendent  Boner  and  the  com¬ 
ing  of  the  new  Superintendent,  the  Finance  Committee, 
with  President  Stoever  as  its  Chairman,  and  the  Literary 
Editor,  gave  very  much  time  and  most  efficient  special  ser¬ 
vice  and  supervision  to  the  work  of  the  House  without 
which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  avoid  great  confusion 
and  loss. 

New  Publications . — It  is  a  pleasure  to  call  attention  to  the 
two  works  that  have  been  issued  in  the  Teacher-Training 
Course.  They  have  met  with  a  hearty  reception  and  are 
having  a  large  sale.  With  the  two  volumes  that  will  soon 
follow  they  will  mark  the  highest  standard  thus  far  attained 
by  any  series  of  volumes  for  teacher  training. 

The  books  issued  have  been  highly  commended  by  leading 
authorities  in  other  Lutheran  bodies  and  are  advertised  in 
their  periodicals  as  for  sale  by  their  publication  houses. 
They  have  also  been  highly  commended  by  others  than 
Lutherans  and  will  be  extensively  sold  by  various  publishers. 
Four  booklets  have  been  issued  in  the  Monograph  Series 
and  are  having  encouraging  sales.  More  will  follow. 

The  other  new  volumes  issued  by  the  House,  and  various 
new  editions  of  older  works,  have  been  favorably  received 
and  reflect  credit  upon  authors  and  publisher.  Particular 
attention  is  due  the  “Missionary  Heroes  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,”  by  L.  B.  Wolf,  D.  D.,  and  others. 

The  Sunday  school  periodicals  have  been  increased  in 
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number  and  improved  in  character  and  will  be  specially 
reported  upon. 

Lutheran  Church  Work  has  occasioned  frequent  discus¬ 
sion  and  much  concern  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  In  the 
light  of  careful  investigation  the  following  action  by  the 
Board  has  been  presented  as  a  Memorial  to  the  General 
Synod : 

After  four  years  of  experiment,  into  which  has  been  put  an 
immense  amount  of  energy  and  money,  with  all  the  possible  advan¬ 
tages  of  a  fair  trial,  the  Board  has  reluctantly  but  positively  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  publication  of  the  magazine  is  not 
justifiable. 

1.  It  is  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money,  a  waste  of  talent 
and  energy,  a  dividing  of  forces. 

2.  It  is  essentially  a  covering  of  the  same  field  by  two  magazines, 
which  could  be  as  well  covered  by  one.  Lutheran  Woman’s  Work 
has  not  confined  itself  exclusively  to  woman’s  work. 

3.  It  is  not  conducive  to  the  best  development  of  our  general 
work.  In  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  the  editors  of  both  magazines, 
a  large  proportion  of  our  people  set  the  one  against  the  other,  and 
by  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  the 
general  magazine. 

4.  The  support  of  the  two  magazines  will  be  a  continued  finan¬ 
cial  struggle.  This  is  inevitable  for  each,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  Lutheran  Woman’s  Work  has  now  a  large  subscription  list. 
To  maintain  that  list  will  require  constant  effort.  The  same  efforts 
concentrated  on  one  magazine  for  the  whole  Church  would  bring 
far  better  permanent  results. 

We  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  authorize  the  Board  of  Publication 
to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  deem  wise  looking  to  an  amicable 
adjustment  for  a  consolidation  of  the  two  magazines. 

2.  That  until  such  consolidation  can  be  brought  about,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  authorize  the  continuance  of  Lutheran  Church  Work, 
and  that  the  Boards  represented  in  it  be  instructed  and  authorized 
to  share  the  expense  of  publication  on  a  properly  adjusted  and 
amicably  arranged  basis. 

3.  In  case  the  General  Synod  should  see  fit  not  to  authorize 
the  Boards  of  the  Church  to  share  in  the  publication  of  Lutheran 
Church  Work,  that  the  Board  of  Publication  be  authorized,  at  their 
discretion,  to  discontinue  the  publication  of  the  same. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

May  16,  1911. 

To  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Lutheran  Publi¬ 
cation  Society: 

Gentlemen:  During  the  biennium  closing  March  31st, 
1911,  the  Publication  House  has  been  under  a  threefold 
administration  on  account  of  the  death  of  the  former 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Boner,  on  November  17th, 
1909.  During  the  months  which  preceded  his  death  he  con¬ 
tinued  in  general  charge  of  the  work  of  the  House  and  dis¬ 
charged  his  duties  as  faithfully  and  efficiently  as  his  failing 
health  permitted.  From  the  date  of  his  death  until  May 
20th,  1910,  when  the  present  Superintendent  was  inducted 
into  office,  the  Publication  House  was  in  charge  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board,  W.  C.  Stoever,  Esq.,  with  whom  were 
associated  also  the  other  members  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  Messrs.  J.  B.  Downing,  Frank  Pearson,  E.  F.  Eilert, 
and  T.  H.  Smith,  until  the  date  of  his  death. 

In  view  of  the  long  service  of  Mr.  Boner,  and  the  marked 
improvements  in  the  work  of  the  Publication  House  during 
these  years,  it  is  proper  to  place  on  record  a  formal  com¬ 
parative  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Publication  House 
at  the  beginning  and  at  the  close  of  his  administration.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  comparison,  there  are  given  below  the 
items  contained  in  his  reports  to  the  Board  on  March  31st, 
1879,  and  March  31st,  1909.

The  period  during  which  the  President  of  the  Board  and 
the  Finance  Committee  managed  the  affairs  of  the  Publi¬ 
cation  House  was  extremely  critical  by  reason  of  the  sudden¬ 
ness  of  Mr.  Boner’s  death  and  because  of  the  season  of  the 
year  through  which  the  House  was  without  a  Superintend¬ 
ent.  It  is  but  just  to  these  brethren  to  say  that  the  general 
management  of  the  House  over  the  busy  holiday  and  Easter 
seasons  of  1909-10  was  conducted  with  such  skill  and 
diplomacy  as  entitle  them  to  the  permanent  gratitude  of 
the  Board.  During  this  period  also,  important  additions 
were  made  to  the  plant.  A  Mergenthaler  linotype  machine 
was  installed  in  the  composing-room  and  an  automatic  feeder 
was  attached  to  the  folding-machine  in  the  bindery.  The 
accounting  department  was  entirely  reorganized  and  put 
into  modern  form.  These  improvements,  together  with  later 
changes  under  the  present  Superintendent,  have  been  made 
at  a  cost  of  over  $6,000.00,  and  have  been  entirely  taken 
care  of  out  of  the  receipts  of  the  House  during  the  present 
biennium.

Of  striking  importance  in  the  various  departments  of 
literature  to  which  they  properly  belong  are  the  volumes  in 
the  above  list.  They  have  been  received  with  marked  favor 
by  competent  scholars  of  the  Lutheran  Church  and  outside 
our  communion.  Special  attention  is  also  called  to  the  mono¬ 
graphs,  since  it  is  believed  that  this  series  can  serve  our  con¬ 
stituency  to  a  marked  degree,  if  favorably  brought  to  the 
notice  of  our  laity. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  a  proper  estimate  of  our  periodicals. 
A  comparative  list  of  the  quantity  of  each  is  no  indication 
of  improvements  in  the  literary  quality  nor  of  the  growing 
acceptance  of  any  of  them  among  our  subscribers.  This  is 
noticeably  true  with  reference  to  the  Augsburg  Series  of 
Lesson  Books.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  editions 
of  most  of  them,  which  would  have  been  greater  but  for 
the  growing  favor  with  which  the  Graded  Series  of  lesson 
helps  is  being  received  in  some  quarters. 

The  principal  changes  in  our  periodicals  relate  to  the 
addition  of  a  complete  and  thoroughly  modern  series  of 
Graded  Lessons  for  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Sunday 
school,  and  of  the  Adult  Bible  Class  Quarterly  to  our  Uni¬ 
form  Lesson  Helps ;  the  discontinuance  of  the  Sunday 
School  Herald  with  the  December  number,  1910;  and  the 
publication  of  a  new  semi-monthly  entitled  Lutheran  Boys 
and  Girls  in  January,  1911,  the  expense  for  publication  of 
which  is  being  jointly  borne  by  the  Publication  Society  and 
the  Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
General  Synod.

Thirteenth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Forty-fifth  Convention  of 
the  General  Synod: 

Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Synod  here¬ 
with  submits  the  report  of  its  work  during  the  biennium  just  closed. 
It  is  offered  with  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church  for  His  blessing  upon  our  work  and  to  the  pastors 
and  congregations  of  the  Church  for  their  loyal  co-operation.  Our 
cause  is  so  fundamental  and  so  worthy  that  our  only  regret  is  that 
our  report  is  not  more  commensurate  with  its  importance. 

I.  ORGANIZATION. 

The  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod  named  the  following 
to  constitute  its  Board  of  Education :  Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D.,  St. 
Louis,  Mo. ;  Rev.  G.  M.  Heindel,  D.  D.,  Pittsburgh,  Pa. ;  Rev. 
Alonzo  J.  Turkle,  D.  D.,  Pittsburgh  (N.  S.),  Pa.;  Rev.  William 
Schulzke,  D.  D.,  Springfield,  Ill. ;  Rev.  Marion  J.  Kline,  D.  D., 
Altoona,  Pa.;  Mr.  William  Pore,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Mr.  Robbin 
B.  Wolf,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Mr.  J.  Walter  Hay,  Pittsburgh  (N.  S.), 
Pa.,  and  Mr.  Henry  Denhart,  Washington,  Ill. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  July  13th,  1909,  the 
following  officers  were  elected : 

President — Rev.  M.  Rhodes,  D.  D. 

Vice-President — Rev.  G.  M.  Heindel,  D.  D.

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During  the  biennium  there  have  been  three  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  one  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

DEATH  OF  VICE-PRESIDENT  HEINDEL. 

The  Rev.  George  M.  Heindel,  D.  D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  who  had 
been  a  member  and  Vice-President  of  the  Board  since  1903,  died 
at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  May  13th,  1910;  the  unexpected  result  of  a 
serious  operation  performed  on  him  in  Christ  Hospital  of  that  city. 
The  sense  of  the  Board  in  its  great  loss  was  expressed  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  action : 

“We  give  thanks  to  God  for  our  association  with  him  in  service 
here,  and  for  the  hallowed  memory  he  has  left  us  to  compensate 
for  his  going  and  to  cheer  and  inspire  us  in  the  days  to  come.” 

To  succeed  Dr.  Heindel  as  Vice-President,  the  Board  elected 
Rev.  Marion  J.  Kline,  D.  D.,  and  to  take  his  vacant  place  in  the 
Board  Rev.  Ellis  B.  Burgess,  of  Connellsville,  Pa.,  was  elected,  the 
election  being  ratified  by  the  President  of  the  General  Synod,  as 
required  by  our  Board’s  Constitution. 

II.  OUR  BENEFICIARY  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  reports  of  the  seven  institutions  aided  by  the  Board  during 
the  biennium  follow  herewith.  They  were  prepared  by  the  re¬ 
spective  authorities. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Board  its  receipts  did  not  justify  a  grant 
to  the  India  College,  much  to  the  Board’s  regret,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  it  can  be  resumed  in  the  near  future. 

The  budget  for  all  the  institutions  has  been  paid  in  full  to 
March  1st,  1911,  on  the  basis  adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the 
biennium. 


HARTWICK  SEMINARY,  OTSEGO  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 

Founded  1797. 

Rev.  John  G.  Traver,  D.  D.,  Principal. 

The  attendance  of  the  past  biennium  has  not  shown  any  material 
advance.  Every  available  room  for  students  has  been  occupied, 
and  part  of  the  year  we  did  not  have  any  spare  room  for  a 
visitor.  Eleven  young  men  are  here  with  the  ministry  in  view. 
Five  of  these  are  studying  theology. 

During  the  biennium,  we  have  had  no  financial  agent  in  the  field, 
so  that  there  has  been  only  a  small  advance  in  the  property  of  the 
Seminary.  The  report  of  June,  1910,  showed  property  to  the  value 
of  $109,886.00.  There  are  eleven  teachers.  Five  of  these  are  paid 
by  the  Trustees;  the  others  are  paid  from  fees  and  from  the 
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Boarding  Department.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  held  March  28th,  1911,  the  final  legal  steps  transferring  the 
full  control  to  the  Synod  of  New  York,  by  which  the  Synod  will 
elect  nine  of  the  twelve  Trustees,  were  completed,  all  then  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York  in  June.  The  Board  of  Education  is  giving  the 
Seminary  $1,500.00  per  year,  and  its  help  is  heartily  appreciated. 

PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE,  GETTYSBURG,  PA. 

Founded  1832. 

William  Anthony  Granville,  Ph.  D.,  President. 

A  change  in  the  administration  of  Pennsylvania  College  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  biennium.  In  December,  1909,  Rev. 
S.  G.  Hefelbower,  D.  D.,  resigned  as  President,  the  resignation 
to  take  effect  July  1st,  1910.  At  their  meeting,  June  14th,  1910^ 
the  Board  of  Trustees  unanimously  elected  William  Anthony  Gran¬ 
ville,  Ph.  D.,  of  Yale  University,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Dr.  Gran¬ 
ville  accepted  and  entered  upon  his  new  duties  July  1st,  1910.  On 
October  20th,  1910,  he  was  formally  inaugurated  as  President  of 
Pennsylvania  College,  with  ceremonies  of  the  most  impressive 
character.  Nearly  fifty  educational  institutions,  including  the  larg¬ 
est  universities  of  the  East,  sent  delegates.  About  five  hundred 
of  our  former  students  were  present  to  help  launch  the  new  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  all,  alumni  and  friends  alike,  were  most  generous 
in  the  expression  of  their  sentiments  of  goodwill.  The  exercises 
opened  a  new  era  not  only  for  Pennsylvania  College,  but  for  our 
whole  system  of  Lutheran  College  education.  Dr.  Hefelbower  re¬ 
tired  from  the  presidency  in  order  to  continue  his  post-graduate 
studies  at  Princeton  University.  On  the  acceptance  of  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  President  Hefelbower,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  a  set 
of  resolutions  setting  forth  their  appreciation  of  his  services.  Es¬ 
pecial  mention  should  be  made  of  his  successful  efforts  in  raising 
the  entrance  requirements  and  the  scholarship  standards  to  conform 
with  the  best  educational  practice  of  the  day. 

The  new  administration  starts  out  under  most  favorable  condi¬ 
tions.  The  spirit  of  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  which  seems  to  per¬ 
meate  our  entire  body  of  students,  Faculty,  Board,  alumni  and 
friends,  is  most  encouraging,  and  is  prophetic  of  great  things  in 
store  for  Pennsylvania  College. 

The  enrollment  during  the  academic  year  1909-10  was  246  in 
the  four  College  classes  and  58  in  the  Preparatory  Department. 
This  was  practically  the  same  as  for  the  years  1907-08  and  1908-09. 
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The  enrollment  record  for  the  present  academic  year  of  1910-11  is 
314  and  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  observe  that  the  number  of  students 
coming  here  who  expect  to  enter  the  ministry  is  on  the  increase. 
Six  hundred  and  fifty-five,  or  over  forty-one  per  cent,  of  the 
graduates  of  Pennsylvania  College  have  become  ministers ;  a  record 
that  is  not  excelled  by  any  college  of  like  character  in  the  land. 
And  it  is  our  earnest  desire  to  continue  this  service  for  the  Master 
and  our  beloved  Lutheran  Church. 

The  entrance  requirements  for  September,  1911,  have  been  in¬ 
creased  to  fourteen  units,  the  generally-accepted  standard  of  the 
best  colleges.  While  this  will  have  a  tendency  to  decrease  the  size 
of  the  entering  class,  it  is  believed  that  the  new  courses  offered  will 
attract  enough  students  to  at  least  offset  this  loss. 

So  far  only  two  courses,  the  Classical  Course  and  the  Scientific 
Course,  have  been  given  at  Pennsylvania  College.  Commencing 
September,  1911,  the  following  nine  courses,  based  on  the  group* 
system,  will  be  offered. 

The  major  subjects  are  indicated  in  each  case. 

1.  Greek  and  Latin.  (Classical.) 

2.  Latin  and  Modern  Languages. 

3.  Latin  and  Physics  or  Chemistry. 

4.  Modern  Languages  and  Physics  or  Chemistry. 

5.  Biology,  Physics  and  Chemistry. 

6.  Mathematics  and  Modern  Languages. 

7.  Commerce  and  Finance. 

8.  Civil  Engineering. 

9.  Municipal  Engineering. 

No  other  Lutheran  college  gives  these  engineering  courses.  In 
fact,  no  General  Synod  college  offers  any  engineering  course  whatever. 

In  order  that  Pennsylvania  College  shall  be  able  to  hold  her 
place  in  the  front  rank  of  American  colleges  and  expand  to  meet 
our  modern  educational  needs  it  is  necessary  to  increase  her  en¬ 
dowment.  For  this  reason  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  decided 
to  commence  a  campaign  for  the  raising  of  $300,000.00  additional 
endowment.  Thirty  thousand  dollars  of  this  has  already  been 
secured,  $15,000.00  of  which  has  been  contributed  by  Burton  Frank 
Blough,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  towards  the  endowing  of  a  Pro¬ 
fessorship  in  Civil  Engineering  to  be  named  after  him.  Fortunately 
the  income  and  outgo  have  practically  balanced,  but  this  result 
would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  aid  of  $3,000.00  con¬ 
tributed  each  year  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

We  have  a  splendid  corps  of  instructors  who  work  together  in 
perfect  harmony  and  do  most  efficient  service. 
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WITTENBERG  COLLEGE,  SPRINGFIELD,  OHIO. 

Founded  1845. 

Rev.  Charles  G.  Heckert,  D.  D.,  President. 

For  the  year  1909-10,  the  attendance  in  all  departments  was 
703.  This  showed  a  net  gain  in  all  branches.  In  the  regular 
College  classes  the  increase  was  14  per  cent. 

For  the  current  year,  the  enrollment  will  again  show  a  gratify¬ 
ing  gain.  The  exact  figure  cannot  yet  be  given,  but  it  will  run 
near  the  800  mark.  The  gain  is  in  every  part  of  our  work — 
in  theology,  the  College  classes,  music  and  summer  term.  This 
means  a  net  gain  of  at  least  500  during  the  eight  years  of  this 
administration.  We  are  aiming  to  reach  1,000. 

In  the  Faculties  there  has  been  steady  growth  in  numbers  and 
efficiency.  Most  of  our  professors  are  men  of  marked  scholarly 
attainment  and  have  had  their  training  in  the  great  universities 
of  this  country  and  of  Europe.  We  regret  to  report  the  death  of 
the  revered  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Ort,  for  many  years  identified  with 
the  best  development  of  this  institution. 

During  the  biennium  several  notable  gifts  have  been  made. 
A  farm,  valued  at  $12,000.00,  has  been  given ;  several  smaller  do¬ 
nations  ;  a  lady  has  given  $3,000.00  in  cash  and  will  soon  increase 
this  to  $5,000.00;  a  gift  of  $15,000.00,  to  be  added  to,  has  made  it 
possible  to  proceed  with  a  new  Girls’  Dormitory.  Besides  these 
amounts  given,  three  wills  have  been  made,  which  will  mean  an 
addition  of  $40,000.00  to  endowment. 

The  work  of  the  two  years  has  been  well  done.  The  teachers 
are  enthusiastic  and  loyal.  There  is  no  discord  in  our  work,  and, 
backed  by  a  willing  Church,  as  represented  by  our  splendid  Board 
of  Directors,  Wittenberg  faces  the  future  with  confidence.  The 
Board  of  Education  has  given  us  $3,000.00  annually,  an  indispens¬ 
able  help. 

SUSQUEHANNA  UNIVERSITY,  SELINSGROVE,  PA. 

Founded  1858. 

Rev.  Charles  T.  Aikens,  D.  D.,  President. 

During  the  biennium  Susquehanna  has  been  making  history  that 
is  not  to  her  discredit,  even  though  the  pages  do  not  contain  the 
records  of  marvelous  achievements  other  than  the  molding  of 
future  manhood  and  womanhood. 

In  the  matter  of  student  enrollment,  deportment  and  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  work  done,  we  think  the  showing  is  decidedly  in  our  favor. 
There  has  been  much  to  encourage  during  the  last  two  years, 
although  we  have  been  called  upon  to  pass  through  the  very  dark 
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clouds  of  sickness  and  death  which  robbed  the  President’s  family 
of  their  truest  and  most  lovely  meaning  of  home  by  taking  away 
a  sweet  wife,  devoted  mother,  cheerful  companion  and  ideal  home¬ 
maker. 

The  high-water  mark  was  reached  last  year,  when  315  students 
were  enrolled  in  all  the  departments,  including  those  who  at¬ 
tended  the  Summer  School  of  eight  weeks.  The  matter  of  dis¬ 
cipline  has  been  comparatively  easy  during  the  past  two  academic 
years,  as  a  splendid  spirit  prevailed  among  the  students,  and  there 
seemed  to  be  perfect  co-operation  in  the  entire  college  community. 

With  the  dormitories  well  filled  and  intense  activity  on  the  part 
of  the  students,  the  deportment  has  been  all  that  we  could  reason¬ 
ably  expect  from  the  vigorous  manhood  we  have  at  Susquehanna. 
We  feel  perfectly  justified  in  saying  that  the  conduct  has  been 
good. 

The  character  of  the  work  done  has  been  quite  gratifying  to 
the  Faculty,  and  we  think  our  students  will  compare  favorably  in 
their  academic  qualifications  with  those  of  any  of  the  colleges  of 
Pennsylvania. 

In  the  inter-collegiate  oratorical  contests  we  stood  second  last 
year,  and  there  is  an  earnest  effort  being  made  to  do  better  this 

year. 

The  departments  of  Susquehanna  consist  of  Theological,  College, 
Academy,  Music,  Commercial,  Oratory  and  Art;  all  of  which  are 
in  a  healthy  condition.  The  Theological  Department  has  enrolled 
fourteen  bright,  promising  men,  with  the  prospect  of  a  net  gain 
of  five  for  next  year.  They  are  all  college  men  except  two,  who 
are  men  of  splendid  attainments. 

The  Theological  Faculty  consists  of  five  men,  including  Rev. 
H.  D.  Spaeth,  pastor  of  the  First  Lutheran  Church,  of  Selinsgrove, 
whose  services  as  teacher  of  German  are  very  much  appreciated. 

Our  financial  problem  is  not  a  small  one,  and  our  needs  are 
great,  but  the  biennium  has  reduced  our  debt  $10,000.00  and  in¬ 
creased  the  endowment  about  $3,000.00.  A  number  of  scholar¬ 
ships  and  prizes  have  been  established,  so  that  there  are  some 
encouragements  that  we  are  very  happy  in  counting.  In  our  asso¬ 
ciations  with  college  men  we  find  that  everywhere  in  the  educa¬ 
tional  work  there  are  such  perplexities  that  we  often  feel  thankful 
that  our  discouragements  are  not  as  great  as  those  many  others 
must  endure.  God  has  been  caring  for  and  protecting  this  de¬ 
serving  institution  all  along  the  half  century  of  her  existence. 
Splendid  prospects  are  before  her. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  bequests  from  Gen.  J.  P.  S.  Gobin 
and  Mr.  Abraham  Mench.  We  appreciate  the  appropriation  of 
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$3,000.00  we  receive  annually  from  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
feel  grateful  to  the  General  Synod  for  her  fostering  care  over  us. 

CARTHAGE  COLLEGE,  CARTHAGE,  ILL. 

Founded  1870. 

Rev.  H.  D.  Hoover,  Ph.  D.,  President. 

The  attendance  for  the  past  biennium  has  been  very  encouraging. 
Twenty-nine  were  graduated  from  the  college.  The  increased  num¬ 
ber  of  students  has  been  accompanied  by  an  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  studious  young  people.  There  are  a  number  of  students 
for  the  ministry  and  an  active  Student  Volunteer  Band. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  improved  and  enlarged.  The  group 
system  prevails.  There  are  four  general  courses  leading  to  gradua¬ 
tion,  and  three  degrees,  A.  B.,  B.  S.  and  B.  L.  Courses  are  offered 
to  pre-medical  and  pre-engineering  students.  Educational  topics 
are  taught  to  prospective  teachers. 

A  number  of  needed  improvements  in  buildings  and  campus  and 
additions  to  equipment  were  made.  Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  which  generously  contributed  $4,000.00  annually  to  the  current 
expenses  during  the  biennium,  the  college  has  been  able  to  meet  all 
bills  promptly.  The  various  teachers  are  overburdened  with  work, 
and  as  soon  as  possible  a  larger  teaching  force  will  be  employed. 

The  endowment  of  the  college  is  now  over  $252,000.00,  and  the 
grounds,  buildings  and  equipment  are  conservatively  valued  at 
$80,000.00.  The  biennium  has  been  marked  by  an  excellent  record 
of  faithful  work  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty  and  instructors,  and 
commendable  progress  on  the  part  of  student  activities. 

BREKLUM  SEMINARY,  BREKLUM,  SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN, 

GERMANY. 

Founded  1883. 

Rev.  Christian  Jensen,  Principal. 

With  gratitude  to  the  Lord  of  the  Church,  and  with  thankful¬ 
ness  to  the  General  Synod  and  its  Board  of  Education,  we  look 
back  upon  the  last  two  years  of  our  work.  We  have  made  better 
progress  during  this  biennium  than  we  dared  to  hope  for  when 
we  entered  it.  This  progress  has  been  possible  only  through  the 
faithful  and  energetic  help  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
German  and  English  District  Synods.  With  their  assistance  and 
by  means  of  the  gifts  collected  in  Germany,  we  have  been  able 
to  bring  the  Seminary  work  to  a  broader  basis. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  paid  the  promised  $2,500.00  promptly, 
and  has,  by  its  liberality,  lifted  a  heavy  burden  of  anxiety  from 
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our  shoulders.  This  money  has  been  used  only  to  pay  the  salaries 
of  our  teachers.  The  German  Synods  have  increased  their  ap¬ 
portionment  for  Breklum  student  support  from  $800.00  to  $2,000.00. 
Never,  since  we  have  sent  them  students,  have  these  Synods  made 
such  generous  efforts.  We  are  glad  of  it,  because  most  of  our 
students  have  found  their  work  in  these  German  Synods. 

During  the  biennium  I  have  visited  America  twice.  The  first 
time  I  wanted,  especially,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  German 
Synods  which  I  had  not  done  for  eight  years.  I  also  visited  the 
Northern  Illinois  Synod,  which  promised  to  pay  $250.00  annually 
for  the  support  of  two  students  at  Breklum.  Another  reason  for 
my  journey  was  that  I  wanted  to  come  into  contact  with  the  con¬ 
gregations  of  the  General  Synod  and  learn  their  sentiment  towards 
a  Seminary  in  the  Fatherland.  The  purpose  of  my  second  journey 
was  to  be  present  at  as  many  meetings  of  the  Eastern  English  Dis¬ 
trict  Synods  as  the  limitation  of  time  allowed.  With  great  thank¬ 
fulness  I  acknowledge  the  hearty  welcome  given  me  by  the  respec¬ 
tive  Synods.  All  promised  to  support  our  work.  Some  of  them 
declared  that  they  had  already  quite  a  number  of  beneficiary 
students  in  American  Seminaries  on  their  roll — even  almost  be¬ 
yond  their  financial  abilities.  Nevertheless,  they  showed  them¬ 
selves  willing  to  take  upon  themselves  new  obligations  for  our 
Seminary. 

During  the  biennium  we  were  able  to  send  to  America  eight 
young  men;  three  of  whom  had  received  their  education  in  other 
institutions  of  Germany.  This  present  year  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  send  five  who  expect  to  be  graduated  from  our  Seminary  in 
June.  One  more,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of  Inner  Missions 
for  several  years  past  and  who  has  very  good  recommendations, 
is  ready  to  go  in  August.  Next  year  eight  students,  as  far  as 
we  can  now  see,  will  be  graduated. 

Our  average  attendance  during  the  biennium  was  30.  At  present 
we  have  26.  (See  p.  17.)  We  did  not  care  to  keep  any  more  (al¬ 
though  we  could  easily  have  had  them),  on  account  of  the  heavy 
expenses  involved.  The  age  of  the  students  attending  the  Seminary 
during  those  two  years  was  between  17  and  31.  The  average  age  was 
over  22.  Although  the  state  of  health  was  not  so  favorable  as  we 
might  have  wished,  we  were  spared  severe  sickness  till  the  end 
of  November,  last  year.  Then  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  broke 
out,  which  forced  us  to  close  the  institution  and  omit  the  examina¬ 
tions.  Happily,  the  sickness  was,  with  a  few  exceptions,  not  very 
violent,  and  all  our  students  could,  after  Christmas  vacation,  re¬ 
turn  to  Breklum  and  resume  their  studies. 

In  the  last  half  year  more  than  250  young  men  wrote  for  our 
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conditions,  with  a  view  of  entering  here.  A  great  many  of  them, 
of  course,  would  not  have  been  fit;  and  most  of  those  that  seemed 
to  be  fit  in  other  respects  did  not  possess  enough  that  they  could 
contribute  even  something  towards  their  education.  The  necessity 
of  paying  for  their  board  for  four  or  five  years,  of  fitting  them 
out  for  their  journey,  and,  finally,  paying  their  traveling  expenses, 
forces  us  to  admit  only  a  limited  number  until  we  can  rely  on 
more  means  than  have  hitherto  been  at  our  disposal.  With  us 
the  matter  is  essentially  a  matter  of  money.  For  we  can  get 
worthy  and  capable  men  without  difficulty.  If  we  could  interest 
wider  circles  for  our  work  we  could  enlarge  it.  In  Germany  we 
have  again  applied  to  our  old  friends  and  have  tried  to  secure 
new  ones.  They  supported  us  during  the  biennium  with  $8,000.00. 
But  as  in  Germany  so  many  branches  of  Inner  Missions  and 
Foreign  Missions  are  asking  the  same  persons,  the  faithful  ones, 
for  help,  we  find  that  the  conviction  is  spreading  more  and  more 
that  America,  a  country  that  is  so  much  wealthier  than  Germany, 
ought  to  provide  the  means  for  the  education  of  its  own  ministers 
if  Germany  furnishes  the  men.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary,  in  my 
opinion,  to  collect  an  Endowment  Fund  for  Breklum  Seminary 
in  order  to  enable  us  to  keep  a  greater  number  of  students.  In 
this  case  we  should  also  be  able  to  send  out  a  stated  number  in 
regular  rotation. 

The  success  I  had  in  America,  in  consequence  of  my  visits,  is 
shown  by  the  following  statement :

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Last  year  we  were  again  favored  by  visits  from  prominent 
American  churchmen.  In  May,  Prof.  Holmes  Dysinger,  D.  D., 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  stayed  with  us  a  few  days. 
In  June,  Rev.  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  D.  D.,  and  Mrs.  Zimmerman 
paid  us  a  visit.  Dr.  Zimmerman  addressed  the  student  body,  speak¬ 
ing  in  German  for  a  full  hour  and  eliciting  great  enthusiasm  by 
his  remarks.  In  August,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  greet  Rev.  M.  W. 
Hamma,  D.  D.,  of  Springfield,  Ohio.  Dr.  Hamma  also  spoke  to 
the  Faculty  and  students ;  dwelling  with  great  warmth  on  the 
necessity  of  providing  ministers  for  the  German  immigrants  and 
the  second  and  third  generation  of  German  Lutherans  in  America. 
We  make  his  wishes,  in  this  respect,  ours.  The  field  is  there,  in 
America ;  the  facilities  for  housing,  boarding  and  instructing  the 
students  are  here,  at  Breklum;  and  the  men  are  here,  in  Germany. 
If  our  hands  were  filled  we  could  bring  together  the  men  and 
the  means  and  the  fields,  and  the  hopes  of  Dr.  Hamma  and  ours 
could  be  realized  in  the  course  of  the  years. 

At  the  same  time  with  Dr.  Hamma,  Rev.  Fr.  E.  Oberlander,  Ber¬ 
lin,  Ontario,  paid  us  a  visit.  We  were  very  glad  to  have  with  us 
this  brother  whose  large  and  flourishing  congregation  sent  over 
two  of  her  young  members  to  be  educated  for  the  ministry  in  our 
Seminary.  Rev.  Oberlander  also  gave  an  address  which  was  of 
great  interest  to  our  students.  We  should  be  very  glad,  indeed, 
if  some  more  congregations  could  follow  the  example  given  by 
the  congregation  of  Berlin.  Young  men,  born  and  brought  up  in 
America,  who  have  studied  for  a  longer  period  in  Germany  could 
do  invaluable  service  in  the  General  Synod.  The  American  spirit 
and  the  German  education ;  these  two  in  their  combination  would 
produce  a  blend  most  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America ;  and  in  the  future,  even  more  than  in  the 
past,  the  demand  for  just  such  young  men  will  be  very  great. 

I  cannot  close  without  thanking  once  more  each  and  everyone 
who  has  shown  their  interest  in  our  work  and  to  ask  them  to 
give  us  their  further  help. 


REPORT  OF  BREKEUM  DIRECTORS. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  German  Seminary 
Board,  consisting  of  six  members,  three  appointed  by  each  of  the  two 
German  Synods,  has  acted  as  the  American  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Breklum  Seminary;  the  members  in  Germany  having 
been  Principal  Jensen  and  Pastor  Matsen,  of  Breklum,  and  Pastor 
Bahnsen,  of  Hamburg. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Rev.  E.  E.  Ortlepp,  D.  D.,  Green- 
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ville,  Ohio,  reports  the  following  amounts  received  and  transmitted 
between  June  ist,  1909,  and  March  24th,  1911 :

MIDLAND  COLLEGE,  ATCHISON,  KANSAS. 

Founded  1887. 

Rev.  Millard  F.  Troxell,  D.  D.,  President. 

In  making  this  biennial  report  of  Midland  College  we  desire 
to  express  again  our  gratitude  to  the  Board  and  the  Church  at 
large  for  that  generous  aid  without  which  our  work  could  not 
be  continued. 

Two  years  ago  we  reported  property  and  endowment  giving  our 
plant  here  at  Atchison  an  estimated  value  of  $115,000.00.  Now 
we  can  report  that  we  have  property  and  endowment  in  this  year 
1911  worth  $185,000.00.  This  includes  the  property  and  institution 
of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  merged  with  and  placed 
under  the  management  of  the  Midland  College  Board  of  Trustees 
in  June,  1910,  and  also  the  Library  Endowment  Fund  of  $15,000.00, 
now  completed,  and  the  Library  Building  Fund  of  $20,000.00,  of 
which  $15,000.00  came  as  a  gift  from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  and 
$5,000.00  as  a  legacy  from  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Griffith,  D.  D.,  for  the 
erection  of  a  Memorial  Assembly  Hall,  which  has  been  included 
in  the  Library  building  to  be  dedicated  during  commencement 
week,  1911.  There  is  also  included  in  this  sum  total  a  legacy  of 
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$15,000.00  left  to  the  college  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Harwi,  of  Atchison, 
who  from  the  founding  of  the  college  in  September,  1887,  until 
his  death,  September,  1910,  had  been  a  constant  and  faithful  mem¬ 
ber  of  its  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  member  of  its  Executive 
Committee. 

These  additions  to  our  material  values  are  good  and  helpful, 
and  are  but  an  indication  of  the  constant  and  growing  needs  and 
demands,  if  we  would  keep  abreast  of  the  age  and  do  the  work 
which  the  Church  must  have  done,  if  it  shall  properly  develop  its 
resources  and  benefit  its  constituency  as  well  as  propagate  itself 
through  an  educated  laity  and  ministry  west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Midland  College  now  has  a  productive  endowment  of  $70,000.00 
and  property  worth  $115,000.00.  What  is  greatly  and  immediately 
needed  is  an  increased  endowment  for  liberal  enlargement  and 
added  buildings,  such  as  a  Science  Hall,  a  modern  Gymnasium, 
and  a  central  heating  plant.  These  can  be  completed  in  good  form 
for  $15,000.00,  $10,000.00,  and  $8,000.00,  respectively. 

The  total  income  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  $32,034.16, 
from  March  1st,  1909,  to  March  1st,  1911.  The  sources  of  our 
income  have  been  for  the  two  years :  Interest  on  endowment, 
$5,141.65;  tuition  fees,  etc.,  $8,383.12;  Board  of  Education,  $18,- 
510.44.  We  make  every  effort  to  keep  our  expenses  within  our 
income  so  as  to  have  no  deficits.  For  the  new  Library  building 
and  the  other  extra  improvements  in  the  way  of  street  paving, 
sewers,  etc.,  we  have  expended,  in  addition  to  the  above,  some 
$22,500.00. 

The  internal  work  of  the  college  has  been  developed  since  our 
report  of  two  years  ago  by  the  establishing  of  a  new  chair  out 
of  the  English  Department,  known  as  the  chair  of  History  and 
Pedagogy,  and  by  adding  to  the  Academy  a  Normal  Department, 
or  course,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Academy  graduates  who  desire 
to  become  teachers. 

The  new  Library  building,  to  be  ready  for  actual  use  by  the 
fall  opening  of  1911,  will  be  one  of  the  most  distinct  and  valuable 
aids  thus  far  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  various  courses  leading  to  degrees  have  been  so  co-ordinated 
and  strengthened  the  past  two  years  that  a  candidate  who  pre¬ 
fers  the  A.  B.  degree  may  get  it  for  work  done  in  any  one  of 
the  regular  courses. 

A  marked  step  forward  in  the  college  administration  has  been  the 
appointment  by  the  college  Trustees  in  June,  1910,  of  a  Field 
Secretary,  and  the  selection  of  Rev.  William  T.  Kahse,  pastor  at 
Colorado  Springs,  Col.,  to  fill  the  place.  The  new  Field  Secretary 
entered  upon  his  work  September  1st,  1910,  and  has  been  faithfully 
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and  successfully  devoting  himself  to  it  ever  since  that  time.  The 
good  effect  of  the  advance  movement  has  already  been  felt  in 
many  ways  and  will  become  still  more  apparent,  we  believe,  in 
the  coming  year,  especially  in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  ;  which  has  been  and  must  always  be  a  most  desirable  feature 
in  such  work  as  ours.  In  our  part  of  the  world  the  State  institu¬ 
tions  are  particularly  strong.  In  Kansas,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Iowa 
and  Colorado,  on  all  sides  of  us,  the  State  Universities,  State 
Agricultural  Schools  and  State  Normal  Schools  are  especially 
strong;  are  among  the  largest  and  most  liberally  supported  institu¬ 
tions  of  their  kind  in  all  the  United  States.  We  have  also  many 
stronger  and  older  denominational  schools  in  our  immediate  terri¬ 
tory.  These  all  mean  intense  competition  in  securing  students. 
Besides  this  general  and  abiding  competition,  there  have  also  been 
local  considerations,  such  as  a  new  and  modern  hundred-thousand- 
dollar  high  school  building  in  the  city  of  Atchison,  making  it  a 
particularly  hard  and  testing  period  for  us  during  the  past  year  in 
the  race  for  home  students.  We  will  not  be  able  to  report  as 
good  a  showing  in  the  number  of  students  this  year  as  for  the 
past  several  years.  The  catalogue  enrollment  two  years  ago  was 
203,  and  last  year  185.  We  have  graduated  from  all  departments, 
in  these  same  two  years,  60  young  people;  16  from  the  College, 
30  from  the  Academy,  and  14  from  the  Department  of  Music. 

The  taking  over  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  has  added 
a  grave  responsibility  to  the  College  management;  and  for  this, 
in  its  bearing  and  discharge,  we  ask  and  seek  both  divine  wisdom 
and  direction,  and  also  the  most  sympathetic  and  substantial  sup¬ 
port  which  the  Church  at  large  can  give.  Whatever  may  have 
been  said  at  any  time,  heretofore,  in  the  history  of  our  work  as 
a  denomination  in  this  country  in  favor  of  such  institution  as 
colleges  and  seminaries  for  the  training  of  our  young  people  under 
our  own  churchly  oversight  and  for  the  perpetuating  of  our 
Church’s  work  through  an  efficient  ministry,  may  be  said  with 
added  emphasis  at  this  time.  Our  Church — any  church — simply 
cannot  grow  as  it  ought;  cannot  even  maintain  itself  at  a  standstill, 
to  say  nothing  of  progress,  without  these  institutions  such  as  we 
have  now  joined  together  here  at  Atchison.  And  it  must  be  re¬ 
membered  that  these  are  the  only  institutions  of  the  General 
Synod  of  like  character  and  work  in  all  our  country  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River. 

The  Seminary,  while  governed  and  maintained  as  a  department 
of  Midland  College,  will  retain  its  own  home  in  Ingalls  Hall, 
purchased  for  it  three  years  ago,  and  will  also  retain  its  own 
name,  for  the  present  at  least,  as  The  Western  Theological  Semi- 
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nary  of  the  General  Synod.  Whilst  the  number  of  students  in 
this  department  for  the  past  two  years  has  not  been  very  large, 
there  having  been  enrolled  eight  last  year  and  five  this  present 
year,  action  recently  taken  leads  us  to  express  the  conviction  that 
the  department  will  greatly  increase  in  both  number  of  students 
and  profitable  efficiency  for  the  Church  at  large  for  the  coming  year. 

In  closing  this  report  we  lay  emphasis  on  the  fact  that,  as  a 
step  favoring  the  Church’s  fullest  confidence  in  and  support  of 
our  work,  the  constitution  of  the  College  has  been  so  amended 
during  the  biennium  that  the  entire  legal  control  of  the  institution 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Church,  since  now  and  in  the  future 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
are  and  will  be  elected  by  the  District  Synods  on  whose  territory 
the  College  is  located. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  given  the  College  $9,000.00  annually, 
and  the  Seminary  $3,000.00  annually. 

III.  MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS. 

Relative  to  the  $25,000.00  note  given  for  the  Endowment  Fund 
of  Carthage  College  in  1908  by  the  General  Synod,  we  are  glad  to 
be  able  to  report  that  the  credit  of  $1,446.50,  referred  to  in  our 
last  report,  was  duly  made  on  the  note  by  the  authorities  of  the 
College.  Whereupon,  at  our  suggestion,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Synod,  as  authorized  by  the  last  General  Synod,  paid  to 
Carthage  College,  through  our  treasury,  the  sum  of  $3,553.50  on 
the  principal  of  the  note,  thus  reducing  it  to  $20,000.00.  Besides,  he 
has  paid  the  interest  in  full  to  May  1st,  1911.  It  would  be  well  to 
authorize  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  interest  annually  and  to  re¬ 
duce  the  principal  just  as  rapidly  as  the  officers  of  the  General 
Synod  deem  wise. 


MIDLAND  LIBRARY  PLEDGE. 

As  authorized  by  the  last  General  Synod,  the  General  Synod’s 
pledge  of  $1,500.00,  made  to  complete  the  subscription  of  $15,000.00 
for  the  endowment  of  the  new  Carnegie  Library  at  Midland 
College,  was  paid  through  our  treasury.  Our  Board  also  transferred 
for  the  same  purpose  the  Melanchthon  Library  Fund  of  $552.99, 
which  we  had  been  carrying  for  some  years.  This  beautiful  and 
valuable  addition  to  Midland’s  equipment  will  be  dedicated  dur¬ 
ing  Commencement  week,  1911. 

WESTERN  SEMINARY  MANAGEMENT. 

Under  the  authority  given  by  the  last  convention  of  the  General 
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Synod  the  Board  of  Education  arranged  with  the  Trustees  of 
Midland  College  to  have  the  Western  Seminary  managed  by  them 
as  a  department  of  Midland  College.  As  a  preliminary  step  we 
suggested  the  propriety  of  changing  the  constitution  of  the  College 
so  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  be  elected  by  the  four 
Synods  of  their  territory.  Such  a  change,  whereby  twenty  of  the 
twenty-seven  Trustees  are  elected  by  the  Synods,  was  adopted  by 
them  in  January,  1910,  and  on  June  7th,  1910,  the  formal  transfer 
of  the  government  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary  from  the 
Board  of  Education,  which  had  conducted  it  since  1895,  to  the 
Trustees  of  Midland  College,  was  consummated.  Since  that  date 
the  Seminary  has  been  conducted  as  a  department  of  Midland 
College,  its  expenses  ($3,000.00)  having  been  added  by  our  Board 
to  the  $9,000.00  Midland  College  budget.  Of  the  assets  of  the 
Seminary,  $7,899.18  have  already  been  transferred  to  the  College 
management  and  the  balance,  $9,365.09,  will  be  just  as  soon  as 
practicable,  according  to  arrangement  with  the  Trustees.  The 
$3,000.00  German  Endowment  Fund  is  retained,  in  trust,  by  our 
Board. 


PLAN  FOR  MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

As  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Edu¬ 
cation  at  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod,  our  Board 
was  authorized  “to  formulate  a  plan  for  the  uniform,  systematic 
and  centralized  administration  of  Ministerial  Education  work  and 
funds.”  This  we  have  done,  and  now  present  the  proposed  plan 
as  a  supplemental  report  to  this  body. 

LUTHERAN  EDUCATIONAL  CONFERENCES. 

In  honor  of  the  Board’s  twenty-fifth  anniversary,  it  took  the 
initiative  in  arranging  for  a  Lutheran  Educational  Conference, 
as  authorized  by  the  last  General  Synod.  For  geographical  rea¬ 
sons,  it  was  found  advisable  to  have  only  those  institutions  east 
of  Illinois  represented  in  the  first  or  Eastern  Conference;  the 
Western  Conference  to  follow,  and  then,  still  later,  a  National 
Conference. 

The  first  Conference  was  held  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  June  23d 
and  24th,  1910,  and  was  a  most  successful  and  stimulating  gather¬ 
ing.  Fourteen  institutions,  representing  four  General  Bodies  of 
Lutherans,  were  represented  by  personal  representatives  and  four 
others  by  correspondence.  So  valuable  was  the  gathering  that 
a  second  Conference  was  desired.  This  was  recently  held  at 
Gettysburg,  Pa.,  April  19th  and  20th,  and  was  also  most  successful. 
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These  Conferences  are  sure  to  be  very  helpful  in  the  solution  of  our 
common  problems  in  the  field  of  religious  education. 

OUR  ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

Our  Roll  of  Honor  for  the  past  biennium  is  not  as  large  as 
our  last  one.  But  each  of  these  Synods  has  our  profoundest 
gratitude  for  its  loyal  support.  The  list  for  1909-1911  is  as  follows:

CALIFORNIA  SEMINARY. 

At  the  last  convention  of  the  General  Synod  the  following  reso¬ 
lution  was  presented  by  a  delegate  from  the  California  Synod 
and  adopted : 

“Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  be,  and  hereby  is,  au¬ 
thorized  to  take  immediate  steps  to  inaugurate  such  a  work  (a 
Lutheran  Theological  School  in  California),  at  such  location  and 
at  such  expense  as  is  deemed  both  wise  and  necessary  for  the 
establishment  of  such  a  work.” 

Our  Board  interpreted  this  action  as  permissive  and  not  manda¬ 
tory,  and  took  up  its  consideration  accordingly. 

After  a  thorough  consideration  of  the  various  elements  in  the 
problem,  our  Board  has  not  been  able  to  see  its  way  to  launch 
an  institution  such  as  proposed.  The  Synod  now  proposes  the 
establishment  of  a  “Collegiate  Institute  or  Preparatory  School.” 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  That  the  rate  of  apportionment  (20  cents)  be  the  same. 

2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is, 

authorized  to  pay  to  Carthage  College,  through  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation,  May  1st  of  each  year,  the  interest  on  the  balance  of  the 

Endowment  pledge  of  the  General  Synod  due  at  that  date,  and 

as  much  of  the  principal  of  said  pledge  as  the  officers  of  the 

General  Synod  may  agree  can  be  spared  from  their  treasury. 

3.  That  the  authorities  of  our  beneficiary  institutions  be  urged 
to  use  all  proper  means  to  increase  and  intensify  the  religious 
faith  and  zeal  of  the  students,  with  a  special  view  of  securing 
thereby  a  largely  increased  number  of  candidates  for  the  holy 
ministry. 
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4.  That  the  General  Synod  concern  itself  more  for  the  religious 
care  of  those  Lutheran  youth  who  may  be  students  at  non-church 
institutions  of  learning,  and,  further,  that  the  General  Synod  join 
in  the  earnest  and  just  protest  now  being  made  against  an  anti- 
religious  attitude  on  the  part  of  any  who  teach  in  institutions 
supported  by  taxation. 

5.  That  our  heartiest  gratitude  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  gracious 
Head  of  the  Church  for  the  degree  of  blessing  He  has  vouchsafed 
upon  our  efforts  during  the  past  biennium.

The  Historical  Society  met  with  Rev.  J.  B.  Remensnyder, 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  H.  C.  Alleman,  D.  D., 
the  President,  in  the  chair. 

Rev.  Holmes  Dysinger,  D.  D.,  and  E.  A.  Van  Fleet,  M.  D., 
were  appointed  a  Nominating  Committee. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Clutz,  D.  D.,  curator,  presented  the  following 
report : 

Report  of  the  Curator. 

The  Curator  of  the  Lutheran  Historical  Library  begs  leave  to 
present  the  following  report: 

1.  During  the  past  biennium  the  library  has  again  been  placed 
under  obligations  of  gratitude  to  the  Lutheran  Publication  Society 
in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  the  Concordia  Publishing  House  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  for  copies  of  all  their  publications.  From  these  sources 
many  very  interesting  and  very  valuable  additions  have  been  made 
to  our  shelves.  We  have  also  received  numerous  other  interesting 
and  valuable  books  and  pamphlets  from  other  Lutheran  Publishing 
Houses,  most  of  them  in  the  English  language,  but  many  also  in 
German  and  Scandinavian. 

2.  Many  English,  German  and  Scandinavian  periodicals  are  re¬ 
ceived  regularly,  and  are  suitably  bound  from  time  to  time  for 
preservation,  and  for  convenient  use  for  reference  and  research. 

3.  Numerous  other  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  by  Lutheran  authors, 
have  been  sent  to  us  by  the  authors,  and  have  been  properly 
catalogued  and  shelved. 

Especially  valuable  accessions  during  the  biennium  have  been  a 
complete  bound  set  of  The  Lutheran  Evangelist  sent  to  the  library 
from  the  office  of  the  Business  Manager  when  the  publication  of  the 
paper  was  discontinued,  and  also  a  large  collection  of  material 
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from  Dr.  S.  Stall  used  by  him  in  the  preparation  of  his  “Year 
Book”  some  years  ago.  Suitable  acknowledgment  was  made  of  both 
these  gifts. 

4.  The  Curator  would  suggest  to  the  secretaries  of  the  District 
Synods  the  propriety  of  sending  to  the  library  unused  copies  of  the 
“Minutes”  of  their  respective  Synods  to  be  placed  on  file  as  “du¬ 
plicates.”  Such  duplicates  are  often  called  for  both  for  informa¬ 
tion  and  by  persons  making  collections,  and  will,  in  time,  become 
more  and  more  valuable. 

5.  It  would  also  seem  desirable  to  have  in  the  library  for  future 
reference  a  complete  file  of  “Parish  Papers”  from  the  pastors  and 
congregations.  These  often  contain  information  not  published 
elsewhere,  and  which  might  be  of  great  interest  and  value  to 
future  historians  of  the  Church.  If  pastors  will  send  them  reg¬ 
ularly  the  Curator  will  see  that  they  are  properly  filed  and  pre¬ 
served. 

The  Curator  would  also  be  pleased  to  receive  copies  of  printed 
programs  for  Church  dedications,  anniversaries,  etc.,  and  to  place 
them  on  file  for  future  reference. 

6.  The  Curator  has  had  a  number  of  requests  for  the  “loan”  of 
publications  and  manuscripts  from  the  library.  As  a  rule,  such 
“loans”  are  returned  promptly  and  in  good  condition,  but  in  other 
cases  they  are  kept  out  for  months,  and  even  years,  sometimes  to 
the  great  inconvenience  of  other  persons  who  desire  to  get  in¬ 
formation  not  otherwise  available.  The  Curator  would  be  glad  to 
have  some  expression  from  the  Society  in  reference  to  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  making  such  loans.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  insist  that 
all  who  wish  to  use  the  library  for  research  purposes  shall  come 
to  the  library  in  person,  or  employ  some  authorized  person  to  do 
there  the  work  required  for  them? 

7.  The  Curator  will  always  be  pleased  to  extend  the  courtesies 
and  use  of  the  library  and  its  valuable  collection  to  any  respon¬ 
sible  person,  and  cordially  invites  the  fullest  and  freest  use  of 
them. 

8.  Due  acknowledgment  should  also  be  made  of  the  donation  of 
$200.00  authorized  at  the  meeting  of  the  Lutheran  Publication  So¬ 
ciety  two  years  ago  and  paid  into  our  treasury  during  the  biennium. 
As  this  is  our  only  source  of  income  for  the  binding  of  publica¬ 
tions  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  library,  we  are  especially 
grateful  for  it.

As  amended  and  declared  adopted  at  Washington ,  D.  C.,  May  /./,  i86g. 


PREAMBLE. 

Jesus  Christ,  the  Supreme  Head  of  His  Church,  having  prescribed  no  entire 
specific  directory  for  its  government  and  discipline,  and  every  section  of  His 
Church  being  left  at  liberty  to  make  such  regulations,  additional  to  those  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  as  are  in  harmony  with  the  word  of  God,  and  best  adapted 
to  its  situation  and  circumstances  ;  therefore,  relying  upon  God  our  Father,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the. 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  word  of  God,  for  the  promotion  of  the  practice  of  brotherly 
love,  to  the  furtherance  of  Christian  concord,  to  the  firm  establishment  and 
continuance  of  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  and  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  the  grand  design  for  which  the  Church  of  Christ  was  established 
on  earth,  We,  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  connected  with  the  General 
Synod,  for  ourselves  and  our  successors,  do  adopt  the  following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  name,  style,  and  title  of  this  body  shall  be,  “  The  General  Synod  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  consist  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Dele¬ 
gates  from  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
the  United  States  which  are  now  connected  with  it,  or  may  hereafter  join  them¬ 
selves  thereunto,  and  who  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  as  members  thereof,  in 
the  following  ratio,  namely  : 

Each  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  containing  eight  ministers,  may  send 
one  ;  if  it  contains  sixteen,  two  ;  if  twenty-four,  three  ;  if  thirty-two,  four ;  if 
forty,  five  ;  if  fifty-five,  six  ;  if  seventy,  seven  ;  if  eighty-five,  eight  ;  and  if  it 
contain  one  hundred  and  upward,  nine  delegates  of  the  rank  of  ordained 
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ministers,  and  an  equal  number  of  lay  delegates.  Each  bynod  at  present  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  one  clerical  and  one  lay 
representative. 

Section  2.  Each  delegate  appearing  in  the  General  Synod  according  to  this 
ratio  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
Each  Synod  may  choose  its  delegates  in  such  a  manner  as  to  it  may  seem  proper, 
and  shall  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  same  to  and  from  the  General  Synod, 
unless  the  General  Synod  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Section  3.  All  regularly  constituted  Lutheran  Synods,  not  now  in  connection 
with  the  General  Synod,  receiving  and  holding  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  our  fathers,  the  word  of  God,  as  contained  in  the  Canonical  Scrip¬ 
tures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  as  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and 
practice,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental 
doctrines  of  the  divine  word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  founded  upon  that 
word,  may  at  any  time  become  associated  with  the  General  Synod  by  adopting 
this  Constitution  and  sending  delegates  to  its  Convention  according  to  the  ratio 
specified  in  section  first  of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  Should  the  delegates  of  any  District  Synod  withdraw  from  the 
sessions  of  the  General  Synod  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  body,  and  such  withdrawal  be  sanctioned  by  their  Synod  ;  or  should 
any  Synod,  without  being  excused  by  the  General  Synod,  decline  sending  dele¬ 
gates,  such  Synod  shall  be  considered  as  having  severed  its  connection  with  the 
General  Synod,  and  its  delegates  can  only  be  again  received  as  those  of  a  newly- 
applying  Synod. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod  shall,  at  each  meeting, 
choose  by  ballot,  from  among  their  number,  a  President  and  Secretary  ;  and 
from  among  their  own  number  or  elsewhere,  a  Treasurer.  These  officers  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  and  until  others  are 
chosen  in  their  stead.  The  same  person  is  at  all  times  re-eligible  as  Secretary 
or  Treasurer  ;  but  no  one  may  be  elected  President  except  an  ordained  minister, 
nor  more  than  twice  in  succession. 

SECTION  2.  The  President  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Synod,  and  may  take 
part  in  the  discussions  and  vote  as  any  other  member,  but  shall  not  originate 
motions.  He  shall  subscribe  all  letters,  written  advices,  resolutions,  and  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Synod.  In  extraordinary  cases,  and  by  request  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  acknowledged  Synods,  or  by  a  respectable  number  of  the  ministers 
or  churches  connected  with  the  General  Synod,  he  may  convene  the  delegates 
of  the  General  Synod  in  special  session.  In  case  the  business  of  the  Secretary 
becomes  too  burdensome  for  one  person  to  execute,  he  shall,  with  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  Secretary,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary,  and  make  known  to  him 
what  portion  of  labor  he  is  to  undertake. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings,  write, 
attest,  and  take  care  of  all  the  documents  and  writings,  publish  the  time  and  place 
of  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  the  papers  of  the  Church,  at  least  two  months 
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beforehand,  and,  in  case  of  a  special  meeting,  he  shall  give  written  notice  there® 
to  the  President  of  each  of  the  District  Synods  immediately  upon  the  issue  of 
the  call  for  such  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Synod,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  account  of  the  same,  which  must  be  submitted 
at  each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  At  its  pleasure  he  may  also  be  required 
to  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  trust.  Pie  shall 
pay  out  moneys  only  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Synod,  or  upon  an  order 
of  the  President,  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

Section  5.  Should  any  officer  of  the  Synod,  in  the  intermediate  time  of  the 
assembling  of  the  body,  depart  this  life,  resign  his  office,  or  become  incapable 
of  executing  the  same,  then  the  remaining  officers  shall  appoint  some  capable 
and  faithful  man  in  his  place  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  General  Synod,  as  the  highest  Ecclesiastical  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Churches  connected  with  it  through  their  District  Synods,  shall  have 
the  control  of  all  those  interests  of  the  Church  which  are  of  a  general  character. 
The  powers  more  specifically  entrusted  to  the  General  Synod  are  chiefly  the 
following  : 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  shall  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  District 
Synods  belonging  to  it,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  existing 
state  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  may  publish  the  statistics  of  the  Church  and  reports 
on  the  state  of  religion,  with  such  plans  and  recommendations  for  the  promotion 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad,  as  it  shall  deem  proper.  The 
District  Synods  shall,  therefore,  transmit  to  it,  regularly,  several  copies  of  the 
proceedings  of  their  annual  conventions. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  providing 
the  books  or  writings  to  be  used  in  the  public  worship  of  the  Church,  and  in 
the  catechetical  instruction  of  the  young,  such  as  Liturgies,  Hymn-books,  and 
Catechisms ;  and  no  District  Synod  shall,  without  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Synod,  publish  or  recommend  books  of  this  kind,  other  than  those  furnished  by 
the  General  Synod. 

Section  3.  The  General  Synod,  as  the  representative  body  of  all  of  the 
Synods  connected  therewith,  shall  make  provision  for  the  general  missionary 
and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home  and  Foreign  Missions* 
Church  Extension,  providing  a  church  literature,  founding  and  maintaining 
institutions  for  the  support  of  poor  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widow's  and 
orphans,  and  other  general  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.  It  shall  use 
all  its  power  and  means  to  unite,  foster,  and  make  efficient  these  operations  of 
the  Church. 

Section  4.  To  accomplish  these  ends,  the  General  Synod  shall,  whenever 
deemed  practical  and  expedient,  create  and  perpetuate  such  Boards  of  Man¬ 
agers  as  it  may  consider  necessary  efficiently  to  carry  forward  these  operations  of 
the  Church,  and  to  determine  the  number  of  members  of  each,  and  the  time  of 
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their  continuance  in  office,  and  to  assign  to  each  Board  its  appropriate  work  and 
duties.  These  Boards  shall  always  be  subject  to  and  under  the  control  of  the 
General  Synod. 

Section  5.  Each  Board  thus  created,  acting  under  the  control  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  General  Synod,  shall  make  the  regulations  necessary  for  the 
management  of  its  own  affairs,  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  shall  keep  full 
and  correct  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  make  report  of  the  same  at 
each  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  For  the  greater  security  of  the  funds 
and  property  which  may  at  any  time  be  entrusted  to  these  Boards,  any  one  or 
all  of  them  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  General  Synod,  obtain  acts  of  incor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  same  shall  give  suitable  bonds  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Section  6.  The  General  Synod  may  also  institute  and  create  a  treasury  for 
the  efficient  advancement  of  its  purposes. 

Section  7.  The  General  Synod  shall  also  advise  the  adoption  of  such  rules 
and  regulations  among  the  several  Synods  as  may  prevent  unpleasant  and 
unfriendly  collisions  that  might  otherwise  arise  out  of  any  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  existing  among  them,  or  from  any  other  causes  ;  and  it  shall  apply  all  its 
powers,  prayers,  and  means  for  the  prevention  of  schisms  among  us  ;  it  shall 
be  sedulously  and  incessantly  regardful  of  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  and 
of  every  casual  rise  and  progress  of  unity  of  sentiment,  among  Christians  in 
general,  in  order  that  the  blessed  opportunities  to  promote  concord  and  unity, 
and  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  may  not  pass  by  neglected  and 
unavailing. 

Section  8.  The  General  Synod  may  give  advice  or  opinion,  when  com¬ 
plaints  shall  be  brought  before  them  by  whole  Synods,  Ministeriums,  Congre¬ 
gations,  or  individual  ministers  or  laymen,  concerning  doctrine  or  discipline. 
They  shall,  however,  be  extremely  careful  that  the  consciences  of  ministers  of 
the  Gospel  be  not  burdened  with  human  inventions,  laws,  or  devices,  and  that 
no  one  be  oppressed  by  reason  of  difference  of  opinion  on  non-fundamental 
doctrines. 

Section  9.  If  differences  of  Synods  be  referred,  the  votes  thereon  shall  be 
taken  by  Synods,  and  the  referring  Synods  shall  have  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws  and  Standing 
Rules,  except  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  A  majority  of  the  Delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods 
attached  to  the  General  Synod  appearing  with  proper  credentials  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  The  General  Synod  shall  appoint,  by  ballot,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  next  Convention  ;  observing  at  all  times,  however,  that  one  meeting,  at 
least,  be  held  every  two  years. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  i.  The  General  Synod  may  make  whatever  By-Laws  it  may  deem 
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necessary,  provided  only  that  they  do  not  contradict  the  spirit  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Section  2.  No  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  made,  except  by  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Synods  attached  to  the  General  Synod.  An  exact 
copy  of  the  intended  alterations  must  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Presi¬ 
dents  of  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  body,  with  the  request  that 
they  submit  them  to  their  respective  Synods  for  decision.  And  if,  at  the  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  it  shall  appear  from  their  minutes  that 
two-thirds  of  the  District  Synods  are  in  favor  of  the  alterations,  they  shall  be 
declared  adopted. 

REPUDIATION  OF  ALLEGED  ERRORS  IN  THE  AUGSBURG 

CONFESSION. 

The  following  preambles  and  resolution  w'ere  adopted  at  York,  in  1S64,  and 
at  the  Canton  meeting,  in  1893,  it  was  ordered  that  hereafter  they  be  regularly 
printed  in  connection  with  the  Constitution  : 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
United  States  has  recognized  the  Augsburg  Confession,  both  in  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  in  the  Constitution  recommended  to 
the  District  Synods  as  well  as  in  her  Liturgy,  and 

Whereas,  Our  Churches  have  been  agitated  by  the  imputation  of  grave  and 
dangerous  errors  in  this  Confession,  so  that  amid  conflicting  statements  many 
who  are  sincerely  desirous  of  knowing  the  truth  are  distracted,  knowing  not 
what  to  believe,  and  the  danger  of  internal  conflict  and  schism  is  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  according  to  its  Constitution,  “shall  apply 
all  their  powers,  their  prayers,  and  their  means  toward  the  prevention  of 
schisms  among  us,”  we,  therefore,  in  Synod  assembled,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Searcher  of  hearts,  desire  to  declare  to  our  churches  and  before  the  world  our 
judgment  in  regard  to  the  imputation  of  these  errors  and  the  alienation  among 
brethren  which  may  arise  from  them. 

Resolved ,  That  while  this  Synod,  resting  on  the  Word  of  God  as  the  sole 
authority  in  matters  of  faith,  on  its  infallible  warrant  rejects  the  Romish  doc¬ 
trine  of  the  real  presence  or  Transubstantiation,  and  with  it  the  doctrine  of 
Consubstantiation  ;  rejects  the  Romish  mass  and  all  the  ceremonies  distinctive 
of  the  mass  :  denies  any  power  in  the  sacrament  as  an  opus  operatum ,  or  that 
the  blessings  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper  can  be  received  without  faith  : 
rejects  auricular  confession  and  priestly  absolution  ;  holds  that  there  is  no 
priesthood  on  earth  but  that  of  all  believers,  and  that  God  only  can  forgive 
sins,  and  maintains  the  divine  obligations  of  the  Sabbath  ;  and  while  we  would 
with  our  whole  heart  reject  any  part  of  any  Confession  which  taught  doctrines 
in  conflict  with  this  our  testimony,  nevertheless,  before  God  and  His  Church, 
we  declare  that,  in  our  judgment,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  properly  inter¬ 
preted,  is  in  perfect  consistence  with  this  our  testimony,  and  with  the  Holy 
Scriptures  as  regards  the  errors  specified. 
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FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Article  I.  The  session  shall  open  promptly  at  9  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

Art.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Synod  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll 
of  all  those  who  have  sent  him  formal  certificates  of  their  election  as  dele¬ 
gates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  their  respective  Synods. 

Art.  3.  Thereupon  the  credentials  of  any  who  claim  to  be  delegates,  but 
who  are  not  so  enrolled,  shall  be  presented,  and  shall  be  decided  upon  by 
those  already  enrolled. 

Art.  4.  A  majority  of  the  delegates  from  a  majority  of  the  Synods  attached 
to  the  General  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business,  but  a  minority  of 
the  same  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  postpone  the  session  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  in  two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  its  meeting. 

Art.  5.  As  soon  as  a  majority  appear,  and  a  session  is  organized,  as  pro¬ 
vided  above,  a  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  required  for  such  election. 

Art.  6.  The  certificates  of  delegates  from  Synods  for  the  first  time  con¬ 
nected  with  this  body  shall  then  be  received,  and  the  deputation  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  objections  shall  be  made,  in  which 
case  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Synod,  and  be  decided  by  a  majority 
vote. 

Art.  7.  Delegates  from  Lutheran  and  other  Synods  not  connected  with  this 
body,  and  clerical  brethren  introduced  by  the  President,  may  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  the  Convention. 

Art.  8.  The  general  officers  of  this  Synod  shall  have  power  to  change  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention  whenever  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
expedient,  or  whenever  the  officers  of  a  majority  of  the  District  Synods  shall 
approve  or  recommend  such  change  ;  provided  that  sixty  days’  notice  of  such 
change  shall  be  given  through  all  the  Church  papers. 

Art.  9.  The  chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  certify  to  the  Treasurer 
whether  or  not  any  delegate  has  left  Synod  without  permission,  and  in  such 
case  of  unexcused  absence  the  Treasurer  shall  withhold  the  mileage  of  the 
delegate. 

Art.  10.  The  President  shall  fill  by  appointment  all  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  standing  committees  during  the  interim  of  the  Conventions  of  this 
body. 
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Art.  ii.  Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  dispensed  with  temporarily  by 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  12.  The  following  special  committees  shall  be  appointed 

( 1 )  On  Devotional  Exercises. 

(2)  On  Correspondence  with  other  Ecclesiastical  Bodies. 

(3)  On  Leave  of  Absence. 

(4)  On  Auditing  the  Treasurer's  Report. 

(5)  On  Mileage. 

(6)  On  Apportionment. 

(7)  On  Business. 

(8)  On  Resolutions. 

(9)  On  District  Synod  Minutes. 

Art.  13.  The  President  shall  appoint,  before  the  close  of  the  Convention, 
the  following  standing  committees  : 

( 1 )  On  Collegiate  and  Theological  Institutions. 

(2)  On  the  State  of  the  Church. 

(3)  On  Transportation. 

(4)  On  Sunday  Schools. 

(5)  On  Foreign  Correspondence. 

(6)  On  Statistical  Secretary. 

(7)  On  Minutes  of  Last  Convention. 

(8)  On  Temperance.

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Art.  I.  Motions. 

1.  Introduction  of  Business.  To  bring  any  subject  before  the  Convention 
for  consideration  and  decision  it  is  necessary  that  a  motion  be  made,  seconded, 
and  stated  from  the  chair,  and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  committed  to 
writing. 

In  ordinary  routine  work,  however,  a  matter  may  be  acted  on  without  any 
formal  presentation,  the  chairman  putting  the  question  to  vote  without  waiting 
for  a  motion.  This  may  be  done  only  when  no  one  objects. 

2.  Order  of  Precedence.  A  motion  shall  be  in  order  at  all  times  when  there 
is  no  other  business  before  the  Convention  ;  but,  when  once  a  motion  has  been 
received,  its  consideration  cannot  be  interrupted  except  by  Privileged,  Inci« 
dental,  or  Subsidiary  questions. 

a.  The  Privileged  questions  are  the  following  : 

( 1 )  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn. 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  decide  cases  of  Privilege. 

(4)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

These,  from  their  very  nature,  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions  what¬ 
ever,  and  may  at  any  time  interrupt  any  other  business  of  the  Convention  until 
the  necessary  action  has  been  taken  respecting  them. 

Amongst  themselves  they  take  rank  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  placed. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  is  always  in  order,  except  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  a  member  is  addressing  the  Convention. 

A  question  of  Privilege  can  be  raised  at  any  point  of  the  proceedings  and 
at  any  stage  of  a  discussion. 

b.  The  Incidental  motions  consist  of  the  following  : 

( 1)  Questions  of  order  and  appeal. 

(2)  Objections  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

{3)  The  reading  of  papers. 

(4)  The  withdrawal  of  motions. 

(5)  Suspension  of  the  rules. 

These  cases  arise  incidentally  out  of  some  question  under  consideration,  and 
necessarily  delay  action  on  the  original  proposition  until  they  are  decided, 
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after  which  the  main  question  is  resumed  at  the  point  at  which  it  was  inter* 
rupted, 

c.  Subsidiary  motions ,  viz. : 

( 1 )  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(2)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  postpone, 

(5)  To  refer  to  a  committee. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  foregoing  motions  are  employed  to  make  suitable  disposition  of  some 
principal  motion.  They  rank  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  any  one 
in  the  list  may  be  moved,  even  though  one  or  more  lower  down  may  be  pend¬ 
ing  at  the  same  time.  But,  though  as  a  rule  they  are  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  main  question,  they  may  also  to  some  extent  be  applied  to  each  other. 
For  example,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  order  the  previous  question 
can  be  employed  on  any  debatable  motion  whatever.  To  limit  debate ,  to 
postpone ,  to  refer  to  a  committee,  and  to  amend  may  themselves  be  amended. 

An  amendment  to  a  motion  may  be  made  at  any  stage  of  the  question,  but 
must  be  germane  to  it,  and  not  destroy  its  general  sense  or  purpose. 

An  amendment  beyond  the  second  degree  is  out  of  order. 

3.  Reconsideration.  A  principal  motion  having  once  been  disposed  of, 
whether  by  adoption,  rejection  or  indefinite  postponement,  cannot  be  renewed 
at  the  same  meeting  of  the  Convention,  except  by  adopting  a  motion  to  recon¬ 
sider  the  former  action,  which  motion  must  be  made  and  seconded  by  mem¬ 
bers  that  were  in  the  majority  on  the  original  question. 

Art.  II.  Discussion. 

1.  Proper  consideration.  Any  question  submitted  to  the  Convention  for 
decision  shall  receive  adequate  consideration  before  being  put  to  vote. 

2.  Objection  to  consideration.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  sec¬ 
onded,  if  any  member  makes  objection  to  its  being  considered,  the  President 
shall  immediately  put  the  question,  “Shall  this  subject  be  discussed?  ’*  and  if 
decided  in  the  negative,  the  motion  shall  be  dismissed.  Such  objection,  how¬ 
ever,  must  be  made  when  the  matter  is  first  introduced. 

3.  Limited  debate.  The  motions  to  postpone,  to  commit,  and  to  amend, 
whilst  themselves  debatable,  do  not  fully  open  the  main  question  for  discussion, 
but  only  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Convention  to  determine 
whether  these  motions  should  be  adopted  or  rejected. 

4.  Undebatable  Questions.  The  following  motions  shall  be  put  to  vote 
without  discussion  : 

a.  To  fix  a  time  to  which  to  adjourn  (when  a  privileged  question). 

b.  To  adjourn. 

c.  To  lay  on  the  table. 
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d.  To  order  the  Previous  Question. 

e.  To  limit  or  extend  debate. 

f  To  reconsider  a  question  that  was  itself  undebatable. 

g.  To  object  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

h.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  day. 

i.  To  settle  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business. 

j.  To  decide  an  appeal  relating  to  cases  of  indecorum,  to  transgression  of 
the  rules  of  speaking,  or  to  the  priority  of  business. 

k.  To  suspend  the  Rules. 

/.  To  allow  the  reading  of  papers. 

m.  To  permit  the  withdrawal  of  a  motion. 

5.  Privileges  i?i  Discussion. 

a.  Every  member  shall  have  full  liberty  to  discuss  any  debatable  question 
that  comes  before  the  Convention. 

From  this  privilege  the  President  is  not  excluded,  as  the  Constitution  (Art. 
III.,  Sec.  2)  expressly  provides  that  “  he  may  take  part  in  the  discussions  and 
vote  as  any  other  member.” 

b.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except : 

(  I )  For  explanation  (not  without  his  own  consent). 

(2)  By  a  call  to  order. 

(3)  By  an  objection  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject. 

(4)  By  a  call  for  the  Order  of  the  day  ;  and, 

(5)  By  a  question  of  Privilege  requiring  immediate  action. 

6.  Restrictions  in  debate. 

a.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  first  rising  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  addressing  the  chair,  nor  even  then  until  he  is  recognized  by 
the  chair. 

b.  Every  speaker  shall  hold  himself  strictly  to  the  subject  under  debate,  avoid 
all  personalities  and  make  no  reflections  on  the  motives  of  his  fellow-members. 

c.  Any  one  wishing  to  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the  same  motion  must 
obtain  special  permission  from  the  Convention. 

d.  On  proper  occasions  a  special  order  maybe  made  limiting  the  speakers  as 
to  the  number  and  length  of  their  speeches,  and  fixing  an  hour  when  the  debate 
shall  stop  and  the  vote  be  taken. 

e.  A  question  shall  no  longer  be  considered  open  for  debate  after  the  voting 
has  begun.  Permission  may,  however,  be  granted  to  any  one  requesting  it  to 
resume  the  discussion,  as  long  as  the  vote  in  the  negative  has  not  yet  been  put. 

Art.  III.  Taking  the  Vote. 

l.  Right  and  duty  of  voting. 

a.  It  shall  be  the  right  and  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  every  subject 
that  is  brought  before  the  Convention  for  its  decision. 

To  this  rule  the  case  of  the  President  forms  no  exception,  as  Art.  III.,  Sec. 
2,  of  the  Constitution  specifically  gives  him  this  right. 
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2.  Order  of  voting.  When  a  series  of  motions  is  pending  at  the  time  when 
a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  they  shall  be  put  to  the  question  in  an  order  exactly  the 
reverse  of  that  in  which  they  were  made,  beginning  at  the  last. 

3.  Dividing  a  question „  When  any  motion  under  consideration  contains  a 
number  of  parts  that  may  be  divided  without  leaving  either  of  them  incomplete 
or  unintelligible,  such  a  division  shall  be  made  when  any  member  requests  it, 
and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  each  of  the  parts  separately. 

In  case  of  objection,  however,  whether  to  the  division  itself  or  to  the  form 
of  it,  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

4.  Filling  a  blank.  The  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the  longest 
time  proposed  shall  be  voted  on  first.  If  that  does  not  prevail,  the  next 
highest  shall  be  taken,  and  so  on  until  some  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  Forms  of  putting  the  question  in  special  cases.  The  following  motions 
shall  be  put  to  vote  according  to  the  forms  provided  for  the  purpose  in  Roberts’ 
Manual,  p.  10,  viz. : 

a.  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

b.  To  move  the  Previous  Question. 

c.  To  decide  questions  concerning  appeals,  and 

d.  To  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  or  clauses. 

The  forms  to  be  employed  follow  below,  in  the  same  order  as  the  motions 
above,  and  are  marked  with  corresponding  letters  : 

a.  Will  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  Day? 

b.  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put  ? 

c .  Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention? 

d.  Shall  the  words  (those  proposed  to  be  stricken  out)  stand  as  part  of  the 
motion  or  resolution  ? 

6.  Number  of  votes  to  adopt. 

a.  A  i?iajority.  To  adopt  any  ordinary  motion  or  resolution,  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient.  A  tie  vote  is  not  to  be  considered  a  majority, 
except  in  a  vote  to  sustain  the  decision  of  the  chair  in  cases  of  appeal. 

b.  A  two-thirds  vote.  The  following  motions  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote 
for  their  adoption  : 

(1)  To  object  to  a  question  being  discussed. 

(2)  To  cut  off  debate  by  the  Previous  Question. 

(3)  To  limit  debate. 

(4)  To  make  a  special  order. 

(5)  To  suspend  the  Rules  or  amend  the  same. 

c.  The  Yeas  and  Nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded,  whenever  a  call  for  the 
Same  is  sustained  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 

d.  Decision  without  a  vote. 

( 1 )  In  matters  of  mere  routine ,  the  absence  of  objection  to  any  action  pro¬ 
posed  may  be  taken  as  implying  general  consent,  ana  may  De  so  announced  by 
the  President,  without  a  formal  vote  being  taken. 
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(2)  Questions  relating  to  the  reading  of  papers ,  and  to  the  withdrawal  of 
a  motion  by  the  mover,  may  be  determined  by  the  President.  In  case  of  ob¬ 
jection,  however,  the  matter  must  be  submitted  to  the  Convention  for  decision. 

(3)  All  questions  of  order  and  of  privilege  shall  at  once  be  decided  by  the 
chair,  and  his  decision  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention.  Any 
one,  however,  who  does  not  agree  with  that  decision  may  immediately  appeal 
to  the  Convention  itself  and  have  the  question  settled  by  a  regular  vote. 

7.  Division.  In  case  of  a  vote  taken  by  voices,  if  the  decision  of  the  chair 
as  to  the  result  be  called  into  question,  the  effect  of  such  decision  shall  at  once 
be  set  aside  and  the  sense  of  the  Convention  ascertained  by  a  division. 

8.  Changing  one’ s  vote.  Any  member  may  change  his  vote  as  long  as  the 
result  has  not  been  finally  announced,  but  not  thereafter. 

Art.  IV.  Miscellaneous. 

1.  The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
the  Convention. 

2.  The  Rules  of  Order  in  Robert’s  Manual  shall  govern  this  Convention  in 
all  cases  not  determined  by  its  own  rules. 

3.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair,  or  by  any  one  whom 
he  may  name,  immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Convention,  and  may 
be  altered  or  amended  at  any  session  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.
